The  University  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  these  protective  laws  and 
regulations  and  for  the  registration  of  the  standards  for  license 
and  for  admission  and  graduation  from  the  various  professional 
schools  of  other  states  and  countries.  In  this  connection  the 
daily  need  of  an  authoritative  register  is  so  keenly  felt  that  we 
have  now  undertaken  its  preparation  and  constant  revision  so 
that  it  shall  be  a  standard  work  of  reference  to  all  interested.

INTRODUCTION 

Professional  education  conforms  to  the  University  editing  rules  approved 
by  the  regents  committee  Feb.  ,10,  1899  except  that  abbreviations  have 
been  used  more  freely  to  condense  the  great  volume  of  matter.  Where 
matter  has  been  greatly  condensed  the  library  abbreviations  for  dates  are 
used  in  the  following  order:  1)  day  of  weelv,  2)  day  of  month,  3)  month, 
4)  3"ear.  The  abbreviations  are: 

Months:  Ja,  F,  Mr,  Ap,  My,  Je,  Jl,  Ag,  S,  O,  N,  D 
Days:  Sn,  M,  Tu,  W,  Th,  F,  St 

W9S85  means  Wednesday,  Sep.  9,  1885.  In  other  cases  the  usual  abbre- 
viations have  been  used;  e.  g.  Jan*.  1,  1900. 

Preacademic,  grammar  or  common  school  vrork  refers  to  the  eight 
years  of  elementary  instruction;  secondary  or  academic  work  refers  to 
the  four  years  of  secondary  instruction  between  elementary  school  and 
•college.  Secondary  school  includes  all  institutions  that  give  one  or  more 
years  of  secondary  instruction,  incorporated  academies,  high  schools, 
academic  departments  in  union  schools  and  similar  unincorporated  schools 
■of  academic  grade.  College  worls  refers  to  the  four  years  of  higher  in- 
struction, foHowing  the  four  years  of  secondary.  The  term  college  in- 
•cludes  universities  and  other  institutions  for  higher  education  authorized 
to  confer  degrees.  Professional  and  technical  institutions  are  uniformly 
■called  schools  whatever  their  corporate  titles. 

Authorities 

It  is  impossible  within  the  limits  of  this  bulletin  to  give 
more  than  a  brief  outline  of  professional  education  in  the  United 
States.  For  detailed  information  touching  laws,  regulations,  lo- 
■cation  of  schools,  and  courses  of  study  the  reader  is  referred  to 
other  bulletins  in  the  series  on  Professional  education  in  tJie  United 
States,  published  by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.

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Illinois  leads  for  the  first  time  in  professional  students,  a  fact 
due  to  a  lack  of  proper  control  of  the  power  to  grant  degrees  ancf 
licenses.  Including  students  in  graduate  medical  schools^,  New 
York  and  Illinois  report  about  the  same  number  of  professional 
students  in  1899. 

Varying  standards 

There  is  no  national  authority  in  the  United  States  that  can- 
prescribe  standards  for  degrees  or  for  license  to  practise  the 
professions.  Each  state  makes  its  own  professional  laws.  As 
a  result  there  are  almost  as  many  standards  as  there  are  politi- 
cal divisions.  The  desirability  of  uniform  standards  throughout 
the  country  for  admission  to  professional  practice  is  recognized 
generally,  but  varying  conditions  as  to  density  of  population, 
educational  advantages  and  general  development  make  it  im- 
practicable to  hope  for  the  attainment  of  this  end  for  some  time- 
to  come." 

30  years  ago  the  public  had  little  protection  from  incompe- 
tency in  professional  practice.  The  bar  is  said  to  have  been  at 
its  lowest  ebb.  Medical  laws  were  crude  and  largely  inoperative. 
In  several  states  only  were  there  any  acts  designed  to  control 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  dentistry.  There  was  no  law  what- 
ever restricting  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine. 

There  has  been  extraordinary  progress,  specially  in  the  last 
decade,  in  restrictive  professional  legislation,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion and  graduation  requirements  of  professional  schools 
throughout  the  United  States.  In  view  of  these  facts  the  growtb- 
in  professional  students  is  remarkable.  From  1888  to  1899  the 
increase  was  as  follows:  theology  24^,  law  224^,  medicine  84^,, 
dentistry  380^,  pharmacy  31^,  veterinary  medicine  17^. 

In  1890,  when  the  last  U.  S.  census  was  taken,  the  ratio  to 
population  for  eacji  given  profession  was:  clergymen  1  to  710, 
lawyers  1  to  699,  physicians  Ito  598,  dentists  1  to  3579.  The- 
corresponding  ratios  for  1870  were:  clergymen  1  to  879,  lawyers 
1  to  946,  physicians  1  to  617,  dentists  1  to  4919.     In  each  profes-

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sion  there  has  been  a  growth  which  is  greater  proportionately 
than  the  growth  in  population." 

Preliminary  general  education  for  licenses 
In  New  York  state  a  preliminary  general  education  equivalent 
to  graduation  from  a  four  years'  high  school  course  after  a  com- 
pleted eight  years'  elementary  course  is  prescribed  by  statute  as 
the  minimum  standard  for  license  to  practise  medicine.  This 
standard  approximates  that  required  in  continental  Europe. 
New  Hampshire  has  similar  requirements,  but  they  are  not  as 
rigidly  enforced.  The  statutes  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  New 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  prescribe  a  "  common  school  education." 
Louisiana  demands  a  "  fair  primary  education."  The  rules  in 
Vermont  prescribe  a  high  school  course;  in  Illinois  and  Iowa 
less  than  one  year  of  high  school  work;  in  Virginia,  "evidence 
of  a  preliminary  education."  In  remaining  political  divisions  laws 
and  rules  are  either  silent  in  this  respect  or  so  indefinite  (Arkan- 
sas and  other  political  divisions)  as  to  be  of  little  value. 

In  New  York  and  Illinois  (after  Jan.  1, 1900)  a  preliminary  gen- 
eral education  equivalent  to  a  three  years'  high  school  course  is 
required  for  admission  to  the  bar.  Connecticut  demands  a  high 
school  education  or  an  indefinite  preliminary  examination.  The 
minimum  requirement  in  Michigan  (in  case  of  examination)  is 
less  than  two  years  of  high  school  work,  in  Colorado  it  is  one 
year  of  high  school  work,  in  Minnesota  (in  case  of  examination) 
it  is  less  than  one  year,  in  Ohio  it  is  a  common  school  education.

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If  anything  is  demanded  in  other  political  divisions  the  require- 
ment is  not  sufficiently  established  (excepting  a  few  local  cases) 
to  find  a  place  either  in  statutes  or  court  rules. 

The  New  York  law  exacts  a  full  high  school  course  as  one  of 
the  requirements  for  license  to  practise  dentistry.'^  New  Jersey 
demands  by  statute  "  a.  preliminary  education  equal  to  that  fur- 
nished by  the  common  schools,"  Pennsylvania  "a  competent  com- 
mon school  education,"  Virginia  a  "  fair  academic  education." 
In  other  political  divisions  there  is  no  such  requirement.^  Louis- 
iana, Michigan,  South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  and,  in  case  of  exam- 
ination, California  and  Texas  are  the  only  political  divisions 
which  mention  in  their  rules  preliminary  general  education  as 
a  requirement  for  license  to  practise  pharmacy.  An  elementary 
education  only  is  prescribed.  The  completion  of  a  full  high 
school  course  or  its  equivalent  is  one  of  the  statutory  require- 
ments for  license  to'  practise  veterinary  medicine  in  New  York." 
Pennsylvania  demands  "  a  competent  common  school  education." 
There  is  no  such  requirement  in  any  other  state. 

Preliminary  general  education  for  degrees 
In  New  York,  high  standards  in  preliminary  general  education 
are  deinanded  both  for  degrees  and  for  licenses,**  and  in  each  case 
the  question  of  attainments  is  determined  by  a  central  authority, 
the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.  As  a  rule  in  other 
states  the  professional  schools  conduct  their  own  entrance  ex- 
aminations, and  the  tests  are  often  mere  matters  of  form,  even 
though  the  standards  may  appear  satisfactory  on  paper. 

Entrance  requirements 
In  4  theological  schools  there  are  no  entrance  requirements; 
in  24  schools  they  are  indefinite.  19  demand  a  grammar  school 
education.  1,  6  and  19  require  respectively  one,  two  and  three 
years  of  high  school  work.  18,  3  and  71  demand  respectively  one, 
three  and  four  years  of  college  work.

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In  16  law  schools  there  are  apparently  no  entrance  require- 
ments whatever;  in  8  schools  they  are  so  indefinite  as  to  be 
practically  worthless.  26  schools  demand  a  grammar  school  edu- 
<;ation.  8,  11,  12  and  3,  require  respectively  one,  two,  three  and 
four  years  of  high  school  work.  Harvard  demands  an  education 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  admission  to  the  senior  class. 
The  Columbia  law  school  will  be  maintained  as  a  graduate  de- 
partment after  1903. 

In  2  medical  schools  the  requirements  are  indefinite;  29  de- 
mand a  grammar  school  education;  97,  12,  3  ^nd  12  require  re- 
spectively one,  two,  three  and  four  years  of  high  school  work. 
Johns  Hopkins  requires  a  college  course,  Harvard  also  after 
Sep.  1901. 

In  3  dental  schools  the  requirements  are  indefinite;  18  demand 
a  grammar  school  education;  18,  11  and  6  require  respectively 
one,  two  and  three  years  of  high  school  work. 

In  6  schools  of  pharmacy  there  are  no  entrance  requirements; 
in  4  schools  they  are  indefinite;  24  demand  a  grammar  school 
education;  11,  6  and  1  require  respectively  one,  two  and  three 
years  of  high  school  work. 

In  1  veterinary  medical  school  the  requirements  are  indefinite; 
9  demand  a  grammar  school  education;  1,  5  and  1  require  respec- 
tively one,  two  and  three  years  of  high  school  work. 

Professional  students  with  college  degrees 
The  1894  U.  S.  education  report  states  that  probably  nearly 
one  half  of  the  theological  students  held  either  B.A.  or  B.S. 
degrees  (46|^,  as  compared  with  only  about  20^  of  law  students. 
The  corresponding  returns  from  medical  schools  were  so  imper- 
fect that  they  were  not  tabulated.  Tables  in  the  1897  U.  S. 
education  report  indicate  that  of  schools  reporting  graduate 
students  49^  of  the  students  in  theology,  24;^  of  those  in  law  and 
14;^  of  those  in  medicine  held  either  B.A.  or  B.S.  degrees.  The 
corresponding  returns  for  1898  were  53^  in  -theology,  29^  in  law, 
and  21^  in  medicine.

Courses  in  theology,  law  and  medicine  are  naturally  graduate 
courses  and  will  eventually  be  maintained  as  such  by  leading 
universities.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  it  would  not  be  ad- 
visable or  eveil  desirable  for  the  state  to  make  this  the  minimum, 
requirement  for  degrees  even  in  these  faculties.  High  school 
graduation  is  sufficient  for  the  minimum  state  requirement. 
Any  thing  farther  than  this  should  be  left  to  individual  initiative.'^ 

6  There  are  few  graduate  students  in  dentistry,  pharmacy  or  veterinary 
medicine.  In  library  science,  however,  which  under  New  York's  leader- 
ship will  develop  rapidly  throughout  the  United  States,  a  thorough  college 
training  will  soon  be  the  usual  requirement  of  all  strong  schools  for 
admission  to  the  professional  course.  In  1900,  for  example,  all  but  two  of 
the  entering  class  of  31  at  the  New  York  state  library  school  are  gradu- 
ates of  colleges  or  universities  registered  as  maintaining  proper  stand- 
ards. In  public  accounting  which  was  raised  by  New  York  to  the  dignity 
of  a  profession  in  1896  the  New  York  requirement  of  a  full  four  years' 
high  school  course  will  doubtless  be  accepted  generally  as  the  standard  ia 
preliminary  general  education.  Additional  requirements  in  New  York  for 
full  C.  P.  A.  certificates  are  three  years'  satisfactory  experience  in  the 
practice  of  accounting  (one  of  which  has  been  in  the  office  of  an  expert 
public  accountant)  and  examinations  in  the  theory  of  accounts,  practical 
accounting,  auditing  and  commercial  law..  Pennsylvania  has  a  C.  P.  A. 
bill,  and  attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  similar  legislation  in  Illinois^ 
Maryland,  New  Jersey  and  Minnesota.

University  supervision 

As  long  as  the  public  had  practically  no  protection  from  in- 
•competency  in  professional  practice  independent  proprietary 
schools  flourished.  With  proper  restrictive  legislation  such  in- 
stitutions will  either  die  or  fall  under  university  supervision. 

Many  professional  schools  not  under  university  supervision 
«how  a  self-sacrificing  zeal  for  high  standards  and  an  absence  of 
the  commercial  spirit  that  might  well  be  emulated  by  all  institu- 
tions connected  with  colleges  or  universities.  Nevertheless  in- 
•dependent  institutions  are  realizing  more  than  ever  before  the 
disadvantages  of  working  without  university  privileges  and 
tend  more  and  more  toward  university  connections  or  university 
relations. 
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In  1899,  257  schools  were  separate  institutions  and  275  were- 
departments  of  colleges  or  universities  as  follows :

Scholarships 

Theological  seminaries,  when  not  endowed,  are  supported  by 
funds  from  the  denominations  they  represent.  Tuition  is  gener- 
ally free,  and  in  many  cases  board  and  lodging  are  furnished. 
Additional  help  is  given  usually  when  needed,  and  generous 
scholarships  are  the  rule.  In  other  professional  schools  scholar- 
ships are  comparatively  rare.  The  1895  U.  S.  education  report 
gives  40  law  school  scholarships  and  295"  medical  school  scholar- 
ships. The  largest,  offered  by  College  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons, New  York,  pays  $700  a  year  and  is  bestowed  to  pronjote 
the  discovery  of  new  facts  in  medical  science. 

An  examination  of  82  law  school  catalogues  for  1899  shows 
that  48  scholarships  are  offered  definitely.  Tuition  is  free  at  the 
law  department  of  Howard  university,  the  law  departments  of 
the  universities  of  Kansas,  Texas  and  West  Virginia.  The  Har- 
vard law  school  and  the  Boston  university  law  school  offer  a 
"limited  number  of  free  scholarships."  Law  students  may  com- 
pete for  the  150  state  scholarships  and  the  18  university  scholar- 
ships offered  annually  at  Cornell  and  for  the  50  city  scholar* 
ships  offered  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  law  depart- 
ment of  Centre  college  offers  free  tuition  to  sons  of  ministers 
and  to  all  young  men  of  limited  means  and  good  character.  3

Tuition  is  free  at  thie  Army  medical  school,  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Texas  and  the  medical  preparatory 
school  of  the  University  of  Kansas.  19  schools  give  cash  prizes 
amounting  to  $5685,  57  offer  hospital  appointments  as  prizes,  47 
give  gold  medals,  surgical  instruments  and  other  prizes. 

56  dental  school  catalogues  for  1899  show  that  7  schools  offer 
58  scholarships."  The  dental  department  of  the  University  of 
Maryland  deducts  one  half  from  tuition  fees  of  one  student  from 
■each  state  on  recommendation  of  his  state  dental  society.  The 
Baltimore  college  of  dental  surgery  had  similar  beneficiary  schol- 
arships till  1898  when  they  were  abolished.  18  schools  offer 
prizes  but  their  value  is  not  great. 

52  catalogues  of  schools  of  pharmacy  for  1899  show  that  5 
schools  offer  12  scholarships  and  2  fellowships.  Tuition  is  free  at 
the  schools  of  pharmacy  connected  with  the  Alabama  polytechnic 
institute,  Washington  agricultural  college,  Purdue  university, 
and  the  universities  of  Kansas,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Washing- 
ton and  Wisconsin.  15  schools  offer  prizes,  usually  medals  or 
j^harmaceutic  instruments.  5  of  these  15  schools  give  cash  prizes 
amounting  to  $620.  The  committee  on  revision  of  the  U.  S. 
pharmacopoeia  has  instituted  fellowships  in  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  for  the  discovery  of 
new  facts  in  pharmacy.

Veterinary  matriculates  are 
eligible  for  50  city  scholarships  offered  by  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. The  veterinary  department  of  Ohio  state  university 
offers  a  scholarship  in  each  county  in  which  the  agricultural 
scholarship  is  not  taken.

Tuition  is  free  in  132  theological  schools.  Only  8  have  matricu- 
lation fees,  33  a  course  fee  and  34  other  fees.  The  average  ma- 
triculation fee  is  |5.38,  the  average  course  fee  191.61^ the  average 
of  other  fees  |22.06. 

23  have  matriculation  fees  (av- 
erage |14),  83  have  course  fees  (average  |69.80),  59  have  other 
fees  (average  $10.86). 

Tuition  is  free  in  3  medical  schools.  119  have  matriculation 
fees  («.-erage  $10.68),  153  have  course  fees  (average  $82.39),  129 
have  other  fees  (average  $49.47).

Women  as  professional  students 
The  1898  U.  S.  education  report  shows  that  women  now  appear 
as  students  in  professional  schools  of  each  class  except  those  in 
veterinary  medicine.  In  nursing  they  are  of  course  in  a  large 
majority,  8004  as  compared  with  801  men.  In  the  other  pro- 
fessions they  are  reported  as  follows:  theology  198,  law  147, 
medicine  1397,  dentistry  162,  pharmacy  174.

Power.to  confer  degrees 

Low  standards  in  many  professional  schools  are  due  to  a  fail- 
ure to  subject  the  degree-conferring  power  to  strict  state  super- 
vision. In  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  the  laws  now  prevent 
an  abuse  of  the  power  to  confer  degrees."  In  Massachusetts  and 
Vermont  bodies  formed  under  the  general  corporation  acts  are 
prohibited  from  conferring  degrees.  In  Ohio  and  Nebraska  the 
statutes  require  only  the  nominal  endowment  of  |5000  for  a 
degree-conferring  institution.  In  other  states  and  territories  aa 
a  rule  any  body  of  men  may  form  an  educational  corporation 
with  power  to  confer  degrees  "  without  any  guaranty  whatever 
that  the  privilege  will  not  be  abused."^ 

This  matter  has  been  under  discussion  recently  in  various 
educational  bodies  and  there  is  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of 
-a  strict  supervision  by  the  state  of  the  degree-conferring  power.*

a  A  similar  bill,  strongly  advocated  by  educators,  was  defeated  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Illinois  legislature  through  the  efforts  of  politicians  and 
others  in  favor  of  low  standards.

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PRELIMINARY  REQUIREMENTS 

First  in  importance  and  earliest  in  time  the  requirements  of  a.' 
preliminary  general  education  for  admission  to  professional' 
study  are  latest  in  development  and  least  in  legal  recognition. 
Inasmuch  as  this  must  be  the  most  important  line  of  future 
development  and  in  recognition  of  the  advanced  position  takenf 
by  certain  states  a  study  is  made  of  institutions  whose  re- 
quirements and  examinations  have  stability  enough  to  warrant 
an  attempt  to  register  them  on  a  uniform  basis. 

The  study  gives  as  completely  as  possible

the  minimum  can  not  be  recognized,  more  than  the  maximum, 
can  not  be  accomplished;   prepared  subjects  require  prepa- 
ration   outside    of    recitation    periods,    unprepared    during, 
the  period. 
Order  of  registration.     Institution,  location,  executive  officer. 
Admission  requirements  meeting  eight  preacademic  years;, 
high  school  and  college  courses  recognized  as  equivalent  to 
one  or  more  years  of  high  school  (academic)  or  college  work^ 
degrees  registered  as  requiring  a  full  college  course  and 
therefore  entitling  to  "  course  certificates." 
For  convenience  of  reference  the  rule  governing  the  recogni- 
tion of  a  college  course  is  appended. 

The  court  of  appeals  and  the  regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York  both  refuse  to  recognize  as  a  college  or 
university  an  institution  which,  though  taking  the  name,  ia 
reality  does  work  of  a  lower  grade.     Colleges  of  medicine,  phar- 
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macy,  dentistry,  business  colleges  and  all  similar  professional 
and  technical  schools  are  not  registered  as  colleges.  By  college 
is  understood  an  institution  which  requires  for  admission  four 
years  of  academic  or  high  school  preparation  in  addition  to  the 
preacademic  or  grammar  school  studies,  and  which  gives  four 
full  years  of  college  instruction  as  a  condition  of  graduation. 
Institutions  with  courses  equivalent  to  three  years  of  college 
work  are  sometimes  registered  when  they  require  four  full 
years  of  academic  preparation,  as  are  other  institutions  that 
admit  after  three  years  of  preparation  but  that  require  a 
minimum  of  four  years  of  college  work.  In  all  cases  the  total 
of  high  school  and  college  work  must  not  be  less  than  seven 
years  in  advance  of  grammar  school  studies  or  the  institution 
can  not  be  registered  as  giving  a  full  college  course. 

The  court  also  refuses  to  recognize  as  "  study  in  a  college  " 
work  in  an  academic  or  lower  department  conducted  and  super- 
vised by  a  college.'  To  be  accepted  as  an  equivalent  by  the 
regents  the  work  must  be  of  college  grade.

For  matriculates  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1897,  med- 
ical schools  are  not  required  to  furnish  notice  of  conditional 
matriculation,  and  such  students  may  make  up  the  full  require- 
ment at  any  time  before  beginning  the  second  annual  course 
counted  toward  the  degree,  or  two  years  before  the  date  of  the 
degree. 

All  matriculates  after  Jan.  1,  1897,  must  secure  48  academic 
■counts  or  their  full  equivalent,  before  beginning  the  first  annual. 
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•course  counted  toward  the  degree  unless  admitted  conditionally, 
in  which  case  the  deficiency  is  not  to  exceed  12  academic  counts 
and  must  be  made  up  before  the  student  begins  the  second 
annual  course  counted  toward  the  degree.

Admission  to  a  high  school  presupposes 
at  least  eight  years  of  common  school  or  preacademic  work. 
The  minimum  requirement  for  each  high  school  year  is  three 
academic  subjects  taken  five  times  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
"The  regents  count  40  weeks  as  a  full  academic  year,  but  if  the 
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candidate  has  passed  successfully  in  a  registered  institution  all 
the  examinations  for  a  full  year's  work,  the  question  of  actual 
attendance  is  not  raised.  Institutions  throughout  the  world 
are  registered  if  they  offer  academic  work  equivalent  to  one  or 
more  years  in  a  registered  high  school.  Courses  in  about  6000- 
high  schools,  embracing  institutions  in  almost  every  civilized 
country  in  the  world,  are  registered  as  meeting  wholly  or  in  part 
the  statutory  requirements  for  admission  to  professional  schools, 
while  courses  of  the  750  institution^  in  the  University  are  regis- 
tered on  a  similar  basis. 

Requirements  for  certificates.  Partial  equivalents  may  be  aC' 
cepted  for  a  medical  student  certificate,  i.  e.  evidence  of  comple- 
tion in  a  registered  school  of  one  or  more  full  years  of  high 
school  work  and  regents  examinations  in  additional  subjects 
representing  the  balance  of  the  required  48  counts;  regenta- 
examinations  in  the  second  or  third  year  of  any  language  course 
will  be  accepted  as  including  the  preceding  years  in  those 
courses;  candidates  unable  to  offer  certificates  of  the  required 
academic  work  in  a  registered  institution  may  present  evidence 
to  the  regents  that  they  had  the  required  preliminary  education,^ 
and  may  on  passing  regents  examinations  receive  their  certifi- 
cates as  of  the  date  when  the  preliminary  work  was  completed.

On  full  equivalents.  Candidates  for  the  medical  student  cer- 
tificate having  credentials  that  can  be  accepted  in  place  of  exam- 
inations, should  forward  them  or  authenticated  copies,  and  the 
accuracy  of  the  translations  of  credentials  in  a  foreign  language 
should  be  certified  by  the  respective  consul  general.  Credentials 
should  be  issued  in  due  form  by  the  president,  dean  or  principal 
of  the  institution;  and  should  be  signed  under  seal  or  acknowl- 
edged before  a  notary,  unless  the  institution  is  in  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York.

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Associations 

The  following  associations  of  a  national  or  local  character  are 
exerting  such  influence  in  formulating  uniformity  in  the  courses 
of  secondary  schools  and  requirements  for  admission  to  colleges 
and  universities  that  they  are  given  a  place  of  permanent  record. 
The  only  subject  uniformly  required  for  admission  to  colleges 
throughout  the  United  States,  viz,  college-entrance  requirements 
in  English,  is  the  result  of  the  active  effort  of  these  associations. 
It  is  probable  that  in  the  near  future  more  definite  courses  of 
instruction  and  more  uniform  requirements  for  admission  to 
college  will  be  secured  through  their  influence. 

Association  of  colleges  and  preparatory  schools  of  the  mid- 
dle states  and  Maryland.  Organized  in  1887  as  the  College 
association  of  Pennsylvania;  in  1888  it  became  the  College  asso- 
ciation of  the  middle  states  and  Maryland ;  in  1892-93  admitting 
preparatory  schools  it  assumed  its  present  title;  next  meeting 
Dec.  1-2,  1899,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Sec.  M.  Whitcomb,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

The  object  of  the  association  is  to  consider  the  qualifications 
of  candidates  for  admission  to  college  and  the  methods  of  ad- 
mission; the  character  of  the  preparatory  schools;  the  courses 
of  study  to  be  pursued  in  the  colleges  and  schools,  including  their 
order,  number,  etc.;  the  relative  number  of  required  and  elec- 
tive studies  in  the  various  classes;  the  kind  and  character  of 
degrees  conferred;  methods  of  organization,  government,  etc.; 
the  relations  of  the  colleges  to  the  state  and  to  the  general 
educational  systems  of  the  state  and  country;  and  any  and  all 
other  questions  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  colleges  and  schools, 
or  calculated  to  secure  their  proper  advancement. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  is  decided  by  the  executive  commit- 
tee unless  determined  by  the  association.  Expenses  are  met  by 
a  |5  assessment  on  each  institution.  Membership  is  open  to  any 
college,  normal  or  high  school  or  other  school  preparing  students 
for  college  in  the  middle  states  and  Maryland  on  approval  of  the 
executive  committee.  In  March  1898,  the  association  had  156 
institutions  on  its  roll  of  membership,  of  which  one  third  were 
colleges  and  universities  and  two  thirds  secondary  schools. 
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Uniform  entrance  requirements  i/n  English.  The  most  important 
steps  toward  the  unification  of  college-entrance  requirements  in 
English  were  taken  by  this  association  at  Columbia  college  De- 
cember 1893.  On  resolution  introduced  by  Pres.  Low  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  10,  five  representing  the  colleges  and  five  the  prepara- 
tory schools  was  appointed  to  consider  the  present  usage  in  the 
matter  of  entrance  examinations  in  English  with  power  to  print 
and  circulate  their  report.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee, 
February  1894,  at  New  York  university,  circulars  of  inquiry  were 
ordered  sent  to  the  colleges  of  New  England,  the  middle  states 
and  Maryland,  also  to  the  preparatory  schools  and  correspond- 
ence was  opened  with  the  commission  of  colleges  in  New  England 
and  with  the  New  England  association  of  colleges  and  prepara- 
tory schools.  On  May  17,  1894,  at  Philadelphia  the  three  dele- 
gations organized  themselves  into  a  conference  and  the  con- 
clusions reached  embraced  five  general  recommendations,  two 
lines  of  entrance  requirements  and  a  scheme  for  an  advanced  ex- 
amination. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  conference  was  held  May  9,  1895  in 
Boston  with  delegates  present  from  the  three  associations  and 
from  the  conference  of  teachers  of  English  of  the  north  central 
states.  After  discussion  five  propositions  were  voted,  books  for 
reading  were  recommended  for  1899  and  1900  and  a  continuation 
of  the  joint  conference  was  recommended. 

The  third  meeting  held  May  31, 1897  in  New  York  included  dele- 
gates from  the  association  of  colleges  and  preparatory  schools  of 
the  southern  states,  recommended  books  for  1901  and  1902  sub- 
ject to  the  ratification  of  bodies  represented  and  adjourned  to 
meet  Dec.  29,  1897  in  Philadelphia.  At  the  adjourned  meeting 
seven  specific  recommendations  were  made  concerning  the  teach- 
ing of  English.  The  fifth  meeting  held  May  29,  1899  in  New 
York  recommended  books  for  1903,  1904  and  1905.

The  object  of  the  association  is  to  consider  the  qualifications 
for  admission  to  colleges,  the  methods  of  admission,  the  char- 
acter of  the  preparatory  schools,  the  courses  of  study  in  college 
and  school  including  their  order  and  number,  the  promotion  of 
interests  common  to  both.  Kegular  annual  meetings  are  held 
in  November.  Expenses  are  met  by  a  $5  assessment  on  each 
institution.  Membership  is  open  to  any  college,  high  school  or 
other  school  preparing  students  for  college  in  the  southern  states 
on  recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  and  assent  of  the 
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associatioii  at  a  regular  meeting,  No  college  is  eligible  that

In  the  spring  of  1886,  13  colleges  of  New  England  had  signi- 
fied their  willingness  to  enter  the  commission  as  an  experiment, 
reserving  the  right  of  full  liberty  of  action;   in  April  delegates 
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framed  rules  for  the  organization,  which  were  referred  to  the 
colleges  for  sanction,  in  September  the  rules  had  been  ratified 
by  all  the  colleges,  and-  the  commission  was  definitely  estab- 
lished. 

The  commission  is  constituted  by  the  appointment  of  one  dele- 
gate from  each  college  to  serve  for  three  years. 

The  functions  of  the  commission  are  to  consider  and  co  reooiti 
mend  to  the  several  faculties  such  measures  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  to  maintain  and  promote  uniformity  in  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  college. 

Full  liberty  of  action  is  reserved  to  each  faculty  on  all  pro- 
posals. 

Annual  meeting  in  the  month  of  April.  Delegates  from  other 
New  England  colleges  admitted  on  their  acceptance  of  the  rules. 

The  influence  of  the  commission  has  been  widespread  and  deep 
as  is  shown  by  the  uniformity  of  requirements  for  admission  to 
the  various  colleges  of  the  commission  whose  annual  catalogues 
show  what  suggestions  of  the  commission  have  been  ratified.

In  1878  there  were  125  schools  with  4320  students.  The  growth 
in  students  in  21  years  has  been  87^/. 

The  seminaries  have  increased  their  requirements  steadily  so 
that  all  the  great  divisions  of  theology  are  now  represented  in 
their  faculties.  In  1899,  1  school  had  a  course  of  7  years,  10  a 
course  of  6  years,  6  a  course  of  5  years,  24  a  course  of  4  years, 
116  a  course  of  3  years,  7  a  course  of  2  years,  and  1  a  course  of 
1  year.    73  grant  degrees. 

Early  theological  training 
The  rise  of  independent  seminaries  marked  the  second  step  in 
the  development  of  theological  education  in  this  country.  A 
desire  to  educate  candidates  for  the  ministry  had  influenced  the 
founding  of  colleges  at  a  much  earlier  period.  In  fact  our  first 
institutions  for  higher  education  owed  their  origin  to  this  desire. 
The. chief  object  in  the  founding  of  HarA^ard  college  (1636)  for 
example  was  to  provide  an  educated  ministry.  Cotton  Mather 
in  his  Magnal'M  Christi  Americana  gives  a  list  of  New  England 
churches  in  1696  which  shows  that  of  129  pulpits  supplied  by  116 
pastors,  107  of  the  clergymen  were  graduates  of  Harvard  college. 
The  colleges  founded  at  New  Haven  (1700)  and  at  Princeton 
(1748)  followed  Harvard  in  making  education  free  to  candidates 
for  the  ministry  who  could  not  meet  their  own  expenses. 


Theological  schools  in  iSgg 
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In  England  candidates  for  the  ministry  usually  pursued  a  uni- 
versity course  which  included  several  studies  that  bore  on  their 
future  calling.  In  addition  to  the  college  degree  they  were  ex- 
amined on  certain  theological  books  which  they  had  read  either 
in  private  or  with  the  assistance  of  a  preceptor.  This  same 
scheme  was  followed  in  this  country  in  the  17th  and  18th  centu- 
ries. The  college  faculty  included  as  a  rule  a  professor  of  He- 
brew and  a  professor  of  theology  and  their  work  was  supple- 
mented by  the  study  of  theological  books  either  in  private  or 
under  the  oversight  of  an  experienced  clergyman. 

Rise  of  independent  seminaries 
At  the  close  of  the  18th  century  the  colleges  had  departed 
so  far  from  the  special  purpose  of  their  creation  that  it  was 
thought  necessary  to  establish  theological  seminaries.  For 
more  than  half  a  century  private  theological  schools  had 
been  in  existence.  Dr  Joseph  Bellamy  of  Connecticut  conducted 
the  first  of  these  institutions  that  attained  distinction  and  some 
of  his  graduates  opened  other  similar  schools.  The  theological 
seminary  proper,  however,  had  its  origin  in  this  country  in  the 
closing  years  of  the  18th  century.  In  England  when  the  univer- 
sities were  closed  to  those  outside  of  the  established  church,  new 
institutions  sprang  up  but  these  included  academic  as  well  as 
theological  courses.  In  this  country  the  seminaries  "  became  a 
supplement  to  the  college,  not  a  substitute  as  in  England."  Un- 
doubtedly the  desire  to  have  schools  in  which  their  special  relig- 
ious doctrines  might  be  taught  influenced  the  denominations  in 
America  that  had  no  secular  colleges  to  found  their  own  theo- 
logical seminaries,  but  the  necessity  for  the  more  definite  and 
systematic  training  of  the  theological  schools  seems  to  have  been 
felt  by  all. 

The  history  of  the  existing  institutions  that  are  specially  de- 
voted to  preparation  for  the  ministry  is  limited  with  three  ex- 
ceptions to  the  present  century.  The  Seminary  of  the  reformed 
Dutch  church  in  America  was  founded  in  1784.  In  that  year 
Drs  Livingston  and  Meyer  were  set  apart  to  be  professors  of 
theology  and  the  method  of  training  men  for  the  ministry  by  any 
individual  pastor  whom  the  student  might  select  was  formally 
discontinued.  The  succession  of  classes  since  1784  has  been  con- 
tinuous with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  years.  These  years 
were  not  consecutive  so  that  the  work  of  the  professors  has  been 
continuous.  This  work  was  done  first  in  New  York,  then  at 
Flatbush,  L.  I.  and  since  1810  at  New  Brungwick,  N.  J. 

St  Mary's  seminary  was  founded  at  Baltimore  in  1791  and  is 
under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  Society  of  St  Sulpice. 
Xenia  theological  seminary  is  the  result  of  the  consolida- 
tion   in    1874    of   the    Seminary    pf    the   northwest    with   the 
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Associate  seminary  at  Xenia.  The  Theological  seminary  of 
the  associate  presbyterian  church  of  North  America  was 
located  originally  at  Service,  Beaver  co.  Pa.  in  1794,  when 
Dr  John  Anderson  was  elected  professor  of  theology  by  the 
Associate  synod.  In  1821  the  seminary  was  transferred  to 
Cannonsburg,  Pa.  and  in  1855  to  Xenia,  Ohio.  In  1782  the  Asso- 
ciate reformed  synod  was  formed  by  the  union  of  the  Associate 
presbyteries  and  the  Reformed  presbyteries.  Those  who  refused 
to  accept  this  union  established  the  Theological  seminary  of  the 
associate  presbyterian  church  of  North  America  at  Service, 
Beaver  co.  Pa.  The  Associate  reformed  synod  opened  a  theo- 
logical seminary  in  New  York  in  1805. 

In  1808  New  England  congregationalists  united  in  opening  the 
theological  school  at  Andover.  In  1812  the  General  assembly  of 
the  presbyterian  church  founded  the  Princeton  theological  semi- 
nary. In  1815  Hartwick  seminary,  the  oldest  Lutheran  theo- 
logical school  in  this  country,  was  opened  in  Otsego  co.  N.  Y. 
In  1817  the  General  convention  of  the  protestant  episcopal  church 
established  the  General  theological  seminary  in  New  York  where 
instruction  was  first  given  in  1819.  The  seminary  was  removed 
to  New  Haven  in  1820  but  was  reopened  in  New  York  in  1822.  In 
1820  the  Baptist  education  society  opened  Hamilton  theological 
seminary,  the  first  theological  school  established  by  baptists  in  the 
United  States,  since  1893  a  department  of  Colgate  university. 
The  Reformed  church  in  the  United  States  founded  the  theo- 
logical seminary  at  Carlisle,  Pa.  in  1825.  In  1839  the  methodists 
founded  their  first  theological  seminary  "  in  commemoration  of 
the  first  centennial  of  ecumenical  methodism."  The  institution 
was  opened  in  1840  at  Newbury,  Vt.,  was  removed  to  Concord, 
N.  H.  in  1847,  to  Boston  in  1867  and  became  in  1871  the  theo- 
logical department  of  Boston  university. 

Of  the  165  existing  theological  schools  3  were  established  be- 
fore 1800,  18  between  1801  and  1825,  25  between  182G  and  1850, 
72  between  1851  and  1875,  47  between  1876  and  1900.  When  the 
necessity  of  systematic  training  for  the  ministry  was  recognized 
theological  schools  were  established.  The  multiplication  of 
these  schools,  however,  is  due  to  some  extent  to  differences  of 
opinion  touching  matters  pertaining  to  the  Christian  faith. 
When  men  can  not  think  alike  even  in  details  that  seem  trivial, 
they  split  frequently  intq  sects  which  sometimes  found  theologi- 
cal seminaries  to  teach  their  own  peculiar  views.  In  an  interest- 
ing paper  on  the  onuses  and  remedy  of  the  disunion  of  Christen- 
dom the  Rev.  Mr  Crapsey,  of  St  Andrew's  church.  Rochester,  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that  the  purpose  of  the  church  to  discipline 
life,  to  make  men  pure  and  just  and  kind  is  often  lost  sight  of  in 
an  effort  to  secure  intellectual  agreement  concerning  the  most 
abstruse  and  difficult  subjects  that  the  human  mind  can  enter- 
tain.   Bishop  Whipple  of  Minnesota  emphasizes  the  other  side 
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of  this  picture  as  follows:  ''Never  in  the  world's  history  has 
there  been  such  enthusiasm  in  all  humanitarian  work  as  now. 
Not  even  in  the  primitive  church  have  greater  victories  been 
won  in  leading  heathen  folk  to  Christian  civilization." 

Keligious  bodies  vary  greatly  with  regard  to  the  training 
deemed  essential  for  the  ministry.  The  training  of  the  Roman 
catholic  priest  for  example  begins  normally  at  about  the  age  of 
12  when  the  candidate  is  secluded  in  many  ways  from  contact 
with  secular  life,  living  and  working  constantly  under  ecclesiasti- 
cal supervision.  On  the  other  hand  the  protestant  candidate  for 
the  ministry  is  usually  free  to  choose  his  teachers,  studies  and 
associates,  and  he  does  not  begin  his  special  training  till  he  has 
finished  his  general  education  and  entered  the  theological  school. 

Again  episcopalians,  presbj^terians  and  congregationalists  for 
example  have  exacted  as  a  rule  a  comparatively  good  general 
and  professional  education.  The  methodists  on  the  other  hand 
have  not  laid  as  much  stress  on  intellectual  training.  They 
did  not  open  a  theological  school  till  1840  and  even  in  1899  the 
methodist  seminaries  did  not  report  as  many  students  as  the 
Presbyterian  though  in  the  United  States  there  were  probably 
about  four  times  as  many  methodists  as  presbyterians.  But  pro- 
gress toward  a  thorough  training  has  been  made  by  the  metho- 
dists who  now  supervise  'carefully  the  scholastic  work  of  their 
higher  institutions  of  learning. 

It  is  commonly  asserted  that  many  theological  seminaries  not- 
withstanding their  comparatively  high  admission  requirements  do 
not  maintain  the  educational  standards  required  by  other  profes- 
sional schools,  and  that  students  in  these  seminaries  are  seldom 
dropped  through  failure  to  reach  a  satisfactory  intellectual  stand- 
ing. As  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Whitaker  of  Albany  says,  however,  we 
should  not  overlook  the  fundamental  difference  between  theology 
and  other  professions.  Strangulated  hernia  demands  everywhere 
the  same  skill  but  intellectual  training  necessary  for  the  cure 
and  care  of  souls  varies  with  varying  needs. 

University  relations 

Some  theologians  magnify  the  advantages  that  arise  from  the 
pursuit  of  a  common  purpose  in  independent  seminaries.  In 
their  judgment  these  seminaries  accomplish  much  more  thorough 
work  in  theology  than  that  done  for  example  at  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge. -Other  writers  emphasize  the  fact  that  "  the  theologian 
needs  the  contact  of  other  minds  just  as  do  other  specialists," 
and  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  divorce  the  study  of  theology  from 
that  of  the  other  sciences.  In  the  United  States  the  seminaries 
long  restricted  the  study  of  theology  to  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try; laymen  neglected  this  field  almost  entirely  and  theologians 
on  the  other  hand  were  narrowed  by  the  seclusion  of  the 
seminary. 

The  work  of  independent  theological  schools  is  of  course  much 
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more  thorough  than  that  which  the  secular  colleges  attempted 
with  the  aid  of  individual  clergymen,  but  the  isolation  of  these 
schools  is  a  disadvantage  when  we  compare  them  with  some  of 
the  great  universities  abroad  in  which  theology  is  the  leading 
faculty. 

The  recognition  of  this  fact  marked  the  third  step  in  the  de- 
velopment of  theological  education  in  this  country.  In  1819 
Harvard"  and  in  1822&  Yale  organized  separate  theological  facul- 
ties. In  1899,  46  colleges  and  universities  had  theological  facul- 
ties^ and  13  independent  schools  had  entered  into  such  relations 
with  neighboring  universities  that  their  students  were  able  to 
enjoy  many  university  privileges.  These  friendly  relations  now 
exist  even  between  different  denominations.  The  Episcopal  theo- 
logical school  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  has  for  example  many  of  the 
advantages  offered  by  Harvard  university,  the  Episcopal  divinity 
school  at  Philadelphia  shares  advantages  offered  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  the  Union  theological  seminary  in  New 
York  those  afforded  to  the  students  of  Columbia  and  New  York 
universities. 

Present  tendencies 

Dr  C.  A.  BriggS  wrote  as  follows  on  theological  education  in 

1892: 

"  The  course  in  theology  is  still  very  defective  in  the  great 
majority  of  the  theological  schools  .  .  .  but  no  one  can 
deny  real  and  great  progress  .  .  .  The  backbone  of  theo- 
logical training  is  still  Hebrew  exegesis,  Greek  exegesis,  church 
history^  systematic  theology,  pastoral  theology  and  homiletics. 
The  scientific  method  is  beginning  to  revolutionize  theo- 
logical education;  but  this  movement  is  "only  in  its  beginnings." 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  extend  the  elec- 
tive system  in  seminary  courses.  Some  theologians  contend  that 
these  courses  should  be  entirely  elective;  others,  that  they  should 
require  a  symmetric  training  in  all  fundamental  branches,  and 
that  the  choice  of  studies  should  be  limited  to  those  that  are 
demanded  by  special  tastes  or  by  special  lines  of  work.  In  an 
essay  on  the  education  of  protestant  ministers,  published  in  the 
Prinoeton  review  in  1883,  and  republished  in  1898  in  Educational 
reform,  President  Eliot  gives  the  following  suggestions  touching , 
this  matter: 

"  The  subjects  which  in  our  day  should  be  set  before  a  candi- 
date for  the  ministry  are  divisible  into  two  classes:  those  which 
every  candidate  should  master,  and  those  from  which  every  can- 
didate should  make  a  limited  selection.  .  .  The  preliminary 
subjects  which  every  student  of  theology  should  in  my  judgment 
be  required  to  master  are  as  follows: 

oThe  first  professorship  established  In  the  university  was  the  Hollis 
professorship  of  divinity,  established  In  1721.  The  differentiation  of  the 
divinity  school  from  the  college  was  very  gradual. 

b  The  chair  of  divinity  was  established  In  1755. 
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1  Languages:  Greek  (including  New  testament  Greek),  Latin, 
Hebrew  and  German 

2  English  literature,  with  practice  in  writing,  and  study  of 
style 

3  The  elements  of  psychology 

4  The  elements  of  political  economy 

5  Constitutional  history,  or  the  history  of  some  interesting 
period  of  moderate  length 

6  Science:  botany,  zoology,  or  geology,  studied  in  the  labora- 
tory and  the  field. 

The  requisitions  in  the  languages  other  than  English  are  the 
only  ones  in  this  list  which  are  now  habitually  enforced  in  theo- 
logical seminaries     . 

"  Having  finished  the  preliminary  required  studies,  the  candi- 
date for  the  ministry  is  ready  to  enter  upon  the  advanced  studies 
which  may  properly  be  called  professional.  Since  preaching  is 
to  be  his  most  important  function,  he  will  naturally  give  a  good 
share  of  his  time  to  homiletics  and  the  practice  of  writing  and 
speaking.  The  other  subjects  which  are  now  included  under  the 
comprehensive  term  '  theology  '  or  '  divinity  '  may  be  grouped  as 
follows: 

1  Semitic  studies:  linguistic,  archeologic  and  historical 

2  New  testament  criticism  and  exegesis 

3  Ecclesiastical  history 

4  Comparative  religion  or  historic  religions  compared 

5  Psychology,  ethics,  and  the  philosophy  of  religion 

6  Systematic  theology,  and  the  history  of  Christian  doctrine 

7  Charitable  and  reformatory  methods,  and  the  contest  of 
Christian  society  with  licentiousness,  intemperance,  pauperism 
and  crime     . 

"  Any  three  of  these  seven  groups  thoroughly  studied,  in  addi- 
tion to  homiletics  and  the  preliminary  required  studies,  would 
in  my  judgment  give  a  far  better  training  for  the  protestant 
ministers  of  our  day  than  is  now  offered  in  any  theological  semi- 
nary in  my  knowledge." 

In  this  essay  Pres.  Eliot  deals  only  "  with  the  surroundings 
and  mental  furnishing  of  the  minister,  not  with  his  inspiration." 
He  does  not  maintain  that  there  is  no  need  of  uneducated  min- 
isters or  that  men  of  genius  are  dependent  on  systematic  training 
or  that  "  sensibility,  earnestness  and  piety  "  are  not  the  most 
essential  qualities.  He  does  say,  however,  that  men  of  genius 
are  rare  and  that  it  is  not  the  business  of  universities  and  theo- 
logical seminaries  to  provide  "  uninstructed  exhorters."

It  was  founded  in  1857  by  the  late  bishop  (De  Lancey)  of  western  New 
York,  under  the  name  of  the  Diocesan  training  school,  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  theological  training  for  persons  seeking  the  min- 
istry of  the  protestant  episcopal  church,  in  this  diocese,  from  a  ministry 
in  other  religious  bodies,  or  from  business  life.  In  1867  the  name  of  the 
school  was  changed  to  the  De  Lancey  divinity  school,  but  there  has  been 
no  change  in  its  purpose  or  plan  of  work. 

The  school  has  an  endowment  of  a  little  less  than  $51,000  ($50,886.83  as 
last  reported),  of  which  $8511.67  is  in  real  estate;  also  $6114  in  scholar- 
ships and  $900  library  fund.  This  property  is  held  at  present  by  the 
"  Trustees  of  the  parochial  fund  of  the  diocese  of  western  New  York,"  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  the  board  of  education.

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INTRODUCTION 

Early  law  schools 

The  first  American  law  school  was  founded  at  Litchfield,  Ct. 
in  1784  and  discontinued  in  1833.  Though  not  connected  with 
any  university  it  seems  to  have  made  an  excellent  record.  Of 
1023  graduates,  50  became  members  of  congress,  15  U.  S.  sena- 
tors, 40  judges  of  the  higher  state  courts,  10  governors  of  states, 
5  cabinet  officers,  2  justices  of  the  federal  supreme  court,  1  vice- 
president  of  the  United  States  and  several  foreign  ministers. 

A  course  of  lectures  in  law  was  delivered  in  the  College  of 
Philadelphia  in  1791  by  James  Wilson  who  had  been  appointed 
professor  of  law  in  that  institution,  but  his  work  was  discon- 
tinued before  the  close  of  the  second  course.  In  1797  James 
Kent  made  a  similar  attempt  at  Columbia,  but  he  gave  only  one 
course  of  lectures. 

The  Harvard  law  school,  established  in  1817,  was  the  earliest 
school  in  the  country  connected  with  a  university  and  authorized 
to  confer  degrees  in  law.  The  course  was  lengthened  to  3  years 
in  1877.  There  were  no  examinations  for  the  degree  till  1871, 
and  none  for  admission  till  1877.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1897  the  rule  came  into  force  by  which  only  graduates  of 
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approved  colleges  and  persons  qualified  to  enter  the  senior  class 
of  Harvard  college  are  admitted  as  regular  students. 

The  Yale  law  school  was  established  in  1824,  that  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  1825  and  the  Cincinnati  law  school  in  1833. 

Development  of  law  schools  since  1858 
Law  schools  had  exercised  little  influence  on  the  legal  profes- 
sion in  this  country  up  to  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Colum- 
bia law  school  in  1858.  The  extinct  Litchfield  school  and  the  un- 
successful attempts  at  the  college  of  Philadelphia  and  Columbia 
constitute  the  record  up  to  1800.  3  of  the  existing  schools  were 
established  between  1801  and  1825,  7  between  1826  and  1850,  24 
between  1851  and  1875,  50  between  1876  and  1900.  The  growth 
of  the  Columbia  law  school  was  quite  steady  from  the  first.  In 
1859  there  were  35  students,  in  1876,  573,  in  1889,  491.  In  1888 
the  trustees  decided  to  add  a  third  year  to  the  course  to  take- 
effect  in  the  fall  of  1890.  In  1899  they  adopted  a  resolution  con- 
verting the  school  into  a  graduate  department  by  limiting  admis- 
sion to  college  graduates,  the  change  to  take  effect  in  the  fall  of 
1903. 

Since  1858  the  growth  in  law  schools  has  been  most  remark- 
able. In  1878  there  were  50  schools  with  3012  students;  in  1899 
there  were  86  schools  with  11,883  students.  The  increase  in 
students  in  21  years  has  been  294^.  These  figures  show  that  the 
old  method  of  study  in  the  office  of  an  attorney  is  rapidly  giving 
place  to  the  systematic  training  of  the  law  school.  In  fact  it  is 
impracticable  under  existing  conditions  to  obtain  a  satisfactory 
legal  education  in  an  attorney's  office." 

The  greatest  drawback  to  efficient  work  in  our  law  schools  as 
shown  elsewhere,  is  failure  to  demand  a  satisfactory  preliminary 
education  for  admission.  There  has  been  rapid  growth  in  the 
belief  that  the  course  of  study  entitling  students  to  the  LL.  B. 
degree  can  not  be  covered  properly  in  less  than  three  years.  The 
president  of  Western  reserve  university,  Charles  F.  Thwing 
writes  as  follows:  "  The  progress  of  professional  education  in  the 
U.  S.  receives  illustration  in  the  fact  that  a  fourth  year  is  now 
frequently  spoken  of  as  a  demand  of  the  school  law.*  Many  law 
schools  are  now  doing  four  years'  work  in  three  years,  and  cer- 
tain schools  are  doing  three  years'  work  in  two  years.    The  best 


a  The  ratio  of  lawyers  to  population  in  1870  was  1  to  946,  in  1890  it 
was  1  to  699.  These  figures  show  a  growth  somewhat  out  of  proportion 
to  the  growth  in  population,  but  not  by  any  means  as  great  comparatively 
as  the  growth  in  students  (1870,  1653;  1890,  4518).  The  explanation  is 
simple.  Only  students  in  law  schools  have  been  reported,  not  those  pre- 
pared for  the  bar  elsewhere.

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schools  have  increased  their  courses  of  study  from  two  years 
to  three,  and  as  they  have  increased  the  length  of  time  they  have 
also  increased  the  number  and  amount  of  the  studies." 

In  1875  only  1  law  school  had  a  course  of  three  years.  In 
30  schools  the  course  was  two  years,  in  10  one  year,  in  2  the 
length  of  the  course  was  not  stated.  In  1899  44  schools  had 
a  three  years'  course,  37  a  two  years'  course,  4  a  one  year's  course. 
In  1  the  length  of  the  course  was  not  stated.  Of  the  44  schools 
with  three  years'  course  11  report  an  absolute  requirement  of 
three  years'  study  in  a  law  school  for  the  LL.  B.  degree;  30  report 
three  years'  study  in  a  law  school  as  the  regular  requirement  for 
the  LL.  B.  degree. 

Of  the  86  law  schools  reporting  in  1899,  16  are  separate  in- 
stitutions and  70  are  departments  of  colleges  or  universities; 
49  hold  day  sessions,  24  evening  sessions,  7  hold  both  and  6  do 
not  report  the  item;  82  grant  degrees. 

Salaries  of  teachers 
Charles  Noble  Gregory  in  a  paper  read  before  the  American 
bar  association  in  1897,  showed  that  of  349  law  teachers  in  the 
United  States,  75,  or  only  about  ^  gave  their  entire  time 
to  the  work.  The  law  teachers  who  receive  fixed  salaries  were 
as  a  rule  somewhat  more  highly  paid  than  teachers  of  other 
topics  even  in  the  same  university.  The  report  from  Harvard 
law  school  was  most  complete.  There  we  found  a  faculty  of  9  men, 
all  but  1  giving  their  entire  time  to  the  school.  The  salary  of 
an  assistant  professor  was  |2250;  of  a  professor  |4000  during  the 
first  5  years,  |4500  during  the  next  5  years,  and  $5000  thereafter. 
The  average  salary  of  the  teachers  in  American  law  schools  who 
gave  their  full  time  to  the  work,  including  deans  and  assistants, 
was  12564.12.  Keplies  from  European  law  schools  indicated  that 
nearly  three  times  as  large  a  proportion  of  the  law  teachers  gave 
their  full  time. 

Methods  of  instruction 

Instruction  in  law  schools  is  given  by  lectures,  by  recitations 
from  textbooks,  and  by  discussion  and  explanation  of  selected 
cases.  Each  of  these  systems  has  its  advocates.  In  a  majority 
of  thfe  schools  instruction  is  given  mainly  by  lectures.  Next  in 
popularity  comes  the  method  of  recitations  on  lessons  previously 
assigned.  There  are  only  a  few  schools  that  depend  mainly  on 
the  discussion  and  explanation  of  selected  cases. 

Dean  Ashley  of  the  New  York  university  law  school  writes  as 
follows  on  this  subject:  "The  leading  universities  repudiate  the 
idea  of  any  fixed  method  for  teaching  or  studying  law."    Profes- 
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sor  Gray  of  HarAard  says:  "In  all  law  schools,  I  suppose,  the 
students  learn  from  textbooks,  cases  and  oral  instruction.  At  any 
rate  they  do  so  here.  Each  teacher  is  free  to  use  these  means  as 
he  pleases.  The  different  professors  do  actually  use  them  in 
different  ways  and  proportions."  Dean  Keener  of  Columbia 
says:  "  There  is  no  uniform  method  of  instruction  in  this  school. 
Each  instructor  is  at  liberty  to  pursue  the  method  of  instruction 
which  in  his  opinion  will  be  productive  of  the  best  results.  At 
the  present  time  three  months  of  instruction  are  used." 

The  1898  report  of  the  committee  on  legal  education  of  the 
American  bar  association  gives  returns  from  20  law  schools,  in- 
cluding the  leading  schools  of  the  country,  on  instruction  in 
practice.  *  2  report  that  they  depend  principally  on  the  obser- 
vations which  the  students  can  make  in  attending  actual 
courts;  but  in  all  others  the  practical  importance  of  school  in- 
struction and  of  practice  in  moot  courts  is  recognized.  The 
committee  recommends  as  the  ideal  plan  of  organization  of  a 
law  faculty  with  reference  to  practical  work  that  provision  be 
made  for  a  professor  of  pleading  and  practice,  a  thoroughly 
trained  lawyer  who  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  work  of  that 
kind. 

Admission  to  the  bar  in  colonial  days 

In  early  colonial  days  lawyers  seem  to  have  been  regarded  with 
jealousy  and  aversion.  At  the  time  of  the  revolution,  however, 
they  had  gained  a  position  of  prominence  which  they  have  always 
maintained  in  this  country.  Of  56  signers  of  the  declaration  of 
independence  25  were  lawyers  and  so  were  30  out  of  55  members 
of  the  convention  which  framed  the  federal  constitution." 

There  was  no  particular  scheme  of  legal  education  in  the  co- 
lonial period  but  in  most  of  the  colonies  there  were  statutes  re- 
lating to  attorneys.  In  North  Carolina  the  following  parliamen- 
tary provision  was  in  force  up  to  the  revolutionary  war: 

"...     None  shall  from  henceforth  be  admitted  attorneys 

*  in  any  of  the  king's  courts  of  record     .     .     .     but  such  as  have 

been  brought  up  in  said  courts,  or  otherwise  well  practised  in 

soliciting  of  causes,  and  have  been  found  by  their  dealings  to  be 

skilful  and  of  honest  disposition     .     .     ." 

In  Virginia  in  1680  the  licensing  of  attorneys  was  placed  by 
the  general  assembly  in  the  hands  of  the  governor: 

"  ^  .  .  .  no  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  shall  practice  as 
an  Attorney  or  appear  to  plead  in  the  General  court,  or  any 
county-court  in  this  countrey,  but  such  as  shall  be  first  Licenced 
by  his  Excellency,  or  Successors  thereunto,  and  .  .  .  any 
one  that  snail  presume  to  plead  in  the  general  court,  or  any 

o  statistics  of  J.  H.  Patton  jr. 
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county  or  other  court  without  such  licence  first  obtained,  and 
had;  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  committed  in  the  county- 
■court  six  hundred  pounds  of  tobacCo  and  in  the  General  Court 
2000  pounds  of  Tobacco." 

This  act  was  superseded  in  1748  by  what  seems  to  be  the  ear- 
liest provision  for  an  examining  committee: 

"  The  judges  of  the  General  Court  shall  dominate  and  appoint 
such  and  so  many  of  the  council  learned  in  the  Law  and  Attor- 
nies  practicing  in  said  Court  as  they  shall  think  fit,  to  examine 
into  the  Capacity,  Ability  or  Fitness  of  such  persons  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  apply  for  a  licence  to  practice  as  Attornies 
in  the  County  courts  and  other  inferior  courts  of  this  colony 
and  shall  cause  such  nomination  and  appointment  to  be  entered 
in  the  Records  of  their  Court;  which  persons  so  nominated  shall 
take  oath  that  they  will  well  and  truly  examine  into  the  Capacity, 
Ability  and  Fitness  of  such  persons  as  shall  make  application  to 
them  for  a  Licence  to  practice  as  Attornies  and  that  they  will 
not  grant  a  Licence  to  any  person  who  shall  not  upon  examina- 
tion to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  be  found  sufficiently  qualified 
to  practice  as  Attorney  aforesaid." 

In  New  Jersey  any  one  was  allowed  to  plead  till  1698,  after 
which  date  attorneys  were  licensed  by  the  governor.  In  Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode  Island  and  New  Hampshire  an  oath  seems  to 
have  been  all  that  was  demanded  of  those  seeking  admission  as 
attorneys.     This  was  the  case  also  in  Delaware  up  to  1726. 

The  records  of  the  secretary  of  state  at  Albany  show  that  for 
70  years  just  preceding  the  American  revolution  attorneys  were 
admitted  to  practise  in  New  York  by  the  governor  without  any 
examination  as  to  fitness,  though  for  admission  to  practise  be- 
fore the  supreme  court  the  usual  preparation  was  "  a  college  or 
university  education  and  three  years'  apprenticeship  or,  without 
the  former,  seven  years'  service  under  an  attorney."" 

In  Connecticut  attorneys  were  appointed  by  the  county  courts. 
In  Maryland  the  justices  admitted  those  whom  the  governor  and 
xiouncil  had  previously  licensed.  In  Pennsylvania  attorneys  were 
admitted  by  the  justices;  also  in  South  Carolina  till  1721,  after 
which  date  they  were  admitted  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  gen- 
eral and  supreme  court  at  Charleston.  In  all  these  cases  tests 
as  to  fitness,  if  there  were  any  such  tests,  seem  to  have  been  of  a 
very  superficial  character.^

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Admission  to  the  bar  after  the  revolution 

The  New  York  constitution  of  1777  provided  that  "all  at- 
torneys, solicitors  and  councellors  at  law,  hereafter  to  be  ap- 
pointed, be  appointed  by  the  Court  and  licensed  by  the  first  judge 
of  the  court  in  which  they  shall  respectively  plead  or  practice ; 
and  be  regulated  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  courts." 

In  1797  the  New  York  supreme  court  prescribed  a  seven  years' 
clerkship  with  a  practitioner  as  one  of  the  requirements  for  ad- 
mission  as  an  attorney  except  in  the  case  of  those  who  after  the 
age  of  14  had  pursued  classical  studies  for  four  years  or  less, 
Buch  applicants  being  permitted  to  deduct  the  time  so  occupied 
from  the  seven  years'  clerkship.  After  four  years'  practice  the 
attorney  was  admitted  without  further  test  as  a  counselor.  These 
rules  were  modified  in  1829  by  requiring  three  years'  practice 
as  an  attorney  and  a  separate  test  for  the  degree  of  counselor. 
A  few  other  states  had  similar  requirements. 

Under  the  rules  that  followed  the  adoption  of  the  New  York 
constitution  of  1846  students  were  admitted  to  the  bar  without 
any  requirements  as  to  period  of  study  or  mode  of  training 
and  without  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  character.  The  same 
laxity  prevailed  in  other  states  and  the  law  came  to  be  regarded 
more  as  an  ordinary  trade  than  as  a  distinct  profession.  This 
was  the  condition  of  legal  education  in  1870  when  the  bar  is  said 
to  have  reached  its  lowest  6bb. 

In  1880  most  of  the  states  had  adopted  a  system  of  oral  exami- 
nations for  admission  to  the  bar.  These  tests  were  usually  held 
in  open  court.  In  about  f  of  the  states  any  ignoramus  could 
present  himself  and  if  successful  gain  admission  to  practise  be- 
fore all  state  courts.  The  tests  at  best  demanded  little  knowledge 
of  legal  principles;  usually  they  were  a  farce.  15  states  required, 
a  definite  period  of  study;  6  gave  an  allowance  in  term  of  study 
to  bachelors  of  arts;  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  required  a  gen- 
eral preliminary  education;  women  were  admitted  in  10  states." 

In  1871  admission  to  the  bar  in  New  York  was  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  court  of  appeals.  In  1882  the  court  adopted  a 
rule  requiring  all  law  students  unless  college  graduates  to  pass 
an  examination  as  a  test  of  preliminary  general  education.  In 
1894  the  legislature  provided  for  uniform  examinations  in  all 
judicial  districts,  similar  in  essential  features  to  those  adopted  in 
1878  by  the  supreme  court  of  New  Hampshire.  In  the  latter 
state  from  1812  to  1872  a  statute  had  provided  as  follows:  "  Amr 
citizen  of  the  age  of  21  years,  of  good  moral  character,  on  appli- 

a  In  1S99  women  are  admitted  definitely  in  15  states  and  by  inference- 
in  most  political  divisions.  They  seem  to  be  excluded  definitely  only  ia

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cation  to  the  supreme  court,  shall  be  admitted  to  practise  as  an 
attorney." 

The  American  bar  association  has  recommended  that  examina- 
tions for  admission  to  the  bar  be  conducted  by  a  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  6f  last  resort,  according  to  the  system  now 
in  force  in  New  York,  Ohio  and  Illinois.  Boards  with  high  stand- 
ards seem  to  feel  that  written  examinations  afford  the  fairest 
test.  Oral  examinations  are  certainly  impracticable  when  large 
classes  are  to  be  examined.  An  attempt  is  now  made  to  select 
questions  that  require  the  application  of  legal  principles  to  given 
facts.  All  progressive  boards  are  abandoning  the  plan  so  prev- 
alent in  the  past  of  limiting  the  tests  to  petty  details  and  ques- 
tions of  local  practice. 

At  the  1899  meeting  of  the  American  bar  association,  the 
acting  president,  Charles  F.  Manderson,  spoke  substantially  as 
follows:  A  notable  and  encouraging  sign  of  the  times,  presaging 
much  good  to  the  profession  and  benefit  to  the  public,  is  the  in- 
creased interest  felt  in  the  proceedings  of  the  local  bar  associa- 
tions. Nearly  every  state  has  an  active,  vigorous  organization, 
and  very  many  of  the  counties  and  judicial  districts  have  their 
societies,  composed  of  the  best  professional  material  of  the 
vicinity.  The  standard  of  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  bar 
has  been  materially  elevated  by  these  associations.

and  preliminary  requirements  for  admission  to  the  bar. 

American  bar  association,  Secretary  Jolin  Hinkley,  Balti- 
more, Md.  Last  meeting,  Buffalo,  28  Ag  99.  Organized  1878, 
to  advance  the  science  of  jurisprudence,  promote  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice  and  uniformity  of  legislation  throughout  the 
Union,  uphold  the  honor  of  the  profession  of  the  law  and  encour- 
age cordial  intercourse  among  the  members  of  the  American 
bar.  Members  in  good  standing  of  the  bar  of  any  state  for  five 
years  next  preceding  their  nomination  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship on  nomination  by  the  local  council  of  the  state  bar  and 
approval  by  the  council  to  the  association  which  reports  the 
name  of  the  member.  Dues  |5  a  year.  The  committee  on  legal 
education  and  admission  to  the  bar  consists  of  five  members. 
To  it  are  referred  the  recommendations  of  the  section  of  legal 
education  which  it  in  return  reports  to  the  association.

"  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  New  York  state  bar  association 
has  accomplished  much,  for  its  membership  consists  of  the  lead- 
ing members  of  the  profession  in  this  state,  men  full  of  resources 
and  imbued  with  that  spirit  of  helpfulness  which  is  character- 
istic of  the  legal  profession.  It  is  responsible  for  the  miscella- 
neous reports,  through  the  medium  of  which  are  preserved  all  the 
opinions  of  the  courts  of  this  state  other  than  those  of  the  court 
of  appeals  and  the  appellate  divisions.    It  suggested  the  consti-

The  applicant  who  has  not  been  admitted  to  prac- 
tise in  another  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States  makes 
application  to  the  judge  of  the  district,  who  appoints  a  committee 
to  examine  him.  On  the  report  of  this  committee,  the  candidate 
is  either  rejected  or  admitted.  If  admitted  to  the  district  court, 
he  may,  on  motion  made  in  open  court,  be  admitted  to  practise 
in  the  supreme  court  on  taking  the  oath  of  office.  If  admitted 
to  practise  in  any  other  state  or  territory,  he  may  be  admitted 
to  practise  in  any  district  in  the  territory  on  motion  and,  there- 
after, be  admitted  to  the  supreme  court  in  like  manner. 

CALIFORNIA 

Licensing  The  examination  for  admission  to  practise  as  at- 
torneys and  counselors  is  based  on  Blackstone's  Commentaries, 
Greenleaf's  Evidence  (vol.  1),  Story's  Equity  jurisprudence,  Gould's 
Pleading,  Lube's  Equity  pleading,  Parsons  on  contracts,  Pomeroy's 
Introduction  to  municipal  laic,  code  of  civil  procedure,  civil  code, 
constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  state  of  California. 
The  fee  for  license  is  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  before 
the  application  is  made  and  is  returned  to  the  applicant  in  case 
of  rejection.  Persons  applying  for  admission,  whether  by  exami- 
nation or  motion,  must  personally  appear  in  court  at  the  time  the 
application  for  admission  is  made.  Applicants  must  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  the  term  at  which  the  application  is  made,  file  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  a  certificate  signed  by  at  least  two  attor- 
neys of  the  court,  each  of  not  less  than  four  years'  practice,  stat- 
ing that  they  have  each  carefully  and  diligently  examined  the 
applicant  as  to  his  qualifications  and  learning  in  the  law;  that 
they  are  each  satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  been  engaged  in 
the  study  of  the  law  for  a  period  named  in  the  certificate,  naming 
the  place  and  person  under  whom,  if  any,  such  study  has  been 
prosecuted;  that  the  applicant  had  during  that  time  read  cer- 
tain books  of  hiw,  which  books  shall  be  enumerated  and  stating 
any  other  fact  tending  to  show  the  attainments  of  the  applicant 
and  also  stating  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  applicant  possesses 
the  requisite  qualifications  and  learning  in  the  law  to  be.  entitled 
to  admission  to  practise.  A  person  rejected  can  not  again  appear 
till  the  third  regular  term  after  such  rejection.  Examinations 
are  held  on  the  first  day  of  each  regular  term  and  on  that  day 
only.      Registration  (see  p.  251).  " 
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COIiOBADO 

Licensing.  An  applicant  who  has  practised  two  years  in  the 
highest  court  of  another  state  or  country  or  who  is  an  American 
citizen  with  a  diploma  entitling  him  to  practise  in  such  state 
or  country  may  be  licensed  without  examination,  if  he  has  the 
other  qualifications  required  and  produces  a  recommendation 
from  the  judge  of  such  court  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of 
character  and  qualifications.  All  others  must  file  with  the  clerk 
of  the  supreme  court  a  certificate  from  the  committee  of  law 
examiners.  Requirements  for  admission  to  examination  from 
an  applicant  from  a  bar  without  the  state,  the  production  of  his 
license  or  certificate  of  admission  and  his  affidavit  showing  where 
he  practised  law  at  least  a  year;  from  others  a  certified  copy 
of  the  certificate  of  the  attorney  with  whom  they  served,  as 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  certifying  to  n  two 
years'  clerkship  after  the  age  of  18;  the  filing  of  an  affidavit  of 
this  attorney  showing  actual  service,  the  end  thereof  and  not 
more  than  three  months'  vacation  yearly;  the  sealed  certificate 
of  the  dean  of  a  law  school  showing  a  two  years'  course  of  eight 
months  to  the  year;  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant  stating  age 
at  the  beginning  of  attendance,  a  certificate  of  moral  char- 
acter from  the  attorney  with  whom  he  served  or  from  some  at- 
torney of  the  place  of  residence.  The  committee  may  demand  far- 
ther evidence  and  may  accept  other  evidence.  The  required 
preliminary  education.  An  applicant  must  submit  a  New  York

last  Monday  in  June.  Registration.  Names  of  successful  ap- 
plicants must  be  certified  to  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  where 
notice  was  filed,  and  the  court  may  then  on  motion  admit  them 
to  the  bar. 

CUBA 

Licensing  .  Applicants  for  licenses  to  practise  law  must  show 
diplomas,  together  with  certificates  of  good  standing  from  insti- 
tutions or  courts  in  the  countries  from  which  they  came.  They 
must  be  able,  to  speak  Spanish  and  must  pass  examinations  on 
the'  civil  and  criminal  law  and  the  procedure  in  force  in  Cuban 
courts. — Law  notes,  Aug.  1899 

DELAWARE 

Licensing.  A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  practice  of  law 
must  be  21  years  old,  must  be  a  person  of  integrity  and  good 
character,  must  have  studied  law  three  years  under  the  direction 
of  a  member  of  the  bar  of  this  state  of  10  years'  practice,  must 
have  been  privately-  and  fully  examined  by  the  board  of  county 
examiners  and  must  be  admitted  only  on  the  written  report  of 
said  board  stating  his  qualifications  and  recommending  his  ad- 
mission. Attorneys  regularly  admitted  elsewhere  who  are  resi- 
dents of  this  state,  of  good  character,  and  have  practised  three 
years  in  the  court  of  last  resort  in  any  other  state,  on  the  written 
report  of  the  board  of  examiners  stating  their  qualifications  and 
recommending  their  admission,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  be  admitted  to  practise  in  this  state.  Examination.  The 
board  is  authorized  to  subject  any  applicant  under  this  rule  to 
such  examination  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  Attorneys  may  be 
admitted  pro  hac  vice  in  the  discretion  of  ihe  court.  Examina- 
tions may  be  oral  or  in  writing,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
board.  Every  attorney  shall  on  admission  subscribe  the  roll  and 
take  the  oath  of  oflSce.     Registration  {see  p.  251). 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

Licensing.  All  applications  for  admission  to  the  bar  shall  be 
made  to  the  court  in  general  term,  and  any  applicant  who  has 
been  admitted  to  practise  law  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  applicant  who  has  been  admitted  to  practise  law 
in  the  highest  court  of  any  state  or  territory,  while  a  nonresident 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  may,  on  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character,  and  after  examination  as  to  fitness,  or,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court  without  such  examination,  be  ad- 
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mitted  to  the  bar,  provided  the  members  of  the  bar  of  this  court 
are  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  highest  court  of  such  state  or 
territory  upon  the  same  terms.  Ko  student  shall  be  admitted 
till  after  such  examination  and  proof  of  good  moral  character, 
and  evidence  of  at  least  three  years'  study  under  the  direction 
of  some  competent  attorney.  Diligent  study  in  any  law  school 
shall^to  the  extent  thereof,  be  computed  as  part  of  said  three  years. 
Registration.  Each  applicant  for  examination  for  admission 
to  the  bar  shall  file  with  the  clerk  an  application  in  writing,  in 
which  he  shall  state,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  his  name,  age 
and  residence;  with  what  attorney  he  has  studied  law,  or  in  what 
law  school,  and  when  and  for  what  length  of  time  he  has  so 
studied,  and  also  what  books  he  has  read.  And  on  the  filing  of 
such  application  it  shall  without  further  order  of  the  court  be 
referred  to  the  committee  for  examination  for  their  action. 

HAWAII 

Licensing.  The  applicant  must  be  a  citizen  or  denizen  of  the 
Hawaiian  islands  and  must  take  the  constitutional  oath.  Licen- 
tiates of  the  highest  courts  of  foreign  states  are  usually  admitted 
without  examination.  Whenever  the  court  deems  advisable  it 
may  subject  the  applicant  to  an  examination  on  the  constitution, 
laws,  practice  of  the  courts  of  the  Hawaiian  islands,  and  on  the 
general  principles  of  law.  Application  for  admission  to  the  bar 
of  the  supreme  court  or  of  the  lower  courts  is  by  petition  in  the 
applicant's  handwriting,  giving  age,  birthplace,  nationality,  last 
place  of  residence  and  the  character  and  term  of  study  both 
liberal  and  professional.  Certificates  of  good  character  must  ac- 
company the  application  and  a  member  of  a  foreign  court  must 
submit  his  certificate  of  admission. 

IDAHO 

Licensing.  An  applicant  must  pay  a  fee  of  $2  to  the  clerk  on 
issuance  of  a  certificate  and  to  the  state  treasurer  a  fee  of  |25 
for  the  state  library  fund. 

ILLINOIS 

Licensing.  Every  application  to  the  supreme  court  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bar  must  be  made  in  term  time,  by  motion  in  open 
court,  based  on  a  report  of  an  examining  board.  Each  applicant 
mhst,  three  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  board  at  which  he 
intends  to  apply,  pay  a  fee, of  |10  and  file  with  the  secretary  of 
the  board  his  officially  sealed  affidavit,  or  that  of  some  other 
reputable  person  for  him,  that  he  is  21  years  of  age,  a  resident  of 
Illinois,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  has  declared  his  inten- 
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tion  of  becoming  a  citizen;  a  certified  transcript  of  the  record 
of  a  court  of  record  of  Illinois  showing  the  names  of  two  reput- 
able members  of  the  bar  practising  in  said  court  and  their  testi- 
mony given  before  the  court  to  his  good  moral  character.  An 
applicant  from  the  highest  court  of  another  state  or  country 
must  further  present  his  license  to  practise  in  such  court,  duly 
certified,  or  a  proved  copy  of  the  record  of  the  court  showing 
his  admission;  a  certified  copy  of  the  rules  controlling  his  ad- 
mission, certificates  of  the  judges  of  courts  of  record  in  the  state 
in  which  he  was  admitted  with  the  signature  certified  by  the 
clerks  under  seal  of  the  courts,  showing  affirmatively  and  specifi- 
cally five  years'  practice  in  such  courts  under  his  license;  in  case 
the  certificates  of  the  judges  can  not  be  obtained,  the  sealed  cer- 
tificates of  the  clerks  certifying  to  personal  knowledge  of  the 
facts  or  certified  afli  davits  of  two  or  more  reputable  lawyers 
showing  such  personal  knowledge.  If  the  requirements  for  his 
license  are  equal  to  those  of  Illinois,  or  if  the  applicant  has  had 
the  five  years'  practice,  he  may  be  admitted  without  examination. 
Any  other  applicant  must  be  examined,  must  present  written 
proof  by  examination  or  otherwise  of  a  preliminary  education 
equivalent  to  that  of  an  Illinois  high  school  graduate,  a  three 
years'  English  course  of  algebra,  geometry,  ancient  history, 
physiology,  rhetoric,. physics,  physical  geography,  each  one  year; 
bookkeeping  and  English  composition,  one  year;  medieval  and 
modern  history,  with  special  reference  to  English  and  American 
history,  one  year;  English  and  American  literature,  one  year, 
ac(fepted  as  such  equivalent.  As  substitutes  for  any  of  these 
subjects  except  the  English  and  American  history  and  literature 
may  be  offered  any  science,  any  ancient  or  modern  language 
(Latin,  specially  recommended).  The  proof  presented  may  be 
the  diploma  of  a  reputable  university  or  college;  the  diploma  of 
an  Illinois  high  school  either  designating  subjects  and  tlie  period 
of  study  of  each,  or  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  princi- 
pal designating  those  facts;  the  affidavit  of  a  principal  of  an 
Illinois  high  school  or  of  other  high  school  teachers  of  the  appli- 
cant (or  in  case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  such  persons,  the  affi- 
davit of  any  credible  witness  having  knowledge  of  the  facts) 
designating  the  same  facts  and  so  far  as  possible  the  applicant's 
degree  of  proficiency;  the  affidavit  of  an  Illinois  high  school 
principal  or  superintendent  showing  his  examination  of  the  ap- 
plicant for  an  application  for  admission  to  the  bar,  stating  date, 
place,  time  consumed,  standing  on  the  scale  of  100;  the  diploma 
of  any  accredited  school,  not  In  Illinois,  admitting  its  holder  to 
the  freshman  class  of  any  reputable  university  or  college  in  the 
state  or  country;  the  sealed  certificate  of  the  president  or  secre- 
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tary  of  any  reputable  university  or  college  admitting  to  any  class 
of  the  institution  without  conditions  or  on  conditions  since  com- 
plied with.  Students  who  began  law  study  before  the  adoption 
of  rule  39  of  the  supretue  court  and  have  continuously  pursued 
such  study,  are  subjected  to  no  test  in  preliminary  education. 
The  required  law  course  is  a  course  of  three  years  of  36  wetiks 
each  in  an  established  law  school  approved  by  the  board  or  with 
one  or  more  licensed  lawyers  who  must  subject  the  student  to 
regular  examinations  in  each  subject.  Subjects,  law  of  real  and 
personal  property,  personal  rights,  contracts,  evidence,  common 
law  and  equity  pleading,  partnerships,  bailments,  negotiable  in- 
struments, principal  and  agent,  principal  and  surety,  domestic 
relations,  wills,  corporations,  equity  jurisprudence,  criminal  law, 
principles  of  the  constitution  of  Illinois  and  the  United  States, 
legal  ethics.  As  proof  of  professional  study  must  be  presented' 
the  officially  sealed  affidavit  of  the  applicant,  the  certificate  of 
the  faculty  of  the  law  school,  showing  personal  attendance  or 
the  certificates  of  his  preceptors  or,  in  case  of  their  death  or 
absence,  such  affidavit  of  any  credible  witness  having  knowledge 
of  the  facts.  A  part  of  the  period  of  study  may  be  in  a  law 
school  and  the  remainder  with  a  preceptor.  No  certificate  is  con- 
clusive evidence.  An  attempt  at  fraud  is  ground  for  withhold- 
ing a  license.  The  state  board  of  law  examiners,  consisting  of 
five  members  of  the  bar  of  five  years'  standing,  one  from  each 
appellate  court  district  and  one  from  the  state  at  large,  ap- 
pointed one  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  two  for  three 
years,  each  of  their  successors  for  three  years,  must  hold,  regu- 
late, supervise  and  control  examinations  for  admission  to  the  bar 
and  report  on  the  qualifications  of  applicants  from  the  highest 
courts  of  other  states  or  countries.  Examination.  Uni- 
form examinations  by  written  or  printed  questions,  in  whole 
or  in  part  are  held  each  year  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  of  the 
following  months,  March,  May,  September,  December  at  Ottawa, 
Chicago,  Springfield,  Mt  Vernon,  respectively.  The  board  must 
certify  to  the  court  every  person  who  passes  an  examination 
and  has  otherwisj?  complied  with  the  rules.  A  rejected  applicant 
is  eligible  after  six  months  on  filing  proof  of  six  months'  law 
study  subsequent  to  his  failure.  •  The  five  blanks  required  for 
application  are,  application  for  admission  to  the  bar  on  examina- 
tion, on  foreign  license,  certificate  of  attendance  at  a  law  school, 
certificate  of  lawyer  under  new  rules,  proof  of  good  moral 
character. 

TITDIAN   TERRITORY 

The  law  of  Arkansas  governing  the  admission  of  attorneys  is 
extended  over  the  Indian  territory  in  cases  not  covered  by  the 
nations'  laws.

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INDIANA 

Licensing.  An  applicant  must  present  a  recommendation  of 
good  moral  character  from  any^  reputable  citizen. 

IOWA 

Licensing.  An  applicant,  a  member  of  the  bar  from  another 
state,  must  present  as  proof  of  admission  his  certificate  of  ad- 
mission or  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  the  court  that  ad- 
mitted him.  Proof  of  other  qualifications  he  must  make  as  if 
applying  for  examination.  Five  days  before  the  first  day  of 
the  term  at  which  he  asks  to  be  examined,  each  applicant  must 
file  with  the  clerk  in  his  own  hand  and  with  his  own  signature  a 
request  for  examination  with  an  affidavit  of  age,  residence,  char- 
acter, place  and  time  of  study,  officially  sealed  or  made  before  a 
judge  of  the  supreme,  district,  or  superior  courts;  affidavits  of 
character,  residence,  age  from  two  witnesses,  an  affidavit  of  his 
preceptor  or  of  the  faculty  of  a  law  school  showing  the  period 
of  study  and  the  position  of  the  affiant  as  a  practising  lawyer, 
judge  of  a  court  of  record  or  a  professor  or  instructor  in  a  law 
school.  A  school  year  of  36  weeks  is  counted  equal  to  a  full 
year  in  an  office,  any  fraction  of  such  year  equal  to  the  same 
fraction  of  a  year  in  an  office.  On  the  day  of  examination  the 
court  must  appoint  a  committee  of  at  least  three  members  of  the 
bar,  who  with  the  attorney  general  as  ex-officio  chairman,  must 
assist  in  the  examination.  Examination.  The  court  will  pre- 
pare 30  printed  questions  to  be  answered  in  writing  by  each  ap- 
plicant without  aid  of  any  kind.  The  court  admits  or  re- 
jects an  applicant  on  consideration  of  proofs  of  qualifications 
and  of  the  oral  and  written  examinations.  The  chief  justice  or 
any  judge  of  this  court  may  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  those 
recommended  by  the  committee,  must  report  to  the  clerk  their 
names  and  addresses.  -Registration.  The  clerk  must  record 
their  admission  and  on  the  payment  of  the  fees  issue  certificates. 

KANSAS

KENTUCKY 

Licensing.  Age  and  moral  character  (see  p.  254).  Profes- 
sional and  preliminary  education,  no  specifications.  Rules  and 
regulations  are  quite  fully  given  in  the  law. 
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LOUISIANA 


Licensing.  Apj)lications' f or  admission  to  the  practice  of  law 
are  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  court,  who  must  publish  during  three 
judicial  days  the  names  of  the  candidates  at  the  foot  of  the 
docket  posted  at  the  court  room  door.  Certificates  must  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  in  evidence  of  moral  character  and  of  two  years' 
study  of  law.  The  basis  of  examination  includes  Story  on  the 
constitution,  Vattel's  Lmc  of  nations,  -or  Wheaton's  Elements  of 
int&t'national  law,  history  of  the  civil  law  of  Louisiana,  the  Louis- 
iana civil  code,  the  code  of  practice,  the  statutes  of  the  state  of 
a  general  nature,  the  Institutes  of  Justinian,  Domat's  Civil  law  or 
some  satisfactory  equivalent  for  Domat,  Pothier's  Treatise  on 
obligations,  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  fourth  book,  Kent's  Com- 
mentaries, Smith  on  mercantile  law.  Wood  on  insurance,  Story 
or  Parsons  on  notes,  Daniel  on  negotiable  instruments.  Green- 
leaf,  Starkie  or  Phillips  on  evidence,  Russell  on  crimes,  Bishop 
on  criminal  procedure  and  the  jurisprudence  of  Louisiana  as^ set- 
tled by  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court.  Payment  of  the  fee 
is  made  to  the  clerk  at  the  time  of  filing  the  application.  At  the 
beginning  of  a  session  the  court  appoints  a  committee,  members 
of  the  bar,  to  assist  the  court.  The  committee  furnishes  the  court 
with  a  list  of  the  candidates  examined  and  recommended  for  ad- 
mission. The  candidate  presents  to  the  court  a  certificate  from 
the  committee  to  the  effect  that. he  has  on  examination,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  been  found  qualified  for  admission  to 
the  bar.  Examination.  The  court  then  admits  the  candidate 
to  a  public  examination  and,  if  such  examination  is  satisfactory, 
he  will  be  admitted  and  licensed  as  an  attorney  and  counselor  at 
law.'  Candidates  are  examined  separately  before  the  committee 
and  the  court.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  bar  who  have 
been  rejected  by  the  court  or  by  an  examining  committee  or  by 
the  law  school  or  by  any  member  of  the  supreme  court  or  by  any 
two  of  the  district  judges,  s"hall  not  be  reexamined  for  six  months 
after  such  rejection.  The  clerk  will  require  from  the  applicant 
for  enrolment  evidence  of  his  admission  to  the  bar,  but  in  case 
of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  diploma  or  license  showing  ad- 
mission, the  clerk  will  make  the  enrolment  on  the  affidavit  of 
the  applicant,  noting  the  circumstance  on  the  roll.  Examina- 
tions are  held  at  New  Orleans,  Monroe,  Opelousas  and  Shreve- 
port.     The  court  will  examine  on  Tuesday  of  each  current  week. 

MABYIiAND 

Licensing.  Applications  must  be  made  under  oath  to  the  court 
of  appeals,  stating  full  name,  age,  residence  and  place  of  birth. 
A  petitioner  from  the  bar  of  another  state  or  from  the  United 
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States  courts  must  certify  to  his  present  residence  in  Maryland, 
to  the  state  and  the  court  in  which  hei  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
to  actual  practice  as  an  attorney,  a  judge  or  a  teacher  of  law  in 
such  state  for  the  five  preceding  years.  He  must  file  a  certified 
copy  of  his  license  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  the  court 
that  admitted  him,  a  certificate  of  a  judge  or  of  two  members  of 
the  bar  of  such  state,  certifying  to  his  moral  character,  legal 
standing  and  the  five-years'  .previous  practice.  Other  petitioners 
must  file  petitions  stating  further  that  they  diligently  pursued 
the  prescribed  course  in  law  with  attorneys  of  Maryland  or  in 
law  schools  of  the  United  States;  must  file  certificates  of  the  at- 
torneys with  whom  they  studied  or  of  the  faculties  of  the  law 
schools  attended,  certifying  to  moral  character  and  to  the  course 
of  study.  There  are  no  speeificalions  for  preliminary  education. 
Subjects  of  examination,  elementary  law,  contracts,  torts,  wills 
and  the  administration  of  estates,  corporations,  evidence,  equity, 
real  property,  personal  property,  criminal  law,  domestic  relations, 
pleading  and  practice  at  law  and  in  equity  (at  common  law  and 
in  Maryland),  constitutional  law,  international  law,  legal  ethics. 
Fee  (see  p.  256).  Examination.  A  written  examination  of  six 
hours  is  held  each  year  in  June  and  November  at  a  place  deter- 
mined by  the  board.  An  oral  examination  may  be  added.  By 
order  of  the  court  of  appeals  other  examinations  may  be  held  at 
oO  days'  notice.  Petitions  must  be  filed  10  days  before  an  ex- 
amination. Registration.  Decisions  of  the  board  resulting  from 
an  examination  are  published  and,  if  no  objection  is  made,  are 
ratified  by  the  court. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

,    • 

Licensing.  Each  applicant,  five  days  prior  to  an  examination, 
must  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  an  application  for 
admission  to  the  bar.  The  applicant  from  the  highest  judicial 
court  of  another  state  must  show  citizenship,  age,  moral  char- 
acter, membership,  term  of  practice  and  intention  to  practise 
in  Massachusetts.  Other  applicants  must  give  age,  moral  char- 
acter, term  and  place  of  professional  study,  intention  to  practise 
in  Massachusetts.  There  are  no  specific-  requirements  for  pre- 
liminary education.  The  subjects  of  professional  examination 
are  the  general  principles  of  the  common  law  and  their  develop- 
ment, the  important  provisions  of  the  state's  statute  law,  spe- 
cially that  relating  to  probate,  to  insolvency  and  to  practice,  the 
state  and  United  States  constitutions,  legal  ethics.  Age  and 
fee  (see  p.  250).  p]ither  previous  to  an  examination  or  at  its 
beginning,  each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  moral 
character  and  professional  study  from  the  attorney  with  whom 
he  studied  or  from  the  faculty  of  the  law  school  attended,  speci- 
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fying  regularity  and  thoroughness  of  study,  the  taking  of  not 
more  than  two  months'  vacation  each  year,  while  in  an  office,  not 
more  than  the  regular  vacations  while  in  law  school.  The  appli- 
cant must  specify  his  residence,  city  or  town,  street  and  number, 
place  and  date  of  birth,  citizenship,  preliminary  study,  places  and 
dates  of  the  beginning  and  end  of  professional  study,  with  other 
occupation  meantime,  time,  place  and  result  of  previous  exami- 
nations for  admission  to  the  bar.  Examination.  Applicants 
rejected  because  of  failure  in  examination  are  eligible  after  five 
months.  Grammar  and  composition  are  considered  in  grading 
the  answer  papers  submitted.  Regular  examinations  are  held 
in  Boston,  January  and  July  of  each  year.  Due  notice  will  be 
given  of  other  examinations. 

MICHIGAN 

Licensing.  Age,  fees  and  the  required  period  of  professional 
study  [see  256).  Each  applicant  must  submit  to  the  examining 
board  an  affidavit  stating  his  full  name,  place  and  date  of  birth, 
citizenship,  occupation,  present  residence,  period  of  residence  in 
Michigan,  occupation  and  places  of  residence  during  the  five 
preceding  years,  the  names,  residence  and  nationality  of  his 
parents,  their  places  of  residence  the  preceding  five  years,  the 
course  of  his  preliminary  education,  the  period  of.  professional 
study,  when,  where  and  with  whom  pursued,  and  whether  known 
to  the  circuit  judge;  an  affidavit  of  good  moral  character  from 
two  reputable  attorneys  and  counselors  of  Michigan,  not  his  pre- 
ceptors; a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  the  judge 
of  the  circuit  in  which  he  resides.  All  affidavits  and  certificates 
from  judges  or  attorneys  must  be  accompanied  by  a  sealed  certifi- 
cate of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  record,  verifying  the  signature 
and  person.  The  applicant  that  studied  in  an  office  must  present 
his  preceptor's  affidavit  showing  the  good  standing  of  such  pre- 
ceptor as  attorney  and  counselor,  the  length  of  his  practice,  his 
period  of  acquaintance  with  the  applicant,  the  applicant's  moral 
character,  term  of  professional  study.  The  applicant  that  stud- 
ied in  a  law  school  without  receiving  a  diploma  must  present 
the  affidavit  of  the  dean;  in  correspondence  schools,  the  affidavit 
of  the  teachers  showing  subjects,  methods,  marks,  period  of  time 
covered.  Naturalized  citizens  must  present  certified  copies  of 
their  naturalization  papers.  Farther  evidence  may  be  required 
by  the  board.  The  court  may  accept  other  evidence.  A  false 
statement  or  an  attempt  to  cheat  is  sufficient  ground  for  reject- 
ing an  applicant.  Bachelors  degrees  from  reputable  colleges  and 
universities,  diplomas  of  normal  schools,  high  schools  and  similar 
reputable  institutions  of  the  state,  recent  teachers  certificates  of 
the  first  grade  are  accepted  as  evidence  of  sufficient  preliminary 
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education;  but,  if  the  professional  examination  discloses  de- 
ficient preliminary  education,  the  applicant  must  submit  to  ex- 
amination in  high  school  studies.  Subjects,  arithmetic,  gram- 
mar, elementary  algebi^a,  general  American  and  English  history, 
civil  government,  composition  and  rhetoric,  English  literature. 
Professional  examinations,  both  oral  and  written,  administration 
of  estates  including  wills,  agency,  bailments  and  carriers,  bills 
and  notes  and  common  law,  contracts,  constitutional  law,  corpo- 
rations, both  public  and  private,  criminal  law  and  procedure, 
damages,  domestic  relations,  equity  jurisprudence  and  procedure, 
evidence,  insurance,  mortgages,  partnership,  pleading  and  prac- 
tice at  common  law  and  under  the  Michigan  laws,  personal 
property,  real  property  including  landlord  and  tenant,  fixtures 
and  easementS;,  torts,  legal  ethics,  trusts,  Michigan  statute 
law^  international  law,  suretyship,  frauds,  the  jurisdiction 
and  practice  of  the  United  States  courts.  Other  subjects 
will  be  added  by  the  board  of  examiners  at  its  discretion. 
Examination.  Applications  must  be  made  on  official  blanks, 
furnished  by  the  secretary,  filed  with  him  10  days  prior  to  an 
examination  and  presented  as  follows:  application,  applicant's 
affidavit,  judge's  certificate,  affidavit  of  preceptor,  affidavits  of 
attorneys  not  preceptors,  other  affidavits,  exhibits  or  documents. 
Applicants  rejected  because  of  failure  in  examination  are  eligible 
after  six  months  on  filing  with  the  secretary  affidavits  showing 
diligent  pursuit  of  professional  study  during  that  time.  Per 
cent  {see  p.  256).  Regular  examinations  occur  at  9  a.  m.  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  the  October  and  the  April  terms  of  the 
supreme  court  in  each  year.  At  least  five  questions  are  asked 
on  each  subject. 

MINNESOTA 

Licensing.  An  attorney  of  five  years'  standing  from  any 
other  state  or  territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  may  be  ad- 
mitted without  examination,  but  must  present  to  the  secretary 
of  the  examining  board  his  certificate  of  admission,  the  certificate 
of  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  thereof,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
certificate  of  two  practising  attorneys  of  such  state,  territory 
or  district  showing  their  acquaintance  with  him  and  his  good 
moral  character;  a  like  certificate  from  two  practising  attorneys 
in  this  state.  All  other  applicants  must  be  examined.  An  at- 
torney of  less  than  five  years'  standing  from  without  the  state 
must  study  law  three  years,  six  months  of  which  period  must 
be  with  a  practising  attorney  of  this  state;  must  present  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  attorney  stating  the  date  and  term  of  study. 
An  applicant,  not  an  attorney,  must  within  the  past  five  years- 
have  studied  law  three  years,  six  months  of  which  period  must 
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have  been  with  a  practising  attorney  of  this  state;  must  present 
certilicates  of  two  such  attorneys  showing  their  acquaintance 
with  him  and  his  good  moral  character;  "his  diploma  or  the  certifi- 
cates of  his  preceptors  showing  his  period  of  study.  The  certifi- 
cate of  character  is  not  conclusive  evidence.  The  board  may 
accept  as  a  part  of  the  three  years'  study  other  than  the  six 
months  in  an  office  of  a  practising  attorney  of  this  state,  study 
pursued  elsewhere  within  five  years.  Graduates  of  a  three  years' 
course  of  any  reputable  law  school  of  this  state  are  admitted  to 
examination  without  study  in  the  office  of  a  practising  attorney 
of  the  state.  Each  applicant  must  present  a  written  application 
with  his  affidavit  showing  name,  age,  citizenship,  occupation, 
present  residence,  period  of  residence  in  Minnesota,  residence 
during  the  preceding  three  years,  course  of  scholastic  education, 
in  what  institutions  pursued,  the  time  spent;  unless  an  attorney 
of  five  years'  practice,  must  state  in  his  affidavit  place  and  term 
of  law  study,  for  what  period  in  a  law  school,  name  and  residence 
of  each  of  his  preceptors,  period  of  study  with  each.  If  the 
papers  presented  are  satisfactory  the  applicant  must  be  notified 
of  the  next  examination  held  three  weeks  after  the  presenting 
of  the  papers.  Unless  he  be  an  attorney  of  five  years'  standing 
or  can  show  evidence  of  having  passed  in  these  subjects,  he 
must  be  examined  in  English  history,  American  history,  English 
composition  and  rhetoric,  and  the  common  school  branches.  The 
subjects  of  the  professional  examination  are  the  law  of  real 
property,  including  mortgages,  conveyances  and  trusts,  equity 
jurisprudence,  equity  pleading  and  practice,  common  law,  Minne- 
sota statute  law,  code  pleading  and  practice,  constitutional  law, 
international  law,  criminal  law,  evidence,  corporation  law  includ- 
ing private  and  municipal  corporations,  contracts,  including 
sales,  bailments  and  negotiable  instruments,  landlord  and  tenant, 
insurance,  i)artnership,  agency,  suretyship,  frauds,  damages  and 
liens,  torts,  domestic  relations,  executors,  administrators  and 
wills.  Examination.  Applicants  whose  general  average  is  at 
least  75^,  with  not  less  than  (iO^An  any  subject  are  recommended 
for  admission.  Those  whose  average  is  75^  but  who  fall  below 
(yO^  in  one  or  more  subjects  must  be  reexamined  in  each  subject 
below  75^.  Examinations  are  held  in  St  Paul,  Minneapolis, 
AVinona.  Mankato,  Duluth,  Fergus  Falls,  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  the  first 
Tuesday  in  September.  Appliciints  admitted  must  take  the  pre- 
scribed oath.  Registration.  Those  who  can  not  appear  before 
the  court  to  be  sworn  in  and  sign  the  roll  may  take  and  sign 
the  oath  of  attorneys  (Gen.  stat.  of  1878,  p.  789)  before  any  judge 
of  the  district  court  obtaining  the  clerk's  certificate  of  the  judge's 
signature  and  filing  the  papers  with  the  secretary  of  the  board. 
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MISSOURI 

There  are  no  other  regulations  than  those  contained  in  the  law. 

MONTANA 

Licensing.  An  applicant  from  the  highest  court  of  another 
state  or  a  foreign  country  under  the  common  law  of  England  ou 
producing  his  license  and  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  may 
be  admitted  by  applying  in  person  at  any  time  in  open  court  on 
motion  of  some  counselor  of  this  court  and  on  presenting  verified 
petition.  TRis  petition  must  show  the  facts  in  s^  :i94:  {p.  2'JT) 
and  where,  with  whom  and  how  long  the  applicant  studied  law, 
where  first  admitted,  how  long  he  practised  without  this  state, 
the  time,  place,  circumstances  and  results  of  proceedings  for  dis- 
barnlent  or  criminal  charges,  if  any,  brought  against  him.  He 
must  file  a  sealed  certificate  of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  highest 
trial  court  of  record  in  which  he  last  practised  shewing  good 
reputation  and  trustworthiness  in  the  profession  of  law.  If 
without  practice  such  applicant  must  so  state  and  furnish  the 
same  certificate  of  moral  character  as  the  applicant  for  examina- 
tion. If  for  lack  of  practice  or  for  any  other  reason  such  appli- 
cant, in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  should  be  examined,  his  name 
will  be  placed  on  the  examination  list.  An  applicant  for  exam- 
ination must  file  with  the  clerk  10  days  prior  to  an  examination 
his  verified  petition  showing  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  intends  to  become  such,  is  21  years  of  age;  certificate.^ 
of  two  reputable  counselors  showing  the  required  period  of  law 
study;  certificates  of  moral  character.  If  his  papers  are  satis- 
factory, he  will  be  notified  that  his  name  has  been  entered  on  the 
list  for  the  next  examination;  otherwise,  of  the  rejection  of  his 
application.  Examinations,  principally  written,  are  held  in 
open  court,  in  the  court  room  of  the  supreme  court  10  a.  m.  the 
second  day  of  the  June  and  December  terms  each  year.  Exam- 
inees must  take  oath  to  seek  no  aid,  to  remove  from  the  room  no 
examination  paper  and  to  copy  no  paper.  A  strict  examination 
in  elementary  principles  and  in  the  codes  and  practice  of  this 
state  is  given.  Registration.  Each  successful  applicant  before 
license  is  issued  must  take  an  oath  to  support  the  constitutions 
of  Montana  and  of  the  United  States,  faithfully  to  discharge  his 
duties  as  attorney  and  counselor  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
ability,  and  must  sign  the  rolT  of  attorneys  kept  by  the  clerk. 
A  certificate  of  his  oath  must  be  indorsed  on  the  license  issued 
and  a  duplicate  filed  with  the  clerk.  Objection  to  any  admission 
may  be  made  by  filing  such  objection  with  the  clerk. 
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NEBRASKA 

Licensing,  Each  applicant  for  admission  depositing  a  fee  of 
|5,  must  four  weeks  before  an  examination  file  with  the  clerk" 
of  the-supreme  court  a  request  for  admission  in  his  own  hand, 
with  his  own  signature,  with  his  affidavit  to  age,  residence,  time 
and  place  of  study;  the  certificate  of  his  preceptor  to  two  years' 
regular  and  attentive  pursuit  of  study  under  personal  direction; 
the  affidavits  of  two  reputable  citizens  of  his  place  of  residence  to 
their  acquaintance  with  him,  to  his  good  reputation  and  moral 
character;  if  for  satisfactory  reason  the  certificate  of  his  pre-' 
ceptor  can  not  be  obtained,  the  Certificate  of  any  member  of  the 
bar  with  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  in  good  standing  in  the 
county  where  he  studied.  An  applicant,  a  practising  attorney 
in  a  court  of  record  of  another  state  or  territory,  must  farther 
present  proof  by  certificate  of* that  fact.  No  certificate  is  con- 
clusive evidence,  but  there  must  be  presented  the  names  and 
addresses  of  three  persons  other  than  those  whose  certificates 
are  submitted  of  whom  inquiry  can  be  made.  An  attorney  prac- 
tising in  courts  of  record  without  the  state  and  having  business 
in  the  supreme  or  district  courts  of  this  state  may  on  motion 
to  such  court  and  on  taking  the  required  oath  be  admitted  for 
the  transaction  of  such  business.  Examination,  On  or  before 
the  September  term  each  year  the  court  appoints  a  com- 
mission of  five  persons  learned  in  law  to  investigate  the  qualifi- 
cations of  applicants,  conduct  and  make  a  written  report  of  ex- 
aminations. Oral  examinations  must  be  reported  by  the  court 
stenographer.  Applicants  recommended  by  a  majority  of  the 
commission  are  on  taking  the  oath  admitted  to  practise.  The 
examination  fee  is  |15,  A  rejected  applicant  is  not  eligible  till 
he  presents  a  certificate  of  one  year's  law  study  subsequent  to 
his  failure 

NEVADA 
Licensing.  The  supreme  court  on  api)lication  of  the  judge 
of  any  judicial  district  appoints  an  examining  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  district  judge  and  at  least  two  attorneys,  residents 
of  the  district.  They  must  examine  applicants  in  open  court 
the  first  day  of  the  term.  The  questions  and  answers  must  be 
reduced  to  writing.  No  intimation  of  the  questions  to  be  asked 
is  to  be  given  the  applicant  by  any  member  of  the  committee 
previous  to  the  examination.  The  written  questions  and  answers

Subjects, 
history  of  Nevada  and  the  United  States,  constitutional  relations 
of  the  state  and  federal  governments,  jurisdiction  of  the  courts 
of  Nevada  and  of  the  United  States,  sources  of  municipal  law, 
general  principles  of  common  law  relating  to  property,  personal 
rights  and  obligations,  general  grounds  and  principles  of  equity 
jurisprudence,  rules  and  principles  of  pleadings  and  evidence, 
practice  under  the  civil  and  criminal  codes  of  Nevada,  remedies 
in  hypothetic  cases,  the  course  and  duration  of  the  applicant's 
studies.  The  fee  of  |35  must  in  all  cases  "be  deposited  with  the 
clerk  of  the  court  before  application,  to  be  returned  in  case  of 
failure  in  examination. 

NEW  HAMPSHIEE 

Licensing.  An  applicant  mUst  have  studied  law  in  the  oflBce 
and  under  the  direction  of  a  counselor  of  this  court,  with  the 
consent  and  approbation  of  the  bar  of  the  county  where  such 
counselor  resides,  three  years,  or  one  year  in  such  office  and  in 
the  office  of  a  counselor  of  the  highest  judicial  court  of  another 
state  two  years;  must  pass  a  siatisfactory  examina,tion  by  the 
court,  or  by  a  committee  of  the  bar  appointed  by  the  court;  must 
present  as  evidence  of  citizenship  and  good  character  affidavits 
by  persons  known  to  the  court.  One  admitted  as  an  attorney 
of  the  highest  court  of  another  state  must  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence  of  admission  and  one  year's  practice  in  such  court.  A 
petition  stating  age,  residence,  term  of  study,  and  with  whom;  a 
certificate  of  study  and  of  moral  character  must  be  filed  by  an 
applicant  14  days  before  an  adjourned  law  term.  Within  14 
days  after  beginning  his  law  study,  a  student  must  file  with  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county  where  he  proposes  to  study,  a 
notice  of  beginning  study,  with  whom  and  when ;  a  certificate  of 
his  preceptor  showing  the  fact  and  time  of  the  beginning  of  study. 
Examination.  The  examinations  are  both  oral  and  written. 
Applicants  are  marked  on  a  scale  of  100  and  must  attain  70. 
The  standing  of  a  rejected  applicant  is  not  made  known  and  he 
is  eligible  on  an  order  of  court  to  that  effect. 

NEW  JERSEY 

Licensing.  An  applicant  for  a  license  as  an  attorney  must 
be  21  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  after  a  three  years'  clerkship,  if  holding  the  degree 
of  B.  A.  or  B.  R.  from  any  college  or  university  of  the  United 
States,  otherwise  after  a  four  years'  clerkship;   present  the  eer- 
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tificate  of  his  preceptor  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that 
during  such  clerkship  he  let  no  occupation  interfere  with 
proper  service.  An  attendance  of  not  more  than  one  year 
and  six  months  on  the  law  lectures  of  a  college  or 
university  or  in  a  reputable  law  school  in  ''the  United 
States  may  be  counted  as  an  equal  period  of  this  clerkship.  The 
clerkship  may  begin  immediately  after  the  last  collegiate  term 
of  either  college  of  this  state.  Attorneys  of  other  states  may 
be  admitted  on  submitting  to  examination,  presenting  proof  of 
moral  character,  jirofessional  standing  and  four  years'  study  and 
practice  in  such  state,  providing  attorneys  of  this  state  are 
admitted  on  the  same  terms.  The  rules  for  clerkship  do  not 
apply  to  persons  of  unusual  aptitude  in  the  knowledge  of  legal 
principles;  but  any  such  citizen  of  New  Jersey  above  the  age  of 
21  years  presenting  to  the  supreme  court  at  any  stated  term  a 
certificate  of  good  moral  character  and  unusual  aptitude  in  his 
knowledge  of  legal  principles  from  five  counselors  of  this  court, 
of  five  years'  good  standing,  recommending  admission  to  examin- 
ation for  attorney,  is  to  be  admitted  to  such  examination  and,  if 
found  qualified,  admitted  as  an  attorney  of  this  court.  The 
counselors  must  certify  that  prior  to  signing  the  certificate  they 
examined  the  applicant  in  legal  prin-ciples  and  the,  practice  of 
law  as  established  in  New  Jersey  and  that  they  made  such  cer- 
tificate on  such  examination.  An  applicant  for  a  license  as  coun- 
selor must  submit  to  examination  and  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  law  and  his 
ability'  as  a  pleader,  must  have  had  three  years'  practice  in  the 
supreme  court.  Examination.  The  examination  for  attorneys 
aud  counselors  must  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  examiners 
consisting  of  six  counselors  of  this  court,  two  of  whom  are 
to  be  appointed  at  each  term  of  court,  to  hold  office  for  one  year, 
/commencing  at  the  term  next  after  appointment.  The  written 
examinations  are  held  Friday,  11  a.m.,  the  first  week  of  each 
term,  the  oral  before  the  court  the  following  Monday,  11  a.  m. 
At  oral  examinations  for  attorney,  the  attorneys  of  this 
court,  at  those  for  counselor,  only  the  counselors  may  be 
present.  Registration.  Before  admission  an  applicant  as  at- 
torney or  counselor  must  take  the  oath  of  office,  of  allegiance  to 
Ibis  state  and  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 
Any  counselor  from  any  other  of  the  United  States  may  be  ad- 
mitted, pro  hoc  vice,  to  speak  in  any  cause  in  this  court  in  which 
h-:^  may  be  employed. 

NEW  MEXICO 

Licensing.  An  applicant  must  be  21  years  of  age,  of  good 
moral  character,  a  resident  of  New  Mexico,  must  be  admitted 
by  the  supreme  court,  must  file  with  the  clerk  a  petition  under 
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oath  giving  date  and  place  of  birth,  residence  for  the  five  pre- 
ceding years;  a  certificate  of  moral  character  from  a  reputable 
attorney  or  counselor  of  this  court  or  other  credible  person. 
The  petition^of  an  applicant  from  the  highest  court  of  original 
jurisdiction  of  another  state  or  territory  must  be  accompanied 
by  his  certificate  of  admission  and  give  the  name  of  such  court, 
date  of  admission,  length  of  practice  in  the  courts  of  record  of 
such  state  or  territory,  freedom  from  sentence  of  disbarment 
or  suspension  of  any  court  or  restoration  by  the  same 
court  after  such  sentence.  Such  petitioners  with  three  years' 
practice  immediately  preceding  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tion. All  others  are  examined.  Any  other  petition  must  state 
time,  place  and  term  of  law  study,  textbooks;  if  that  of  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  law  school,  must  be  accompanied  by  a  diploma  or 
other  evidence  of  graduation;  if  not  that  of  a  graduate,  must 
slate  name  and  residence  of  his  preceptors,  be  accompanied  by 
their  certificates  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  two  years' 
clerkship.  Examination.  An  examining  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  of  the  supreme  court  appointed  by  the  court  must 
prepare  questions  and  assist  in  conducting  oral  and  written 
examinations  in  open  court  the  first  day  of  each  regular  term 
and  at  other  times  designated  by  the  court.  On  the  written 
examination  each  applicant  has  the  same  questions.  Subjects, 
real  and  personal  property,  contracts,  partnership,  negotiable 
instruments,  agency,  principal  and  surety,  executors  and  admin- 
istrators, bailments,  corporations,  personal  rights,  domestic  re- 
lations, principles  of  constitutional  law,  wills,  equity  juris- 
prudence, pleadings,  practice,  evidence  and  criminal  law. 
Registration.  All  applicants  admitted  must  sign  the  roll  and 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation.  The  clerk  must  furnish  each  ad- 
mitted applicant  with  a  certificate  entitling  him  to  practise  in  all 
the  courts  of  the  territory,  and  receive  the  fee  of  five  dollars 
therefor.  A  retired  justice  of  the  supreme  court  by  signing  the 
roll  and  taking  the  oath,  may  practise  in  all  the  courts.  Mem- 
bers of  the  bar  without  the  territory  may  only  in  particular 
cases  practise  in  its  courts  when  associated  with  members  of 
its  bar,  provided  that  all  pleadings  and  notices  are  signed  by  -a 
member  of  the  bar  of  the  court  in  which  the  litigation  is  pend- 
ing. Temporary  licenses  may  be  granted  to  any  proper  person 
proposing  to  apply  for  admission  under  these  rules,  on  such 
terms  as  may  seem  best  to  the  judge  of  the  supreme  court.  Such 
a  license  unless  extended  by  the  court  expires  the  first  day  of 
the  following  term. 
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Licensing:.  Applicants  who  are  nongraduates  of  a  college  or 
have  not  been  admitted  to  the  bar  of  another  state  must,  before 
entering  on  the  study  of  law  or  within  one  year  thereafter,  have 
passed  an  examination  under  the  rules  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York  in  English  composition,  advanced  English, 
first  year  Latin,  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry.  United  States  and 
English  .history,  civics  and  economics  or  in  their  equivalents  as 
defined  by  the  rules  of  the  University.  A  certificate  of  such 
fact  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  University  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals  who  will  return  to  the  person 
named  therein  a  certified  copy  of  the  same  with  the  date  of 
filing.  The  regents  may  accept  as  an  equivalent  for  such  exami- 
nation the  certificate  of  a  full  year's  course  in  college,  evidence 
of  a  three  years'  course  in  any.  institution  registered  by  the  re- 
gents as  maintaining  an  academic  standard,  or  a  regents  diploma. 
License  to  practise  as  an  attorney  or  counselor  in  any  court  of 
record  in  this  state  is  granted  by  an  appellate  division  of  the 
supreme  court.  The  duly  licensed  practitioner  of  three  years' 
practice  in  another  state  or  country,  or  an  American  citizen  re- 
siding in  a  foreign  country  who,  if  a  citizen  of  such  country, 
would  be  entitled  to  practice  law  in  its  courts,  may  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  licensing  court  be  admitted  without  an  examina- 
tion. But  such  candidate  must  possess  the  other  qualifications 
required  by  these  rules  and  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
character  and  qualifications.  Other  persons  may  be  admitted 
to  practise  on  filing  with  the  court  the  certificate  of  the  state 
board  of  law  examiners  showing  that  the  applicant  has  satisfac- 
torily passed  the  examination  of  the  board  and  fully  complied 

'  with  these  regulations.  Candidates  for  examination  must  have 
studied  law  for  three  years,  graduates  of  a  registered  course  in 

•  college  two  years,  if  the  two  years'  study  follow  such  graduation. 
Persons  admitted  to  practise  in  the  highest  court  of  original 
jurisdiction  of  another  state  or  country  and  having  practised 
therein  for  one  year  may  be  admitted  to  examination  after  one 
year's  study  of  law  in  this  state,  but  the  one  year's  study  must 
be  subsequent  to  such  period  of  practice.  The  study  of  law  is 
pursued  by  serving  a  regular  clerkship  in  the  office  of  a  practis- 
ing attorney  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  or  by  attending 
an  incorporated  law  school  with  competent  professors  in-  which 
instruction  is  regularly  given,  or  in  part  by  attendance  at  such 
school  and  in  part  serving  such  clerkship,  after  the  student  is 
18  years  of  age.  Attendance  at  a  law  school  of  not  less  than 
eight  months  in  any  year  shall  bo  deemed  a  year's  attendance, 
under  these  regulations  and  in  computing  the  period  of  clerkship 
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a  vacation,  actually  taken,  not  exceeding  two  months  is  al- 
lowed during  each  year.  Attorneys  with  whom  a  clerkship  shall 
be  commenced  are  required  to  file  a  certificate  of  such  fact  in  the 
oflBce  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals.  The  certificate  shall 
state  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  period  of  clerkship  and 
such  period  shall  be  deemed  to  commence  at  the  time  of  filing 
and  shall  be  computed  by  the  calendar  year.  The  same  period 
of  time  shall  not  be  duplicated  for  different  purposes,  except  that 
a  student  attending  a  law  school  may  be  permitted  to  continue 
his  studies  during  the  vacations  of  such  school  in  the  office  of  a 
practising  attorney  and  to  count  such  time,  not  exceeding  three 
months  in  any  year,  as  a  part  of  his  clerkship.  An  applicant 
whose  clerkship  or  attendance  at  a  law  school  was  already  begun 
as  shown  by  the  proper  records,  and  who  thereafter  engaged  in 
the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  may  have  the  time  of  such  service  included 
as  a  part  of  'the  required  period  of  study,  on  proof  of  the  facts 
made  by  his  own  aflSdavit  and  by  the  production  of  his  honorable 
discharge  from  such  service.  The  state  board  of  law  examiners 
shall  require  proofs  that  the  preliminary  conditions  prescribed 
in  these  rules  have  been  fulfilled.  The  papers  of  each  applicant 
must  be  attached  together,  indorsed  with  the  name  of  the  appli- 
cant and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  board  at  least  15  days 
before  the  examination.  They  must  be  entitled  "  In  the  matter 
of  the  application  of  .  .  .  for  admission  to  the  bar."  The 
applicant  must  show  by  his  own  aflBdavit  that  he  is  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  21  years  of  age,  stating  his  age,  a  resident  of 
the  state,  giving  exact  residence  for  the  six  months  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  examination,  and  that  he  has  not  been  examined  and 
refused  admission  within  three  months  immediately  preceding^ 
that  he  has  studied  law  for  the  prescribed  period  and  that  he 
is  the  same  person  mentioned  in  his  annexed  preliminary  papers. 
The  examination  fee  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  filing  the 
application.  A  college  graduate  must  produce  his  diploma  or 
certificate  of  graduation  under  the  seal  of  the  college  and,  if 
such  institution  is  registered  with  the  rf^gents  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard, 
he  shall  submit  to  the  board  their  course  certificte  (see  K  5,  p.  24). 
In  all  other  cases  the  applicant  must  submit  with  his  diploma 
or  certificate  of  graduation  satisfactory  proof  of  the  course  of 
study  completed  by  him  and  of  the  character  of  the  institution 
of  which  he  claims  to  be  a  graduate.  The  candidate  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  another  state  or  country  must  produce  his  license 
or  certificate  executed  by  the  proper  authorities.  He  must  show 
at  least  one  year's  practice  in  such  state  or  country  by  his  own 
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affidavit  and  must  also  present  a  certificate  from  a  judge  of  the 
court  in  which  he  was  admitted  or  from  a  county  judge  of  the 
state  certifying  that  the  applicant  had  remained  in  that  state  or 
country  as  a  practising  attorney  for  the  period  of  one  year  after 
he  had  been  admitted  as  an  attorney  therein.  The  signa- 
ture of  the  judge  must  be  certified  to  by  the  clerk  of  the  court 
or  by  the  county  clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  court.  Proof  of 
clerkship  in  the  office  of  an  attorney  of  the  supreme  court  shall 
be  made  by  filing  with  the  board  a  certified  copy  of  the  attorney's 
certificate  as  filed  in  the  oflice  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals, 
and  an  affidavit  of  the  attorney  or  attorneys  with  whom  the  clerk- 
ship was  served  showing  actual  service  as  required.  The  time 
of  study  in  a  law  school  must  be  proved  by  the  certificate  of  the 
teacher  or  president  of  the  faculty,  under  the  seal  of  the  school, 
in  addition  to  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant,  which  must  state 
the  age  at  which  attendance  at  such  law  school  was  begun,  the 
beginning  and  end  of  each  term  spent  in  such  school  and  the 
beginning  and  the  end  of  each  vacation  that  he  has  had.  That 
the  applicant  has  passed  the  regents  examination  or  its  equiva- 
lent must  be  proved  by  the  production  of  a  certified  copy  of 
the  regents  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  appeals  as  hereinbefore  provided.  When  it  shall  appear  that 
any  diploma,  affidavit  or  certificate  has  been  lost  or  destroyed 
without  the  fault  of  the  applicant,  or  has  been  unjustly  refused 
or  withheld,  the  board  of  examiners  may  accept  such  other  proof 
of  the  requisite  facts  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient.  An  applicant 
whose  clerkship  or  attendance  at  a  law  school  has  already  begun 
as  shown  by  the  proper  records,  may  at  his  option  file  or  produce 
the  proofs  required  by  the  rules  of  the  court  of  appeals  adopted 
Oct.  28,  1892.  The  applicant  must  file  with  the  court  along  with 
the  certificate  of  the  state  board  of  law  examiners,  evidence  of 
moral  character  which  may  be  shown  by  the  certificate  of  the 
attorney  with  whom  he  passed  his  clerkship  or  by  some  attorney 
in  the  town  or  city  where  he  resides.  Examination.  The  ex- 
aminations conducted  by  the  state  board  may  be  oral  or  written, 
or  partly  oral  and  partly  written  but  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform 
in  the  knowledge  and  capacity  which  they  shall  require,  as  is 
reasonably  possible.  An  applicant  having  failed  in  one  exami- 
nation can  not  again  be  examined  till  at  least  three  months  after 
such  failure.  The  state  'board  of  law  examiners  shall  hold  at 
least  one  examination  in  each  judicial  department,  at  the  city 
or  village  in  which  the  appellate  divisions  of  the  supreme  court 
are  held,  between  June  10  and  July  20  in  each  year  and  one 
examination  in  each  department  at  the  places  above  named. dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  in  each  year.     They  may  appoint  other

times  and  places  for  additional  examinations  and  may  hold  some 
or  all  of  such  examinations  concurrently  with  the  regular  or 
annual  examination  of  any  law  school  in  the  state,  and  any 
applicant  entitled  to  be  examined,  may  be  so  examined,  in  any 
department  whether  a  resident  therein  or  not,  but  the  fact  of  his 
having  passed  the  examination  will  be  certified  to  the  appellate 
division  of  the  department  in  which  he  -has  resided  for  the  six 
months  prior  to  his  examination.  The  applicant  must  entitle 
his  papers  in  the  department  in  which  he  intends  to  apply  for 
examination  and  he  must  then  appear  in  that  department. 
Registration    {see  p.  259). 

NORTH  CAROLZNA 

Licensing.  Applicants  must  be  21  years  of  age,  of  good 
moral  character,  must  deposit  the  license  tax  {see  p.  259)  with 
the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  before  examination,  must  submit 
certificates  of  moral  character  from  two  members  of  the  bar, 
practising  attorneys  of  this  court,  must  have  devoted  12  months 
to  professional  study  and  must  have  read  the  constitutions  of 
North  Carolina,  of  the  United  States,  Ewell's  Essentials  (3  v.), 
Angell  on  corporations,  Clark's  Code  of  civil  procedure,  Heard  on 
pleading.  Toller  or  Schouler  on  executors.  Fetter  or  Bispham's 
Equity,  code  of  North  Carolina,  Fishback's  Elements  of  law, 
Creasy  on  the  English  constitution  (advised),  law  on  prescrip- 
tions and  forfeitures  so  far  as  applicable  in  the  United  States. 
There  are  no  requirements  for  preliminary  education.  Exami- 
nation. The  only  examinations  are  written  and  are  held  the 
first  Monday  in  February  and  the  last  Monday  in  September. 

NORTH  DAKOTA 

Licensing.  'Duly  licensed  attorneys  from  other  states  may 
apply  for  a  license  at  any  regular  or  special  term  of  the  supreme 
court.  The  application  must  be  on  written  motion  of  a  member 
of  the  bar  of  this  court,  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  be  accomp^ied 
by  an  affidavit  or  the  certificate  of  an  attorney  of  such  court 
showing  age,  moral  character,  residence  in  North  Dakota  and  one 
year's  practice  in  the  state  where  the  applicant  was  admitted  to 
the  bar.  Other  applications  on  similar  motion  and  similar  affi- 
davits or  certificates  must  be  filed  on  the  first  day  of  any  term 
of  the  court  only.  The  affidavit  of  the  attorney  must  show  quali- 
fications and  the  required  course  of  professional  study.  Those 
admitted  to  practise  in  district  courts  of  North  Dakota  prior  to 
July  1,  1891  may  hereafter  be  admitted  to  practise  under  the 
rules  heretofore  existing.     Examination  (see  p.  260). 
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OHIO 

Licensing.  All  applicants  except  attorneys  of  five  years'  prac- 
tice Irom  tlie  highest  judicial  courts  of  other  states  (see  p.  260) 
must  submit  to  examination.  Every  resident  law  student  begin- 
ning the  study  of  law  on  and  after  Jan.  1,  1898,  whether  in  an 
office  or  in  a  law  school,  must  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  supreme- 
court  the  certificate  of  his  preceptor  or  the  chief  officer  of  the 
school,  showing  his  name,  age,  residence,  date  of  beginning  the 
study  of  law;  fee  for  filing,  50c  and  the  required  course  of  study 
dates  from  the  filing.  Every  resident  law  student  beginning  his 
study  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1898  must  on  Mar.  1,  1898  file  with  the 
clerk  a  certificate  of  his  preceptor  or  of  the  chief  officer  of  his 
law  school,  showing  name,  age,  residence,  when,  where  and  under 
whom  he  began  his  study,  fee  50c.  Every  nonresident  law  stu- 
dent not  admitted  to  a  court  of  record  in  the  United  fcstates  must, 
on  coming  in^o  Ohio  to  reside,  file  with  the  clerk  an  affidavit 
showing  his  purpose  to  reside  in  Ohio,  name,  age,  present  and 
former  residence,  fee  50c;  must  file  a  certificate  of  his  preceptor 
or  the  chief  officer  of  his  law  school  showing  when,  where  and 
under  whom  he  studied  law.  The  required  one  year's  residence 
in  this  state  must  date  from  the  filing  of  these  papers  not  more 
than  60  nor  less  than  80  days  before  the  date  of  an  examination. 
Every  person  entitled  to  examination  by  reason  of  admission  to 
a  United  States  court  of  record  must  file  with  the  clerk  an  affi- 
davit showing  the  fact  of  residence  in  this  state  or  the  purpose 
to  make  it  his  residence,  name,  age,  former  and  present  resi- 
dence; his  certificate  of  admission  to  the  bar  accompanied,  if 
issued  more  than  Jhree  years  before,  by  the  certificate  of  his 
preceptor  showings  the  extent  and  character  of  his  law  study;  the 
certificate  of  a  judge  of  the  court  of  record  in  which  he  practised, 
showing  the  period  of  the  judge's  acquaintance,  the  applicant's 
moral  and  professional  standing.  An  examination  fee  of  |5  and 
a  registry  fee  of  50c  must  accompany  these  papers.  In  case  of 
the  omission  of  any  paper  or  certificate  the  court  may  order  such 
filing  as  of  the  proper  date  not  more  than  60  and  not  less  than 
30  days  before  the  examination.  Every  person  not  an  attorney 
of  a  United  States  court  of  record,  must  file  with  the  clerk  his 
application  for  admission  to  the  bar,  giving  name,  age,  residence 
and  postoffice  address,  the  certificate  of  qualification  required  by 
§  500  or  561  of  the  law  (see  p.  308).  Except  as  provided  in  §  561 
of  the  law,  each  applicant  must  produce  a  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation as  required  by  §  560,  signed  by  his  preceptor.  Certificates 
of  other  attorneys  will  be  accepted  only  in  case  of  the  death  of 
the  preceptor  or  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  his  certificate  for 
reasons  satisfactory  to  the  court.    Certificates  of  correspondence 
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schools  or  of  lawyers  without  the  state  supervising  the  study  of 
applicants  within  the  state  are  not  recognized.  If  the  course  of 
study  falls  short  by  60  days  or  less,  a  certificate  completing  the 
period  may  be  presented  at  an  examination.  Each  certificate 
must  show  the  preceptor's  personal  knowledge  of  the  term  of 
study,  his  name  and  address.  No  certificate  is  conclusive  evi- 
dence. An  applicant  must  present  a  diploma  or  certificate  of 
graduation  or  matriculation  (not  of  admission  to  a  law  school  or 
law  department  of  a  university  merely)  of  a  college  or  university, 
of  graduation  from  a  public  high  school  or  a  private  academy  of 
equivalent  standing  or  a  certificate  of  the  board  of  school  exam- 
iners or  of  graduation  from  a  common  school  of  the  state.  Ex- 
amination. A  standing  committee  on  examinations,  consisting 
of  nine  attorneys  and  counselors,  three  appointed  for  one  year, 
three  for  two  years,  three  for  three  years,  each  of  their  succes- 
sors for  three  years,  hold  examinations  in  Columbus  the  second 
Tuesday  of  each  March  and  October  and  the  first  Tuesday  of 
June,  and  at  no  other  time.  A  majority  of  the  members  must 
certify  to  the  result  of  an  examination  before  the  admission  of 
an  applicant  to  the  bar.  He  must  have  sustained  an  average 
grade  of  75^  in  the  following  subjects,  law  of  real  and  personal 
property,  torts,  contracts,  evidence,  pleading,  partnership,  bail- 
ments, negotiable  instruments,  agency,  suretyship,  domestic  re- 
lations, wills,  corporations,  equity,  criminal  law,  constitutional 
law,  legal  ethics.  After  the  30th  day  before  an  examination  an 
applicant  is  notified  whether  a  supplemental  certificate  is  nec- 
essary and  whether  his  name  has  been  placed  on  the  examination 
roll.  In  case  it  has  not  been  placed  on  the  roll,  the  fee  of  |5  is 
returned.  When  an  application  has  been  retjirned  for  correc- 
tion, a  fee  of  50c  must  accompany  the  corrected  copy.  "An 
unsuccessful  applicant  is  eligible  after  six  months,  but  one  re- 
jected in  October  is  eligible  in  March  on  producing  a  certificate 
of  study  covering  the  intervening  time  and  one  sustaining  a 
grade  of  60^  is  eligible  at  the  following  examination  on  like 
certificate.  One  rejected  before  the  recent  revision  of  the  rule 
of  the  board  may  be  governed  by  the  unrevised  rule.  An  appli- 
cant on  receiving  the  oath  of  oflQce,  must  sign  a  roll  showing  the 
date  of  his  admission  and  his  place  of  residence.  The  printed 
questions  and  the  answers  of  applicants  must  be  .submitted  to 
the  court  with  the  report  of  examiners  and,  with  all  certificates 
and  papers,  be  filed  with  the  clerk  and  preserved.  The  clerk 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  dates  and  the  descriptions  of  all  papers 
filed  and  shall  enter  all  sums  received  in  a  cash  book  showing 
date,  from  whom  and  for  what  received. 
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OKLAHOMA 

Licensing.  All  applicants  must  submit  to  examination. — 
J.  W.  H.  Burford.  Applicants  are  admitted  without  examination 
on  the  production  of  the  diploma  of  a  law  school. — 111,  bar  asso- 
ciation, 1898,  pt  2,  p.  134 

OREGON 

Licensing.  All  applications  must  be  made  to  the  supreme 
court.  Each  applicant  must  present  his  own  affidavit  to  citizen- 
ship in  the  United  States  and  in  Oregon,  to  compliance  with  the 
statutes  regarding  it,  to  having  attained  the  age  of  21  years,  to 
the  reading  of  the  required  books;  the  certificate  of  an  attorney 
of  this  court  in  good  standing  showing,  if  a  holder  of  a  degree 
from  some  literary  institution,  two  years',  if  not,  three  years'  law 
study  and  his  possession  of  the  requisite  learning  and  ability; 
certificates  of  moral  character  from  two  other  such  attorneys. 
The  holder  of  the  diploma  of  a  law  school  showing  graduation 
may  dispense  with  the  certificate  of  law  study.  Attorneys, 
counselors  and  solicitors  from  the  highest  courts  of- any  other 
state,  territory  or  district  or  of  England,  her  colonies  or  depend- 
encies where  the  common  law  prevails,  if  otherwise  qualified, 
are  adniitted  without  examination  on  presenting  their  certifi- 
cates of  admission  to  such  courts.  Each  certificate  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  petition  in  writing  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
petitioner  showing  the  place  of  his  first  admission,  all  places 
and  periods  of  practice,  specially  the  period,  place  and  court  of, 
his  last  practice,  any  proceedings  for  his  disbarment;  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  judge  presiding  over  the  highest  court  where  he 
last  practised  or  was  admitted  to  practise  showing  good  standing 
and  trustworthiness  in  his  profession;  certificates  of  two  at- 
torneys showing  his  good  moral  character  and  his  good  reputa- 
tion as  an  attorney.  On  admission  a  temporary  license  for  nine 
months  is  granted.  If  such  license  expires  during  a  vacation  of 
this  court  it  must  be  extended  to  the  third  Monday  of  the  suc- 
ceeding term  at  Salem.  If  no  objection  to  an  admission  is  made 
and  filed  with  the  clerk  within  six  months  after  the  granting  of 
such  license,  the  applicant  may,  on  written  motion  of  an  attorney 
of  th's  court,  be  permanently  admitted.  The  court  has  the  right 
either  to  continue  or  to  revoke  a  temporary  license  during  the 
investigation  of  an  objection  filed  against  its  holder.  Examina- 
tion. On  the  written  application  of  five  or  more  persons  for  ad- 
mission, the  second  day  of  the  October  term  of  the  court  and 
such  other  time  at  any  term  as  may  be  ordered,  must  be  set  apart 
for  receiving,  examining  in  open  court  and  admitting  applicants. 
Its  justices  conduct  examinations,  which  may  be  partly  written, 
partly  oral,  in  the  subjects  of  common  law,  law  merchant,  prin-

ciples  of  equity  jurisprudence,  the  history  and  constitutional  law 
of  England  prior  to  the  declaration  of  independence,  the  history 
and  constitutional  law  of  the  United  States,  the  statute  and  con- 
stitutional law  of  Oregon,  practical  administration  of  the  law. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Licensing.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  supreme  court 
must  have  served  a  regular  clerkship  within  the  state  to  some 
practising  attorney  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  afterwards 
have  practised  as  an  attorney  in  one  of  the  county  courts  of 
common  pleas  or  district  courts  for  one  year,  or'  have  served 
such  clerkship  three  years  and  practised  two  years;  but  a  per- 
son who  shall  have  studied  law  with  diligence  under  the  direc- 
tion of  some  practising  attorney  for  the  term  of  two  years  after 
his  arrival  at  the  age  of  21  and  afterward  in  one  of  the  county 
courts  of  common  pleas  for  two  years  may  be  admitted.  Gradu- 
ates of  the  law  department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
or  of  the  Dickinson  school  of  law  who  have  passed  the  prelim- 
inary examination  before  the  board  of  examiners  of  Philadelphia 
county  or,  if  graduates  of  the  Dickinson  school  of  law,  before  the 
board  of  examiners  of  an}'  county  of  the  state,  and  an  examin- 
ation in  Latin,  and  who  have  taken  the  full  course  of  three  years 
and  received  the  diploma  and  degree  of  bachelor  of  laws,  may  be 
admitted  to.  practise  in  the  supreme  court  on  the  expiration  of 
three  full  years  from  the  date  of  their  preliminary  examination, 
on  filing  with  the  prothonotary  a  certificate  of  the  dean  of  the 
law  department,  stating  these  facts,  and  on  exhibiting  their 
diploma  and  a  certificate  of  good  character.  Attorneys  from 
other  states  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  court  of  common 
X^leas  of  this  state  may  at  once  be  admitted  to  the  supreme  court, 
provided  that  they  are  in  gooci  standing  and  have  practised  for 
five  years  in  the  state  from  which  they  have  removed. 

PHILADELPHIA  BAR.  Licensing.  A  person  wishing  to  com- 
mence the  study  of  law  must  undergo  an  examination 
on  all  the  branches  of  a  good  English  education  and 
must  file  with  the  prothonotary  a  certificate  signed  by 
all  the  examiners  present  at  his  examination,  that  he 
is  qualified  to  commence  such  study.  The  applicant  must  give 
one  week's  notice  in  writing  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
examiners  of  his  desire  to  be  examined  for  registration.  Attor- 
neys must  register  with  the  prothonotary  the  name,  age  and 
place  of  residence  of  all  persons  studying  law  under  their  direc- 
tion, and  the  term  of  clerkship  shall  be  computed  from  the  date 
of  such  registry.  An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  bar  must 
be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  full  age.     Except  as  here- 
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inbefore  provided,  he  must  have  served  a  regular  clerkship  in 
the  office  and  under  the  direction  of  a  practising  attorney  resid- 
ing within  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia.  He  must  have 
undergone  an  examination  before  the  board  of  examiners  and 
have  tiled  with  the  prothonotary  at  the  time  his  admission  is 
moved,  a  certificate  signed  by  all  the  examiners  present  at  his 
examination,  that  he  is  qualified  for  admission  to  the  bar  and 
that  they  have  received  satisfactory  evidence  in  writing  of  his 
moral  character,  and  such  evidence  shall  also  be  filed  as  afore- 
said. A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  with  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  laws,  may  be  admitted  to  practise  as  an 
attorney,  if  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  rule  as  to  the  pre- 
liminary examination  and  been  registered  for  one  year  in  the 
prothonotary's  office  as  a  student  of  law  in  said  university  by 
the  dean  of  the  law  faculty  thereof.  Persons  admitted  to  practise 
in  other  courts  of  the  state  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  be 
admitted  without  an  examination,  on  the  production  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  moral  character  and  professional  standing  from  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
wherein  such  person  has  been  last  admitted  and  has  practised.  Isfo 
person  who  has  studied  law  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia  and 
has  procured  his  admission  elsewhere  as  a  mere  preliminary  to 
admission  in  this  county  shall  be  admitted  with'out  the  examin- 
ation and  registry  as  before  mentioned.  Attorneys  from  other 
states  who  have  resided  for  two  years  in  this  state  and  one  year 
within  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  may  be  admitted  on  the  pro- 
duction of  satisfactory  evidence  of  admission  to  the  appellate 
court  of  last  resort  of  the  state  from  which  they  came  and  a 
certificate  of  professional  standing  and  good  character  signed 
by  the  presiding  judge  of  such  court.  Attorneys  from  other 
states  producing  satisfactory  evidence  of  admission  as  aforesaid, 
and  of  having  practised  for  seven  years  in  one  or  more  of  the 
courts  of  record  of  the  state  from  which  they  came,  may  be 
admitted  to  practise  in  these  courts  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  board  of  examiners;  provided  that  no  attorney  from  the 
courts  of  any  other  state  shall  be  so  admitted  unless  attorneys 
of  these  courts  are  admitted  to  practise  in  the  courts  of  that 
state,  on  the  same  or  equally  liberal  terms. 

PHILIPPINES 

The  press  dispatches  of  July  21,  1899  stated  that  the  rules 
adopted  for  admission  to  the  practice  of  law  had  just  been  deter- 
mined (see  p.  261).

Matters  are  in  a  transition  period  with  no  provisions  for  pre-

RHODE  ISLAND 

Licensing.  Applicants  must  be  21  years  of  age  and  of  good 
moral  character.  The  applicant  having  a  classical  education 
must  study  law  two  years,  six  months  of  the  period  in  the  office 
of  an  attorney  and  counselor  in  Rhode  Island.  Others  must  study 
three  years.  Examination.  A  committee  appointed  by  the 
supreme  court  at  each  term  in  the  county  of  Providence  holds 
examinations.  Passing  these  examinations  gives  the  right  to 
practise  in  all  the  courts  of  the  state.  The  answers  of  the  ac- 
cepted candidates  must  be  filed  with  the  reports  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA 

Licensing.  Persons  of  good  moral  character  admitted  to  prac- 
tise in  any  court  of  record  in  any  other  state  or  in  any  United 
States  court  may,  on  producing  the  proper  evidence  thereof,  be 
admitted  without  examination  to  practise  in  the  courts  of  similar 
grade  in  this  state  on  taking  the  oaths  of  office  prescribed  by 
the  constitution  of  the  state  in  open  court  and  signing  the  roll 
kept  in  the  clerk's  office.  The  following  course  of  study  is  pre- 
■  scribed  by  the  supreme  court  for  persons  seeking  admission  to 
the  practice  of  law  in  South  Carolina :  Blackstone's  Commentaries, 
Kent's  Commentaries,  Parsons  or  Chitty  on  contracts,  Daniel  on* 
negotiable  instruments,  or  Chitty  on  bills,  Williams  on  executors, 
Pomeroy  on  remedies,  Greenleaf  on  evidence.  Story's  Equity  juris- 
prudence, or  Adams's  Equity,  Daniel's  Chancery  pleading  and  prac- 
tice, Bishop  on  criminal  law.  Bishop  on  criminal  procedure,  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  constitution  of  South  Carolina, 
general  statutes  of  South  Carolina  and  all  aCts  of  a  public  nature 
passed  since,  rules  of  supreme  court,  circuit  and  probate  courts. 
Examination  is  in  writing,  on  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 
Application  on  an  official  blank  with  satisfactory  evidence  of 
moral  character  must  be  filed  with  the  court  on  or  before  the 
second  Tuesday  of  the  term.    The  fee  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA 

Licensing.,  Each  applicant  must  present  evidence  of  citizen- 
ship in  South  Dakota,  of  the  age  of  21  years,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. Examinations  are  held  in  open  court  on  the  first  day  of 
each  term  of  the  supreme  court  by  its  judges  or  attorneys  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  presiding  judge,  or  by  both  judges  and  attorneys. 
Successful  applicants  are  admitted  on  taking  the  oath  and  pay- 
ing a  fee  of  |5.  Rejected  applicants  may  be  examined  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  An  applicant  from  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  states  or  of  any  other  state  may  be  admitted  on  mo- 
tion in  open  court  on  the  production  of  his  certificate  or  license 
and  a  certificate  of  moral  character  from  a  court  of  record  in  this 
state,  by  filing  his  oath  and  paying  the  fee. 

TENNESSEE 

Licensing.  There  seem  to  be  no  regulations  other  than  those 
given  in  the  law. 

TEXAS 

Licensing.  Applicants  for  license  on  examination  are  ex- 
pected to  have  studied  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  Kent's  Com- 
mentaries, Stephens,  Gould  or  Chitty  on  pleadings,  Story's  Equity 
pleadings,  Greenleaf,  Starkie  or  Phillips  on  evidence,  Parsons, 
Story  or  Chitty  on  contracts,  Story,  Parsons  or  Daniels  on  prom- 
issory notes.  Story  or  Gow  on  partnership.  Story's  Equity  juris- 
prudence or  Adams's  Equity,  or  law  books  of  like  character.  They 
must  possess  a  general  knowledge  of  the  constitution  and  stat- 
utes of  the  state  and  of  the  rules  of  the  district  and  supreme 
courts.     A  written  application  must  be  filed. 

The  above  is  more  than  20  years  old.

"  New  rules  have  been  formulated  but  have  not  been  adopted."

VIRGINIA 

Licensing.  An  applicant  for  a  license  must  obtain  from  the 
court  of  his  county  or  corporation  a  certificate  of  age,  moral 
character  and  six  months'  residence  in  the  state.  An  applica- 
tion for  the  certificate,  specifying  the  day  when  motion  before 
the  court  will  be  made  must  be  filed  10  days  before  the  granting 
of  the  license.  With  this  must  be  filed  written  recommendations 
from  two  members  of  the  bar  of  the  applicant's  judicial  circuit, 
practising  attorneys  in  the  court,  and  the  clerk  shall  forthwith 
deliver  a  copy  of  this  application  to  the  judge  of  the  court.  An 
applicant  for  examination,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  term 
of  court  at  which  he  proposes  to  be  examined,  except  the  term 
at  Wytheville,  must  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  such  certifi- 
cate and  recommendations.  With  no  contrary  evidence;  this  ap- 
plication entitles  him  to  examination.    At  Wytheville  such  pa- 
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pers  must  be  filed  on  or  before  July  1.  Subjects  of  examination, 
real  and  personal  property,  domestic  relations,  contracts,. agency, 
partnership,  negotiable  instruments,  insurance,  corporations, 
wills  and  personal  representatives,  torts,  equity  jurisprudence, 
pleading  and  practice  at  law  and  in  equity,  evidence,  crimes  and 
criminal  procedure  and  the  code  of  Virginia.  There  are  no  re- 
quirements for  preliminary  and  professional  education.  Exami- 
nation. Annual  examinations  are  held  at  Richmond  the  first 
Friday  of  the  January  term,  Staunton  the  first  Friday  of  the 
September  term,  Wytheville  the  first  Friday  in  July.  There  are 
no  other  examinations.  Applicants  rejected  because  of  failure 
to  pass  are  eligible  after  the  succeeding  examination.  Every  ex- 
amination is  written  but  in  case  of  doubt  of  the  result  an  oral 
examination  may  be  added. 

WASHTKTGTON 

Licensing".  Age,  fee,  professional  education  (see  p.  263).  Pre- 
liminary, no  specifications.  Each  applicant  must  file  with  the 
clerk  of  the  supreme  court  one  week  before  the  first  Thursday  of 
each  session  notice  of  his  application  with  his  .affidavit  that  he 
has  the  required  qualifications  and  is  not  under  sentence  of  dis- 
barment.

A  committee  of  three 
members  is  appointed  by  the  court  to  assist  in  examining. 

WEST  VIBGINIA 

Licensing.  Applicants  must  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  studied  law  two  years  previous  to  filing  applications  for 
examination.  The  examination  is  in  writing  and  includes  Black- 
stone,  code  of  West  Virginia,  criminal  law  and  procedure,  real 
property,  equity,  pleading  and  practice,  bailments,  negotiable 
paper,  surety  and  guaranty,  corporations,  common  law  pleading, 
torts,  contracts,  agency,  evidence,  insurance,  partnership,  sales, 
constitutional  law.  Examination.  Candidates  failing  to  attain 
a  proper  standard  may  be  reexamined  at  any  future  examina- 
tion. Examinations  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Febru- 
ary, May,  August  and  November  in  the  dean's  room  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  West  Virginia  at  Morgantown.

Licensing.  Subjects  of  examination,  agency,  constitutional 
law,  contracts  and  bailments,  corporations,  criminal  law  and 
procedure,  damages,  descent  and  administration,  eininent  do- 
main, equity,  estoppel,  evidence,  execution,  fraud  and  fraudulent 
conveyances,  highways,  insurance,  judgments,  jurisdiction,  laws 
and  statutes,  liens,  mortgages,  municipal  corporations,  negli- 
gence, negotiable  paper,  nuisances,  partnership,  personal  prop- 
erty, personal  relations  and  capacities,  pleading  and  practice, 
private  rights,  real  estates,  sales,  set  offs,  suretyship  and  guar- 
anty, torts,  uses  and  trusts,  usury,  waters  and  water  courses, 
wills,  writs.

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during 
a  school  year  of  not  less  than  eight  months  shall  be  deemed  a 
year's  attendance  and,  in  computing  the  period  of  study  of  law 
in  an  office,  a  vacation  actually  taken,  not  exceeding  three  months 
in  each  year,  shall  be  allowed  as  a  part  of  each  year.  All  peti- 
tions for  admission  shall  be  deemed  at  once  referred  to  the  state 
board  of  law  examiners  but,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  in 
case  of  an  (emergency,  an  applicant  applying  as  a  member  of  the 
bar  of  the  highest  court  of  another  state  or  territory  may  be 
admitted  on  satisfactory  proof  that  he  possesses  the  necessary 
qualifications,  without  reference  to  or  awaiting  action  by  the 
board  of  examiners.

This  synopsis  is  made  for  the  convenience  of  those  that  would 
see  at  a  glance  the  legal  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
practice  of  law  throughout  the  United  States.  A  synopsis  of  the 
law  of  each  political  division  was  sent  to  the  executive  oflScer  for 
correction  and  verification. 

There  are  four  distinct  lines  of  legal  requirements:  prelim- 
inary education,  professional  training,  licensing  tests  and  regis- 
tration.

ALABAMA 

Administrative.  The  supreme  court  administers  the  law 
through  the  chancery,  circuit  or  city  courts.  Executive  officer,  a 
chancellor,  or  a  judge  of  a  circuit  or  city  court.  The  oath  of  oflSce 
is  taken  in  a  court  of  record.  Licensing.  The  judge  or  chancel- 
lor of  a  chancery,  circuit  or  city  court  certifies  to  a  supreme  court 
judge  that  the  applicant  is  a  resident  citizen,  21  years  of  age,  of 
good  moral  character  and  possessed  of  all  necessary  qualifica- 
tions except  legal  learning.

The  meetings  of  said  board  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
rules  for  the  making  of  which  provision  is  herein  made.  All  examinations 
of  applicants  shall,  in  accordance  with  said  rules,  be  conducted  under  the 
supervision  of  the  judges  of  the  respective  superior  courts.  Each  appli- 
cant shall  sign  his  examination  paper  by  number,  and  in  a  sealed  envelop 
accompanying  gaid  paper  shall  state  the  number  he  has  adopted,  so  that 
his  name  shall  not  be  known  until  after  the  board  of  examiners  have 
passed  upon  the  question  of  his  admission  or  rejection.  Each  applicant,

§  309  Power  to  admit  to  practise.  Tlie  powef  to  admit  persons  to 
practise  as  attorneys  and  counselors  in  the  coiarts  of  this  state,  or  any  of 
them,  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  supreme  court. 

§  310  Qualifications.  Every  applicant  for  such  admission  must  be  at 
least  21  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this 
state,  and  must  have  actually  and  in  good  faith  pursued  a  regular  course

§  311  Examinations.  Every  such  applicant  shall  also  be  examined 
by  the  court,  or  by  a  committee  of  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  bar 
appointed  by  the  court,  as  to  his  learning  and  skill  in  the  law;  and  the 
court  must  be  satisfied,  before  admitting  to  practise,  that  the  applicant 
has  actually  and  in  good  faith  devoted  the  time  hereinbefore  required  to 
the  study  of  law,  and  possesses  the  requisite  learning  and  skill  therein.

Students  in  the  law  department  of  the  university,  who  are  recommended

Any  person  becoming  a  resident  of 
this  state,  after  having  been  admitted  to  the  bar  of  any  other  of  the 
United  States  in  which  he  has  previously  resided,  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  be  admitted  to  practise  in  this  state  without  examination  or 
proof  of  period  of  study  as  hereinbefore  provided,  on  proof  of  the  other

The  expenses  of  said  board,  including 
such  compensation  to  the  members  thereof  as  the  court  of  appeals  may 
determine,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  of  the  applicants.  No  one  shall 
be  examined  who  shall  not  have  studied  the  law  in  a  law  school  in  any 
part  of  the  United  States  or  in  the  office  of  a  member  of  the  bar  of  this 
state  for  at  least  three  years.  Every  applicant,  upon  presenting  himself 
for  examination  before  the  board  of  law  examiners,  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  board  such  fee,  not  exceeding  $25,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
court  of  appeals.  On  payment  of  one  examination  fee,  the  applicant  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  three  examinations,  but  no  more.  Any 
fraudulent  act  or  representation  by  an  applicant  in  connection  with  his 
application  or  examination,  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of 
the  order  admitting  him  to  practise.  The  board  of  law  examiners  shall 
render  an  annual  account  of  their  expenses  to  the  court  of  appeals. 
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6)  Licentiates  of  other  states.  Members  of  the  bar  of  any  state,  dis- 
trict or  territory  of  the  United  States,  who,  for  five  years  after  admission, 
have  been  engaged  as  practitioners,  judges,  or  teachers  of  law,  shall  be 
admitted  without  examination  on  proof  of  good  moral  character,  after 
becoming  actual  residents  of  this  state.  Members  of  the  bar  of  any  other 
state,  district  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  who  may  be  employed  as 
counsel  in  any  case  pending  before  any  of  the  courts' of  this  state,  may  be 
admitted  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  case  in  which  they  are  so  employed 
by  the  court  before  which  said  case  is  pending,  without  examination. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  deprive  the  courts  of  this 
state  of  the  power,  as  at  present  existing,  of  disbarring  or  otherwise  pun- 
ishing members  of  the  bar. 

§  2  Act  construed.  The  provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  section 
shall  not  apply  to  those  students  who  shall  have  matriculated  at  the  law 
department  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  or  the  Baltimore  university 
school  of  law  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1898,  but  such  students 
shall  be  admitted  upon  the  production  of  their  diplomas  of  graduation  as 
heretofore.

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  passage  and 
approval  of  this  act  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  shall 
appoint  from  the  members  of  the  bar  of  Minnesota,  learned  in  the  law, 
one  person  from  each  congressional  district,  now  or  hereafter  created,  to 
constitute  a  state  board  of  examiners  in  law.

A  state  board  of  law  examiners  is  hereby 
created,  to  consist  of  three  members  of  the  bar,  of  at  least  10  years'  stand- 
ing, who  shall  be  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  court  of  appeals, 
and  shall  hold  office,  as  a  member  of  such  board,  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
except  under  the  first  appointment,  which  shall  be  for  terms  of  one,  two 
and  three  years,  respectively,  until  the  appointment  of  his  successor.  Such 
court  shall  prescribe  rules  providing  for  a  uniform  system  of  examination 
which  shall  govern  such  board  of  law  examiners  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties  and  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  its  members.  There  shall  be 
examinations  of  all  persons  applying  for  admission  to  practise  as  attorneys 
and  counselors  at  law  at  least  twice  in  each  year  in  each  judicial  depart- 
ment, and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the  court  of  appeals  may 
direct.

and  license  to  have  been  as  attorney  of  or  in  the  supreme  court  or  as 
solicitor  in  chancery  or  solicitor  of  the  court  of  chancery  according  to  the 
fact.  And  said  affidavit  or  affirmation  may  state  correctly  the  court  and 
term  of  court  in  or  at  which  the  admission  prior  to  July  1.  1847,  took  place. 
After  July  1,  1899,  the  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  judicial 
district  where  such  attorney  at  law  or  attorney  or  counselor  at  law  resides

quired herein,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  same  had  been  made  and 
filed  within  the  time  above  stated,  and  relieving  him  from  penalties  and 
prosecutions  by  reason  of  failure  to  make  and  file  such  oath  or  affirmation 
within  the  time  required. 

§  2  Before  beginning  practice;  felony.  Every  person  who  is  hereafter 
duly  licensed  and  admitted  to  practise  as  an  attorney  and  counselor  at  law 
in  the  courts  of  record  of  this  state  by  an  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court,  shall  subscribe  and  take  and  file  the  aforesaid  oath  or  affirmation 
as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  before  he  begins  or  is  entitled 
to  begin  to  practise  for  another  as  an  attorney  and  counselor  at  law  in 
the  courts  of  record  of  this  state  or  in  any  court  in  the  county  of  New 
York  or  in  the  county  of  Kings.  A  person  who  practises  any  fraud  or 
deceit  or  knowingly  makes  any  false  statement  in  the  oath  or  affirmation 
in  and  by  this  act  required  to  be  made  and  filed  is  guilty  i)f  felony. 

§  3  Register.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals 
to  file  in  his  office  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  aforesaid,  and  to  compile 
the  statements  contained  therein,  and  to  enter  therefrom  in  a  bound  book 
or  volume  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  and  is  hereby  made  the  Olfickil  register  of  attwneys  and 
counselors  at  law  in  the  state  of  'New  York,  in  the  alphabetic  order  of  the  first 
letter  of  their  siu-uames,  the  names  and  residences  and  the  title  of  the 
court  and  the  time  and  place  where  admitted,  and  the  date  the  oath  of 
affirmation  aforesaid  was  filed,  of  all  persons  who  have  filed  in  his  said 
office  the  oath  or  affirmation  as  aforesaid,  which  said  Official  register  of 
attorneys  and  counselors  at  laic  in  the  state  of  New  York,  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  public  record  and  presumptive  evidence  that  the  individuals  therein 
named  are  duly  registered  to  practise  as  attorneys  and  counselors  at  law 
in  the  courts  of  record  of  this  state  or  in  any  court  in  the  counties  of  New 
York  and  Kings. 

§  4  Violations.  On  and  after  July  1,  1899,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  practise  or  appear  as  an  attorney  at  law  or  as  attorney  and 
counselor  at  law  for  another  in  a  court  of  record  in  this  state  or  in  any 
court  in  the  county  of  New  York  or  in  the  county  of  Kings,  or  to  make  it  a 
business  to  practise  as  an  attorney  at  law  or  as  an  attorney  and  counselor 
at  law  for  another  in  any  of  said  courts,  or  to  hold  himself  out  to  the 
public  as  being  entitled  to  practise  law  as  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, or  to  assume  to  be  an  attorney  or  counselor  at  law,  or  to  assume,  use, 
or  advertise  the  title  of  lawyer,  or  attorney  and  counselor  at  law,  or 
attorney  at  law,  or  counselor  at  law,  or  attorney,  or  coimselor,  or  attorney 
and  counselor,  or  equivalent  terms  in  any  language,  in  such  manner  as  to 
convey  the  impression  that  he  is  a  legal  practitioner  of  law  or  in  any 
manner  to  advertise  that  he  either  alone  or  together  with  any  other  per- 
sons or  person,  has,  owns,  conducts  or  maintains  a  law  office  or  law  and 
collection  office,  or  office  of  any  kind  for  the  practice  of  law,  without  hav- 
ing first  been  duly  and  regularly  licensed  and  admitted  to  practise  law  in 
the  courts  of  record  of  this  state,  or,  in  case  of  persons  licensed  and  ad- 
mitted prior  to  July  1,  1847,  without  having  first  been  duly  and  regularly 
licensed  and  admitted  to  practise  as  attorney  of  or  in  the  then  supreme 
court  or  as  solicitor  in  chancery  or  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  without 
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having  taken  the  constitutional  oath  and  without  having  subscribed  and 
taken  the  oath  or  affirmation  required  by  first  section  of  this  act  and  filed 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals  as  required  by 
said  first  section  of  this  act.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district 
attorneys  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  to  prosecute  all  viola- 
tions thereof.

This  oath  shall  be  taken  before  the  gubernative  division  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  a  certificate  thereof  issued  by  the  secretary  shall  be  set  forth 
in  the  license. 

§  7  Boll  of  attorneys.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  roll  of  attorneys  and 
counselors  admitted  to  practise  by  the  court,  which  roll  must  be  signed 
by  the  person  admitted  before  he  receives  his  license. 

§  8  Duties  of  attorneys.  It  is  the  duty  of  an  attorney  and  counselor: 
1)  To  recognize  and  accept  the  supreme  authority  of  the  United  States; 
to  maintain  good  faith  and  fidelity  to  that  government;  to  obey  all  the 
l;n\s,  orders,  and  decrees  duly  promulgated  under  authority  thereof.  2) 
To  maintain  the  respect  due  to  the  courts  of  justice  and  judicial  officers. 
3)  To  counsel  or  maintain  such  actions,  proceedings,  or  defenses  only  as 
appear  to  him  legal  or  just,  except  the  defense  of  a  person  charged  with 
a  public  olfense.  4)  To  employ,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  causes 
confided  to  him,  sucli  means  only  as  are  consistent  with  truth,  and  never 
seek  to  mislead  the  judge  or  any  judicial  officer  by  an  artifice  or  false 
statement  of  fact  or  law.  5)  To  maintain  inviolate  the  confidence  and,  at 
(>vory  peril  to  himself,  to  preserve  the  secrets  of  his  client.  6)  To  abstain 
from  all  offensive  personality,  and  +o  advance  no  fact  prejudicial  to  the 
honor  or  reputation  of  a  party  or  witness,  unless  i-equired  by  the  justice 
of  the  cause  with  which  he  is  charged.  7)  Not  to  encourage  either  the 
commencement  or  the  eontin'iance  of  an  action  or  proceedings  from  any 
corrupt  motive  of  passion  or  of  interest.  8)  Never  to  reject,  for  any  con- 
sideration personal  to  himself,  the  cause  of  the  defenseless  or  the 
oppressed. 

§  !)  Authority  of  attorneys.  An  attorney  and  counselor  shall  have 
authority:  1)  To  bind  his  client  in  any  of  the  steps  of  an  action  or  pro- 
ceeding by  his  agreement  filed  with  the  secretary,  or  entered  upon  the 
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minutes  of  the  court,  and  not  otherwise.  2)  To  receive  money  claimed  by 
his  client  in  an  action  or  proceeding  during  the  pendency  thereof,  or  after 
judgment,  unless  a  revocation  of  his  authority  is  filed,  and  upon  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  and  not  otherwise,  to  discharge  the  claim  or  acknowledge 
satisfaction  of  the  judgment. 

§  10  Change  of  attorneys.  The  attorney  in  an  action  or  a  special  pro- 
ceeding may  be  changed  at  any  time  before  or  after  judgment  or  final 
determination,  as  follows:  1)  On  consent  of  both  client  and  attorney  filed 
with  the  secretary  or  entered  upon  the  minutes.  2)  Upon  the  order  of  the 
court,  upon  the  application  of  either  client  or  attorney,  after  notice  from 
one  to  the  other. 

§  11  Notice  of  change.  When  an  attorney  is  changed,  as  provided  in 
the  last  section,  written  notice  of  the  change  and  of  the  substitution  of  a 
new  attorney,  or  of  the  appearance  of  the  party  in  person,  must  be  given 
to  the  adverse  party.     Until  then  he  must  recognize  the  former  attorney. 

§  12  If  an  attorney  ceases  to  act.  When  an  attorney  dies,  or  is  re- 
moved or  suspended,  or  ceases  to  act  as  such,  a  party  to  an  action  for 
whom  he  was  acting  as  attorney  must,  before  any  further  proceedings  are 
had  against  him,  be  required  by  the  adverse  party,  by  written  notice,  to 
appoint  another  attorney,  or  to  appear  in  person. 

§  13  Causes  for  removal  or  suspension.  An  attorney  and  counselor 
may  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the  supreme  court,  or  any  department 
thereof,  or  by  any  court  of  the  first  instance,  for  either  of  the  following 
causes,  arising  after  his  admission  to  practise:  1)  His  conviction  of  a 
felony  or  misdemeanor  involving  moral  turpitude,  in  which  case  the  record 
of  conviction  shall  be  conclusive  evidence.  2)  Wilful  disobedience  or  vio- 
lation of  an  order  of  the  court  requiring  him  to  do  or  forbear  an  act  con- 
nected with  or  in  the  cause  of  his  profession,  which  he  ought  in  good 
faith  to  do  or  forbear,  and  any  violation  of  the  oath  talien  by  him,  or  of 
his  duties  as  such  attorney  and  counselor.  3)  Corruptly  or  wilfully  and 
without  authority  appearing  as  attorney  for  a  party  to  an  action  or  pro- 
ceeding. 4)  Lending  his  name  to  be  used  as  attorney  and  counselor  by 
another  person  who  is  not  an  attorney  and  counselor. 

In  all  cases  where  an  attorney  is  removed  or  suspended  by  a  court  of 
first  instance  the  judgment  or  order  of  removal  or  suspension  may  be 
reviewed,  on  appeal,  by  the  supreme  court. 

§  14  Court  to  transmit  record  of  conviction.  In  case  of  the  conviction 
of  an  attorney  and  counselor  of  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  involving  moral 
turpitude,  the  court  in  which  such  conviction  is  had  shall,  within  30  days 
thereafter,  transmit  to  the  supreme  court  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of 
convictipn.  Pending  action  thereon  in  the  supreme  court  such  attorney 
shall  not  be  privileged  to  practise  his  profession  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
these  islands. 

§  15  Proceedings  on  receipt  of  record.  The  proceedings  to  remove  or 
suspend  an  attorney  or  counselor  under  the  first  sub-division  of  §  13  must 
be  taken  by  the  court  on  the  receipt  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of 
conviction.  The  proceedings  under  the  second,  third  or  fourth  sub-division 
of  §  13  may  be  taken  by  the  court  for  the  matters  within  its  knowledge, 
or  may  be  taken  upon  the  information  of  another. 

§  IG  Accusation  must  be  in  writing.  If  the  proceedings  are  upon  the 
information  of  another,  the  accusation  must  be  in  writing. 
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§  17  Accusation  must  be  verified.  The  accusation  must  state  the  mat- 
ters charged,  and  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  accuser  to  the  effect  that 
the  charges  therein  contained  are  true. 

§  18  Court  shall  order  accused  to  appear.  Upon  receiving  the  accusa- 
tion, the  court  shall  malie  an  order  requiring  the  accused  to  appear  and 
answer  it  at  a  specified  time,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  order  and  of 
the  accusation  to  be  served  upon  the  accused  at  least  five  days  before  the 
day  appointed  in  the  order. 

§  19   Coiirt  may  proceed  in  absence  of  accused.     The  accused  must  ap- 

"pear  at  the  time  appointed  in  the  order  and  answer  the  accusation  unless, 

for  sufficient  cause,  the  court  assign  another  day  for  that  purpose.     If  he 

Jlo  not  appear,  the  court  may  proceed  and  determine  the  accusation  in  his 

absence.  '  '  ' 

§  20  How  accused  may  answer.  The  accused  may  answer  to  the  accu- 
sation either  by  objecting  to  its  sufficiency  or  denying  it. 

§  21  Objection  must  be  in  writing  but  denial  may  be  oral.  If  he  ob- 
ject to  the  sufficiency  of  the  accusation,  the  objection  must  be  in  writing, 
but  need  not  be  in  any  specific  form,"it  being  sufficient  if  it  presents  intel- 
ligibly the  grounds  of  the  objection.  If  he  deny  the  accusation,  the  denial 
may  be  oral  and  without  oath,  and  must  be  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

§  22  If  objection  be  not  sustained.  If  an  objection  to  the  sufficiency  of 
the  accusation  be  not  sustained,  the  accused  must  answer  within  such 
time  as  may  be  designated  by  the  court. 

§  23  Action  on  answer  of  the  accused.  If  the  accused  plead  guilty,  or 
refuse  to  answer  the  accusation,  the  court  shall  proceed  to  a  judgment  of 
removal  or  suspension.  If  he  deny  the  matters  charged,  the  court  shall, 
at  such  time  as  it  may  appoint,  proceed  to  try  the  accusation. 

§  24  Judgment  on  conviction.  Upon  conviction,  in  cases  arising  under 
the  first  subdivision  of  §  13,  the  judgment  of  the  court  must  be  that  the 
name  of  the  party  shall  be  striclcen  from  the  roll  of  attorneys  and  coun- 
selor^ of  the  court,  and  that  he  be  precluded  from  practising  as  such  attor- 
ney or  counselor,  in  all  the  courts  of  the  islands;  and  upon  conviction  in 
cases  under  the  other  sub-divisions  of  that  section,  the  judgment  of  the 
court  may  be,  according  to  the  gravity  of  the  offense  charged,  deprivation 
of  the  right  to  practise  as  attorney  or  counselor  in  the  courts  of  the 
islands  permanently,  or  for  a  limited  period. 

§  25  Professional  services  to  destitute  persons.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  attorneys  and  counselors  to  render  professional  services  to  persons 
destitute  of  means,  upon  the  appointment  of  the  court  where  there  is  no 
legal  excuse. 

§  26  Supreme  court  to  publish  regulations.  The  supreme  court  of 
justice  is  hereby  authorized  to  frame  and  publish  such  regulations  as  may 
be  proper  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  provisions  of  this  order.

Any  graduate  of  a  law  school  c* 
any  other  state  or  territory  which  shall  be  accx'edited  by  the  board  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section  as  a  school  of  equal  standing  as  the  college  of 
law  of  the  university  of  this  state  may  be  admitted  to  practise  in  any  couii, 
of  record  in  this  state,  on  production  of  his  certificate  of  graduation  ther*^ 
from,  countersigned  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  board.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  citizens  of  Wisconsin  who  are 
now  matriculated  in  regularly  incorporated  law  schools  having  a  two 
years'  course  of  36  weeks  each;  but  any  such  person  may  be  admitted  to 
practise  upon  the  production  of  his  diploma  and  certificate  of  admissiou 
to  practise  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  in  which  such  law  schocl  i" 
located  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  his  having  been  matriculated  therein 
on  or  before  the  third  day  of  April,  1897. 

3  Every  other  person  who  shall  be  of  full  age,  a  resident  of  this  8tat*» 
and  of  good  moral  character  may  be  admitted  to  practise  as  an  attorney 
in  any  court  of  record,  except  the  supreme  court,  by  an  order  of  a  judge  of 
the  circuit  court  made  in  open  court;  but  the  applicant  shall  first  produce 
the  certificate  hereinafter  provided  for. 

4  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  practise  as  an  attorney  in  the  supreme 
court  until  he  shall  first  be  licensed  so  to  do  by  said  court. 
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5  No  person  shall  be  denied  admission  or  license  to  practise  as  an  at- 
torney in  any  court  on  account  of  sex. 

6  The  supreme  court  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  August 
in  each  year,  appoint  Ave  competent  resident  attorneys,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  of  examiners  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bar.  Such  board  shall  meet  at  the  capital  once  or  more  in 
each  year,  at  such  times,  and  also  at  such  other  times  and  places,  as  the 
supreme  court  shall  direct  for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for 
admission;  and  upon  such  examination  being  had,  said  board  shall  issue 
to  such  applicants  as  they  find  possessed  of  sufficient  learhing  in  the  law, 
ability  and  otherwise  qualified  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  admission 
to  the  bar.  The  residence  and  age  of  the  applicant  shall  be  made  to 
appear  to  said  board  by  aflidavit,  and  satisfactory  evidence  shall  also  be 
produced  by  such  applicant  of  good  moral  character  and  of  having^  pur- 
sued the  study  of  the  law  for  at  least  two  years  prior  to  such  examination. 
Three  members  of  such  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  board  shall 
establish  a  standard  of  attainment  which  must  be  reached  by  each  ap- 
plicant before  he  receives  a  certificate,  and  the  standard  so  established 
shall  be  uniform.  The  examination  papers  made  by  each  applicant  shall 
be  examined  by  the  board;  they  shall  mark  the  answer  to  each  question 
on  the  same,  with  the  percentage  of  standing  to  which  each  answer  shall 
be  entitled,  and  within  30  days  after  the  examination  is  had  the  papers 
belonging  to  each  applicant  shall  be  returned  to  him  duly  marked  with 
the  percentage  of  standing,  together  with  a  statement  showing  his  stand- 
ing in  each  branch  upon  oral  examinations,  so  that,  whether  receiving  a 
certificate  for  admission  or  not,  each  applicant  may  know  what  proficiency 
he  has  attained  in  each  branch  or  subject, upon  which  he  has  been  ex- 
amined. There  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  to  each  such  examiner  a 
compensation  not  exceeding  $10  per  day  and  his  actual  and  necessary  ex- 
penses in  going  to,  holding  and  returning  from  any  such  examination, 
also  for  time  necessarily  expended  in  the  preparation  of  questions  and  the 
actual  cost  of  procuring  question  books  for  oral  examinations,  if  they 
shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  be  necessary,  to  be  fixed  and  certified 
by  one  of  the  justices  of  th,e  supreme  court.  The  state  printer  shall  print 
such  questions  as  may  be  necessary  for  conducting  examinations. 

§  2587  Who  may  practise;  penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  as 
an  attorney  in  any  court  of  record  without  having  first  obtained  a  license 
therefor  as  provided  by  law  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense  not  less  than 
[$]  50  nor  more  than  $500,  in  addition  to  his  liability  to 'be  punished  as  for 
a  contempt.

§  1  Former  licentiates  not  affected.  All  persons  who  liave  been  here- 
tofore admitted  to  practise  as  attorneys  and  counselors  in  any  district 
court  of  this  state,  or  in  the  supreme  court,  may  continue  to  practise  In 
such  courts;  and  any  person  who  has  heretofore  been  admitted  to  practise 
in  any  district  court  of  the  state,  may,  on  motion,  be  admitted  to  practise 
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in  the  supreme  court  without  the  examination  required  by  this  act,  upon 
payment  of  a  fee  of  ?3. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners.  There  is  hereby  created  a  state  l)oard  of  law 
examiners  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  bar  of  at  least  five  years* 
standing,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Provided,  that  at  least  one  member 
shall  be  appointed  from  each  judicial  district,  and  at  the  first  appointment 
two  members  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  two  members  for  two 
years,  and  one  member  for  three  years,  and  annually  thereafter  the  court 
shall  appoint  a  member  or  members  of  said  board  in  place  of  the  examiner 
or  examiners  whose  term  or  terms  shall  expii'e.  Members  of  the  board 
shall  be  eligible  to  reappointment.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
board  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  court  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  member 
whose  place  may  have  become  vacant.  In  the  appointment  of  successors, 
and  to  fill  vacancies,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  district, or  districts  from 
which  the  member  or  members  wliose  terms  shall  expire,  or  Avhose  place 
or  places  may  have  become  vacant,  had  been  appointed,  so  that  each 
judicial  district  shall  be  at  all  times  represented  by  at  least  one  member  of 
the  board.  Removal  of  a  member  from  the  district  in  which  he  may  have 
resided  when  appointed  shall  be  construed  as  creating  a  vacancy.  The 
examiners  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

§  3  Application  for  admission;  qualifications;  fees.  All  applications 
for  admission  to  the  bar  of  this  state  shall  be  made  by  petition  to  the 
supreme  court.  The  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  state  board  of  law  ex- 
aminers, who  shall  examine  the  applicant  touching  his  qualification  for 
admission  to  the  bar.  The  said  board  shall  report  its  proceedings  in  the 
examination  of  applicants  to  the  supreme  court  with  their  recommenda- 
tion in  the  pi-emises.  If  the  court  shall  then  find  the  applicant  to  be  quali- 
fied to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  attorney  and  to  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  worthy  to  be  admitted,  an  order  shall  be  entered  admitting  him  to 
practise  in  all  the  courts  of  this  state.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  who  shall 
not  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  bona  fide  resident  of  this  state,  at 
least  21  years  of  age  and  a  person  of  good  moral  character.  No  one  shall 
be  examined  who  shall  not  have  studied  law  at  least  three  years  either  in 
or  under  the  supervision  of  a  law  school  in  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
office  of  a  member  of  the  bar,  or  one  of  the  judges  of  this  state,^or  in  part 
at  or  under  the  supervision  of  such  law  school  and  in  part  in  such  an  office. 
Said  study  must  have  been  actually  and  not  constructively  commenced  and 
continued.  Every  applicant  before  being  examined  shall  pay  into  th«« 
hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  the  fee  of  3515  which  shall  be 
covered  by  said  clerk  into  the  state  treasury.  Said  fees  shall  constitute 
a  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  necessary  and  actual  expenses  of  the  board 
and  its  members  in  attending  upon  the  duties  thereof.  All  other  fees 
received  for  admission  of  attorneys  to  the  court  shall  likewise  be  covered 
into  the  treasury,  and  form  a  part  of  said  fund.  The  court  may  require 
the  board  to  return  the  examination  questions  and  answers  with  their 
report. 

§  4  Examinations.  The  state  board  of  law  examiners  shall  hold  at 
least  two  regular  meetings  In  each  year  at  the  capital,  for  the  examina- 
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tion  of  applicants,  at  such  times  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  rules  to  be 
adopted  by  the  supreme  court,  and  such  special  meetings  may  be  held  as 
shall  be  determined  on  by  said  board  from  time  to  time.  At  all  such 
rneetings  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  board 
shall  select  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  its  membership.  All  examina- 
tions shall  be  in  writing  upon  questions  prepared  by  the  board.  The  su- 
preme court  shall  prescribe  such  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act  and  secure  a  system  of  uniform  examination  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bar  of  this  state, 

§  5  Examined  where  and  how.  The  examination  of  any  applicant  may 
be  conducted  in  the  district  or  county  of  his  residence,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  board,  upon  written  questions  prepared  by  said  board  jn  the  pres- 
ence of  one  or  more  examiners,  or  the  district  judge,  or  some  other  dis- 
creet and  competent  person  to  be  selected  by  the  board  or  a  majority  of 
its  members.  The  questions  and  answers  shall  be  returned  to  the  board 
by  the  person  conducting  the  examination  and  the  report  shall  report 
thereon  as  in  other  cases.  The  examination  shall  be  conducted  in  the  dis- 
trict or  couhty  where  the  applicant  resides,  as  aforesaid,  whenever  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  it  will  be  a  hardship, 
owing  to  distance,  expense  or  otherwise  for  the  applicant  to  attend  upon 
a  session  of  the  board  at  the  capital.  Examinations  out  of  the  presence 
of  the  board,  held  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  court  to  ensure  the  genuineness,  faithfulness  and  im- 
partiality of  such  examinations. 

§  6  Reexamination.  On  payment  of  one  examination  fee  the  appli- 
cant shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  two  examinations,  but  no  more; 
the  second  being  applied  for  not  later  than  one  year  after  taliing  the  first. 

§  8  Assistance  not  given.  At  any  examination  of  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bar,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  the  person  being  ex- 
amined to  receive,  during  the  examination  and  after  the  questions  have 
been  submitted  to  him,  any  assistance  or  advice  from  any  other  person  or 
persons,  booli  or  memorandum. 

§  9  Licentiates  of  other  states;  fees.  Any  person  who  may  have  been 
admitted  to  practise  as  an  attorney  in  the  highest  court  of  any  other  state 
or  territory,  and  who  shall  have  been  engaged  in  practice  therein  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  supreme  court,  be  admitted  to  practise  in  the  courts 
of  this  state  without  an  examination,  upon  presentation  of  his  certificate 
of  such  admission,  and  upon  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that 
he  is  still  in  good  standing  as  an  attorney  in  the  courts  of  such  other  state 
or  territory,  and  that  he  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  and  that  he 
has  taken  up  his  bona  fide  residence  in  this  state.  The  court  may  adopt 
rules  for  the  proof  of  such  qualifications.  Such  person  shall  pay  a  fee  to 
the  clerii  of  $10,  the  same  to  be  covered  into  the  state  treasury  as  a  part 
of  the  fund  created  by  this  act. 

§  10  Nonresident  attorneys.  Members  of  the  bar  of  any  other  state, 
district  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  who  may  be  employed  as  counsel 
in  any  case  pending  before  any  of  the  courts  ot  this  state,  may  be  ad- 
mitted for  all  the  purposes  of  the  case  In  which  they  are  so  employed,  by 
tbe  court  before  whicU  iai(}  cwf>  In  peo4iog  witliout  ej^amiuatloo. 
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§  11  Disbarring.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
deprive  the  courts  of  this  state,  or  any  of  them,  of  the  power  as  at  present 
existing,  of  disbarring  or  otherwise  punishing  members  of  the  bar. 

§  12  Who  may  practise.  Any  fraudulent  act  or  representation  by.  an 
applicant  in  connection  with  his  application,  or  examination,  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  the  order  admitting  him  to  practise. 

§  13  Certificate  of  admission.  The  payment  of  the  fees  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  also  entitle  each  applicant  upon  being  admitted  to  a  certifi- 
cate of  his  admission. 

§  14  Oath.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  admitted  to  the  bar  until  he 
shall  have  taken  an  oath  to  the  effect  that  he  will  support,  obey,  and  de- 
fend the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  state,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  and  to  the  best  of  his 
lability  discharge  the  duties  of  an  attorney  and  counselor  at  law.  The 
said  oath  may  be  administered  by  the  clerk,  or  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  court,  in  or  out  of  court,  or  by  a  district  judge  in  his  district, 
or  the  clerk  of  court  in  his  county;  and  when  not  taken  in  the  supreme 
court  in  o^en  session  the  same  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the 
person  taking,  and  certified  to  by  the  officer  administering  the  same  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court.

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INTRODUCTION* 

Apprenticeship  system 

Before  the  establishment  of  medical  schools  in  this  country 
medical  students  either  went  abroad  to  study  or  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship with  some  practising  physician.  The  custom  of 
studying  with  a  preceptor  was  common  in  view  of  the  expense 
incident  to  work  abroad,  and  this  custom  in  a  modified  form  con- 
tinued till  very  recently.  As  a  rule  the  apprentice  had  little 
opportunity  for  study  but  was  forced  to  depend  on  what  he  could 
absorb  by  contact  with  his  preceptor.  The  physicians  of  the 
17th  and  18th  centuries  who  had  studied  abroad  were  usually 
classical  students  and  in  their  preliminary  training  set  an  ex- 
ample that  it  would  have  been  wise  to'  follow. 

First  public  medical  lectures 

The  first  public  lectures  on  anatomy  before  a  class  of  students 
in  this  country  are  said  to  have  been  delivered  by  Dr  William 
Hunter  of  Newport,  E.  I.  in  1752.  It  seems,  however,  that  Dr 
Giles  Fii-min  as  early  as  1647  delivered  readings  on  human  oste- 
ology in  New  England;  that  Dr  Thomas  Cadwallader  of  Philadel- 
phia gave  instruction  to  students  in  anatomy  between  1745  and 
1751,  and  that  Drs  John  Bard  and  Peter  Middleton  dissected  the 
human  body  in  New  York  city  in  1750  for  purposes  of  medical 
instruction.     In  1762  Dr  William  Shippen  of  Philadelphia  gave

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a  course  of  lectures  on  anatomy,  illustrated  by  actual  dissections. 
These  lectures  were  continued  till  the  organization  of  the  Medi- 
cal college  of  Philadelphia  (now  the  medical  department  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania)  in  1765.  Dissections  were  rarely 
performed  prior  to  1760  and  even  autopsies  were  seldom  per- 
mitted. 

Early  medical  schools 

At  the  time  of  the  American  revolution,  with  a  population  of 
3,000,000,  there  were  probably  about  3500  physicians  in  the  colon- 
ies, of  whom  it  is  estimated  that  not  more  than  400  had  received 
medical  degrees.  In  New  England  the  clergyman  was  often  the 
only  available  physician.  Two  medical  schools  were  organized 
in  the  colonies,  the  Medical  college  of  Philadelphia  (now  the  med- 
ical department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania)  in  1765,  and 
the  medical  department  of  King's  (now  Columbia)  college,  in 
1768.  The  first  medical  degree  conferred  in  this  country  was 
that  of  bachelor  of  medicine.  This  degree  was  granted  to  10 
men  by  the  Medical  college  of  Philadelphia  in  1768.  The  degree 
of  doctor  of  medicine  was  first  conferred  in  1770  by  the  medical 
school  of  King's  college  on  two  students  who  had  taken  the 
bachelor's  degree  in  1769.  51  medical  degrees  had  been  con- 
ferred by  these  institutions  before  1776,  when  operations  were 
suspended  by  the  war.  In  the  colonial  period  two  medical  socie- 
ties (the  State  medical  society  of  New  Jersey,  in  1766,  and  the 
Delaware  state  medical  society,  in  1776)  and  one  permanent  gen- 
eral hospital  were  organized. 

Harvard  university  medical  school  was  organized  in  1782, 
Dartmouth  medical  college  in  1797,  the  School  of  medicine  of  the 
University  of  Maryland  and  the  College  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  New  York  in  1807.  In  1813  the  medical  department  of 
King's  (the  name  of  which  had  been  changed  to  Columbia)  col- 
lege was  finally  discontinued.  The  College  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons became  in  1860  the  medical  department  of  Columbia  uni- 
versity. Of  the  156  medical  schools  now  existing  in  the  United 
States  3  were  established  between  1765  and  1800,  12  between 
1801  and  1825,  22  between  1826  and  1850,  33  between  1851  and 
1875,  86  between  1876  and  1900. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  early  medical  schools 
the  practice  of  obstetrics  was  relegated  as  a  rule  tQ  ignorant  mid- 
wives;  physiology,  histology,  organic  chemistry,  pathology  and 
surgery,  as  now  recognized  were  hardly  known.  The  schools  at 
first  conferred  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  medicine  on  those  who 
had  studied  two  years  willi  a  preceptor  and  attended  one  course 
of  lectures,  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  after  three  years  of 
study  and  two  courses  of  lectures.     The  bachelor's  degree  was

abandoned  in  1813.  At  first  the  Medical  college  of  Philadelphia 
required  for  admission  some  knowledge  of  Greek  and  Latin,  phys- 
ics, natural  history  and  botany,  but  the  requirement  was  aban- 
doned about  the  time  of  the  reorganization  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1792.  For  a  century  there  were  as  a  rule  prac- 
tically no  requirements  in  preliminary  general  education  for  ad- 
mission to  medical  schools,  and  even  today  this  is  their  greatest 
defect.  To  the  fact  that  charters  for  medical  schools  were  to  be 
had  for  the  asking  and  that  those  schools  were  almost  wholly 
self-sustaining  is  due  the  multiplication  of  small  schools  without 
facilities  for  clinical  instruction.  These  schools  in  their  rivalry 
for  fees  crowded  all  instruction  into  two  ungraded  lecture  courses 
of  from  four  to  five  months  each.  Progressive  medical  schools 
were  anxious  to  raise  their  standards  but  feared  a  loss  in  stu- 
dents. The  diploma  given  as  a  result  of  this  unsatisfactory 
instruction  admitted  to  professional  praetice. 

Influence  of  medical  societies 

In  1839  the  New  York  state  medical  society  resolved  that  teach- 
ing and  licensing  ought  to  be  separated  as  far  as  possible.f^  In 
1837  the  same  view  had  been  advocated  in  Philadelphia.  Farther 
discussion  of  this  question  led  to  a  call  for  a  convention  of 
delegates  from  all  medical  schools  and  societies  in  the  United 
States.  The  convention  was  held  in  New  York  in  1846,  and  from. 
it  sprang  the  American  medical  association. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  by  medical  societies  to  elevate 
the  medical  profession,  specially  since  the  organization  of  the 
American  medical  association  in  1846.  This  national  organiza- 
tion, thoroughly  representative  in  character,  gave  a  new  impetus 
to  medical  societies.  In  1876  there  was  only  one  state  in  the 
Union  that  did  not  have  a  state  medical  society  and  many  aflBli- 
ated  local  associations. 

The  following  societies  have  exercised  an  important  influence 
in  promoting  higher  standards: 

Association  of  American  medical  colleges  (1890) 

American  institute  of  homoeopathy  (1844) 

0  Results  of  licensing  examinations  show  the  importance  of  this  ques- 
tion. Under  the  New  York  licensing  laws,  for  example,  4808  physicians 
have  been  examined,  of  whom  3722  or  77..5%  were  successful;  916  dentists 
have  been  examined,  of  whom  712  or  77.7%  were  successful:  67  veteri- 
narians have  been  examined,  of  whom  30  or  44.7%  were  successful.  In 
these  statistics  each  candidate  who  fails  is  counted  as  often  as  examined, 
but  nevertheless  so  large  a  per  cent  of  rejections  is  astonishing  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  admission  to  licensing  examinations  presupposes  the  prelimi- 
nary education  required  by  statute  and  also  graduation  with  a  degree 
from  a  registered  professional  school.  Including  those  unable  to  meet  the 
requirements  for  admission  to  licensing  examinations,  more  than  30%  of 
all  applicants  have  failed  to  secure  lieensey. 
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National  confederation  of  eclectic  medical  colleges  (1871) 

Southern  medical  college  association  (1892) 

The  first  and  fourth  of  these  societies  prescribe  for  admission 
to  medical  schools  a  preliminary  general  education  equivalent  to 
one  year  in  a  high  school,  the  second  and  third  demand  work 
equivalent  to  two  years  in  a  high  school.  All  prescribe  four 
courses  of  lectures  in  different  years  as  a  condition  for  an  M.  D. 
degree,  though  they  give  an  allowance  of  one  year  to  graduates 
of  reputable  literary  colleges  and  of  other  professional  schools  « 
All  tend  to  improve  facilities  for  teaching,  dissections  and  clin- 
ics. The  schools  registered  by  these  societies  are  72,  21,  6  and  11 
respectively. 

At  the  June  1899  meeting  of  the  American  institute  of  homoeo- 
pathy the  legislative  committee  was  requested  to  draft  a  model 
bill  with  a  view  to  obtaining  general  uniformity  in  the  laws 
relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preparatory  to  the  introduc- 
tion in  congress  of  a  general  law  to  secure  the  right  of  physicians 
to  practise  in  all  states  after  being  authorized  to  practise  in  one.^ 

At  the  June  1899  meeting  of  the  National  confederation  of  state 
medical  examining  and  licensing  boards  the  committee  on  mini- 
mum standards  for  admission  to  medical  schools  recommended 
graduation  from  a  four  years'  high  school  course  or  its  equiva- 

oA  bill  amending  the  medical  law  in  this  respect  passed  both  houses  of 
the  New  Yorlc  legislature  in  1897  but  unfortunately  was  not  signed  by  the 
governor.  This  bill  gave  the  regents  power  to  accept  as  the  equivalent  of 
the  first  year  of  medical  study  "  evidence  of  graduation  from  a  registered 
college  after  four  years  of  general  preliminary  education  in  addition  to 
the  high  school  course  fixed  by  law  as  a  minimum,  provided  that  such 
college  course  included  not  less  than  the  minimum  required  for  such 
admission  to  advanced  standing  in  languages,  physics,  chemistry  and 
biology."  , 

6  A  uniform  standard  for  admission  to  practise  throughout  the  United 
States  is  impracticab'fi  at  present  owing  to  varying  conditions  as  to  den- 
sity of  population,  educational  advantages  and  general  development. 
Weak  states  can  not  maintain  the  standards  demanded  elsewhere  and 
strong  states  can  not  afford  to  lower  their  standards.  The  present  need- 
less multiplication  of  standards,  however,  is  most  unfortunate.  Instead 
of  a  separate  standard  for  almost  each  political  division,  two  or  at  most 
three  standards  should  answer  for  all.  In  the  first  group  should  come  the 
strongest  states,  and  the  standard  maintained  by  these  states  would  act 
as  a  stimulus  to  weaker  political  divisions.  In  dentistry  New  York,  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  .Jersey  have  already  ^  moved  In  this  direction  and  in 
medicine  there  will  be  a  similar  movement  when  the  regents  have  the 
statutory  power  on  unanimous  recommendation  of  a  state  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  to  indorse  the  licenses  of  those  whose  preliminary  education 
and  professional  training  meet  the  requirements  of  the  New  York  law. 

The  Wayne  co.  (Michigan)  medical  society  has  addressed  a  circular 
to  licensing  bodies  asking  1)  if  reciprocity  with  political  divisions  that 
have  practically  the  same  licensing  requirements  would  be  favored,  2) 
if  statutory  amendments  necessary  to  secure  such  reciprocity  would  be 
advocated.  Sep.  14,  1899,  favorable  answors  1o  both  inquiries  liad  been 
received  from  30  political  divisions.  With  few  exceptions  statutory 
amendments  would  be  necessary. 
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lent.  This  committee  outlined  an  alternative  examination  that 
represents  less  than  three  years  of  high  school  work.  It  also 
provided  for  an  allowance  of  the  first  year  of  professional  study 
to  graduates  of  reputable  literary  or  scientific  colleges  after  sat- 
isfactory examination  on  the  work  of  the  first  year. 

At  the  June  1899  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American  medi- 
cal colleges,  a  special  committee  made  an  interesting  report  on 
the  condition  of  medical  education  in  the  United  States.  The 
committee  had  corresponded  with  all  the  medical  schools,  82  in 
number,  which  had  appeared  as  members  of  the  association  in 
1897  and  1898.  The  replies  received  from  56  schools  show  great 
discrepancy  in  teaching  facilities  and  in  the  requirements  for 
graduation.    Following  are  some  of  the  most  significant  facts: 

Laboratory  work,  including  dissections.  1  school  makes  no  re- 
port; 1  gives  less  than  300  hours  of  laboratory  work  in  four  years; 

5  give  between  300  and  500 hours;  27  between  500  and  1000  hours; 
14  between  1000  and  1500  hours;  8  over  1500  hours. 

Practical  work.  5  schools  ofi'er  less  than  100  hours;  10  give 
from  100  to  200;  13  from  200  to  300;  11  from  300  to  500;  16  over 
500  hours. 

Obstetric  cases.  5  schools  offer  their  students  no  opportunity  to 
attend  obstetric  cases  before  graduation;  28  give  students  oppor- 
tunity to  attend  personally  from  one  to  three  cases;  7  from  three 
t-»  five  cases;  6  from  five  to  10  cases;  7  over  10  cases. 

Clinical  cases  yearly  available.  3  schools  furnish  no  evidence  of 
having  even  one  patient  to  present  to  their  students  before  gradu- 
ation; 4  have  less  than  500  patients  all  told  from  which  to  select 
clinical  cases;  4. have  less  than  1000;  5  between  1000  and  2000; 
9  between  3000  and  5000;  8  between  5000  and  10,000;  6  between 
10,000  and  20,000;  6  between  20,000  and  40,000;  3  between  40,000 
and  100,000. 

Minimum  number  of  hours  of  clinical  attendance  by  each  student. 

6  schools  offer  less  than  300  hours  of  clinical  work  in  four  years; 
()  give  only  from  300  to  400  hours;  7  from  400  to  500  hours;  19 
from  500  to  800  hours;  14  from  800  to  1200  hours;  4  give  over 
1200  hours. 

Didactic  work.  2  schools  give  less  than  1000  hours  in  four 
years;  7  from  1000  to  1500  hours;  22  from  1500  to  2000  hours; 
13  from  2000  to  2500  hours;  4  from  2500  to  3000  hours;  8  give 
over  3000  hours. 

Total  number  of  hours'  work  demanded  of  medical  students.  3 
schools  demand  less  than  2000  hours;  2  from  2000  to  2500;  11 
from  2500  to  3000;  7  from  3000  to  3500;  7  from  3500  to  4000;  26 
over  4000  hours. 

The  committee  recommended  a  change  in  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  association  by  the  adoption  of  the  following : 
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1  After  July  1,  1900,  and  till  more  stringent  rules  be  adopted, 
students  beginning  the  study  of  medicine  must  possess  a  diploma 
from  a  high  school  giving  a  thorough  preliminary-  education,  or 
must  pass  a  thorough  examination  in  all  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  such  schools.  This  examination  is  to  be  conducted  by 
a  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  or  some  one  dele- 
gated by  him,  or  by  members  of  the  faculty  of  a  university  or 
college,  who  are  not  connected  with  the  medical  faculty  of  the 
school  the  student  wishes  to  enter,  or  by  such  a  body  as  the  re- 
gents of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

2  Before  a  student  can  enter  an  advanced  class  he  must  present 
certificates  from  a  school  whose  requirements  fully  equal  those  pf 
this  association  of  having  successfully  passed  the  examinations 
in  at  least  three  fifths  of  the  branches  embraced  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  previous  years  of  the  school  he  desires  to  enter  or  he  must 
pass  examinations  on  the  same;  on  the  remaining  branches  he 
may  be  conditioned,  but  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by 
taking  the  work,  providing  it  has  not  already  been  taken,  and  by 
passing  examinations  before  he  can  pass  on  to  the  succeeding 
class  (that  is  a  man  shall  not  carry  conditions  for  more  than  one 
year),  providing,  however,  that  this  shall  not  prevent  schools  from 
allowing  students  who  have  earned  the  B.  A.  or  B.  S.  degree  and 
V.  ho  have  had  an  adequate  course  in  science,  or  graduates  in 
dentistry  or  pharmacy,  who  possess  the  proper  preliminary  edu- 
cation, to  enter  the  sophomore  class. 

3  Before  a  student  can  be  eligible  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine  he  must  have  attended  in  a  well-equipped  medical 
school,  four  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  six  months  each.  These 
courses  must  embrace  at  least  3300  hours'  actual  work  in  the 
school,  including  besides  didactic  lectures  and  recitations, 

a  500  hours  of  laboratory  work; 

6  150  hours  of  practical  work; 

c  One  or  more  obstetric  cases  personally  attended  by  each 
student; 

d  750  hours  of  clinical  teaching. 

At  least  45  months  must  intervene  between  a  student's  mati'icu- 
lation  and  the  date  of  his  graduation.  All  of  the  work  should  be 
fairly  apportioned  throughout  the  four  years. 

4  No  school  can  be  considered  capable  of  giving  the  requisite 
instruction  that  can  not  command  each  year  at  least  3000  hos- 
pital or  dispensary  "patients  for  presentation  to  its  classes. 

Medical  sects 

As  commonly  understood,  regular  physicians  have  no  distinc- 
tive theory  or  practice;  homeopaths  treat  diseases  with  drugs 
that  excite  in  healthy  persons  symptoms  similar  to  the  morbid 
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condition  treated;  eclectics  make  use  of  what  they  regard  as 
specific  remedies,  chiefly  botanical;  physiomedicalists  use  only 
botanical  remedies,  discarding  those  which  are  poisonous.  In 
practice  these  distinctions  are  not  always  observed. 

In  addition  to  the  medical  sects  to  which  detailed  reference  is 
made  in  this  work  a  number  of  pathies  flourish  in  many  states 
unmolested  under  such  names  as  osteopath,  vitapath,  electro- 
path,  hydropath,  divine  healer,  magnetic  healer.  Christian  scien- 
tist, faith  curist,  mind  curist,  sun  curist,  etc.  Men  and  women 
without  preliminary  or  professional  training  treat  diseases  under 
these  or  similar  systems  to  such  an  extent  that  the  health  of 
the  people  is  endangered.  These  so-called  systems  are  followed 
with  impunity  in  many  states  (including  New  York)  in  what 
seems  to  be  open  violation  of  laws  restricting  the  practice' of  medi- 
cine. This  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  so  many  statutes  lack 
specific  definitions  as  to  what  constitutes  the  practice  of  medicine, 
and  without  these  definitions  the  conviction  of  such  practitioners 
can  not  be  secured  through  the  courts.** 

Osteopathy  was  "  discovered  "  in  1874.  It  is  based  on  the 
theory  that  "  a  natural  flow  of  blood  is  health  "  and  that  the 
bones  may  be  "  used  as  levers  to  relieve  pressure  on  nerves,  veins 
and  arteries."  Osteopathy  is  now  recognized  by  law  in  Iowa, 
Michigan,  Missouri,  North  and  South  Dakota,  Tennessee  and 
Vermont.  Practice  of  "  the  system,  method  or  science  of  oste- 
opathy "  is  restricted  to  licensed  physicians  and  to  graduates  of 
"  a  legally  chartered  and  regularly  conducted  school  of  osteop- 
athy." The  use  of  drugs  and  operations  in  "  major  or  operative 
surgery  "  are  not  permitted  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy. 

In  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  New  Mexico, 
Montana,  Ohio^  and  West    Virginia   there  are  stringent    laws 

"In  Illinois  the  medical  practice  act  provides  special  state  examinations 
in  obstetrics  for  midwives.  and  in  anatomy,  physiology,  physiologic  chem- 
istry, histology  and  pathology  and  hygiene  for  those  desiring  to  pi-actise 
systems  of  treating  human  ailments  in  which  medicines  are  not  used 
internally  or  externally  and  operative  surgery  is  not  followed.  The  act 
does  not  apply,  however,  to  any  person  who  "  treats  the"  sicli  or  suffering 
by  mental  or  spiritual  means,  without  the  use  of  any  drug  or  material 
leniedy."  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  notwithstanding  this  broad 
exemption  Justice  Everett  of  Chicago  ruled  against  "  divine  healing  "  In 
August  1899.  If  his  opinion  is  sustained  in  the  higher  court  the  "  Zion 
curers  "  can  no  longer  practise  the  "  laying  on  of  hands." 

bin  spite  of  this  the  court  (6  Ohio  Dec.  296)  held  in  January  1897  that 
an  osteopath  was  not  practising  medicine  by  kneading  and  manipulations, 
using  only  his  hands  and  no  medicines.  In  Kentucliy  and  West  Virginia, 
however,  the  courts  have  upheld  the  statutes  which  provide  that  manipu- 
lations or  other  expedient  shall  constitute  the  act  of  practising  medicine. 
In  Nebraska  the  court  (40  Neb.  158)  ruled  in  1894  that  the  "  object  of  the 
statute  is  to  protect  the  afflicted  from  the  pretensions  of  the  ignorant 
and  avaricious,  and  its  provisions  are  not  limited  to  those  who  attempt 
to  follow  beaten  paths  and  established  usages."  In  Americus,  Ga.  in  1899 
six  prominent  citizens,  Christian  scientists,  were  sentenced  to  fines  and 
imprisonment  for  refusing  to  submit  to  vaccination. 
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against  non-medical  practitioners.  In  some  other  states,  like 
Illinois,  they  receive  such  legal  protection  that  any  person  may 
treat  "  the  sick  or  suffering  by  mental  or  spiritual  means,  with- 
out the  use  of  any  drug  or  material  remedy."  Under  these  con- 
ditions any  person  in  Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts  and 
New  Hampshire  is  free  to  practise  "the  sun  cure,  mind  cure, 
hypnotism,  magnetic  healing,  Christian  science,  etc."  The 
greater  part  of  New  England*^  seems  to  be  on  about  the  same 
footing  in  this  respect  with  the  Cherokee  nation,  Indian  terri- 
tory, where  entire  liberty  is  given  to  "  enchantments  in  any 
form."  In  striking  contrast  Hawaii  inflicts  heavy  fines  on  any 
person  convicted  of  an  attempt  to  cure  "  another  by  practice  of 
sorcery,  witchcraft,  anaana,  hoopiopio,  hoounauna,  hoomana- 
mana,  etc." 

There  is  much  misunderstanding  in  this  country  regarding  the 
duty  of  the  state  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  people.  It  does 
not  consist  in  discriminating  between  schools  or  systems  of  medi- 
cine, but  in  requiring  without  prejudice  or  partiality  of  all  who 
seek  a  license  to  practise  for  gain  on  the  lives  of  fellow  beings  a 
minimum  preliminary  and  professional  training.^

oin  Customs  (md  fashions  in  old  New  England  Alice  Morse  Earle  tells  us 
that  in  "  1631,  one  Nicholas  Knapp  was  fined  and  whipped  for  pretending 
*  to  cure  the  scurvey  by  a  water  of  noe  worth  nor  value  which  he  sold  at  a 
very  deare  rate.'  "  One  is  almost  tempted  to  suspect  that  this  whipping 
took  as  much  out  of  the  New  England  ottlcials  as  it  did  out  of  Mr 
Nicholas  Knapp,  for  since  that  remote  date  scarcely  a  rumor  has  reached 
us  of  any  equally  vigorous  remonstrance  with  unqualified  practitioners. 
As  a  result  New.  England  has  been  a  specially  promising  field  for  quacks, 
not  many  of  whom  were  considerate  enough  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
celebrated  "  rain  water  doctor."  Of  this  worthy  it  is  recorded  that  he 
"  worked  wondrous  miracles  and  did  a  vast  and  lucrative  business  "  till 
he  opportunely  ended  his  career  by  tumbling  into  a  hogshead  of  his  own 
medicine. 

6  In  the  November  1898  Medical  record,  W.  A.  Purrington  of  New  York 
asks  if  we  are  to  punish  the  physician  who  fails  to  report  contagious  dis- 
eases and  allow  a  person  who  boasts  his  ignorance  of  medical  and  sani- 
tary science  to  treat  and  conceal  such  cases.  Medical  laws  provide  only, 
at  most,  that  no  person  shall  practise  medicine  who  has  not  studied  medi- 
cine; a  licentiate  may  practise  as  he  pleases.  But  there  is  no  reason 
why  unqualified  persons  should  be  allowed  to  pretend  to  cure  disease,  by 
their  pretenses  deprive  the  sick  of  the  benefits  of  science,  and  yet  escape 
the  just  consequences  of  their  imposture.

In  other  political  divisions,  though  there  are  some  special  pro- 
visions for  certain  localities,  the  general  acts  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  make  no  reference  whatever  to  the  practice  of 
midwifery  by  women.^  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  these  laws 
restrict  the  practice  of  midwifery  to  licensed  physicians.  Never- 
theless a  large  proportion  of  the  children  in  these  political  divis- 
ions are  brought  into  the  world  by  ignorant  midwiyes,  and  as 
stated  by  Dr  M.  J.  Lewi  of  New  York,  many  women  are  physical 
wrecks  through  their  incompetence.  Practically  the  conditions 
in  political  divisions  where  the  laws  seem  to  restrict  the  practice 
of  midwifery  to  licensed  physicians  are  little  better  than  in  politi- 
cal divisions  where  the  practice  of  midwifery  by  women  without 
a  license  is  authorized  by  statute.  There  will  probably  be  little 
change  for  the  better  till  the  midwife  receives  legal  recognition 
and  the  practice  of  midwifery  is  regulated  by  definite  statutory 
provisions." 

Graded  system  of  instruction 

In  1859  the  Chicago  medical  college,  now  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  Northwestern  university,  was  established  to  test  the 
practicability  of  a  thoroughly  graded  system  of  instruction. 
Students  were  divided  into  three  classes,  and  each  class  was  ex- 
amined at  the  close  of  the  year.  Each  of  the  three  courses  was 
six  months  in  duration.  Attendance  on  hospital  clinical  instruc- 
tion and  practical  work  in  the  chemical,  anatomic  and  micro- 
scopic or  histologic  laboratories  were  required  for  graduation. 
In  1871  the  Harvard  medical  school  adopted  a  similar  plan. 
The  Syracuse  medical  school  followed  and  today  the  graded  sys- 
tem of  consecutive  lectures  is  the  rule. 

a  Those  practising  midwifery  without  a  certificate  can  not  enforce  col- 
lection of  fee,  but  this  does  not  apply  to  the  practice  of  midwifery  by 
women  in  the  town  or  locality  in  which  they  reside.

cin  New  Yorls  no  agreement  has  yet  been  reached  regarding  a  mid- 
wifery statute.  At  the  November  1899  meeting  of  the  Federation  of 
women's  clubs  a  resolution  favoring  the  licensing  of  trained  nurses  by 
iht>  Uuiversity  of  the  State  of  New  York  was  adopted. 
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In  1896  Pres.  Eliot  wrote  substantially  as  follows:  Within  25 
years  the  whole  method  of  teaching  medicine  has  been  revolu- 
tionized throughout  the  United  States.  The  old  medical  teaching 
was  largely  exposition;  it  gave  information  at  long  range  about 
things  and  processes  which  were  not  within  reach  or  sight  at 
the  moment.  The  main  means  of  instruction  were  lectures,  sur- 
gical exhibitions  in  large  rooms  appropriately  called  theaters, 
rude  dissecting  rooms  with  scanty  supervision,  and  clinical  visits 
in  large  groups.  The  lectures  were  repeated  year  after  year  with 
little  change,  and  no  graded  course  was  laid  down.  There  was 
little  opportunity  for  laboratory  work.  The  new  medical  educa- 
tion aims  at  imparting  manual  and  ocular  skill,  and  cultivating 
the  mental  powers  of  close  attention  through  prolonged  investi- 
gations at  close  quarters  with  the  facts,  and  of  just  reasoning 
on  the  evidence.  The  subjects  of  instruction  are  arranged,  as  at 
the  Harvard  medical  school,  in  a  carefully  graded  course,  which 
carries  the  student  forward  in  an  orderly  and  logical  way  from 
year  to  year.  Laboratory  work  in  anatomy,  medical  chemistry, 
physiology,  histology,  embryology,  pathology  and  bacteriology 
demands  a  large  part  of  the  student's  attention.  In  clinical 
teaching,  also,  the  change  is  great.  Formerly  a  large  group  of 
students  accompanied  a  visiting  physician  on  his  rounds,  and  saw 
what  they  could  under  very  disadvantageous  conditions.  Now 
instruction  has  become,  in  many  clinical  departments,  absolutely 
individual,  the  instructor  dealing  with  one  student  at  a  time,  and 
personally  showing  him  how  to  see,  hear,  and  touch  for  himself 
in  all  sorts  of  difficult  observation  and  manipulation.  Much  in- 
struction is  given  to  small  groups  of  students,  three  or  four  at  a 
time — no  more  than  can  actually  see  and  touch  for  themselves. 

Medical  schools  and  medical  students  in  1899 

In  1899  there  were  excluding  graduate  schools  156  medical 
schools  in  the  United  States  with  24,119  students.  The  growth 
in  medical  students  in  21  years  has  been  142^.  Of  the  156  schools 
125  are  regular"  (21,619  students),21  homeopathic  (1833  students), 
7  eclectic  (582  students),  and  3  physiomedical  (85  students). 

Of  the  156  medical  schools,  135  hold  day  sessions,  5  have  even- 
ing sessions,  9  have  both  and  7  do  not  report  this  item.  74  are 
departments  of  colleges  or  universities,  82  are  separate  institu- 
tions.    152  grant  degrees. 

In  addition  to  the  undergraduate  schools  there  are  8  graduate 
medical  schools  which  had  in  1898,  624  instructors  and  1813  stu- 
dents of  whom  59  were  women.     In  1899  these  schools  had  1916 

oThe  name  commonly  applied  to  the  traditional  school  of  medicine. 
Other  designations  are  the  "  old,"  "  allopathic  "  or  *'  heteropathlc  "  school. 
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students  of  whom  73  were  women.  Nearly  half  of  the  students 
were  in  the  New  York  schools. 

The  ratio  of  physicians  to  population  is  less  than  1  to  600  in 
the  United  States  while  in  foreign  countries  it  varies  from 
1  to  about  1100  in  the  British  isles  to  1  to  about  8500  in  Russia. 
We  are  said  to  have  in  proportion  to  our  population  four  times  as 
many  physicians  as  FrancQ,  five  times  as  many  as  Germany,  six 
times  as  many  as  Italy., 

There  are  more  medical  schools  in  the  United  States  alone 
than  in  countries  whose  total  population  is  six  times  as  great, 
and  yet  few  of  these  medical  schools  in  the  United  States  have 
endowments  corresponding  to  those  so  lavishly  made  to  other 
educational  institutions  or  in  any  way  proportioned  to  their 
needs.  Fortunately  the  closing  years  of  this  century  seem  to 
indicate  a  change  in  the  attitude  of  philanthropists  toward  med- 
ical schools.  In  1897,  14  medical  schools  reported  endowments 
of  1648,262.  In  1898,  19  medical  schools  reported  endowments 
of  11,906,072."  In  New  York  the  advanced  requirements  for 
license  have  been  accompanied  by  extraordinary  growth  in 
the  property  of  medical  schools,  specially  in  greater  New 
York.  A  fine  building  was  erected  in  1897  by  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  Bellevue  hospital  medical  college.  The  College  of 
physicians  and  surgeons,  with  the  Vanderbilt  clinic,  doubled  in 
size  by  the  additional  gift  in  1895  of  |350,000,  and  the  Sloane 
maternity  hospital,  greatly  enlarged  in  1897,  now  make  the  most 
complete  plant  in  existence  for  scientific  medical  education.  The 
Polhemus  memorial  clinic  has  been  completed  and  thoroughly 
equipped,  providing  accommodations  for  the  out-patient  and  med- 
ical school  departments  of  the  Long  Island  college  hospital.  In 
the  medical  division  of  the  Flower  hospital,  opened  in  1896,  the 
New  York  homeopathic  medical  college  now  gives  excellent  op- 
portunity for  the  study  of  practical  medicine.  The  New  York 
medical  college  and  hospital  for  women  opened  in  1898  its  hand- 
some building  in  West  101st  street.  An  amount  reported  at 
11,500,000  was  given  in  1898  to  build,  equip  and  endow  the  new 
medical  department  of  Cornell  university  in  New  York  city." 

Hygiene  and  state  medicine 

More  attention  should  be  paid  in  the  United  States  to  instruc- 
tion in  hygiene  and  state  medicine.  In  Great  Britain  no  one 
can  be  appointed  a  medical  officer  unless  he  has  a  special  di- 
ploma in  public  health.     In  this  country  little  opportunity  is

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afforded  for  general  or  special  sanitary  work  on  broad  lines. 
This  subject  is  now  under  discussion  and  doubtless  progressive 
states  will  soon  provide  places  where  medical  officers  of  health 
or  other  persons  engaged  in  sanitary  work  can  obtain  practical 
and  scientific  training.  The  scientific  investigations  which  would 
be  made  in  the  laboratories  of  such  schools  would  be  of  great 
value  to  the  public. 

In  Medical  education  of  the  future,  an  essay  in  Educational  re- 
form which  every  thoughtful  man  should  read,  Pres.  Eliot  writes: 
^'  State  medicine  has  many  objects  in  view.  It  aims  not  only  to 
protect  the  public  health,  but  also  to  increase  it.  In  state  medi- 
cine individualism  is  impracticable  for  it  is  impossible  for  the 
individual  to  protect  himself.  The  social  cooperation,  which  in 
our  days  the  state  alone  can  enforce,  is  needed  to  promote 
security  against  disease  and  progress  toward  better  average 
health  and  longer  life.  To  take  all  possible  precautions  against 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  simply  an  act  of  good  citizen- 
ship. Nothing  but  medical  supervision  will  accomplish  the 
objects  of  state  medicine;  and  there  are  no  agents  so  effective 
as  physicians  to  spread  through  all  classes  of  the  community 
an  educated  sense  of  sanitary  decency.  Only  the  state  can  guard 
against  dirty  milk,  corrupted  water-supplies,  impure  ice,  adul- 
terated drugs,  spoilt  meat  and  fruit,  and  filthy  and  over-crowded 
tenements.  Only  the  state  can  enforce  the  isolation  of  cases 
of  contagious  disease,  the  suppression  of  epidemics,  and  the 
exclusion  of  pestilences  like  cholera  and  yellow  fever.  In  exer- 
cising such  control  the  state  needs  every  aid  which  medical 
experts  in  chemistry,  bacteriology,  and  comparative  pathology 
can  place  at  its  disposal.  The  medical  profession  itself  hardly 
recognizes  as  yet  how  great  promise  there  is  in  the  further 
study  of  the  connections  between  diseases  in  animals  and  in  man — 
connections  which  smallpox,  scarlatina  in  cows,  tuberculosis  in 
men  and  animals,  and  diphtheria  already  illustrate.  Not  even 
the  state — that  is,  a  single  state  or  nation — can  deal  effectively 
with  such  a  problem  as  the  suppression  of  cholera  or  yellow 
fever.  That  is  an  international  problem.  The  evils  which  the 
social  and  gregarious  instincts  of  men  create,  by  inducing  the 
modern  crowding  into  cities,  must  be  socially  remedied;  and  the 
most  effective  force  which  society  can  exert  to  this  end  is  the 
influence  of  the  highly  trained  medical  oflBcer.  Every  physician 
should  be  a  medical  philanthropist  and  missionary,  zealous  to 
disseminate  knowledge  of  public  hygiene." 

Present  tendencies 
Dr  Bayard  Holmes,  secretary  of  the  Association  of  American 
medical  colleges,  writes  as  follows  touching  present  tendencies 
in  medical  education: 
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"  Two  stages  of  educational  development  are  already  manifest 
in  the  medical  schools  of  the  United  states.  About  half  the 
schools  have  finished  the  first  stage  and  are  entering  on  the 
second,  while  the  remainder  are  laboring  tardily  to  complete  the 
first.  In  the  first  stage  of  development,  from  the  medieval 
lectures  on  the  *  seven  branches  of  medicine,'  the  course  of  study 
has  been  lengthened,  some  entrance  requirements  instituted  and 
the  number  of  distinct  and  separate  studies  greatly  increased. 
Laboratory  and  recitation  work  have  been  introduced,  written 
examinations  have  been  made  frequent,  once  a  month  or  oftener, 
and  a  sort  of  graded  medical  school  established.  In  this  con- 
dition are  most  of  the  schools  that  maintain  the  standard  estab- 
lished by  the  Association  of  American  medical  colleges. 

Some  few  schools,  however,  have  already  outgrown  this  system 
of  educational  lock-step  and  are  organizing  a  curriculum  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  students  of  differing  tastes  or  abilities.  This 
curriculum  is  planned  not  to  instruct  but  to  educate;  not  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  teacher's  convenience,  but  from  that  of  the 
student's  advantage.  The  first  stage  of  educational  development 
multiplied  the  teachers,  scattered  the  energies  of  the  student  (in 
some  cases  requiring  him  to  go  before  10  different  professors 
each  week)  and  dissociated  related  topics.  The  second  stage  of 
development  early  introduces  the  student  to  the  study  of  the 
live  man,  makes  continuous  clinical  study  on*  single  cases  by 
each  of  the  students  a  means  of  unifying  the  whole  curriculum, 
and  requires  thesis  work  of  each  student,  necessitating  on  his 
part  clinical,  laboratory,  experimental  and  library  work  on  the 
same  subject.  This  introduces  intensity  in  the  place  of  diffuse- 
ness;  independence  in  the  place  of  subordination  and  original 
investigation  in  the  place  of  catechism.  To  assert  that  the  elec- 
tive method  for  any  large  part  of  the  medical  curriculum  is 
already  established  in  any  considerable  number  of  medical 
schools,  would  be  misleading,  but  this  is  certainly  the  tendency 
of  the  day. 

The  growth  of  medical  libraries  in  the  medical  schools,  the 
establishment  of  thoroughly  equipped  accessory  laboratories,  the 
publication  of  bulletins  and  theses  and  the  numerous  articles  on 
medical  pedagogy  written  by  active  medical  teachers  testify  to 
the  intense  struggle  for  the  liberation  of  the  medical  student  and 
the  medical  teacher  from  the  iron-clad  course  of  study.  When 
this  second  stage  of  development  has  been  realized,  the  medical 
schools  will  do  more  than  furnish  quiz  classes,  preparatory 
to  state  board  and  hospital  examinations;  they  will  become 
fountains  of  original  investigation  pouring  out  every  year  both 
well-trained  medical  men,  and  large  and  important  contributions 
to  medical  science,  these  contributions  produced  as  a  means  to 
a  rational  education." 
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Early  legislation 

The  earliest  law  relating  exclusively  to  physicians  was  passed 
by  Virginia  in  1639,  but  like  the  later  act  of  1736  it  was  designed 
mainly  to  regulate  their  fees.  The  act  of  1736  made  concessions 
to  physicians  who  held  university  degrees.  In  only  2  of  the 
13  colonies  were  well-considered  laws  enacted  to  define  the  quali- 
fications of  physicians.  The  general  assembly  of  New  York  in 
1760  decreed  that  no  person  should  practise  as  physician  or 
surgeon  in  the  city  of  New  York  till  examined  in  physic  and 
surgery  and  admitted  by  one  of  his  majesty's  council,  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  court,  the  king's  attorney -general  and  the  mayor 
of  the  city  of  New  York.  Such  candidates  as  were  approved 
received  certificates  conferring  the  right  to  practise  throughout 
the  whole  province,  and  a  penalty  of  £5  was  prescribed  for  all 
violations  of  this  law.  A  similar  act  was  passed  by  the  general 
assembly  of  New  Jersey  in  1772. 

In  1840  laws  had  been  enacted  by  the  legislatures  of  nearly  all 
the  states  to  protect  citizens  from  the  imposition  of  quacks. 
Between  1840  and  1850,  howeyer,  most  of  these  laws  were  either 
repealed  or  not  enforced  as  a  result  of  the  cry  that  restrictions 
against  unlicensed  practitioners  were  designed  only  to  create  a 
monopoly.

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ASSOCIATIONS 

While  the  matter  of  licensing  physicians  belongs  to  the  several 
states  and  is  not  a  national  prerogative,  there  are  certain  associ- 
ations that  have  greatly  influenced  and  brought  into  closer  uni- 
formity the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  as  well  as  the  profes- 
sional and  preliminary  requirements  for  admission  to  the  study 
and  practice  of  medicine. 

American  Institute  of  homeopathy,  Secretary  Eugene  H. 
Porter,  M.D.  M.A.,  181  W.  73d  St.,  New  York. 

Organized  1844  for  the  improvement  of  homeopathic  therapeu- 
tics and  all  other  departments  of  medical  science.  Candidates  for 
membership  shall  present  to  the  board  of  censors  a  certificate  of 
three  members  of  the  institute  that  the  applicant  has  pursued  a 
regular  course  of  medical  studies  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  existing  institutions  of  this  country,  and  sustains  a  good  moral 
character  and  professional  standing.  Such  certificate  shall  state 
when  and  where  the  applicant  obtained  a  diploma.  The  candi- 
date shall  pay  an  admission  fee  of  |2,  and  the  annual  dues,  which 
shall  entitle  him  to  a  certificate  of  membership.  No  physician, 
graduated  subsequent  to  the  year  1891,  shall  be  eligible  to  mem- 
bership, unless  said  graduation  has  followed  three  full  annual 
courses  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures  of  not  less  than  six 
months  each.  Members  shall  pay  annually  the  sum  of  |5  toward 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  institute.  Two  delegates  from  every 
school  associated  with  the  institute  constitute  the  intercol- 
legiate committee  of  the  institute.  The  institute  condemns  the 
action  of  any  school  which  graduates  an  unsuccessful  candidate 
from  another  school,  unless  he  attends  at  least  one  full  course 
of  lectures  at  the  school  where  he  applies  for  a  degree  and 
resolves  that  beginning  with  the  session  of  1895-96  all  schools 
recognized  by  the  intercollegiate  committee  of  the  American 
institute  of  homoeopathy  shall  require  attendance  on  four 
courses  of  lectures  of  not  less  than  six  months  each,  in  separate 
years.  The  collegiate  committee  of  the  American  institute  of 
homoeopathy  provide  for  an  allowance  of  one  year  to  graduates 
of  reputable  colleges  and  of  other  professional  and  technical 
schools.

On  application 
to  the  secretary  with  annual  dues  of  |5  accompanied  by  evidence 
of  conformity  with  the  requirements,  the  judicial  council  reports 
to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  and  a  ballot  of  the  ma- 
jority elects  to  membership.  Each  school  is  entitled  to  one'  rep- 
resentative and  to  one  vote.  Dues,  |5  a  yr.  Each  college 
shall  require  of  each  student  before  admission  to  its  course  an 
examination,  the  minimum  of  which  shall  be: 

'  Englisli,  a  composition  on  some  subject  of  general  interest.  This  com- 
position must  be  written  by  the  student  at  the  time  of  the  examination, 
and  sliould  contain  at  least  200  words.  It  should  be  criticized  in  relation 
to  thought,  construction,  punctuation,  spelling,  and  handwriting. 

Arithmetic,  such  questions  as  will  show  a  thorough  knowledge  of  com- 
mon and  decimal  fractions,  compound  numbers,  and  ratio  and  proportion. 

Algebra,  such  questions  as  will  bring  out  the  student's  knowledge  of 
the  fundamental  operations,  factoring,  and  simple  quadratic  equations. 

Physics,  such  questions  as  will  discover  the  student's  understanding  of 
the  elements  of  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  hydraulics,  optics  and  acoustics. 

Latin,  an  examination  upon  such  elementary  work  as  the  student  may 
offer  showing  a  familiarity  usually  attained  by  one  year  of  study;  for 
example,  the  reading  of  the  lirst  15  chapters  of  Caesar's  Commentaries, 
and  the  translation  into  Latin  of  easy  English  sentences  involving  the 
same  vocabulary. 

In  place  of  this  examination,  or  any  part  of  it,  schools,  members  of  this 
association,  are  at  liberty  to  recognize  th&  official  certificates  of  reputable 
literary  and  scientific  colleges,  academies,  high  schools,  and  normal 
schools,  and  also  the  medical  student's  certificate  issued  by  any  state  ex- 
amining board  covering  the  work  of  the  foregoing  entrance  examination. 

Schools,  members  of  this  association,  may  allow  students  who  fail  in 
one  or  more  branches  in  this  entrance  examination  the  privilege  of  enter- 
ing the  first  year's  course,  but  such  students  shall  not  be  allowed  to  begin 
the  second  course  until  the  entrance  requirements  are  satisfied. 
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Schools,  members  of  this  association,  are  free  to  honor  official  credentials 
issued  by  medical  schools  of  equal  requirements,  except  in  the  branches 
of  study  embraced  in  the  last  year  of  their  own  curriculum. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  in  the  year  1899  and 
thereafter  shall  have  attended  at  least  four  courses  of  medical  instruction, 
each  course  of  at  least  six  months'  duration,  no  two  courses  of  which 
shall  have  been  in  the  same  calendar  year. 

Schools,  members  of  this  association,  are  free  to  give  to  students  who 
have  met  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  association  additional  credit 
for  time  ou  the  four  years'  course  as  follows:  ,  to  students  having  the 
B.A.,  B.S.,  or  equivalent  degree  from  reputable  literary  colleges,  one  year 
of  time;  to  graduates  and  students  of  schools,  of  homeopathic  or  eclectic

To  be  held  in  good  standing, 
schools  have  been  required  to  comply  with  the  schedules  of  mini- 
mum requirements,  adopted  at  different  periods. 

In  1880,  a  schedule  was  adopted  as  the  standard  entitling  to 
recognition  any  diplomas  issued  after  the  session  of  1882-83,  and 
the  board  accorded  recognition  to  57  medical  schools  in  the 
United  States,  declining  to  recognize  degrees  issued  by  24. 

The  first  schedule  remained  in  force  till  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion of  1890-91,  when  the  second  took  effect,  which  was  adopted 
and  promulgated  by  the  board  in  1887. 

This  schedule  was  amended  by  a  resolution  adopted  Ap. 
26,  1893,  declining  to  recognize  the  degree  of  Ph.G.,  D.D.S.,  or 
V.S.  as  the  equivalent  of  any  part  of  the  minimum  requirements. 
As  again  amended  in  part  April  1896,  schools  could  be  recognized 
whose  students  graduated  in  1898  and  1899  after  an  attendance 
on  three  courses  of  lectures  in  three  separate  years. 

The  third  schedule  adopted  Jan.  4,  1898,  and  slightly 
amended,  is  now  in  force  and  goes  actively  into  effect  with  the 
session  of  1898-99. 

Conditions  of  admission  to  lecture  courses:  creditable  certifi- 
cates of  good  moral  character  signed  by  two  physicians  of  good 
standing  in  the  state  in  which  the  applicant  last  resided;  a 
diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high  school;  evidence 
of  having  passed  the  matriculation  examination  to  a  recognized 
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college;  a  certificate  of  having  successfully  passed  the  medical 
student's  examination  conducted  by  a  recognized  college  or  uni- 
versity or  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  or  principal 
of  a  high  school  in  the  following  named  branches,  in  each  of 
which  the  applicant  should  possess,  at  least,  the  knowledge  re- 
quired at  the  completion  of  one  year  of  study  in  such  school; 
viz  English  grammar,  arithmetic,  elementary  physics.  United 
States  history,  geography  and  Latin.  One  year  is  allowed  in 
which  to  make  up  defects  in  knowledge  of  Latin,  but  the  student 
must  be  provided  with  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  this  branch 
of  learning  from  the  designated  authorities  before  he  can  be  ac- 
cepted as  a  second-course  student,  or  be  given  a  certificate  of  at- 
tendance on  the  first  year's  course.    Registration  {see  p.  489.) 

Advanced  standing:  graduates  of  reputable  and  regularly  es- 
tablished schools  of  dentistry,  of  pharmacy  and  of  veterinary 
medicine,  which  require  as  a  condition  of  graduation  attendance 
on  a  course  extending  through  two  or  more  full  years,  may  be 
allowed  one  year's  advanced  standing  on  a  four  years'  medical 
course  only  on  condition  that  they  comply  with  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  medical  school,  and  pass  all  the  examinations 
and  perform  all  the  laboratory  work  embraced  in  the  course  of 
the  freshman  year;  graduates  of  medical  schools  recognized  by 
this  board  may  be  admitted  to  any  class  without  examination. 
Students  from  said  schools  who  possess  certificates  of  attendance 
and  of  successful  examinations,  can  enter,  without  examination, 
the  class  immediately  following  that  previously  attended.  Stu- 
dents who  have  attended  one  or  more  full  courses  in  schools  not 
fully  recognized  by  this  board  can  be  granted  advanced  standing 
in  accordance  with  such  attendance,  on  complying  with  the  en- 
trance requirements  and  passing  all  examinations  and  performing 
all  laboratory  work  of  the  classes  below  that  which  they  enter. 
Graduates  of  or  students  from  schools  to  which  no  recognition 
is  given  by  the  Illinois  state  board  of  health  can  be  granted  no 
advanced  standing  whatever;  graduates  of  colleges  which  re- 
quire a  regular  attendance  of  three  or  more  years  as  an  essential 
to  graduation,  may  be  admitted  to  the  second  year  of  the  medi- 
cal course  without  examination,  provided  they  furnish,  besides 
their  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation,  formal  and  satisfactory 
evidence  of  having  creditably  done  at  least  one  full  year's  work 
in  the  following  named  branches,  for  which  they  may  receive 
credit  in  the  medical  school  without  examination:  chemistry, 
biology  or  comparative  anatomy,  histology,  embryology,  exper- 
imental physics,  physiologic  botany,  laboratory  physiology  or 
experimental  psychology,  zoology;  that  they  make  up  their 
other  deficiencies  in  the  first  year's  work  by  attendance  and 
examination,  the  same  as  other  students. 
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Branches  of  medical  science  to  be  included  in  the  course: 
anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica  and  therapeu- 
tics, theory  and  practice  of  medicine,  pathology  and  bacteriology, 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  hygiene,  jurisprudence. 

Length  and  number  or  regular  or  graduating  courses :  the  time 
occupied  in  each  regular  course  or  session  shall  not  be  less  than 
six  months,  or  26  weeks;  the  curriculum  must  extend  over  three 
(after  Jan.  1,  1900,  four)  calendar  years;  the  interval  between 
the  required  courses  of  lectures  shall  be  at  least  three  months  of 
time,  and  no  two  courses  which  commence  or  end  in  the  same 
calendar  year  shall  be  recognized. 

Attendance  and  examinations  or  quizzes:  regular  attendance 
during  the  entire  lecture  courses  shall  be  required,  allowance 
being  made  only  for  absences  occasioned  by  the  student's  sick- 
ness, such  absence  not  to  exceed  20;^  of  the  course;  regular  exami- 
nations or  quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  lecturer  or  professor  at 
least  once  each  week;  final  examinations  on  all  branches  to  be 
conducted. 

Dissections,  clinics  and  hospital  attendance:  each  student 
must  have  dissected  the  entire  cadaver  during  two  or  more 
courses  of  lectures,  must  have  received  at  least  two  (after  Jan.  1, 
1900,  three)  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction. 

The  time  of  professional  study  shall  not  be  less  than  three 
(after  Jan.  1, 1900,  four)  full  calendar  years  before  graduation  and 
attendance  on  lectures  and  at  clinics  and  hospital 

Instruction:  the  school  must  have  a  suflScient  and  competent 
corps  of  instructors,  and  facilities  for  teaching,  dissections,  am- 
bulatory and  hospital  clinics  which  obtain  in  the  majority  of 
schools  in  the  United  States.  The  teachers  and  instructors  in 
the  branches  of  medical  science  which  are  required  to  be  included 
in  the  course  of  instruction  (chemistry  and  jurisprudence  ex- 
cepted) shall  invariably  be  physicians,  authorized  to  practise  in 
the  state  in  wliich  the  school  is  located. 

RECOGNITION  OF  MEDICAL  SCHOOLS 

Rule  1  Only  regularly  conducted  and  legally  chartered  medical 
schools  which  conform  to  the  conditions  of  admission  to  lecture 
courses,  the  course  and  period  of  study,  the  number,  character 
and  length  of  lecture  terms,  the  duration  of  attendance  on  hospi- 
tal and  clinical  instruction,  as  set  forth  in  the  schedule  of  mini- 
mum requirements  {see  p.  486),  and  the  other  requirements  of 
a  medical  education  which  obtain  as  the  practice  of  a  majority  of 
the  established  medical  schools  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
considered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing. 
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Rule  2  No  medical  school  can  be  held  to  be  in  good  standing 
entitling  its  diploma  to  full  recognition  until  it  has  established 
its  claim  to  such  standing  by  an  active  existence  of  not  less  than 
four  years,  and  then  only  on  compliance  with  the  terms  of  Rule  1, 
provided  that  schools  which,  after  a  personal  investigation  made 
by  a  committee  of  the  board,  are  shown  to  comply  with  the 
schedule  of  minimum  requirements,  and  to  possess  a  sufficient 
and  competent  corps  of  instructors,  all  legally  qualified  phy- 
sicians, and  the  necessary  facilities  for  teaching,  may,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  board,  be  granted  full  recognition  during  the 
second  year  of  existence. 

Rule  3  Graduates  of  medical  schools  who  do  not  fully  comply 
with  the  schedule  of  minimum  requirements,  and  graduates  of 
institutions  of  less  than  four  years'  existence  which  are  not  con- 
sidered as  in  good  standing,  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion before  receiving  a  state  certificate  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery,  in  the  following  branches:  practice  of  medicine,  surgery, 
obstetrics  and  gynecology,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  board,  in 
the  branches  of  the  usual  medical  school  course;  to  wit,  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  theory 
and  practice  of  medicine,  pathology,  bacteriology,  surgery,  obstet- 
rics, gynecology,  hygiene,  jurisprudence;  will  ^ay  a  fee  of  |10,  to 
be  returned  if  applicant  fails.  No  further  charge  will  be  made 
for  a  certificate  if  issued. 

No  medical  school  will  be  recognized  as  in  good  standing  that 
does  not  require,* after  Jan.  1,  1900,  of  all  the  students  excepting 
graduates  of  colleges,  or  of  schools  of  dentistry,  pharmacy,  or 
veterinary  medicine,  to  whom  advanced  standing  is  given  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  board,  as  a  condition 
of  graduation,  an  attendance  of  four  full  courses  of  lectures  in 
four  separate  years. 

Diplomas  issued  by  schools  in  good  standing,  in  1898  and  1899, 
to  students  after  an  attendance  on  three  full  courses  of  lectures 
in  three  separate  years,  will  be  recognized.  Foreign  diplomas 
will  not  be  recognized  as  a  basis  on  which  to  issue  a  certificate 
and  all  applicants  will  be  required  to  pass*an  examination.  See 
p.  501  for  rule  of  July  1899. 

Medical  colleges  in  the  United  States,  in  active  existen<?e  June  1, 
1899,  to  which  recognition  complete  or  partial  is  accorded  by  the 
Illinois  state  board  of  Jiealth  are  indicated  by  the  letters  ISBH 
after  registration. 

Registration.  Preacademic,  arithmetic,  grammar  and  geogra- 
phy: academic,  composition  2,  history  2,  physics  4,  Latin  4,  total 
12. 

National  confederation  of  eclectic  medical  colleges,  Sec- 
retary John  K.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  1009  Plum  st.  Cincinnati,  O. 
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The  National  eclectic  medical  association  organized  1871,  at  its 
annual  meeting  June  19,  1894,  on  recommendation  of  its  commit- 
tee on  medical  colleges,  organized  the  National  confederation  of 
eclectic  medical  colleges  composed  of  the  delegates  from  each 
college  recognized  by  the  association  and  gave  the  committee 
power  to  sanction  any  action  taken  by  the  confederation. 

Article  2  of  the  constitution: 

"  The  objects  of  this  confederation  shall  be  to  maintain  organ- 
ized cooperation  between  the  Eclectic  medical  colleges  recog- 
nized by  the  National  eclectic  medical  association;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  the  mutual  interests  of  said  colleges,  establish- 
ing uniform  minimum  requirements  and  curriculum,  and  further- 
ing the  cause  of  higher  medical  education." 

Minimum  requirements,  to  take  effect  with  the  session  of 
1898-99: 

1  Preliminary  requirements  shall  be,  a)  credible  certificate  of 
good  moral  standing,  &)  a  good  English  education  to  be  attested 
by  a  first  grade  teachers  certificate,  or  a  diploma  from  a  graded 
high  school,  or  from  a  college,  or  evidence  of  having  passed  the 
matriculation  examination  to  a  recognized  college,  or  a  medical 
students  certificate  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
c)  also  an  elementary  knowledge  of  natural  history  or  physics, 
and  Latin. 

2  The  branches  taught  shall  include  in  the  course  of  in- 
struction, anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry  ,and  pharmacy, 
materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  principles  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine, pathology,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  hygiene, 
jurisprudence,  electrotherapeutics,  microscopy,  ophthalmology 
and  otology.  i 

3  The  length  of  the  course  of  instruction  after  July  1, 
1897  (affecting  graduates  in  1901),  shall  not  be  less  than  four 
years'  reading,  including  four  annual  sessions  of  not  less  than  six 
months  each,  in  four  different  calendar  years. 

4  Attendance  and  examinations  or  quizzes.  Regular  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  lecture  course  should  be  required,  allow- 
ance to  be  made  only* for  necessary  absences,  such  absences  not 
to  exceed  more  than  20j^  of  the  course.  Regular  examination  or 
quizzes  to  be  made  by  each  professor  or  lecturer  at  least  twice  a 
week.  Final  examination  in  all  branches  to  be  conducted  by 
competent  examiners. 

5  Dissections,  clinics  and  hospital  attendance.  Each  student 
shall  have  dissected  not  less  than  a  lateral  half  of  a  cadaver. 
Attendance  during  at  least  two  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital 
instruction  shall  be  required. 

6  Advanced  standing.  Graduates  of  reputable  and  regularly 
established  colleges  of  dentistry,  pharmacy  and  veterinary  medi- 
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cine  which  require  as  a  condition  of  graduation,  attendance  on  a 
course  extending  through  three  or  more  full  years,  may  be 
allowed  one  year's  standing  on  a  four  year  medical  course  only 
on  condition  that  they  comply  with  the  entrance  requirements 
of  the  medical  college,  and  pass  all  the  examinations  and  perform 
all  the  laboratory  work  embraced  in  the  course  of  the  freshman 
year.  Graduates  of  colleges  which  require  a  regular  attendance 
of  three  or  more  years  as  an  essential  to  graduation,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  second  year  of  the  medical  course  without  exami- 
nation. 

7  And  every  medical  school  must  show  to  this  confederation 
that  it  has  a  suflScient  and  competent  corps  of  instructors,  and 
the  necessary  facilities  for  teaching,  dissections  and  clinics.

Southern  medical  college  association,  Secretary-treasurer 
Dr  G.  C.  Savage,  139  N.  Spruce  st.  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Organized  1892  to  cultivate  closer  and  more  intimate  relations 
between  southern  medical  schools,  to  discuss  and  perfect  methods 
of  medical  teaching,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  medical  education 
by  requiring  a  more  thorough  preliminary  training  and  an  in- 
creased length  of  time  for  medical  study;  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate, elected  annually  by  each  school  belonging  to  the  associa- 
tion; meetings  annually;  executive  committee  of  three  to  con- 
strue the  laws  and  regulations,  to  hear  complaints  and  to  investi- 
gate them  during  the  interim  between  sessions;  a  two-thirds 
vote  necessary  to  expulsion,  the  highest  grade  of  punishment. 

Every  candidate  for  matriculation  in  the  first  course  of  lectures 
in  any  school  belonging  to  this  association,  shall  possess  a  certifi- 
cate from  some  known  reputable  physician,  showing  his  moral 
character  and  general  fitness  to  enter  on  the  study  of  medicine; 
a  diploma  of  graduation  from  college  or  a  certificate  from  a 
legally  constituted  high  school,  general  superintendent  of  state 
education,  or  superintendent  of  county  board  of  public  education, 
attesting  at  least  the  educational  attainments  required  of  first 
grade  teachers  of  public  schools.  A  student  may  be  given  one 
month  from  the  date  of  his  admission,  to  submit  his  certificate 
of  qualification. 

A  set  of  tickets  showing  attendance  on  one  full  course  of  medi- 
cal lectures  in  any  regular  and  recognized  medical  school  is 
essential  for  matriculating  in  a  second  course  of  lectures  and 
similar  evidence  of  two  or  three  courses  for  matriculation  in  a 
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third  or  fourth  course  of  lectures;  admission  to  advanced  stand- 
ing, on  satisfactory  examination  in  every  branch  below  the  class 
to  be  entered  to  graduates  of  dentistry,  of  pharmacy  and  of 
veterinary  medicine,  to  graduates  and  matriculates  of  homeo- 
pathic or  eclectic  schools,  to  graduates  of  recognized  colleges  and 
universities  that  complete  prescribed  courses  in  elementary 
branches  of  medicine,  including  chemistry  and  biology. 

Subjects  in  the  course  of  instruction,  anatomy,  chemistry, 
physiology,  therapeutics  and  materia  medica,  theory  and  practice, 
pathology,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  jurisprudence,  hy- 
giene, ophthalmology,  otologj',  laryngology,  special  laboratory 
work. 

Schools  shall  not  recognize  the  tickets  of  any  schools  (issued 
subsequently  to  January  1899)  that  require  for  graduation  three 
courses  of  lectures  only,  provided  this  shall  not  apply  to  those 
institutions  of  established  character  teaching  theoretic  medicine. 

Schools  are  free  to  honor  official  credentials  issued  by  colleges 
of  equal  requirements,  except  the  last  year  of  their  own  curriculum. 

Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  charac- 
ter, must  have  attained  the  age  of  21  years,  must  have  attended 
in  a  regular  and  reputable  medical  school,  four  full  courses  of 
lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months  (26  weeks)  each,  in  four 
separate  ypars,  the  courses  of  lectures  not  to  be  taken  continu- 
ously, at  least  three  months  to  intervene  between  the  closing  of 
one  course  and  the  opening  of  the  succeeding;  the  four  years' 
course  to  apply  to  all  students  matriculating  for  the  first  course 
on  or  after  Jan.  1,  1899,  and  all  students  taking  their  first  course 
prior  to  the  sessions  of  1899-1900  who  fail  to  graduate  before  the 
commencement  of  1904  shall  be  required  to  attend  and  pay  for  a 
fourth  course;  must  have  dissected  in  two  courses;  must  have 
attended  two  courses  of  clinical  or  hospital  instruction;  must 
have  attended  one  special  laboratory  course  each  in  histology 
and  bacteriology,  chemistry,  operative  surgery,

xiEGlSTRATION  OB"  MEDICAL  SCHOOLS  OUT  OF  NEW   YORK  STATE 

By  law  of  1896,  cli.  Ill,  which  took  effect  Mar.  21,  1896,  the 
regents  of  1  he  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  can  hereafter 
register  no  medical  school  out  of  the  state  whose  minimum 
graduation  standard  is  less  than  that  fixed  by  statute  for  New 
York  medical  schools.  Hereafter  no  student  can  be  admitted  to 
examinations  for  license  to  practise  medicine  in  New  York  state 
who  does  not  possess  the  following  qualifications: 

1  Is  more  than  21  years  of  age; 

2  Is  of  good  moral  character; 

3  Has  the  New  York  state  medical  student  certificate  or  its 
equivalent  as  specified  in  New  York  laws  of  1896,  ch.  3: 

From  laics  of  1806,  ch.  3 

The  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be  conferred  in 
this  state  before  the  candidate  has  filed  with  the  institution  conferring  it 
the  certificate  of  the  regents  that  before  beginning  the  first  annual  med- 
ical course  counted  toward  the  degree  unless  matriculated  conditionally 
as  hereinafter  specified,  he  had  either  graduated  from  a  registered  college 
or  satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high 
school;  or  had  a  preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  by  the 
regents  as  fully  equivalent;  or  held  a  regents  medical  student  certificate, 
granted  before  this  act  took  effect;  or  had  passed  regents  examinations 
as  hereinafter  provided.  A  medical  school  rnay  matriculate  conditionally 
a  student  deficient  in  not  more  than  one  year's  academic  worlv  or  12 
counts  of  the  preliminary  education  requirement,  provided  the  name  and 
deficiency  of  each  student  so  matriculated  be  tiled  at  the  regents  office 
within  three  months  after  matriculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made 
up  before  the  student  begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted 
toward  the  degree.  Students  who  had  matriculated  in  a  New  York  med- 
ical school  before  June  5,  1890,  and  students  who  had  matriculated  in  a 
New  York  medical  school  before  May  13,  1895,  as  having  entered  before 
.Tune  5,  189U,  on  the  prescribed  three  years'  study  of  medicine,  shall  be 
exempt  from  this  preliminary  education  requirement. 

A  medical  student  certificate  may  be  earned  without  notice  to  the  re- 
gents of  tlie  conditional  matriculation  either  before  the  student  begins 
the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree  or  two  years 
before  the  date  of  the  degree  for  matriculants  in  any  registered  medical 
schools  in  the  four  cases  following: 

1  For  matriculants  prior  to  May  9,  1893,  for"any  20  counts,  allowing  10 
for  the  preliminaries,  not  including  reading  and  writing; 

2  For  matriculants  prior  to  May  13,  1895,  for  arithmetic,  elementary 
English,  geography,  spelling.  United  States  history,  English  composition 
and  physics,  or  any  50  counts,  allowing  14  for  the  preliminaries; 

3  For  matriculants  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1896,  for  any  12  academic  counts; 

4  For  matriculants  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1897,  for  any  24  academic  counts. 
But   all   matriculants,    after   Jan.    1,    1897,    must   secure   48   academic 

counts,  or  their  full  equivalent,  before  beginning  the  first  annual  medical 
course  counted  toward  the  degree,  unless  admitted  conditionally,  as  here 
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inbefore  specified  when  the  deficiency  must  be  made  up  before  tlie 
student  begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the 
degree. 

This  act  shall  talie  effect  immediately,  except  that  the  increase  in  the 
required  course  of  medical  study  from  three  to  four  years  shall  take  effect 
Jan.  1,  1898,  and  shall  not  apply  to  students  who  matriculated  before  that 
date  and  who  received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  before  Jan.  1, 1902. 

4  Has  studied  medicine  not  less  than  four  full  years  of  at  least 
nine  months  each,  including  four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
six  months  each  in  four  different  calendar  years,  in  a  medical  school 
registered  as  maintaining  at  the  time  a  satisfactory  standard. 

The  increase  in  the  required  course  of  medical  study  from  three 
to  four  years  does  not  take  effect  till  Jan.  1,  1898,  and  does  not 
apply  to  students  matriculated  before  that  date  who  received  the 
degree  M.  I),  before  Jan.  1,  1902. 

5  Has  received  either  the  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medi- 
cine from  some  registered  medical  school,  or  a  diploma  or  license 
conferring  full  right  to  practise  medicine  in  some  foreign  country. 

The  regents  may  in  their  discretion  accept  as  an  equivalent  for 
any  part  of  the  third  and  fourth  requirement  evidence  of  five  or 
more  years'  reputable  j)ractice,  provided  that  such  substitution 
be  specified  in  the  license. 

The  regents  are  now  revising  their  list  of  registered  medical 
schools  and  can  not  hereafter  place  any  school  on  this  list  till 
convinced  that  the  minimum  graduation  standard  is  not  less  than 
that  fixed  by  statute  for  New  York  medical  schools. 

Eight  jears'  experience  proves  the  necessity  for  this  stringent 
new  law,  as  the  only  way  to  prevent  discrimination  against  the 
medical  schools  of  New  York.  A  certain  class  of  students  were 
ready  to  leave  their  native  state,  to  which  they  intended  to  return 
as  physicians,  and  take  their  medical  course  in  some  institution 
outside  which  was  willing  to  admit  and  graduate  on  lower  stand- 
ards than  were  required  from  the  schools  under  our  direct  super- 
vision. Notice  is  now  widely  given  that  a  man  who  wishes  to 
practise  in  this  state  must  either  take  the  full  course  of  instruc- 
tion offered  by  our  own  schools  or  must  graduate  from  a  school 
maintaining  equal  standards.  The  fact  that  an  individual  may 
meet  all  the  conditions  in  himself  will  not  be  sufficient  to  admit 
him  to  the  examinations  if  he  brings  only  the  diplonaa  of  a  school 
which  graduates  others  on  lower  standards. 

New  York  is  proud  of  her  advanced  position  in  medicine,  but 
not  in  a  spirit  of  emulation.  She  will  be  exceedingly  glad  to 
have  every  other  state  in  the  Union  make  its  own  medical  require- 
ments as  stringent.  Our  own  experience  ought  to  encourage 
many  schools  to  take  this  step,  for  the  result  of  increasing  the 
standards  is  not  as  a  rule  any  loss  in  students.  The  poorer  stu- 
dents are  shut  out  and  go  to  weaker  institutions,  but  from  those 
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very  institutions  are  drawn  their  best  candidates,  who  are 
anxious  to  take  their  medical  course  where  they  will  not  be 
handicapped  by  classmates  of  inferior  preparation  and  capacity. 
We  believe  that  schools  now  hesitating  about  raising  their  stand- 
ards for  fear  it  will  reduce  their  income  unduly,  will  be  agreeably 
surprised  by  the  results  of  taking  the  advanced  position. 

APPLICATION  FOR  REGISTRATION  OF  MEDICAL  SCHOOLS 

This  certifies  that  (name  of  school)  applies  for  registration 
with  the  regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  as 
meeting  the  minimum  graduation  standard  fixed  by  statute  for 
New  York  medical  schools  as  follows: 

Candidates  for  graduation  must 

1  Be  at  least  21  years  of  age; 

2  Be  of  good  moral  character; 

3  Hold  the  New  York  state  medical  student  certificate  or  its 
equivalent  as  specified  in  New  York  laws; 

4  Have  studied  medicine  at  least  four  full  years  of  nine  months 
each,  including  four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least  six  months 
each  in  four  different  calendar  years  in  accredited  medical 
schools,  unless  matriculated  before  Jan.  1,  1898,  and  graduated 
before  Jan.  1,  1902,  in  which  case  the  increase  in  medical  study 
from  three  to  four  years  does  not  apply. 

No  allowance  whatever  is  made  in  the  period  of  study  (three 
years  for  matriculants  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1898,  who  graduate  with 
the  degree  of  M.  D.,  before  Jan.  1,  1902;  four  years  after  Jan.  1, 
1898)  for  work  not  done  in  an  accredited  medical  school.  Gradu- 
ates in  dentistry,  veterinary  medicine  and  pharmacy  and  from 
other  professional  and  technical  schools  under  no  circumstances 
receive  M.  D.  degrees  in  less  time.

All  undergraduate  New  York  schools  are  registered  as  meeting 
the  statutory  requirements. 

For  matriculation  a  high  school  course  of  four  full  years. 

For  graduation  four  satisfactory  courses  of  medical  lectures. 

All  were  recognized  by  the  Illinois  state  board  of  health,  Jan.  1 
1898;  Cornell  organized  since  that  date. 

Registration  (see  K  5,  p.  32). 

All  undergraduate  New  York  schools  must  by  law  maintain 
higher  standards  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Association  of 
American  medical  colleges. 

Medical  schools  in  other  states  are  registered  only  for  matriculates 
before  Jan.  1, 1898,  who  receive  the  medical  degree  before  Jan.  1, 1902. 
Mamy  schools  meriting  such  provisional  registration  had  not  made 
application  when  this  bulletin  went  to  press. 
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RULES  OR  REGULATIONS 

OF 

LICENSING  BOARDS,  COMMITTEES  OR  SOCIETIES,  REGISTRATION  OFFICERS, 

EXAMINATION  DEPARTMENTS  OR  BOARDS 

These  extracts  are  made  for  the  convenience  of  administrative 
and  professional  bodies,  practitioners  and  candidates  for  regis- 
tration or  examination.  While  rules  are  legal  and  are  based  on 
the  statutes,  often  being  the  sole  requirements,  they  are  not 
statutes  and  for  this  reason  they  are  properly  grouped  in  a 
separate  division.  All  facts  given  in  the  synopsis  or  the  statutes 
are  omitted  as  rigidly  as  consistent  with  clearness.  The  extracts 
give  as  uniformly  as  possible: 
Licensing  requirements 

Age,  moral  character,  general  education,  professional  sub- 
jects of  examinations,  fees,  certificates,  affidavits 
Examination  requirements 

Standing,  failure,  per  cent,  language,  date,  place,  program 
Registration  requirements 
Officer,  place,  fee. 

ALABAMA 
Licensing.  The  state  medical  association  determines  the 
standing  of  schools.  County  boards  may  examine  candidates 
holding  diplomas  from  reputable  schools.*  Nongraduates  must 
be  examined  by  the  state  board.  The  examinations  are  in  writ- 
ing and,  when  held  by  a  county  board,  must  be  reviewed  and 
reported  on  by  the  state  board.  The  subjects  of  examination 
are  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  natural  history  and  diag- 
nosis of  diseases,  physical  diagnosis,  surgery,  mechanism  of 
labor,  obstetric  operations,  hygiene,  jurisprudence.  Fee  $10. 
Graduates  may  apply  either  to  a  county  or  to  the  state  board. 
Examinations.  An  average  of  75^  is  required.  Candidates  re- 
jected by  a  county  board  can  not  be  reexamined  by  a  county 
board  under  one  j^ear,  but  the  candidate  may  at  once  appeal  to 
the  state  board  and  take  a  new  examination.  The  examination 
occupies  from  six  to  10  days.    Registration  {see  p.  516). 

ARIZONA 

Examination  consists  of  a  written  essay  on  a  medical  subject 
suggested  at  the  time  of  examination  and  an  oral  examination 
on  all  the  main  branches,  as  taught  in  the  best  schools  and  text- 
books. No  other  preliminary  requirements  than  the  possession 
of  a  diploma  from  a  lawful  school  conferring  the  degree  of  M.  D. 
Registration.  No  other  charge  than  the  examination  fee  is 
made. 
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ARKANSAS 

Examination.  County  boards  examine  the  candidates  that 
possess  no  diploma,  but  there  are  no  printed  rules  and  the  sub- 
jects of  examination  are  those  usually  taught  in  medical  schools/ 
The  schools  of  the  American  association  of  medical  colleges  are 
recognized  (see  p.  485).  A  good  literary  education  is  considered 
a  sufficient  qualification  for  the  study  of  medicine  and  there  is 
no  state  authority  whose  credentials  are  recognized  or  required. 
Registration.  The  possessor  of  a  recognized  diploma  registers 
it  with  the  county  clerk  and  receives  a  certificate  of  record,  the 
evidence  of  his  legal  qualification  to  practise. 

CALIFORNIA 

MEDICAL  BOARD.  Liccnsing.  Applicants  must  present  a 
diploma,  affidavit,  fee,  letter  of  recommendation.  Send  diploma 
and  affidavit  by  express.  The  affidavit  must  show  that  the  ap- 
plicant is  the  person  named  in  the  diploma,  that  he  is  its  lawful 
possessor,  that  it  was  procured  in  the  regular  course  of  me.dical 
instruction  and  without  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  that  the 
medical  institution  had,  at  the  time  of  granting  it,  a  full  corps 
of  medical  instructors,  was  legally  incorporated,  actually  en- 
gaged in  medical  education,  and  in  good  standing,  that  the  ap- 
plicant complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  institution. 
The  affidavit  must  state  that  the  diploma  was  issued  by  in  the 
state  of      and  is  dated  the      day  of       19     . 

Send  fee  by  post  office  or  express  order.  The  letter  of  recom- 
mendation from  some  regular  physician  in  the  applicant's  vicin- 
ity, known  to  and  in  good  standing  with  this  board,  must  certify 
to  the  identity  and  correct  professional  conduct  of  the  applicant. 
-Certificates  will  be  refused  to  persons  convicted  of  any  offense 
involving  moral  turpitude,  or  for  habitual  intemperance^ 

Medical  institutions  in  good  standing  in  the  state  of  California, 
include  only  those  institutions  which  require  at  least  three  regu- 
lar courses  or  sessions  of  six  months  each,  extending  over  a 
period  of  three  years  for  graduation.  The  school  shall  require 
of  all  its  applicants  for  graduation  credible  certificates  of  good 
moral  character,  evidence,  by  diploma,  certificate,  or  thorough 
examination,  of  a  good  English  education,  three  full  years  of 
medical  study,  including  three  full  courses  of  lectures;  the  regu- 
lar lecture  terms  shall  not  be  less  than  six  months  each,  and  not 
less  than  two  lectures  a  week  shall  be  delivered  by  each  of 
the  instructors  in  the  seven  branches  enumerated  below,  not 
less  than  one  practical  course  of  anatomy  in  the  dissecting  room 
and  tw^o  terms  of  clinical  and  hospital  instruction;  the  school 
shall  show  that  it  has  a  sufficient  and  competent  corps  of  in- 
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structors  and  the  necessary  facilities  for  teaching;  the  lecture 
course  shall  include  lectures  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry, 
materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  theory  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine, surgery  and  obstetrics. 

COLOBADO 

Licensing.  A  physician  may  secure  a  license  to  practise 
medicine  if  he  brings  before  the  clerk  of  a  district  or  a  county 
clerk  five  responsible  persons  who  make  oath  by  affidavit  before 
the  clerk  that  he  has  practised  medicine  for  10  years  continu- 
ously as  a  business.  The  clerk  shall  state  that  he  knows  the 
affiants  to  be  persons  of  integrity.  An  applicant  must  appear 
in  person  before  the  board  at  a  regular  meeting. 

C0NNECTICT7T 

STATE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE.  Llccnsing.  Subjccts  of  examina- 
tion (see  p.  518).  In  each  subject  10  questions,  the  candidate  to 
select  any  eight.  .  Applicants  to  practise  midwifery  will  be  ex- 
amined* in  obstetrics  only.  Fee  |10.  payable  in  advance,  success- 
ful candidates  pay  an  additional  fee  of  20c  for  revenue  stamps, 
conditioned  candidates  |5  for  reexamination,  rejected  candidates 
full  fee  for  another  trial.  Graduates  of  medical  schools  should 
present  their  dii)lomas  for  inspection  at  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion.

Its  Tulcs  agree  with  the  state  medi- 
cal committee's  except  that  the  candidate  is  required  to  answer 
all  the  questions  in  each  branch;  must  attain  a  general  average  of 
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7.5  on  the  scale  of  10;  must  also  attain  a  standing  of  7.5  in  an- 
atomy, surgery,  materia  medica  including  therapeutics,  practice 
including  pathology  and  diagnosis,  obstetrics,  including  gyne- 
cology; but  may  be  admitted  on  a  general  average  of  7.5  provided 
he  attains  at  least  5  in  each  of  the  two  branches,  phj-siology, 
medical  chemistry  and  hygiene.  If  the  applicant  attains  a  gen- 
eral average  of  7.5  and  falls  belOw  the  required  standard  in  only 
one  or  two  branches,  he  may  be  conditioned  for  four  months  and 
then  appear  for  reexamination  without  additional  fee. 

DELAWABE 

Licensing  requirements  (see  p.  518).  Application  is  made  on 
oflQcial  blanks  executed  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  sent  to 
the  secretary  of  the  medical  council  with  the  fee,  10  days  before 
the  examination.  Examination.  Candidates  must  attain  a 
general  average  of  75^.  The  handwriting  must  be  legible.  Ex- 
aminations are  held  the  third  Tuesday  of  June  and  the  second 
Tuesday  of  December. 

DISTRICT   OF   COLUMBIA 

Licensing.  Only  candidates  holding  the  degree  of  M.  D.  aie 
admitted  to  examination.  Candidates  holding  degrees,  conferred 
prior  to  June  30,  1898,  must  have  studied  medicine  three  years, 
others  four  j^ears.

The  candidate  averag- 
ing 75,^  with  not  less  than  50;^  in  one  section  earns  a  license, 
with  less  than  50;i;  in  one  section  may  take  an  imme- 
diate reexamination  on  that  section,  with  less  than  50  in  more 
than  one  section  or  less  than  33  1-3^  in  one  section  fails.  Candi- 
dates failing  in  an  examination  may  enter  another  only  by  pay- 
ing the  fee.

ILLINOIS 

Resolutions  concerning  the  good  standing  of  medical  col- 
leges. (Adopted  July  11,  1899).  1  That  the  phrase  "  medi- 
cal college  or  institution  in  good  standing"  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  section  2,  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  in  force  July  1,  1899,  is  hereby 
defined  to  include  only  legally  organized,  properly  conducted 
medical  institutions,  having  a  sufficient  and  competent  corps  of 
instructors  and  ample  facilities  for  teaching,  dissections,  ambu- 
latory and  hospital  clinics,  which  conform  to  the  requirements 
relative  to  the  preliminary  education  of  matriculates,  the  course 
and  period  of  study,  the  number,  character  and  length  of  lec- 
ture terms,  the  duration  of  attendance  on  hospital  and  clinical 
instruction,  which  obtain  in  the  majority  of  medical  colleges 
in  the  United  States.  •  • 

2  That  the  Illinois  state  board  of  health,  will  not  consider  in 
good  standing  after  Jan.  1,  1900,  any  medical  institution  which 
does  not  require  of  all  students  (except  graduates  of  reputable 
colleges  of  arts  and  sciences  or  of  reputable  colleges  of  dentistry, 
pharmacy  or  veterinary  medicine,  to  whom  one  year's  advance 
standing  may  be  granted)  as  a  condition  of  graduation,  an  at- 
tendance of  four  full  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  six  months 
each,  in  four  separate  years,  no  two  courses  commencing  or  end- 
ing in  the  same  calendar  year  of  time. 

3  That  no  medical  college  issuing  a  catalogue  or  announce- 
ment in  which  are  contained  misrepresentations  respecting  its 
teaching,  clinical  or  hospital  facilities,  its  faculty  or  its  courses 
of  study,  or  false  representations  as  to  the  number  of  students 
matriculated  or  in  attendance,  will  be  regarded  as  in  good  stand- 
ing. 
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Licensing.  Resolution  concerning  the  recognition  of  medical 
colleges  in  Illinois.  (Adopted  July  11,  1801)).  Whereas,  section 
2,  of  an  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state  of 
Illinois,  and  to  repeal  an  act  named  therein,  approved  April 
24,  1899,  in  force  July  1,  1899,  gives  the  state  board  of  health 
discretionary  power  as  to  granting  certificates  without  exam- 
ination to  graduates  of  legally  chartered  medical  colleges  in 
Illinois  in  good  standing  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board, 
and. 

Whereas,  It  is  evident,  notwithstanding  the  discretionary 
power  granted  to  the  board,  that  the  true  intent  and  purpose 
of  this  act  is  to  require  all  persons  to  prove  their  qualifications 
to  the  state  board  of  health  by  passing  an  examination;  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  applicants  for  a  state  certificate  to  practise 
medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  who  are  graduates 
of  medical  colleges  in  good  standing  as  may  be  determined  by 
this  board,  shall,  before  receiving  a  certificate,  be  obliged  to 
pass  an  examination  such  as  contemplated  in  section  2,  of  an 
act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state  of  Illinois, 
in  force  July  1,  1899. 

State  certificates  authorizing  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  in  the  state  of  Illinois  are  issued  by  the  state  board 
of  health  on  complying  with  the  following  requirements,  based 
on  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state  of 
Illinois,  in  force  July  1,  1899. 

1  The  applicant  must  present  to  the  state  board  of  health  for 
verification,  at  the  office  of  the  secretary,  in  Springfield,  or  in 
Chicago  at  the  time  of  the  examination,  the  diploma  or  license 
of  a  legally  chartered  medical  institution  in  good  standing.  The 
diploma  or  license,  when  sent  to  Springfield,  should  be  for- 
warded, prepaid,  by  express  or  registered  mail.  If  by  mail, 
letter  postage  must  be  affixed  to  the  package. 

2  Said  diploma  or  license  must  be  accompanied  by  the  aflidavit 
of  the  holder  and  applicant  on  the  blank  form, furnished  by  the 
board,  that  he  or  she  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  same  and 
is  the  person  named  therein.  The  affidavit  must  show,  also,  the 
number  of  years  the  applicant  has  studied  medicine,  including 
the  time  spent  in  attendance  at  medical  colleges. 

3  The  affidavit  must  be  accompanied  by  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion with  regard  to  the  moral  and  professional  character  of  the 
applicant  from  at  least  two  reputable  medical  men  who  liA-e 
in  Illinois,  or,  if  from  nonresidents  of  the  state,  such  letters 
must  be  indorsed  by  reputable  medical  men  of  Illinois. 

Examination.  4  The  applicants  must  pass  an  examination  in 
those  general  subjects  and  topics  a  knowledge  of  which  is  com- 
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monly  and  generally  required  of  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  medicine  by  reputable  medical  colleges  in  the  United 
States. 

5  The  fee  of  $10  for  an  examination  must  be  paid  in  advance. 
If  not  paid  in  person,  the  fee  should -be  transmitted  by  postal 
money  order,  draft  or  check  made  payable  to  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board  of  health.  No  responsibility  will  be  assumed 
for  fees  transmitted  in  any  other  manner. 

The  fee  of  $5  for  a  certificate  can  be  paid  in  advance,  or  when 
the  applicant  is  notified  that  a  certificate  will  be  issued. 

Registration.  6  Persons  desiring  to  take  an  examination, 
should  file  their  applications  with  the  secretary  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, so  as  to  enable  the  board  to  determine  as  far  as  practicable 
the  number  to  arrange  for.  It  is  preferred  that  the  affidavit 
and  letters  of  recommendation  be  submitted  in  due  form  to  the 
secretary  at  Springfield  before  the  examination. 

Time  and  character  of  examination.  Examinations  will  be 
held  quarterly  in  Chicago,  at  the  Great  Northern  hotel,  in  Janu- 
ary, April,  July  and  October,  or,  in  exceptional  instances,  in 
the  office  of  the  board  at  Springfield. 

At  the  present  time  the  examination  comprises  the  following 
subjects:  anatomy,  chemistry,  gynecology,  hygiene,  materia 
medica  and  therapeutics,  medical  jurisprudence,  obstetrics,  pa- 
thologj'  and  bacteriology,  practice  of  medicine,  physiology,  sur- 
gery. 10  questions  are  asked  on  each  branch,  the  answers  to 
which  must  be  written. 

Applicants  of  the  homeopathic,  eclectic  or  physiomedical 
schools  of  medicine  will  be  examined  in  the  subjects  of  practice 
of  medicine  and  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  in  accordance 
with  the  tenets  of  the  respective  schools. 

Examinations  in  a  foreign  language.  An  applicant  who  de- 
sires to  be  examined  in  another  than  the  English  language,  should 
notify  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  the  fact  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  examination,  and  forward  with  said  notification  a 
translation  fee  of  |l5  dollars.  This  fee  should  be  remitted  in  a 
separate  order,  check  or  draft,  or  preferably  in  currency  in  a 
registered  letter. 

The  filing  of  application  or  taking  of  examination  does 
not  entitle  applicant  to  practise  medicine.  All  correspond- 
ence relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  should  be  addressed 
to  the  secretary,  at  Springfield,  111. 

In  seeking  information  relative  to  the  standing  of  any  partic- 
ular college,  applicants  should  give  the  correct  name  of  the 
college,  its  location  and  the  particular  session  for  which  the 
information  is  desired.

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INDIANA 

*  Licensing.  Medical  schools  shall  be  recognized  as,  in  good 
standing  that  possess  prior  to  Jan,  1,  1893,  proper  facilities  for 
teaching  and  chairs  of  anatomy,  phj'siology,  chemistry,  materia 
medica, therapeutics,  medicine,  surgery  andobstetrics  and  require 
a  minimum  of  three  years'  study  with  attendance  on  two  courses 
of  lectures  for  graduation;  prior  to  July  1,  1899,  in  addition  to 
the  foregoing,  must  require  an. entrance  qualification  and  attend- 
ance on  three  courses  of  lectures  as  a  condition  of  graduation; 
subsequent  to  July  1,  1899,  must  require  the  entrance  qualifica- 
tion prescribed  by  the  Association  of  American  medical  colleges, 
must  possess  adequate  equipment  for  teaching  medicine,  clinical 
and  hospital  facilities,  a  faculty  comprising  chairs  in  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  medicine, 
surgery,  obstetrics,  histology,  pathology,  bacteriology,  ophthal- 
mology, otology,  gynecology,  laryngology,  dermatology,  hygiene, 
state  medicine;  must  enjoin  attendance  on  80^  of  four  regular 
courses  of  at  least  26  weeks  each  in  four  different  years  and 
exact  an  average  grade  of  75^  on  an  examination  as  a  condition 
of  graduation.  Applicants  from  nonrecognized  schools  are  ex- 
amined in  anatoiny,  physiology,  chemistry,  surgery,  theory  and 
practice,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  obstetrics,  gynecol- 
ogy. Blanks  for  application  for  either  certificate  are  obtained 
from  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides. 
Two  freeholders  of  the  county  must  make  affidavit  as  to  moral 
character  and,  if  the  application  be  for  certificate  by  diploma, 
as  to  personal  identity.  Send  fee,  diploma  and  affidavits  pre- 
paid, by  express  or  by  registered  letter.  Certificates  are  issued 
onh'  when  the  board  is  in  session.  The  application  for  examina- 
tion must  be  on  file  five  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  board.

bacteriology,  microscopy,  jurisprudence.  Graduates  of  col- 
leges in  good  standing  having  devoted  regular  time  to  bi- 
ology, botany,  chemistry,  physics,  histology,  physiology, 
and  human  anatomy  may  enter  as  second  year  students, 
but  must  pass  the  examination  in  materia  medica  and 
in  pharmacy  at  the  end  of  their  first  year.  Attend- 
ance must  be  regular.  The  allowance  for  sickness  must 
not  exceed  20,^.  Each  lecturer  or  professor  shall  conduct  ex- 
aminations or  quizzes  at  least  once  each  weekj  When  practi- 
cable, competent  examiners  other  than  the  regular  instructors 
shall  conduct  final  examinations  in  all  branches.  Each  student 
shall  dissect  at  least  one  lateral  half  of  a  cadaver.  Two  terms 
shall  be  given  to  clinical  and  hospital  instruction,  two  terms 
to  practical  work  in  well  equipped  chemical  and  bacteriologic 
laboratories.  A  school  must  have  a  suflScient-  and  competent 
corps  of  instructors  and  all  necessary  facilities.  Itinerant  physi- 
cians must  in  addition  to  the  regular  certificate,  procure  a  special 
itinerant's  license  and  pay  an  annual  fee  of  .f250.  Application 
for  admission  to  examination  is  by  official  blank.'  The  applica- 
tion, diploma  and  fee  should  be  sent  by  express,  prepaid,  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board.  Examinations  are  written,  10  questions 
in  each  branch.  A  general  average  of  75^  is  required.'  In  case 
of  failure,  the  candidate  may  be  reexamined  without  additional 
fee,  but  the  reexamination  must  be  on  all  branches.

ogy. Examination.  With  the  fee  an  applicant  must  send  to  the

§  3260  Board  of  medical  examiners.    The  board  of  censors  of  the  medi- 
cal association  of  the  state  of  Alabama,  organized  in  pursuance  of  the 
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constitution  thereof  adopted  at  Tuscaloosa,  in  March,  1873,  and  the  board 
of  censors  of  the  several  county  medical  societies  in  affiliation  with  the 
association,  and  organized  in  pursuance  of  its  constitution,  are  consti- 
tuted boards  of  medical  examiners  having  the  authority  and  subject  to 
the  duties  hereinafter  prescribed. 

§  3261  Certificate  of  qualification  must  be  obtained.  Without  a  cer- 
tificate of  qualification  from  an  authorized  board  of  medical  examiners, 
tio  person  must  engage  in  or  pursue  the  practice  of  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  or  departments  as  a  profession  or  means  of  livelihood. 

§  3262  Standard  of  qualification.  The  standard  of  qualification,  the 
method  or  system,  and  the  subjects  of  examination  of  practitioners  of 
-medicine,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  medical  association  of  the  state  of 
Alabama,  and  must  be  observed  by  the  boards  of  medical  examiners. 

§  3263  Certificate  of  qualification.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board

The  certificate  of  quali- 
fication, issued  by  an  authorized  board  of  medical  examiners,  is  a  license 
to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  for  the  purpose  therein  expressed, 
and  confers  authority  to  practise  medicine  throughout  the  state.  Such 
certificate  must  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the 
county  in  which  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  may  reside  at  the  time 
of  the  issue;  and  upon  the  record  thereof,  the  judge  of  probate  must 
Indorse  thereon  a  certificate  of  the  fact  of  record,  which  must  be  signed 
by  him,  and  to  which  he  must  affix  the  seal  of  the  court;  and  for  the 
record  and  certificate  he  is  entitled  to  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  3265  Certificate  evidence  of  authority.  Such  certificate,  the  record 
thereof  being  certified  by  the  judge  of  probate,  is  evidence  of  the  authority 
of  the  person  therein  named  to  practise  medicine,  and  if  the  original  be 
lost,  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  is  sufficient  evidence. 

§  3266  Contracts  for  medical  services,  when  void.  Every  contract  or 
agi'eement,  express  or  implied,  the  consideration  of  which  is  the  service 
of  a  physician  or  surgeon,  Is  void,  unless  the  physician  or  surgeon  has 
4iuthority  to  practise  obtained  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.

§  1  Diploma  necessary  to  practise.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one 
to  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  Arizona  unless  such  person 
shall  have  obtained  a  diploma  regularly  issued  by  a  medical  college  pro- 
perly and  lawfully  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  territory 
wherein  said  college  shall  be  located. 

§  2  Examination  necessary;  exceptions.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  Arizona  unless  such 
person  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  examin- 
ing board  hereinafter  provided,  and  provided  further  that  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  women  who  have  practised  obstetrics; 
provided  further  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  resi- 
dent practising  physicians  or  surgeons  who  have  already  complied  with 
the  present  existing  law. 

§  3  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  compensation.  There  shall  be 
established  in  Arizona  a  board  of  medical  examiners.  Said  board  shall 
consist  of  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  within  30  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  graduate  physician 
of  at  least  five  years  consecutive  practice,  and  who  shall  be  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  a 
bona  fide  citizen  of  Arizona,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  five  years.

Said  appointments  shall  be  made  so  that  said  board  of  examiners  shall

§  4  Organization;  meetings;  duties.  Said  board  of  examiners  shall 
organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  as  president  and  one  as  secre- 
tary and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  board. 
Said  board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  board  may

§  5  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as 
practising  medicine  who  shall  profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  or  who 
shall  prescribe  for  the  sick;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  cases  of  emergency,  or  for  a

then  In  that  case  he  shall  not  record  said  diploma,  and  the  person  hold- 
ing it  shall  not  be  allowed  to  practise  in  this  state;  provided,  any  appli- 
cant who  shall  feel  aggrieved  at  the  action  of  the  county  clerk  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners.^  whose 
decision  shall  govern  the  clerk  in  his  action. 

§  4966  Record  obtained  through,  fraud;  misdemeanor.  If,  after  the 
recording  any  diploma,  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  clerk 
making  the  record,  or  any  other  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  this  state, 
that  the  said  record  was  obtained  by  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  it  shall 
1)6  their  duty  to  institute  before  said  court  of  record,  proceedings  to  have 
such  record  reversed  and  adjudged  [invalid];  and  the  party  holding  such 
diploma  shall  be  judged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 

§  4967  Construction  of  act.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  affect  the  status  of  any  one  now  practising  in  this  state  by  virtue 
of  a  license  obtained  from  any  medical  examining  board  in  this  state 
under  preexisting  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery; 
provided,  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  one  now  legally  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  and  surgery;  provided,  further,  nothing  herein  con-, 
tained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  midwives  from  pursuing  their 
•calling,  or  any  one  else  from  giving  such  simple  domestic  remedies  as 
they  are  in  the  habit  of  using. 

§  4971  No  discrimination  of  sex  or  school;  physician  defined.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  act  no  discrimination  of  sex  or  schools  of  medicine 
shall  be  allowed,  and  any  person  who  prescribes  or  administers  medicines 
except  as  provided  in  §  4967  shall  be  deemed  a  physician. 

§  4972  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  each  day 
of  such  practice  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

§  1  County  board  of  examiners;  "organization;  meetings;  term.  The 
county  courts  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state  shall  appoint  a  county 
board  of  medical  examiners  in  and  for  their  respective  counties;  the 
said  board  shall  consist  of  three  members,  learned  in  the  sciences  of 
medicine  and  surgery,  of  good  moral  character,  and  duly  registered,  and 
two  members  of  said  board  shall  be  graduates  of  some  reputable  medical 
•  college.    The  members  of  said  board  shall  organize  by  taking  the  oath 


a  State  board  of  medical  examiners  abolished  by  act  of  1895,  creating  county  boards. 
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of  office  prescribed  by  the  cfonstitution  and  electing  one  of  their  member* 
secretary  and  they  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  a  year  at  their  county 
sites.  The  members  of  said  county  boards  shall  hold  their  offices  for  a 
period  of  four  years,  and  said  board  shall  again  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  county  court;  and  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  like  appointment; 
provided,  the  county  judge  maj  at  any  time  remove  any  county  examiner 
for  drunkenness  or  other  immoral  conduct. 

§  2  Board  for  each  judicial  district.  In  counties  having  two  judicial 
districts  there  may  be  appointed  two  separate  boards,  one  for  each  dis- 
trict, in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  provided  by  this  act 
for  separate  counties. 

§  3  Examinations  by  board;  certificate  to  practise.  The  county  board 
of  medical  examiners  is  authorized  to  examine  all  persons  who  may  desire 
to  practise  medicine  who  are  residents  of  the  county  with  the  board  that 
may  apply,  and  if  found  qualified  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery,  issue 
a  certificate  which  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  practise  in  the  county  in 
which  it  is  issued  or  in  any  county  into  which  his  practice  may  extend, 
so  long  as.  his  residence  remains  in  the  county  wherein  the  certificate 
is  issued. 

§  4  Fee  for  examination.  Such  applicant  shall  pay  the  county  board 
a  fee  of  $6  for  the  examination.

§  1  Persons  practising  medicine  and  surgery  to  present  diploma  to 
board.  Every  person  in  this  state  practising  medicine  or  surgery,  in  any 
of  its  departments,  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act. 
Every  such  person  shall  present  his  diploma  to  one  of  the  boards  of  ex- 
aminers herein  named,  together  with  the  affidavit  mentioned  in  §  3  of  this 
act.  If  the  board  shall  find  all  the  facts  required  to  be  stated  in  said 
affidavit  to  be  true,  the  board  of  examiners  shall  issue  its  certificate  to 
that  effect,  signed  by  all  the  members  thereof,  and  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  board,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of  the 
person  named  therein  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  part  of 
this  state. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners  appointed  by  what.  The  medical  society  of 
the  state  of  California,  the  eclectic  medical  society  of  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  California  state  homeopathic  medical  society,  corporations 
organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  and 
no  other  corporation,  society,  persons,  or  person,  shall  appoint  annually 
a  board  of  examiners,  consisting  of  seven  members,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen.  The  exam- 
iners so  appointed  shall  go  before  a  district  or  county  judge  and  make 
oath  that  they  are  regular  graduates,  and  that  they  will  faithfully  perform 
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the  duties  of  their  office.  Vacancies  occurring  in  a  board  of  examiners 
shall  be  filled  by  the  society  appointing  it,  by  the  selection  of  alternates,  or 
otherwise.  The  board  of  examiners  now  organized,  or  existing  under  and 
by  virtue  of  their  appointments  by  the  aforesaid  societies,  shall  continue 
to  act  as  such  boards  until  their  successors  are-  appointed  at  the  next 
annual  election. 

§  3  Powers  and  duties  of  examiners.  The  board  of  examiners  shall 
organize  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  They  shall 
procure  a  seal,  and  shall  receive,  through  their  secretary,  applications  for 
certificates  and  examinations.  The  president  of  each  board  shall  have 
authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  board  take  testimony  in  all  meet- 
ings relating  to  their  duties.  They  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  fur- 
nish satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally 
chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing.  They  shall  prepare  two 
forms  of  certificates,  one  for  persons  in  possession  of  diplomas  or  licenses, 
the  other  for  candidates  examined  by  the  board.  They  shall  furnish  to  the 
county  clerks  of  the  several  counties  a  list  of  all  persons  receiving  certifi- 
cates. In  selecting  places  to  hold  their  meetings,  they  shall,  as  far  as  is 
reasonable,  accommodate  applicants  residing  in  different  sections  of  the 
state,  and  due  notice  shall  be  published  of  all  their  meetings.  Certificates 
shall  be  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  board  granting  them,  and  shall 
indicate  the  medical  society  to  which  the  examining  board  is  attached. 

§  4  Board  to  examine  diplomas.  Said  board  of  examiners  shall  examine 
diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness,  and  if  the  diploma  shall  be  found  genu- 
ine, as  represented,  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  examiners  shall  receive 
a  fee  of  $5  from  each  graduate  or  licentiate,  and  no  further  charge  shall 
be  made  to  the  applicant;  but  if  it  be  found  to  be  fraudulent,  or  not  law- 
fully owned  by  the  possessor,  the  board  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and 
collect  $20  of  the  applicant  presenting  such  diploma.  The  applicant  shall 
accompany  his  diploma  with  an  affidavit  stating  that  he  is  the  lawful 
possessor  of  the  same,  that  he  is  the  person  therein  named,  that  the 
diploma  was  procured  in  the  regular  course  of  medical  instruction,  and 
without  fraud  or  misrepresentation  of  any  kind,  and  that  the  medical 
institution  granting  the  diploma  had,  at  the  time  of  the  granting  the  same, 
a  full  corps  of  medical  instructors,  and  was  at  the  said  time  a  legally 
incorporated  institution,  actually  and  in  good  faith  engaged  in  the  business 
of  medical  education,  and  in  good  standing  as  a  medical  institution,  and 
that  the  applicant  had  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  said  institu- 
tion. Such  affidavit  may  be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  to  a4niin- 
ister  oaths,  and  the  same  shall  be  attested  under  the  hand  and  official  seal 
of  such  officer,  if  he  have  a  seal.  In  addition  to  such  affidavit,  the  board 
of  examiners  may  hear  such  further  testimony  as  in  their  discretion  they 
may  deem  proper  to  hear,  as  to  the  verification  of  any  such  diploma,  or 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  person  named  therein,  or  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  any  such  diploma  was  procured,  and  if  it  should  appear  from  such 
testimony  that  any  fact  stated  in  said  affidavit  is  untrue,  the  application 
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Of  such  person  for  a  certificate  shall  be  rejected.  None  of  said  boards 
shall  entertain  an  application*  which  has  been  rejected  by  another  of  said 
boards,  nor  shall  any  rejected  application  be  renewed  until  at  least  one 
year  after  the  action  of  the  board  rejecting  the  same. 

§  5  Examination  of  applicants.  All  examinations  of  persons  not  gradu- 
ates or  licentiates  shall  be  made  directly  by  the  board,  and  the  certificates 
given  by  the  boards  shall  authorize  the  possessor  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  in  the  state  of  California;  but  no  examinations  into  the  qualifica- 
tions of  persons  not  holding  diplomas  or  licenses  shall  be  made  after  Dec. 
31,  1876.  After  that  date  no  certificates  shall  be  granted  by  them,  except 
to  persons  presenting  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally  chartered  medical 
institutions  in  good  standing. 

§  6  Certificates  to  be  recorded.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from 
a  board  of  examiners  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon. 
Any  person  removing  to  another  county  to  practise  shall  procure  an  in- 
dorsement to  that  effect  on  the  certificate  from  the  county  clerlv,  and  shall 
record  the  certificate  in  lilie  manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes, 
and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  the  county  clerli  the  usual  fees 
for  making  the  record. 

^  7  Clerk  to  keep  register.  The  county  clerk  shall  keep,  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  the  certificates  recorded  by  him, 
with  the  date  of  issue  and  the  name  of  the  medical  society  represented  by 
the  board  of  examiners  issuing  them.  If  the  certificate  be  based  on  a 
diploma  or  license,  he  shall  record  the  name  of  the  medical  institution 
conferring  it,  and  the  date  when  conferred.  The  register  of  the  county 
clerk  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during  business  hours. 

§  8  Fees  for  examination.  Candidates  for  examination  shall  pay  a  fee 
of  $5  in  advance,  which  shall  be  returned  to  them  if  a  certificate  be  re- 
fused. The  fees  received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  medical  society  by  which  the  board  shall  have  been  appointed,  and 
the  expenses  and  compensation  of  the  board  shall  be  subject  to  arrange- 
ment with  the  society. 

§  9  Examinations.  Examinations  may  be  in  whole  or  in  part  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  practical  character,  but  sufficiently 
strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  as  a  practitioner. 

§  10  Befusal  of  certificates  for  unprofessional  conduct.  The  board  of 
examiners  must  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  guilty  of  unprofessional 
conduct.  But  before  any  such  refusal,  the  applicant  must  be  cited  by 
a  citation  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  sealed  with  its  seal, 
to  appear  before  the  board  at  a  time  and  place  certain  for  the  purpose  of 
being  heard  as  to  such  unprofessional  conduct.  Said  citation  shall  notify 
the  applicant  of  the  time  and  place  where  and  when  the  matter  of  said 
unprofessional  conduct  shall  be  heard,  the  particular  unprofessional  con- 
duct with  which  the  applicant  is  charged,  and  that  the  applicant  shall 
then  and  there  appear  In  person,  and  attended  with  such  witnesses  to 
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testify  on  his  betialf  as  be  may  desire,  or  default  will  be  taken  against  him, 
and  his  application  for  a  certificate  refused.  The  attendance  of  witnesses 
at  such  hearing  shall  be  compelled  by  subpenas  issued  by  the  secretary 
of  the  board  under  its  seal;  and  said  secretary  shall  in  no  case  refuse  to 
issue  any  such  subpena  on  a  fee  of  50  cents  being  paid  to  him  for  each 
subpena.  Said  citations  and  said  subpenas  shall  be  served  in  accord- 
ance with  existing  provisions  of  law  as  to  the  service  of  citations  and 
subpenas  generally.  At  such  hearing  witnesses  shall  be  examined  on  the 
part  of  the  board  and  on  the  part  of  the  applicant  as  to  the  fact  of  the 
applicant  having  been  guilty  of  the  conduct  set  out  in  the  citation,  and 
either  side  may  examine  medical  experts  as  to  whether  such  conduct  is 
unprofessional;  and  if  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  "hat  the 
applicant  is  guilty  of  said  unprofessional  conduct,  no  certificate  shall  be 
issued  to  him.  But  no  application  shall  be  refused  on  the  ground  of 
unprofessional  conduct,  unless  the  applicant  has  been  guilty  of  unpro- 
fessional conduct  within  one  year  next  preceding  his  application.  If  any 
holder  of  a  certificate  be  guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct,  his  certificate 
must  be  revoked  by  the  board  granting  it;  but  no  such  revocation  shall  be 
valid  without  said  holder  being  cited  to  appear,  and  the  same  proceedings 
be  had  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  in  this  section  in  the  case  of  refusal  to 
grant  a  certificate.  Whenever  a  certificate  is  revoked,  the  secretary  of  the 
board  revoking  the  same  shall  certify  the  fact,  under  the  seal  of  the  board, 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  whose  certificate 
has  been  revoked  is  at  the  time  of  said  revocation  practising  his  profession, 
and  said  clerk  shall  thereupon  write  on  the  margin,  or  across  the  face  of 
his  register  of  the  certificate  of  such  person,  the  fact  of  such  revocation, 
signing  his  name  thereto,  and  shall  file  in  his  oflice  said  certificate  of  revo- 
cation. Each  of  said  boards  may,  from  time  to  time,  adopt  such  rules  as 
may  be  necessary  to  the  orderly  conduct  of  all  proceedings  taken  and  had 
before  it.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  respective  boards  to 
notify  the  secretary  of  all  other  boards  provided  for  under  this  act  of  all 
applicants  to  whom  licenses  may  have  been  refused,  together  with  the 
reasons  of  such  refusal  by  such  boards. 

§  11  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as 
practising  medicine,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  profess 
publicly  to  be  a  physician,  or  who  shall  habitually  prescribe  for  the  sick, 
or  who  shall  append  to  his  name  the  letters  "  M.  D.";  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  cases  of 
emergency.  And  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  supplemental  and 
amendatory,  shall  not  apply  to  lawfully  commissioned  surgeons  of  the 
United  States  army  or  navy  practising  their  profession  within  the  limits 
of  this  state. 

§  12  aLicense  imposed  on  certain  persons.  Any  itinerant  vendor  who 
shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  appliance  of 
any  kind  intended  for  the  treatment  of  disease  or  injury,  or  any  person

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who  shall,  by  writing  or  printing,  or  by  any  other  method,  publicly  profess 
to  cure  or  treat  disease,  injury,  or  deformity  by  any  medicine,  drug,  or 
drugs,  nostrum,  manipulation,  or  other  expedient,  shall  pay  a  license  of 
$100  a  month.    Such  license  shall  be  collected  as  other  licenses  are. 

§  13  Penalties  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  sur- 
gery in  this  state  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500, 'or  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  days  nor 
more  than  365  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  each  and 
every  offense.  And  any  person  filing,  or  attempting  to  file,  as  his  own,  the 
diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  or  a  forged  affidavit  of  identification, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  such 
fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the  statutes  of  this 
state  for  the  crime  of  forgery.

§  7  Misdemeanor.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this 
state  without  first  having  procured  a  certificate  to  so  practise  from  one  of 
the  boards  of  examiners  appointed  by  one  of  the  societies  mentioned  in 
§  2  [§  2  preceding]  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  §  13  [§  13  preceding]  of 
the  act  to  which  this  act  is  amendatory  and  supplemental,  but  no  person 
who  holds  a  certificate  from  one  of  such  boards  of  examiners,  or  who  holds 
a  certificate  heretofore  granted  by  the  board  of  examiners  heretofore 
existing  by  virtue  of  appointment  by  the  California  state  medical  society 
of  homeopathic  practitioners,  shall  be  compelled  to  procure  a  new  certifi- 
cate. And  all  powers  and  privileges  of  said  boards  of  examiners,  under 
the  act  to  which  this  act  is  supplemental  and  amendatory,  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  boards  of  examiners  created  by  this  act. 

§  8  Misdemeanor.  Any  person  assuming  to  act  as  a  member  of  a  board 
of  examiners,  under  this  act  or  under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  supple- 
mental and  amendatory,  or  who  shall  sign,  or  subscribe,  or  issue,  or  cause 
to  be  issued,  or  seal,  or  cause  to  be  sealed,  a  certificate  authorizing  any 
person  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state,  except  the  person  so 
acting  and  doing  be  appointed  by  one  of  the  societies  mentioned  in  §  2 
[§  2  preceding]  of  this  act,  or  be  authorized  so  to  do  l?y  a  board  of  exam- 
iners appointed  by  one  of  said  societies,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  or  by  impris- 
onment in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than 
365  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  9  Certain  certificates  made  null.  Should  either  of  the  said  boards 
Issue  a  certificate  to  any  person  whose  application  for  a  certificate  has 
been  previously  rejected  by  another  of  the  said  boards  Vithin  one  year 
after  the  rejection  of  said  application,  then  in  such  case  the  certificate 
issued  as  aforesaid  to  said  rejected  applicant  shall  be  null  and  void  and 
of  no  effect. 

§  10  Examination  of  applicants  to  practise  medicine.  If  any  person 
not  a  graduate  or  licentiate  of  medicine  has  been  unable  to  present  himself 
for  examination  to  any  of  said  boards,  as  provided  in  §  1  [§  1  preceding] 
of  this  act,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  of  said 
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boards,  on  good  cause  shown  wliy  said  person  was  unable  so  as  to  present 
himself  for  examination,  to  examine  such  person  touching  his  qualifica- 
tions to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  and  if  said  examination  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  board,  it  shall  thereupon  issue  its  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  facts,  and  the  lawful  holder  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  graduates  or  licentiates  to  whom  certificates 
have  been  issued  under  this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  amenda- 
tory and  supplementary,  but  no  such  examination  shall  be  had  after  the 
expiration  of  60  days  from  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect.

§  3547  Board,  how  constituted.  That  a  board  is  hereby  established 
which  shall  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  state  board  of 
medical  examiners,  to  be  composed  of  nine  practising  physicians,  of  known 
ability  and  integrity  who  are  graduates  of  medical  schools  of  undoubted 
respectability,  giving  each  of  the  three  schools  of  medicine  (known  as  the 
regular,  homeopathic,  and  eclectic  schools)  a  representation  as  follows, 
to  wit:  six  physicians  of  the  regular,  two  of  the  homeopathic,  and  one  of 
the  eclectic  school  or  system  of  medicine. 

§  3548  Appointment  of  board;  term  of  office.  The  governor  of  this  state 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  this  act  shall  have  become  a  law,  appoint 
a  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  as  provided  in  §  1  [3547]  of  this  act, 
and  the  members  first  appointed  shall  be  so  designated  by  the  governor  that 
the  term  of  office  of  three  shall  expire  in  two  years  from  the  date  of 
appointment,  the  term  of  office  of  three  shall  expire  in  four  years  from  the 
date  of  appointment,  and  the  term  of  office  of  three  shall  expire  in  six 
years  from  the  date  of  appointment.  Thereafter  the  governor  shall  bien- 
nially appoint  three  members,  possessing  qualifications  as  specified  in  §  1 
[3547],  to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  he  shall  also  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur,  as  soon  as  practicable;  provided,  that  in  making  biennial 
appointments  or  filling  vacancies  the  representation  of  the  medical  schools 
in  the  board  shall  not  be  changed  from  the  original  basis,  as  in  §  1  [3547] 
of  this  act. 

§  3549  Organization;  rules.  The  board  of  medical  examiners  shall,  as 
soon  after  their  appointment  as  practicable,  organize  by  the  election  of 
one  of  their  members  as  president, -one  as  secretary  and  one  as  treasurer, 
and  adopt  such  rules  as  are  necessary  for  their  guidance  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  also  adopt  a  seal,  which  shall  be 
affixed  to  all  certificates  issued  by  them  to  practitioners  of  medicine. 

§  3550  Certificate  to  practise  medicine;  examination.  That  every  per- 
son practising  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments,  shall  possess  the  quah- 
fications  -required  by  this  act.  If  a  graduate  in  medicine,  he  shall  present 
his  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  for  verification,  or 
furnish  other  evidence  conclusive  of  his  being  a  graduate  of  a  legally 
chartered  medical  school  in  good  standing.  The  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  a  majority  of 
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the  members  thereof,  and  such  diploma,  or  evidence  and  certificate,  shall 
be  conclusive  as  to  the  rights  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to  practise 
medicine  in  this  state.  If  not  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
school  in  good  standing,  the  person  practising  or  wishing  to  practise  medi- 
cine in  this  state  shall' present  himself  before  said  board  of  medical  exam- 
iners, and  submit  himself  to  such  examination  as  defined  in  §  7  [3553]  of 
this  act;  and  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the  examiners,  the  said 
board  of  medical  examiners  shall  issue  its  certificate  in  accordance  with 
the  facts,  and  the  lawful  holders  of  such  certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  herein  mentioned.  All  persons  who  have  made 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  their  profession  or  business  continu- 
ously for  the  period  of  10  years,  and  can  furnish  satisfactory  evidence 
thereof  to  the  state  medical  examiners,  shall  receive  from  said  board  a 
license  to  continue  practice  in  the  state  of  Colorado. 

§  3551  Powers  and  duties  of  boards;  certificates.  The  state  board  of 
medical  examiners,  within  90  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
receive,  through  its  president,  applications  for  certificates  and  examina- 
tions. The  president  of  said  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  have  the 
authority  to  administer  oaths  and  the  said  board  of  medical  examiners  to 
take  testimony  in  all  matters  relating  to  its  duties.  It  shall  issue  certifi- 
cates to  all  who  furnish  satisfactory  proofs  of  having  received  diplomas 
from  some  legally  chartered  medical  institution  in  good  standing.  It  shall 
prepare  two  forms  of  certificates,  one  for  persons  in  possession  of  diplo- 
mas, the  other  for  candidates  examined  by  its  members.  It  shall  furnish 
to  the  county  clerks  of  the  several  counties  a  list  of  all  persons  receiving 
certificates.  Certificates  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  medical  examiners  granting  them. 

§  3552  Fees.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  board  of 
medical  examiners  a  fee  of  $5  for  each  certificate  issued  to  graduates  or 
practitioners  of  10  years'  standing,  and  no  further  charge  shall  be  made 
to  the  applicant.  Candidates  for  examination  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $10  in 
advance. 

§  3553  Examinations,  what  subjects.  All  examinations  of  persons  not 
graduates  shall  be  made  directly  by  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners. 
Examinations  may  be  in  whole  or  part  in  writing,  and  the  subjects  of 
examination  shall  be  as  follows:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  pathol- 
ogy, surgery,  obstetrics  and  practice  of  medicine  (exclusive  of  materia 
medica  and  therapeutics). 

§  3554  Becords  of  certificates;  clerk's  fees.  Every  person  holding  a 
certificate  from  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  should  have  it  re- 
corded in  the  oflice  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  the 
record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Any  person  removing  to  another  county 
to  practise  shall  procure  an  indorsement  to  that  effect  on  the  certificate 
from  the  county  clerk,  and  shall  record  the  certificate  in  like  manner  in  the 
county  to  which  he  removes,  and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to 
the  county  clerk  a  fee  of  $1  for  making  [the]  record. 
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§  3555  County  clerk  keep  register.  The  county  clerk  shall  keep  in  a 
book  provided  for  the  purpose  a  complete  list  of  the  certificates  recorded 
by  him.  If  the  certificates  be  based  on  a  diploma,  he  shall  record  the  name 
of  the  medical  institution  conferring  it  and  the  date  when  conferred.  This 
register  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  in  business  hours. 

§  3556  Revocation,  of  certificates;  causes.  The  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  who  have  been  convicted 
of  conduct  of  a  criminal  nature,  and  they  may  revoke  certificates  for  like 
cause. 

§  3557  Effect  of  signing  M.  D.  or  surgeon.  Any  person  shall  be  re- 
garded as  practising  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall 
profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  and  prescriber  for  the  sick,  or  shall 
attach  to  his  name  the  title  "M.  D.",  or  "  surgeon",  or  "doctor",  in  a 
medical  sense.  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
gratuitous  services  in  case  of  emergency. 

§  3558  P6ni.lty  for  violating  the  law.  Any  person  practising  medicine 
or  surgery  in  any  of  their  departments,  in  this  state,  without  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $300  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less 
than  10  days,  nor  more  than  30  days,  or  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  for 
each  and  every  offense;  and  any  person,  filing  or  attempting  to  file,  as  his 
own,  the  diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  or  Avho  shall  give  false  or  forged 
evidence  of  any  kind,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  subject  to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the 
statutes  of  this  state  for  the  crime  of  forgery. 

§  3559  Disposition  of  fees  and  fines.  All  fees  received  by  the  treasurer 
of  said  board  of  examiners,  and  all  fines  collected  by  any  officer  of  the  la^, 
under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury;  and  all  necessary 
expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the^  funds  of  the  state  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated;  but  no  fee  shall  be  required  or  accepted 
by  any  member  of  the  board  for  services. 

§  3560  Meetings  of  board.  The  state  board  of  medical  examiners  shall 
meet  as  a  board  of  medical  examiners  in  the  city  of  Denver,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year,  and  at  such 
other  times  and  places  as  may  be  found  necessary  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

§  3561  Board  issue  certificates  without  prejudice  as  to  school  or 
system.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  the  act  of  which  it  is  amendatory,  who  has  complied  with  its 
provisions  on  their  part;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of 
medical  examiners  to  issue  certificates  to  all  persons,  authorizing  them  to 
practise  medicine  in  this  state,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  the  act  of  which  it  is  amendatory,  including  gradu-. 
ates  of  the  electropathic  school,  without  prejudice,  partiality  or  discrimina- 
tion, as  to  schools  or  systems  of  practice  or  medicine".  That  only  courts 
of  record,  in  the  state  of  Colorado,  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  and  power 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Laws  1893,  ch.  158 

§  1  Who  may  practise.  No  person  after  the  first  day  of  October  1893, 
shall,  in  this  state,  for  compensation,  gain  or  reward,  received  or  expected, 
treat,  operate,  or  prescribe  for  any  injury,  deformity,  ailment,  or  disease, 
actual  or  imaginary,  of  another  person,  nor  practise  surgery  or  midwifery, 
unless  or  until  he  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  registration  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  then  only  in  the  kind  or  branch  of  practice  as  stated  in  said 
certificate;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  dentists  while  practising  den- 
tistry only;  nor  to  any  person  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment while  acting  in  the  scope  of  his  employment;  nor  to  any  person  who 
shall  furnish  medical  or  surgical  assistance  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency; 
nor  to  any  person  residing  out  of  this  state  who  shall  be  employed  to  come 
into  the  state  to  assist  or  consult  with  any  physician  or  surgeon  who  has 
been  registered  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act;  nor  to  any 
physician  or  surgeon  then  actually  residing  out  of  this  state  who  shall' be 
employed  to  come  into  this  state  to  treat,  operate  or  prescribe  for  any 
injury,  deformity,  ailment  or  disease  from  which  any  person  is  suffering 
at  the  time  when  such  non-resident  physician  or  surgeon  is  so  employed, 
nor  to  any  actual  resident  of  this  state  recommending  by  advertisement  or 
otherwise,  the  use  of  proprietary  remedies  sold  under  trade-marks  issued 
by  the  United  States  government  in  so  far  and  to  the  extent  only  as  the 
use  of  such  remedies  are  concerned,  nor  to  any  chiropodist  or  clairvoyant 
■vYho  does  not  use  in  his  practice  any  drugs,  medicines  or  poison,  nor  to 
any  person  practising  the  massage  method,  or  Swedish  movement  cure, 
sun  cure,  mind  cure,  magnetic  healing,  or  Christian  science,  nor  to  any 
other  person  who  does  not  use  or  prescribe  in  his  treatment  of  mankind, 
drugs,  poisons,  medicine,  chemicals,  or  nostrums.  [As  amended  1897, 
ch.  187,  §  2] 

§  2  Filing  of  statement  of  practice.  Any  resident  of  this  state  who  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be,  or  previously  thereto  has  been, 
actually  engaged  in  this  state  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  mid- 
wifery, or  any  alleged  practice  of  healing,  may,  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  1893,  file  with  the  state  board  of  health  duplicate  statements  sub- 
scribed and  sworn  to  by  him  upon  blanks  furnished  by  said  board,  giving 
his  name,  age,  and  place  of  birth,  and  present  residence,  stating  whether 
he  is  a  graduate  of  any  medical  college  or  not,  and  if  so,  of  what  college, 
and*the  date  of  such  graduation,  and,  if  practising  under  a  license  from 
any  of  the  medical  societies  of  this  state,  stating  which  society  and  the 
date  when  said  license  was  obtained,  and  also  stating  the  length  of  time 
during  which  said  person  has  been  engaged  in  practice  in  this  state  and 
how  long  in  practice  elsewhere;  and  he  shall  also  state  whether  he  has 
been  engaged  in  general  practice,  or  only  in  some  special  branch  of  medi- 
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cine  or  surgery,  and,  if  so,  wliat  brancli.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  state- 
ments, as  aforesaid,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  issue  upon  the  receipt 
of  $2,  to  the  person  filing  the  same,  a  certificate  of  registration  which  shall 
state  the  kind  or  branch  of  practice  in  which  the  person  named  therein  is 
engaged. 

§  3  riling  of  statement  of  graduates.  Any  person  who  shall,'  subse- 
quent to  said  first  day  of  October,  1893,  file  with  said  state  board  of  health 
duplicate  statements  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  show- 
ing that  he  is  a  graduate  of  a  medical  college  which  is  recognized  as  reput- 
able by  any  one  of  the  chartered  medical  societies  of  the  state,  shall 
receive  from  said  state  board  of  health,  upon  the  payment  of  $2,  a  certifi- 
cate of  registration,  which  shall  state  the  kind  or  branch  of  practice  in 
■which  the  person  named  therein  is  engaged  or  is  to  be  engaged. 

§  4  Residents  of  adjoining  states.  Any  person  residing  in  any  town  in 
another  state  which  town  adjoins  the  boundary  line  of  Connecticut,  who 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  actually  engaged  in  such 
town  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  or  any  branch  of 
practice,  may,  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1893,  obtain  from  the  state 
board  of  health  of  this  state  a  like  certificate  of  registration,  upon  the 
payment  of  $2  and  upon  filing  duplicate  statements  in  the  form  prescribed 
in  §  2,  which  statements  shall  also  show  that  he  is  entitled  to  receive  such 
certificate  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

§  5  Examination;  certificate  of  registration.  Except  as  provided  in 
§  2,  3,  and  4,  of  this  act,  no  person  shall,  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1893, 
obtain  or  receive  a  certificate  of  registration,  as  required  by  the  provisions 
of  §  1,  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  jj,  committee 
to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  state  board  of  health,  as  herein- 
after provided,  nor  until  he  has  filed  with  said  board  of  health  duplicate 
certificates  as  aforesaid,  together  with  duplicate  certificates  signed  by  a 
majority  of  one  of  said  examining  committee,  stating  that  they  have  found 
him  qualified  to  practise  either  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  and  any 
person  filing  said  certificates  shall  I'eceive  from  said  state  board  of  health, 
upon  the  payment  of  $2,  a  certificate  of  registration  which  shall  state  that 
the  person  named  has  been  found  qualified  so  to  practise. 

§  6  Medical  associations  suggest  members  of  examining  committees. 
During  *the  month  of  December,  1893,  the  Connecticut  medical  society, 
the  Connecticut  homeopathic  medical  society,  and  the  Connecticut  eclectic 
medical  association,  shall  each  file  with  the  state  board  of  health  the 
names  of  five  physicians,  and  annually  in  the  month  of  December  there- 
after, the  name  of  one  physician  practising  in  this  state,  who  shall  have 
been  recommended  by  the  respective  medical  societies  as  persons  com- 
petent to  serve  upon  the  examining  committees  to  be  appointed  by  the  state 
board  of  health  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  from  time  to  time,  in  case 
any  vacancy  occurs  upon  any  of  said  examining  committees  the  president 
of  the  respective  society  shall  nominate  and  the  state  board  of  health 
shall  appoint  such  person  to  Qll  said  vacancy. 
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§  7  Examining  committees;  appointment;  term.  In  the  month  of 
January,  1894,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  appoint  three  examining 
committees,  each  consisting  of  five  physicians,  which  committees  shall 
severally  be  composed  wholly  of  the  persons  nominated  by  one  of  the 
said  medical  societies  respectively,  as  aforesaid.  One  of  the  members 
of  eacli  of  said  committees  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five  years. 
Thereafter,  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  the  state  board  of 
health  shall  appoint  one  member  of  each  of  said  committees  who  shall 
have  been  nominated  for  such  office  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  five  years; 
and  said  board  shall  In  the  same  manner  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  at 
any  time  in  any  of  said  committees. 

§  8  Examinations;  time;  subjects;  fee.  The  state  board  of  health  shall 
designate  when  and  where  said  committees  shall  hold  said  examinations, 
but  shall  call  a  meeting  of  a  committee  within  30  days  after  receipt  of 
application  for  examination  by  it.  Applicants  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  shall  be  examined  in  anatomy,  physiology,  medical  chemistry, 
obstetrics,  hygiene,  surgery,  pathology,  diagnosis,  and  therapeutics,  in- 
cluding practice  and  materia  medica.  Each  committee  shall  frame  its 
own  questions  and  conduct  its  examinations  in  writing,  and  both  ques- 
tions and  answers  shall  be  placed  on  file  with  the  state  board  of  health. 
Each  applicant  shall  have  the  right  ,to  choose  which  of  the  three  com- 
mittees shall  be  the  orie  by  whom  he  shall  be  examined;  but  before  taking 
such  examination  he  shall  pay  to  the  committee  their  expenses,  not 
exceeding,  however,  the  sum  of  $10.  An  applicant,  after  having  been 
rejected  by  any  of  said  examining*  committees,  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
examination  by  another  committee  of  examination  until  after  the  expira- 
tion of  12  months. 

§  9  Statement  and  certificate  recorded  by  town  clerk.  Upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  any  duplicate  statements  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  state 
board  of  health  shall  transmit  one  of  said  duplicate  statements,  together 
with  a  duplicate  of  the  certificate  of  registration  in  each  case,  to  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town  wherein  the  person  so  filing  said  statement  resides; 
and  in  case  such  person  does  not  reside  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  then 
the  state  board  of  health  shall  transmit  said  statement  and  certificate  to 
the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in  this  state  nearest  to  the  place  of  residence 
of  such  person;  and  said  town  clerks  shall  record  the  same  in  books  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  state  board  of  health,  and  shall  then 
return  the  same  to  the  person  who  filed  the  same  with  the  board  of  health; 
and  said  town  clerk  shall  receive  for  such  recording  a  fee  of  25  cents,  to 
be  paid  by  the  state  board  of  health  out*of  the  amount  so  paid  to  it  as 
aforesaid. 

§  10  Lists  of  reputable  medical  colleges.  The  .secretary  of  each  of 
said  medical  societies  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
health  a  list  of  medical  colleges  or  institutions  recognized  as  legal  and 
reputable  by  his  society;  or  all  of  such  .secretaries  may  agree  upon  a 
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single  list;  and  such  list  or  lists  may  be  corrected  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  necessary. 

§  11  Penalty  for  violation.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  §  1  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  100  nor  more 
than  $300  for  the  first  offense,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  [$]  200  nor  more  than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  90  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment;  the  fine,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  one  half 
to  the  person  or  corporation  making  the  complaint,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  state  board  of  health. 

§  12  False  statements.  Any  person  who  shall  swear  to  any  false  state- 
ment contained  in  any  statement  required  by  this  act  to  be  filed  with  the 
state  board  of  health,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury  and  be  punished 
accordingly. 

§  13  Clerk  for  board.  The  state  board  of  health  may,  from  time  to 
time,  appoint  one  of  its  number,  or  a  person  not  a  member  of  its  board, 
to  discharge  the  clerical  duties  Imposed  by  this  act  upon  said  board, 
and  may  fix  and  pay  a  salary  therefor,  to  be  paid  only  out  of  the  fees 
and  penalties  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  15  ITot  to  apply  to  pharmacists.  The  provisions  of  this  bill  shall 
not  apply  to  licensed  pharmacists. 

§  16  Prescriptions  in  English.  All  physicians  or  surgeons. practising 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  when  requested,  write  a  duplicate 
of  their  prescriptions  in  the  English  language.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than' 
$10  for  each  and  every  offense.

§  1  Medical  council  established;  members.  That  there  shall  be 
established  a  medical  council  of  Delaware,  consisting  of  the  chief  justice 
of  the  state,  and  of  the  presidents  of  the  two  state  boards  of  medical 
examiners  provided  for  in  this  act. 
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§  2  Name;  by-laws;  ofBlce;  quorum.  The  said  council  shall  be  Isnown 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Medical  council  of  Delaware,"  and  may 
malje  and  adopt  all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their 
own  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  maintain  an  office 
within  this  state  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Two  members  of  said 
council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3  Organization.  The  said  council  shall  organize  within  10  days 
from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  two  boards  of  medical  examiners, 
and  shall  elect  from  its  own  number  a  president  and  a  secretary,  who 
shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  both  of  whom  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

§  4  Compensation.  The  members  of  said  council  shall  receive,  in  ad- 
dition to  their  necessary  expenses,  $5  per  day  each  for  each  meeting  of 
the  council,  but  said  per  diem  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  more  than 
$15,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  5  Meetings;  powers  and  duties.  The  said  medical  council  shall 
hold  two  stated  meetings  in  each  year,  and  may  hold  special  meetings 
at  such  times  as  it  may  deem  proper.  It  shall  issue  certificates  for  license 
to  practise  medicine  and  surgerp  to  such  applicants  as  have  presented 
such  diplomas  as  hereinafter  required  and  successfully  passed  the  exam- 
ination hereinafter  provided,  and  the  said  medical  council  shall  have  no 
powers,  dutjes  or  functions  except  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  6  Two  boards  of  examiners;  term;  appointment;  lists  from  medical 
societies.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  there  shall  be,  and 
continue  to  be,  two  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners  for  the  state 
of  Delaware,  one  representing  "  The  president  and  fellows  of  the  medical 
society  of  Delaware,"  and  the  other  "  The  homeopathic  medical  society 
of  Delaware  state  and  peninsula."  Each  board  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, and  each  of  said  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  from 
the  first  day  of  March  next  after  appointment,  with  the  erxception  of 
those  first  appointed,  who  shall  serve  as  follows,  namely;  two  of  each 
board  for  one  year,  and  three  of  each  board  for  two  years,  from  the 
first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1895.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  members 
of  said  board  of  examiners,  respectively,  from  the  lists  of  members  sub- 
mitted by  said  medical  societies  residing  in  this  state,  which  lists  shall, 
within  10  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  January  thereafter,  be  transmitted  to  the  governor  under 
the  seal  and  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  society  so  nominating.  From 
these  lists  of  nominees,  respectively,  the  governor  shall,  within  10  days 
a^ter  the  receipt  thereof,  appoint  two  separate  boards  of  medical  ex- 
aminers, each  board  to  be  composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  same 
medical  society.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  either  of  the  said  societies  to 
submit  lists  as  aforesaid,  the  governor  shall  appoint  members  in  good 
standing  of  the  corresponding  society,  entitled  to  nominate  without  other 
restrictions.    Each  one  of  the  said  appointees  must  be  a  registered  physi- 
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cian  in  good  standing,  and  shall  have  practised  medicine  or  surgery  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  prior  to 
such  appointment.  The  governor  shall  fill  vacancies  by  death  or  other- 
wise for  unexpired  terms  of  said  examiners  from  the  lists  submitted  as 
aforesaid,  and  may  remove  any  member  of  either  of  said  boards  for  con- 
tinued neglect  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  or' on  recommendation 
of  the  medical  society,  of  which  said  member  may  be  in  affiliation  for 
unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  The  governor  shall  in  his  first 
appointments  designate  the  number  of  years  for  which  each  appointee 
shall  serve.  The  appointments  of  successors  to  those  members  -svhose 
terms  of  office  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year  shall 
be  made  by  the  governor  during  the  first  10  days  of  January  of  such 
year,  upon  the  same  conditions  and  requirements  as  hereinbefore  speci- 
fied with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  two  separate  examining  boards, 
each  to  be  composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  same  medical  society, 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  7  Name  of  boards;  certificate  of  appointment;  rules  and  regula- 
tions. Said  boards  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  Boards 
of  medical  examiners  of  the  state  of  Delaware."  Every  person  who  shall 
be  appointed  to  serve  on  either  of  said  boards  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
appointment  from  the  secretary  of  state  under  his  hand.  Each  of  said 
boards  of  examiners  shall  make  and  adopt  all  necessary  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws,  not- inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States^  whereby  to  perform  the  duties  and  transact  the  business  required 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  8  Medical  council  to  pay  expenses  from  fees.  From  the  fees  pro- 
vided by  this  act  the  medical  council  shall  pay,  not  to  exceed  said  in- 
come, all  proper  expenses  incurred  by  its  provisions;  and  if  any  surplus 
above  said  expenses  shall  remain  at  the  end  of  any  year,  it  shall  be 
apportioned  among  said  medical  societies  pro  rata  according  to  the  number 
of  candidates  examined  by  each. 

§  9  Organization  of  examining  boards;  meetings.  The  first  meeting 
of  each  of  the  examining  boards,  respectively,  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  July,  1895.  At  such  meeting  of  each  of  the  boards,  respec- 
tively, an  organization  shall  be  effected  by  the  election  from  their  own 
membership  of  a  president  and  secretary,  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
applicants  for  certificate  for  license.  Each  of  said  boards  of  medical 
examiners  shall  hold  two  or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  in  each  year, 
due  notice  of  which  shall  be  made  public  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  determine.  At  said  stated  or  Special  meetings  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  either  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof,  but  the  ex- 
amination may  be  conducted  by  a  committee  duly  authorized  by  said 
boards. 

§  10  Questions  for  examinations;  subjects.  Each  board  of  medical 
examiners,  not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  each  examination,  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  medical  council  of  Delaware  questions  for  thorough  examina- 
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tions  in  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics, 
pathology,  diagnosis,  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine  and  materia 
medica.  The  medical  council  shall  select  the  questions  for  such  examina- 
tions from  the  lists  of  questions  submitted  by  the  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers of  the  candidate's  election;  and  should  there  be  candidates  for 
examination  of  any  other  school  than  the  two  designated  in  this  act, 
they  shall  be  examined  by  the  council  and  some  reputable  practitioner 
in  this  state  of  such  school,  by  said  council  to  be  selected,  upon  questions 
selected  from  standard  text  books  on  the  above  subjects  as  taught  by  the 
school  selected  by  the  candidate. 

§  11  Examinations  to  be  in  writing;  results  transmitted  to  council. 
Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  writing  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  respective  boards  of  medical  ex- 
aminers, and  shall  embrace  the  subjects  named  in  §10  of  this  act.  After 
each  examination  the  board  of  medical  exammers  having  charge  thereof 
shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  act  on  the  same.  An  q^cial  report  of 
such  action,  signed  by  the  president,  secretary  and  each  acting  member 
of  said  board  of  medical  examiners,,  stating  the  result  of  examination, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  medical  council. 

§  12  Council  to  issue  certificates  for  license;  record  kept.  On  receiv- 
ing from  either  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners,  such  official  report 
of  the  examination  of  any  applicant  for  certificate  for  license,  the  medi- 
cal council  shall  issue  forthwith  to  each  applicant  who  shall  have  been 
returned  as  having  successfully  passed  the  examination  a  certificate  to 
that  effect.  The  medical  council  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates, 
when  and  to  whom  issued. 

§  13  Method  of  appljring  for  examination;  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants. From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any  person  not  hereto- 
fore authorized  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state,  and  desir- 
ing to  enter  upoi;i  such  practice,  shall  delivec  to  the  secretary  of  the 
medical  council,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  a  written  application 
for  examination,  together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is 
more  than  21  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained  a 
competent  common  school  education,  and  has  received  a  diploma  confer- 
ring the  degree  of  medicine  from  some  legally  incorporated  medical  col- 
lege. Applicants  who  have  received  their  degree  in  medicine  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  at  least 
four  years,  including  three  regular  courses  of  lectures  in  different  years,, 
in  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college  or  colleges  prior  to  the  grant- 
ing of  said  diploma.-  Such  pcoof,  if  required,  shall  be  made  upon  affi- 
davit. Upon  making  of  said  payment  and  proof,  the  medical  council 
shall  issue  to  said  applicant  an  order  for  examination  before  such  one 
of  the  state  boards  of  medical  examiners  as  the  applicant  for  certificate 
may  select.  In  case  of  failure  at  any  such  examination  the  candidate, 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months  and  within  two  years,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  a  second  examination  by  the  same  board  to  which  applica- 
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tion  was  first  made,  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee,  but  if 
after  six  months  and  before  two  years  from  such  examination  said  ap- 
plication shall  be  withdrawn,  the  said  $10  shall  upon  demand  be  re- 
turned. 

§  14  Unlawful  to  practise  without  license.  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  without  h9,ving  obtained  a  license  there- 
for as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  15  License  issued  by  clerk  of  the  peace.  The  clerli  of  the  peace  of 
any  of  the  counties  of  this  state  shall  issue  a  license  signed  by  the  gover- 
nor and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  his  office,  certifying  that  such  person  is  authorized  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery  in  this  state,  conformably  to  the  laws  thereof,  to  any  per- 
son who  shall  present  to  him  a  certificate  as  provided  in  this  act,  or  who 
shall  have  been  qualified  in  one  of  the  counties  of  this  state  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  to  no  other  person. 

§  16  Construction  of  act.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  physicians  who  are  practioners  of  any  other  state  coming  into  this 
state  in  consultation  with  any  lawful  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery 
in  this  state. 

§  17  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  or  attempting  to 
practise  medicine  or  surgery  within  this  state  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  ^guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
in  the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace  and  jail  delivery  of  the 
county  wherein  the  offense  was  committed  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $500  nor  less  than  $100  or  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  of  not  more 
than  one  y^ar. 

§  18  Not  to  apply  to  dentists.  That  this  act  shall  not  in  any  way 
apply  to  dentists  or  to  dental  surgery. 

§  19  Repeal.  All  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  regulating  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  are  hereby  repealed;  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  operation  of  laws 
of  Delaware,  v.  13,  ch.  117,  relating  to  revenue.a

§  1  Refusal  or  revocation  of  licenses.  That  the  medical  council  of 
Delaware  may  refuse  to  issue  a  certificate  for  a  license  to  practise 
medicine  and  surgery  or  may  revoke  a  certificate  issued  for  a  license 
to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  for  the  following  causes,  to  wit:  chronic 
and  persistent  inebriety;  the  practice  of  criminal  abortion;  conviction  of 
a  crime  involving  moral  turpitude  or  for  publicly  advertising  special 
ability  to  treat  or  cure  chronic  incurable  diseases,  or  where  any  person 
shall  present  to  the  said  medical  council  any  diploma,  license  or  certifi- 
cate that  shall  have  been  illegally  obtained  or  that  shall  have  been 
signed   or   issued   unlawfully   or   under   fraudulent   representations;   in 

"■  Revised  statutes  1893,  p.  56,  provide  that  each  physician  shall  pay  to  the  state  an  annual  license

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complaints  for  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  accused  per- 
son shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint  and  given  a  hear- 
ing before  the  said  medical  council  in  person  or  by  attorney. 

§  2  Licentiates  of  other  states.  That  applicants  examined  and  licensed 
by  or  who  are  or  have  been  members  of  state  examining  and  licensing 
boards  of  other  states  upon  the  payment  of  $50  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
medical  council  of  Delaware,  and  on  filing  with  the  secretary  of  said 
medical  council  a  copy  of  his  or  her  license  or  certificate  certified  to  by 
the  aflidavit  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  board,  showing  also 
that  the  standard  of  requirements  of  the  said  board  at  the  time  the  said 
license  or  certificate  was  issued,  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  re- 
quired by  the  said  medical  council  of  Delaware,  and  of  his  or  her  aflj- 
davit  as  to  the  personality  thereof,  may  be  granted  a  certificate  for  a 
license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  by  the  said  medical  council,  upon 
tlie  recommendation  of  the  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  without 
further  examination  thereby. 

§  3  Compensation  and  expenses  of  council.  That  the  state  treasurer 
shall  pay  the  sum  of  $300  per  annum,  in  quarterly  payments  of  $75  each, 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  medical  council  of  Delaware,  who  shall  apportion 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  said  boards  for  their  necessary 
expenses,  and  in  addition  $5  per  day  each  for  each  member  for  every 
meeting  attended,  but  said  per  diem  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year 
more  than  $25.

§  1  Board  of  medical  supervisors.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby, 
created  a  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  presidents  of  the  three  boards  of  medical  examiners 
hereinafter  provided  for  and  two  persons,  not  physicians,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  each  for  a  period  of  three  years,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed:  provided,  that  not  more  than  two  members  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  shall  be  adherents  of  any  one  system  of  medical 
practice:  and  provided  further,  that  said  commissioners  may  remove,  after 
due  notice  and  hearing,  any  member  of  said  board  for  neglect  of  duty 
or  other  just  cause,  and  that  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
of  any  member  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  member  shall 
be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  other  appointments  are  made. 

§  2  Duties  of  board.  That  the  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall 
elect  a.president,  a  vice-president,  and  a  secretary.  Said  board  shall  muke, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act.     Said  board  shall  hold  such  meetings  as  may  be  necessary 
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for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  board  shall  supervise  all  examina- 
tions provided  for  in  this  act,  and  shall  issue  all  licenses  to  practise 
medicine  and  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Said 
board  shall  keep  an  official  record  of  its  meetings,  also  an  official  register 
of  all  applicants  for  examination  for  licenses  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Said  register  shall  show  the  name, 
age,  place  and  duration  of  residence  of  each  candidate,  the  time 'he  or 
she  has  spent  in  medical  study,  in  or  out  of  medical  schools,  and  the 
names  and  locations  of  all  medical  schools  which  have  granted  said  ap- 
plicant any  degree  or  certificate  of  attendance  upon  lectures  in  medicine. 
Said  register  shall  also  show  whether  said  applicant  was  rejected  or 
licensed  under  this  act.  Said  register  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
all  matters  contained  therein.  The  secretary  aforesaid  may  be  elected 
by  said  board  from  others  than  its  own  members;  said  secretary  shall  also 
act  as  treasurer,  and  shall  give  such  bond  as  may  be  required  by  the  com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia;  said  secretary  shall  have  the  power 
to  administer  oaths  upon  such  matters  as  pertain  to  the  business  of  said 
board;  said  secretary  shall  mail  to  the  address  of  each  applicant  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  examination,  not  less  than  seven  days  before 
the  examination,  and  at  a  longer  period  if  requested  by  the  applicant  at 
the  time  of  malting  application. 

§  3  Examination  of  applicants  for  license.  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  all  persons  desiring  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 
in  any  of  their  branches  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  apply  to  said 
board  of  medical  supervisors  for  a  license  to  do  -so.  Applicants  shall  sub- 
mit to  examination  upon  the  following  named  branches,  to  wit:  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  pathology,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics, 
hygiene,  histology,  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gyneco- 
logy, diseases  of  the  eye  and  the  ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such 
other  branches  as  said  board  shall  deem  advisable.  Each  applicant  shall 
be  certified  by  said  board  for  examination  as  speedily  as  possible  to  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  whose  members  are  adherents  to  the  system  , 
of  medicine  which  said  applicant  desires  to  practise;  but  said  board  shall 
not  certify  for  examination  any  applicant  until  satisfactory  proof  is  fur- 
nished that  he  or  she  is  of  good  moral  character  and  over  21  years  of  age, 
nor  until  he  or  she  has  presented  a  diploma  conferring  upon  him  or  her 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  issued  by  some  medical  college  author- 
ized by  law  to  confer  such  degree:  provided,  that  said  diploma,  if  issued 
prior  to  July  1,  1898,  shall  be  accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidence  that 
said  applicant  has  studied  medicine  and  surgery  for  not  less  than  three 
years  prior  to  the  issue  thereof,  and  if  issued  subsequent  to  June  30,  1898, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  applicant  has 
studied  medicine  and  surgery  for  not  less  than  four  years  prior  to  the 
issue  of  said  diploma.  All  examinations  shall  be  both  theoretical  an^ 
practical  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  a  candidate's  fitness  to  practise 
medicine  and  surgery. 
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§  4  Application  for  license,  how  made.  That  said  application  for  a 
license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall 
be  made  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  upon  a 
form  prescribed  by  said  board,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $10. 
Each  application  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  said  secretary  not  less  thau 
two  weeks  before  the  day  set  for  examination,  and  any  application  may 
be  rejected  for  refusal  to  furnish  any  of  the  information  called  for,  or 
for  other  irregularity.  All  applications  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  said 
secretary. 

§  5  Three  boards  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That  immediately 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall  appoint  three  boards  of  medical  examiners,  one  to  be  known  as  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  to  be  com- 
posed of  five  physicians  in  good  standing,  adherents  to  the  regular  system 
of  medical  practice;  one  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  homeopathic  medi- 
cal examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  to  be  composed  of  five 
physicians  in  good  standing,  adherents  to  the  homeopathic  system  of 
medical  practice,  to  be  selected  from  a  list  of  not  less  thau  10  names, 
submitted  by  a  majority  vote  at  some  regular  meeting  of  the  Washington 
homeopathic  medical  society,  and  one  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  eclectic 
medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  composed  of  five 
physicians  in  good  standing,  adherents  to  the  eclectic  system  of  medi- 
cal practice,  to  be  selected  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  10  names,  sub- 
mitted by  a  majority  vote  at  some  regular  meeting  of  the  eclectic  medical 
society  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Of  the  members  of  each  board  first 
appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  one  year,  two  to  serve  two 
years,  and  two  to  serve  three  years,  and  thereafter  each  member  of  each 
board  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is 
appointed:  provided,  that  no  member  of  either  of  said  boards  shall  have 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  for  less  than  five  years  at  the  time  of  his  appointment:  and 
provided  further,  that  In  event  of  the  failure  of  the  Washington  homeo- 
pathic medical  society  or  of  the  eclectic  medical  society  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  after  15  days'  notice  by  the  commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  to  submit  the  list  of  names  aforesaid,  said  commissioners  may 
appoint  the  members  of  the  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners  or  of 
the  board  of  eclectic  medical  examiners  without  restriction  as  to  nomina- 
tion by  the  society  in  default:  and  provided  further,  that  said  comniis- 
sloners  may  at  any  time  remove  any  member  of  either  of  the  boards  named 
In  this  act  for  neglect  of  duty  or  other  just  cause,  and  that  in  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any  member  the  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  said  member  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
appointments  are  made. 

§  6  Organization  of  boards;  meetings;  duties.  That  each  monibo!-  of 
said  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  sliall.  ln'fore 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  an  oath  to  administer  fairly 
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and  impartially  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each  board  shall  elect  from  its 
own  members  a  president  and  a  secretary.  Each  board  shall  hold  a  meet- 
ing for  examination  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  second  Thursday  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year,  and  continuing  so  long  as 
may  be  necessary  to  examine  all  applicants,  and  other  meetings  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  direct.  Each 
of  said  boards  shall  examine,  at  the  meeting  immediately  following  the 
receipt  of  the  proper  certificates  from  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  all 
applicants  for  licenses  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  so  certified. 

§  7  Questions  for  examinations;  subjects;  report  of  results.  That  the 
several  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall,  not  less  than  one  week  prior  to 
each  examination,  submit  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  questions  for  thorough  examinations  in  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, chemistry,  pathology,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  hygiene, 
histology,  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  diseases 
of  the  eye  and  the  ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other  branches  as 
said  board  of  medical  supervisors  may  direct.  From  the  list  of  questions 
so  submitted  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  shall  select  the  questions 
for  each  examination,  and  such  questions  shall  be  the  same  for  all  candi- 
dates, except  that  in  the  departments  of  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine, 
and  materia  medica  the  questions  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  system  of 
medicine  selected  by  the  candidate.  Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted 
orally  and  in  writing,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  medical  supervisors,  and  shall  embrace  the  sub- 
jects as  stated  in  §  3  of  this  act.  An  official  report  of  the  result  of  each 
examination,  signed  by  the  p\'esident  and  the  secretary  and  each  acting 
member  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  conducting  such  examination, 
stating  the  average  attained  by  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  the  general 
average,  and  the  result  of  the  examination,  whether  successful  or  un- 
successful, shall  be  transmitted  to  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  within 
15  days  from  the  date  of  such  examination.  Said  report  shall  embrace  all 
the  examination  papers,  questions,  and  answers  thereto.  All  such  exam- 
ination papers  shall  be  kept  for  reference  and  inspection  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  five  years. 

§  8  License  issued  by  board  of  medical  supervisors;  who  may  omit 
examination;  register.  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  medical  supervisors,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  report  of  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  by  which  any  applicant  was  examined,  said 
applicant  has  fairly  and  successfully  passed  such  examination  as  herein- 
before provided  for,  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  issue  to  him  a  license 
signed  by  the  president  and  the  secretary  of  said  boaixi  and  attested  by 
the  seal  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  license  shall  entitle  said  appli- 
cant, after  it  is  registered  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  in  the  District  of  Columbia:  provided,  that  a  license  shall  be  issued 
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upon  application,  free  of  cost  and  without  examination,  to  each  physician 
who  is  registered  at  the  health  office  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  to  physicians  who  may  change  their 
residence  to  the  District  of  Columbia  from  any  state  or  territory  where 
medical  laws  and  medical  examining  boards  exist,  the  presentation  of  a 
certificate  or  license  from  a  medical  examining  board,  if  found  upon  due 
inquiry  to  be  true  and  genuine,  being  sufficient  evidence  of  right  to  regis- 
tration and  certification  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  provided,  that 
the  medical  laws  and  examining  boards  of  such  states  and  territories  grant 
equal  rights  and  recognition  to  the  licentiates  of  the  board  herein  created. 
All  licenses  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  a 
register  shall  be  liept  by  the  secretary  showing  the  number  of  each  license, 
the  date  of  issue,  and  to  whom  issued. 

§  9  Midwifery;  license;  examination.  That  the  board  of  medical  super- 
visors of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  malie,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  commissioners  of  said  District,  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  determine  the  qualifications  of  women  desiring  hereafter  to  commence 
the  practise  of  midwifery  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  issue 
licenses  to  such  as  are,  after  examination,  found  qualified;  but  no  fee  shall 
be  charged  for  the  examination  of  any  applicant  for  such  licenses,  and  no 
applicant  who  has  been  rejected  shall  be  reexamined  within  one  year  from 
such  rejection:  provided,  that  a  license  shall  be  issued  upon  application, 
free  of  cost  and  without  examination,  to  each  midwife  registered  at  the 
health  office  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

§  10  Refusal  or  revocation  of  license;  appeal.  That  the  board  of  medi- 
cal supervisors  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may,  by  a  vote  of  four  mem- 
bers, refuse  to  grant  or  may  revoke  a  license,  and  may  cause  the  name  of 
any  person  to  be  removed  from  the  record  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  from  the  register  of  the  health  office  for  any  of 
the  following  causes,  to  wit:  the  employment  of  fraud  or  deception  in 
passing  the  examinations  provided  for  in  this  act,  chronic  inebriety,  tlie 
practice  of  criminal  abortion,  conviction  of  crime  involving  moral  turpi- 
tude, or  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  In  complaints  under 
this  section  the  accused  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint 
and  given  a  hearing  before  said  board  in  person  or  by  attorney,  and  wit- 
nesses may  be  heard  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  accused,  and  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  said  board.  Appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  board  may  l>e 
talien  to  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  decision 
of  said  court  shall  be  final.  Said  board  may  at  any  time  within  two  years 
from  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a  license,  or  the  cancelation  of  registra- 
tion under  this  section,  by  a  vote  of  four  members,  issue,  without  examina- 
tion, ja.  new  license  to  the  person  so  affected,  restoring  to  him  or  her  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  which  he  or  she  had  been  deprived  by  said 
board. 

§  11  Becord  of  license.  That  any  person  receiving  a  license  as  herein- 
before provided  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  within  three  months  from  t'io 
date  of  said  license,  and  the  place  and  date  of  record  shall  be  cert i tied 
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thereon  by  said  clerk;  and  the  holder  of  the  license  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
of  said  court  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  making  the  record.  The  holder  of  said 
license  shall,  after  the  same  has  been  recorded,  exhibit  the  same  at  the 
health  otiice,  and  shall  register,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  his  or 
her  name  and  address.  Whenever  a  license  is  revoked  by  said  board  of 
medical  supervisors  the  secretary  thereof  shall  report  that  fact  in  writing 
to  the  clerk  of  said  court  and  to  the  health  officer  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, who  shall  thereupon  cancel  such  registration. 

§  12  Construction  of  act.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned 
surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy,  or  marine  hospital  service,  nor 
to  regularly  licensed  physicians  and  surgeons  in  actual  consultation  from 
other  states  or  territories,  nor  to  regularly  licensed  physicians  and  sur- 
geons actually  called  from  other  states  or  territories  to  attend  specified 
cases  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  nor  to  the  treatment  of  any  case  of 
actual  emergency,  nor  to  the  practice  of  massage  or  the  so-called  Swedish 
movement  oure,  nor  to  the  use  of  ordinary  domestic  remedies  without  fee, 
gift,  or  consideration  of  any  kind. 

§  13  Penalty  for  violation.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  any  person  practising  medicine  and  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  or  who  shall  publicly  profess  to  do  so,  without  first 
having  obtained  from  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  a  license  and. registered  the  same  as  herein  provided,  or  in  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  by  authority  conferred  herein,  or  after  his  license  or  registra- 
tion, has  been  canceled  by  order  of  said  board  of  medical  supervisors  of- the 
District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  L$J  50  nor  more  than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  District  jail  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  10  nor  more  than  90  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United  States  district  attorney 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

§  14  Compensation  of  boards.  That  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  medical 
supervisors  shall  be  paid  for  taking  testimony  the  same  fee  that  is  allowed 
to  an  examiner  in  chancery  for  the  same  service.  The  expense  of  said 
board  and  of  the  examinations  shall  be  paid  from  the  license  fees  herein 
provided  for;  and  if  any  surplus  remain  on  the  30th  day  of  June  of  each 
year  the  members  of  the  board  of  medical  supervisors  appointed  as  such 
shall  be  paid  such  reasonable  compensation  as  the  commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  may  determine,  and  any  balance  then  remaining  shall 
be  divided  among  the  three  boards  of  medical  examiners  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  candidates  examined,  each  member  of  each  board  of  medical 
examiners  to  receive  such  part  of  the  entire  amount  paid  as  that  board 
itself  shall  determine. 

§  15  Not  to  apply  to  dentists.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  conflict  with  an  act  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  June  6,  1892,  nor  to  interfere  with 
graduates  of  standard  dental  colleges,  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  in  the  exercise  of  their  profession  to  the  extent  and  within  the 
limits  of  the  curriculum  of  such  standard  dental  colleges.

§  801  Appointment  of  medical  examiners.  The  governor  shall  appoint 
a  board  of  medical  examiners  in  and  for  each  judicial  circuit  of  the  state, 
and  he  shall  appoint  one  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners  for  the 
state  at  large. 

§  802  Qualification  of  examiners.  Each  circuit  board  of  medical  exam- 
iners shall  be  composed  of  three  practising  physicians  of  linown  abiUty, 
who  shall  be  graduates  of  some  medical  college  recognized  by  the  Ameri- 
can medical  association,  who  shall  be  graduates  in  good  standing  of  such 
reputable  medical  college  or  university,  and  who  shall  be  residents  of  the 
circuit  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed.  Said  board  of  homeopathic 
medical  examiners  shall  be  composed  of  three  practising  homeopathic 
physicians  of  known  ability,  who  shall  be  graduates  in  good  standing  of 
some  medical  college  recognized  by  the  American  institute  of  homeopathy. 

§  803  Terms  of  office.  The  appointment  of  each  member  of  each  of  said 
boards  shall  continue  for  four  years  from  the  date  of  such  appointment. 
Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  of  said  boards  the  same  shall  be 
tilled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

§  804  To  elect  president  and  secretary  and  make  rules.  Every  board 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president  and  one  secretary,  and  shall 
adopt  all  necessary  rules  for  the  guidance  and  conti'ol  of  their  meetings. 

§  805  Begular  meetings.  Each  board  shall  meet  regularly  semiannu- 
ally at  some  central  point  in  their  circuit  to  conduct  examinations  and 
grant  certificates  as  herein  provided,  and  they  shall  give  at  least  one 
month's  public  notice  of  their  meeting  by  publication  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  circuit  in  which  such  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  if 
there  be  no  such  newspaper  published  in  the  circuit,  it  shall  be  posted  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  circuit:  provided,  that  the  board  of  homeo- 
pathic medical  examiners  shall  meet,  as  herein  provided,  in  the  city  of 
Jaclisonville,  to  conduct  examinations  and  grant  certificates  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  they  shall  give  at  least  one  month's  public  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  their  meeting,  by  publication  in  at  least  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  state. 

§  80G  Examinations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  examiners 
to  examine  thoroughly  every  applicant  for  certificate  of  qualification  to 
practise  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches  or  departments,  upon  the  produc- 
tion of  his  medical  diploma  from  a  recognized  college  upon  the  following 
named  subjects:  anatomy,  physiology,  surgery,  gj'uecology,  thex-apeutics, 
obstetrics  and  chemistry,  but  no  preference  shall  be  given  to  any  school  of 
medicine:  provided,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  homeopathic 
medical  examiners  to  examine  thoroughly  every  applicant  for  certificate 
of  qualification  to  practise  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches  or  departments, 
upon  the  production  of  his  diploma  from  a  college  recognized  by  the  Ameri- 
can institute  of  homeopathy,  upon  the  following  named  subjects:  anatomy, 
physiology,  surgery,  gynecology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  obstetrics 
and  chemistry;  but  no  preference  shall  be  given  to  any  school  of  medicine. 
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§  807  Certificates.  When  the  board  shall  be  satisfied  as  to  the  quali- 
fications of  an  applicant  they  shall  grant  to  him  a  certificate  to  that  efl:ect, 
which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom  granted  to  practise  medi- 
cine in  any  county  when  the  same  shall  have  been  recorded  as  required 
by  §  809. 

§  808  Two  may  grant  certificates;  temporary  certificates.  Any  two 
members  of  said  board  may  grant  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  an  appli- 
cant [See  laws  1897,  §  1  to  4,  following,  for  temporary  certificates]. 

§  809  Record  of  certificate.  The  certificate  provided  for  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding sections  shall,  before  the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted  shall  be 
entitled  to  practise  by  virtue  thereof,  be  recorded  in  the  oflice  of  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  practitioner  may  reside  or 
sojourn,  in  a  well  bound  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  so  recorded  the  clerk  shall  certify  thereon  under  his  official  seal  the 
fact  and  date  of  such  record,  and  shall  return  such  certificate  to  the  person 
to  whom  th^.  same  was  granted,  and  shall  be  entitled  for  such  service  to 
collect  from  the  holder  of  such  certificate  the  legal  fee  for  recording. 

§  810  Examination  fee.  The  board  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  from  each  applicant  examined  the  sum  of  $10  whether  a  certificate 
be  granted  such  applicant  or  not. 

§  811  Certificates  to  former  practitioners.  All  practitioners  who  have 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments,  in 
this  state,  prior  to  May  31,  1889,  shall,  upon  the  production  of  a  diploma 
from  a  medical  college,  recognized  by  the  American  medical  association,  be 
granted  by  the  board  of  examiners,  a  certificate  of  qualification,  without 
further  examination  and  without  charge. 

§  812  Provisions  not  to  apply  to  certain  persons.  The  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  persons  who  have  heretofore  received  cer- 
tificates of  qualification  and  have  recorded  the  same  as  provided  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  heretofore  existing,  nor  to  females  who  follow  the  prac- 
tice of  midwifery  strictly  as  such.  No  person,  except  those  described  in 
this  section,  shall  be  permitted  to  practise  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches 
or  departments,  without  first  having  obtained  and  recorded  a  certificate 
of  qualification  from  some  authorized  board  of  medical  examiners  as 
hereinbefore  provided.

§  1  Temporary  certificate  of  qualification.  That  any  member  of  the 
several  boards  of  medical  examiners  in  this  state  shall  be  authorized  to 
grant  a  temporary  certificate  of  qualification  to  any  applicant  desiring  to 
practise  medicine  in  this  state,  upon  examination,  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  board;  provided,  however,  that  the  applicant  has  never 
before  received  a  similar  certificate  from  any  member  of  the  several 
boards.  All  temporary  certificates  shall  cease  to  be  of  force  at  the  regular 
meeting  next  after  the  granting  of  the  same. 

§  2  Boards  to  be  notified.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  member  granting 
a  temporary  certificate  to  notify  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  which  he 
is  a  member  of  his  action,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  secretary

to  notify  the  secretaries  of  the  several  other  boards  in  the  state,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  notify  the  members  of  the  several  boards  of  the  grant- 
ing of  said  certificate. 

§  3  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  member  or  secretary  of  the  said  sev- 
eral boards  who  shall  be  found  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100,  or  imprisoned  for 
not  more  than  60  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

§  1  Applicants  of  15  years'  practice.  That  when  any  person  has  prac- 
tised medicine  successfully  and  continuously  for  a  period  of  15  years  in

§  1  Board  of  eclectic  examiners.  The  governor  shall  appoint  a  board 
of  eclectic  medical  examiners  for  the  state  at  large;  said  board  shall  be 
composed  of  three  practising  eclectic  physicians  of  known  ability,  who 
shall  be  graduates  of  a  college  of  the  eclectic  school  of  medicine. 

§  2  Examination  of  applicants.  The  said  board  of  eclectic  medical 
examiners  shall  be  authorized  to  examine  all  applicants,  who  shall  present 
a  certificate  of  graduation  (showing  that  such  applicant  has  taken  not 
less  than  a  two  years'  course),  from  some  college  of  the  eclectic  school 
of  medicine,  and  shall  not  have  authority  to  examine  any  applicant  from 
any  other  school  of  medicine. 

§  3  Duties  of  board.  The  duties  of  the  board  of  eclectic  medical  ex- 
aminers, as  to  organization,  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  in  all  other 
respects,  except  as  stated  in  this  bill,  shall  be  the  same  as  the  poAvers 
conferred  by  law  on  the  board  of  homeopathic  medical  examiners.

§  1477  Who  may  practise.  No  person  shall  practise  medicine  within 
this  state,  unless  he  has  been  heretofore  legally  authorized  so  to  do,  or 
shall  be  hereafter  authorized  so  to  do,  by  a  diploma  from  an  incorporated 
medical  college,  medical  school,  or  university,  or  has,  after  attending  one 
or  more  full  terms  at  a  regularlychartered  medical  college,  been  in  active 
practice  of  medicine  since  the  year  1866,  or  who  was  by  law  authorized 
to  practise  medicine  in  1866,  or  shall  have  been  licensed  by  the  medical 
board. 
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§  1478  "  Practise  medicine  "  defined.  For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter, 
the  AYords  "  practise  medicine  "  shall  mean,  to  suggest,  recommend,  pre- 
scribe or  direct,  for  the  use  of  any  person,  any  drug,  medicine,  appliance, 
apparatus,  or  other  agency^  whether  material  or  not  material  for  the 
cure,  relief,  or  palliation  of  any  ailment  or  disease  of  the  mind  or  body, 
or  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  any  wound,  fracture,  or  other  bodily  injury 
or  any  deformity,  after  having  received  or  with  the  intent  of  receiving 
therefor  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  bonus,  gift  or  compensation. 

§  1479  Practitioners  must  register.  Every  person  lawfully  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  medicine  within  this  state,  before  commencing  to  prac- 
tise, shall  register  in  the  office  of  the  clerlj  of  the  superior  court  of  the 
county  wherein  he  resides  and  is  practising,  or  intends  to  commence  the 
practice  of  medicine,  in  a  book  to  be  liept  *f or  the  purpose  by  said  clerli, 
his  name,  residence,  and  place  of  birth,  together  with  his  authority  for 
practising  medicine,  as  prescribed  in  this  chaptei*.  The  person  so  register- 
ing shall  subscribe  or  verify,  by  oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  person  dulj' 
qualified  to  administer  oaths  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  an  affidavit 
containing  such  facts,  and  whether  such  authority  is  by  diploma  or  license, 
and  the  date  of  the  same,  and  by  whom  granted,  which  shall  be  exhibited 
to  the  county  cleric  before  the  applicant  shall  be  allowed  to  register.  The 
county  clerk  shall  receive  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  each  registration,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  so  registering. 

§  1480  Must  register  again  on  removal.  Any  such  registered  physi- 
cian in  this  state,  who  may  change  his  residence  from  one  county  into 
another  county  in  this  state,  shall  register  within  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
county  to  which  he  removes  and  wherein  he  intends  to  reside,  and  to 
practise  medicine,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section. 

§  1481  Medical  officers  excepted.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  apply 
to  commissioned  medical  officers  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy,  or 
to  the  United  States  marine  hospital  service,  or  to  legally  qualified 
dentists  in  the  practice  of  their  profession,  or  to  any  woman  practising 
only  midwifery. 

§  1482  Medical  boards,  how  appointed.  The  governor  shall  appoint 
for  this  state  three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  five  mem- 
bers each,  as  follows:  one  board  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the  regular 
school  of  medicine;  one  board  of  five  members  of  the  eclectic  school  of 
medicine;  and  one  board  of  five  members  of  the  homeopathic  school  of 
medicine.  The  members  of  each  of  said  boards  shall  be  men  learned  in 
medicine  and  surgery,  of  good  moral  and  professional  character,  and 
graduates  of  reputable  medical  colleges;  but  none  of  them  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  of  any  medical  college.  Each  of  said  three  boards 
shall  be  wholly  independent  of  and  separate  from  the  other  two  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  herein  required  of  each  of  said  boards.  A 
majority  of  each  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  1483  Terms  of  office.  The  term  of  office  of  said  members  shall  be 
for  the  term  of  three  years;  provided,  that  two  members  of  each  board 
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shall  first  be  appointed  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  years;  and  subsequently  each  appointment  shall  be  for  the  full 
term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  said  board,  in 
consequence  of  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  state,  or  from  other 
cause,  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  governor. 

§  1484  Oath  of  oflace.  Immediately  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  said  office,  the  members  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall 
take  the  following  oath:  "  I  do  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  a  member  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  for  the  state  of 
Georgia,  to  the  best  of  my  ability — so  help  me  God; "  and  shall  file  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  governor  of  the  state,  who,  upon  receiving  the 
said  oath  of  office  shall  issue  to  each  examiner  a  certificate  of  appoint- 
ment. 

§  1485  Offi.cers  and  meetings.  Immediately  after  the  appointment 
and  qualification  of  said  members,  each  board  shall'  meet  and  organize. 
The  officers  of  said  board  shall  be  a  president,  vice-president,  and  seci*e- 
tary  (who  shall  act  as  treasurer).  Said  officers  shall  be  members  of  and 
elected  by  their  respective  boards.  Each  board  shall  hold  at  least  two 
regular  meetings  in  each  year.  One  meeting  shall  be  held  on  or  just 
before  graduation  day  of  each  medical  college  now  chartered,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  chartered,  in  this  state,  and  the  board  of  examiners,  after 
consultation  with  the  faculty  of  said  college,  shall  fix  a  time  for  its  meet- 
ing to  suit  a  majority  of  the  students  graduating  from  said  college;  the 
other,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October.  The  meetings  of  each  board 
may  be  held  in  such  city  as  each  board  may  determine  for  itself.  Special 
meetings  may  be  held  upon  the  call  of  the  president  and  two  members 
of  each  board,  but  there  shall  not  be  less  than  two  regular  meetings  in 
each  year.  Each  board  may  prescribe  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  for 
its  proceedings  and  government,  and  shall  keep  permanent  record  of  its 
actions.  And  each  board  shall  examine  and  pass  upon  the  qualifications 
of  applicants  for  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state,  as  herein  pre- 
scribed. 

§  148G  Who  may  be  examined.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  board, 
at  any  of  its  meetings,  to  examine  only  persons  making  application  to 
it,  who  are  graduates  of  an  incorporated  medical  college,  school,  or  uni- 
versity, that  requires  not  less  than  three  full  courses  of  study  of  six 
months  each,  who  shall  desire  to  commence  the  practice  of  medicine  or 
surgery  in  the  state, 'and  who  shall  not  by  the  provisions  of  this  article' 
be  exempt  from  such  examination;  but  any  person  now  matriculated  as 
a  student  of  medicine  at  any  medical  college,  after  graduation,  and  any 
person  from  another  state  who  shall  have  graduated  prior  to  Ap.  1,  1895, 
at  a  lawfully  chartered  medical  college  requiring  only  two  full  courses 
of  study,  shall  be  eligible  for  examination  and  license:  provided,  always, 
that  the  applicant  for  such  examination  shall  hold  a  lawfully  conferred 
diploma  from  an  incorporated  medical  college  which  conforms  to  the 
system  of  practice  represented  by  the  board  to  which  the  application  shall

be  made;  unless  the  applicant  desires  to  practise  a  different  system  from 
that  recognized  ip  his  diploma,  then  he  shall  appear  before  the  board 
which  represents  the  system  that  he  proposes  to  practise.  But  in  no  event 
shall  an  applicant  who  stands  rejected  by  one  of  said  boards  be  examined 
or  licensed  by  either  of  the  other  boards.  If  the  applicant  desires  to 
practise  a  system  not  represented  by  any  of  the  boards  hereby  established 
he  may  elect  for  himself  the  board  before  which  he  will  appear  for  ex- 
amination. When  an  applicant  shall  have  passed  an  examination  satis- 
factory as  to  proficiency  before  the  board  in  session,  the  president  thereof 
shall  grant  to  such  applicant  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  A  fee  of  $10 
shall  be  paid  to  such  board  through. such  officer  or  member  as  it  may 
designate,  by  each  applicant,  before  such  examination  is  had.  In  case 
an  applicant  shall  fail  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  any  board, 
he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  any  further  examination  before  any 
of  the  boards  within  the  next  three  months  thereafter.  Nor  shall  he 
again  have  to  pay  the  fee  prescribed  aforesaid  for  any  subsequent  ex- 
amination: provided,  that  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  president  of  any 
board,  any  applicant  has  been  prevented  by  good  cause  from  appearing 
before  said  board,  the  president  and  two  members  of  said  board  desig- 
nated by  him  shall  constitute  a  committee,  who  shall  examine  such  appli- 
cant, and  may,  if  they  see  fit,  grant  him  a  certificate  which  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  granted  by  a  full  board,  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  board,  when,  if  the  applicant  fails  to  appear  for 
examination,  said  certificate  shall  be  void. 

§  1487  TJse  of  fund  raised  from  fees.  The  fund  raised  from  the  fees 
aforesaid  shall  be  applied  by  eac-h  examining  board  to  the  payment  of 
its  expenses  and  to  maliing  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  president, 
secretary,  and  members  thereof. 

§  1488  Certificate  must  be  recorded.  Before  any  person  who  obtains 
a  certificate  from  any  board,  or  from  a  cDmmittee  of  any  board,  may  law- 
fully practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state,  he  shall  cause  the  said 
certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court 
in  the  county  in  which  he  resides.  But  if  he  does  not  reside  in  the  state 
of  Georgia,  he  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  any  county 
within  this  state  in  which  he  offers  to  practise.  The  certificate  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be  in- 
dexed in  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  certificate  is  granted.  The 
clerk's  fee  for  recording  a  certificate  shall  be  the  same  as  for  recording 
a  deed.- 

§  1489  Unlawful  to  practise  without  complying  with  this  article. 
From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  1895,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  commence  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state 
without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  article.  But  nothing  iu 
this  article  shall  apply  to  persons  then  lawfully  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  to  any  commissioned  medi- 
cal  officer  or  contract   surgeon  of   the  United    States  army   or   navy  or 
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marine  hospital  service,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  such;  nor 
to  any  physician  or  surgeon  residing  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States  or  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  may  be  bona  tide 
called  in  consultation  in  a  special  case  with  a  legally  qualified  physician 
or  surgeon  residing  in  this  state;  nor  shall  this  article  be  construed  as 
affecting  or  changing,  in  any  way,  laws  in  reference  to  license  tax  to  be 
paid  by  physicians  and  surgeons:  provided,  that  a  nonresident  physician 
or  surgeon  called  in  consultation  in  a  special  case,  as  above  prescribed, 
stall  not  be  permitted  to  engage  in  continuous  practice  or  consultation 
in  connection  with  any  resident  physician  or  surgeon  under  anj'  form  of 
contract  or  agreement,  direct  or  indirect. 

§  1490  Who  to  be  regarded  as'  practising.  Any  person  shall  be  re- 
garded as  practising  medicine  or  surgery,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
article,  who  shall  prescribe  for  the  sick  or  those  in  need  of  medicine  or 
surgical  aid,  and  shall  charge  or  receive  therefor  money  or  other  compen- 
sation or  consideration,  directly  or  indirectly:  provided,  however,  that 
midwives  and  nurses  shall  not  be  regarded  as  practising  medicine  or 
surgery. 

§  1491  Pejialty.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine  or  surgery 
in  this  state  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall,  upon  con- 
viction, be  punished  as  for  a  misdemeanor  for  each  offense;  and  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  him  to  recover  compensation  for  service  which  may 
be  claimed  to  have  been  rendered  by  him  as  such  physician  or  surgeon.

§  827  License  necessary;  existing  licenses.  No  person  shall  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  as  a  profession  in  the  Hawaiian  islands,  either 
gratuitously  or  for  pay,  or  shall  offer  to  so  practise,  or  shall  advertise 
or  announce  himself,  either  publicly  or  privatelj',  as  prepared  or  qualified 
to,  so  practise,  without  having  first  obtained  from  the  minister  of  the 
interior  under  seal  of  his  department,  a  license  in  form  and  manner  sub- 
stantially as  hereinafter  set  forth.  Such  license  shall  only  be  granted 
upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  board  of  health.  All  licenses  to 
practise  medicine  or  surgery  heretofore  granted  by  the  minister  of  the 
interior  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  health,  and  in  force  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act 
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§  828  Practice  of  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  act  the  practice  of  medicine  shall  be  held  to  include  the  use  of  drugs 
and  medicines,  water,  electricity,  hypnotism,  or  any  means  or  method, 
or  any  agent,  either  tangible  or  intangible,  for  the  treatment  of  disease 
in  the  human  subject.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  held  to  forbid  any  person  from  the  practice  of  any  method,  or 
the  application  of  any  remedial  agent  or  measure  under  the  direction  or 
with  the  approval  of  a  licensed  physician. 

§  829  Qualifications  for  license.  No  person  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  board  of  health  for  a  license  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  except 
upon  the  written  report  of  a  board  of  medical  examiners,  to  be  appointed 
and  constituted  as  hereinafter  provided,  Setting  forth  that  the  applicant 
named  therein  has  been  duly  examined  and  found  to  be  possessed  of  the 
necessary  qualifications. 

§  830  Board  of  medical  examiners;  appointment;  duty;  term.  For 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  minister  of  the 
Interior  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  a  board  of  medical 
examiners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  applicants  for  license 
to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  examina- 
tion to  the  board  of  health.  Such  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  con- 
sist of  three  persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  licensed  physicians  or  surgeons 
under  the  laws  of  this  republic.  The  first  appointment  shall  be  for  one, 
two  and  three  years  respectively,  and  all  subsequent  appointments,  unless- 
to  fill  out  unexpired  terms,  shall  be  for  three  years,  subject,  however, 
to  removal  for  cause  by  the  minister  of  the  interior.  The  members  of 
the  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  serve  without  pay. 

§  831  Fee.  No  applicant  for  license  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery 
shall  be  examined,  until  he  shall  have  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  interior 
a  fee  of  $10. 

§  832  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine 
or  surgery  in  the  Hawaiian  islands,  or  Avho  shall  ofiCer  or  attempt  to  so 
practise,  or  shall  advertise  or  announce  himself,  either  publicly  or 
privately,  as  prepared  or  qualified  to  so  practise,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  §  827,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  on 
conviction  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $250,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  833  Bevocation  of  license.  Licenses  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery,  whether  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  act 
lieretofore  existing,  may  be  revoked  by  the  minister  of  the  interior  at 
any  time  for  professional  misconduct,  gross  carelessness  or  manifest  in- 
capacity; such  misconduct,  carelessness  or  incapacity,  having  been  proven 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  health,  and  by  that  body  reported  in 
writing  to  said  minister.  In  case  any  license  is  revoked  for  any  of  the 
causes  named  in  this  section,  the  holder  thereof  shall  be  immediately 
notified  of  such  revocation  in  writing  by  the  minister  of  the  interior. 

§  834  Notice  of  charge;  hearing.  In  case  of  an  alleged  misconduct, 
carelessness  or  incapacity  on  the  part  of  any  holder  of  a  license  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery,  the  person  so  charged  shall  be  notified  in  writing 
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of  the  charge  or  charges  that  have  been  made,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
•when  and  where  evidence  in  support  of  the  same  will  be  heard,  and  shall 
have  the  opportunity  to  present  evidence  and  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 
§  835  License.  The  form  of  license  to  pr&ctise  medicine  and  surgery 
shall  be  substantially  as  follows:

License  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 

,  a  native  of  ,  aged  years,  having  been  duly  ex- 
amined by  the  board  of  medical  examiners,  and  having  been  recommended 
by  the  board  of  health  as  possessed  of  the  necessary  qualifications,  is 
hereby  licensed  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  republic  of 
Hawaii.  This  license  is  granted  and  accepted  on  the  expi-ess  condition 
that  it  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  for  professional  misconduct,  gross 
carelessness  or  manifest  incapacity;  such  misconduct,  carelessness  or  in- 
capacity, having  been  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  health, 
and  by  that  body  reported  to  the  minister  of  the  interior.

§  836  Practice  of  sorcery,  etc.  Any  person  who  shall  attempt  the 
cure  of  another  by  practice  of  sorcery,  witchcraft,  anaana,  hoopiopio, 
hoounauna,  hoomanamana,  or  other  superstitious  or  deceitful  methods, 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  a  district  magistrate  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  $100,  nor  more  than  $200  or  be  imprisoned  at  hard 
labor  not  to  exceed  six  months.

§  1  Board  of  medical  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  governor 
of  the  state  within  60  days  from  the  expiration  of  the  session  of  the 
legislature  at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  passed,  shall  appoint  a  board 
of  medical  examiners  to  be  known  and  styled  the  state  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  consisting  of  six  members,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
never  be  appointed  from  nor  represent,  any  one  school  of  medicine,  and 
not  less  than  three  schools  of  medicine  shall  be  at  all  times  represented 
on  said  boards,  all  of  whom  shall  be  graduates  of  reputable  medical 
colleges  or  universities,  in  good  standing,  and  learned  and  skilled  in  the 
theory  and  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  of  good  moral  repute. 
The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  forming  the  first  board  under  this 
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act  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  two  members  thereof  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and  two  members  thereof  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  two  members  thereof 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  period  of  six  years.  After  which  all 
subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  a  period  of  six  years,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  All  persons  appointed 
to  serve  upon  said  board  shall,  upon  assuming  the  duties  thereof,  make 
oath  before  a  district  or  probate  judge  that  they  are  graduates  of  colleges 
or  universities  in  good  standing,  giving  names  and  location  thereof,  and 
that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the  duties  of  such  office. 
These  oaths  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  retained  on  file  in  the 
office  of  tlie  secretary  of  said  board,  and  one  to  be  forwarded  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  who  shall  on  receipt  of  the  same,  issue  to  each  member  ap- 
pointed ou  said  board,  and  complying  with  this  section  a  certificate  of  such 
appointment,  under  his  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  state:  provided, 
that  the  governor  shall  remove  any  member  of  said  board  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  any  criminal  or  dishonorable  conduct,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  unprofessional  conduct  forbidden  by  this  act,  upon  recommendation 
from  the  said  board,  made  pursuant  to  a  resolution  thereof,  duly  authen- 
ticated and  accompanied  by  all  the  facts  and  testimony  in  possession  of 
said  board,  upon  which  the  said  resolution  is  based.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring from  death,  resignation  or  any  other  cause  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment by  the  governor  within  30  days  from  the  time  such  vacancies  occur, 
and  such  appointee  shall  serve  during  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term 
of  the  member  whose  place  he  fills;  provided,  further,  that  after  the  board 
sh;ill  liave  been  constituted  and  organized,  no  person  otherwise  eligible 
shall  thereafter  be  appointed  on  said  board  who  is  not  in  possession  of 
a  license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act. 

§  2  Rules,  regulations  and  by-laws.  Said  board  shall  have  authority 
to  prescribe  and  establish  all  needful  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  United  States,  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  3  Organization;  powers;  meetings;  records;  register  of  applicants. 
Said  board  shall  organize  immediately  after  appointment  by  electing  from 
among  its  members  a  president,  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  and  shall 
provide  a  seal  and  shall  attest  Its  acts  under  said  seal.  Any  member  of 
the  board  shall  have  the  authority  to  administer  oaths, — and  the  board 
shall  have  authority  to  take  testimony  whenever  the  same  is  necessary  in 
any  manner  relating  to  its  official  acts  or  duties.  Said  board  shall  hold  reg- 
ular meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  months  of  April  and  October  in 
each  year  at  the  capital  of  the  state,  or  at  such  other  places  as  the  boai'd 
shall  designate.  Special  meetings  may  also  be  called,  when,  in  the  opinion 
of  a  majority  of  the  said  board  the  same,  is  necessary,  and  shall  be  held 
at  such  times  and  places  as  the  majority  of  the  board  may  designate. 
Said  board  shall  keep  a  minute  book  or  general  book  of  record  in  which 
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"all  the  official  acts,  proceedings,  and  transactions  of  said  board  sliall  ap- 
pear in  full.  They  shall  also  keep  in  addition  thereto  a  cash  book,  in 
which  shall  appear  in  detail  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  said  board. 
They  shall  also  keep  a  special  register,  containing  the  names  and  ad- 
<liosses  of  all  applicants  for  license,  together  with  the  data  required  to 
be  furnished  in  the  application  for  said  license.  Said  special  register  shall 
also  show  whether  the  applicant  received  license  or  was  rejected,  and 
if  the  applicant  was  rejected,  it  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  the 
reasons  therefor.  Said  general  book  of  record,  the  cash  book,  and  the 
special  register,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  matters  therein  re- 
corded, and  shall  be  public  records  in  charge  of  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

§  4  Annual  report.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
governor  of  the  state,  which  report  shall  set  forth  a  full  and  complete 
history  of  all  its  official  acts  during  the  year,  and  shall  also  contain  a 
true  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  said  board  for  the 
period  so  reported. 

§  5  Persons  now  practising.  All  persons  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, who  were  legally  engaged  in  the  actual  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery  or  either  of  them  within  the  state,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act,  under  the  provisions  of  the  medical  act  of  1887,  shall  be  licensed 
without  examination  to  continue  such  practice  under  this  act,  by  making 
application  to  the  state  medical  examining  board  upon  suitably  prepared 
blanks  to  be  furnished  by  said  board,  within  six  months  from  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act.  The  applicant  shall  be  required  to  transmit  with  said 
application,  a  certificate  from  the  county  recorder  from  the  county  in 
which  he  or  she  may  reside,  that  said  applicant  is  a  bona  fide  resident 
of  the  state  and  has  recorded  his  or  her  diploma  under  the  provisions  of 
the  medical  act  of  1887,  giving  date  of  such  record.  Persons  who  re- 
ceived a  license  under  the  now  defunct  medical  law  of  1897  will  simply 
be  required  to  transmit  such  license.  The  fee  for  hcense  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  $5  and  shall  in  each  case  accompany  the  application.  Upon 
fulfilment  of  the  requirements  herein  stated,  the  board  shall  issue  to  said 
applicant  a  license -to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  within  this  state. 
Persons  for  whom  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  intended,  failing  or 
refusing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  same,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  §  6  of  this  act. 

§  0  License  on  examination.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  every 
person,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  desiring  to  commence  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  surgery,  or  either  of  them,  within  the  state  shall,  immedi- 
ately and  prior  to  commencing  the  same,  make  a  written  application  to 
the  state  medical  examining  board,  upon  suitable  prepared  blanks,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  board,  for  a  license  so  to  do.  The  applicant  shall 
transmit  with  said  application  his  or  her  diploma  together  with  an  affi- 
davit setting  forth  that  said  diploma  is  genuine  and  that  the  applicant 
is  the  rightful  possessor  thereof  and  the  identical  person  named  therein, 
and  that  same  was  obtained  by  pursuing  the  regular  course  of  study  or 
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examination  in  said  institution,  and  setting  forth  that  he  or  she  is  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  has  declared  their  intention  of  becoming 
such.  If  the  said  diploma  has  been  issued  by  a  reputable  college  of 
medicine  in  good  standing,  said  applicant  shall  be  eligible  to 
examination.  All  applicants  shall  be  examined  in  the  applied 
branches  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  or 
either  of  them,  as  those  branches  are  taught  in  the  reputable 
chartered  schools  of  the  system  of  medicine  to  which  the  applicant  belongs 
and  which  the  applicant  intends  to  practise,  and  such  examination  shall 
in  all  cases  include  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology,  diagnosis,  hygiene, 
chemistry,  liistology  and  toxicology.  No  applicant  for  license  shall  be 
allowed  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  or  either  of  them  until  such 
license  shall  have  been  granted.  The  board  shall  cause  the  examination 
to  be  scientific  and  practical  and  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  ap- 
plicant's fitness  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  or  either  of  them  and  if 
the  applicant  correctly  ai^swer  at  least  75%  of  all  the  questions  submitted, 
said  board  shall  grant  the  applicant  a  license  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  in  tliis  state.  Every  applicant  for  license  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  must  furnish  sufficient  evidence  to  the  board  that  they 
are  of  good  moral  character.  All  applications  under  this  section  must 
be  accompanied  by  $25  which  is  the  fee  for  examination  under  this  sec- 
tion. Should  the  applicant  fail  to  pass  said  examination,  the  fee  is  not 
returnable.  The  cost  of  transmission  to  and  from  the  board  of  all  papers 
belonging  to  an  applicant  under  this  or  any  other  section  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  applicant.  In  the  case  an  applicant  for  an  examination 
fails  to  pass  the  required  examination,  he  or  she  may  be  re-examined  after 
the  expiration  of  six  months,  and  within  one  year,  without  the  payment 
or  an  additional  fee,  and  thereafter  said  applicant  may  be  examined  as 
often  as  desired  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  board  on  the 
payment  of  the  regular  fee  for  such  examination.  Said  board  may  also 
refuse  a  license,  for  unprofessional  conduct,  or  conduct  of  a  criminal,  im- 
moral or  dishonor-able  nature. 

§  7  Unprofessional  conduct  defined.  The  words  unprofessional  or 
dishonorable  conduct  as  used  in  §'  6  or  any  other  section  of  this  act,  is 
hereby  declared  to  mean:  first,  the  procuring  or  aiding  or  abetting  in 
procuring  a  criminal  abortion;  second,  the  employment  of  what  are 
popularly  known  as  cappers  or  steerers  in  procuring  practice;  third,  the 
obtaining  of  a  fee  on  the  assurance  that  a  manifestly  incurable  disease 
can  be  permanently  cured;  fourth,  a  wilful  betrayal  of  the  professional 
secret  to  the  detriment  of  a  patient;  fifth,  all  advertisements  of  medical 
business  in  which  untruthful  and  improbable  statements  are  made;  sixth, 
all  advertisements  of  any  kind,  of  any  medicine  or  means  whereby  the 
monthly  periods  of  women  can  be  regulated  or  the  menses  can  be  re- 
established if  suppressed;  seventh,  conviction  of  any  offense  involving 
moral  turpitude;  eighth,  habitual  intemperance  in  the  use  of  ardent 
gpirits,  narcotics,  or  stimulants. 
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§  8  Method  of  holding  examination.  All  questions  upon  the  different 
branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  submitted  by  said  board  to  candidates 
for  examination  shall  either  be  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written 
and  printed,  and  the  question  on  each  bi-anch  shall  be  arranged 
upon  separate  sheets  of  paper  and  numbered  consecutively.  The 
candidates  shall  be  supplied  with  a  list  of  the  questions  upon  but 
one  branch  or  subject  at  a  time,  which,  after  completing  his  or  her 
answers  thereto,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  the  next  list  of 
questions,  and  so  on  in  like  manner  until  said  candidate  shall  have 
been  examined  in  all  the  branches  required.  All  answers  to  the  questions 
thus  submitted  shall  be  In  writing,  .upon  suitable  paper  furnished  by 
the  board,  no  candidate  being  permitted  to  furnish  his  or  her  own  paper 
for  such  written  answers.  Each  list  of  the  candidate's  answers  shall 
bear  the  same  title  as  the  corresponding  list  of  questions,  and  oacli 
answer  shall  be  numbered  to  correspond  with  the  question  to  which  It 
refers.  The  questions  submitted  by  the  board  to  each  candidate  examined, 
together  with  the  answers  thereto,  shall  be  placed  and  Icept  on  tile  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  and  shall  constitute  part  of  the 
records  of  said  office. 

§  9  Complaint  of  unprofessional  conduct;  duties  of  board;  jurisdiction 
of  district  courts.  When  complaint  is  made  to  the' board,  of  unprofessional 
or  other  conduct,  on  the  part  of  any  licentiate,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act, meriting  a  suspension,  revocation  or  cancelation  of  his  license,  the  lioard 
shall  have  power  to  hear  evidence  for  and  against  the  accused,  touching 
such  complaint,  and  if  the  board  be  satisfied  from  the  evidence  of  the 
Justice  of  such  complaint,  the  board  must  institute  proper  proceedings 
in  the  district  court  in  and  for  the  county  where  such  licentiate  resides, 
for  the  suspension  or  revocation  and  cancelation  of  such  license,  and  the 
district  courts  of  this  state  are  hereby  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  all  such  proceedings,  and  to  suspend  or  revolve  and  cancel 
nny  license  at  issue  in  any  such  proceedings.  The  accused  shall  be  entitled 
to  appear  in  person  or  by  counsel  at  every  stage  of  any  such  proceed- 
ing, from  the  first  hearing  of  said  complaint  before  the  board  to  the 
final  disposition  of  the  case  in  the  district  court.  All  costs  incident  to 
any  such  proceeding  in  the  district  coui't  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  as 
the  justice  of  the  case  in  the  discretion  of'the  codrt,  may  require.  In  all 
such  proceedings  the  county  attorney  shall  appear  for  the  board 
in  the  district  court.  ,  In  case  the  board  refuse  to  grant  a  license 
to  practise  under  this  act,  the  applicant  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the 
action  of  the  board  refusing  such  license  reviewed  by  the  district  court 
in  and  for  the  county  in  which  the  meeting  at  which  the  license  was 
refused  was  held,  or  such  other  county  as  may  be  agreed  upon:  provided, 
proceedings  for  such  review  be  instituted  within  10  days  after  notice  of 
such  refusal  upon  the  applicant. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  and 
surgery  within  this  state,  without  having  obtained  the  license  herein  pro- 
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vided  for,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $50  nor  more  than  $300,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  10  days,  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  together,  with  the  costs  of  prose- 
cution, and  each  day  such  person  continues  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  a  separate 
ofifense. 

§  11  License  recorded;  records.  Every  person  receiving  a  license  under 
this  act  shall  within  30  days  thereafter  have  the  same  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  county  recorder,  within  the  county  where  the  licentiate 
intends  to  practise.  Otherwise,  said  license  is  void.  The  county  recorder 
of  each  county  shall  have,  suitably  prepared,  a  separate  booli  of  record,  in 
which  all  the  licenses  under  this  act,  presented  to  them,  shall  be  recorded, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  December  of  each  year,  furnish  the  secretary  of 
state  medical  examining  board  a  list  of  the  licenses  on  record  in  his  office, 
and  upon  notice  to  him  from  said  secretary  of  the  revocation  of  any  license 
on  record  in  his  office  or  of  the  death  or  removal  from  the  county,  of  any 
person  whose  license  is  on  record  therein,  said  recorder  shall  make  a  note ' 
of  the  fact  on  the  page  containing  the  record  of  said  license,  so  that  the 
records  kept  by  said  county  recorder  shall  correspond  with  the  records  of 
his  county,  as  kept  by  the  secretary  of  said  medical  board. 

4  12  Licenses.  All  licenses  issued  by  the  board,  shall  be  numbered  con- 
secutively and  in  the  order  issued.  Each  license  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  board,  under  the  official"  seal  of  the  board 
issuing  the  same.  Four  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

§  13  Beputable  college  defined.  The  words  respectable  or  reputable 
medical  college  or  university  in  good  standing  are  hereby  declared  to  mean 
such  medical  colleges  or  universities  as  are  legally  chartered,  reputable, 
and  in  good  standing  within  the  state  or  country  where  they  are  located. 

§  14  Practice  of  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  shall  be 
regarded  as  practising  medicine  and  surgery,  or  either,  who  shall  advertise 
in  any  manner,  or  hold  himself  or  herself  out  to  the  public  as  a  physi- 
cian and  surgeon,  or  either,  in  this  state,  or  who  shall  investigate  or 
diagnosticate  or  offer  to  investigate  or  diagnosticate  any  physical  or  mental 
ailment  of  any  person  with  a  view  of  relieving  the  same  as  is  commonly 
done  by  physicians  and  surgeons,  or  suggest,  recommend,  prescribe,  or  direct, 
for  the  use  of  any  person,  sick,  injured  or  deformed,  any  drug,  medicine, 
means  or  appliance  for  the  intended  relief,  palliation,  or  cure  of  the  same, 
with  the  intent  of  receiving  therefor,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any 
fee.  gift,  or  compensation  whatsoever:  provided,  however,  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  dentists  and  registered  pharmacists  or  midwives  in  the  legitimate 
practice  of  their  respective  professions,  nor  to  services  rendered  in  cases 
of  omergeucy,  where  no  fee  is  charged.  Any  person  who  shall  present 
to  the  board,  as  bis  or  ber  ow»,  tbe  diplomft  of  another,  or  a  forged  affl- 
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davit  of  identification,  or  who  shall  attempt  to  personate  another  prac- 
titioner of  a  lilce  or  different  name,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the 
statutes  of  the  state  of  Idaho  for  the  crime  of  forgery. 

§  15  Prosecuting  officer;  board  to  investigate  complaints.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  attorneys  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this  act 
within  their  respective  counties.  And  all  cases  of  appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state,  the  attorney  general  thereof  shall  represent  said  board 
upon  such  appeal.  The  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  non-com- 
pliance with  or  violations  of,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all 
such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officers. 

§  16  Act  not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  medi- 
cal officers  of  the  United  States  army,  navy,  and  marine  hospital  service 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  nor  to  railway  surgeons  in  the  dis- 
charge of  official  duties,  nor  to  legally  qualified  physicians  and  surgeons 
from  other  states,  when  called  in  consultation  with  any  legally  qualified 
physician  and  surgeon  of  this  state. 

§  17  Com.pensation  of  board.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  look 
alone  to  the  revenues  of  this  act  for  reimbursement  of  actual  expenses 
incurred  in  attendance  upon  the  business  of  sessions  of  said  board  and 
they  shall  loolc  alone  to  the  same  source  for  their  per  diem  allowance, 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5  per  day  each,  for  each  day  said 
board  may  be  in  actual  session.  >

§  1  State  board  of  health;  organization.  That  the  state  board  of 
health  shall  organize  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act; 
it  shall  procure  a  seal  and  shall  receive  through  it's  secretary  applications 
for  certificates  and  examinations.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  have 
the  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  board  to  take  testimony  in  all 
matters  relating  to  its  duties. 

§  2  License  necessary;  examinations;  graduates.  No  person  shall 
hereafter  begin  the  practice  of  medicine,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof, 
or  midwifery,  in  this  state  without  first  applying  for  and  obtaining  a 
license  from  the  state  board  of  health  to  do  so.  Application  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  examination  fees  hereinafter 
specified,  and  with  proof  that  the  applicant  is  of  good  moi*al  character. 
Applications  from  candidates  who  desire  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 
In  all  their  branches  shall  be  accompanied  by  proof  that  the  applicant  is 
a  graduate  of  a  medical  college  or  institution  in  good  standing,  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  board.  When  the  application  aforesaid  has  been 
inspected  by  the  board  and  found  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions, the  board  shall  notify  the  applicant  to  appear  before  it  for  e^awina- 
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tion,  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  such  notice.  Examinations  may 
be  made  in  whole  or  in  part  in  writing  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  of  a 
character  sufficiently  strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  as 
a  practitioner.  The  examination  of  those  who  desire  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery  in  all  their  branches  shall  embrace  those  general  subjects 
and  topics,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  commonly  and  generally  required  of 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  by  reputable  medical 
colleges  in  the  United  States.  The  examination  of  those  who  desire  to 
practise  midwifery  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  determine  the  quali- 
fication of  the  applicant  to  practise  midwifery.  The  examination  of  those 
who  desire  to  practise  any  other  system  or  science  of  treating  human  ail- 
ments who  do  not  use  medicines  internally  or  externally,  and  who  do 
not  practise  operative  surgery  shall  be  of  a  'character  sufficiently  strict 
to  test  their  qualifications  as  practitioners.  All  examinations  provided 
for  in  this  act  shall  be  conducted  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  board,  which  shall  provide  for  a  fair  and  wholly  impartial  method 
of  examination.  Provided,  that  graduates  of  legally  chartered  medical 
colleges  in  Illinois  in  good  standing  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board, 
may  be  granted  certificates  without  examination. 

§  3  License;  restrictions.  If  the  applicant  successfully  passes  his  ex- 
amination, or  presents  a  diploma  from  a  legally  chartered  medical  college 
in  Illinois  in  good  standing,  the  board  shall  issue  to  such  applicant  a 
license  authorising  him  to  practise  medicine,  midwifery  or  other  system 
of  treating  human  ailments,  as  the  case  may  be:  provided,  that  those 
who  are  authorized  to  practise  other  systems  can  not  use  medicine  in- 
ternally or  externally  or  perform  surgical  operations:  provided,  further, 
that  only  those  who  are  authorized  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in 
all  their  branches  shall  call  or  advertise  themselves  as  physicians  or 
doctors:  and  provided,  further,  that  those  who  are  authorized  to  practise 
midwifery  shall  not  use  any  drug  or  medicine  or  attend  other  than  cases 
of  labor.  Such  license  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  board,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act:  provided,  how- 
ever, that  any  wilful  violation  on  the  part  of  an  applicant  of  any  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  governing  examinations  shall  be  suffi- 
cient cause  for  the  board  to  refuse  to  issue  a  license  to  such  applicant. 
Such  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  all  members  of  the  board  and  attested 
by  the  secretary. 

,  §  4  Certificate  recorded;  register.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate 
from  the  state  board  of  health  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
clerli:  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides  or  practises  within  three  months 
from  its  date,  and  the  date  of  recording  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Until 
such  certificate  is  recorded,  as  herein  provided,  the  holder  thereof  shall 
not  exercise  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  conferred  therein.  Any  person 
practising  in  another  county  shall  record  the  certificate  in  like  manner  in 
the  county  in  which  he  practises,  and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall 
pay  to  the  county  clerk  the  usual  fee  for  making  the  record.     The  county 
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clerk  shall  keep,  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  the 
certificates  recorded  by  him,  with  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  certificate. 
The  register  of  the  county  clerk  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during 
business  hours. 

§  5  Fees.  The  fees  for  examination  and  for  a  certificate  shall  be  as 
follows:  $10  for  examination  in  medicine  and  surgery,  and  $5  for  a  cer- 
tificate if  issued.  $5  for  an  examination  in  midwifery,  and  $3  for  a  cer- 
tificate if  issued.  For  all  other  practitioners  $10  for  an  examination  and 
$5  for  a  certificate  if  issued. 

§  6  Refusal  and  revocation  of  certificate.  The  state  board  of  health 
may  refuse  to  issue  the  certificates  provided  for  in  this  act  to  individuals 
who  have  been  convicted  of  the  practice  of  criminal  abortion,  or  who  have 
by  false  or  fraudulent  representation,  obtained  or  sought  to  obtain  practice 
in  their  profession,  or  by  false  or  fraudulent  representation  of  their  pro- 
fession have  obtained  or  sought  to  obtain  money  or  any  other  thing  of 
value,  or  who  advertise  under  names  other  than  their  own,  or  for  any  other 
unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  the  board  may  revoke  such 
certificates  for  like  causes.  Provided,  that  no  certificate  shall  be  revoked 
or  refused  until  the  holder  or  applicant  shall  be  given  a  hearing  before  the 
board. 

§  7  Practice  of  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  shall  be 
regarded  as  practising  medicine,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall 
treat  or  profess  to  treat,  operate  on  or  prescribe  for  any  physical  ail- 
ment or  any  physical  injury  to  or  deformity  of  another:  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  administration 
of  domestic  or  family  remedies  in  cases  of  emergency,  or  to  the  laws 
regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  of  pharmacy.  And  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospi- 
tal service  in  the  discharge  of  their  oflicial  duties,  or  to  any  person  who 
ministers  to  or  treats  the  sick  or  suffering  by  mental  or  spiritual  means, 
without  the  use  of  any  drug  or  material  remedy. 

§  8  Itinerant  vender.  That  any  itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum, 
ointment  or  appliance  of  any  kind  intended  for  the  treatment  of  diseases 
or  injury,  or  who  shall,  by  writing  or  printing,  or  any  other  method,  pro- 
fess to  the  public  to  cure  or  treat  disease  or  deformity  by  any  drug, 
nostrum  or  application,  shall  pay  a  license  of  $100  per  month  into  the 
treasury  of  the  board,  to  be  collected  by  the  board  in  ihe  uame  of  the 
people  in  the  state  of  Illinois,  for  the  use  of  said  board.  And  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  state  board  of  health  to  issue  such  license  on  application 
made  to  said  board,  said  license  to  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  with  the  seal  of  the  board;  but  said  board 
may  for  sufficient  cause,  refuse  said  license.  And  such  itinerant  vender, 
who  shall,  by  writing  or  printing,  or  any  other  method,  profess  to  cure 
or  treat  disease  or  deformity  by  any  drug,  nostrum  or  appliance  without 
a  license  so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  section, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided. 
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§  9  Penalty  for  violation;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  practising 
medicine  or  surgery  or  treating  human  ailments  in  the  state  without  a 
certificate  issued  by  this  board  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  any  itinerant  vender  violating  the  provisions  of  §  8  of  this  act, 
shall  for  each  and  every  instance  of  such  practice  or  violation  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  tor  the  use  of  the  said  board  of 
health,  the  sum  of  |100  for  the  first  offense,  and  $200  for  each  subsequent 
offense,  the  same  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  and  any  person  filing  or  attempting  to  file  as  his 
own  the  diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  or  a  forged  affidavit  of  identiti- . 
cation,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject 
to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the  statutes 
of  the  state  for  a  crime  of  forgery:  provided,  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  physicians  who  hold  unrevoked  certificates  from  the  state  board 
of  health  issued  prior  to  the  time  of  the  taliing  effect  of  this  act. 

§  10  Judgment;  appeal.  Upon  conviction  of  either  of  the  offenses  men- 
tioned in  this  act  the  court  shall,  as  a  part  of  the  judgment,  order  that 
the  defendant  be  committed  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county  until  the 
fine  and  costs  are  paid,  and  upon  failure  to  pay  the  same  immediately 
the  defendant  shall  be  committed  under  said  order  for  first  ofliense  not 
more  than  30  days,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  not  more  than  90 
days:  provided,  that  either  party  may  appeal  in  the  same  time  and  manner 
as  appeals  may  be  talven  in  other  cases,  except  that  where  an  appeal  is 
prayed  in  behalf  of  the  people,  no  appeal  bond  shall  be  required  to  be 
filed,  whether  the  appeal  be  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  from  the 
county  or  circuit  courts,  or  from  the  appellate  court.  But  it  shall  be 
sufficient  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  for  the'  use  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  to  pray  an  appeal,  and  thereupon  appeal  may  be 
had  without  bond  or  security. 

§  11  Annual*  report.  On  the  30th  day  of  September  of  each  year  the 
state  board  of  health  shall  malie  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  showing  all 
items  of  receipts  from  all  sources  and  disbursements  for  all  purposes,  and 
all  funds  in  the  treasury  on  said  date  which  have  been  received  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,

§  741  Boards  of  medical  examiners;  appointment;  duty.  The  princi- 
pal chief  shall  appoint  in  each  supreme  judicial  district  three  reputable 
physicians,  citizens  of  the  Cheroliee  nation,  graduates  of  a  regular  school 
of  medicine,  to  constitute  a  board  of  medical  examiners  for  said  district, 
and  to  grant  license  to  such  applicants  as  may  present  to  him,  from  one 
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of  these  boards  or  board  of  appeals  hereinafter  provided  for,  a  certificate 
of  satisfactory  examination. 

§  742  Board  of  appeals;  term.  One  member  elected  from  each  of 
these  three  boards  shall  jointly  constitute  a  board  of  appeals,  also  a  board 
of  health,  with  advisory  powers.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of 
said  boards  shall  be  four  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

§  743  Meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  district  boards  to 
hold  a  regular  meeting  at  stated  intervals  of  not  less  than  90  days;  pro- 
vided, that  when  there  is  ho  applicant  for  examination,  it  will  not  be  neces- 
sary' for  the  board  to  convene.  The  board  of  appeals  shall  be  convened 
upon  a  call  of  the  president  or  the  request  of  two  of  its  members. 

§  744  Becord  of  examinations.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
examinations  which  shall  be  conducted  in  writing,  and  after  each  meet- 
ing publish  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  the  Cherokee  nation  the  names 
of  successful  appficants  for  license. 

§  745  Compensation  of  boards;  fees.  The  compensation  to  members 
of  the  district  boards  shall  not  exceed  $10  (U.  S.  currency)  and  shall  be  col- 
lected from  the  applicant.  The  board  of  appeals  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee 
of  $25  in  examinations  on  appeals. 

§  746  License  necessary;  not  to  apply;  qualifications  for  license.  All 
persons,  not  holding  license  to  practise  medicine  in  ^he  Cherokee  nation 
by  virtue  of  having  been  examined  by  the  legally  constituted  medical 
board  of  the  same,  shall  be  subject  to  the  operation  of  this  law,  whether 
he  or  she  be  a  Cherokee  citizen  or  not,  and,  before  engaging  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  said  nation,  shall  secure  a  license  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  applying  to 
persons  who  have  been  continually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
in  the  nation  for  three  years  next  preceding  its  passage,  nor  to  medicines, 
nor  to  domestic  medication,  nor  to  enchantments  in  any  form;  provided, 
no  license  to  practise  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  not  a  graduate  from 
some  medical  school  of  reputable  standing. 

§  747  Reexamination.  No  rejected  candidate  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
reexamination  by  any  boai-d  other  than  the  rejecting  one,  until  after  the 
lapse  of  three  months,  after  which  time  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reexam- 
ination by  the  board  of  appeals  upon  payment  of  a  fee  not  to  exceed  $25, 
upon  whose  certificate  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  a  license  to  practise 
medicine  within  the  Cherokee  nation. 

§  748  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  in  vio- 
lation of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  if  a  citizen  of  the  Cherokee 
nation,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  $100,  and  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the 
same  shall  be  confined  in  the  national  prison  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  day 
until  paid,  or,  if  not  a  Cherokee  citizen,  shall  be  removed  from  the  country 
as  provided  by  law  for  intruders. 

§  749  Itinerant  vendor;  license;  violation.  Any  itinerant  vendor  of 
any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment  or  appliance  of  any  kind,  intended  for  the 
treatment  of  disease  or  injury,  or  who  shall  by  writing  or  printing,  or  any 
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Other  method  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  diseases,  injuries  or  de- 
formities by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation  or  other  expedient  for  a 
consideration,  shall  pay  to  the  Cheroliee  nation  a  license  of  $50  per  month, 
to  be  collected  as  provided  by  law,  as  all  other  licenses  are  now  collected, 
and  anybody  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  if  a  citizen  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  $200,  or,  in  default  of  payment,  be 
confined  in  the  national  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months.  Any 
person  not  a  citizen  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  arrested  and  turned  over  to  the  Indian  agent  for 
expulsion  from  the  Cherokee  nation.

§  1  Jioard  of  physicians;  appointment;  duty.  The  principal  chief  is 
authorized  and  required  to  appoint  a  board  of  physicians  to  consist  of 
three  persons,  citizens  of  the  Choctaw  nation,  who  are  regular  graduates 
of  some  well-known  medical  college,  and  residents  of  said  nation  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  persons  not  citizens  of  this  nation,  who 
have  located-  or  may  locate  hereafter  within  the  limits  of  said  nation  for 
the  purpose  of  practising  medicine. 

§  2  Application  for  examination.  Any  person  desiring  to  come  be- 
fore the  board  for  examination,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  said 
board,  and  shall  accompany  such  application  with  sufficient  reference  of 
his  or  her  moral  character,  by  four  or  more  citizens  of  the  nation  of  good 
standing,  to  whom  the  applicant  is  known.  The  fee  for  examination  of 
each  applicant  shall  be  $25,  and  in  default  of  the  payment  of  which  in 
advance,  the  board  are  not  required  to  make  the  examination. 

§  3  Certificate  on  examination;  on  diploma.  If  an  applicant  shall 
stand  a  satisfactory  examination,  or  shall  hold  a  diploma  such  as  may  be 
satisfactory  to  said  board,  they  shall  grant  said  applicant  a  certificate  upon 
which  the  principal  chief  shall  authorize  the  judges  of  the  county  courts  to 
grant  a  permit  to  such  applicant  to  practise  medicine;  and  without  the 
authority  of  the  principal  chief  as  above  mentioned,  the  county  judge  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  granting  the  same. 

§  4  Violation.  Any  person,  not  a  citizen,  who  shall  practise  medicine  in 
this  nation  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  be  an 
intruder  and  dealt  with  accordingly,

§  316  Board  of  physicians;  appointment;  duty.  The  board  of  physicians 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  principal  chief  and  shall  be  composed  of  three 
regtilar  graduates  of  some  reputable  and  well  authenticated  medical  col- 
lege, and  who  are  engaged  in  the  regular  practice  of  medicine.  They  shall 
be  either  citizens  or  inter-married,  residing  in  the  Muskogee  nation.  They 
shall  examine  all  persons  who  desire  to  locate  in  this  nation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  practising  medicine. 
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§  317  Certificate  on  diploma.  Any  person  desiring  to  practise  medicine 
in  tliis  nation  shall  file  liis  diploma  with  the  board,  and  if,  upon  examina- 
tion, the  diploma  is  found  to  be  valid  and  authentic,  the  board  shall  give 
such  applicant  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
^ board;  which  certificate  thus  signed,  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  practise 
medicine  in  this  nation.  The  board  may  charge  and  collect  a  registration 
fee  of  $5  from  each  applicant. 

§  318  Certificate  on  examination.  Every  non-graduate  who  may  desire 
to  practise  medicine  in  this  nation,  shall  maiie  application  to  the  board,  and 
accompany  his  application  with  suflicient  proof  of  good  moral  character, 
together  with  a  fee  of  $25,  which  shall  be  a  fee  for  examination;  and  if  the 
board  shall  find  the  applicant  qualified  to  practise  medicine,  they  shall 
grant  him  a  certificate  which  shall  entitle  him  to  practise  in  this  nation. 

§  319  Violation.  Any  non-citizen  claiming  to  be  a  physician  who  shall 
fail  to  comply  with  these  requirements  shall  be  deemed  an  intruder  and  be 
dealt  with  accordingly;  and  the  examining  board  shall  report  to  the  prin- 
cipal chief  any  person  practising  medicine  in  violation  of  same. 

§  320  Druggists.  iSo  druggist  or  apothecary  shall  have  the  right  to 
prescribe  for  or  treat  any  patient  until  he  shall  first  have  coyiplied  with 
these  requirements  under  penalty  of  having  his  license  revoked. 

§  321  Recovery  of  charges,  l^hysicians  lawfully  practising  in  this  na- 
tion, may  collect  their  fees  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  con- 
dition as  other  debts  are  collected  before  any  of  the  courts  of  this  nation; 
provided,  that  such  rees  shall  not  exceed  $1  per  mile  for  distance  traveled 
in  visiting  the  patient  at  any  hoilr  of  day  or  night,  exclusive  of  obsteti'ics 
and  surgical  work.

§  5352  a  License  to  practise  required.    That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  this  state 
without  first- obtaining  a  license  so  to  do,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  5352  b  Certificate  by  state  board;  license  from  county  clerk,  etc. 
After  this  law  goes  into  effect  any  person  desiring  to  begin  the  practice  of 
medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  this  state,  shall  procure  from  the  state 
board  of  medical  registration  and  examination  a  certificate  that  such 
person  is  entitled  to  a  license  to  practise  medicine,  syrgery  and  obstetrics 
in  tlje  state  of  Indiana;  and  in  order  to  procure  such  certificate  the  appli- 
cant shall  submit  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registi-ation  and  examina- 
tion his  diploma,  with  an  atfidavit  setting  forth  the  'time  and  number  of 
terms,  duration  of  each  term,  applicant  was  required  to  be  in  attendance 
at  said  school  in  order  to  complete  said  course  of  study,  and  that  the 
affiant  is  the  person  to  whom  such  diploma  was  issued.  Sjuch  application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  attidavit  of  two  freeholders  resident  in  the 
same  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides,  stating  that  the  applicant 
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is  the  person  named  in  tlie  accompanying  diploma  and  application  for  a 
certificate.  All  diplomas  received  by  the  board  shall  be  returned  to  the 
person  owning  the  same,  and  for  failure  to  return  any  diploma  to  its  lawful 
owner  within  a  reasonable  time  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall  be  liable 
on  his  bond  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $25.  Such  applicant  shall  pay  to 
said  'board  the  sum  of  $10  at  the  time  of  making  such  application.  All 
persons  who  were  practising  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  in  the  state 
of  Indiana  on  March  8,  1897,  and  have  not  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  the  law,  and  desiring  to  continue  the  same,  shall,  on  or  before  July  11, 
1899,  obtain  a  certificate  that  they  are  entitled  to  do  so  by  presenting  to 
the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examination,  the  license  pos- 
sessed by  them  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  law,  together  with  an  affi- 
davit that  they  are  the  legal  possessors  of  the  sahie,  and  the  persons  men- 
tioned therein,  and  such  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  board  the  sum  of  $1  at 
the  time  of  mailing  such  application.  The  board  shall  thereupon  issue  to 
such  applicant  a  certificate,  which,  when  presented  to  the  county  clerli  of 
the  proper  county,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a  license  to  practise  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics  in  the  state  of  Indiana.  In  the  event  an  applicant 
for  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examina- 
tion shall  present  a  diploma  from  a  medical  college  which  is  not  recognized 
as  maintaining  a  sufficiently  high  grade  or  standard  of  medical  education 
as  defined  and  fixed  in  the  records  of  the  board,  the  applicant  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  being  examined"  as  to  his  qualifications  to  practise  medi- 
cine, surgery  and  obstetrics  in  such  manner  as  the  board  shalL  provide. 
And  if  he  shall  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  the  board  he  shall 
receive  a  certificate,  the  same  as  if  he  had  presented  a  satisfactory  diploma 
and  other  evidences  of  qualifications  for  the  practice  of  medicine.  But  if 
he  should  fail  to  pass  such  examination  he  shall  be  permitted  to  submit  to 
another  examination  within  12  months  from  the  time  of  the  first  examina- 
tion. He  shall  pay  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registration-  and  examina- 
tion the  sum  of  $25:  provided,  however,  that  payment  of  said  sum  of  $25- 
shall  entitle  him  to  a  reexamination  in  case  of  failure  at  the  first  or  any 
subsequent  examination:  apd  provided  further,  that  if  such  applicant  shall 
fail  to  pass  the  examination  prescribed  by  such  board  of  medical  registra- 
tion and  examination,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  circuit  or 
superior  court  of  the  proper  county,  requiring  such  board  to  show  cause 
why  such  applicant  should  not  be  permitted  to  practise  medicine,  surgery 
or  obstetrics  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  upon  the  applicant  giving  a  good  and 
satisfactory  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  coui-t,  to  secure  all  costs  of  suit 
should  the  appeal  be  determined  against  him.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the 
certificate  by  the  applicant  from  the  state  board  of  medical  registration 
and  examination,  the  applicant  shall,  upon  the  presentation  thereof  to  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resided,  receive  from  the  county  clerk  a 
license  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  within  the'  state  of 
Indiana.  The  person  receiving  such  license  shall  pay  to  thq  county  clerk 
50  cents  as  his  fee  for  issuing  and  recprding  such  license  as  hereinafter 
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provided.  In  case  of  change  of  residence  from  one  county  to  another 
within  this  state,  the  holder  of  a  physician's  license  shall  obtain  a  new 
license  in  the  county  where  he  proposes  to  reside,  by  tiling  with  the  county 
clerk  the  license  obtained  by  him  in  the  county  in  which  he  last  resided, 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  on  the  presentation  of  his  certificate 
from  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examination,  and  'the 
clerk  shall  issue  him  a  new  license.     lAs  amended  1899,  eft.  145,  §  1] 

§  5352  c  Certificate,  form  of.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  an  applicant  resides  to  issue  to  the  person  presenting  such 
certificate,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  a  license  under  his  official  seal  in 
the  following  form:

The  county  clerk  shall  enter  of  record  the  name,  age,  place  and  birth, 
address,  school  or  system  of  medicine  to  which  said  applicant  belongs,  and 
the  person  so  registering  shall  subscribe  to  and  verify  by  oath  before  such 
clerk  an  affidavit  concerning  such  facts,  which,  if  wilfully  false,  shall  sub-  ■ 
ject  the  affiant  to  conviction  for  perjury.  The  county  clerk  shall  furnish 
annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  to  the  state  board  of  medical  regis- 
tration and  examination,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  said  board,  a  duplicate 
list  of  all  certificates  received  and  licenses  issued  by  him  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  shall  include  therein  the  date  of  issue  of  said  license,  and 
the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  person  receiving  the  same. 

§  5352  d  App^ointment  of  state  board.  Within  30  days  after  this  law 
goes  into  effect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  of  the  state  of  Indiana 
to  appoint  a  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examination,  composed 
of  five  members,  who  shall  serve,  two  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one 
for  three  years  and  one  for  four  years;  and  their  successors  for  a  term  of 
four  years  each.  No  school  or  system  of  medicine  shall  have  a  majority 
representation  on  such  board.

largest  numerical  representation  In  the  state  shall  have  at  least  one  repre- 
sentative on  said  board.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  board  by  death, 
resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gov- 
ernor to  fill  the  vacancy  from  the  school  or  system  entitled  to  representa- 
tion by  virtue  of  such  vacancy.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  remove 
any  member  of  said  board  for  incompetency,  gross  immorality,  for  any 
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abuse  of  his  official  power,  or  for  other  good  cause,  and  may  fill  any 
vacancy  thus  occasioned  by  appointment.  Any  person  appointed  to  fill 
any  vacancy  on  such  board,  whether  occasioned  by  death,  resignation, 
removal  or  otherwise,  shall  hold  for  the  unexpii-ed  term  of  the  member 
whose  place  he  is  appointed  to  fill. 

§  5352e  State  board,  duties;  pay;  bonds,  etc.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of 
the  members  of  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examination 
to  meet  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  within  30  days  after  their  appointment, 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who 
shall  serve  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  following,  and  their  sue-, 
cessors  shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  annually  there- 
after. The  said  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January  and  July  of  each  year,  and  as  often  in  addition  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  properly  come  before 
it  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  for  the  transaction  of  its  business.  For  their 
services  the  members  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $6  per  day,  and  their  travel- 
ing expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  attendance  upon  the  business  of 
said  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  said  board  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  applications  for  certificates,  and  such  record  shall  contain  all 
the  facts  set  forth  in  such  applications,  including  the  action  of  the  board 
thereon,  and  shall  execute^all  orders  of  said  board,  and  the  secretary  shall 
have  for  such  service  the  sum  of  $250  per  annum,  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  of  said  board,  and  said  board  may  employ  a  clerk,  and  fix  his  salary 
at  not  more  than  $500  per  annum.  It  shall' be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  to  pay  quarterly  all  moneys  received  by  the  board  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  state,  which  moneys  shall  be  credited  to  a  separate  and  per- 
manent fund  for  medical  registration  and  examination,  Avhich  is  hereby 
created.  All  moneys  so  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  state  shall  remain  and  be 
a  separate  and  permanent  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  board  of 
registration  and  examination.  The  said  board  shall,  by  its  president  and 
secretary,  from  time  to  time,  certify  to  the  auditor  of  state,  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  said  board,  including  the  salaries  and  per  diem 
of  the  members,  and  the  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  same, 
which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  so  established  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  said  board:  provided,  that  no  order  shall  be  drawn  by  any  state  official 
on  any  fund  other  than  the  above  named  fund  for  any  salaries  of  the 
board  incident  to  the  administration  of  this-  act.  The  treasurer  and  secre- 
tary of  said  board  shall  each  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5000  with  sureties 
to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  which  bonds  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor 
of  state.  The  members  of  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  ex- 
amination are  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  matters  relating  to  the 
discharge  of  their  official  duties.  The  state  board  of  medical  registration 
and  examination  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  this  act,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  upon  the  complaint  of  the  board, 
to  prosecute  any  violation  of  this  act.  The  state  board  of  medical  registra- 
tion 8.nd  examination  shall  from  time  to  tirpe  establish  and  record  in  a 
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record,  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  a  schedule  of  the  minimum  require- 
ments which  must  be  complied  with  by  applicants  for  examination  for 
license  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  before  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  such  license.  The  said  board  shall  also,  in  like  manner, 
establish  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  such  record  a  schedule  of  the  mini- 
mum requirements  and  rules  for  the  recognition  of  medical  colleges,  so  as 
to  keep  these  requirements  up  to  the  average  standard  of  medical  educa- 
tion in  other  states.  After  the  year  1897  no  change  shall  be  made  in  such 
schedules  of  requirements  in  any  year,  after  the  month  of  January  of  such' 
year,  nor  shall  any  change  be  made  to  have  any  retroactive  effect,  or  that 
shall  affect  students  theretofore  matriculated.  Such  record  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  examination  by  the  public,  and  the  said  schedules  of 
requirements,  after  they  have  been  established  and  recorded,  and  all 
changes  made  therein,  shall  be  printed  in  circular  form,  and  mailed  to  all 
medical  colleges  in  the  state,  and  shall  also  be  furnished  to  any  person 
upon  application.  Said  board  shall  not,  in  the  establishment  of  the  afore- 
said schedule  of  requirements,  discriminate  for  or  against  any  school  or 
system  of  medicine,  nor  shall  it  prescribe  what  system  or  systems  of 
schools  of  medicine  shall  be  taught  in  any  of  the  colleges,  imiversities  or 
other  educational  institutions  of  the  state.  It  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  establish  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  reciprocal  recog- 
nition of  certificates  issued  by  other  states,  and  to  prevent  unjust  and 
arbitrary  exclusions  by  other  states  of  graduates  in  medicine  from  this 
state  who  have  filled  its  requirements.  When  an  application  for  a  certifi- 
cate is  made,  and  a  diploma  submitted,  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examination  to  detei*- 
mine,"  upon  the  evidence  presented,  whether  such  diploma  rightfully  be- 
longs to  and  was  issued  to  the  person  making  application  for  a  certificate, 
and  whether  the  medical  college  that  issued  the  diploma  maintains  a 
standard  of  medical  education  conforming  to  that  fixed  by  the  state  board 
of  medical  registration  and  examination,  and  whether  the  application 
otherwise  complies  with  the  rules  of  the  board.  If  tbo.'so  facts  are  shown 
by  competent  evidence,  it  shall  be  the  duty 'of  the  state  board  of  medical 
registration  and  examination  to  issue  a  certificate,  signed  by  its  president 
and  secretary,  and  under  its  official  seal,  stating  that  the  person  applying 
for  such  certificate  and  possessing  such  diploma  is  entitled  to  a  license  to 
practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  in  the  state  of  Indiana.  The 
board  at  its  discretion  may  authorize  the  secretary  to  issue  a  temporary 
permit  to  an  applicant,  for  the  interim  from  date  of  application  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  board.  The  state  board  of  medical  registration 
and  examination  shall  have  the  right  to  review  the  evidence  upon  which  a 
license  has  been  obtained,  and  if  it  shall  be  found  that  a 
license  has  been  obtained  by  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  the  board 
may  rcvole  sucli  license.  The  board  may  refuse  to  grant  a  cer- 
tificate to  any  person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross  immorality,  or 
addicted   to  the  use  of  liquor  or  dnig  habit  to  such   a  degree  as  to 
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render  him  unfit  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  and  may,  after  notice  and 
bearing,  revoke  a  certificate  for  like  cause.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from 
the  action  of  the  board.  If  any  person  holding  a  license  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  acts. 
the  license  of  such  person  may  be  revolved  by  the  board,  upon  the  finding 
and  judgment  as  hereinafter  provided  that  the  holder  thereof  has  been 
guilty  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  acts.  A  specific  written  charge, 
verified  by  affidavit,  must  be  presented  to  the  board,  making  definite  and 
specific  charges  of  such  offense  against  the  holder  of  such  license.  It  shall 
thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  refer  such  verified  charge  to  the 
circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  of  such  license  resides.  The 
clerli  of  such  court  shall  thereupon  docket  the  same  as  a  cause  pending  in 
said  court.  The  said  verified  charge  shall  be  treated  as  a  complaint,  and 
summons  shall  issue  thereupon  to  the  accused,  as  in  ordinary  civil  cases. 
The  accused  may  appear  and  plead  to  said  charge  and  issues  may  be 
formed  thereon,  as  in  civil  cases,  which  shall  thereupon  be  tried  by  the 
judge  of  said  circuit  court.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney 
of  said  circuit  to  appear  in  such  causes  and  represent  the  board.  The  only 
finding  and  judgment  in  such  cases  shall  be  guilty  or  not  guilty  as  to  each 
charge.  The  judgment  of  the  court  upon  such  charges  shall  be  at  once 
certified  to  the  board  by  the  clerk  of  said  court.  If  the  finding  of  the 
court  is  "  guilty  "  as  to  any  one  of  said  chai-ges,  said  board  may  thereupon 
make  an  order  revoking  such  license.  If  judgment  of  "  guilty  "  is  awarded 
in  such  cause,  the  costs  of  such  proceeding  shall  be  recovered  of  the 
accused  and  a  fee  of  $10  shall  be  taxed  therein  in  favor  of  the  prosecuting 
attorney.  1200  copies  of  the  annual  report  of  the. "board  to  the  governor 
shall  be  printed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  the  report  of  the  state  board  of 
health;  and  the  printing  and  stationery  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  printing  fund.

§  5852  f  Midwifery,  license  to  practise.  All  persons  practising  mid- 
wifery in  this  state,  and  who  have  practised  it  for  10  years  last  preceding 
March  8,  1897.  and  desiring  to  continue  the  same  shall,  on  or  before  July 
11,  1899,  make  application  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and 
examination  by  submitting  an  affidavit,  fully  attested,  giving  the  name, 
age,  residence,  the  length  of  time  during  which,  and  the  place  or  places 
at  which  the  applicant  has  been  engaged  in  such  practice,  and  the  special 
education,  if  any,  which  the  applicant  has  received  for  such  practice. 
Such  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  affidavits  of  two  freeholders, 
duly  attested,  that  the  applicant  is  known  to  them  as  the  person  applying 
for  a  certificate  to  practise  midwifery,  and  that  such  applicant  has  been 
engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  midwifery,  giving  the  location  or  loca- 
tions of  such  practice  for  the  last  10  years  previous  to  the  passage  of  this 
act.  Upon  such  application  and  the  payment  of  ?1  the  state  board  of 
medical  registration  and  examination  shall  issue  to  tlio  applicant  a  certifi- 
cate which  shall,  when  presented  to  the  county  clerk,  entitle  the  holder 
to  a  license  to  praptise  midwifery  in  this  state.    All  person^  desiring  to 
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enter  Into  the  practice  of  midwifery  in  this  state  after  this  law  goes  into 
effect  shall  present  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examina- 
tion their  diplomas,  duly  attested,  and  procured  from  an  obstetrical  school 
of  such  standing  as  shall  be  recognized  and  determined  by  the  board. 
Such  applicant  shall  pay  to  said  board  the  sum  of  $5  at  the  time  of  making 
such  application;  or  such  applicant  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  mid- 
wifery as  the  board  shall  require,  and  pay  a  fee  of  $10.  Such  evidence  of 
qualification  being  satisfactory-  to  the  board,  it  shall  issue  a  certificate 
entitling  the  holder  to  a  license  from  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
applicant  resides,  which  license  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  practise  mid- 
wifery in  this  state.  The  license  thus  issued  shall  conform  to  all  require- 
ments of  registration  imposed  upon  physicians'  licenses  in  §  2  of  this  act, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  revocation  for  the  same  cause  as  provided  in  §  5 
in  case  of  license  to  physicians.

§  5352 g  Act  construed;  family  remedies.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
(so]  construed  as  to  discriminate  against  any  school  or  system  of  medi- 
cine, or  to  prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  cases  of  emergency,  or  to  the 
administration  of  family  remedies.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  com- 
missioned ofiicer  of  the  United  States,  army,  navy  or  marine,  hospital  ser- 
vice in  the  discbarge  of  his  oflScial  duties,  nor  to  any  physician  or  surgeon 
who  is  legally  qualified  to  practise  in  the  state  or  territory  in  which  he

§  5352  h  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  To  open  an  office  for  such  pur- 
pose or  to  announce  to  the  public  in  any  way  a  readiness  to  practise  medi- 
cine in  any  county  of  the  state,  or  to  prescribe  for,  or  to  give  surgical 
assistance  to  those  suffering  from  disease,  injury  or  defdrmity.  shall  be  to 
engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  53521  Penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  niodioine.  surgery  or 
obstetrics  In  this  state  without  having  a  license  duly  issued  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  ^e  fined  not  ]ew  tban  $25  nor  Piore  than  $300.

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§  2576  Board  of  medical  examiners;  examinations;  certificates.  Tlie 
_  «tate  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  consist  of  the  physicians  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  shall  be 
secretary  thereof.  It  shall  hold  regular  meetings  in  May  and  November 
and  special  ones  as  may  be  necessary,  due  notice  thereof  being  given,  at 
which  it  shall  discharge  the  duties  contemplated  by  this  chapter.  All

The 
average  required  to  pass  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  prior  to  the  examina- 
tion. Each  applicant  shall,  upon  obtaining  an  order  for  examination, 
receive  from  the  secretary  a  confidential  number  which  he  shall  place  upon 
his  work  when  completed,  so  that  the  board,  in  passing  thereon,  shall  not 
know  by  whom  it  was  prepared.  •  All  matters  connected  therewith  shall  be 
filed  with  the  secretary  and  preserved  for  five  years  as  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  board,  during  which  time  they  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion. If  the  examination  is  satisfactory  to  five  members  of  the  board,  it 
shall  issue  its  certificate,  under  its  seal,  signed  by  its  president,  secretary 
and  not  less  than  three  other  members,  who  may,  in  the  absence  of  the 
others,  act  as  an  examining  board,  and  the  different  schools  of  medicine 
represented  in  the  board  of  health  shall  be  represented  in  said  number. 
The  certificate,  while  in  force,  shall  confer  upon  the  holder  the  right  to 
practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  and  be  conclusive  evidence 
thereof.  Graduates  from  legally  authorized  medical  schools,  which  in  the 
■opinion  of  the  board  are  of  good  standing,  holding  genuine  diplomas  there- 
from, upon  presentation  of  the  same,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  .$5,  and 
such  proof  as  may  be  required  touching  the  genuineness  and  ownership  of 
the  diploma  and  the  character  and  standing  of  the  school  issuing  it,  shall 
be  by  the  board  granted  certificates,  signed  as  above  provided,  conferring 
the  right  to  practise  as  under  certificates  issued  upon  examination.  In  all 
examinations  made  or  proceedings  had  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  any  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  and  take  testi- 
mony in  any  manner  authorized  by  law.  Any  one  failing  in  his  examina- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  one,  within  three  months  thereafter, 
without  further  fee.  If  any  person  shall  by  notice  in  writing  apply  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  for  an  examination  or  a  reexamination,  and  it  fails 
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or  neglects  for  three  months  thereafter  to  give  him  the  same,  he  may,  not- 
withstanding any  provision  of  this  chapter,  practise  medicine  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  without  the  required  certificate.

shall  not  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  the  state. 

§  2579  Who  deemed  practitioner.  Any  person  shall  be  held  as  prac- 
tising medicine,  sucgery  or  obstetrics,  or  to  be  a  physician,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  chapter,  who  shall  publicly  profess  to  be  a  physician, 
surgeon  or  obstetrician,  and  assume  the  duties,  or  who  shall  make  a  prac- 
tice of  prescribing  or  of  prescribing  and  furnishing  medicine  for  the  sick, 
or  who  shall  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  heal;  but  it  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prohibit  students  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics,  who 'have  had  not 
less  than  two  courses  of  lectures  in  a  medical  school  of  good  standing, 
from  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  or  gratuitous  service 
in  case  of  emergency,  nor  to  prevent  the  advertising,  selling  or  prescribing 
natural  mineral  waters  flowing  from  wells  or  springs,  nor  shall  it  apply  to 
surgeons  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy,  nor  of  the  marine  hospital 
service,  nor  to  physicians  or  midwives  who  have  obtained  from  the  board 
of  examiners  a  certificate  permitting  them  to  practise  medicine,  surgery 
or  obstetrics  without  a  diploma  from  a  medical  school  or  examination  by 
the  board,  nor  to  physicians  as  defined  herein,  who  have  been  in  practice 
in  this  state  for  five  consecutive  years,  three  years  of  which  time  shall 
have  been  in  one  locality,  nor  to  filling  prescriptions  by  a  registered  phar- 
macist, nor  to  the  advertising  and  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines. 

§  2580  Penalties.  Any  person  who  shall  present  to  the  board  of  medical 
examiners  a  fraudulent  or  false  diploma,  or  one  of  which  he  is  not  the 
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rightful  owner,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  certificate  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  shall  file,  or  attempt  to  file,  with  the  recorder  of  any  county  in 
the  state  the  certificate  of  another  as  his  own,  or  who  shall  falsely  per- 
sonate any  one  to  whom  a  certificate  has  been  granted  by  such  board,  or 
shall  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  the  state  without  having 
first  obtained  and  filed  for  record  the  certificate  herein  required,  and  who 
is  not  embraced  in  any  of  the  exceptions  contained  in  this  chapter,  or  who 
continues  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  after  the  revocation 
of  his  certificate,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $300,  nor  more  than  $500,  and  costs  of  prose- 
cution, and  shall  stand  committed  to  the  county  jail  until  such  fine  is  paid; 
and  whoever  shall  file  or  attempt  to  file  with  the  recorder  of  any  county 
in  the  state  the  certificate  of  another  with  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom 
it  was  granted  or  issued  erased,  and  the  claimant's  name  inserted,  or  who 
shall  file  or  attempt  to  file  with  the  board  of  medical  examiners  any  false 
or  forged  aflidavit  of  identification,  shall  be  guilty  of  forgery. 

§  2581  Itinerant  physician.  Every  physician  practising  medicine,  sur- 
gery or  obstetrics,  or  professing  or  attempting  to  treat,  cure  or  heal  dis- 
eases, ailments  or  injuries  by  any  medicine,  appliance  or  method,  who  goes 
from  place  to  place,  or  from  house  to  house,  or  by  circulars,  letters  or 
advertisements,  solicits  persons  to  meet  him  for  professional  treatment,  at 
places  other  than  his  ofl3ce  at  the  place  of  his  residence,  shall  be  considered 
an  itinerant  physician;  and  any  such  itinerant  physician  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  certificate  elsewhere  provided  for  in  this  chapter,  procure  from  the 
state  board  of  medical  examiners  a  license  as  an  itinerant  for  which  he 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  state  for  use  of  the  state  of  Iowa  the  sum  of 
$250  per  annum.  Upon  payment  of  this  sum,  the  secretary  shall  issue  to 
the  applicant  therefor  a  license  to  practise  within  the  state,  as  an  itinerant 
physician,  for  one  year  from  the  date  thereof.  The  board  may,  for  satis- 
factory reasons,  refuse  to  issue  such  license,  or  may  cancel  such  license 
upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  incompetency  or  gross  immorality.  Any 
person  practising  medicine  as  an  itinerant  physician,  as  herein  defined, 
without  having  procured  such  license  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $300,  nor  more 
than  $500,  and  costs,  and  shall  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  until  such 
fine  is  paid:  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  any  physician  otherwise  legally  qualified  from  attending  patients 
in  any  part  of  the  state  to  whom  he  may  be  called  in  the  regular  course 
of  business,  or  in  consultation  with  other  physicians. 

§  2582  Examination  and  diploma  required.  From  and  after  Jan.  1, 
1899,  all  persons  beginning  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state  of  Iowa 
must  submit  to  an  examination  as  set  forth  in  this  chapter,  and,  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  shall  present  diplomas  from  medical  colleges  recognized  as  In 
good  standing  by  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  and  all  persons 
receiving  their  diplomas  subsequent  to  Jan.  1,  1899,  shall  present  evidence 
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of  having  attended  four  full  courses  of  study  of  not  less  than  26  weeks 
each,  no  two  of  which  shall  have  been  given  in  any  one  year. 

§  2583  Fees;  compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board  of  examiners 
shall  receive  out  of  the  fund  created  by  the  payment  of  fees  by  applicants 
for  examination  or  certificates,  the  sum  of  $8  for  each  day  and  necessary 
traveling  expenses,  for  the  time  he  is  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  board,  and  the  secretary  shall  receive  his 
necessary  expenses  incurred  for  services  which  can  not  be  performed  at 
the  capitol.  All  printing,  postage,  and  other  contingent  office  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid 
from  said  fund.  Any  balance  of  said  funds  remaining  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  state  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund.  [As  amended  1898,

§  1  "Who  may  practise;  fee;  registration.  Any  person  holding  a  diploma 
from  a  legally  incorporated  and  regularly  conducted  school  of  osteopathy 
of  good  repute  as  such,  and  wherein  the  course  of  study  comprises  a  term 
of  at  least  20  months  or  four  terms  of  five  months  each,  in  actual  attend- 
ance at  such  school,  and  shall  include  instructions  in  the  following 
branches,  to  wit:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology,  pathology, 
gynecology,  obstetrics  and  theory  and  practice  of  osteopathy,  shall  upon 
the  presentation  of  such  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
and  satisfying  such  board  that  they  are  the  legal  holders  thereof,  shall  be 
granted  by  such  board,  a  certificate  permitting  such  person  to  practise 
osteopathy  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  upon  payment  to  said  board  of  a  fee  of 
$20,  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  county  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  the  holder  desires  to  practise  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  fee 
of  $1. 

§  2  Limitation  of  certificate.  The  certificate  provided  for  in  the  fore- 
going section,  shall  not  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  presoribe  or  use 
drugs  in  his  practice,  nor  to  perform  major  or  operative  surgery. 

§  3  Misrepresentation;  penalty.  Any  person  who  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  such  certificate  shall  falsely  represent  himself  or  herself  to  be 
the  legal  holder  of  any  such  diploma,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $100. 

§  4  Revocation.  Any  such  certificate  may  be  revoked  by  the  state  board 
of  health  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  fraudulent  misrepresentation  in  prd- 
curing  the  same  or  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  certificate  and 
for  any  gross  immorality  by  the  holder  thereof. 

§  5  Osteopathy  not  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  system,  method  or 
science  of  treating  diseases  of  the  human  body  commonly  known  as  osteop- 
athy Is  hereby  declared  not  to  be  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  or  ob- 
Btetrics  within  the  meaning  of  §  2579,  title  12,  ch.  17  of  the  code.

§  392  Qualifications  of  practitioners.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son within  the  limit  of  the  state  of  Kansas  who  has  not  attended  two  full 
courses  of  instruction  and  graduated  in  some  respectable  school  of  medi- 
cine, either  of  the  United  States  or  some  foreign  country,  or  who  can  not 
produce  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  some  state  or  county  medical 
society,  and  is  not  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  to  practise  medicine 
in  any  of  its  departments  for  reward  or  compensation,  for  any  siclv  person 
within  the  state  of  Kansas;  provided,  that  in  all  cases  when  any  person 
has  been  continuously  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  a  period  of 
10  years  or  more,  he  shall  be  considered  to  have  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  that  where  persons  have  been  in  continuous  prac- 
tice of  medicine  for  five  years  or  more  they  shall  be  allowed  two  years  in 
which  to  comply  with  such  provisions. 

§  393  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  living  in  the  state  of  Kansas, 
or  any  person  coming  into  said  state,  who  shall  practise  or  attempt  to  prac- 
tise medicine  in  any  of  its  departments,  or  perform  or  attempt  to  perform 
any  surgical  operation  upon  any  person  within  the  limits  of  said  state  in 
violation  of  §  1  of  this  act  [the  preceding  section]  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  fined  in  not  less  than  [.$]  50  nor  more  than  $100  for  such  offense;

receive  compensation  for  service  rendered;  provided,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  in  any  way  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  person  practising

§  2G11  Medical  register  to  be  kept  by  county  clerk;  duties  and  reports; 
fees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  to  purchase  a 
book  of  suitable  size,  to  be  known  as  the  "medical  register"  of  the  county, 
and  to  set  apart  one  full  page  for  the  registration  of  each  physician;  and 
when  any  physician  shall  die  or  remove  from  the  county  he  shall  make  a 
note  of  the  same  at  the  bottom  of  the  page;  and  said  clerk  shall,  on  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  transmit  to  the  oflJce  of  the  state  board  of 
health  a  duly  certified  list  of  the  physicians  of  said  county  registered  under 
this  law,  together  with  such  other  information  as  is  hereinafter  required, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  this  law;  and  such  clerk 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  50  cents  from  each  physician  so  registered,  which 
shall  be  his  full  compensation  for  all  the  duties  required  under  this  law.

§  2612  Physicians  to  register  before  practising;  facts  to  be  stated 
under  oath.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practise  medicine  in 
any  of  its  branches,  within  the  limits  of  this  state,  who  has  not  exhibited 
and  registered  in  the  county  clerk's  ofl3ce  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides 
his  authority  for  so  practising  medicine  as  herein  prescribed,  together  with 
his  age,  address,  place  of  birth,  and  the  school  or  system  of  medicine  to 
which  he  proposes  to  belong;  and  the  person  so  registering  shall  subscribe 
and  verify  by  oath  before  such  clerli  an  affidavit  containing  such  facts, 
which,  if  wilfully  false,  shall  subject  the  affiant  to  conviction  and  punish- 
ment for  perjury.

§  2613  Certificate  from  state  board  of  health;  authority  to  practise; 
to  whom  issued;  fee.  Authority  to  practise  medicine  under  this  law  shall 
be  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  health,  and  said  board  shall,  upon 
application,  issue  a  certificate  to  any  reputable  physician  who  is  practising, 
or  who  desires  to  begin  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  state,  who  possesses 
any  of  the  following  qualifications:  1)  a  diploma  from  a  reputable  medical 
college  legally  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this  state;  2)  a  diploma  from  a 
reputable  and  legally  chartered  medical  college  of  some  other  state  or 
country,  indorsed  as  such  by  the  state  board  of  health;  3)  satisfactory  evi- 
dence from  the  person  claiming  the  same, that  such  person  was  reputably 
and  honorably  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  state  prior  to 
February  23,  1864;  4)  satisfactory  evidence  from  any  person  who  was 
reputably  and  honorably  engaged  in  the  pra'ctice  of  medicine  in  this  state 
prior  to  February  23,  1884,  who  has  passed  a  satisfactory  practical  exam- 
ination before  said  board.  Applicants  may  present  their  credentials  by 
mail  or  proxy,  and  the  board  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  such  applicants 
as  are  entitled  thereto  as  though  the  applicant  was  present.  All  certificates 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of 
the  board,  and  not  more  than  $2  shall  be  charged  for  any  certificate. 

§  2614  Itinerant  doctors  not  entitled  to  register.  Nothing  in  this  law 
shall  be  construed  as  to  authorize  any  itinerant  doctor  to  register  or  to 
practise  medicine  in  any  county  in  this  state. 

§  2615  Certificate;  when  state  board  may  refuse  to  issue;  appeal.  The 
state  board  of  health  may  refuse  to  issue  the  certificate  provided  for  in 
§  2613  of  this  article  to  any  individual  guilty  of  grossly  unprofessional  con- 
duct of  a  character  likely  to  deceive  or  defraud  the  public,  and  it  may,  after 
due  notice  and  hearing,  revoke  such  certificate  for  like  cause.  In  all  cases 
of  refusal  or  revocation,  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  governor,  who 
may  affirm  or  overrule  the  decision  of  the  board,  and  this  decision  shall  be 
final. 

§  2616  All  systems  of  medicine  to  be  treated  alike;  persons  to  whom 
law  does  not  apply.

To  open  an  office  for 
such  purpose,  or  to  announce  to  the  public  in  any  way  a  readiness  to  treat 
the  sick  or  afflicted  shall  be  deemed  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act.

§  1  Who  may  practise.  That  from  and  after  the  promulgation  of  this 
act  no  person  excepting  those  already  engaged  under  existing  laws  in  the 
practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  midwifery  and  dentists  shall  practise  medi- 
■cine  in  any  of  its  departments  within  the  state  of  Louisiana  unless  such 
person  shall  possess  all  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act. 

§  2  Applicant's  diploma.  That  after  the  promulgation  of  this  act  any 
person  before  entering  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches, 
dentists  excepted,  shall  present  to  th6  board  of  medical  examiners,  as  here- 
inafter constituted,  a  diploma  from  a  medical  college  in  good  standing; 
•said  standing  to  be  determined  by  the  board,  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  the  board  upon  the  following  branches  to  wit:  anatomy, 
(physiology,  chemistry,  principles  of  medicine,  obstetrics,  physical  diag- 
nosis, surgery,  materia  medica  and  hygiene.  The  person  shall  also  satisfy 
the  board  that  he  or  she  is  21  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and 
possesses  at  least  a  fair  primary  education.  If  said  diploma  and  exam- 
ination are  satisfactory  to  the  board  they  shall  issue  to  such  person  a 
<;ertificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts. 

§  3  Medical  examiners.  That  the  medical  examiners  herein  provided 
for  shall  consist  of  two  boards — one  of  physicians  and  surgeons  recom- 
mended by  the  Louisiana  state  medical  society  and  one  of  physicians  and

surgeons  recommended  by  the  Hahnemann  state  medical  society.  There- 
shall  be  five  members  of  each  board,  any  three  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  examination  and  granting  a  cer- 
tificate. All  the  members  of  both  boards  shall  be  graduated  physicians 
and  practitioners.  The  board  composed  of  physicians  and  surgeons  recom- 
mended by  the  Louisiana  state  medical  society  shall  examine  all  applicants 
who  propose  to  practise  any  qther  than  the  homeopathic  system  of  medi- 
cine, and  the  board  composed  of  physicians  and  surgeons  recommended 
by  the  Hahnemann  state  medical  society  shall  examine  all  applicants  who 
propose  to  practise  the  homeopathic  system  of  medicine.  The  certificate 
of  either  board  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the  applicant 
examined  by  said  board.  All  examinations  held  by  the  boards  and  the 
answers  of  the  applicants  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  filed  and  kept 
as  records.  All  members  of  both  boards  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state  "from  a  list  of  names  presented  by  the  Louisiana  state 
medical  society  and  the  Hahnemann  state  medical  society,  and  the  gover- 
ror  shall  have  the  right  to  remove  any  or  all  the  members  thereof  for  in- 
efficiency or  neglect  of  duty,  and  to  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  these 
boards  from  names  recommended  hy  their  respective  societies. 

§  4  Organization,  term  of  office.  That  the  first  boards  of  medical 
examiners  appointed  under  this  act  shall  meet  and  organize  within  30  days 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment  and  shall  name  one  member  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  member  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one 
member  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  member  for  the  term  of  five  j^ears 
and  one  member  for  the  term  of  six  years,  deciding  by  lot.  or  agreement 
among  themselves  as  to  their  respective  terms.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
above  terms  each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  for  the  term 
of  six  years  from  names  recommended  by  their  respective  state  medical 
societies. 

§  5  Midwives,  examinatidn.  That  every  person  practising  midwifery 
in  this  state,  on  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  within  90  days  thereafter, 
register  with  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  in  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
and  with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  the  other  parishes  of  the  state, 
in  the  manner  provided  for  physicians,  giving  her  age  and  length  of  time, 
and  the  place  or  places  during,  and  at  which,  she  has  been  engaged  in  said 
practice,  and  make  affidavit  thereto,  and  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  health  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
in  the  other  parishes  of  the  state,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  fee  of  ?1.  Said 
secretary  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  or  clerk  of  the 
district  court  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  the  one  so  registering  In  accord- 
ance with  the  facts  herein  set  forth,  upon  a  blank  form  to  be  furnished  by 
the  state  board  of  health,  which  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  practise  mid- 
wifery in  the  parish  in  which  said  certificate  is  issued.  The  clerks  of  the 
district  courts  of  the  several  parishes  of  the  state.  Orleans  excepted,  shall 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  make  returns  to  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board  of  health  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  of  all  such  certificates  ott 
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record  iu  bis  office.  All  persons  beginning  tbe  practice  of  midwifery  in  this 
state  after  tbe  passage  of  this  act  shall  appear  before  one  of  the  state 
boards  of  examiners  and  submit  to  such  examination  in  midwifery  as  the 
board  shall  require,  and  if  such  examination  is  .satisfactory  the  said  board 
shall  upon  receipt  of  $5  issue  a  certificate  the  same  as  provided  for  mid- 
wives  in  practice  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  which  certificate 
shall  be  registered  as  in  the  manner  provided  for  midwives  in  practice  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  but  for  such  registration  with  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  or  with  the  clerk  of  a  district  court 
the  holder  of  said  certificate  shall  be  I'equired  to  pay  a  fee  of  50  cents 
only.  This  section  does  not  apply  to  the  so-called  midwife  of  rural  districts 
and  plantation  practice,  who,  in  the  sense  of  this  act,  are  not  considered 
as  practising  midwifery  as  a  profession. 

§  6  Examiners,  officers,  seal.  That  the  boards  of  medical  examiners 
are  authorized  to  elect  such  officers  and  form  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  boards.  The' boards  shall  have  a 
common  seal,  and  the  president  and  secretary  of  their  respective  boards 
shall  be  empowered  to  administer  oaths  in  the  taking  of  testimony  upon 
any  matters  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  said  boards. 

§  7  Meetings  of  board.  That  the  board  of  examiners  shall  hold  twa 
regular  meetings  each  year,  one  in  the  city  of  Orleans,  and  one  in  the  city 
of  Monroe,  La.,  but  the  president  of  the  board  may  call  meetings  else- 
where in  the  state  whenever  the  board  may  deem  it  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient. The  call  to  be  issued  by  the  secretary  and  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent. 

§  8  Temporary  certificates.  That  to  prevent  delay  and  inconvenience, 
one  member  of  a  boards  of  medical  examiners  may  grant  a  permit,  after 
a  satisfactory  examination,  to  any  applicant,  and  shall  report  thereon  ta 
the  boards  at  the  next  regular  meeting;  such  temporary  permit  shall  not 
continue  in  force  longer  than  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  boards, 
but  such  temporary  permit  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  within  six  months 
after  the  applicant  has  been  refused  a  permit  by  the  boards. 

§  9  Certificates,  how  recorded.  That  the  certificates  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  §  2  of  this  act  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  of  the  parish.  In  which  he  or  she  resides,  who  shall  make 
this  recordation  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  only,  and  also  cer- 
tify to  such  recordation  by  an  indorsement  on  the  original  certificate,  which 
the  holder  thereof  shall  transmit  or  deliver  to  the  state  board  of  health; 
and  the  clerk  recording  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  $1.  Such- 
certificate  transmitted  or  delivered  to  the  state  board  of  health  shall  entitle 
the  holder  to  be  placed  on  the  list  of  registered  physicians  and  surgeons, 
the  publication  of  which  is  hereinafter  provided  for.  Said  board  of 
health  shall  preserve  such  certificates,  and  a  copy  thereof,  signed  by  its 
secretary,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  the  courts  of  this  state;  and  for 
sxich  copy  a  fee  of  50  cents  shall  be  paid.  Until  such  recordation  is  made, 
the  holder  of  such  certificate  shall  not  exercise  any  of  the  rights  or  privi- 
leges therein  conferred  to  practise  medicine. 
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§  10  List  to  be  published.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board 
of  health  to  publish  annually  in  the  official  journal  of  the  state  (and  if 
there  be  no  such  journal,  in  one  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans)  a  list  of  the  registered  physicians  and  surgeons  in 
the  state  and  their  residences;  and  such  published  list  shall  be  received 
in  evidence  by  the  courts  of  this  state  as  proof  that  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  therein  named  are  duly  registered  by  required  by  law,  and  the 
said  state  board  of  health  is  hereby  required  to  strike  from  said  list  the 
name  of  any  person  whose  certificate  may  have  been  revoked  by  the  state 
boards  of  medical  examiners,  as  herein  provided  for. 

§  11  Compensation  of  examiners.  That  the  members  of  said  boards 
•of  medical  examiners  shall  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
$10  per  day  during  their  session,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  their  hotel  and 
traveling  expenses  by  the  most  direct  route  to^  and  from  their  respective 
places  of  residence,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the 
boards  upon  the  certificate  of  the  president  and  secretary.  The  boards 
are  empowered  to  demand  a  fee  of  [$]  1  for  the  issuing  of  each  certificate. 
The  fee  for  examination  shall  be  $10.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination,  and  no  certificate  is  issued  to  him  or  her,  $5  only 
of  his  or  her  fee  is  to  be  retained.  The  fee  for  certificate  of  temporary 
permit  shall  be  $5,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  boards,  said  fee  to 
be  accredited  to  the  applicant  when  he  applies  to  the  board  for  a  permanent 
permit 

§  12  Itinerant  venders  of  drugs.  That  any  itinerant  vender  of  any 
drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  application  of  any  kind,  intended  for  the 
treatment  of  disease  or  injury  or  who  may,  by  writing,  print  or  other 
methods,  profess  to  cure  or  treat  disease  or  deformity  by  any  drug,  nos- 
trum, manipulation,  or  other  expedient  in  this  state,  shall  if  found  guilty, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $25  and  not  exceeding  $100  for  each 
offense,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  10 
■days  or  more  than  30  days,  or  be  both  fined  and  imprisoned. 

§  13  Who  will  be  considered  as  practising.  That  any  person  shall  be 
regarded  as  practising  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  append  the  letters  M.  D.  or  M.  B.  to  his 
or  her  name  or  repeatedly  prescribe  or  direct,  for  the  use  of  any  person, 
or  persons,  any  drug  or  medicine  or  other  agency  for  the  treatment,  cure 
or  relief  of  any  bodily  injury,  infirmity  or  disease.  This  act  shall  not 
apply  to  farmers  and  planters  when  exclusively  practising,  without  com- 
pensation, on  their  employees  and  tenants. 

§  14- Penalties  for  violation.  That  if  any  person  shall  practise  medi- 
■clne  In  any  of  its  departments.  In  this  state,  without  first  having  obtained 
the  certificate  herein  provided  for,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  the  board,  of  medical  examiners  created  by  this  act  may  through  their 
respective  presidents  cause  to  issue  in  any  competent  court  a  writ  of  In- 
junction forbidding  and  enjoining   said   person   from   further   practising 
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medicine  in  any  of  its  departments  in  tliis  state,  until  sucli  person  shall 
have  first  obtained  the  certificate  herein  provided  for  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  That  said  injunction  shall  not  be  subject  to  being 
released  upon  bond.  That  in  the  same  suit  in  which  said  injunction  may 
be  applied  for,  the  said  boards  through  their  respective  presidents  afore- 
said, may  sue  for  and  demand  of  the  defendant  a  penalty  not  to  exceed 
$100;  and  in  addition  thereto  attorney's  fees  not  to  exceed  $50,  besides 
the  costs  of  court;  judgment  for  which  penalty,  attorney's  fees,  and  costs 
may  be  rendered  in  the  same  judgment  In  which  the  injunction  may  be 
made  absolute.  That  the  trial  of  said  proceeding  shall  be  summary,  and 
be  tried  by  the  judge  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury. 

§  15  B/evocation  of  certificates.  That  the  said  boards  shall  have 
power  to  revoke  any  permit  or  certificate  issued  by  them  whenever  it 
shall  appear  that  the  physician  thus  licensed  has  been  convicted  of  im- 
moral conduct  before  a  competent  court. 

§  16  Disabilities  imposed,  when.  That  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
in  any  of  its  departments,  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act  shall  not  be  exempt  from  jury  or  military  duty,  nor  be  permitted 
to  collect  any  fees  or  charges  for  services  rendered  nor  be  allowed  to 
testify  as  a  medical  or  surgical  expert  in  any  court  in  this  state,  nor 
■execute  any  certificate  as  a  physician  or  surgeon,  or  to  hold  any  medical 
office  nor  to  be  recognized  by  the  state  or  parish  or  municipal  corporation 
as  a  physician  or  surgeon;  nor  shall  be  entitled  to  enjoy  any  of  the  privi- 
leges, rights  or  exemptions  granted  to  physicians  or  surgeons  by  the  laws 
of  this  state. 

§  17  To  whom  act  is  not  applicable.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  any  commissioned  surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy,  or  marine 
hospital  service;  to  physicians  or  surgeons  from  other  states  or  territories 
in  actual  consultation  with  a  registered  physician  of  this  state;  nor  to 
any  physician  actually  practising  in  this  state  before  the  passage  of  this 
act  and  in  accordance  with  then  existing  laws. 

§  18  Annual  report  of  board.  That  the  said  boards  shall  report  to  the 
prosecuting  officer  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  all  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  They  shall  report,  annually,  to  the  governor  of  the 
state  upon  the  condition  of  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state,  its 
recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the  practice,  as  well  as  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  during  the  y^ar;  together  with  the  names 
of  all  physicians  or  surgeons  to  whom  the  said  board  shall  have  issued 
certificates  during  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  §  2  of 
this  act. 

§  19  Revenues  of  board;  counsel.    That  it  shalla  be  lawful  for  the  said 
board,  of  medical  examiners  or  any  member  thereof,  in  any  manner,  what- 
ever, or  for  any  purpose,  to  charge  or  obligate  the  state  of  Louisiana  for 
the  payment  of  any  money  except  as  provided  for  in  act  44  of  the  acts  - 
of  1882  relating  to  the  publication  of  registered  physicians,  etc.,  and  the 

a  Law  of  1894,  which  is  here  amended,  reads  "  That  It  shall  not,"  and  this  should  probably  so  read. 
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said  boards  shall  look  alone  to  the  revenue  derived  from  the  operation 
of  this  act  for  the  compensation  designated  in  §  11  of  this  act.  And  if 
said  revenue  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  each  member  in  full,  as  per  §  11, 
then  the  amount  thus  received  shall  be  prorated  among  the  members.  But 
if  at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  should  be  a  greater  revenue  derived  than 
sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  board  at  all  their  sessions  for  the 
year,  as  provided  in  §  7,  such  surplus  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  to  be 
used  in  the  expenditures  of  the  boards  during  the  succeeding  year.  Pro- 
vided that  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall  have  the  right  to  em- 
ploy counsel  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  said  counsel  to  be  paid 
only  out  of  the  attorney's  fees  recovered  by  him  or  them  respectively  as 
part  of  the  penalty  provided  in  §  14  of  this  act  and  that  the  cost  for  all 
proceedings  taken  under  the  provisions  of  §  14  of  this  act  shall  be  pay- 
able out  the  revenues  including  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions^ 

of  this  act. 
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§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  term.  The  governor  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  six  persons,  residents 
in  this  state,  who  shall  be  graduates  of  a  legally  chartered  medical  col- 
lege or  university  having  the  power  to  confer  degrees  in  medicine,  and 
■who  shall  have  been  actively  employed  in  the  practice  of  their  profession 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  registration  of 
medicine.  Such  persons  shall  be  appointed' and  hold  office  for  terms  of 
two,  four,  and  six  years  respectively,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  July 
In  the  present  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  and  there- 
after the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  ap- 
point on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  every  other  year,  two  persons  quali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  to  hold  office  for  six  years  from  the  last  named  day.  No 
member  of  said  board  shall  belong  to  the  faculty  of  any  medical  college  or 
university.  Vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  for  the  establishment  of  the  original  board  and  the 
person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  office  during  the  unexpirect 
term  of  the  member  whose  place  he  fills.  Any  member  of  said  board  may 
be  removed  from  office  for  icause  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council  and  not  more  than  two  members  of  said  board  shall 
at  one  time  be  members  of  any  one  chartered  state  medical  society. 

§  2  Organization;  meetings;  powers.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  July  next,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  a 
chairman  and  secretary  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  ^the 
term  of  two  years.  The  secretary  shall  give  to  the  state  treasurer  a  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  ?1000.  with  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
governor  and  council,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 
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The  said  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings,  one  in  March,  one  in  July 
and  one  in  November  of  each  year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  it  may  determine.  Said  board  shall  cause  a  seal  to 
be  engraved  and  shall  keep  correct  records  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  minor  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  successful  enforcement  of  this  act. 

§  3  Notification  of  practitioners;  who  may  register  without  examina- 
tion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  immediately  upon  its  organiza- 
tion, to  notify  all  persons  practising  medicine  or  surgery  for  gain  or  hire 
as  a  livelihood  in  this  state,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  publication 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  each  county,  and  §very  such  person  who 
is  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical  college  or  university  having 
power  to  confer  degrees  in  medicine,  and  every  person  who  has  been  a 
practitioner  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  for  a  period  of  three  years 
next  prior  to  the  passage  hereof,  shall  upon  exhibition  of  satisfactory  proof 
thereof  to  said  board  and  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2  be  entitled  to 
registration,  and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
chairman  and  secretary  and  sealed,  and  said  certificate  shall  state 
the  facts  and  the  cause  of  said  registration,  and  must  be  publicly  dis- 
played at  the  person's  principal  place  of  business  as  long  as  said  person 
continues  such  practice  for  gain  or  hire. 

§  4  Applicants  for  examination;  certificate;  revocation  of  certificate; 
disposition  of  fees.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  be  entitled  to  examination  and 
if  found  qualified  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  present  shall 
be  registered  as  a  physician  or  surgeon,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate 
thereof  as  provided  in  §  3.  Any  person  refused  registration  may  be  re- 
examined at  any  regular  meeting  of  said  board,  within  two  years  of  the 
time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee,  and  thereafter  may  be  ex- 
amined as  often  as  he  may  desire  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  $10  for 
each  examination.  Said  board,  after  a  conviction  before  a  proper  court, 
for  crime  in  the  course  of  professional  business,  and  after  hearing,  may 
by  unanimous  vote  revolce  any  certificate  issued  by  them  and  cancel  the 
registration  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued.  Said  board  has 
also  power  to  suspend  or  revoke  any  certificate  by  unanimous  vote,  in 
any  case  where  same  certificate  has  been  wrongfully  obtained  or  any  fraud 
connected  with  the  said  registration.  All  fees  received  by  the  board  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  secretary  thereof  into  the  treasury  of  the 
state  once  in  each  month. 

§  5  Compensation  of  board.  The  compensation,  incidental  and  travel- 
ing expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  state. 
The  compensation  of  members  of  the  board  shall  be  $5  each  for  every  day 
actually  ^pent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  5  cents  per  mile  each 
way  for  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  more' be  paid  than  has  actually  been  ex- 
pended.   The  secretary  shall  be  allowed  extra  compensation  for  books, 
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stationery,  postage  and  other  necessary  expenses  actually  incurred.  Such 
compensation  and  the  incidentals  and  traveling  expenses  shall  be  approved 
by  the  board  and  sent  to  the  auditor  of  the  state,  who  shall  certify  ta 
the  governor  and  council  the  amount  due,  as  in  case  of  other  bills  and 
accounts  approved  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  law;  provided,  that  the 
amounts  so  paid  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  received  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  state  from  the  board  in  fees  as  herein  specified,  and  so  much  of 
said  receipts  as  may  be  necessary  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  compensa- 
tion and  expenses  of  the  board  as  aforesaid. 

§  6  Record;  annual  report.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record,  the  names 
and  residences  of  all  persons  registered  hereunder  and  a  record  df  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  said  board,  and  said  records  or  dupli- 
cates thereof  shall  always  be  open  to  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state  during  regular  office  hours.  Said  board  shall  annually  report 
to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  the 
report  to  contain  a  full  and  complete  account  of  all  its  official  acts  during 
the  year,  also  a  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  board  and 
such  comments  or  suggestions  as  may  be  deemed  essential. 

§  7  Board  to  investigate  complaints  of  violation.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board,  its  members  or  agents  to  investigate  all  complaints  regard- 
ing non-compliance  with  or  violation  of  tlve  provisions  of  this  act  and  to 
bring  all  such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officers. 

.  §  8  Applicants  after  Jan.  1,  1896,  must  be  examined.  On  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1896,  the  board  shall  examine  all  ap- 
plicants for  registration  as  licensed  physicians  or  surgeons.  Each  appli- 
cant must  give  satisfactory  proof  of  being  21  years  of  age  and  of  having 
good  moral  character,  and  possessing  a  reasonable  amount  of  average 
knowledge  in  the  branches  of  science  he  desires  to  practise  in,  and  must 
pay  the  fees  herein  provided.  Examinations  shall  be,  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  writing  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  practical  character.  They 
shall  embrace  the  general  subjects  of  anatomy,  physiology,  pathology^ 
materia  medica,  therapeutics,  surgery,  the  principles  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine, obstetrics,  or  such  branches  thereof  as  the  board  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  applicant  to  possess. 

§  9  Penalty  for  violation.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1896 
It  shall  be  illegal  for  any  person  not  duly  registered  by  this  board  to 
practise  medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  branch  thereof  for  gain  or  hire  within 
this  state.  Whoever  not  being  registered  as  aforesaid  shall  so  practise 
or  shall  advertise  or  hold  himself  out  to  the  public  as  a  physician  or 
surgeon  in  this  state  who  appends  to  his  name  the  letters  "  M.  D.,"  or 
who  uses  the  title  of  a  doctor  or  physician,  meaning  thereby  a  doctor  of 
medicine,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  100  nor  more 
than  $500  for  each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  three  months 
or  both. 

§  10  Act  not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  commissioned 
officers  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  or 
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to  a  physician  or  surgeon  who  is  called  from  another  state  to  treat  a 
particular  case  and  -^Iho  does  not  otherwise  practise  in  this  state,  nor  to 
prohibit  gratuitous  service  or  the  rendering  of  assistance  in  emergency 
cases,  nor  to  medical  students  who  prescribe  or  operate  under  the  direc- 
tion of  some  registered  physician  or  physicians,  nor  to  midwlves  who  lay 
no  claim  to  the  title  of  physician  or  doctor. 

§  11  Further  exceptions.  Neither  shall  this  act  apply  to  clairvoyants 
or  to  persons  practising  hypnotism,  magnetic  healing,  mind  cure,  massage, 
Christian  science,  so  called,  or  any  other  method  of  healing  if  no  poison- 
ous or  dangerous  drugs  are  employed  nor  surgical  operations  performed; 
provided,  such  persons  do  not  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  §  9  of  this 
act  in  relation  to  the  use  of  "  M.  D.,"  or  the  title  of  doctor  or  physician. 
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§  39  Who  affected  by  this  act.  Every  person  not  now  practising  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  who  shall  hereafter  begin  to  practise  medicine,  and 
surgery  in  any  of  its  departments,  except  dentistry,  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land, shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act. 

§  40  Boards  of  examiners;  term;  qualifications  of  members.  From 
and  after  the  first  Tuesday  in  June  1892,  there  shall  be  and  continue  to  be 
two  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners  for  the  state  of  Maryland,  one 
representing  medical  and  chirurgical  faculty  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  and 
one  representing  the  Maryland  state  homeopathic  medical  society  of  the 
state  of  Maryland.  Each  board  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  and  each 
of  said  members  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified,  each  board  to  have  exclusive  rights 
to  examine,  pass  upon  the  qualifications  of,  and  license  its  own  appli- 
cants, said  members  of  the  fir^t  or  old-school  board  to  be  appointed  by  the 
medical  and  chirurgical  faculty  of  Maryland,  of  which  two  shall  be  from  the 
counties  of  the  eastern  shore,  and  five  from  the  western  shore  of  which 
latter  number  two  shall  be  from  the  counties  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
mountains;  and  said  second  or  homeopathic  board  to  be  composed  of 
seven  physicians  appointed  by  the  Maryland  state  homeopathic  medical 
society,  of  which,  three  shall  be  resident  of  Baltimore,  and  four  of  the 
state  at  large;  the  appointees  shall  be  physicians  actually  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine,  and  of  recognized  ability  and  honor;  the  term  of 
office  of  each  board  shall  commence  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  1892. 
No  member  of  any  college  or  university,  and  no  physician,  having  a 
pecuniary  interest  in  the  trade  of  pharmacy,  shall  be  appointed  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  either  of  said  boards;  vacancies  occurring  in  such  for 
unexpired  terms  shall  be  filled  by  the  board,  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  section,  and  for  expired  term  in  same  manner  as 
for  first  appointees. 
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§  41  Meetings;  organization;  register  of  applicants.  That  each  board 
of  medical  examiners  shall  meet  within  30  days  after  receiving  official 
notice  of  their  appointment.  At  the  first  meeting  of  each  of  the  boards 
respectively,  an  organization  shall  be  effected  by  the  election,  from  their 
own  membership,  of  a  president  and  secretary,  for  the  purpose  of  examin- 
ing applicants  for  license  each  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall 
hold  one  or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  in  each  year,  due  notice  of 
which  shall  be  made  public,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  members  thereof  respectively;  at  said  stated  or  special  meetings 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof. 
Each  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall  keep  an  official  register 
of  all  applicants  for  examination  for  a  license  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  in  this  state,  said  register  for  license  shall  show  the  name,  age, 
and  last  place  of  residence  of  each  candidate,  the  school  from  which  he 
or  she  may  have  graduated,  and  whether  such  applicant  was  rejected 
or  licensed  under  this  act,  but  such  matters  shall  not  be  written  in  said 
register  or  made  public  until  after  the  examination. 

§  42  Examinations;  subjects,  character.  At  the  first  meeting  of  an 
examining  board,  or  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  held  subsequently, 
suitable  provisions  shall  be  made  by  each  of  the  examining  boai'ds  to  pre- 
pare a  schedule  of  written  examinations  upon  anatomy,  physiology, 
chemistry,  surgery,  practice  of  medicine,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics, 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  pathology,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  hygiene  and 
shall  require  the  same  standard  of  excellence  from  all  candidates.  In  the 
department  of  therapeutics  and  practice  the  questions  shall  be  in  harmony 
with  the  tenets  of  the  school  selected  by  the  candidate;  the  standard  of 
acquirements  therein  to  be  established  by  each  board  for  itself.  When- 
ever members  of  any  board  are  necessarily  absent  from  meetings  held 
for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  license,  suitable  temporary  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  for  thorough  examination  in  each  and  all  of  the 
aforesaid  subjects  by  the  members  present.  The  examination  shall  be 
fundamental  in  character  and  such  as  can  be  answered  in  common  by  all 
schools  of  practice.  The  votes  of  all  the  examiners  present  shall  be  ''  yes  " 
or  "  no,"  written  with  their  signature  upon  the  baclis  of  the  examination 
papers  of  each  candidate  for  the  respective  branches. 

§  43  Application  for  license;  qualifications  of  applicant.  That  all 
persons  commencing  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  its 
branches  after  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  general  assembly  shall  make 
a  written  application  for  license  to  the  president  of  either  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  which  said  applicant  may  elect,  together,  with  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  applicant  is  more  than  21  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral 
character,  has  obtained  a  competent  common  school  education,  and  has 
either  received  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine 
from  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college  in  the  United  States,  or  a 
diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practise  all  the  branches  of 
medicine  and  surgery  In  some  foreign  country  and  has  also  both  studied 
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medicine  three  years  and  attended  three  courses  of  lectures  in  different 
■years  in  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college  or  colleges  prior  to  the 
granting  of  said  diploma  or  foreign  license;  provided^  that  two  courses 
of  medical  lectures  both  of  which  shall  be  either  begun  or  completed 
within  the  same  calendar  year,  shall  not  satisfy  the  above  requirement, 
provided,  that  this  condition  shall  not  apply  to  students  who  shall  be  in 
their  second  year  in  a  medical  college,  nor  physicians  who  shall  be  practis- 
ing medicine  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act.  Such  proof  shall  be 
made,  if  required,  upon  affidavit,  upon  the  making  of  said  application  and 
proof  and  payment  of  fee  as  provided;  the  president  of  the  board  to  whom 
such  application  was  made,  if  satisfied  with  the  same  shall  direct  the 
secretary  thereof  to  issue  to  said  applicant  an  order  for  examination,  and 
when  said  applicant  shall  have  passed  an  examination  as  to  proficiency 
satisfactory  to  said  board,  the  president  shall  grant  to  such  applicant  a 
license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Maryland. 

§  44  Manner  of  conducting  examinations.  That  all  exaojinations  shall 
be  conducted  in  such  manner  that  the  name,  school  of  graduation  and  pre- 
paratory-training of  said  applicant  shall  not  be  made  known  to  the  board  of 
examiners  until  his'  examination  papers  have  been  graded.  An  applicant 
receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  board  before  whom  the  appli- 
cant appears  shall  be  considered  to  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion and  entitled  to  the  license  of  said  board. 

§  45  Fee.  That  a  fee  of  $10  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board 
before  whom  the  applicant  appears,  before  such  examination  is  had,  which 
said  fee  shall  be  applied  by  said  board  towards  paying  the  expenses  of 
said  board. 

§  46  Refusal  of  license.  That  the  board  shall  refuse  to  grant  a  license 
to  any  applicant  who  may  be  radically  deficient  in  his  examination  In 
any  essential  branch;  provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  of  any  such  examina- 
tion the  candidate,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  his  rejection, 
shall  have  the  privileges  of  another  examination  by  the  board  to  which 
application  was  first  made. 

§  47  Form  of  license.  That  every  license  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery,  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  subscribed 
by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  before  whom  the  applicant 
has  passed;  it  shall  also  have  affixed  to  it  by  the  person  authorized  to 
affix  the  same,  the  seal  of  said  medical  and  chirurgical  faculty  of  Mary- 
land or  of  the  Maryland  state  homeopathic  medical  society,  as  the  license 
may  require,  every  such  license  to  be  in  the  following  form  and  to  the 
following  effect:

Be  it  known,  that ,  on  the day  of ,  A.  D.,  having  offered 

as  satisfactory  proof  that was  more  than  21  years  of  age,  and  had 

received  a  proper  preliminary  education;  we  therefore  give  a  written 
order  for  the  examination  of  said before  one  of  the  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  of  the  state  of  Maryland;  that  the  said was  fully 
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examined  before  our  said  board  and  found  proficient  and  qualified  to 

practise  "medicine  and  surgery,  we,  therefore,  have  granted  to  said 

this  our  license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Maryland 
as  a  physician  and  surgeon,  and  have  caused  the  names  of  the  president 
and  secretary  of  our  board  to  be  subscribed  and  the  seal  of  our  society 
nfflxed  hereto. 

Witness  our  hands  and  the  seal  of  our  said  society,  this day  of

§  48   License  filed;  name  registered.     Any  person  receiving  a  license 

from   either   of  said    boards   shall   file   the   same,   or   a   certified 

copy  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  coimty  or  city  in 
which  he  or  she  may  practise,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to 
register  the  name  of  such  person,  and  the  president  of  the  board  signing 
the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  his 
office;  and  the  number  of  the  book  and  the  page  therein  containing  said 
recorded  copy  shall  be  noted  in  the  body  of  the  license.  Said  records  shall 
be  open  to  public  inspection,  under  proper  restrictions  as  to  their  safe 
keeping,  and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evi- 
dence that  is  given  to  the  record  of  the  conveyances  of  land;  the  fee  for 
each  registration  shall  be  $1,  to  be  paid  by  the  -person  whose  license  is 
registered. 

§  49  Act  not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply,  to  commissioned 
surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  to 
physicians  or  surgeons  in  actual  consultation  from  other  states,  or  to  per- 
sons temporarily  practising  under  the  supervision  of  an  actual  medical 
preceptor. 

§  50  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  to  whom  the  provisions  of  this 
act  applies,  practising  or  attempting  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  m 
this  state,  without  first  having  obtained  the  license  of  one  of  said  boards 
of  medical  examiners,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  nor  more  than  $200  for  each  offense,  or  in  default 
of  payment  shall  be  confined  in  the  city  or  county  jail  until  the  fines  and 
costs  are  paid,  and  shall  be  debarred  from  recovering,  compensation  for 
services  rendered  as  such  physician  or  surgeon,     [Exceptions  see  §  GO] 

§  52  Biennial  report  of  board.  It  is  provided  that  said  board  shall 
make  a  written  report  to  the  medical  and  chirurgleal  faculty  of  Mary- 
land and  to  the  Maryland  state  homeopathic  medical  society  every  two 

years.

§  53  Registration  necessary.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
1894,  no  person  shall  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land, unless  he  or  she  shall  be  duly  registered  as  a  physician  or  surgeon. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  54  Practice  before  June,  1892,  entitles  to  registration.  Every  per- 
son who  was  practising  medicine  In  the  state  of  Maryland,  on  or  before 
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the  first  day  of  June,  1892,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  physi- 
<3ian  or  surgeon  or  both,  upon  making  application  to  the  president  of 
either  board  of  state  medical  examiners,  which  application  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  verified  by  the  oath  of  said  applicant,  taken  before  any  officer 
■entitled  to  administer  oaths,  under  the  law  of  this  state,  and  shall  state 
that  the  applicant  was  a  duly  qualified  lawful  practitioner  of  medicine, 
in  good  standing,  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  such  profession  in 
said  state,  on  or  before  said  first  day  of  June,  1S92.  And  upon  receiving 
said  application,  and  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  said  statement  therein 
contained,  said  president  of  such  board  shall  issue  or  indorse  his  permit 
for  such  applicant  to  be  registered,  upon  a  copy  of  such  application,  which 
permit  shall  also  be  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  said  board;  and  any 
president  of  such  board,  to  whom  such  application  is  addressed,  may  in 
his  discretion  make  inquiry,  and  examine  witnesses  under  oath,  or  re- 
ceive other  evidence  as  to  the  truth  of  the  statements  contained  in  such 
application,  for  a  permit  to  be  registered;  and  if  the  president  of  either 
of  such  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall  act  upon  such  application,  and 
shall  refuse  the  same,  then  no  president  of  the  other  of  said  boards  shall 
entertain  or  act  upon  any  application  of  such  applicant  for  such  permit. 
And  upon  the  presentation  of  a  permit  to  be  registered,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  either  of  said  boards  of  medi- 
cal examiners,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county,  where  such  applicant  may  reside, 
or  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  Baltimore  city,  if  said  applicant  shall 
reside  in  Baltimore  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  register 
such  application  and  permit,  and  the  name  of  such  applicant  as  physi- 
cian or  surgeon  or  both,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose,  and  a 
certified  copy  of  such  entry  of  registration  under  the  seal  of  the  court, 
shall  be  legal  evidence  of  such  registration  In  all  the  courts  of  the  state: 
provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  those 
practising  medicine  in  the  state  of  Maryland  prior  to  June,  1892,  and  who 
registered  as  practitioners  of  medicine,  prior  to  July,  1894.  {As  amended

§  55  After  June,  1892,  license  necessary.  All  persons  who  have  com- 
menced to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  In  the  state  of  Maryland  since  the 
first  day  of  June,  1892,  or  who  shall  hereafter  commence  to  practise  medi- 
cine or  surgery  In  this  state,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  registered  in  the 
registry  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  as  required  by  law,  except  upon 
filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  or  city  In  which  he 
or  she  shall  reside,  a  license  from  one  of  the  duly  constituted  boards  of 
medical  examiners  of  this  state.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  §  47  and 
48  of  this  article,  except  that  physicians  and  surgeons  who  have  come  into 
this  state  since  said  first  day  of  June.  1892,  or  who  shall  hereafter  come 
into  this  state  to  follow  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  may  receive 
a  license,  which  shall  entitle  them  to  be  registered  ae  physicians  and 
surgeons.  In  accordance  with  law,  upon  application  to  one  of  the  duly 
constituted  boards  of  medical  examiners.  In  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  §  56  of  this  act. 
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§  56  Practitioners  from  other  states.  Physicians  and  surgeons  of 
good  moral  and  professional  standing  who  shall  hereafter  come  into  this 
state  with  intent  to  follow  the  practice  of  "  medicine  and  surgery  "  within 
this  state,  being  graduates  of  a  medical  college  or  university  of  good 
standing,  or  having  a  certificate  or  license  from  a  board  of  medical  ex- 
ammers  of  any  state  where  the  requirements  for  practice  are  equal  to 
those  required  by  the  board  named  in  this  article,  may  malie  application 
to  the  president  of  either  board  of  medical  examiners  of  this  state,  which 
application  shall  be  made  under  oath  and  shall  state  when  and  how  long 
said  applicant  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
and  from  what  medical  college,  university  or  other  institution  of  learn- 
ing he  or  she  has  graduated.  And  thereupon,  the  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers shall  have  the  authority  and  discretion  to  require  applicants  to 
undergo  an  examination,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  §  41  or  47,  in- 
clusive, of  this  article,  or  may  require  said  applicant  to  submit  to  a 
special  examination,  the  terms  and  methods  of  which  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  medical  examiners,  and  upon  paying  the  fee  for  examina- 
tion, as  set  out  in  §  45  of  this  article.  After  the  examination  and  de- 
termination of  said  board,  thereupon,  that  said  applicant  is  qualified  to 
practise  medicine  and  surgery,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  license,  a 
license  shall  be  issued  to  him  to  the  same  effect  as  the  form  of  license 
set  out  in  §  47  of  this  article,  which  license  shall  be  filed  and  recorded 
as  provided  by  §  47  of  this  article;  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  to  register  the  name  of  the  person  so  licensed  as  physi- 
cian or  surgeon,  or  both,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  [As 
amended  1896.  eft.

§  57  Licenses  already  filed  and  recorded.  All  persons  whose  licenses 
have  been  heretofore  filed  and  recorded  in  accordance  with  §  48  of  this 
article,  shall  be  held  to  be  duly  registered  physicians  and  surgeons  within 
the  provisions  of  §  53  of  this  article,  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter 
receive  and  file  licenses,  to  be  recorded  in  accordance  with  said  §  48,  shall 
be  registered  as  physicians  and  surgeons  under  said  section,  and  the  fee 
to  be  paid  for  such  registration  and  for  the  registration  of  the  application 
to  the  clerk,  or  the  license  therewith,  as  the  case  may  require,  shall  be  $1. 

§  58  Fraudulent  registration.  If  any  person  shall  unlawfully  obtain 
and  procure  himself  to  be  registered  as  physician  or  surgeon,  either  by 
false  and  untrue  statement  contained  in  his  application  to  the  clerk  of 
this  court,  as  required  by  this  article,  or  by  presenting  to  said  clerk  a 
false  or  untrue  license,  or  one  fraudulently  obtained  by  false  and  fraudu- 
lent statements  made  to  one  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners,  he  or 
she  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $50,  nor  more  than  $500,  and  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  immuni- 
ties obtained  or  conferred  upon  him  by  virtue  of  such  registration  as  physi- 
cian or  surgeon.     • 

§  59  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who.  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  1894,  shall  practise  or  attempt  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in 
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this  state,  without  being  registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 

this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  n6t  less 

than  $10  nor  more  than  $200  for  each  offense. 

§  60   Not  to  apply.     The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 

midwife,  or    person    who    may  render    gratuitous    services    in    case  of 

emergency.

§  61  Complaint  of  improper  registration.  Any  citizen  of  Maryland 
having  information  which  causes  him  to  believe  that  any  person  has  been 
heretofore  wrongfully  and  improperly  registered  as  physician  or  surgeon, 
or  both,  upon  his  application  to  the  clerk  of  any  court  may  apply,  by 
petition,  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  wherein  such  registration  was 
made,  or  to  the  city  court  of  Baltimore  city,  if  such  registration  was  in 
Baltimore  city,  which  petition  shall  be  under  oath,  and  shall  state  that 
the  petitioner  is  informed  and  believes  that  the  person  named  therein  has 
been  heretofore  improperly  and  wrongfully  registered  as  physician  or 
surgeon,  or  both,  upon  his  own  application  and  affidavit  upon  the  register 
of  physicians  or  book  kept  for  such  purpose  in  any  court  of  this  state, 
for  the  reason  (as  said  petitioner  is  empowered)  that  such  person  was  not 
lawfully  practising  medicine  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  as  a  duly  qualified 
practitioner  of  medicine  in  said  state,  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  physi- 
cian or  surgeon  upon  his  own  application  to  the  clerk  of  said  court;  and 
that  said  petitioner  prays  that  the  name  of  such  person  shall  be  struck 
from  the  registry  of  physicians  aforesaid.  Upon  the  tiling  of  such  peti- 
tion the  court  or  one  of  the  judges  thereof  shall  pass  an  order  requiring 
th.e  person  therein  alleged  to  be  wrongfully  or  improperly  registered  to 
answer  the  same,  under  oath,  on  or  before  a  date  to  be  named  within  30 
days  from  the  date  of  such  order,  and  to  show  cause,  if  any  there  be,  why 
the  prayer  of  such  petition  should  not  be  granted,  which  order  shall  be 
served  upon  said  last  named  person;  and  if  said  petition  shall  not  be 
answered  within  tlie  time  named,  as  aforesaid,  or  if  the  answer  thereto 
shall  be  adjudged  insufticient  by  the  court,  then  the  court  shall  pass  an 
■order  directing  that  the  name  of  such  person  alleged  to  be  wrongfully  or 
improperly  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the  registry  of  physicians 
or  surgeons  where  the  same  shall  have  been  registered;  but  if  said  peti- 
tion shall  be  answered  by  the  defendant,  being  the  person  against  whom 
it  is  exhibited  by  an  answer  under  oath,  fairly  and  fully  denying  the 
allegations  of  said  petition,  the  issues  thus  raised  shall  be  heard  and  de- 
termined by  the  court,  and  either  party  may  be  entitled  to  a  jury  trial 
before  a  jury  of  the  regular  panel  empanneled  to  try  common  law  cases 
in  said  court;  and  the  defendant  shall  be  competent  and  compellable  to 
testify  at  such  hearing,  and  upon  such  hearing,  the  court  shall  render 
judgment  with  costs  against  the  unsuccessful  party.  And  if  it  shall  de- 
termine that  said  defendant  was  not  practising  medicine  in  the  state  of 
Maryland  on  or  before  the  date  of  June  1,  1892,  not  being  a  lawful  practi- 
tioner of  medicine  in  said  state,  on  or  before  said  date,  it  shall  pass  an 
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order  directing  the  name  of  said  defendant  to  be  stricken  from  the  registry 
of  physicians  or  surgeons  or  both,  which  order  shall  be  certified  by  the 
clerk  of  the  court  wherein  said  defendant  was'  registered,  and  he  shall 
thereupon  strike  his  name  from  said  registry.  But  the  decision  upon  such 
petition  shall  have  no  force  and  effect  in  any  criminal  prosecution  under 
this  article. 

§  62  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  The  term  "  practising  medicine  or 
a  practitioner  of  medicine,"  when  used  with  respect  to  the  qulifications  of 
a  practitioner  or  applicant  to  be  registered  under  this  article,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean,  the  "  practice  of  medicine  "  as  a  profession  or  means  of 
liA-elihood,  and  by  one  duly  licensed  or  registered.  If  a  license  or  register 
by  law  at  the  time  when  such  practice  is  alleged  or  claimed,  or  by  one 
etherwise  duly  qualified  to  practise  medicine,  if  other  qualifications  were 
required  by  law  at  such  date. 

§  63  Violations  investigated.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of 
either  or  both  of  said  state  boards  of  medical  examiners  to  inquire  into  all 
violations  of  law  under  this  article,  and  to  institute  all  proceedings  or 
prosecutions  thereof,  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  any  secretary  of  either 
of  such  boards  hereunder,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  out  of  the  funds 
acquired  by  or  belonging  to  said  boards  respectively. 

§  64  Funds;  compensation;  expenses.  The  said  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers shall  have  full  control  over  the  expenditures  and  disposition  of 
the  funds  collected  from  the  fees  and  charges  authorized  to  be  made  under 
the  terms  of  this  article;  and  shall  fix  and  allow  such  compensation  as 
they  may  deem  proper  for  service  rendered  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  required  by  this  article  by  members  of  said  board  or  others,  with  t^e 
full  power;  also  to  allow  and  dischai'ge  all  proper  expenses  of  said  board, 
and  any  surplus,  to  dispose  of  as  said  board  may  deem  for  the  advantage 
of  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  state.

§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  term.  The  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  appoint  seven  persons,  residents  in 
this  commonwealth,  who  shall  be  graduates  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
college  or  university  having  the  power  to  confer  degrees  in  medicine,  and 
who  shall  have  been  actively  employed  in  the  practice  of  their  profession 
for  a  period  of  10  years,  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  registration  in 
medicine.  Such  persons  shall  be  appointed  and  hold  office  for  terms  of 
one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven  years,  respectively,  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  July  in  the  present  year,  and  until  their  respective  success- 
ors are  appointed,  and  thereafter  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  council,  shall  appoint,  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,. 
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one  person  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  hold  office  for  seven  years  from  the 
first  day  of  July  next  ensuing.  No  member  of  said  board  shall  belong  to 
the  faculty  of  any  medical  college  or  university.  Vacancies  in  said  board 
shall  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  original  board,  and  the  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
shall  hold  office  during  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  whose  place  he 
fills.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by 
the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  executive  council,  and 
npt  more  than  three  members  of  said  board  shall  at  one  time  be  members 
of  any  one  chartered  state  medical  society. 

§  2  Organization;  meetings.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  July  next,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  a  chair- 
man and  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year.  The  secretary  shall  give  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver-general 
of  the  commonwealth  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $5000,  with  sufficient 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  said  board  shall  hold  three  regular 
meetings  in  each  year,  one  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  one  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  July  and  one  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  and 
such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  determine. 

§  3  Practitioners  notifi.ed;  graduates  and  practising  physicians  entitled 
to  register.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  immediately  upon  its  organi- 
zation to  notif.v  all  persons  practising  medicine  in  this  commonwealth  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  each 
county,  and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered 
medical  college  or  university  having  power  to  confer  degrees  in  medicine, 
and  every  person  who  has  been  a  practitioner  of  medicine  in  this  common- 
wealth continuously  for  a  period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage 
hereof,  shall  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $1  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  the  chair- 
man and  secretary. 

§  4  Other  applicants  examined;  fee;  revocation  of  certificate;  disposi- 
tion of  fees.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid  shall, 
upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  $20,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found 
qualified  by  four  or  more  members  of  said  board  shall  be  registered  as  a 
qualified  physician,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  thereof  as  provided  in 
§  3.  Any  person  refused  registration  may  be  reexamined  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  said  board,  within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  with- 
out additional  fee,  and  thereafter  he  may  be  examined  as  often  as  he  may 
desire,  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  $10  for  each  examination.  Said 
board  after  a  conviction  before  a  proper  court,  for  crime  in  the  course  of 
professional  business  has  been  shown,  and  after  hearing,  may  by  unani- 
mous vote  revolve  any  certificate  issued  by  them  and  cancel  the  registra- 
tion of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued.  All  fees  received  by  the 
board  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  secretary  thereof  into  the  treas- 
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ury  of  the  commonwealth  once  in  each  month.  [Is  amended  1897,

§  5  Compensation  of  board.  The  compensation,  incidehtal  and  travel- 
ing expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth. The  compensation  of  members  of  the  board  shall  be  $10  each  for 
every  day  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  3  cents  per 
mile  each  way  for  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  attending  the  meetings 
of  the  board,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  more  be  paid  than  was  actually 
expended.  Such  compensation  and  the  incidental  and  traveling  expenses 
shall  be  approved  by  the  board  and  sent  to  the  auditor  of  the  common- 
wealth, who  shall  certify  to  the  governor  and  council  the  amounts  due  as 
in  case  of  other  bills  and  accounts  approved  by  him  under  the  provisions 
of  law:  provided,  that  the  amounts  so  paid  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
received  by  the  treasurer  and  receiver-general  of  the  commonwealth  from 
the  board  In  fees  as  herein  specified,  and  so  much  of  said  receipts  as  may 
be  necessary  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  compensation  and  expenses  of 
the  board  as  aforesaid. 

§  6  Records  of  board;  annual  report.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  hereunder,  and  a  record  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  said  board,  and  said  records  or  dupli- 
cates thereof  shall  always  be  open  to  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commonwealth.  Said  board  shall  annually  report  to  the  gov- 
ernor, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  the  condition  of 
medicine  and  surgery  in  this  commonwealth,  which  report  shall  contain 
a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  its  official  acts  during  the  j'ear,  and  shall 
also  contain  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  board. 

§  7  Investigation  of  complaints.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to 
investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance  or  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all  such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the 
proper  prosecuting  officers. 

§  8  Applicants  after  Jan.  1,  1895.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary in  the  year  1895  the  board  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  registration 
as  licensed  physicians  or  surgeons.  Applicants  must  give  satisfactory 
proof  of  being  21  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character;  and  every 
applicant  who  is  a  graduate  of  and  has  received  a  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine  from  a  legally  chartered  medical  college  of  university  having 
power  to  confer  degrees  in  medicine  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  enti- 
tled prima  facie  to  be  registered  under  this  act,  upon  the  payment  of  the 
fees  herein  provided. 

§  9  Examinations;  character;  subjects.  Examinations  shall  be,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  practical 
character.  They  shall  embrace  the  general  subjects  of  surgery,  physiology, 
pathology,  obstetrics  and  pr^ictice  of  medicine,  and  shall  be  sufficiently 
strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  as  a  practitioner  of 
medicine. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  Whoever  not  being  registered  as  aforesaid 
shall  advertise  or  hold  himself  out  to  the  public  as  a  physician  or  surgeon 
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in  this  commonwealth,  by  appending  to  his  name  the  letters  "M,  D.",  or 
using  the  title  of  doctor,  meaning  thereby  a  doctor  of  medicine,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  [$}  100  nor  more  than  $500  for  each 
ofl'ense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  jai}  for  three  months,  or  both.  [As  amended

§  11  Not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  ofl3cers  of 
the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  or  to  a  physician 
or  surgeon  who  is  called  from  another  state  to  treat  a  particular  case,  and 
who  does  not  otherwise  practise  in  this  state,  or  to  prohibit  gratuitous 
services;  nor  to  clairvoyants,  or  to  persons  practising  hypnotism,  magnetic 
healing,  mind  cure,  massage  methods,  Christian  science,  cosmopathic  or 
any  other  method  of  healing:  provided,  such  persons  do  not  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  §  10  of  this  act.

§  1  Form  of  applications.  All  applications  for  registration  as  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  under  the  provisions  of  ch.  458  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
1894  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  board  of  regis- 
tration in  medicine  and  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicants. 

§  2  Who  may  be  registered.  Said  board  shall  examine  all  applicants, 
and  only  such  as  are  found  qualified  and  shall  give  satisfactory  proof  of 
being  21  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character  shall  receive  certificates

otherwise  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  3  Revocation  of  certificates.  Said  board  may  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
after  a  hearing,  revoke  any  certificate  issued  by  it  to,  and  cancel  the  regis- 
tration of,  any  person  convicted  of  any  crime  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fessional business  or  convicted  of  a  felony. 

§  4  Practising  under  assumed  name.  Any  person  who  shall  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  under  a  false  or  assumed  name,  or  under  a  name 
other  than  that  under  which  he  is  registered,  or  who  shall  personate 
another  practitioner  of  a  like  or  different  name,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $500  for  each  offense,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  jail  three  months,  or  by  both.

§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  qualifications.  That  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  10 
resident  electors  of  the  state,'  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  registration 
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in  medicine.    Not  more  than  five  of  tlie  persons  so  appointed  sliall  be  from 
the  school  of  medicine  known  as  regular;  not  more  than  two  of  the  persons 
so  appointed  shall  be  from  the  school  of  medicine  known  as  the  homeo- 
pathic; not  more  than  two  of  the  persqns  so  appointed  shall  be  from  the 
school  of  medicine  known  as  eclectic;  and  not  more  than  one  of  the  per- 
sons so  appointed  shall  be  from  the  school  of  medicine  known  as  physio- 
medical,  and  the  appointees  may  be  chosen  from  lists  submitted  to  the 
governor  biennially  by  each  of  the  four  legally  incorporated  state  medical 
societies  of  the  schools  of  med"icine,  as  herein  mentioned  aforesaid,  such 
lists  to  be  certified  to  under  oath  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  each 
society  respectively,  and  filed  by  them  in  the  oflice  of  the  secretary  of 
state  at  Lansing  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  September  of  the  present 
year  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  succeeding  biennial 
period.    Such  lists  to  contain  at  least  treble  the  number  of  names  as  each 
society  has  representatives  on  the  board.     But  in  the  event  that  one  or 
more  of  the  societies  above  named,  through  their. president  or  secretaries, 
shall,  from  any  cause,  neglect,  omit  or  refuse  to  file  as  aforesaid  such  list 
or  lists,  then  and  in  that  case  the  governor  shall  appoint  or  fill  the  vacan- 
cies in  said  board  without  reference  to  such  list  or  lists  which  the  afore- 
said society  or  societies  have  for  any  cause  neglected,  omitted  or  refused 
to  file  with  the  secretary  of  state,  as  herein  mentioned  aforesaid;  but  the 
number  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  schools  of  medicine  shall  be 
the  same  as  provided  for  in  this  act.     All  persons  so  appointed  shall  be 
learned    in    the    profession    of    medicine,    shall    be    graduates    of   recog- 
nized  'and    reputable    medical    colleges,  and    shall    have    been    actively 
engaged    in    the    practice    of    medicine    for    at   least    six    years    imme- 
diately  preceding   the   time   of   sueh   appointment.     The   10   persons   so 
appointed  shall  be  appointed  in  two  classes,  each  class  to  consist  of  five 
persons.     The  first  class  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  office  for  two  years, 
the  second  class  for  four  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  October  of 
the  pi'esent  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  thereafter 
the  governor  shall  appoint,  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  biennial 
period,  five  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid,  in  each  class  to  hold  office  for 
four  j-ears  from  the  first  day  of  October  next  ensuing.     No  member  of 
said  board  shall  belong  to  the  faculty  of  any  medical  college  or  university, 
or  shall  be  financially  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  drugs  or  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy.     The  governor  shall  also  fill  vacancies  occasioned  by 
death  or  otherwise,  and  may  remove  any  member  for  the  continued  neglect 
of  duties  required  by  this  act.     Vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  estat»lishment  of  the 
original  board,  and  a  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  office 
during  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  whose  place  he  fills.    The  busi- 
ness of  this  board  shall  be  transacted  by  and  receive  the  concurrent  vote 
from  at  least  seven  members. 

§  2  Meetings  of  board;  organization.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1S99.  at  the  state  capitol  at  Lan- 
sing, ^nd  shall  then  elect  a  president  from  their  own  number,  and  a  secre- 
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tary  who  need  not  be  of-  their  number,  but  each  of  whom  shall  hold  their 
respective  ofBces  for  two  years,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  administer 
oaths.  Not  less  than  seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  said 
board  for  transaction  of  business.  The  secretary  shall  give  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  state  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $5000,  with  sufficient  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  said  board  shall  hold  two  regular  meetings  in  each  year,  beginning 
with  the  year  1899;  one  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1899,  and  one 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  1900,  and  so  on,  and  such  additional 
meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  determine. 

§  3  Registration;  on  prior  registration;  on  foreign  registration;  on 
examination;  licentiates  of  other  states;  registration  on  diplomas.  On 
and  after  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1899,  all  men  and  women  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  mebicine  and  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches,  and 
all  who  wish  to  begin  the  same  in  the  state,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  make  application  to  said  board  to  be  registered  and  for  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  registration.  This  registration  and  certificate  shall  be 
granted  to  such  applicants  as  shall  give  satisfactory  proofs  of  being  21 
yeaj*s  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character,* but  only  upon  compliance  with 
at  least  one  of  the  following  conditions: 

1  The  applicant  shall  be  registered  ahd  given  a  certificate  of  registration 
if  he  shall  present  sufficient  proof  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  of  his  having  already  been  legally  registered  under  act  number  167 
of  1SS3,  as  amended  in  1887,  entitled  "An  act  to  promote  public  health." 
The  fee  for  applicants  of  this  class  shall  .be  $1. 

2  The  applicant  shall  be  registered  and  given  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion if  he  shall  present  a  certified  copy  or  certificate  of  registration  or 
license  which  has  been  issued  to  said  applicant  in  any  foreign  nation 
where  the  requirements  for  registration  shall  be  deemed  by  said  board  to 
be  equivalent  to  those  of  this  act:  provided,  such  country  shall  accord  a 
like  privilege  to  holders  of  certificates  from  this  board.  The  fee  for  regis- 
tration from  applicants  of  this  class  shall  be  $25. 

3  The  applicant  shall  be  registered  and  given  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion if  he  shall  satisfactorily  pass  an  examination  before  the  board  upon 
the  following  subjects:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  pathology,  thera- 
peutics, toxicology,  histology,  hygiene,  public  health  laws  of  Michigan, 
practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  diseases  of  the  eye 
and  ear,  bacteriology  and  medical  jurisprudence;  said  examination  to  be 
conducted  as  follows: 

(c)  The  applicant  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $10  prior  to  examination, 
(&)  The  examination  shall  be  in  writing,  oral  or  both. 

(c)  The  questions  on  all  subjects  except  in  therapeutics  and  practice  of 
medicine,  shall-  be  such  as  may  be  answered  aUke  by  all  schools  of 
medicine. 

(d)  The  applicant  shall,  if  possible,  be  examined  in  therapeutics  and 
practice  of  medicine  by  those  members  of  the  board  belonging  to  the  same 
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school  as  the. applicant;  and  no  applicant  shall  be  rejected  because  of  his 
adherence  to  any  particular  system  of  medicine. 

(e)  An  average  percentage  of  at  least  75%  of  correct  answers  shall  be 
required  from  every  candidate.  No  additional  fee  shall  be  charged  by  this 
board  for  the  registration  of  those  who  successfully  pass  such  an  exam- 
ination, 

4  The  applicant  shall  be  registered  and  given  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion if  he  shall  present  a  certified  copy  or  certificate  of  registration  or 
license  which  has  been  issued  to  said  applicant  in  another  state  of  the 
Union  where  the  requirements  for  registration  shall  be  deemed  by  said 
board  to  be  equivalent  to  those  of  this  act:  provided,  such  state  shall 
accord  a  like  privilege  to  holders  of  certificates  from  this  board.  The  fee 
for  registration  from  applicants  of  this  class  shall  be  $10. 

5  The  applicant  shall  be  registered  and  given  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion, if  he  shall  have  a  diploma  from  any  legally  incorporated,  regularly 
established  and  reputable  college  of  medicine  in  this  state,  having  at  least 
a  three  years  course  of  eight  months  in  each  year,  or  a  course  of  four 
j-ears  of  six  months  in  each  year,  or  within  the  United  States,  except  as 
heretofore  provided,  as  shall  be  approved  and  designated  by  the  board  of 
registration,  upon  payment  of  $10,  and  upon  complying  with  all  other  re- 
quirements of  this  act,  such  certificates  conferring  upon  the  holders  of 
such  diploma  all  the  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this  act,  without 
examination. 

6  The  board  of  registration  shall  not  register  any  person  by  reason  of  a 
diploma  from  any  college  which  sells,  or  advertises  to  sell  diplomas 
"  without  attendance,"  nor  from  any  other  than  a  regularly  established 
and  reputable  college. 

§  4  Filing  certificate;  removal  to  another  county.  The  person  receiv- 
ing a  certificate  of  registration  shall  file  the  same,  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  with  the  county  clerk  in  the  county  where  he  resides,  and  said 
clerk  shall  file  said  certificate  or  the  certified  copy  thereof,  and  enter  a 
proper  memorandum  thereof  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  may  collect  therefor  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  each  certificate  or 
copy  thus  filed.  And  said  county  clerk  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each 
month,  furnish  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  list  of  all  certificates  filed 
in  his  office  during  the  preceding  month  on  a  blank  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  upon  notice  to  him  of  the  change  of  location  or  death  of  a  person 
granted  a  certificate,  or  upon  the  revocation  of  the  certificate  granted  such 
person,  said  county  clerk  shall  enter  at  the  appropriate  places  in  the 
record  so  kept  by  him  a  memorandum  of  said  facts;  so  that  the  record  so 
kept  by  said  county  clerk  shall  correspond  with  the  records  of  said  board, 
so  kept  by  the  secretary  thereof.  In  case  a  person  having  thus  filed  a 
certificate  shall  move  into  another  county  of  the  state,  he  shall  procure 
from  said  county  clerk  a  certified  copy  of  said  certificate,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  said  county  clerk  of  the  county  to  which  he  shall  so  remove.  Said 
county  clerk  shall  file  and  enter  the  same  with  like  effect,  as  if  the  same 
was  the  original  certificate.

§  5  Moneys  received;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  All 
moneys  received  by  said  board  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  monthly, 
and  shall  be  credited  to  the  general  fund  of  the  state,  and  a  receipt  for 
the  same  shall  be  filed  by  the  secretary  of  the  said  board  in  the  office  of 
the  auditor  general.  The  incidental  and  traveling  expenses  of  said  board, 
and  such  salary  to  the  secretary  as  said  board  may  fix,  shall  be  paid  from 
such  fund  only.  The  members  of  said  board,  except  the  secretary,  shall 
receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  except  necessary  traveling  and 
hotel  expenses  iu  attending  meetings  of  said  board;  and  in  no  case  shall 
any  more  be  paid  than  was  actually  expended.  Such  incidental  and 
traveling  expenses  shall  be  approved  by  said  board  and  sent  to  the  auditor 
general  of  the  state,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  amounts  due,  as  in  case  of  other  bills  and  accounts  under  the  pro- 
visions of  law:  provided,  that  the  amount  so  paid  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  state  from  said  board  in  fees,  as 
herein  specified,  and  as  much  of  said  receipts  as  may  be  necessary  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  compensation  and  expenses  of  said  board  as 
aforesaid. 

§  6  Monthly  report  of  registrations;  annual  report  of  board.  Said 
board  shall  collect  from  the  various  county  clerks  of  the  state,  each  month, 
a  report  of  all  registrations  made.  Said  board  shall  also  keep  a  record  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  it  each  month,  and  said  record  shall 
always  be  open  to  inspection  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Said 
board  shall  annually  report  to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year,  the  condition  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state, 
which  report  shall  contain  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  its  official  acts 
during  the  year,  and  shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

§  7  Penalty  for  violation;  prosecuting  officers.  Any  person  who  shall 
practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state,  without  first  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  90 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  each  offense.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  respective  prosecuting  attorneys  of  the  counties  of  this 
state  to  prosecute  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  informa- 
tion furnished  by  the  records  of  the  county  clerk,  or  a  member  or  mem- 
bers of  said  registration  board,  or  by  any  other  person  entitled  to  credit. 

§  8  Application  of  act.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  commissioned 
surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  in 
actual  performance  of  their  official  duties,  nor  to  regularly  licensed  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  from  out  of  this  state,  in  actual  consultation  with  physi- 
cians of  this  state,  nor  to  dentists  in  the  legitimate  practice  of  their  pro- 
fession, nor  to  temporary  assistants  in  cases  of  emergency,  nor  to  the 
domestic  administration  of  family  medicines,  nor  any  legally  qualified 
osteopath  engaged  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  under  the  provisions  of 
act  number  78  of  the  public  acts  of  the  state  of  Michigan  of  1897,  regu- 
lating and  licensing  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  the  state  of  Michigan. 
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§  9  Evidence  of  practice.  When  any  person  shall  append  the  letters 
M.  B.  or  M.  D.  or  prefix  the  title  "  Dr."  or  Doctor  or  any  other  sign  or 
appellation  in  a  medical  sense  to  his  name,  it  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  practising  medicine  and  surgery  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  10  Duty  of  assessors.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessing  officef  at 
the  time  of  making  the  annual  assessment  to  make  out  a  list  of  physicians 
residing  within  his  township,  village,  district,  ward  or  city,  with  the  name, 
age  and  sex  of  each,  and  the  length  of  time  each  has  been  engaged  in 
practice.  Such  list  shall  be  returned  by  the  assessing  officer  to  the  county 
clerk,  and  by  the  clerk  recorded  in  a  book  in  which  are  kept  the  records 
of  the  board,  and  annually  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  such 
clerks  shall  furnish  certified  lists  of  the  same  to  the  secretary  of  this 
board.

§  1  Who  may  issue  medical  diplomas;  penalty  for  -violation.  That, 
excepting  licenses  issued  in  accordance  with  law  by  the  state  board  of 
medical  examiners,  and  diplomas  issued  by  the  University  of  Michigan,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation  except  a  legally  incor- 
porated and  reputable  college  of  medicine  and  surgery  having  and  requir- 
ing actual  attendance  at  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three  years  of 
eight  months  each,  to  issue  a  diploma  or  certificate  setting  forth  or  im- 
plying that  the  holder  thereof  is  qualified  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery, 
in  any  of  their  branches.  Whoever  shall  violate  this  section  shall,  on 
conviction,  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  less  than  $100,  nor  more  than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  90  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Osteopathy

§  1  Who  may  practise;  diploma  must  be  recorded.  Any  person  having 
a  diploma  regularly  issued  by  the  American  school  of  osteopathy  of  Kirks- 
ville,  Missouri,  or  any  other  legally  chartered  and  regularly  conducted 
school  of  osteopathy,  who  shall  have  been  in  personal  attendance  as  stu- 
dent of  anatomy,  physiology  and  diseases  of  the  human  sti'ucture,  in  such 
school,  for  at  least  four  terms  of  not  less  than  five  months  each,  before 
graduation,  shall  be  authorized  to  treat  diseases  of  the  human  body  accord- 
ing to  such  system,  without  the  use  of  medicine  or  surgery  after  having 
filed  such  diploma  for  record  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  In  which  such 
person  proposes  to  practise,  and  having  filed  with  such  clerk  an  affidavit 
that  the  diploma  is  genuine,  and  that  he  or  she  is  the  person  to  whom  the 
same  was  issued,  and  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  were  fully  com- 
piled with  before  the  issuing  of  such  diploma;  whereupon  the  clerk  shall 
record  such  diploma  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  indorse  upon  such  diploma  the  date  of  filing  and  recording  the  same, 
for  which  he  shall  receive  from  such  person  a  fee  of  $1. 
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§  2  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  or  pretend 
or  attempt  to  practise  the  system,  method  or  science  of  osteopathy,  in 
treating  diseases  of  the  human  body,  within  this  state,  without  having 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  [?]  50,  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  offense:  provided,  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  any  legally  authorized  practi- 
tioner of  medicine  or  [surgery]  sugery,  or  other  persons,  in  this  state,  from 
curing  or  relieving  disease,  with  or  without  drugs,  or  by  any  mariipula- 
tion  by  which  any  disease  may  be  cured  or  alleviated. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  tal^e  immediate  effect.

§  671  Appointment;  term  of  ofla.ce.  The  governor  of  this  state  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  examiners,  to  be  known  as  the  state  board  of  medical 
examiners,  consisting  of  nine  members;  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
three  years  after  such  appointment  and  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed: provided,  that  the  members  thereof  first  appointed  under  this 
act  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  each  class  to  consist  of  three.  The 
first  class  shall  hold  office  under  said  appointment  for  the  period  of  one 
year,  the  second  class  for  two  years  and  the  third  class  for  three  years 
from  the  date  of  their  appointment.  It  is  further  provided  that  no  mem- 
ber thereof  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succes- 
sion, and  no  member  of  any  college  or  university  having  a  medical  de- 
partment shall  be  appointed  to  serve  as  member  of  said  board,  three  of 
which  shall  be  homeopathic  physicians.

§  672  Officers;  seal;  meetings;  record.  Said  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer;  shall  have  a  com- 
mon seal.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths.  Said  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  hold  meetings  for  ex- 
amination at  the  capitol  of  this  state  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January, 
April,  June  and  October  of  each  year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  said 
board  may  from  time  to  time  appoint.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  record  or  register  of  all  appli- 
cants for  a  license,  together  with  his  or  her  age,  time  spent  in  the  study 
of  medicine,  and  the  name  and  locations  of  all  institutions  granting  to 
such  applicants  degrees  or  certificates  of  lectures  in  medicine  or  surgery. 
Said  register  shall  also  show  whether  such  applicant  was  rejected  or 
licensed  under  this  act.  Said  books  and  register  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  all  the  matters  therein  recorded.  [As  amended  1895,  ch.  89, 
§  2] 

§  673  Examinations;  fees.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practise  medicine  in  this  state  without  a  license  from  said  board,  or  with- 
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out  having  filed  with  the  secretary  of  said  board  an  aflJidavit  setting  forth 
the  times  and  places  in  which  he  or  she  has  practised  medicine  within 
this  state  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  law.  Any  person  in  continuous 
practice  in  this  state  since  June  1,  1887,  not  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  125,  general  laws  of  1883,  may  become  a  licensed  practitioner 
by  submitting  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  of  this  state  a 
diploma  from  a  recognized  college  of  medicine,  or  by  undergoing  an  in- 
dividual examination  at  a  regular  examination  prescribed  by  the  act  now 
In  force.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  $10.  All  persons  hereafter 
commencing  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches 
in  this  state,  shall  apply  to  said  board  for  a  license  so  to  do,  and  such 
applicant,  at  the  time  and  place  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  said  board,  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following 
branches,  to-wit;  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology,  materia 
medica,  therapeutics,  preventive  medicine,  practice  of  medicine,  surgery, 
obstetrics,  diseases  of  women  and  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous  s^ystem, 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other  branches 
as  the  board  shall  deem  advisable,  and  present  evidence  of  having  at- 
tended three  full  courses  of  lectures  at  a  medical  cpUege,  recognized  by 
the  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  of  at  least  26  weeks  each;  no  two 
courses  being  within  the  same  year.  Provided,  that  after  January  1,  1899, 
it  shall  be  necessary  for  all  persons  commencing  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  to  submit  to  an  examination  in  above  mentioned  branches 
and  present  evidence  of  having  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures  at 
a  medical  college,  recognized  by  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners, 
of  at  least  26  weeliS  each;  no  two  courses  being  in  the  same  year.  All 
examination  papers  on  subjects  requiring  treatment  peculiar  to  any  school 
of  medicine  shall  be  examined  and  their  sufficiency  passed  upon  by  the 
members  of  said  board  belonging  to  such  school,  if  such  there  be,  and 
their  recommendation  as  to  the  proficiency  of  such  candidate  In  those 
particular  subjects  shall  be  deemed  final  by  said  board.  Said  board  shall 
cause  such  examination  to  be  both  scientific  and  practical,  but  of  sufficient 
severity  to  test  the  candidate's  fitness  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery. 
When  desired,  said  examination  may  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the 
dean  of  any  medical  school  or  the  president  of  any  medical  society^of 
this  state.  After  examination  said  board  shall  grant  a  license  to  such 
applicant  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Minnesota; 
which  said  license  can  only  be  granted  by  the  consent  of  not  less  than 
seven  members  of  said  board,  and  which  said  license  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board,  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof. 
The  fee  for  such  examination  shall  be  the  sum  of  $10  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  applicant  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  to  be  applied  by  said 
board,  toward  defraying  the  expenses  thereof;  and  such  board  may  refuse 
or  revoke  a  license  for  unprofessional,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct. 
In  all  cases  of  refusal  or  revocation  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  appoint- 
ing power  of  said  board.

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§  674  License  to  be  recorded.  The  person  so  receiving  said  license 
shall  file  the  same,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  the  clerli  of  the  dis- 
trict court  in  and  for  the  county  where  he  or  she  resides,  and  said  clerli 
of  the  court  shall  file  said  certificate  or  copy  thereof  and  enter  a  memor-

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  county 
attorneys  to  prosecute  violations  of  this  act. 

§  676  This  act  not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned 
surgeons  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy,  to  physicians  or  surgeons 
in  actual  consultation  from  other  states  or  territories,  or  to  actual  medi- 
cal students  practising  medicine  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  pre- 
ceptor.

§  3243  Duty  to  obtain  license.  Every  person  who  desires  to  practise 
medicine  must  first  obtain  a  license  to  do  so  from  the  state  board  of 
health.  ' 
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§  3244  How  license  obtained.  Every  person  who  desires  to  obtain  a 
license  to  practise  medicine  must  apply  therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  state 
board  of  health,  and  must  be  examined  by  said  board  touching  his  learn- 
ing in  the  following  branches  of  medicine  only,  viz:  anatomy,  chemistry, 
obstetrics,  materia  medica,  physiology,  pathology,  surgery  and  hygiene; 
and,  if  the  applicant  be  found  by  the  board,  upon  examination,  to  possess 
sufficient  learning  in  said  branches  and  .be  of  good  moi'al  character,  the 
board  shall  at  once  issue  to  him  a  license  to  practise  medicine,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  each  member  who  approves  of  its  issuance. 

§  3245  Application  for  license;  what  to  contain.  The  application  for

Licensed  physicians  who  reside  without  this 
state  and  whose  practice  of  medicine  extends  into  it,  may  obtain  license 
to  practise  medicine  in  this  state  without  being  examined  as  to  their 
learning,  by  presenting  a  written  application  for  license,  In  the  form  pre- 
scribed, to  the  state  board  of  health;  whereupon  the  secretary  of  the 
board  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  license  in  the  name  of  the  board,  for 
which  the  secretary  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of  25  cents,  and  the 
license  shall  be  recorded  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  each  county  in  which 
the  licensee  shall  practise,  with  like  penalty  for  a  failure  to  record  as 
in  case  of  a  resident  physician. 

§  3255  Books,  blanks  and  stationery.  The  board  of  public  contracts

§  G871  Practitioners  of  medicine,  qualifications  of.  Every  person 
practising  medicine  and  surgery,  in  any  of  their  departments,  shall  possess 
the  qualifications  required  by  this  article.  If  a  graduate  of  medicine,  he 
shall  present  his  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  health  for  verification  as 
to  its  genuineness.  If  the  diploma  is  found  to  be  genuine,  and  if  the  per- 
son named  therein  be  the  person  claiming  and  presenting  the  same,  the 
state  board  of  health  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by 
at  least  four  of  the  members  thereof,  and  such  diploma  and  certificate 
shall  be  deemed  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the 
same  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state.  If  not  a  graduate,  the  person 
practising  medicine  in  this  state  shall  present  himself  before  said  board, 
and  submit  himself  to  such  examination  as  the  said  board  shall  require,  and 
If  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the  examiners,  the  said  board  shall 
Issue  its  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  the  lawful  holder 
of  such  certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein 
mentioned. 

§  6872  Board  of  health,  to  issue  certificates,  when.  The  state  board 
of  health  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory 
proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally  chartered  medi- 
cal Institutions  In  good  standing,  of  whatever  school  or  system  of  medi-

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the  supervision  of  a  preceptor,  or  to  proliibit  gratuitous  services  in  cases 
of  emergency;  and  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  surgeons 
of  the  United  States  army,  navy  and  marine  hospital  service. 

§  6880  Itinerant  venders  of  drugs,  etc.,  to  pay  license  J  penalty.  Any 
itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment  or  appliance  of  any  kind,, 
intended  for  the  treatment  of  disease  or  injury,  or  who  shall,  by  writing 
or  printing,  or  any  other  method,  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  diseases, 
injuries  or  deformities  by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation  or  other  ex- 
pedient, shall  pay  to  the  state  a  license  of  $100  per  month,  to  be  collected 
as  provided  for  by  law,  as  all  other  licenses  are  now  collected,  and  any 
person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  6881  Penalty  for  violating  provisions  of  this  article.  Any  person 
practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  without  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
bo  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500,  or  by  im-

Osteopathy

§  1  Osteopathy  not  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  system,  method  or 
science  of  treating  diseases  of  the  human  body,  commonly  known  as 
osteopathy,  and  as  taught  and  practised  by  the  American  school  of 
osteopathy  of  Kirksville,  Missouri,  is  hereby  declared  not  to  be  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  surgery  within  the  meaning  of  art.  1,  ch.  110  of  the 
Revised  statutes  of  Missouri  of  1889,  and  not  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  said  article. 

§  2  Who  may  practise;  filing  diploma;  fee.  Any  person  having  a 
diploma  regularly  issued  by  the  American  school  of  osteopathy  of  Kirks- 
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ville,  Missouri,  or  any  other  legally  chartered  and  regularly  conducted 
school  of  osteopathy,  who  ^hall  have  been  in  personal  attendance  as  a 
student  in  such  school  for  at  least  four  terms  of  not  less  than  five  months 
each  before  graduation,  shall  be  authorized  to  treat  diseases  of  the  human 
body  according  to  such  system,  after  having  filed  such  diploma  for  record 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  person 
proposes  to  practise;  and  having  filed  with  such  clerk  an  affidavit  that 
the  diploma  is  genuine,  and  that  he  or  she  is  the  person  to  whom  the 
same  was  issued,  and  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  were  fully  com- 
plied with  before  the  issuing  of  such  diploma;  whereupon  the  clerk  shall 
record  such  diploma  in  a  boolv  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  indorse  upon  such  diploma  the  date  of  filing  and  recording  same, 
for  which  he  shall  receive  from  such  person  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  3  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise,  or  pretend, 
or  attempt  to  practise  or  use  the  system,  method  or  science  of  osteopathy 
in  treating  diseases  of  the  human  body  without  having  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more 
than  $100  for  each  ofi'ense:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  prohibiting  any  legally  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine 
or  surgery  in  this  state  from  curing  or  relieving  disease,  with  or  with- 
out drugs,  or  by  any  manipulation  by  which  any  disease  may  be  cured 
or  alleviated.

§  GOO  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  seven  learned,  skilled 
and  capable  physicians,  who  shall  have  been  residents  of  the  state  of 
Montana  for  not  less  than  two  years  preceding  their  appointment,  not 
more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  same  county,  and  who  have 
attended  three  courses  of  lectures,  and  are  graduates  of  accredited  col- 
leges of  medicine,  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  examiners  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act.  The  physicians  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective offices  for  seven  years;  provided,  that  the  terms  in  office  of  those 
constituting  the  present  board  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  and  the  terms  of  their  successors  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to 
succeed  the  present  incumbents  as  their  terms  expire;  and  pi'ovided,  also, 
that  all  vacancies  occurring  shall  be  likewise  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  governor  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.  Appointments 
made  when  the  senate  is  not  in  session  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and 
may  be  confirmed  at  the  next  ensuing  session. 

§  GOl  Organization;  meetings;  record;  register.  The  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  must,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  each  year,  elect  from 
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among  their  number  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  must  laave 
a  seal.  Four  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  presi- 
dent and  secretary  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  in  examination  of 
applicants  for  certificates,  and  witnesses  called  before  the  board  in  the 
transaction  of  business  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of 
examiners  must  hold  meetings  for  examinations  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  April  and  October  of  each  year,  and  at  such 
other  times  and  at  the  same  and  other  places  as  the  board  may  determine. 
The  board  must  keep  a  record  of  ail  proceedings  thereof  and  also  a  regis- 
ter of  all  applicants  for  a  certificate,  with  the  age  of  the  applicant,  time 
spent  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and  the  name  and  location  of  all  the  in- 
stitutions granting  to  such  applicant  degrees  or  certificates  of  lectures 
attended  in  medicine  or  surgery.  The  register  must  also  show  whether 
such  applicant  was  rejected,  or  has  received  a  certificate  under  this  act; 
such  register  is  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  the  matters  therein  kept. 

§  602  Application  for  certifi.cate;  diploma;  examination;  temporary- 
certificate.  Every  person  hereafter  wishing  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  in  any  of  their  departments  in  this  state,  shall  apply  to  said 
board  for  a  certificate  so  to  do.  Every  person  applying  shall  present  his 
or  her  diploma  to  the  said  board  of  examiners  for  verification  as  to  its 
genuineness;  if  the  diploma  is  found  genuine  and  is  issued  by  a  medical 
school  legally  organized  and  in  good  standing,  whose  teachers  are  gradu- 
ates of  a  legally  organized  school,  which  facts  the  said  board  of  examiners 
shall  determine,  and  if  the  person  presenting  and  claiming  said  diploma 
be  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  originally  granted,  at  a  time  and 
place  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  board, 
said  applicant  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following  branches, 
to  wit:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology,  materia  medica, 
therapeutics,  preventive  medicine,  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  ob- 
stetrics, diseases  of  women  and  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous  system, 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other 
branches  as  the  board  may  deem  advisable,  and  present  evidence  of  having 
attended  four  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  six  months  each,  but  such 
evidence  of  having  attended  four  courses  of  lectures  shall  not  be  required 
of  applicants  graduating  prior  to  July  1,  1898;  said  board  shall  cause  such 
examination  to  be  both  scientific  and  practical,  but  of  sufficient  thorough- 
ness and  severity  to  test  the  candidate's  fitness  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery;  when  desired,  such  examination  may  be  conducted  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  dean  of  any  medical  school,  or  the  president  of  any  medical 
society  in  this  state.  After  examination,  such  board  shall,  if  the  candi- 
date has  been  found  qualified,  grant  a  certificate  to  such  candidate  to  prac- 
tise medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state' of  Montana;  which  said  certificate 
can  only  be  granted  by  the  consent  of  not  less  than  four  members  of  the 
said  board,  and  which  said  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  during  the  intervening  period  of  the  sessions  of  the  board,  any 
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person  desiring  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state  may  present  his  or  her 
diploma  to  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  board,  who  may  issue  a  cer- 
ticate  good  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board;  and  provided 
further,  that  all  physicians  and  surgeons  who  hold  certificates  granted  by 
the  now  existing  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

§  G03  Befusal  or  revocation  of  certificate;  appeal.  The  board  may 
refuse  to  grant  a'  certificate  for  unprofessional,  dishonorable  or  immoral 
conduct.  Before  a  certificate  can  be  refused  for  such  cause,  the  board 
must  serve  in  writing  upon  the  applicant  a  copy  of  any  charge  or  charges 
figainst  him,  and  appoint  a  day  for  hearing,  at  which  the  applicant  or  any 
witness  in  his  behalf  may  appear  and  give  testimony  in  refutation  of  such 
charges.  In  case  the  board  after  such  hearing  refuse  a  certificate  to  the 
applicant,  the  decision  "specifically  stating  the*  ground  upon  which  such 
refusal  was  made  must  be  reduced  to  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  delivered 
to  the  applicant,  upon  demand  of  the  applicant.  Upon  a  like  hearing  the 
board  may  refuse  a  certificate  to  any  one  who  may  publicly  profess  to 
cure  or  treat  disease,  injury  or  deformity  in  such  a  manner  as  to  deceive 
the  public.  The  hearing  provided  for  herein  must  take  place  within  20 
days  after  the  service  of  the  copy  of  the  charges  upon  the  applicant,  unless 
delayed  by,  or  further  time  is  granted  to  the  applicant,  and  the  decision 
of  the  board  must  not  be  later  than  10  days  after  the  day  of  hearing.  If 
the  decision  is  not  rendered  within  said  period  of  10  days,  the  applicant 
is  not  subject  to  any  penalties  for  practising  without  a  certificate  during 
the  time  that  elapses  before  the  decision  is  made.  The  board,  with  the 
concurrence  of  four  members  thereof,  may  revoke  a  certificate  for  unpro- 
fessional, dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct.  Before  such  revocation  can 
take  place,  a  written  complaint  specifically  stating  the  charges  against  the 
person  whose  certificate  is  sought  to  be  revoked  must  be  delivered  to  the 
board  and  a  copy  thereof  be  served  upon  such  person  20  days  before  the 
time  fixed  by  the  board  for  the  hearing  of  such  charges.  The  board  must 
fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing,  at  which  the  person  charged  may 
appear  and  produce  testimony  in  refutation  of  such  charges.  If,  after 
such  hearing,  the  board  revoke  the  certificate  of  such  person,  the  ground 
upon  which  such  revocation  is  made  must  be  specifically  stated  by  the 
board  in  writing,  and  a  copy  thereof  delivered,  on  demand,  to  the  person 
whose  certificate  is  revoked.  In  all  cases  of  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a 
certificate  to  practise  medicine  by  the  said  board,  the  person  aggrieved 
thereby  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  board  to  the  district  court 
of  the  county  in  which  such  revocation  or  refusal  was  made.  The  appeal 
is  taken  by  the  appellant  serving  notice  of  appeal  upon  any  oflicer  of  the 
board  within  30  days  after  receiving  from  the  board  a  copy  of  the  decision, 
and  filing  within  the  same  time  with  the  clerk  of  the  proper  district  court 
a  verified  copy  of  the  decision  appealed  from,  together  with  a  verified  copy 
of  any  charges  furnished  by  the  board  to  the  appellant.  The  appeal  is 
conducted  to  a  determination  in  all  respects  as  an  appeal  from  a  decision 
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of  a  board  of  county  commissioners  disallowing  a  claim.  The  district 
court  must  affirm  or  reverse  the  decision  of  the  board  of  medical  exam- 
iners. In  case  of  reversal,  a  certified  copy  of  the  judgment  is  equivalent 
to  a  certificate  permitting  the  appellant  to  pi-actise  medicine  and  surgery. 
An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  the  district  court  by  either 
party  to  the  supreme  court  within  60  days  from  jhe  entry  thereof,  in  like 
manner  as  in  civil  cases.  In  case  of  an  appeal  from  a  decision  revoking 
a  certificate  the  appellant  may  be  permitted,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
to  practise  during  the  pendency  of  the  appeal. 

§  604  Certificate  to  be  recorded.  Every  person  obtaining  a  certificate 
from  the  board,  must,  within  GO  days  from  the  date  thereof,  have  the 
same  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  in  the  county  wherein  he 
resides;  if  he  removes  from  one  county  to  another  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery,  his  certificate  must  immediately  be  recprded  in  the  county  to 
which  he  removes.  The  county  clerk  must  indorse  upon  the  certificate 
the  date  of  record,  and  he  is  entitled  to  charge  and  receive  his  usual  fees 
for  such  services,  the  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant.  Until  the  certificate 
be  recorded,  as  provided. by  this  section,  the  physician  practising  under  it 
is  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  penal  code  for  practising 
without  a  certificate. 

§  605  Not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  midwives  of  skill  and 
experience,  commissioned  surgeons  of  the  United  States  army  and  navy 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  nor  to  physicians  and  surgeons  in 
actual  consultation  from  other  states  and  territories. 

§  606  Penalty  for  violation;  practice  of  medicine  defined.  Any  person 
practising  medicine  or  surgery  within  this  state  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $500 
nor  less  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  coimty  jail  for  not  more 
than  90  days  nor  less  than  30  days,  or  by  both  said  fine  and  imprisonment 
as  the  court  may  determine.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practising 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  append  the  letters  M.  D.  to  his 
or  her  name,  who  shall  profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  or  surgeon,  or 
who  shall  recommend,  prescribe  or  direct,  for  the  use  of  any  person,  any 
drug,  medicine,  appliance,  apparatus  or  other  agency,  whether  material  or 
not  material,  for  the  cure,  relief  or  palliation  of  auj'  ailment  or  disease 
of  the  mind  or  body,  or  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  any  wound,  fracture  or 
bodily  injury,  or  other  deformity,  after  having  received  or  with  the  intent 
of  receiving  therefor,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  bonus,  gift  or  com- 
pensation. 

§  607  Fee;  disposition  of  funds.  Candidates  for  examination  shall  pay 
in  advance  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  a  fee  of 
$15,  which  fee  shall  defray  the  entire  expense  of  said  candidates  for  exam- 
ination before  the  aforesaid  board  of  examiners.  Any  one  failing  to  pass 
the  required  examination  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  examination  within 
six  months,  without  fee.    And  the  moneys  so  received  shall  be  turned  over 
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to  the  State  treasurer,  to  be  by  him  deposited  in  the  medical  board  fund, 
as  hereinafter  provided, 

§  608  Compensation  of  board;  medical  board  fund;  annual  report. 
Each  member  of  the  board  is  hereby  allowed  the  sum  of  $5  per  day  and 
mileage  while  in  the  active  and  necessary  discharge  of  his  duties.  And 
there  is  hereby  established  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  medical  board 
fund.  And  a  sum  of  $1500  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  meet  the 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  state 
treasurer  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  set  such  sum  apart  to  the 
credit  of  such  fund,  subject  to  the  orders  and  disbursements  as  herein 
provided  for.  The  money  in  such  fund  shall  only  be  paid  out  by  warrant 
on  said  fund  on  an  "order  drawn  by  the  secretary  of  said  board,  counter- 
signed by  the  president.  The  rate  of  mileage  and  attendance  before  said 
board  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  allowed  in  justice  of  the  peace  courts. 
And  the  board  must  repott  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  to 
the  governor,  which  report  must  show  all  the  transactions  of  the  board, 
giving  the  number  of  applications  received,  and  from  whom  received,  the 
number  of  certificates  granted  and  rejected,  and  the  names  of  those  re- 
ceiving certificates  and  those  rejected,  giving  the  reasons  therefor,  the 
amount  of  money  received,  the  expenses,  the  fees  and  mileage  paid,  and 
by  whom  received,  and  the  amount  of  money  remaining  in  said  fund.

§  706  Penalty  for  violation.  Every  person  who  practises  medicine  or 
surgery  within  this  state  without  first  having  obtained  the  certificate  to

§  3684  Board  of  health.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  state  of 
Nebraslia  a  board  to  be  styled  the  state  board  of  health.  Said  board  shall 
consist  of  the  governor,  attorney  general  and  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  and  the  governor  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said  board. 

§  3685  Meetings.  Said  board  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  governor 
and  within  30  days  after  the  approval  of  this  act  and  shall  meet  thereafter 
as  often  and  at  such  times  as  the  governor  may  from  time  to  time 
designate. 
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§  3686  Secretaries.  Said  board  shall  within  60  days  after  the  approval 
of  this  act  appoint  four  secretaries  who  shall  be  graduated  physicians  of 
at  least  seven  years'  consecutive  practice  who  shall  be  at  the  time  of  their 
appointment  ac[t]ually  engaged  in  practice  in  the  state  of  Nebraska;  one 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  appoint  or  re- 
appoint one  secretary  every  year  as  the  term  of  those  heretofore  appointed 
shall  expire,  but  each  secretary  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor 
shall  have  been  appointed.  Said  appointments  shall  be  made  so,  that  of 
said  secretaries  two  shall  be  physicians  of  the  [so-]  called  regular  school, 
one  of  the  so-called  eclectic  school,  and  one  of  the  so-called  homeopathic 
school.  * 

§  3687  Same,  powers,  duties.  Said  secretaries  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  assist  and  advise  said  board  in  the  performance  of 
its  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  to  summon  witnesses  and  take  testi- 
mony in  the  same  manner  as  witnesses  are  summoned  and  depositions 
taken  under  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  to  report  said  testimony  to 
the  board  together  with  their  findings  of  fact  and  recommendations  on  all 
matters  coming  before  said  board  requiring  evidence  for  their  determina- 
tion except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3688  Same,  certificates.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  see  that 
all  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  strictly  enforced,  to  grant  certificates  as 
herein  provided,  and  to  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all  violations  of  this  act. 
Said  board  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal  and  may  make  and  adopt 
all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  and  law  of  this  state  or  of'  the  United  States  to  enable  it  to 
perform  its  duties  and  transact  its  business  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

§  3689  Quorum.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3690  Who  may  practise.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  in  this 
state  without  having  first  obtained  and  registered  the  certificate  provided 
for  by  this  act;  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  herein  pro- 
vided for  unless  he  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  medical 
school  or  college  in  good  standing;  said  qualifications  to  be  determined  by 
the  board:  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  physicians  residing  in  other  states  from  visiting  patients  in 
consultation  with  resident  physicians  who  have  complied  herewith. 

§  3691  Medical  school  defined.  The  term  medical  school  or  college  in 
good  standing,  shall  be  defined  as  follows,  to  wit:  a  medical  school  or  col- 
lege requiring  a  preliminary  exargination  for  admission  to  its  course  of 
study  in  all  the  common  branches,  and  in  Latin  and  the  higher  mathe- 
matics, which  requirements  shall  be  regularly  published  in  all  the  adver- 
tisements and  in  each  prospectus  or  catalogue  issued  by  said  school,  which 
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medical  school  or  college  shall  also  require  as  a  requisite  for  granting  the 
degree  of  M.  D.,  attendance  upon  at  least  four  courses  of  lectures  of  six 
months  each,  no  two  of  said  courses  to  be  held  within  one  year,  and  hav- 
ing a  full  faculty  of  capable  professors  in  all  the  different  branches  of 
medical  education,  to  wit,  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  toxicology^^ 
pathology,  hygiene,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  obstetrics,  bacteriology, 
medical  jurisprudence,  gynecology,  principles  and  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  and  specially  requiring  clinical  instruction  in  the  two  last 
named  of  not  less  than  four  hours  per  week  in  each  during  the  last  two 
courses  of  lectures;  provided,  that  this  four  years'  clause  shall  not  apply 
to  degrees  granted,  or  to  be  granted,  prior  to  August,  1898. 

§  3692  Diplomas.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  intending  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  surgery,  or  obstetrics  in  the  state  of  Nebraska  before  begin- 
ning the  practice  thereof,  in  any  branch  thereof,  to  present  his  diploma  to 
said  board,  together  with  his  affidavit  that  he  is  the  lawful  possessor  of 
the  same,  that  he  has  attended  the  .full  course  of  study  required  for  the 
degree  of  M.  D.,  and  that  he  is  the  person  therein  named.  Such  affidavit 
may  be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  the 
same  shall  be  attested  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  such  official  if 
he  lias  a  seal,  and  any  person  swearing  falsely  in  such  affidavit  shall  be 
guilty  of  perjury  and  subject  to  the  penalty  therefor. 

§  3693  License;  certificate;  register.  If  upon  investigation  of  said 
diploma  and  affidavit  the  applicant  shall  be  found  entitled  to  practise  there 
shall  be  issued  to  said  applicant  the  certificate  of  said  board  under  its  seal 
and  signed  by  its  secretaries  stating  such  fact,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  applicant  before  practising  to  file  such  certificate  or  a  copy  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  resides  or 
in  which  he  or  she  intends  to  practise;  such  certificate  or  copy  shall  be 
filed  by  the  county  clerk  and  by  him  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose  properly  indexed  to  be  called  the  "  physician's  register,"  and  for 
such  services  the  county  clerk  shall  receive  from  the  applicant  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  to  the  register  of  deeds  for  the  recording  of  convey- 
ances. 

§  3694  Exceptions  to  act.  All  physicians  who  shall  be  engaged  In  prac- 
tice at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  within  six  months  there- 
after present  to  said  board  their  diplomas  and  affidavits  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  or  in  the  case  of  persons  not  graduates  who  were  entitled  to 
registration  and  practice  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  state  of  Nebraska,"  approved 
March  3,  1881,  an  affidavit  showing  them  to  have  been  entitled  to  so  regis- 
ter and  practise  and  a  certified  transcript  of  their  registration  under  said 
act,  and  upon  their  doing  so  shall  be  entitled  to  the  certificate  herein  pro- 
vided, which  they  shall  file  with  the  county  clerk  as  herein  provided. 
Pi-ovided,  that  no  one  having  the  qualifications  required  in  and  having 
comphed  with  said  act  of  March  3,  1881,  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for 
failure  to  comply  with  this  act  until  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  six 
months. 
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§  3695  Secretaries;  records;  certificate.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  said 
secretaries  to  keep  a  full  record  of  all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  said 
board  and  of  all  certificates  granted  thereby  together  with  the  proof  upon 
which  certificates  are  granted,  but  when  said  proof  in  any  case  shall  have 
fceen  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  board  for  10  days  said  certificate  may  be 
issued  by  said  secretaries  without  a  vote  of  the  board,  if  no  protest  has 
been  filed  and  if  in  their  opinion  said  proof  complies  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

§  3696  Bemoval  from  county.  Any  person  who  shall  have  obtained  a 
certificate  provided  by  this  act  and  shall  remove  to  another  county  shall 
before  the  entering  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  such  other 
county  cause  said  certificate  to  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county  to  which  he  has  removed. 

§  3697  Certificate;  refusal;  revocation.  The  board  may  refuse  certifi- 
cates to  persons  guilty  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  it 
may  revoke  certificates  for  like  cause;  provided  always  that  they  have 
given  the  person  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  or  her  defense. 

§  3698  Effect  of  act  on  suitors.  No  person  shall  recover  in  any  court 
in  this  state  any  sum  of  money  whatever  for  any  medical,  surgical  or 
obstetrical  services  unless  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  and  is  one  of  the  persons  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  registered  as 
a  physician. 

§  3699  Unlawful  practising;  penalty.  Any  person  not  possessing  the 
qualifications  for  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  has  not  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  who  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  sur- 
gery or  obstetrics,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof  in  this  state,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  ?50  nor  more  than  $300,  and  costs  of  prosecution 
for  each  offense  and  shall  stand  committed  until  such  fine  and  costs  are 
paid. 

§  3700  Practitioner  defined;  exceptions.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded 
as  practising  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  operate  or 
profess  to  heal  or  prescribe  for  or  otherwise  treat  any  physical  or  mental 
ailment  of  another.  But  nothing  In  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
gratuitous  services  in  case  of  emergency,  and  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
commissioned  surgeons  in  the  United  States  army  nor  to  nurses  In  their 
legitimate  occupations,  nor  to  the  administration  of  ordinary  household 
remedies.  ^ 

§  3701  Itinerant  venders;  penalty.  Any  itinerant  vender  of  any  drug, 
nostrum,  ointment  or  appliance  of  any  kind  Intended  for  the  treatment  of 
any  disease  or  Injury,  or  who  shall  by  writing,  printing  or  any  other 
method,  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  diseases  or  Injury  or  deformity, 
by  any  drug,  nostrum  manipulation  or  other  expedient  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  le§^  than  $50,  nor  more  than  $100  or  be  Imprisoned  in  the  county 
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jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  days,  nor  more  than  three  months  or 
both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each'  offense. 

§  3702  Secretary;  fees.  Each  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  registration 
shall  pay  a  fee  of  $10,  which  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  four 
secretaries  as  their  sole  remuneration  for  their  services  and  for  issuing 
certificate;  provided,  that  for  the  taking  of  any  necessai-y  testimony,  the  , 
said  secretaries  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  to  receive  such  fees  as  are 
provided  for  notaries  public  for  similar  services;  and  further  provided, 
that  applicants  under  §  2  [3685]  of  this  act  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $1  only.

§  1  Board  of  examiners;  qualifications;  term.  A  state  board  of  medical 
examiners,  to  consist  of  five  practising  physicians,  is  hereby  created,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor;  they 
shall  each  be  a  reputable  practising  physician,  duly  licensed  as  such  by 
some  legally  chartered  medical  college  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall 
have  been  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the 
state  of  Nevada  at  least  five  years  immediately  pridr  to  their  respective 
appointments.  Three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  the  school  of  medi- 
cine known  as  the  "  regular  "  physicians,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the 
school  known  as  the  "homeopathic,"  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  of  the 
school  known  as  the  "  eclectic,"  whenever  the  resident  physicians  of  the 
state  shall  afford  suflicient  members  of  these  respective  schools.  TlTey 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  for  the  terms,  respectively,  one  for  five 
years,  one  for  four  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  one  year,  from  the  date  of  their  appointments.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  board  through  death,  resignation  or  permanent  removal 
from  the  state,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  person  duly  qualified  under  this  act  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  person  in  whose  stead  the  appointment  is  made.  Each  appointment, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  terms  for  which  appointments  shall  first  be 
made,  shall  be  for  five  years  next  ensuing  the  period  for  which  the  said 
first  appointments  are  made. 

§  2  Organization  of  board;  meetings.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of 
its  members  president  and  one  thereof  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  .year  from  the  date  of  their  selection.  The  first  members 
appointed  on  said  board  shall  meet  and  organize  at  the  state  capitol  in 
Carson  City,  Nevada,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1899,  and  thereafter  they 
shall  meet  twice  in  each  year,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  and  November, 
at  such  place  as  shall  be  most  convenient  to  the  said  board  and  the  appli- 
cants for  authority  to  practise  in  this  state.  And  due  notice  shall  be  given 
by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  all  such  meetings. 
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§  3  Powers  and  duties  of  board.  Said  board  shall  procure  a  seal  and 
shall  receive  through  their  president  or  secretary  applications  for  examina- 
tions or  certificates;  the  president  and  secretary  shall  have  authority  to 
administer  oaths  and  the  board  to  take  testimony  in  all  matters  relating 
to  its*duties;  it  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  furnish  satisfactory  proof 
of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  reputable  and  legally  cbar- 
*  tered  medical  institutions  of  the  United  States  which  are  in  good  standing, 
or  from  the  state  examining  boaVd  of  any  state  of  the  United  States,  pro- 
viding the  holder  of  said  state  certificate  has  been  practising  in  this  state 
for  at  least  five  years.  It  shall  prepare  two  forms  of  certificates,  one  for 
persons  who  present  to  it  satisfactory  diplomas  or  licenses,  and  the  other 
for  candidates  who  may  be  examined  by  the  board,  and  whenever  a  cer- 
tificate is  issued  by  said  board,  it  shall  notify  the  respective  county  clerks 
of  the  several  counties  within  this  state  of  the  issuance  of  such  certificate 
or  certificates;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerks  to  keep  and  file  said 
notices  and  also  keep  a  list  of  the  persons  to  whom  issued. 

§  4  Applicants  that  must  be  examined;  subjects  of  examination.  Said 
board  shall  also  issue  a  certificate  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been 
regularly  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  within  this 
state  for  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
who,  after  an  examination  by  said  board,  shall  be  found  to  be  qualified 
to  practise  medicine  and  surgery.  It  shall  also  issue  a  certificate  to  any 
person  who  has  had  issued  to  him  a  diploma  or  license  from  any  reputable 
school  or  college  of  medicine  and  surgery  which  is  located  without  the 
United  States,  upon  the  applicant  being  found  competent  after  having 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  said  board.  When  the  board  Is 
not  in  session  its  secretary  may  issue  a  temporary  certificate  whenever 
an  applicant  shall  have  deposited  the  usual  fee  and  filed  his  diploma  or 
license  with  him,  and  such  temporary  certificate  shall  entitle  the  holder 
1q  practise  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  said  board.  And  all  examina- 
tions of  applicants  to  practise  shall  be  thorough  and  searching,  and  shall 
be  In  the  following  branches:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia 
raedica,  therapeutics,  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  gynecology,  obstetrics,  ophthalmology,  pathology  and 
all  subjects  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  board 
may  judge  whether  the  college  and  institution  which  issued  any  diploma 
or  license  presented  to  it  is  reputable  and  legally  chartered  and  worthy  of 
recognition,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  courts  in  cases  of  abuse  of  its 
discretion  in  this  respect.  ' 

§  5  Fees.  With  each  application  for  authority  to  practise  medicine  and 
surgery  there  shall  be  deposited  with  the  board,  or  its  pi'esident  or  secre- 
tary, the  sum  of  $25,  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  all  money 
collected  by  said  board  shall  be  used  by  it  to  defray  its  legitimate  expenses. 

§  G  Fraudulent  diplomas;  penalty.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  present  to  said  board  any  forged  or  fraudulent  diploma  or  license,  or 
one  which  is  not  issued  to  the  person  presenting  the  same,  and  any  person 
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who  shall  SO  present  such  a  diploma  or  license  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $500  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  50  nor  more  than  ISO  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

§  7  Certificate  on  diploma.  Any  person  to  whom  a  diploma  or  license 
has  been  Issued  may  present  the  same  in  person,  by  letter  or  by  proxy,  to 
the  board,  accompanied  by  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  that  such 
diploma  or  licence  was  issued  to  the  person  presenting  the  same,  and  if 
the  board  shall  be  satisfied  with  such  proof,  and  also  satisfied  as  to  the 
character  and  standard  of  the  college  or  institution  within  the  United 
States  which  issued  such  diploma  or  license,  said  board  shall  thereupon 
issue  its  certificate  to  the  applicant. 

§  8  Certificate  to  be  recorded.  Every  person  to  whom  a  certificate  from 
the  board  of  examiners  shall  have  issued,  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the 
practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state,  have  such  certificate  recorded 
in  the  oflice  of  the  county  recorder  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

§  9  Board  may  refuse  or  revoke  a  certificate.  The  board  may  refuse  a 
certificate  to  any  individual  guilty  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  con- 
duct, and  may  revolve  any  certificate  for  a  lilie  cause.  In  all  cases  of 
refusal  or  revocation  the  party  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  courts  for 
adjudication  of  the  controversy. 

§  10  Who  shall  be  regarded  as  practising.  Any  person  shall  be  re- 
garded as  practising  medicine,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall 
profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  or  surgeon,  or  who  shall  prescribe  for 
the  sick  or  profess  to  cure  the  sick  by  the  administration  of  drugs  or  other 
means,  or  shall  append  to  his  name  the  letters*"  M.  D.,"  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  gratuitous  services  in  cases  of 
emergency,  or  to  commissioned  surgeons  in  the  United  States  army  or 
navy. 

§  11  Expenses  of  boards.  All  moneys  received  by  this  board  shall  be 
paid  out  on  its  order  for  its  actual  necessary  expenses  and  the  expenses  of 
its  members  incurred  in  attending  its  meetings,  and  in  case  the  money 
received  by  said  board  shall  be  insufficient  to  meet  its  actual  expenses  and 
the  actual  traveling  expenses  of  its  members  in  attending  its  meetings, 
then  the  board  shall  certify  to  the  state  controller,  under  its  seal  and  over 
the  signatures  of  its  president  and  secretary,  the  amount  actually  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  remainder  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  its  members  for 
attending  such  meetings,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  certificate  the" 
controller  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer  for  the  same, 
which  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  funds  in  the  state  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

§  12  Certificates  to  bear  seal  and  signatures.  A  majority  of  safd  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  all  business.  All  certificates  issued 
by  said  board  shall  bear  its  seal  and  the  signatures  of  the  president  and 
secretary,  and  shall  authorize  the  person  to  whom  it  Is  issued  for  that 
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purpose  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  and  all  counties  in  this 
state  upon  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

§  13  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  sui-gery 
in  this  state  without  first  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  less  than  50  days  nor  more  than  180  days  for  each  and  every 
such  offense,  or  by  both  sucli  fine  and  imprisonments  Any  person  may 
Institute  proceedings  at  law  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners,  or  any  member  thereof,  whenever 
satisfied  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  violated,  to  insti- 
tute or  cause  to  be  instituted  the  proper  proceedings  for  a  punishment 
thereof. 

§  14  Board  to  receive  no  compensatiop.  No  member  of  the  board  of 
medical  examiners  of  this  state  shall'  receive  any  compensation  for  any 
service  or  services  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  16  When  to. take  effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect,  so  far  as  the 
certificates  provided  for  are  concerned  and  be  in  force  in  that  respect,  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1899,  and  in  all  other  respects  it  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  approval.

§  1  Qualifilcations  for  practice.  No  person  shall  hold  himself  out  to  the 
public  as  a  physician  and  surgeon,  or  advertise  as  such,  or  use  the  title  of 
M.  D.  or  Dr  (or  any  title  which  shall  show  or  tend  to  show  that  the  person 
using  the  same  is  a  practitioner  of  any  of  the  branches  of  medicine)  in 
New  Hampshire,  after  Sep.  1,  1897,  unless  previously  registered  and  au- 
thorized, or  unless  licensed  and  registered  as  required  by  this  chapter;  nor 
shall  any  person  practise  medicine  and  surgery  whose  authority  to  practise 
Is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  regent  of  a  state  board. 

§  2  Boards  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  Within  60  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor  and  council  shall  appoint  three  sepa- 
rate state  boards  of  medical  examiners,  of  five  members  each,  so  appointed 
that  the  term  of  office  of  one  member  shall  expire  each  year,  and  the 
members  thereafter  appointed  shall  hpld  office  five  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  One  board  shall  represent  the 
New  Hampshire  medical  society,  one  the  New  Hampshire  homeopathic 
medical  society,  and  one  the  New  Hampshire  eclectic  society.  Each  of 
these  three  societies  shall  nominate  annually  twice  the  number  of  exam- 
iners to  be  appointed  In  that  year  on  the  board  representing  it.  The  names 
of  such  nominees  shall  be  annually  transmitted  under  seal  by  the  president 
and  secretary  to  the  governor  and  council,  who  shall  appoint  from  such 
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lists  the  examiners  required  to  form  the  boards  and  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  from  expiration  of  office  or  otherwise.  Each  nominee, 
before  appointment,  shall  furnish  to  the  governor  and  council  satisfactory 
proof  that  he  has  received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine-  from  some 
registered  medical  school,  and  that  he  has  legally  practised  medicine  in 
this  state  for  at  least  five  years.  If  no  nominees  are  presented  from  a 
society  to  the  governor  and  council,  tfiey  may  'appoint  from  members  in 
good  standing  in  such  society  without  restriction.  The  governor  and 
council,  upon  recommendation  of  the  board,  may  remove  any  examiner 
for  misconduct,  incapacity,  or  neglect  of  duty. 

§  3  Commission  of  appointment;  oath  of  office;  powers.  Every  medi- 
cal examiner  shall  receive  a  commission  of  appointment  from  the  state, 
and  before  beginning  his  term  of  office  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state 
the  constitutional  oath  of  office.  Each  board,  or  any  member  thereof,  may 
take  testimony  and  proofs  concerning  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction. 
Each  board  may  make  any  by-laws  and  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  law, 
necessary  in  performing  its  duties. 

§  4  Regent.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  ex  officio,  shall 
be  the  regent  of  the  state  boards  of  medical  examiners,  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  are  herein  specified. 

§  5  Disposition  of  funds.  From  the  fees  provided  by  this  act,  the  regent 
may  pay  all  proper  expenses  incurred  by  its  provisions,  except  compensa- 
tion to  medical  examiners;  "and  any  surplus  at  the  end  of  any  year  shall- 
be  apportioned  equally  among  the  three  boards;  and  the  state  shall  not  pay 
the  expenses  of  said  boards,  or  either  of  them,  or  compensate  them,  or 
either  of  them,  for  services  rendered  under  their  commissions. 

§  6  Organization  of  boards;  meetings.  Each  board  shall  annually  elect 
from  its  members  a  president  and  a  secretary  for  the  year,  and  shall  hold 
one  or  more  meetings  each  year  pursuant  to  call  of  the  regent,  who  may 
also  call  joint  meetings  of  the  three  boards  or  of  their  officers.  At  any 
meeting  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  but  questions  prepared  by 
the  boards  may  be  grouped  and  edited,  or  answer  papers  of  candidates 
may  be  examined  and  marked  by  committees  duly  authorized  by  the 
boards. 

§  7  Qualifications  of  candidates.  The  regent  shall  admit  to  examination 
any  candidate  who  pays  a  fee  of  $10  and  submits  satisfactory  evidence, 
verified  by  oath,  if  required,  that  he  1)  is  more  than  21  years  of  age; 
2)  is  of  good  moral  character;  3)  has  graduated  from  a  registered  college 
or  satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high 
school;  or  had  a  preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  by  the 
regent  as  fully  equivalent;  4)  has  studied  medicine  not  less  than  four  full 
school  years  of  at  least  nine  months  each,  including  four  satisfactory 
courses  of  at  least  six  months  each,  in  four  different  calendar  years,  in  a 
medical  college  registered  as  maintaining  at  the  time  a  satisfactory 
standard.  The  regent  shall  accept  as  the  equivalent  for  any  part  of  the 
third  and  fourth  requirements  evidence  of  five  or  more  years'  reputable 
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practice,  provided  that  such  substitution  be  specified  in  the  license;  5)  has 
either  received  the  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  from  some 
registered  medical  school,  or  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  full  right  to 
practise  ^edicine  in  some  foreign  country.  Students  who  matriculate  in 
a  New  Hampshire  medical  school  before  Jan.  1,  1898,  on  the  prescribed 
study  of  medicine,  shall  be  exempt  from  this  preliminary  education 
requirement.  • 

§  8  Examinations;  questions;  subjects.  Each  board  shall  submit  to 
the  regent,  as  required,  lists  of  suitable  questions,  for  thorough  examina- 
tions in  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene,  chemistry,  surgei'y,  obstetrics, 
pathology  and  diagnosis,  and  therapeutics,  including  practice  and  materia 
medica.  From  these  lists  the  regent  shall  prepare  question  papers  for  all 
these  subjects,  which  at  any  examination  shall  be  the  same  for  all  candi 
dates,  except  that  in  therapeutics,  practice  and  materia  medica  all  the 
questions  submitted  to  any  candidate  shall  be  chosen  from  those  prepared 
by  the  board  selected  by  that  candidate,  and  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the 
tenets  of  that  school  as  determined  by  its  state  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers. 

§  9  Place  of  examinations;  how  conducted.  Examinations  for  license 
shall  be  given  at  Concord  in  this  state,  and  at  least  twice  annually,  and 
shall  be  exclusively  in  writing  and  in  English.  Each  examination  shall 
be  conducted  by  the  regent  or  a  competent  examiner  appointed  by  him, 
who  shall  not  be  one  of  the  medical  examiners.  At  the  close  of  each 
examination  the  regent  or  examiner  in  charge  shall  deliver  the  questions 
and  answer  papers  to  the  board  selected  by  each  candidate,  or  to  its  duly 
authorized  committee,  and  such  board,  without  unnecessary  delay,  shall 
examine  and  mark  the  answers  and  transmit  to  the  regent  an  official  re- 
port, signed  by  its  president  and  secretary,  stating  the  standing  of  each 
candidate  in  each  branch,  his  general  average,  and  whether  the  board 
recommends  that  a  license  be  granted.  Such  report  shall  include  the  ques- 
tions and  answers,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  public  records  of  the  regent. 
If  a  candidate  fails  on  first  examination,  he  may,  after  not  less  than  six 
months'  further  study,  have  a  second  examination  without  fee.  If  the 
failure  is  from  illness  or  other  cause  satisfactory  to  the  boards  they  may 
waive  the  required  six  months'  study. 

§  10  License  to  practise;  number;  record.  On  receiving  from  a  state 
board  an  official  report  that  an  applicant  has  successfully  passed  the  ex- 
aminations and  is  recommended  for  license,  the  regent  shall  issue  to  him 
a  license  to  practise  medicine.  Every  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  regent 
under  seal  and  shall  be  signed  by  each  acting  medical  examiner  of  the 
board  selected  and  by  the  regent,  and  shall  state  that  the  licensee  has 
given  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness  as  to  age,  character,  preliminary 
and  medical  education,  and  all  other  matters  required  by  law,  and  that 
after  full  examination  he  has  been  found  properly  qualified  to  practise. 
Applicants  examined  and  licensed  by  other  state  examining  boards  regis- 
tered by  the  regent  as  maintaining  standards  not  lower  than  those  pro- 
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vklcd  by  this  chapter,  and  applicants  who  matriculate  in  a  New  Hampshire 
medical  school  before  Jan.  1,  1898,  and  who  receive  the  degree  M.  D.  Jan. 
1,  1903,  may,  without  further  examination,  on  payment  of  $5  to  the 
regent  and  on  submitting  such  evidence  as  may  be  required,  receive  an 
indorsement  of  their  licenses  or  diplomas  conferring  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  regent  license  issued  after  examination.  Before  any  license  is 
issued  it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a  boolv  kept  in  the  regent's 
office,  and  its  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  license.  This  record  shall 
be  open  to  public  inspection,  and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the 
same  weight  as  evidence  that  is  given  to  a  record  of  conveyance  of  land. 

§  11  Construction  of  act.  This  chapter  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect 
commissioned  medical  officers  serving  in  the  United  States  army,  navy, 
or  marine  hospital  service,  while  so  commissioned,  or  any  one  while 
actually  serving  on  the  resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally  incorporated 
hospital,  or  any  legally  registered  dentist  exclusively  engaged  in  practis- 
ing dentistry;  or  any  manufacturer  of  artifical  eyes,  limbs,  or  orthopedic 
instruments  or  trusses  in  fitting  such  instruments  on  persons  in  need 
thereof;  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physician  in  other  states  or  countries 
meeting  legally  registered  physicians  in  this  state  in  consultation;  or  any 
physician  residing  on  a  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and  duly  authorized 
linder  the  laws  thereof  to  practise  medicine  therein,  whose  practice  ex- 
tends into  this  state,  and  who  does  not  open  an  office  or  appoint  a  place 
to  meet  patients  or  receive  calls  within  this  state;  or  to  the  regular  or 
family  physicians  of  persons  not  residents  of  this  state,  when  called  to 
attend  them  during  a  temporary  stay  in  the  state,  or  to  the  hotel  physi- 
cian regularly  employe^  by  the  landlord  of  the  summer  hotel  in  the  care 
of  his  guests  or  employees;  neither  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act  apply 
to  clairvoyants  or  to  persons  practising  hypnotism,  magnetic  healing,  mind 
cure,  massage,  Christian  science,  so  called,  or  any  other  method  of  heal- 
ing if  no  drugs  are  employed  or  surgical  operations  are  performed;  pro- 
vided such  persons  do  not  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  in 
relation  to  the  use  of  M.  D.  or  the  title  of  doctor  or  physician. 

§  12  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who,  not  being  then  lawfully 
authorized  to  practise  medicine  within  this  state  and  so  registered  accord- 
ing to  law,  shall  hold  himself  out  to  the  public  as  a  physician  and  surgeon, 
or  advertise  as  such,  within  this  state,  without  lawful  registration  or  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter;  and  any  person  who  shall  buy, 
sell,  or  fraudulently  obtain  any  medical  diploma,  license,  record,  or  regis- 
tration, or  who  shall  aid  or  abet  such  buying,  selling,  or  fraudulently 
obtaining,  or  who  shall  practise  medicine  under  cover  of  any  medical 
diploma,  license,  record,  or  registration  illegally  obtained,  or  signed  or 
issued  unlawfully  or  under  fraudulent  representations  or  mistake  of  fact 
in  a  material  regard;  and  any  person  who  shall  append  the  letters  M.  D. 
to  his  or  her  name;  or  shall  assume  or  advertise  the  title  of  doctor  (or 
any  title  which  shall  show  or  tend  to  show  that  the  person  assuming  or 
advertising  the  same  is  a  practitioner  of  any  of  the  branches  of  medi- 
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cine)  in  such  a  manner  as  to  convey  the  impression  that  he  or  she  is  a 
legal  practitioner  of  medicine,  or  of  any  of  its  branches,  without  having 
legally  received  the  medical  degree,  or  without  having  received  a  license 
which  constituted  at  the  time  an  authority  to  practise  medicine  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  then  in  force,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$100,  or  imprisonment  for  three  months,  for  the  first  offense;  and  on  the 
conviction  of  any  subsequent  offense,  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $250,  or 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

§  13  Persons  already  practising.  Every  person  who  is  a  practitioner 
of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
be,  upon  satisfactory  proof  thereof  to  the  regent  and  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $1,  entitled  to  registration;  and  the  said  regent  shall  issue  to 
him  a  certificate  signed  by  himself  and  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
such  board  of  medical  examiners  as  the  applicant  may  elect;  and  said 
certificate  shall  state  the  facts  and  the  cause  of  said  registration,  and 
shall  entitle  the  said  person  to  practise  medicine  legally  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire. 

§  14  First  meeting  of  boards.  The  first  meeting  of  the  boards  may 
be  called  by  any  one  of  the  members  by  a  notice  in  writing,  stating  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  sent  by  mail  to  each  of  the  other  members 
at  least  one  week  prior  thereto. 
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General  statutes  1S95,  2  :  2081. 

§  5  Qualifications  for  practice;  filing  of  diploma.  That  every  person 
practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  in  any  of  their  branches  for 
gain,  or  who  shall  receive  or  accept  for  his  or  her  services  any  fee  or 
reward,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  legally 
chartered  medical  college  or  university  in  good  standing,  or  some  medi- 
cal society  having  power  by  law  to  grant  diplomas;  and  such  person  be- 
fore entering  upon  said  practice  shall  deposit  a  copy  of  his  or  her  diploma 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  may  sojourn  or  reside, 
and  shall  pay  said  clerk  10  cents  for  filing  the  same  in  his  office;  said 
copy  to  be  a  matter  of  record;  and  open  to  public  inspection, 

§  6  Penalty  for  violation;  exceptions.  That  any  person  who  shall 
commence  or  continue  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  without  conform- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  first  section  [§  5]  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  $25,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months^ 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  prescription  made,  opera- 
tion performed  or  professional  s'ervice  rendered;  provided,  that  any  person- 
who  shall  have  had  20  years'  experience  In  the  practice  of  medicing  or 
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surgery  in  any  one  locality  within  this  state,  and  shall  file  with  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  have  so  practised,  and  also  in  which 
he  resides,  an  afiidavit  setting  forth  the  fact  of  such  experience  and 
length  of  practice,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  §  1  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  sui'gery," 
approved  March  12,  1880. 

§  7  Unlawful  to  collect  fees  if  not  qualified.  That  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  not  qualified  according  to  the  first  section  [§  5]  of 
this  act,  to  collect  any  fees  for  medical  or  surgical  services. 

§  8  Using  fraudulent  diploma;  penalty.  That  any  person  who  shall 
offer  for  record  a  copy  of  any  diploma  which  sliall  have  been  issued  to 
any  other  person,  or  a  diploma  issued  or  obtained  fraudulently,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $300  nor  more  than  $500,  or  imprison- 
ment at  hard  labor  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  years,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  9  Construction  of  act.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  any  physician  or  surgeon  in  good  standing,  and  legally 
qualified  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state  in  which  he  or  she 
resides,  from  practising  in  this  state,  but  all  persons  opening  any  office, 
or  appointing  any  place  where  he  or  she  may  meet  patients,  or  receive 
calls,  shall  be  deemed  a  sojourner  in  this  state,  and  shall  conform  to  the 
first  section  [§  Sj  of  this  act. 

§  11  Diploma  recorded  within  certain  time.  That  any  physician  re- 
siding and  practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state,  and  being  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  legally  chartered  medical  college  or  university  having  power  to 
grant  diplomas,  who,  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement  [Mar.  12,  1880],  shall  have  deposited  a  copy  of  his 
or  her  diploma  with  the  clerli  of  the  county,  as  required  by  said  act,  shall 
not  be  liable  to  any  of  the  fines  or  penalties  prescribed  by  said  act  for  a 
failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof. 

§  13  List  of  diplomas  and  afladavits;  index  of  names.  That  in  order 
to  secure  to  the  state  board  of  health  a  full  record  of  all  physicians  and 
surgeons  who  under  the  laws  of  this  state  are  required  to  give  certificates 
of  death,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  of  the 
state  to  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  health  a  list  of  the  names  of  all 
physicians  and  surgeons  who  have  deposited  with  him  copies  of  their 
diplomas,  together  with  the  date  .of  their  respective  diplomas,  and  the 
name  and  place  of  the  institution  purporting  to  confer  such  diploma,  and 
each  county  clerk  shall  yearly  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  health  a 
similar  list  of  those  physicians  and  surgeons  hereafter  depositing  diplomas 
with  him,  and  shall  include  in  such  list  also  the  names  of  those  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  filing  affidavits  with  him,  as  mentioned  in  the  second 
section  [§  6]  of  this  act;  and  each  county  clerk  shall  keep  in  a  suitable 
book  an  index  of  the  names  of  all  physicians  and  surgeons  depositing 
diplomas  or  filing  affidavits  in  pursuance  of  this  act  or  the  acts  to  which 
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this  is  a  supplement;  and  for  every  name  indexed  and  furnished  to  the 
state  board  of  health  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  county  clerk  so  in- 
dexing and  furnishing  such  name  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
state  board  of  health,  through  its  secretary,  the  sum  of  6  cents. 

§  16  Homeopathic  defined.  That  whenever  the  term  "  homeopathic  " 
is  applied  to  a  physician  or  a  member  of  a  medical  school,  in  any  law  of 
the  state  of  New  Jersey,  the  term  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  said 
physician  or  member  of  a  medical  school  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  homeo-' 
pathic  medical  college,  or  a  member  of  the  homeopathic  state  medical 
society,  or  a  member  of  a  homeopathic  county  medical  society  in  the  state 
of  New  Jersey, 

§  17  Begistered  physician  may  practise.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  physician  who  has  been  registered,  in  any  county  of  this  state,  to 
practise  in  any  part  of  this  state,  provided  he  shall  exhibit  proof  of  such 
registry  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  such  registry,  a  certificate  of  the 
fact  that  he  has  been  registered  as  a  practising  physician,  for  which  cer- 
tificate he  shall  pay  to  said  county  clerk,  or  other  officer,  the  surn  of  50 
cents. 

§  18  Midwifery,  certificate  necessary  to  practise.  That  every  person 
practising  midwifery  in  any  of  its  branches,  shall  possess  a  certificate 
from  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  19  How  person  now  practising  may  obtain  certificate.  That  every 
person  now  practising  midwifery  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes 
in  this  state  shall,  within  30  days  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  personally 
present  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  an  afiidavit  setting  forth 
the  name,  nationality,  age,  authority,  location  and  length  of  practice, 
together  with  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  some  registered 
physician,  resident  of  the  same  district;  whereupon  the  board,  on  receipt 
of  a  fee  of  $1,  shall  issue  a  certificate,  signed  by  its  president 'and  secre- 
tary and  bearing  the  seal  of  said  board,  entitling  the  person  named  thei'ein 
to  practise  midwifery  in  this  state. 

§  20  Persons  beginning  practice  must  take  examination.  That  every 
person  hereafter  beginning  the  practice  of  midwifery  in  this  state  shall 
appear  before  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  and  submit  to  such 
examinations  in  midwifery  as  the  board  shall  require,  and  if  such  ex- 
amination is  satisfactory  to  the  examiners,  the  said  board  shall,  upon  the 
receipt  of  a  fee  of  $5,  issue  a  certificate  the  same  as  provided  in  §  2  [§  19] 
of  this  act. 

§  21  Filing  of  certificate.  That  the  person  so  receiving  said  certifi- 
cate shall  file  the  same  or  a  true  copy  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
In  which  she  resides,  and  said  clerk  shall  file  said  certificate  or  a  copy 
thereof,  and  enter  a  memorandum  thereof,  giving  the  date  of  said  certifi- 
cate and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  issued,  and  the 
date  of  said  filing,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose; 
and  for  which  registry  the  said  county  clerk  -shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  from  each  person  registering  the  sum  of  25  cents. 
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§  22  Examinations  by  state  board.  That  the  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  shall  hold -examinations  of  candidates  for  certificates  in 
midwifery  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

§  23  Befusal  or  revocation  of  licenses.  That  the  state  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  may  refuse  licenses  to  persons  guilty  of  unprofessional  or 
dishonorable  conduct,  and  may  revoke  licenses  for  lilie  cause,  or  for  neglect 
to  make  proper  returns  to  the  various  health  officers,  of  births,  and, the 
cases  of  puerperal  and  other  contagioxis  diseases  occurring  in  their 
practice. 

§  24  Midwifery  defined.  That  any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practis- 
ing midwifery  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  publicly  profess 
by  advertisement,  sign,  card  or  otherwise  to  be  a  midwife,  or  who  shall, 
for  a  fee,  attend  to  women  in  childbirth,  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  gratuitous  service  in  case  of  emergency  nor  to 
legally  qualified  physicians  or  surgeons  of  this  state. 

§  25  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  practising  midwifery  in 
this  state  without  first  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  .?10  nor  more  than  $50,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
not  less  than  10  nor  more  than  30  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

§  27  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That  the  governor 
shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  a  board 
of  examiners  to  be  known  as  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  said 
board  to  consist  of  nine  members,  who  shall  be  persons  of  recognized  pro- 
fessional ability  and  honor;  the  term  of  office  of  said  board  shall  be  three 
years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  provided,  however,  that  the 
members  of  the  board  first  appointed  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes, 
each  class  to  consist  of  three  persons;  the  first  class  shall  hold  office  under 
said  appointment  for  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years  and  the  third 
for  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment,  and  thereafter  each 
member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  provided 
further,  that  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  old  school  physicians,  three 
homeopaths  and  one  eclectic;  said  appointees  shall,  within  30  days  after 
the  receipt  of  the  respective  commissions,  take,  subscribe  and  file,  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  law. 
§  28  Organization  of  board.  That  said  board  shall  elect  a  president, 
a  secretary  and  a  treasurer  from  its  membership;  it  shall  have  a  common 
seal,  and  its  president  shall  be  empowered  to  issue  subpenas  and  to  ad- 
minister oaths  in  taking  testimony  in  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  duties 
of  said  board;  it  shall  make  and  adopt  all  necessary  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States,  whereby  to  perform  the  duties  and  to  transact  the  business  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  29  Meetings  for  examinations;  record;  register.  That  said  board 
shall  hold  meetings  for  examinations  at  the  capitol  building  of  this  state

on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June  and  September  of  each  year,  and  at  such 
other  times  and  places  as  the  board  may  deem  expedient;  said  board 
shall  keep  an  official  record  of  all  its  meetings,  and  an  official  .register 
of  all  applicants  for  a  license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this 
state;  said  register  shall  show  the  name,  age,  nativity,  last  and  intended 
place  of  residence,  of  each  candidate,  the  time  he  or  she  has  spent  in 
obtaining  a  competent  common  school  education,  and  in  medical  study, 
in  or  out  of  medical  school,  and  the  names  and  location  of  all  medical 
schools  or  examining  and  licensing  boards  ■svhich  have  granted  said  ap- 
plicant any  degree  or  certificate  of  attendance  upon  lectures  upon  medi- 
cine and  surgery  or  state  examinations;  said  register  shall  also  show 
whether  said  applicant  was  examined,  licensed  or  rejected  under  this  act 
and  said  register  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  matters  therein 
contained. 

§  30  Qualifications  of  applicants  for  examination.  That  all  persons 
hereafter  commencing  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  state  shall  apply,  to  said  board  for  a  license  so  to  do; 
applicants  for  examination  shall  present  to  the  secretary  of  this  board, 
at  least  10  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  examination  at  which 
he  or  she  is  to  be  examined,  a  written  application  on  a  form  or  forms 
provided  by  said  board,  together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant 
is  more  than  21  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained 
a  competent  common  school  education,  and  has  either  received  a  diploma 
conferring  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  from  some  legally  incorpor- 
ated medical  college  (which  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  was  in  good  stand- 
ing at  the  time  of  issuing  said  diploma)  in  the  United  States,  or  a  diploma 
or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practise  all  the  branches  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery  in  some  foreign  country,  and  has  also  studied  mediciue 
four  years,  including  three  courses  of  lectures  in  different  years  in  some 
legally  incorporated  American  or  foreign  medical  college  or  colleges  prior 
to  the  granting  of  said  diploma  or  foreign  license;  provided,  howevei',  that 
two  courses  of  medical  lectures,  both  of  which  shall  be  either  begun  or 
completed  within  the  same  calendar  year,  shall  not  be  considered  to  satisfy 
the  above  requirement;  and  if  said  application  is  approved,  and  the  said 
applicant  shall  have  deposited  the  sum  of  $25  with  the  treasui-er  of  such 
board  as  an  examination  fee,  which  said  sum  shall  be  returned  to  such 
applicant  in  case  of  failure  to  pass  such  examination,  the  applicant  shall 
sign  his  or  her  name  opposite  a  number  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose 
by  the  secretary,  and  shall  mark  his  or  her  examination  paper  with  said 
number,  and  shall  be  known  to  the  members  of  said  board  only  by  said 
number  until  his  or  her  papers  have  been  examined  and  marked;  appli- 
cants examined  and  licensed  by  or  who  are  or  have  been  members  of 
state  examining  and  licensing  boards  of  other  states,  upon  the  payment 
of  $50  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  and  on  filing  with  the  secretary 
of  said  board  a  copy  of  his  or  her  license  or  certificate,  certified  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  board,  showing  also  that 
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the  standard  of  requirements  of  said  board  at  tbe  time  of  said  license 
or  certificate  was  issued  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  required  by 
the  said  board,  and  of  his  or  her  aflSdavit  as  to  the  personality  thereof, 
may  be  granted  a  license  by  said  board  without  further  examination 
thereby. 

§  31  Character  of  examinations;  subjects;  license  issued.  That  all 
examinations  shall  be  written  in  the  English  language,  and  the  questions 
and  answers  shall  be,  except  in  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  such 
as  can  be  answered  in  common  by  all  schools  of  practice;  if  the  applicant 
intends  to  practise  homeopathy  or  eclecticism,  the  member  or  members 
of  said  board  of  those  schools  respectively  shall  examine  said  applicant 
in  the  materia  medica  and  therapeutics  of  the  school  in  which  such  ap- 
plicant intends  to  practise;  the  examinations  shall  be  in  the  following  sub- 
jects, namely,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics;  obstetrics  and  gynecology; 
practice  of  medicine,  including  diseases  of  the  skin,  nose  and  throat; 
surgery,  including  surgical  anatomy  and  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear  and 
genito-urinary  organs;  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology,  pathol- 
ogy, bacteriology,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  in  such  other  sub- 
jects as  the  board  may  decide;  all  examinations  shall  be  both  scientific 
and  practical,  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  the  candidate's  fitness  to 
practise  medicine  and  surgery;  if  said  examination  is  satisfactory,  the 
board  shall  issue  a  license,  entitling  the  applicant  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery  in  this  state;  the  votes  of  all  examiners  shall  be  yes  or  no, 
and  written  with  their  signatures  upon  the  backs  of  the  examination 
papers  of  each  candidate;  said  application  and  examination  papers  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  state  library,  in  the  capitol  building,  and  they  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  all  matters  therein  contained;  all  licenses  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board,  and  shall  be  attested 
by  the   seal  thereof, 

§  32  Refusal  or.  revocation  of  license.  That  the  board  may  refuse  to 
grant  or  may  revoke  a  license  for  the  following  causes,  to  wit,  chronic 
and  persistent  inebriety;  the  practice  of  criminal  abortion;  conviction  of 
crime  involving  moral  turpitude  or  for  publicly  advertising  special  ability 
to  treat  or  cure  chronic  and  incurable  diseases;  or  where  any  person  sliall 
present  to  this  board  any  diploma,  license  or  certificate  that  shall  have 
been  illegally  obtained,  or  that  shall  have  been  signed  or  issued  unlaw- 
fully or  under  fraudulent  representations;  in  complaints  for  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  accused  pei'son  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  complaint,  and  given  a  hearing  before  said  board  in  person 
or  by  attorney;  and  any  person,  after  such  refusal  or  revocation  of  license. 
who  shall  attempt  or  continue  the  practice  of  medicine,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  hereinafter  prescribed. 

§  33  Filing  of  license;  removal  from  county.  That  the  person  so  re- 
ceiving said  license  shall  file  the  same  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with 
the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  and  said  clerk  shall  file 
said  certificate  or  copy  thereof  and  enter  a  memorandum  thereof,  giving 
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the  date  of  said  license,  with  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
Is  issued,  and  the  date  of  said  filing,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  this 
board  and  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  for  which  registry  the  said 
county  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  each  person 
registering  the  sum  of  $1;  in  case  the  person  so  licensed  shall  move  into 
another  county  of  this  state,  he  or  she  shall  procure  from  the  said  clerk 
a  certified  copy  of  such  registration,  and  then  file  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  to  which  he  or  she  shall  remove,  and  the  said  clerk  shall 
file  and  enter  the  same  with  like  effect  as  if  the  same  was  an  original 
licehse,  and  for  which  registry  the  said  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  the  sum  of  $1;  and  each  county  clerk  in  the  counties  of  this 
state  shall,  upon  the  last  day  of  November  of  each  year,  furnish  to  the 
secretary  of  said  board  a  list  of  all  the  certificates  of  this  board  filed  in 
his  office  during  the  previous  year,  and  upon  notice  to  him  of  the  change 
of  location  or  death  of  the  person  so  licensed,  or  of  the  revocation  of  said 
license,  said  county  clerk  shall  enter  at  the  appropriate  place  in  the  records 
so  kept  by  him,  a  memorandum  of  said  fact,  and  said  memoranda  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  secretary  of  this  board  in  the  annual  report  above 
required. 

§  34  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  That  any  person  shall  be  regarded 
as  practising  medicine  or  surgery,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who 
shall  use  the  words  or  letters  "  Dr,"  "  Doctor,"  "  Professor,"  "  M.  D."  or 
"  M.  B."  in  connection  with  his  or  her  name,  or  any  other  title  intend- 
ing to  imply  or  designate  him  or  her  as.  a  practitioner  of  medicine  or 
surgery  in  any  of  its  branches,  and  who  in  connection  with  such  title 
or  titles  or  without  the  use  of  such  titles,  shall  prescribe,  direct,  recom- 
mend, advise,  apply,  give  or  sell,  for  the  use  of  any  person  or  persons, 
any  drug  or  medicine  or  other  agency  or  application  for  the  treatment, 
cure  or  relief  of  any  bodily  injury,  infirmity  or  disease;  and  it  is  further 
provided,  that  the  use  of  any  one  of  the  aforementioned  titles  or  the  ex- 
posure of  a  sign,  circular,  advertisement  or  any  other  device  or  informa- 
tion, indicating  thereby  the  occupation  of  the  person  or  persons,  shall  be 
considered  prima  facie  evidence;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  persons  professing  and  attempting  to 
cure  diseases  by  means  of  the  so-called  systems  of  "  faithcurism,"  "  mind- 
healing,"  "  laying-on-of-hands,"  and  other  similar  systems. 

§  35  Construction  of  act.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  com- 
missioned surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital 
service  while  so  commissioned,  or  to  lawfully  qualified  physicians  or 
surgeons  residing  in  other  states  meeting  registered  physicians  and  sur- 
geons of  this  state  in  consultation,  or  to  any  legally  qualified  physician 
or  surgeon  of  another  state  taking  charge  of  the  practice  of  a  legally 
qualified  physician  or  surgeon  of  this  state  temporarily  during  the  latter's 
absence  therefrom  and  upon  the  written  requests  to  said  board  therefor, 
or  to  any  physician  or  surgeon  of  another  state,  and  duly  authorized 
under  the  laws  thereof,  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  therein;  pro- 
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vided,  that  such  practitiooer  shall  not  open  an  office  or  a  place  for  the 
practice  of  his  profession  within  the  borders  of  this  state,  or  to  anj^  one 
while  actually  serving  as  a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  of  any 
legally  incorporated  charitable  or  municipal  hospital  or  asylum,  or  to  any 
legally  qualified  and  registered  dentist  exclusively  engaged  in  practising 
the  art  of  dentistry,  or  to  any  person  claiming  the  right  to  practise  medi- 
cine and  surgery  in  this  state  who  has  been  practising  therein  since  before 
the  4th  day  of  July,  1890;  provided,  said  right  or  title  was  obtained  upon 
a  duly  registered  diploma,  of  which  the  holder  and  applicant  was  the 
lawful  possessor,  issued  by  a  legally  chartered  medical  institution  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  said  diploma 
was  issued,  or  to  any  person  resident  of  this  state  who  has  been  con- 
tinuously engaged  in  giving  treatment  by  electricity  herein  during  the 
past  seven  years;  provided,  that  said  person  has  graduated  from  a  legally 
incorporated  electro-therapeutic  school  in  good  standing. 

§  36  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  hereafter  commencing 
or  continuing  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches 
in  this  state  without  first  having  obtained  and  filed  the  license  herein 
provided  for  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
for  the  first  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  days  or  by  both  fine  and 
imprisonment,  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  the  punishment  shall  be 
double  that  of  the  preceding  one;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respec- 
tive district  attorneys  of  the  counties  of  this  state  to  prosecute  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.   . 

§  37  Disposition  of  fees.  That  the  expenses  of  said  board  and  of  the 
examination  shall  be  paid  from  the  license  fees  above  provided  for,  and 
if  any  surplus  remain,  the  same  may  be  distributed  among  the  members 
of  said  board  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  members,  but  other- 
wise they  shall  receive  no  compensation  whatever.

§  3694  Qualifications  for  practice.  That  no  person  shall  practise 
medicine  in  any  of  its  departments  in  this  territory  unless  such  person 
possesses  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act.  If  a  graduate  in  medi- 
cine, he  must  present  his  diploma  by  mail  or  in  person  to  the  territorial' 
board  of  health  for  verification  as  to  its  genuineness.  If  the  diploma  is 
found  genuine  and  from  a  legally  chartered  medical  institution  in  good 
standing,  and  if  the  person  named  therein  be  the  person  claiming  and 
presenting  the  same,  the  territorial  board  of  health  shall  issue  a  certifi- 
cate to  that  effect,  signed  by  all  members  thereof,  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to 
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practise  medicine  in  this  territory.  If  not  a  graduate,  tlie  person  practis- 
ing medicine  in  this  territory  shall  present  himself  before  said  board  and 
submit  himself  to  such  examination  as  the  board  may  require,  and  if 
the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the  board,  the  said  board  shall  issue 
its  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  the  lawful  holder  of  such 
certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  men- 
tioned: provided,  that  any  person  who  shall  have  practised  medicine  con- 
tinuously for  the  period  of  10  years  in  this  territory  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall  he  entitled  to  a  license  or  certificate,  without  examina- 
tion, upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  for  such  license  or  certificate. 

§  3695  Territorial  board  of  health;  organization.  That  a  board  is 
hereby  established  which  shall  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the.  New  Mexico  territorial  board  of  health,  to  be  composed  of  seven  prac- 
tising physicians  of  known  ability  and  integrity,  who  are  graduates  of 
medical  schools  of  undoubted  respectability  and  holding  license  to  practise 
in  this  territory,  giving  each  of  the  three  schools  of  medicine,  known  as 
the  regular,  homeopathic  and  eclectic  schools  a  representation  as  follows, 
to  wit:  four  physicians  of  the  regular,  two  of  the  homeopathic,  and  one 
of  the  eclectic  school  or  system  of  medicine.  The  members  of  this  board 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  two  years, 
and  all  vacancies  shall  be  similarly  filled  as  soon  as  the  governor  is  noti- 
fied thereof  by  the  secretary  of  the  board.  The  territorial  board  of  health 
shall  organize  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  it  shall 
procure  a  seal,  and  shall  receive  through  its  secretary  applications  for 
certificates  and  examinations;  the  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the 
authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  board  shall  take  testimony  in  all 
matters  relating  to  its  duties;  it  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  furnish 
satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  diplomas  or  licenses  from  legally 
chartered  medical  institutions  in  good  standing,  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  board.  Applicants  for  certificates  being  graduates,  or  to  all  who  now 
have  licenses  to  practise  in  the  territory  issued  by  the  present  and  former 
boards  of  medical  examiners,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $5  to  the  secretary  of 
the  board,  who  shall  turn  the  same  into  the  treasury  of  the  board. 

§  3696  Verification  of  diploma;  aflaidavit.  The  verification  of  the 
diploma  or  certificate  shall  consist  in  the  affidavit  of  the  holder  and  ap- 
plicant that  he  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  same,  and  that  he  is  the 
person  therein  named,  and  any  person  swearing  falsely  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

§  3697  Examinations;  fee.  All  examinations  of  persons  not  graduates 
or  licentiates,  shall  be  made  directly  by  the  board,  and  may  be  made  in 
whole  or  in  part  In  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  practical 
character,  sufficiently  strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  as 
a  practitioner.  The  fee  for  examination  shall  be  $20  and  said  fee  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  board. 

§  3698  Becord  of  certificate.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from 
the  territorial  board  of  health  shall. have  It  recorded  in  a  book  provided 
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for  the  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides, 
within  three  months  from  its  date,  and  the  date  of  recording  shall  be  in- 
dorsed thereon;  he  shall  then  be  entitled  to  practise  in  any  part  of  the 
territory,  but  must  again  record  his  certificate  in  case  of  removing  his 
permanent  residence  to  another  county. 

§  3699  Refusal  or  revocation  of  certificate.  The  territorial  board  of 
health  must  refuse  to  issue  a  certificate  to  individuals  guilty  of  unpro- 
fessional or  dishonorable  conduct,  and  it  may  revolie  certificates  for  like 
causes. 

§  3700  Definition  of  "  practise  medicine."  For  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  the  words,  practise  medicine,  shall  mean  to  investigate  or  diagnose,  or 
offer  to  investigate  or  diagnose,  any  physical  or  mental  ailment  of  any 
person,  with  a  view  to  affording  relief,  as  commonly  done  by  physicians; 
to  suggest,  recommend,  prescribe  or  direct  for  the  use  of  any  person,  any 
drug,  medicine  or  appliance,  apparatus  or  other  agency,  whether  material 
or  not  material,  for  the  cure,  relief  or  palliation  of  any  ailment  or  disease 
of  the  mind  or  body,  or  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  any  wound,  fracture  or 
bodily  injury  or  deformity,  after  having  received  or  with  the  intent  of 
receiving  therefor,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  bonus,  gift  or  com- 
pensation: provided,  this  act  shall  not  prevent  people  who  are  entitled  to 
sell  medicines'  under  the  laws  of  this  territory  from  recommending  the 
same,  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  gratuitous 
service  in  cases  of  emergency  or  the  domestic  administration  of  family 
remedies,  or  women  from  practising  midwifery;  and  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  surgeons  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  the  discharge  of 
their  official  duties. 

§  3701  Penalty  for  practising  without  certificate;  using  another's 
diploma.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  territory 
without  the  certificate  issued  by  this  board,  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  for  each  and  every  instance  of  such  practice,  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  for  the  use  of  the  said  terri- 
torial board  of  health,  the  sum  of  $100  for  the  first  offense  and  $200  for 
each  subsequent  offense,  the  same  to  be  recovered  in  an"  action  of  debt 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  any  person  filing,  or  at- 
tempting to  file,  as  his  own,  the  diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  or  a 
forged  affidavit  of  identification,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon 
conviction,  shall  be  subject  to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made 
and  provided  by  the  statutes  of  the  territory  for  the  crime  of  forgery. 

§  3702  Judgment  upon  conviction;  appeal.  Upon  conviction  of  either 
of  the  offenses  mentioned  in  this  act,  the  court  shall,  as  part  of  the  judg- 
ment, order  that  the  defendant  be  committed  to  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid,  and  upon  failure  to  pay  the  same 
immediately,  the  defendant  shall  be  committed  under  said  order:  provided, 
that  either  party  may  appeal  in  the  same  time  and  manner  as  appeals  may 
be  taken  in  other  cases,  except  that  where  an  appeal  is  prayed  in  behalf 
of  the  territory,  no  appeal  bond  shall  be  required  to  be  filed,  whether  the 

( 
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appeal  be  from  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  from  the  district,  county  or  circuit 
court,  or  from  the  appellate  court,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  in  behalf  of  the 
territory  of  New  Mexico  for  the  use  of  the  territorial  board  of  health  to 
pray  an  appeal,  and  thereupon  appeal  may  be  had  without  bond  security. 
§  3703  Prosecution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  solicitor  general  and  the 
district  attorneys  to  prosecute  any  and  all  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Board  means  a  board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

Medical  examiner  means  a  member  of  a  board  of  medical  examiners  of 
the  state  of  New  York. 

Medical  school- means  any  medical  school,  college,  or  department  of  a 
university,  registered  by  the  regents  as  maintaining  a  proper  medical 
standard  and  as  legally  incorporated. 

Medicine  means  medicine  and  surgery. 

Physician  means  physician  and  surgeon. 

§  140  Qualifications.  No  person  shall  practise  medicine  after  Sep.  1, 
1891,  unless  previously  registered  and  legally  authorized  or  unless  licensed 
by  the  regents  and  registered  as  required  by  this  article;  nor  shall  any 
person  practise  medicine  who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  a  felony  by  any 
court,  or  whose  authority  to  practise  is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  re- 
gents on  recommendation  of  a  state  board. 

§  141  State  boards  of  medical  examiners.  There  shall  continue  to  be 
three  separate  state  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  seven  members  each, 
each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  August  1  of  the  year 
in  which  appointed.  One  board  shall  represent  the  medical  society  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  one  the  homeopathic  medical  society  of  the  state  of 
New  York  iind  one  the  eclectic  medical  society  of  the  state  of  New  York. 
Each  of  these  three  societies  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  nominate  twice 
the  number  of  examiners  to  be  appointed  in  that  year  on  the  board  repre- 
senting it.  The  names  of  such  nominees,  shall  be  annually  transmitted 
under  seal  by  the  president  and  secretary  prior  to  May  1  to  the  regents, 
who  shall,  prior  to  August  1  appoint  from  such  lists  the  examiners  re- 
quired to  fill  any  vacancies  that  will  occur  from  expiration  of  term  on 
August  1.  Any  other  vacancy,  however  occurring  shall  likewise  be  filled 
by  the  regents  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  nominee,  before  appoint- 
ment, shall  furnish  to  the  regents  proof  that  he  has  received  the  degree  of 
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doctor  of  medicine  from  some  registered  medical  school  and  that  he  has 
legally  practised  medicine  in  this  state  for  at  least  five  years.  If  no  nomi- 
nees are  legally  before  them  from  a  society  the  regents  may  appoint  from 
members  in  good  standing  of  such  society  without  restriction.  The  regents 
may  remove  any  examiner  for  misconduct,  incapacity  or  neglect  of  duty. 

§  142  Certificate  of  appointment;  oath;  powers.  Every  medical  exam- 
iner shall  receive  a  certificate  of  appointment  from  the  regents  and  before 
beginning  his  term  of  oflice  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  the  co6- 
stitutional  oath  of  office.  Each  board,  or  any  committee  thereof,  may  take 
testimony  and  proofs  concerning  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction.  Each 
board  may,  subject  to  the  regents  approval,  make  all  by-laws  and  rules 
not  inconsistent  with  law  needed  in  performing  its  duties;  but  no  by-law 
or  rule  by  which  more  than  a  majority  vote  is  required  for  any  specified 
action  by  the  board  shall  be  amended,  suspended  or  repealed  by  a  smaller 
vote  than  that  required  for  action  thereunder. 

'§  143  Expenses.  From  the  fees  provided  by  this  article,  the  regents 
may  pay' all  proper  expenses  incurred  by  its  provisions  except  compensa- 
tion to  medical  examiners;  and  any  surplus  at  the  end  of  any  academic 
year  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  three  boards  pro  rata  according  to 
the  number  of  candidates  whose  answer  papers  have  been  marked  by  each. 

§  144  Oflicers;  meetings;  quorum;  committees.  Each  board  shall  annu- 
ally elect  from  its  members  a  president  and  a  secretary  for  the  academic 
year,  and  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  each  year  pursuant  to  call  of 
the  regents,  who  may  also  call  joint  meetings  of  the  three  boards  or  of 
their  officers.  At  any  meeting  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  but 
questions  prepared  by  the  boards  may  be  grouped  and  edited,  or  answer 
papers  of  candidates  may  be  examined  and  marked  by  committees  duly 
authorized  by  the  boards  and  by  the  regents. 

§  145  Admission  to  examination.  The  regents  shall  admit  to  examina- 
tion any  candidate  who  pays  a  fee  of  $25  and  submits  satisfactory  evi- 
dence, verified  by  oath,  if  required,  that  he  1)  is  more  than  21  years  of 
age;  2)  is  of  good  moral  character;  3)  has  the  general  education  required 
preliminary  to  receiving  the  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  in 
this  state;  4)  has  studied  medicine  not  less  than  four  full  school  years  of 
at  least  nine  months  each,  including  four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
six  months  each,  in  four  different  calendar  years  in  a  medical  school  regis- 
tered as  maintaining  at  the  time,  a  satisfactory  standard.  New  York  medi- 
cal schools  and  New  York  medical  students  shall  not  be  discriminated 
against  by  the  registration  of  any  medical  school  out  of  the  state,  whose 
minimum  graduation  standard  is  less  than  that  fixed  by  statute  for  New 
York  medical  schools.  The  regents  may,  in  their  discretion,  accept  as  the 
equivalent  for  any  part  of  the  third  and  fourth  requirement,  evidence  of 
five  or  more  years'  reputable  practice,  provided  that  such  substitution  be 
specified  in  the  license;  5)  has  either  received  the  degree  of  bachelor  or 
doctor  of  medicine  from  some  registered  medical  school,  or  a  diploma  or 
license  conferring  full  right  to  practise  medicine  in  some  foreign  country. 
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The  degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be  conferred  in  this 
state  before  the  candidate  has  filed  with  the  institution  conferring  it  the 
certificate  of  the  regents  that  before  beginning  the  first  annual  medical 
course  counted  toward  the  degree  unless  matriculated  conditionally  as 
hereinafter  specified  (three  years  before  the  date  of  the  degree),  he  had 
either  graduated  from  a  registered  college  or  satisfactorily  completed  a 
full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high  school;  or  had  a  preliminary 
education  considered  and  accepted  by  the  regents  as  fully  equivalent;  or 
held  a  regents  medical  student  certificate,  granted  before  this  act  took 
effect;  or  had  passed  regents  examinations  as  hereinafter  provided.  A 
medical  school  may  matriculate  conditiouallj-  a  student  deficient  in  not 
more  than  one  year's  academic  work  or  12  counts  of  the  preliminary 
education  requirement,  provided  the  name  and  deficiencj'  of  each  student 
so  matriculated  be  filed  at  the  regents  oflice  within  three  months  after 
matriculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made  up  before  the  student 
begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree.  Stu- 
dents who  had  matriculated  in  a  New  York  medical  school  before  June  5, 
1890,  and  students  who  had  matriculated  in  a  New  York  medical  school 
before  May  13,  1895,  as  having  entered  before  June  5,  1890,  on  the  pre- 
scribed three  years'  study  of  medicine,  shall  be  exempt  from  this  prelim- 
inary education  requirement 

A  medical  student  certificate  may  be  earned  without  notice  to  the  re- 
gents of  the  conditional  matriculation  either  before  the  student  begins  the 
second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree  or  two  years 
before  the  date  of  the  degree  for  matriculants  in  any  registered  mec^ical 
school,  in  the  four  cases  following:  1)  for  matriculants  prior  to  May  9, 
1893,  for  any  20  counts,  allowing  10  for  the  preliminaries,  not  including 
reading  and  writing;  2)  for  matriculants  prior  to  May  13,  1895,  for  arith- 
metic, elementary  English,  geography,  spelling,  United  States  history, 
English  composition  and  physics,  or  any  50  counts,  allowing  14  for  the 
preliminaries;  3)  for  matriculants  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1896,  for  any  12 
academic  counts;  4)  for  matriculants  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1897,  for  any  24 
academic  counts;  but  all  matriculants,  after  Jan.  1,  1897,  must  secure  48 
academic  counts,  or  their  full  equivalent,  before  beginning  the  first  annual 
medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree,  unless  admitted  conditionally, 
as  hereinbefore  specified  when  the  deficiency  must  be  made  up  before  the 
student  begins  the  second  annual  medical  course  counted  toward  the 
degree. 

§  146  Questions.  Each  board  shall  submit  to  the  regents,  as  required, 
lists  of  suitable  questions  for  thorough  examination  in  anatomy,  physi- 
ology and  hygiene,  chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics,  pathology  and,  diagnosis, 
and  therapeutics  including  practice  and  materia  medica.  From  these  lists 
the  regents  shall  prepare  question  papers  for  all  these  subjects,  which  at 
any  examination  shall  be  the  same  for  all  candidates,  except  that  in  thera- 
peutics, practice  and  materia  medica  all  the  questions  submitted  to  any 
candidate  shall  be  chosen  from  those  prepared  by  the  board  selected  by 
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that  candidate,  and  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  tenets  of  that  school  as 
determined  by  its  state  board  of  medical  examiners. 

§  147  Examinations  and  reports.  Examinations  for  license  shall  be 
given  in  at  least  four  convenient  places  in  this  state  and  at  least  four 
times  annually,  in  accordance  with  the  regents  rules,  and  shall  be  exclu- 
sively in  writing  and  in  English.  Each  examination  shall  be  conducted 
bj'  a  regents  examiner  who  shall  not  be  one  of  the  medical  examiners. 
At  the  close  of  each  examination  the  regents  examiner  in  charge  shall 
deliver  the  questions  and  answer  papers  to  the  board  selected  by  each 
candidate,  or  to  its  duly  authorized  committee,  and  such  board,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  shall  examine  and  marlj  the  answers  and  transmit  to 
the  regents  an  official  report,  signed  by  its  president  and  secretary,  stating 
the  standing  of  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  his  general  average  and 
whether  the  board  recommends  that  a  license  be  granted.  Such  report 
shall  include  the  questions  and  answers  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  public 
records  of  the  University.  If  a' candidate  fails  on  first  examination,  he 
may  after  not  less  than  six  months'  further  study,  have  a  second  examina- 
tion with'out  fee.  If  the  failure  is  from  illness  or  other  cause  satisfac- 
tory to  the  regents  they  may  waive  the  required  six  months'  study. 

§  148  Licenses.  On  receiving  from  a  state  board  an  official  report  that 
an  applicant  has  successfully  passed  the  examinations  and  is  recommended 
for  license,  the  regents  shall  issue  to  him,  if  in  their  judgment  he  is  duly 
qualified  therefor,  a  license  to  practise  medicine.  Every  license  shall  be 
issued  by  the  University  under  seal  and  shall  be  signed  by  each  acting 
medical  examiner  of  the  board  selected  and  by  the  officer  of  the  University 
who  approved  the  credential  which  admitted  the  candidate  to  examina- 
tion, and  shall  state  that  the  licensee  has  given  satisfactory  evidence 
of  fitness  as  to  age,  character,  preliminary  and  medical  education  and 
all  other  matters  required  by  law,  and  that  after  full  examination  he  has 
been  found  properly  qualified  to  practise.  Applicants  examined  and 
licensed  by  other  state  examining  boards  registered  by  the  regents  as  main- 
taining standards  not  lower  than  those  provided  by  this  article,  and  ap- 
plicants who  matriculated  in  a  New  Yorlc  state  medical  school  before  June 
5,  1890,  and  who  receive  the  degree  M.  D.,  from  a  registered  medical 
school  before  Aug.  1,  1895,  may  without  further  examination,  on  pay- 
ment of  .$10  to  the  regents  and  on  submitting  such  evidence  as  they  may 
require,  receive  from  them  an  indorsement  of  their  licenses  or  diplomas 
conferring  all  rights  and  privileges  of  a  regents  license  issued  after  ex- 
amination. If  any  person  whose  registration  is  not  legal  because  of  some 
error,  misunderstanding  or  unintentional  omission,  shall  submit  satisfac- 
tory proof  that  he  had  all  requirements  prescribed  by  law  at  the  time 
of  his  imperfect  registration  and  was  entitled  to  be  legally  registered, 
he  may  on  unanimous  recommendation  of  a  state  board  of  medical  ex- 
aminers receive  from  the  regents  under  seal  a  certificate  of  the  facts 
which  may  be  registered  by  any  county  clerlj  and  shall  malje  valid  the 
previous  imperfect  registration.     Before  any  license  is  issued  it  shall  be 
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numbered  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  In  the  regents  office,  and  Its  number 
shall  be  noted  in  the  license.  This  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evidence 
that  is  given  to  a  record  of  conveyance  of  land, 

§  149  Registry.  Every  license  to  practise  medicine  shall,  before  the 
licensee  begins  practice  thereunder,  be  registered  in  a  book  kept  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  such  practice  is  to  be  carried  on,  with 
name,  residence,  place  and  date  of  birth,  and  source,  number  and  date 
of  his  license  to  practise.  Before  registering,  each  licensee  shall  flle,  to  be 
kept  In  a  bound  vdIuiho  in  the  county  clerk's  office  an  affidavit  of  the 
above  facts,  and  also  that  he  is  the  person  named  in  such  license,  and 
had,  before  receiving  the  same,  complied  .with  all  requisites  as  to  at- 
tendance, terms  and  amount  of  study  and  examinations  required  by  law 
and  the  rules  of  the  University  as  preliminary  to  the  conferment  thereof; 
that  no  money  was  paid  for  such  license,  except  the  regular  fees  paid  by 
all  applicants  therefor;  that  no  fraud,  misrepresentations  or  mistake  in 
any  material  regard  was  employed  by  any  one  or  occurred  in  order  that 
such  license  should  be  conferred.  Every  license,  or  if  lost  a  copy  thereof 
legally  certified  so  as  to  be  admissible  as  evidence,  or  a  duly  attested  trans- 
cript of  the  record  of  its  conferment  shall  before  registering  be  exhibited  to 
the  county  clerk,  who,  only  in  case  It  was  issued  or  indorsed  as  a  license 
under  seal  by  the  regents,  shall  Indorse  or  stamp  on  It  the  date  and  his 
name  preceded  by  the  words:  "  Registered  as  authority  to  practise  medi- 
cine in  the  clerk's  office  of  county."    The  clerk  shall  thereupon 

give  to  every  physician  so  registered  a  transcript  of  the  entries  in  the 
register  with  a  certificate  under  seal  that  he  has  filed  the  prescribed  affi- 
davit. The  licensee  shall  pay  to  the  county  clerk  a  total  fee  of  $1  for 
registration,  affidavit  and  certificate. 

§  150  Registry  in  another  county.  A  practising  physician  having  regis- 
tered a  lawful  authority  to  practise  medicine  in  one  county,  and  remov- 
ing such  practice  or  part  thereof  to  another  county,  or  regularly  engaging 
Jn  practice  or  opening  an  office  in  another  county,  shall  show  or  send 
by  registered  mail  to  the  clerk  of  such  other  county,  his  certificate  of 
registration.  If  such  certificate  clearly  shows  that  the  original  registra- 
tion was  of  an  authority  Issued  under  seal  by  the  regents,  or  if  the  cer- 
tificate Itself  Is  Indorsed  by  the  regents  as  entitled  to  registration,  the 
clerk  shall  thereupon  register  the  applicant  In  the  latter  county,  on  re- 
ceipt of  a  fee  of  25  cents,  and  shall  stamp  or  Indorse  on  such  certificate, 

the  date  and  his  name  preceded  by  the  words,  "  Registered  also  in 

county,"  and  return  the  certificate  to  the  applicant. 

§  151  Certificate  presumptive  evidence;  unauthorized  registration  and 
license  prohibited.  Every  unrevoked  certificate  and  indorsement  of  regis- 
try, made  as  provided  In  this  article,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all 
courts  and  places,  that  the  person  named  therein  Is  legally  registered. 
Hereafter  no  person  shall  register  any  authority  to  practise  medicine  un- 
less it  has  been  Issued  or  indorsed  as  a  lloonso  by  the  regents.    No  such 
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reglsti'atlon  shall  be  valid  unless  the  authority  registered  constituted  at 
the  time  of  registration,  a  license  under  the  laws  of  the  stale  tlu-n  In 
force.  No  diploma  or  license  conferred  on  a  person  not  actually  in  at- 
tendance at  the  lectures,  instruction  and  examination  of  the  school  con- 
ferring the  same,  or  not  possessed  at  the  time  of  its  conferment,  of  the 
requirements  then  demanded  of  medical  students  in  this  state  as  a  con- 
dition of  their  being  licensed  so  to  practise,  and  no  registration  not  in 
accordance  with  this  article  shall  be  lawful  authority  to  practise  medi- 
cine, nor  shall  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  be  conferred  causa  hotioria 
or  ad  eundum  nor  If  previously  conferred,  shall  it  be  a  qualification  for 
such  practice. 

§  152  Construction  of  this  article.  This  article  shall  not  be  construed 
to  affect  commissioned  medical  officers  serving  in  the  United  States  army, 
navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  while  so  commissioned;  or  any  one  while 
actually  serving  on  the  resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally  Incorporated 
hospital;  or  any  legally  registered  dentist  exclusively  engaged  in  practis- 
ing dentistry;  or  any  manufacturer  of  artlflcal  eyes,  limbs  or  orthopedic 
Instruments  or  trusses  in  fitting  such  Instruments  on  persons  in  need 
thereof;  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physician  in  other  states  or  countries 
meeting  legally  registered  physicians  in  this  state  In  consultation;  or  any 
physician  residing  on  a  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and  duly  authorized 
under  the  laws  thereof  to  practise  medicine  therein,  whose  practice  ex- 
tends into  this  state,  and  who  does  not  open  an  office  or  appoint  a  place 
to  meet  patients  or  receive 'calls  within  this  state;  or  any  physician  duly 
registered  In  one  county  called  to  attend  Isolated  cases  in  another  county, 
but  not  residing  or  habitually  practising  therein.  This  article  shall  be 
construed  to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  authorizing  conferment  of 
any  degree  In  luodloine,  causa  honoris  or  ad  eundum,  or  otherwise  than  on 
students  duly  graduated  after  satisfactory  completion  of  a  preliminary 
and  medical  course  not  less  than  that  required  by  this  article,  as  a  con- 
dition of  license. 

§  153  Penalties  and  their  collection.  Any  person  who,  not  being  then 
lawfully  authorized  to  practise  medicine  within  this  state  and  so  regis- 
tered according  to  law,  shall  practise  medicine  within  this  state  without 
lawful  registration  or  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  article;  and 
any  person  who  shall  buy,  sell,  or  fraudulently  obtain  any  medical  diploma, 
license,  record,  or  registration,  or  who  shall  aid  or  abet  such  buying,  sell- 
ing or  fraudulently  obtaining,  or  who  shall  practise  medicine  under  cover 
of  any  medical  diploma,  license,  record,  or  registration  Illegally  obtained, 
or  signed,  or  Issued  unlawfully  or  under  fraudulent  representations  or 
mistake  of  fact  In  a  material  regard,  or  who,  after  conviction  of  a  felony, 
shall  attempt  to  practise  medicine,  or  shall  so  practise,  and  any  person 
who  shall  append  the  letters  M.  D.  to  his  or  her  name,  or  shall  assume 
or  advertise  the  title  of  doctor  (or  any  title  which  shall  show  or  tend  to 
show  that  the  person  assuming  or  advertising  the  same  is  a  practitioner 
of  any  of  the  branches  of  medicine),  in  such  a  manner  as  to  convey  the 
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impression  that  he  or  she  is  a  legal  practitioner  of  medicine,  or  of  any  of 
its  branches  without  having  legally  received  the  medical  degree,  or  without 
having  received  a  license  which  constituted  at  the  time  an  authority  to 
practise  medicine  under  the  laws  of  this  state  then  in  force,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $250,  or  imprisonment  for  six  months  for  the  first  offense, 
and  on  conviction  of  any  subsequent  offense,  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$500  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  year,  or  by  both  fine  and 
imprisonment.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine  under  a  false  or 
assumed  name,  or  who  shall  falsely  personate  another  practitioner  of  a 
like  or  different  name,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony.  When  any  prosecu- 
tion under  this  article  is  made  on  the  complaint  of  any  incorporated  medi- 
cal society  of  the  state,  or  any  county  medical  society  of  such  county  en- 
titled to  representation  in  a  state  society,  the  fines  when  collected  shall 
be  paid  to  the  society 'making  the  complaint,  and  any  excess  of  the  amount 
of  fines  so  paid  over  the  expense  incurred  by  the  said  society  in  enforc- 
ing the  medical  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
the  county  treasurer.

§  3121  Medical  society  of  the  state  a  body  politic.  The  association 
of  regularly  graduated  physicians,  calling  themselves  the  state  medical 
society,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known 
and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  medical  society  of  the  state  of  North 
Carolina. 

§  3122  Who  may  practise.  No  person  shall  practise  medicine  or 
surgery,  nor  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  nor  in  any  case  prescribe  for 
the  cure  of  diseases  for  fee  or  reward,  unless  he  shall  have  been  first 
licensed  so  to  do  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  [As  amended  1885, 
cTi.  117,  §  1] 

§  3123  Board  of  physicians  to  consist  of  seven.  In  order  to  the  proper 
regulation  of  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  there  shall  be  estab- 
lished a  board  of  regularly  graduated  physicians,  to  be  known  by  the  title 
of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  which 
shall  consist  of  seven  regularly  graduated  physicians. 

§  3124  Duty  of  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  to  ex- 
amine all  applicants  who  shall  exhibit  a  diploma,  or  furnish  satisfactory 
proof  of  graduation,  from  a  medical  college  in  good  standing  requiring 
an  attendance  of  not  less  than  three  years  and  supplying  such  facilities 
for  clinical  instruction  as  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  said  board,  for 
license  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof, 
on  the  following  branches  of  medical  science:  anatomy,  physiology, 
surgery,  pathology,  medical  hygiene,  chemistry,  pharmacy,  materia  medica. 
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therapeutics,  obstetrics  and  ttie  practice  of  medicine,  and  if  on  such  ex- 
amination they  be  found  competent,  to  grant  to  each  applicant  a  license 
or  diploma,  authorizing  him  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery,  or  any  of  ^ 
the  branches  thereof:  provided,  five  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  and  four  of  those  present  shall  be  agreed  as  to  the  qualifications 
of  the  applicant:  provided,  that  the  requirement  of  three  years'  attend- 
ance shall  not  apply  to  those  graduating  prior  to  January  1,  1900.  Pro- 
vided further,  that  license  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  standing  as 
a  legal  practitioner  in  another  state  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  a  diploma 
and  entitle  to  examftiation.     [As  amended  1899,  ch.  93,  §  l]a 

§  3125  Temporary  license.  To  prevent  delay  and  inconvenience,  two 
members  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners  may  grant  a  temporary 
license  to  any  applicant  who  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  as  to 
graduation  prescribed  in  §  3124  as  amended,  and  make  report  thereof  to 
.the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board:  provided,  such  temporary  license 
shall  not  continue  in  force  longer  than  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
board,  and  such  temporary  license  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  after  the 
applicant  has  been  refused  a  license  by  the  board  of  medical  examiners.

§  3126  How  appointed.  The  medical  society  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point the  board  of  medical  examiners. 

The  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  assemble  at  the  same  time  and  places,  when  and  where  the  medical 
society  assembles,  which  society  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every 
year  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  said  society,  at  its  next  preceding

§  3128  OflBicers,  etc.  The  board  of  medical  examiners  are  authorized 
to  elect  all  such  officers,  and  to  frame  all  such  by-laws  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
of  any  member  of  said  board,  the  board,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  is  em- 
powered to  fill  such  vacancy.

'§  3130  License.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  demand  of  every  ap- 
plicant thus  licensed  the  sum  of  $10  before  issuing  a  license  or  diploma, 
and  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  temporary  license,  to  be  paid  to  the  secretary 
of  the  board. 

§  3131  The  board;  their  compensation.  The  members  of  the  said 
board  shall  each  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  $4  per  day 
during  the  time  of  their  session  and  in  addition  thea:eto  their  traveling 
expenses  to  and  from  their  places  of  meeting  by  the  most  direct  route 
from  their  respective  places  of  residence,  to  be  paid  by  the  secretary  of 
the  board  out  any  moneys  in  his  hands,  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
president  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners. 

Any  person  who  shall  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  without  having  first  applied  for  and  obtained  license 
from  the  said  board  of  examiners,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  sue  for  or  re- 
cover before  any  court  any  medical  bill  for  services  rendered  in  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  or  surgery  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof.  And  any  per- 
son who  shall  begin  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  for 
fee  or  reward,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  first  having  obtained 
license  from  said  board  of  examiners,  shall  not  only  not  be  entitled  to 
sue  for  or  recover  before  any  court  any  medical  bill  for  services  rendered 
in  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof, 
but  shall  also  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  or  imprisoned  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  and  every  offense:  provided,  that  this 
act  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  women  who  pursue  the  avocation 
of  a  midwife:  and  provided  further,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
reputable  physician  or  surgeon  resident  in  a  neighboring  state  coming 
into  this  state  for  consultation  with  a  registered  physician  resident  therein. 
But  this  proviso  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  resident  in  a  neighboring 
state  regularly  practising  In  this  state;  provided,  that  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  physicians  who  have  a  diploma  from  a  regular  medical  col- 
lege, and  were  practising  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  prior  to  the 
seventh  day  of  March,  .1885.  [As  amended  1885,  ch.  117,  §  2;  ch.  261,  §  1;

§  3133  May  rescind  license.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
rescind  any  license  granted  by  them  when  upon  satisfactory  proof  it 
shall  appear  that  any  physician  thus  licensed  has  been  guilty  of  grossly 
Immoral  conduct. 

§  8134  Secretary.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  give  bond  with  good  surety  to  the  president  of  the  board,  for  the 
safe  keeping  and  proper  payment  of  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his 
hands.  Any  person  who  shall  begin  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery 
In  this  state  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  personally  appear  before 
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the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  wliich  he  resides  or 
practises  within  30  days  after  obtaining  a  license  from  the  board  of  medi- 
cal examiners  of  the  state,  as  now  provided  by  law  for  registration.

§  275  Board  of  medical  examiners;  how  appointed;  qualifications. 
The  governor  shall  appoint  a  state  board  of  medical  examiners  consist- 
ing of  nine  members,  of  whom  eight  shall  be  practising  physicians, 
graduates  of  reputable  medical  colleges,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
three  years  after  such  appointment  and  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed and  qualified.  Two  members  of  such  board  shall  be  homeopathic 
physicians  and  one  a  lawyer. 

§  276  OflBlcers;  meetings  for  examinations;  record  pf  licenses.  Such 
board  shall  elect  a  president  and  treasurer,  and  shall  have  a  seal.  The 
president  and  secretary  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths.  The  board 
shall  hold  meetings  for  examinations  at  such  place  as  it  may  designate 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year, 
and  such  special  meetings  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  appoint.

All 
persons  before  commencing  the  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics 
in  this  state  shall  apply  to  the  board  for  a  license  so  to  do,  and  such  ap- 
plicant shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following  branches:  anatomy, 
physiology,  -chemistry,  histology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  diseases 
of  women  and  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  diseases  of  the 
eye  and  ear,  medical  jurisprudence  and  such  other  branches  as  the  board 
<ieems  advisable,  and  present  evidence  of  having  attended  three  courses 
of  lectures  of  at  least  six  months  each;  the  board  shall  cause  such  ex- 
amination to  be  practical  and  scientific  and  suflicient  to  test  the  candi- 
date's fitness  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics.  If  such  ap- 
plicant passes  the  prescribed  examination  the  board  shall  grant  him  a 
license  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics  in  this  state,  which 
license  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  and 
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attested  by  the  seal  thereof.  The  fee  for  such  examination  shall  be  ?20, 
to  be  applied  by  the  board  toward  paying  the.  expenses  thereof.  The 
board  may  revoke  or  refuse  a  license  for  dishonorable  or  immoral  con- 
duct, chronic  or  persistent  inebriety  or  for  the  practice  of  criminal  abor- 
tion.

§  1  Diploma  must  be  recorded.  Any  person  having  a  diploma  regularly 
Issued  by  the  American  school  of  osteopathy,  of  Kirksville,  Missouri,  or 
any  other  legally  chartered  and  regularly  conducted  school  of  osteopathy, 
who  shall  have  been  in  personal  attendance  as  student  in  such  school 
for  at  least  four  terms  of  not  less  than  five  months  each  before  gradua- 
tion shall  be  authorized  to  treat  diseases  of  the  human  body  according 
to  such  system,  after  having  filed  such  diploma  for  record  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  person  proposes  to  prac- 
tise, and  having  filed  with  such  clerk  an  affidavit  that  the  diploma  is 
genuine,  and  that  he  or  she  is  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued, 
a'nd  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  were  fully  complied  with  before 
the  issuing  of  such  diploma;  whereupon  the  clerk  shall  record  such  diploma 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  indorse  upon 
such  diploma  the  date  of  filing  and  recording  the  same,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  from  each  person  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  2  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  or  pretend 
or  attempt  to  practise  the  system,  method  or  science  of  osteopath5'  in 
treating  diseases  of  the  human  body  without  having  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more 
'than  $100  for  each  offense;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  prohibiting  any  legally  authorized  practitioner,  of  medicine 
or  surgery  in  this  state  from  curing  or  relieving  disease  with  or  without 
drugs,  or  by  any  manipulation  by  which  any  disease  can  be  cured  or 
alleviated.

§  4403  State  board  of  examiners;  appointment;  organization;  meet- 
ings; register.  Within  30  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  a  state 
board  of  medical  registration  and  examination,  consisting  of  seven  .mem- 
bers, one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  four  years,  one  for  five  years,  one  for  six  years  and  one  for 
seven  years,  and  the  successors  of  each  for  the  term  of  seven  years, 
who  shall  be  physicians  in  good  standing  in  their  profession,  representa- 
tion to  be  given  to  schools  of  practice  in  the  state  as  nearly  as  possible 
in  proportion  to  their  numerical  strength  in  the  state,  but  no  one  school 
to  have  a  majority  of  the  whole  board.  The  board  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  president  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board, 
and  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  a  physician  in  good  standing  in  his  pro- 
fession, each  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  treasurer  shall  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  with  sureties  approved  by  the  board,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  secretary  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  not  exceeding  $1500  per  annum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  his 
necessary  expenses  in  performing  his  oflicial  duties.  The  members  of 
the  board  shall  each  receive  $10  per,  day  for  the  time  actually  employed 
In  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  their  necessary  expenses  while  en- 
gaged therein.  The  board  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  shall  formulate 
rules  to  govern  its  action.  Its  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the 
power  to  administer  oaths.  The  board  shall  meet  in  Columbus  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  board  may  appoint.  Five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  proceedings,, 
and  a  register  of  all  applicants  for  certificates,  giving  the  name  and  loca- 
tion of  the  institution  granting  the  applicant  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine  or  surgery,  and  also  whether  the  applicant  was  rejected  or  a 
certificate  granted.

Who- 
ever shall  make,  issue,  or  publish,  for  purpose  of  sale,  barter,  or  gift, 
any  certificate,  diploma,  or  other  writing,  or  document  falsely  represent- 
ing the  holder  or  receiver  thereof  to  be  a  graduate  of  any  medical  school, 
or  college,  or  of  any  educational  institution  of  medicine  whatsoever,  and 
entitled  to  the  powers,  privileges,  or  degrees  thereby  pretended  to  be 
conferred;  or  whoever  shall  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  offer  to  do 
so,  any  such  diploma,  certificate,  writing,  or  document  containing  the 
false  representation  aforesaid;  or  whoever  shall  use  his  name,  or  permit 
ttie  same  to  be  used,  as  a  subscriber,  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  capacity, 
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to  such  false  and  fictitious  diploma,  certificate,  writing  or  document, 
aforesaid,  or  whoever  shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery 
under  and  by  virtue  of  such  fraudulent  diploma,  certificate,  writing  or 
document  aforesaid,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalty  prescribed  in  §  4403  b. 

§  4403  b  Penalty  for  issuing  fraudulent  diplomas.  Whoever  shall 
make,  issue,  or  publish,  or  cause  to  be  made,  issued,  or  published,  for  the 
purpose  of  sale,  barter,  or  gift,  any  diploma,  certificate,  or  writing  repre- 
senting the  holder  thereof  to  be  a  graduate  of  any  medical  school,  or  col- 
lege, or  of  any  educational  institution  of  medicine  whatsoever,  unless  such 
holder  shall  have,  in  fact,  attended  a  complete  course  of  instruction  in 
such  school,  college,  or  institution  for  medical  teaching,  which  course

No  person  shall  practise 
medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  in  any  of  its  branches,  in  this  state, 
without  first  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  act.  If  a  graduate 
in  medicine  or  surgery,  he  shall,  either  personally,  or  by  letter  or  proxy, 
present  his  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  ex- 
amination for  verification.  Accompanying  such  diploma  the  applicant 
shall  file  his  aflidavit,  duly  attested,  stating  that  the  applicant  is  the  per- 
son named  in  the  diploma  and  is  the  lawful  possessor  of  the  same,  and 
giving  his  age  and  the  time  spent  in  the  study  of  medicine.  If  the  board 
shall  find  the  diploma  to  be  genuine,  and  from  a  legally  chartered  medi- 
cal institution  in  good  standing,  as  determined  by  the  board,  and  the  per- 
son named  therein  be  the  person  holding  and  presenting  the  same,  the 
board  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  its  president  and 
secretary,  which  when  left  with  the  probate  judge  for  record  as  herein- 
after required,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  its  owner  is  entitled  to 
practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state.  If  a  legal  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine under  the  laws  of  Ohio  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  but  not  a  graduate  of  medicine  or  surgery,  as  above  defined,  he  shall, 
either  personally,  or  by  letter  or  proxy,  furnish  the  board  an  affidavit,  duly 
attested,  stating  the  period  during  which  and  the  places  at  which  he  has 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery.  If  the  board  is  satis- 
fied from  the  affidavit  and  other  information  received  that  the  applicant 
was  a  legal  practitioner  of  medicine  in  Ohio  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act,  it  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  eflfect,  which,  when  left  with 
the  probate  judge  for  record,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  its  owner 
Is  entitled  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state.  If  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
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act,  but  not  a  legal  practitioner  under  the  laws  in  force  at  such  time,  nor 
a  graduate  in  medicine  or  surgery  as  above  defined,  he  shall  present  him- 
self before  the  board  and  submit  to  such  examination  as  to  his  qualifica- 
tion for  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  as  the  board  may  require. 
If  such  applicant  passes  an  examination  satisfactory  to  the  board,  the 
board  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  which,  when  left  with  the 
probate  judge  for  record,  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  in  Ohio  for  a  period  of  one  year  next  ensuing  from  the  date 
thereof.    The  board  may  refuse  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  person  guilty 
of  felony  or  gross  immorality,  or  addicted  to  the  liquor  or  drug  habit 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  render  him  unfit  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery; 
and  may  after  notice  and  hearing,  revoke  a  certificate  for  like  cause.    An 
appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  action  of  the  board  refusing  to  grant  or 
revoking  a  certificate  for  such  cause,  to  the  governor  and  attorney  gen- 
eral,  [and]   the  decision  of  which  oflicers,  either  affirming  or  overruling 
the  action  of  the  state  board,  shall  be  final.    All  persons  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act  may  continue  in  such  practice  for  a  period  of  90  days  after  this 
law  takes  effect  in  order  to  permit  them  to  apply  for  and  obtain  the  cer- 
tificate above  required.     An  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  five  members 
shall  be  required  to  authorize  the  issuance  or  revocation  of  a  certificate. 
The  fee  for  a  certificate  issued  upon  the  verification  of  a  diploma  or  to 
a  legal  practitioner  as  above  defined,  shall  be  $5.     For  the  examination 
of  an  applicant,  the  fee  shall  be  $25.     In  the  latter  case  the  fee  shall 
not  be  returned  in  the  event  of  a  failure,  but  the  applicant  may,  within 
a  year  after  such  failure,  present  himself  and  be  examined  again  with- 
out the  payment  of  an  additional  fee.    All  fees  shall  be  paid  in  advance 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  and  by  him  covered  into  the  state  treasury 
to  the  credit  of  a  fund  which  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
state  board  of  registration  and  examination.     The  compensation  and  ex- 
penses of  members  and  officers  of  the  board,  and  all  expenses  proper  and 
necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  to  discharge  its  duties  under  and 
enforce  the  law,  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  fund  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
auditor  of  state,   issued  xipon  requisitions  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  of  the  board. 

§  4403  d  Record  of  certifi.cate;  list  furnished  to  secretary.  The  per- 
son receiving  a  certificate  to  practise  medicine  or  sui'gery  under  §  4403c 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  practice,  leave  his  certificate  with  the 
probate  judge  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  for  record.  The  probate 
judge  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
indorse  on  the  margin  of  the  record  and  on  the  certificate  the  time  he  re- 
ceived the  same  for  record,  and  make  a  proper  index  to  all  certificates 
by  him  recorded.  The  probate  judge  shall  note  in  the  margin  of  the 
record  the  revocation  of  a  certificate,  or  any  change  in  the  location  or 
death  of  the  owner  of  a  certificate.

Between  the  first  and  31st  days 
of  December  in  each  year,  the  probate  judge  shall  furnish  the  secretary 
of  the  state  board  a  list  of  all  certificates  recorded  and  in  force,  and  also 
a  list  of  all  certificates  which  have  been  revoked  or  the  owners  of  which 
have  removed  from  the  county,  or  died  during  the  preceding  year.  In 
case  of  a  change  of  residence,  the  owner  of  a  certificate  shall  have  the 
same  recorded  anew  by  the  probate  judge  of  the  county  into  which  he 
removes.  For  services  under  this  section  the  probate  judge  shall  receive 
the  following  fees:  for  recording  and  indexing  each  certificate,  50  cents, 
and  for  certified  copies,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  copies 
and  certificates  of  records  kept  by  the  probate  judge,  to  be  paid  by  the 
holder  of  the  certificate. 

§  4403  e  Midwifery;  applicants;  certificate,  issued,  refused,  revoked. 
Every  person  practising  midwifery  in  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall  within  90  days  thereafter  file  with  the  probate  judge  of 
the  county  in  which  she  resides,  an  affidavit  duly  attested,  giving  her 
name,  age,  residence,  the  length  of  time  during  which  and  the  place  or 
places  at  which  she  has  been  engaged  in  said  practice,  and  the  special 
education,  if  any,  which  she  has  received  to  fit  her  for  such  practice. 
Thereupon,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  $5  (50  cents  of  which  the  probate 
judge  shall  retain  as  his  own  fee,  and  the  balance  remit  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  state  board  of  rjegistration  and  examination),  the  probate  judge 
shall  issue  a  certificate,  upon  a  blank  form  furnished  by  the  state  board, 
which  shall  entitle  the  applicant  and  holder  to  practise  midwifery  in  this 
state.  Such  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  probate  judge,  and  in  case 
of  a  transfer  of  residence,  again  recorded  in  the  county  to  which  the  mid- 
wife removes,  as  provided  by  §  4403d,  regulating  the  record  of  physicians' 
certificates.  The  probate  judge  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  and  31st 
days  of  December  furnish  the  secretary  of  the'  state  board  a  list  of  all 
such  certificates  issued  and  in  force,  and  also  a  list  of  all  such  certificates 
which  have  been  revoked  or  the  owners  of  which  have  removed  from  the 
county,  or  died  during  the  preceding  year.  All  persons  desiring,  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  enter  upon  the  practice  of  midwifery  in  this  state, 
shall  appear  before  the  state  board  and  submit  to  such  examination  in 
midwifery  as  the  board  shall  require.  If  the  applicant  passes  a  satisfac- 
tory examination,  the  board  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  issue 
its  certificate  to  that  effect,  which,  when  filed  with  the  probate  judge  for 
record,  as  provided  in  §  4403d,  shall  entitle  the  owner  and  holder  thereof 
to  practise  midwifery  in  this  state.  A  certificate  to  practise  midwifery 
may  be  refused  or  revoked  for  the  same  causes  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  in  §  4403c  in  the  case  of  certificates  to  physicians  and  surgeons. 
The  certificate  granted  to  practise  midwifery  shall  not  give  the  holder  the 
right  to  perform  version,  or  treat  breech  or  face  presentation,  or  do  any 
obstetric  operation  requiring  instruments,  or  treat  any  other  abnormal 
condition,   except  in  emergencies. 
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§  4403  f  Practice  of  medicine  defined;  exceptions.  Any  person  shall 
be  regarded  as  practising  medicine  or  surgery  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act  who  shall  append  the  letters  M.  D.  or  M.  B.  to  his  name,  or  for  a  fee 
prescribe,  direct  or  recommend  for  the  use  of  any  person,  any  drug  or  medi- 
cine or  other  agency  for  the  treatment,  cure  or  relief  of  any  wound, 
fracture  or  bodily  injury,  infirmity  or  disease.  Provided,  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  service  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, or  the  domestic  administration  of  family  remedies;  and  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  any  commissioned  medical  officer  of  the  United  States 
army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service  in  the  discharge  of  his  professional 
duties,  nor  to  any  legally  qualified  dentist  when  engaged  exclusively  in 
the  practice  of  dentistry,  nor  to  any  physician  or  surgeon  from  another 
state  or  territory,  who  is  a  legal  practitioner  of  medicine  or  surgery  in 
the  state  or  territory  in  which  he  resides,  when  in  actual  consultation  with 
a  legal  practitioner  of  this  state,  nor  to  any  physician  or  surgeon  resid- 
ing on  the  border  of  a  neighboring  state,  and  duly  authorized  under  the 
laws  thereof  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  therein,  whose  practice  ex- 
tends into  the  limits  of  this  state;  providing  that  such  practitioner  shall 
not  open  an  ofl3ce  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive  calls, 
within  the  limits  of  this  state. 

§  4403  g  Penalty  for  violation;  disposition  of  fines;  enforcement  of 
act.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery  as  defined  in  §  4403f  in 
this  state,  without  having  first  complied  with  the  provisions  of  §  4403c 
and  4403d,  except  as  [t]  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $500, 
or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than 
one  year,  or  both.  Any  person  practising  midwifery  in  this  state  with- 
out having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  §  4403e,  except  as  therein  pro- 
vided, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  not  less  than 
$25  nor  more  than  $100.  Any  person  who  shall  file,  or  attempt  to  file 
as  his  own,  the  medical  diploma  or  certificate  to  practise  of  another,  or 
shall  file  or  attempt  to  file,  a  false  [,]  forged  affidavit  of  his  identity,  or 
shall  wilfully  swear  falsely  to  any  question  which  may  be  propounded  to 
him  on  his  medical  examination,  or  to  any  affidavit  required  to  be  made  or 
filed  by  him,  with  the  state  board  of  medical  registration  and  examina- 
tion, shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  not 
more  than  five  years  nor  less  than  one  year.  Such  fines  when  collected  ^ 
shall  be  paid,  one  third  to  the  person,  corporation  or  medical  society  mak- 
ing the  complaint  or  furnishing  the  information,  one  third  to  the  poor  fund 
of  the  county,  and  one  third  to  the  state  board  of  medical  registration 
and  examination.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  medical  registra- 
tion and  examination  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  this  act.  If 
he  have  knowledge  or  notice  that  the  act  has  been  or  is  being  violated, 
he  shall  investigate  the  matter,  and  upon  probable  cause  appearing,  shall 
file  a  complaint  and  prosecute  the  offender.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  when  requested  by  such  secretary,  to  take  charge 
of  and  conduct  such  prosecutions.

§  352  Qualifications  for  practice;  diploma;  affidavit;  license;  viola- 
tion; revocation  of  license.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  practise 
[medicine],  in  any  of  its  departments  in  this  territory,  unless  he  be  a 
graduate  of  a  medical  college,  or  unless  upon  examination  before  a  board 
composed  of  the  superintendent  of  public  health  and  two  other  physi- 
cians to  be  selected  by  the  territorial  board  of  health,  such  person  shall 
be  found  proficient  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  shall  be 
found  upon  proof  to  have  been  actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years,  and  no  person  shall  practise 
medicine  unless  he  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  is  not  an  habitual 
drunkard.  Any  person  possessing  the  qualifications  mentioned  in  this 
section  shall,  upon  presentation  of  his  diploma,  or  proof  thereof  by  affi- 
davit. If  the  same  is  lost  or  destroyed,  and  upon  the  affidavit  of  two 
reputable  citizens  from  the  county  where  he  resides  that  such  applicant 
possesses  the  qualifications  of  a  physician,  as  prescribed  herein,  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  health,  together  with  a  fee  of  $2,  receive  from 
such  superintendent  of  public  health,  a  license,  certifying  the  applicant 
to  be  a  practising  physician,  and  having  the  qualifications  for  such,  as 
prescribed  In  this  section,  which  license  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  register  of  deeds  in  the  county  where  such  practising  physician  resides. 
Any  person  who  practises  medicine  or  attempts  to  practise  medicine  with- 
out complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practising  medi- 
cine within  the  meaning  of  this  section  who  shall  profess  publicly  to  be  a 
physician  and  to  prescribe  for  the  sick,  or  who  appends  to  his  name  M.  D., 
but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  students  from 
prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  or  to  prohibit  gratuitous 
services  in  case  of  emergency,  nor  shall  this  section  apply  to  commissioned 
surgeons  In  the  United  States  army  and  navy.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent 
the  several  officers  of  the  public  health,  or  persons  employed  by  them,  from 
performing  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  in  this  act  to  be  performed  by 
any  such  officers,  or  any  practising  physician  who  shall  fail  to  report  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  health  the  existence  of  any  contagious  or 
Infectious  disease,  and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  conceal  any  case  of 
contagious  or  infectious  disease,  either  among  persons  or  animals,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  The  district  court  shall,  upon  the 
complaint  of  any  member  of  the  territorial  board  of  health  or  of  the  county 
board  of  health  where  he  resides  have  power  to  cancel  any  license  that 
may  be  Issued  to  any  person  to  practise  medicine  where  such  license  wa« 
fraudulently  obtained,  or  where  the  person  to  whom  such  license  was 
Issued  has  been  guilty  of  violating  any  provisions  of  this  act.

§  1  Indiaji  medicine  men  forbidden  to  practise.  That  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  so-called  Indian  medicine  man  to  practise  among  the  allotted 
Indians  of  the  territory,  who  is  not  legally  authorized  under  existing  stat- 
utes to  do  so,  or  to  hold  incantations  over  the  sick,  or  to  maltreat,  or  in 
any  manner  whatsoever  abuse  the  sicli,  or  to  commit  immoral  practices 
upon  sick  persons,  or  to  demand  payment  for  such  services. 

§  2  Mescal  beans.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  intro- 
duce on  any  Indian  reservation  or  Indian  allotment  situated  within  this 
territory,  or  to  have  in  possession,  barter,  sell,  give,  or  otherwise  dispose 
of,  any  "  mescal  bean,"  or  the  product  of  any  such  drug,  to  any  allotted 
Indian  in  this  territory:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
its  use  by  any  physician  authorized  under  existing  laws  to  practise  his 
profession  in  this  territory. 

§  3  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  act  in  this  territory,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $25,  nor  more 
than  $200,  or  be  confined  Jn  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  be  assessed  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

§  1  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  governor  shall  ap- 
point five  persons  from  among  the  most  competent  physicians  of  the  state, 
all  of  whom  shall  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  seven  years  and  of 
at  least  five  years'  practical  experience  in  their  profession,  who  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  examiners  for  the  state  of  Oregon.  Three  of  the 
board  shall  be  regulars,  one  eclectic  and  one  homeopathist,  one  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  ofl5ce  for  five  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for  three 
years  and  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  one  year,  and  each  until  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  and  each  year  thereafter 
another  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  for  five  years,  and  until  a  suc- 
cessor be  appointed  and  qualified.  If  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  board, 
another  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  thereof. 

§  2  Oath  of  ofllce;  meetings;  record;  register.  The  members  of  said 
medical  examining  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such 
members,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  state  of  Oregon  and  of  the  United  States,  and  to  well  and  faithfully 
and  without  partiality  perform  the  duties  of  such  oflSce  according  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability;  which  oaths  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served of  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board.  Said  medical 
examining  board  shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall 
have  a  common  Rial.    The  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the  power 
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to  administer  oaths.  Said  medical  examining  board  sliall  liold  meetings 
for  examination  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  and  July  of  each  year. 
Said  meetings  shall  be  held  at  Portland,  Oregon;  and  provided,  that  the  board 
may  call  special  meetipgs  when  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  said  board 
such  special  meetings  are  necessary.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  thereof,-  and  also  a  record  or  register  of  all  applicants  for  a 
license,  together  with  his  or  her  age,  the  time  such  applicants  shall  have 
spent  in  the  study  and  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  if  they  shall  have 
so  practised  at  all,  and  the  name  and  location  of  all  institutions  granting 
to  such  applicants  degrees  or  certificates  of  lectures  in  medicine  or,  surgery. 
Said  record  or  register  shall  also  show  whether  such  applicant  was  rejected 
or  licensed  under  this  act.  Said  books  and  register  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  all  matters  therein  recorded. 

§  3  Application  for  license;  examination,  character  and  subject;  fee; 
revocation;  exceptions.  Every  person,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
desiring  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery,  or  either  of  them,  in  any  of  their 
or  its  branches  in  this  state,  shall  make  a  written  application  to  said  board 
for  a  license  so  to  do,  which  application  shall  be  supported  and  accom- 
panied by  an  affidavit  of  such  application  [applicant],  setting  forth  the 
actual  time  spent  by  the  applicant  in  the  study  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
and  when,  whether  such  study  was  in  an  institution  of  learning,  and  if  so, 
the  name  and  location  thereof,  and  if  not  in  such  [an]  institution,  where 
and  under  whose  tutorship  such  study  was  prosecuted,  the  time  said 
applicant  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  actual  practice,  if  at  all,  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  or  either  of  them,  and  where  the  applicant  was  located 
during  the  time  of  such  practice,  and  the  age  of  the  applicant  at  the  time 
of  making  application;  such  application  and  affidavit  to  be  filed  and  pre- 
served of  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board.  Such  appli- 
cant at  the  time  and  place  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  said  board,  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following 
branches,  to  wit:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  thera- 
peutics, practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of  women,  medi- 
cal jurisprudence  and  such  other  branches  as  the  board  shall  deem  advisa- 
ble. Said  board  shall  cause  such  examination  to  be  both  scientific  and 
practical  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  the  candidates'  fitness  to  prac- 
tise medicine  and  surgery,  which  examination  shall  be  by  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  or  partly  printed,  questions  and  answers,  and 
the  same  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  said  board.  After  examination,  if  the  same  is  satisfactory,  said  board 
shall  grant  a  license  to  such  applicant  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in 
the  state  of  Oregon;  which  said  license  can  only  be  granted  by  the  consent 
of  not  less  than  four  members  of  said  board,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  fand]  which  said  license  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  of  said  board,  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof.  The  fee  for  such 
examination  shall  be  $10  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  board  toward  defraying  the  expenses  thereof;  and  such  board 
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may  refuse  or  revoke  a  license  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct, 
subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  such  applicant  to  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  said  board  refusing  or  revoking  sucti  license,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
provided,  that  all  persons  who  have  been  regularly  licensed  under  hereto- 
fore existing  laws  of  this  state,  and  have  complied  with  the  provisions 
thereof,  shall  be  taken  and  considered  as  licensed  physicians  under  this 
act,  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  herein  provided  for  shall  enter  the 
names  of  such  persons  upon  the  register  kept  by  him,  as  licensed  physi- 
cians and  surgeons,  upon  the  written  application  of  such  person,  accom- 
paniedvwith  such  license  heretofore  regularly  issued. 

§4  Definition  of  unprofessional  conduct.  The  words  "unprofessional" 
or  "dishonorable  conduct,"  as  used  in  §  3  of  this  act,  are  hereby  declared 
to  mean:  first,  the  procuring  or  aiding  or  abetting  in  procuring  a  criminal 
abortion;  second,  the  employing  of  what  are  popularly  known  as  "cappers" 
or  "steerers";  third,  the  obtaining  of  any  fee  on  the  assurance  that  a 
manifestly  incurable  disease  can  be  permanently  cured;  fourth,  the  wil- 
fully betraying  of  a  professional  secret;  fifth,  all  advertising  of  medical 
business  in  which  untruthful  and  improbable  statements  are  made;  sixth, 
all  advertising  of  any  medicines,  or  of  any  means  whereby  the  monthly 
periods  of  women  can  be  regulated,  or  menses  reestablished  if  suppressed; 
seventh,  conviction  of  any  offense  involving  moral  turpitude;  eighth, 
habitual  intemperance. 

§  5  Statement  of  grounds  for  revocation;  method  of  proceeding.  In 
any  case  of  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a  license  by  said  board  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  said  board  shall  file  a  brief  and  concise  statement 
of  the  grounds  and  reasons  for  such  refusal  or  revocation  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  said  board,  which  said  statement,  together  with  the  de- 
cision of  said  board  in  writing,  shall  remain  of  record  in  said  office.  Before 
a  license  can  be  revoked  by  said  board  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable 
conduct  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  complaint  of  some  person  under 
oath  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  charging  the 
acts  of  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct  and  facts  complained  of 
against  the  licentiate  accused,  in  ordinary  and  concise  language;  and 
thereupon  said  board  shall  cause  to  be  served  upon  such  accused  licen- 
tiate a  written  notice  and  copy  of  such  complaint,  which  said  notice  shall 
contain  a  statement  pf  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  of  the  matters  and 
things  set  forth  and  charged  in  such  complaint;  and  said  notice  shall  be 
served  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  time  of  such  hearing.  Such  accused 
licentiate  may  appear  at  such  hearing  and  defend  against  the  accusations 
of  such  complaint,  personally  and  by  counsel,  and  may  have  the  SM'oru 
testimony  of  witnesses  taken  and  present  other  evidence  in  his  behalf  at 
such  hearing,  and  said  board  may  receive  the  arguments  of  counsel  at 
such  hearing. 

§  6  Appeal.  In  any  case  of  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a  license  by  said 
board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  applicant  whose  application 
shall  be  so  refused,  and  the  licentiate  whose  license  shall  be  revoked  by 
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said  board,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  decision  so  refusing  or 
revoking  such  license  within  30  days  after  the  filing  of  such  decision  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  hereinbefore  in  this  act  pro- 
vided. Such  appeal  shall  be  to  the  circuit  court  in  and  for  the  county  in 
which  was  held  the  last  general  meeting  of  said  board,  prior  te  the  refusal 
of  such  license,  in  case  of  such  refusal;  and  to  the  circuit  court  in  and  for 
the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had  upon  which  such  license  was 
revoked,  In  case  of  revocation.  In  any  case,  a  person  desiring  to  take  such 
appeal  shall  serve,  or  cause  to  be  served,  upon  the  secretary  of  said  board, 
a  written  notice  of  such  appeal,  which  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
grounds  of  such  appeal,  and  shall  file  in  the  office  of  such  secretary  an 
appeal  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  said  secre- 
tary, to  the  state  of  Oregon,  conditioned  for  the  speedy  prosecution  of  such 
appeal  and  the  payment  of  such  cost  as  may  be  adjudged  against  him  upon 
such  appeal.  Said  secretary  shall,  within  10  days  after  the  service  of  said 
notice  of  appeal  and  the  filing  and  approval  of  said  appeal  bond,  transmit 
to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  to  which  such  appeal  is  taken  a  certified 
copy  under  the  seal  of  said  board,  and  the  grounds  thereof  in  the  case  of 
the  refusal  of  license;  and  in  addition  thereto  a  certified  copy,  under  such 
«eal,  of  the  complaint  in  the  cause  of  the  revocation  of  a  license,  together 
with  the  bond  and  notice  of  appeal.  The  clerk  of  such  court  shall  there- 
upon docket  such  appeal  causes,  and  they  shall  stand  for  trial  in  all  re- 
spects as  ordinary  civil  actions,  and  like  proceedings  be  had  thereon. 
Upon  such  appeal  said  cause  shall  be  tried  de  novo.  Either  party  may 
appeal  from  the  judgment  of  said  circuit  court  to  the  supreme  court  of 
the  state  in  like  manner  as  in  civil  actions,  within  60  days  after  the 
rendition  and  entry  of  such  judgment  in  said  superior  court.  If  such 
judgment  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  party  appealing  from  decision  of 
said  board,  and  in  case  said  examining  board  does  not  appeal 
from  judgment  within  60  days,  then  and  in  that  case  said  board  shall,  at 
the  end  of  60  days,  and  immediately  upon  the  expiration  thereof,  issue  to 
«uch  successful  party  the  usual  license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 
in  this  s'tate,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  reinstate  upon  the  records  of 
«aid  board  the  name  of  such  successful  applicant  in  case  of  the  revocation 
of  his  license  by  such  board.  In  case  of  such  appeal  to  the  supreme  court 
toy  said  board,  no  such  license  shall  be  issued  or  reinstatement  be  required 
until  the  final  determination  of  said  cause,  as  hereinafter  provided.  In 
-case  the  final  decision  of  the  supreme  court  be  ^gainst  said  medical  exam- 
ining board,  then  and  in  that  case  said  court  shall  make  such  order  in  the 
premises  as  may  be  necessary,  and  said  board  shall  act  accordingly;  pro- 
vided, that  in  no  case  shall  an  appeal  bond  be  required  of  said  board,  nor 
«hall  any  costs  be  adjudged  or  taxed  against  the  same. 

§  7  Filing  of  license;  register  of  county  clerk;  removal  from  county. 
The  person  receiving  said  license  shall  file  the  same,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
with  the  county  clerk  in  and  for  the  county  where  he  resides,  and  said 
•county  clerk  shall  file  said  certificate,  or  copy  thereof,  and  enter  a  memo- 
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randum  thereof,  giving  the  date  of  said  license  and  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  the  same  is  issued,  and  the  date  of  such  filing,  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  said  county  clerk  shall  each  year 
furnish  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  list  of  all  certificates  on  file  in  his 
oflSce,  and  upon  notice  to  him  of  the  change  of  location  or  death  of  a 
person  so  licensed,  or  of  the  revocation  of  the  license  granted  to  such  per- 
son, said  county  clerk  shall  enter  at  the  appropriate  place  in  the  record 
so  kept  by  him  a  memorandum  of  said  facts,  so  that  the  records  kept  by 
said  county  clerk  shall  correspond  with  the  records  of  the  board  as  kept 
by  the  secretary  thereof.  In  case  a  person  so  licensed  shall  move  into 
another  county  of  this  state,  he  or  she  shall  procure  from  the  county  clerk 
a  certified  copy  of  said  license  and  file  the  same  with  the  county  clerk  in 
the  county  to  which  he  or  she  shall  remove.  Said  county  clerk  shall  file 
and  enter  the  same  with  like  effect  as  if  the  same  was  the  original  license. 
§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery 
within  this  state  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1895,  without  first  having 
obtained  the  license  herein  provided  for,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  10  nor  more  than  90  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.  All  such  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  common  schools.  Any  person  shall 
be  regarded  as  practising  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  append 
the  letters  "  M.  D."  or  "  M.  B."  to  his  or  her  name,  or,  for  a  fee,  pre- 
scribe, direct  or  recommend  for  the  use  of  any  person,  any  drug  or  medi- 
cine or  agency  for  the  treatment,  care,  or  relief  of  any  wound,  fracture 
or  bodily' injury,  infirmity  or  disease;  provided,  however,  the  act  shall 
not  apply  to  dentists  in  the  practice  of  their  dental  profession.  Justices 
of  the  peace  and  the  respective  municipal  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction 
of  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
respective  county  or  district  attorneys  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this 
act.  In  cases  of  appeals  to  the  circuit  court,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  such 
appeal  shall  be  tried  to  represent  said  board  ypon  said  appeal,  and  in  all 
cases  of  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
attorney  general  shall  represent  said  board  upon  such  appeal. 
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Laws  1893,  ch.  52 

§  1  Medical  council  established.  That  there  shall  be  established  a 
medical  council  of  Pennsylvania,  consisting  of  the  lieutenant-governor, 
the  attorney  general,  the  secretary  of  internal  affairs,  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  and  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  health  and 
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Vital  statistics,  and  the  presidents  of  tlie  three  state  boards  of  medical 
examiners  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  2  Name  of  council;  by-laws;  quorum.  The  said  council  shall  be 
l;nown  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  medical  council  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
may  malie  and  adopt  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  maintain  an 
office  within  this  state  for  the  transaction  of  business;  five  members  of 
the  said  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3  Organization.  The  said  council  shall  organize  at  Harrisburg  within 
10  days  from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  three  boards  of  medical 
examiners,  and  shall  elect  from  its  own  number  a  president  and  a  secre- 
tary who  shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  both  of  whom  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

§  4  Compensation;  expenses.  The  members  of  the  said  council  shall 
receive  no  salary,  except  the  secretary  and  treasurer  who  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  not  over  $500,  and  who  shall  file  with  the  president  of  the 
council  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $1000  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  said  council  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made  in  §  16  of  this  act,  and  any  balance 
remaining  from  the  appropriation  after  the  disbursements  herein  speci- 
fied shall  be  paid  into  the  ti-easury  of  the  commonwealth. 

§  5  Meetings;  duties;  supervision  of  examinations;  issuing  of  licenses. 
The  said  medical  council  shall  hold  two  stated  meetings  in  each  year  at 
Harrisburg  and  may  hold  special  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as 
it  may  deem  proper.  It  shall  supervise  the  examinations  conducted  by 
the  three  state  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  all  applicants  for  license 
to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  issue 
licenses  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  to  such  applicants  as  have  pre- 
sented satisfactory  and  properly  certified  copies  of  licenses  from  state 
boards  of  medical  examiners,  or  state  boards  of  health  of  other  states, 
as  provided  for  in  §  13  of  this  act,  or  as  have  successfully  passed  the  ex- 
amination of  one  of  the  three  state  boards  of  medical  examiners,  but  all 
such  examinations  shall  be  made  by  the  state  boards  of  medical  examiners 
established  in  §  6  of  this  act.  And  the  said  medical  council  shall  have 
no  power,  duty  or  function,  except  such  powers,  duties  and  functions  as 
pertain  to  the  supervision  of  the  examinations  of  applicants  for  licenses 
to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  and  to  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  such 
applicants  as  have  successfully  passed  the  examination  of  one  of  the 
state  boards  of  medical  examiners,  or  have  presented  satisfactory  and 
properly  certified  copies  of  licenses  from  state  boards  of  medical  examiners, 
or  state  boards  of  health  of  other  states,  as  provided  for  in  §  13  of  this 
act. 

§  6  Three  boards  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That 
fiom  and  after  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894,  there  shall 
be  and  continue  to  be  three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners  for 
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the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  one  representing  the  medical  society  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  one  representing  the  homeopathic  medical  society 
of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  one  representing  the  eclectic  medical  society 
of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Each  board  shall  consist  of  seven  mem- 
bers, and  each  of  said  members  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  from 
the  first  day  of  March  next  after  his  appointment,  with  the  exception 
of  those  first  appointed,  who  shall  serve  as  follows  namely:  two  of  each 
board  for  one  year,  two  of  each  board  for  two  years,  and  three  of  each 
board  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894.  The  gover- 
nor shall  appoint  the  members  of  said  boards  of  examiners,  respectively, 
from  the  full  lists  of  the  members  of  the  said  medical  societies,  which 
list  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1894,  and  annually  there- 
after, be  transmitted  to  the  governor  under  the  seal  and  signed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  society  so  nominating.  From  these  lists  of  nominees 
respectively  the  governor  shall,  during  the  month  of  January,  A.  D.  1894, 
appoint  three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners,  each  board  to  be 
composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  same  medical  society.  In  case 
of  failure  of  any  or  all  of  said  medical  societies  to  submit  lists,  as  afore- 
said, the  governor  shall  appoint  members  in  good  standing  of  the  corre- 
sponding society,  or  societies,  entitled  to  nominate  without  other  restric- 
tion. Each  one  of  the  said  appointees  must  be  a  registered  physician  in 
good  standing  and  shall  have  practised  medicine  or  surgery  under  the 
laws  of  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  10  yeai*s  prior  to  such 
appointment.  The  governor  shall  fill  vacancies,  by  death  or  otherwise, 
for  unexpired  terms  of  said  examiners  from  the  respective  lists  submitted 
by  the  said  medical  societies,  and  may  remove  any  member  of  any  of  said 
boards  for  continued  neglect  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  or  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  medical  society  of  which  said  members  may  be  in  affilia- 
tion, for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  The  governor  shall  in 
his  first  appointments  designate  the  number  of  years  for  which  each  ap- 
pointee shall  serve.  The  appointments  of  successors  to  those  members 
whose  term  of  ofl3ce  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year 
shall  be  made  by  the  governor  during  the  month  of  January  of  such  year, 
upon  the  same  conditions  and  requirements  as  hereinbefore  specified  with 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  three  separate  examining  boards,  each  to 
be  composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  same  medical  school  and 
society  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  7  Name;  certificate  of  appointment;  powers.  Said  boards  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  boards  of  medical  examiners  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania.  Every  person  who  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  either 
of  said  boards  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  appointment  from  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commonwealth.  Each  of  said  boards  shall  be  authorized  to 
take  testimony  concerning  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  pre- 
siding oflJcer  for  the  time  being  of  either  of  said  boards,  or  of  any  of  the 
committees  thereof,  may  issue  subpenas  and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 
Each  of  said  boards  of  examiners  shall  make  and  adopt  all  necessary 
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'rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  whereby  to  perform  the  duties 
and  transact  the  business  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  said 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  medi- 
cal council  of  Pennsylvania  established  by  this  act. 

§  8  Disposition  of  funds.  From  the  fees  provided  by  this  act  the 
respective  boards  may  pay,  not  to  exceed  said  income,  all  proper  expenses 
incurred  by  its  provisions,  and  if  any  surplus  above  said  expenses  shall 
remain  at  the  end  of  any  year  it  shall  be  apportioned  among  said  ex- 
aminers pro  rata  according  to  the  number  of  candidates  examined  by  each: 
lirovided,  that  the  medical  council  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of  all  fees 
received  from  physicians  applying  for  licenses  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  and  shall  not  devote  any  such  fees  to  the  uses  of  the  council,  or  to 
the  uses  or  remuneration  of  any  other  examining  board  than  that  of  the 
society  with  which  the  physician  who  pays  the  fee  wishes  to  be  affiliated. 

§  9  Organization;  meetings.  The  first  meeting  of  each  of  the  examin- 
ing boardp  respectively  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  1894, 
suitable  notice  in  the  usual  form  being  given  with  the  notice  of  their 
appointment  by  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  to  each  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  At  the  first  meet- 
ing of  each  of  the  boards  respectively  an  organization  shall  be  effected 
by  the  election,  from  their  own  membership,  of  a  president  and  secre- 
tary. For  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for  license  each  of  said 
boards  of  medical  examiners  shall  hold  two  or  more  stated  or  special 
meetings  in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which  shall  be  made  public  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  may  determine.  At  said  stated  or  special  meet- 
ings a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
thereof,  but  the  examination  may  be  conducted  by  a  committee  of  one 
or  more  members  of  the  board  of  examiners  duly  authorized  by  said  board. 

§  10  Examinations;  subjects.  The  several  boards  of  medical  examiners 
shall,  not  less  than  one  weelJ  prior  to  each  examination,  submit  to  the 
medical  council  of  Pennsylvania  questions  for  thorough  examinations  in 
anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics,  pathology, 
diagnosis,  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine  and  materia  medica;  from' 
the  lists  of  questions  so  submitted  the  council  shall  select  the  questions 
for  each  examination,  and  such  questions  for  each  examination  shall  be 
the  sarne  for  all  candidates,  except  that  in  the  departments  of  therapeutics, 
practice  of  medicine  and  materia  medica,  the  questions  shall  be  In  harmony 
with  the  teachings  of  the  school  selected  by  the  candidate. 

§  11  Examinations,  how  conducted;  results  to  council.  Said  exami- 
nations shall  be  conducted  m  writing  in-  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  medical  council  of  Pennsylvania  and  shall 
embrace  the  subjects  named  in  §  10  of  this  act.  After  each  such  examina- 
tion the  board  having  charge  thereof  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
act  upon  the  same.  An  official  report  of  such  action  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent,  secretary  and   each  acting  member  of  said   board  of  medical  ex- 
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aminers,  stating  the  examination,  average  of  each  candidate  in  each 
branch,  the  general  average  and  the  result  of  the  examination,  whether 
successful  or  unsuccessful,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  medical  council. 
Said  report  shall  embrace  all  the  examination  papers,  questions  and 
answers  thereto.  All  such  examination  papers  shall  be  kept  for  reference 
and  inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

§  12  Council  issues  license;  record  thereof.  On  receiving  from  any  of 
said  boards  of  medical  examiners  such  official  report  of  the  examination 
of  any  applicant  for  license,  the  medical  council  shall  issue  forthwith  to 
each  applicant  who  shall  have  been  returned  as  having  successfully  passed 
said  examination,  and  who  shall  have  been  adjudged  by  the  medical 
council  to  be  duly  qualified  for  the  practice  of  medicine,  a  license  to  prac- 
tise medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  The  medical 
council  shall  require  the  same  standard  of  qualifications  from  all  candi- 
dates, except  in  the  departments  of  therapeutics  [,]  practice  of  medicine 
and  materia  medica,  in  which  fhe  standard  shall  be  determined  by  each  of 
the  boards  respectively.  Every  license  to  practise  medicine  anfl  surgery 
issued  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  officers  of  the  medi- 
cal council  and  by  each  medical  examiner  who  reported  the  licentiate  as 
having  successfully  passed  said  examinations.  It  shall  also  have  afllxed 
to  it  by  the  person  authorized  to  aflix  the  same,  the  seal  of  this  common- 
wealth. Before  said  license  shall  be  issued  it  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  medical  council,  and  the  number  of  the  book 
and  page  therein  containing  said  recorded  copy  shall  be  noted  upon  the 
face  of  said  license.  Said  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
under  proper  restrictions  as  to  their  safe  keeping,  and  in  all  legal  pro- 
ceedings shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evidence  that  is  given  to  the  con- 
veyance of  land. 

§  13  Qualifi.cations  of  applicant  for  license;  fee;  applicants  from 
other  states.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.,  1894,  any  per- 
son not  theretofore  authorized  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this 
state,  and  desiring  to  enter  upon  such  practice,  may  deliver  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  medical  council,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $25,  a  written 
application  for  license,  together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant 
is  more  than  21  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained 
a  competent  common  school  education,  and  has  received  a  diploma  con- 
ferring the  degree  of  medicine  from  some  legally  incorporated  medical 
college  of  the  United  States,  or  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full 
right  to  practise  all  the  branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  some  foreign 
country;  applicants  who  have  received  their  degree  in  medicine  after  the 
first  day  of  July,  1894,  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  at 
least  three  years,  including  three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  in  difl^ereut 
years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college,  or  colleges,  prior  to 
the  granting  of  said  diploma,  or  foreign  license,  and  after  the  first  day 
of  July,  1895,  such  applicants  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine 
for  at  least  four  years,  including  three  regular  courses  of  lectures,   in 
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different  years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college,  or  colleges, 
prior  to  the  granting  of  said  diploma  or  foreign  license.  Such  proof  shall 
be  made,  if  required,  upon  aflBdavit.  Upon  the  making  of  said  payment 
and  proof  the  medical  council,  if  satisfied  with  the  same,  shall  issue  to 
said  applicant  an  order  for  examination  before  such  one  of  the  state 
boards  of  medical  examiners  as  the  applicant  for  license  may  select.  In 
case  of  failure  at  any  such  examination  the  candidate,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  six  months  and  within  two  years,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  a 
second  examination  by  the  same  board  to  which  application  was  first  made, 
without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee:  and  it  is  further  provided,  that 
applicants  examined  and  licensed  by  state  boards  of  medical  examiners 
or  state  boards  of  health  of  other  states,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $15  to 
the  medical  council,  and  on  filing  in  the  ofiice  of  the  medical  council  a 
copy  of  said  license  certified  by  the  aflidavit  of  the  president  or  secretary 
of  such  board  showing  also  that  the  standard  of  acquirements  adopted  by 
said  state  board  of  medical  examiners  or  state  board  of  health,  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  is  provided  by  §  11,  12  and  13  of  this  act,  shall  with- 
out further  examination  receive  a  license  conferring  on  the  holder  thereof 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  provided  by  §  14  and  15  of  this  act. 

§  14  Qualifications  for  practice;  penalty  for  violation.  From  and  after 
the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894,  no  person  shall  enter  upon  the  practice 
of  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  unless  he  or  she  has 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  exhibited  to  the 
prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  he  or 
she  desires  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  a  license  duly  granted  to  him 
or  her  as  hereinbefore  provided,  whereupon  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled 
upon  the  payment  of  $1  to  be  duly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  prothono- 
tary of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  said  county,  and  any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county 
wherein  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $500  for  each  oCCense. 

§  15  Construction  of  act.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
Interfere  with  or  punish  commissioned  medical  officers  serving  in  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  United  States  marine  hospital 
service  while  so  commissioned,  or  medical  examiners  of  relief  depart- 
ments of  railroad  companies  while  so  employed,  or  any  one  while  actually 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally  incor- 
porated hospital,  or  any  legally  qualified  and  registered  dentist  exclusively 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  or  shall  interfere  with  or  prevent  the 
dispensing  and  sales  of  medicines  or  medical  appliances  by  apothecaries, 
pharmacists,  or  interfere  with  the  manufacture  of  artifical  eyes,  limbs  or 
orthopedical  instruments  or  trusses  of  any  kind  for  fitting  such  instru- 
ments on  persons  in  need  thereof,  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physicians 
and  surgeons  residing  in  other  states  or  countries,  meeting  registered 
physicians  of  this  fetate  in  consultation  or  any  physician  or  surgeon  resid- 
ing on  the  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and  duly  authorized  under  the 
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laws  thereof  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  therein  whose  practice  ex- 
tends into  the  limits  of  this  state:  provided,  that  such  practitioner  shall 
not  open  an  office,  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive  calls, 
within  the  limits  of  Pennsylvania,  or  physicians  duly  registered  in  one 
county  of  this  state  called  to  attend  cases  in  another  county  but  not  resid- 
ing or  opening  an  office  therein.  And  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  within  this  com- 
monwealth by  any  practitioner  who  shall  have  been  duly  registered  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March,  A,  D.  1894,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  all  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery,"  approved  the  eighth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1881,  and  one 
such  registry  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery 
ia  any  county  in  this  commonwealth. 

§  16  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  $2000  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
salary  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  medical  council  and  the 
necessary  expenses  of  said  council,  $1000  thereof  for  the  year  beginning 
January  1,  1894,  and  $1000  thereof  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1895.

§  1  Improper  registration  under  previous  act  made  va^id.  That  any 
person  heretofore  having  had  a  medical  diploma  issued  to  him  by  any 
reputable  college  or  university  in  another  state  or  foreign  country,  author- 
ized by  law  to.  grant  diplomas  and  confer  degrees,  and  such  diploma  hav- 
ing been  improperly  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly 
approved  June  8,  A.  D.  1881,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  registra- 
tion of  all  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,"  the  diploma  of  such 
person  be  and  is  hereby  made  valid  for  all  purposes,  with  the  same  effect 
as  if  the  registry  of  the  same  had  been  in  the  form  and  under  the  require- 
ments of  said  act,  and  the  practice  of  medicine,  or  any  of  such  improperly 
or  illegally  registered  diploma  shall,  from  the  date  of  such  registry,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  made  lawful  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  his  said 
diploma  had  been  properly  and  legally  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
said  act:  provided,  said  physician  shall  appear  before  the  proper  board  of 
examiners  at  the  next  meeting  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  shall 
properly  qualify  under  existing  laws.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  powers  and  duties  formerly  possessed  by  the 
fiubdelegations  of  medicine  and  surgery  and  of  pharmacy  of  Puerto  Rico 
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have  been  transferred  to  the  superior  board  of  health,  and  that  the  safety 
of  the  public  may  be  endangered  by  incompetent  physicians  and  surgeons, 
pharmacists,  dentists,  midwives  and  practicantes  pursuing  their  avoca- 
tions, the  following  orders  are  issued: 

1  Examining  committee.  That  in  place  of  the  subdelegationsof  medicine 
and  surgery,  pharmacy,  etc.,  of  Puerto  Rico,  an  examining  committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  superior  board  of  health,  to  consist  of  three  graduates 
in  medicine  and  surgery,  of  not  less  than  10  years  standing,  and  of  recog- 
nized ability  in  their  professions,  tw^o  graduates  in  pharmacy,  and  one 
graduate  in  dentistry,  possessing  the  same  professional  standing.  This 
committee  shall  be  divided  into  subcommittees,  for  the  work  of  examina- 
tion. 

2  Rules  and  regulations.  The  superior  board  of  health  of  Puerto  Rico 
will  make  and  adopt  for  the  examining  committee,  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  existing  laws  and  regula- 
tions, or  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

3  Organization  of  examining  committee.  The  said  examining  com- 
mittee shall  meet  and  organize  in  the  city  of  San  Juan  within  one  month 
after  the  appointment  of  its  members  is  made.  The  superior  board  of 
health  shall  provide  a  place  for  the  meetings  of  the  examining  committee. 
All  the  records  and  papers  of  all  kinds,  formerly  belonging  to  the  subdele- 
gation  of  medicine  and  surgery  and  to  the  subdelegation  in  pharmacy,  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  superior  board  of  health. 

4  Compensation  of  members  of  committee.  All  fees  received  by  the 
committee  shall  be  turned  in  to  the  treasurer  of  the  superior  board  of 
health.  After  the  payment  of  legitimate  expenses,  the  balance  shall  be 
divided  among  the  members  of  the  committee,  in  such  manner  that  each 
member  shall  receive  his  proportionate  share  of  the  fees  received  from  all 
the  persons  he  actually  examines.  The  recorder  will  receive  a  proportion- 
ate share  of  all  the  fees  received. 

5  Members  of  committee;  term  of  office.  At  the  first  meeting,  the 
roembers  shall  draw  lots  for  the  terms  of  service.  The  two  persons  whose 
names  are  first  drawn  shall  serve  one  year;  the  two  whose 
names  are  next  drawn  shall  serve  two  years,  and  the  two  whose  names 
are  last  drawn  shall  serve  three  years.  The  superior  board  of  health 
shall,  on  January  1st  of  each  year,  appoint  two  members,  who  shall  serve 
three  years.  A  president  and  a  recorder  shall  be  appointed  by  the  superior 
board  of  health  ou  the  same  date. 

6  Examinations.  The  examining  committee  shall  hold  examinations  for 
those  who  desire  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery,  pharmacy  and  dentistry 
in  Puerto  Rico,  also  for  practicantes,  midwives,  and  professional  nurses,  at 
such  times  as  the  superior  board  may  direct. 

7  Presentation  of  diplomas  or  certificates;  permit  for  examination. 
All  applications  under  the  classes  named,  desiring  licenses  to  practise  their 
professions  or  occupations  in  Puerto  Rico,  shall  first  present  their  diplomas, 
or  certificates  to  the  secretary  of  the  ^superior  board  of  health,  together 
with  a  certificate  signed  by  two  responsible  persons,  as  to  the  good  moral 
character  of  the  applicant.    If  an  examination  of  these  papers  proves  satis- 
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factory,  the  secretary  will  issue  a  permit  to  the  applicant  to  appear  berow 
the  examining  committee,  for  examination. 

8  Character  of  examinations.  The  questions  used  shall  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  superior  board  of  health,  and  after  being  approved,  the  same 
questions  shall  be  used  "with  all  individuals  of  one  class,  applying  at  one 
time  for  examination.  All  examinations  shall  be  in  writing  and  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  superior  board  of  health  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  prescribe. 

9  Result  of  examinations  sent  to  superior  board  of  health.  After  each 
examination,  the  examining  committee  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
act  upon  the  same.  An  official  report  of  such  action,  signed  by  the  chair- 
man, recorder  and  each  member  present  stating  the  subject  of  the  exam- 
ination, average  of  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  the  general  average, 
and  the  result  of  each  examination,  whether  successful  or  unsuccessful, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  superior  board  of  health.  Said  reports  shall 
embrace  all  the  examination  papers,  and  questions  and  answers  thereto. 
All  such  examination  papers  shall  be  kept  for  reference  or  inspection  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

10  Superior  board  of  health,  issues  licenses;  records  of  examinations. 
On  receiving  from  the  examining  committee  an  official  report  of  the  result 
of  any  examination  of  any  applicant  for  license,  the  superior  board  of 
health,  if  it  approve  the  report,  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  successful 
applicant,  adjudged  by  the  examining  committee,  qualified  to  practise 
medicine  and  surgery,  or  the  other  branches  named  in  this  order,  a  license 
to  practise  same  in  Puerto  Rico,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  examining 
committee  who  actually  examined  the  applicant,  and  by  the  officers  of  the 
superior  board  of  health,  and  attested  by  its  seal.  Before  any  license  shall 
be  issued  by  the  superior  board  of  health,  it  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  in  its  office,  and  the  number  of  the  book  and  the  page  therein  con- 
taining such  recorded  copy  shall  be  noted  on  the  face  of  said  license.  Said 
records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  under  proper  restrictions  as  to 
their  safe  keeping,  and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the  same  weight 
as  evidence  that  is  given  to  the  conveyance  of  land. 

11  Reexamination.  In  case  any  applicant  should  fail  in  his  examina- 
tion before  the  examining  board,  he  may  reappear,  on  approval  of  the 
superior  board  of  health,  at  any  subsequent  examination  after  six  months 
and  within  two  years,  without  payment  of  any  additional  fee. 

12  Applicants  holding  diplomas  licensed  without  examination.  Ap- 
plicants who  possess  diplomas  from  reputable  medical  or  dental  colleges 
or  schools  of  pharmacy  and  who  have  been  licensed  by  state  boards,  may, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  ?25,  be  licensed  by  the  superior  board  of 
health  without  examination  if  the  superior  board  of  health  so  decides.  [As 
amended  1899,  General  orders,  no.  191] 

13  Fees.  The  fees  established  by  the  superior  board  of  health  for  exam- 
inations are  as  follows:  a)  For  examination  of  physicians  and  surgeons, 
dentists,  and  pharmacists,  $25.  b)  For  practicantes,  $15.  c)  For  profes- 
sional nurses,  $10.  d)  For  midwives,  $5.  These  fees  shall  not  be  returned 
in  case  of  failure  In  examination.    For  the  Issue  and  registration  of  a 
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license  by  the  superior  board  of  health,  the  fee  shall  be,  for  a  physician 
and  surgeon,  dentist  or  pharmacist,  $5,  and  for  all  others  $1.  The  money 
received  from  such  fees  as  well  as  those  mentioned  in  paragraph  12,  shall, 
after  deducting  the  necessary  expenses,  be  turned  into  the  insular  treasury. 

14  Provisions  of  this  regulation  must  be  com^plied  with;  exceptions. 
No  person  shall  practise  medicine  and  surgery,  or  the  other  branches 
enumerated  in  this  order  in  Puerto  Rico,  until  the  provisions  of  this  order 
are  complied  with,  except  such  persons  as  had  secured  the  right  by  license 
or  toleration  under  the  Spanish  government  in  Puerto  Rico,  or  had  been 
duly  authorized  to  practise  by  the  military  government  of  the  United 
States  previous  to  July  1st,  1899.  These  must  procure  a  license  from  the 
superior  board  of  health,  which  they  will  receive  upon  the  payment  of  the 
fee  of  $5  for  the  issue  and  registration  of  the  same,  provided,  that  this 
order  does  not  prohibit  practice  in  consultation  only,  by  distinguished 
members  of  the  medical  profession  who  may  be  temporarily  sojourning 
in  Puerto  Rico,  or  who  may  be  called  from  abroad  for  this  specific  pur- 
pose. Medical  oflicers,  serving  in  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  the  United  States  marine  hospital  service,  are  exempt  from  the  re- 
quirements of  this  paragraph.     [As  amended  1899,  General  orders  no.  191] 

15  Appropriation.  For  the  purpose  of  advertising  the  first  examinations 
and  for  necessary  stationery,  an  appropriation  of  $100  is  made.

§  1  Medical  register.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  town  and  city  clerk 
to  purchase  a  book  of  suitable  size,  to  be  known  as  the  "medical  register" 
of  each  city  or  town,  and  to  set  apart  one  full  page  for  the  registration  of 
each  physician;  and  when  any  physician  shall  die  or  remove  from  the  city 
or  town,  said  clerk  shall  make  a  note  of  the  same  at  the  bottom  of  the 
page,  and  shall  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  transmit  to  the 
ofiice  of  the  state  board  of  health  a  duly  certified  list  of  the  physicians  of 
said  city  or  town  registered  under  this  chapter,  together  with  such  other 
information  as  is  hereinafter  required,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  required  by  this  chapter;  and  such  clerk  shall  receive  the  sum  of  50 
cents  from  each  physician  so  registered,  which  shall  be  his  full  compensa- 
tion for  all  the  duties  required  tinder  this  chapter. 

§  2  Registration  of  certificate  of  authority.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches,  within 
the  limits  of  this  state,  who  has  not  exhibited  and  registered  in  the  city 
or  town  clerk's  office  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  liis  or 
her  authority  for  so  practising  medicine  as  herein  prescribed,  together  with 
his  or  her  age,  address,  place  of  birth  and  the  school  or  system  of  medicine 
to  which  he  or  she  proposes  to  belong;  and  the  person  so  registering  shall 
subscribe  and  verify  by  oath,  before  such  clerk,  an  affidavit  containing 
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such  facts,  which,  if  wilfully  false,  shall  subject  the  affiant  to  conviction 
and  punishment  for  perjury. 

§  3  Certificate  of  authority,  how  obtained.  Authority  to  practise  medi- 
cine under  this  chapter  shall  be  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  "of  health, 
and  said  board  shall  upon  application  issue  a  certificate  to  any  reputable 
physician  who  is  practising  or  who  desires  to  begin  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine or  surgery  In  this  state,, who  possesses  any  of  the  following  qualifica- 
tions: first,  a  diploma  from  a  reputable  and  legally  chartered  medical  col- 
lege, indorsed  as  such  by  the  state  board  of  health;  second,  satisfactory 
evidence  from  the  person  claiming  the  same  that  such  person  was  reputa- 
bly and  honorably  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this 
state  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1892.  Any  person  not  qualified  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, before  practising  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  shall  present 
himself  before  said  state  board  of  health  and  submit  himself  to  such 
examination  as  said  board  may  require.  Said  board  shall  examine  any 
person  presenting  himself  and  if  the  examinatioH  is  satisfactory  shall  issue 
its  certificate  as  hereinbefore  provided:  provided,  any  person  so  presenting 
himself  shall  pay  to  the  board  the  sum  of  $10  for  each  examination;  and 
said  fee  shall  in  no  case  be  returned  and  shall  be  applied  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  board  of  health.  Applicants  may  present  their  credentials 
by  mail  or  by  proxy,  and  the  board  shall  issue  its  certificates  to  such 
applicants  as  are  entitled  thereto  as  though  the  applicant  were  present. 
All  the  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  and 
attested  by  seal  of  the  board,  and  not  more  than  $2  shall  be  charged  for 
any  certificate. 

§  4  Itinerant  doctors  excepted.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  authorize  any  itinerant,  doctor  to  register  or  to  practise 
medicine  in  any  part  of  this  state. 

§  5  Refusal  or  revocation  of  certificate.  The  state  board  of  health  may 
refuse  to  issue  the  certificate  provided  for  in  §  3  of  this  chapter,  to  any 
Individual  guilty  of  grossly  unprofessional  conduct  of  a  character  likely  to 
deceive  or  defraud  the  public,  and  it  may  after  due  notice  gnd  hearing 
revoke  such  certificates  for  like  cause.  In  all  cases  of  refusal  or  revoca- 
tion the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court,  which  may  afl3rm  or  overrule  the  decision  of  the  board. 

§  6  Construction  of  act.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  discriminate  against  any  particular  school  or  system  of  medicine,  or 
to  prohibit  women  from  practising  midwifery,  or  to  prohibit  gratuitous 
services  In  case  of  emergency;  nor  shall  this  chapter  apply  to  commis- 
sioned surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  ser- 
vice, or  to  legally  qualified  physicians  of  another  state,  called  to  see  a 
particular  case,  but  who  do  not  open  an  office  or  appoint  any  place  in  this 
state  where  they  may  meet  patients  or  receive  calls. 

§  7  Complaint  of  violation.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of 
health  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  courts  any  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  living  In  this  state  or  any  person 
coming  Into  this  state,  who  shall  practise  medicine  or  surgery  or  attempt 
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to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  its  branclies,  or  who  shall  per- 
form or  attempt  to  perform  any  surgical  operation  for  or  upon  any  person 
within  the  limits  of  this  state  for  reward,  or  compensation,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  $50, 
and  upon  each  and  every  subsequent  conviction  shall  be  fined  $100  and 
imprisoned  30  days,  or  either  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and 
in  no  case,  where  any  provision  of  this  chapter  has  been  violated,  shall 
the  person  so  violating  be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  Ifervices 
rendered.  To  open  an  office  for  such  purpose,  or  to  announce  to  the  public 
in  any  other  way  a  readiness  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state, 
shall  be  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this 
chapter.

§  970  1  Qualifications  for  practice.  No  person  shall  practise  physic  or 
surgery,  for  compensation,  within  the  state  unless  he  is  21  years  of  age, 
and  either  has  been  heretofore  authorized  so  to  do  pursuant  to  the  laws  in 
force  at  the  time  of  his  authorization,  or  is  hereafter  authorized  to  do  so 
by  subsequent  subdivisions  of  this  section. 

2  State  board  of  examiners;  election;  quorum;  term.  There  shall  be 
established  a  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  composed  of  seven  reputa- 
ble physicians,  or  surgeons,  one  from  each  congressional  district,  to  be 
elected  by  the  state  medical  association,  and  thereupon  commissioned  by 
the  governor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  a  period  of  two  years  arid 
until  their  successors  in  office  shall  have  been  elected;  and  any  vacancy 
in  said  board  of  examiners,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
filled  in  the  same  manner.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business:  provided,  that  the  members 
thereof  first  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  the  first  class  to  consist  of  three  and  the  second  of  four 
members.  The  first  class  shall  hold  office  under  the  said  election  for  the 
period  of  one  year,  the  second  class  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  their 
election,  and  each  class  thereafter  elected  shall  hold  for  two  years  from 
the  date  of  their  election  and  until  their  successors  be  elected  and  qualified: 
provided,  further,  that  the  first  election  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held 
at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  said  state  medical  association,  aud  the  mem- 
bers of  the  present  board  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  have  quahfied  as  herein  provided:  provided,  further,  that  said 
board  may  grant  temporary  licenses  in  intervals  between  board  meetings 
on  recommendation  of  any  member  of  said  board,  the  chairman  and  the 
secretary  of  said  board  to  approve  the  same  on  said  recommendation.  [As 
amended  1898,  ch.  498,  §1] 

3  Meetings;  examinations;  certificates;  register  of  applicants.  Said 
boarc}  of  medical  examiners  shall  meet  n^  pplvifflbJa,  South  Caroliqa,  on 
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the  third  Tuesday  In  May  of  each  year,  and  at  their  first  meeting  organize 
by  the  election  of  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  also  be  treasurer, 
and  said  board  shall  have  power  to  call  extra  meetings  when  necessary. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  when  organized,  to  examine  all  appli- 
cants for  examination  who  hold  diplomas  from  any  medical  colleges  or 
schools  and  who  present  certificates  of  their  good  moral  character  and  of 
their  sobriety  from  some  reputable  person  or  persons  linown  to  the  board, 
and  to*pass  upon  their  qualifications  and  fitness  to  practise  medicine  in 
this  state,  and  to  give  to  each  successful  applicant  a  certificate  to  that 
effect  upon  the  payment  of  $5  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board.  Said  board 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  record  or 
register  of  all  applicants  for  a  license,  together  with  his  or  her  age,  time 
spent  In  the  study  of  medicine,  and  the  name  and  location  of  all  institutions 
granting  such  applicants  degrees  or  certificates  of  lectures  in  medicine  or 
surgery.  Said  books  and  register  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  the 
matters  therein  recorded.  Such  certificates  of  qualification  shall  entitle 
the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  respectively,  to  be  registered  as  a  lawful 
practising  physician  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he,  she  or  they 
may  reside,  upon  payment  to  said  clerk  of  court  a  fee  of  25  cents  for  each 
registration.     [As  amended  1898,  cU.  498,  §  2] 

4  Compensation  of  board.  The  members  of  said  examining  board  shall 
receive  for  their  services  the  same  per  diem  and  mileage  as  is  paid  to  the 
members  of  the  general  assembly  for  each  day  engaged:  provided,  that 
the  receipts  from  applicants  for  examination  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet 
said  expenses;  ahd  If  there  should  be  any  surplus  after  paying  said  ex- 
penses, that  the  same  be  paid  to  the  state  board  of  health  for  further 
disbursement. 

5  Physicians  already  registered.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section 
shall  in  any  way  affect  or  apply  to  physicians  and  surgeons  who  have 
already  registered  in  accordance  with  the  law  now  of  force. 

6  Appeal  on  refusal  of  certificate.  Upon  the  refusal  of  said  board  to 
grant  a  license  to  any  applicant,  an  appeal  may  be  had  to  the  governor, 
who  may  order  a  reexamination'  of  the  applicant  to  be  held  in  the  presence 
of  the  dean  of  the  faculty  of  any  medical  college  in  this  state  and  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  six  practising  physicians. 

7  Not  to  apply.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  commissioned 
medical  officers  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy  or  the  United  States 
marine  hospital  service,  nor  shall  it  include  physicians  or  surgeons  residing 
In  other  states  and  called  in  consultation  in  special  cases  with  physicians 
or  surgeons  residing  in  this  state. 

§  971  Unlawful  to  collect  for  services  if  law  violated;  exceptions.  In 
no  case  wherein  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  have  been  violated  shall 
any  person  so  violating  receive  a  compensation  for  services  rendered;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  persons  practising 
dentistry  or  to  females  practising  midwifery. 
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§  972  If  law  observed  may  collect  fees.  All  persons  now  practising,  or 
who  may  hereafter  practise,  medicine  or  surgery,  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge,  sue  for  and  collect  for  their  services.

§  260  Violation  of  §  970;  penalty.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state  who  has  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  §  970  of  part  1  of  these  statutes,  and  any  one  violating 
the  provisions  of  said  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  for  each  offense,  upon  conviction  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $300,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  any  period  not  longer  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

§  1  Must  have  license  from  state  board  of  health;  where  recorded.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  or  any  other  person  to  practise  medi- 
cine, surgery  or  obstetrics  in  any  of  their  departments  in  this  state,  unless 
such  person  shall  have  received  a  license  to  practise  medicine  from  the 
board  of  health,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  haA'e  had  tlie  same 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  in  the  county  where  such 
physician  or  person  shall  reside. 

§  2  Present  practitioners  not  affected.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  effect 
those  now  in  the  lawful  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics  in  this 
state. 

§  3  Not  applicable  to  whom.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prohibit  students  from  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  or 
to  prohibit  gratuitous  services  in  case  of  emergency,  nor  shall  this  act 
apply  to  commissioned  surgeons  in  the  United  States  army  and  navy. 

§  4  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine  without 
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having  obtained  a  license  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  30  days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.      > 

§  5  Board  of  examiners;  qualifications  of  applicants;  fees;  license. 
The  board  of  health  of  this  state  is  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  public 
examiners  ex  oflicio  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  licensing  physicians 
to  practise  medicine  in  this  state,  and  any  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  lavr- 
ful  medical  college  who  has  attended  three  full  courses  of  medical  lectures 
of  six  months  each,  no  two  full  courses  within  the  same  year,  and  who  is  of 
good  moral  character,  and  is  not  an  habitual  drunkard,  shall,  upon  proof 
of  such  facts  to  the  superintendent  of  the  state  board  of  health  as  said 
board  shall  require,  and  on  the  payment  of  a  license  fee  of  $.5.  which  shall 
be  applied  as  a  part  of  the  superintendent's  salary,  receive  from  said 
superintendent  of  the  state  board  of  health  a  license  certifying  the  appli- 
cant to  be  a  practising  physician  and  qualified  for  such  as  prescribed  by 
this  section;  which  license  shall  be  recorded  in  the  ofl3ce  of  the  register  of 
deeds  in  the  county  where  such  practising  physician  resides.  Provided, 
that  the  requirements  of  the  three  courses  of  lectures  shall  not  apply  to 
those  who  had  graduated  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  6  Board  may  cancel  license,  when.  The  state  board  of  health  shall, 
upon  complaint  made  to  it  on  oath  by  one  responsible  person,  have  power 
to  cancel  any  license  that  may  have  been  issued  to  any  applicant  for  the 
practice  of  medicine  when  such  license  was  fraudulently  obtained  or  when 
the  person  to  whom  such  license  was  issued  is  an  habitual  drunljard,  or  is 
guilty  of  immoral  practices  or  gross  unprofessional  conduct.  Provided, 
that  such  license  shall  not  be  canceled  except  after  a  hearing  before  such 
board  of  health  at  which  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  be  present,  and  of 
which  the  person  holding  the  license  to  be  canceled  shall  have  had  not  less 
than  10  days  notice,  and  only  upon  due  proof  of  the  facts  stated  in  the 
complaint,  and  provided  further,  that  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  whose  license  is  canceled  lives,  by 
any  person  aggrieved  thereby,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by 
law  in  case  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of- county  commissioners. 

§  7  Duty  of  state's  attorney.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state's  attorney 
to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this  act  within  his  county. 

Osteopathy 
Laws  1899,  ch.  269 
§  1  Who  may  practise.  Any  person  holding  a  diploma  from  a  legally 
Incorporated  and  regularly  conducted  school  of  osteopathy  of  good  repute 
as  such,  and  wherein  the  course  of  study  comprises  a  term  of  20  months. 
or  four  terms  of  five  months  each,  in  actual  attendance  at  such  school,  and 
shall  include  instruction  in  the  following  branches,  to  wit:  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, chemistry,  histology,  pathology,  gynecology,  obstetrics,  and  theory 
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and  practice  of  osteopathy,  shall  upon  the  presentation  of  such  diploma 
to  the  state  board  of  health,  and  satisfying  such  board  that  they  are  the 
legal  holders  thereof,  be  granted  by  such  board  a  certificate  permitting 
such  person  to  practise  osteopathy  in  the  state-of  South  Dakota,  upon  pay- 
ment to  the  said  board  of  a  fee  of  $10,  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  desires  to  prac- 
tise, for  which  he  shall  receive  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  2  Limitations  of  certifi.cate.  The  certificate  provided  for  in  the  fore- 
going section  shall  not  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  prescribe,  or  use, 
drugs  in  his  practice,  nor  to  perform  major,  or  operative,  surgery. 

§  3  Misrepresentation;  penalty.  Any  person  who  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  such  certificate  shall  falsely  represent  himself,  or  herself,  to  be 
the  legal  holder  of  any  such  diploma,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]100  nor  more  than 
$500. 

§  4  Kevocation.  Any  certificate  may  be  revoked  by  the  state  board  of 
health  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  fraudulent  misrepresentations  in  procur- 
ing the  same,  or  for  any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the  certificate,  and 
for  any  gross  immorality  by  the  holder  thereof. 

§  5  Osteopathy  not  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  system,  method,  or 
science  of  treating  diseases  of  the  human  body,  commonly  known  as  oste- 
opathy, is  hereby  declared  not  to  be  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the 
meaning  of  §  14,  ch.  63,  of  the  Laws  of  1885  of  the  territory  of  Dakota, 
being  §  205  of  the  Compiled  laws. 

§  6  Violation  of  act;  penalty.  Any  person  practising  or  attempting  to 
practise  osteopathy  without  first  having  obtained  and  filed  the  certificate 
above  provided  for,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  con- 
viction be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $500. 

§  7  Violation  of  §  2;  penalty.  Any  person  practising  osteopathy  who 
violates  the  provisions  of  §  2  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  on  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $500, 
and  in  addition  to  such  fine  have  his  or  her  certificate,  provided  for  in  §  1, 

revoked.

§  3609  Certificate  on  diploma.  No  person  shall  practise  medicine  in  any 
of  its  departments,  within  this  state,  unless  such  person  possess  all  the 
qualifications  required  by  this  chapter.  If  a  graduate  in  medicine,  he  shall 
present  his  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  for  verification 
as  to  its  genuineness.  If  such  diploma  is  found  genuine,  and  from  a  legally 
chartered  allopathic,  homeopathic,  or  eclectic  medical  college  in  good 
standing  with  the  school  of  medicine  in  which  said  college  is  classed,  of 
which  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  be  the  judge,  and  if  the 
person  named  therein  be  the  person  claiming  and  presenting  the  same,  the 
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State  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  that  effect, 
signed  by  all  the  members  thereof,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  conclusive 
as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to  practise  medicine  in 
this  state. 

§  3610  Certificate  on  evidence  of  previous  practice.  Any  person  who 
was  in  the  actual  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state  on  the 
fourth  day  of  April,  1889,  and  did,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1891, 
make  satisfactory  proof  of  this  fact  •  to  the  county  court  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  he  resided,  and  then  obtained  from  said  county  court 
clerk,  whose  duty  it  was  to  issue  such  certificate,  a  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  facts,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  contemplated  in 
this  chapter.  A  certified  copy  of  this  certificate  was  required  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners. 

§  3611  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  wishing  to  enter  upon 
the  practice  of  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches,  shall  present  to  the  board 
of  medical  examiners  a  diploma  from  some  medical  college  in  good  stand- 
ing, as  provided  in  §  3609,  or  shall  present  himself  before  the  board  for 
examination  upon  the  following  branches,  viz:  anatomy,  physiology,  chem- 
istry, pathology,  surgery,  obstetrics,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and 
practice.  If  the  diploma  be  found  genuine,  or  if  the  applicant  for  exam- 
ination shall  be  found  worthy  and  competent,  then  said  board  shall  issue 
a  certificate  in  each  case  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  such  certificate 
shall  entitle  the  lawful  holder  thereof  to  all  the  privileges  of  this  chapter. 
[As  amended  1899,  eh.  148,  §  5] 

§  3612  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  Immediately  upon  the 
enactment  of  this  chapter  (April  4,  1889),  the  governor  was  required  to 
appoint  six  graduated  physicians,  two  from  each  grand  division  of  the 
state,  as  a  state  board  of  medical  examiners,  who  were  required  to  meet 
and  organize  30  days  from  the  date  of  their  appointment,  and  to  serve  for 
the  terms  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six  years,  r'espectively,  decid- 
ing by  lot  or  agreement  among  themselves  as  to  their  respective  terms  of 
service.  At  the  expiration  of  the  above  terms,  each  member  of  the  board 
was  to  be  appointed  for  six  years.  All  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  by 
death  or  resignation  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  itself  for  the  remainder  of 
such  term  or  terms.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  not  be  members  of 
the  state  board  of  health  nor  any  medical  faculty. 

§  3613  Duties  of  board.  It  shall  .be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine 
into  the  qualifications  of  all  applicauts  for  license  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  chapter.  The 
three  schools  of  medicine — viz..  allopath,  homeopath,  and  eclectic — shall  be 
repi-esented  on  said  board  of  examiners.  Not  less  than  five  shall  constitute* 
a  quorum,  and  a  majority  of  those  present  shall  be  necessary  to  reject  any 
application,  but  such  rejection  shall  not  bar  the  applicant  against  a  re- 
examination after  the  lapse  of  three  mouths.  The  members  of  the  board 
representing  each  school  of  medicine  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  all 
applicants  of  that  school,  and  the  board  shall  issue  the  certificate  of  quali- 
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ficatlon  to  appllcan,ts  who  are  recommended  by  the  member  or  members 
of  the  board  who  belong  to  said  school,  after  such  examination. 

§  3614  Temporary  license.  To  prevent  delay  and  inconvenience,  two 
members  of  the  board  may  grant  a  temporary  license  to  any  applicant, 
and  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  board  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  Such 
temporary  license  shall  not  continue  in  force  longer  than  until  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  board;  and  such  temporary  license  shall  in  no  case 
be  granted  within  six  months  after  the  applicant  has  been  refused  a  license 
by  the  board. 

§  3615  Meeting's  of  board.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be 
once  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  decide,  but  the 
president  of  the  board  may  call  a  special  meeting  whenever  it  is  demanded 
by  public  necessity,  the  call  to  be  issued  by  the  secretary  and  signed  by 
the  president, 

§  3615a  Organization;  by-laws.  The  board  of  medical  examiners  are 
authorized  to  elect  such  officers  and  to  form  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  efficient  operations  of  the  board. 

§  3616  Certificate  must  be  recorded;  change  of  residence.  Every  per- 
son holding  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  or  the 
county  court  clerk,  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  court 
clerk  [of  the  county]  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  date  of  record  shall  be 
indorsed  thereon.  Until  such  record  is  made,  the  holder  of  such  certificate 
shall  not  exercise  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  therein  conferred  to  prac- 
tise medicine.  Any  person  removing  from  one  county  to  another  to  prac- 
tise medicine  shall  record  in  like  manner  the  certificate  in  the  county  to 
which  he  removes,  and  the  holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  the  couilty 
clerk  the  usual  record  fee  for  so  doing.  Practitioners  in  one  county  may 
go  from  one  county  to  another  on  professional  business  without  being  re- 
quired to  register,  if  they  have  done  so  in  the  county  in  which  they  reside. 

§  3617  Clerk  to  keep  a  record.  County  [court]  clerks  shall  keep  in  a 
book  provided  for  the  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  the  certificates  recorded 
by  him,  with  the  date  of  issue  of  certificate  and  date  of  record.  If  the 
certificate  be  based  on  a  diploma,  he  shall  record  the  name  of  the  medical 
institution  conferring  it,  and  the  date  when  conferred.  And  that  the  clerk 
hereafter,  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in  July  next,  and  at  the  end  of 
every  six  months  thereafter,  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  medical 
examiners  all  such  registrations  in  his  office,  together  with  a  list  of  the 
deaths  and  removals  from  his  county  of  those  physicians  who  have  regis- 
tered, or  may  hereafter  register,  in  his  office;  for  which  service  the  clerk 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  the  funds  of  the  board  of  medical 
examiners  10  cents  for  each  name  registered.  The  register  of  the  county 
clerk  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during  business  hours.  [As 
amended  1899,  ch.  148,  §  1] 

§  3618  Board  to  keep  a  record.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  keep  a 
record  of  its  proceedings  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  open 
for  inspection,  and  shall  record  the  name  of  eaoh  applicant,  the  time  of 
granting  a  license,  with  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  board  present. 
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§  3619  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  fees.  The  members  of 
said  board  shall  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  their  services,  $10  per  day 
during  their  sessions,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  their  hotel  and  traveling 
expenses  by  the  most  direct  route  to  and  from  their  respective  places  of 
residence,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  each  meeting  of  the 
board,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the 
board,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  president  and  secretary.  The  board  is 
empowered  to  demand  a  fee  of  $1  for  the  issuing  of  each  certificate.  The 
fee  for  examination  of  nongraduates  shall  be  $5.  If  the  applicant  fails  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  and  no  certificate  or  license  is  issued  to 
him,  $5  only  of  his  fee  is  to  be  retained.  The  fee  for  a  certificate  of 
temporary  license  shall  be  $1,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  board, 
said  fee  to  be  accredited  to  the  applicant  when  he  applies  to  the  board  for 
permanent  license.

§  3620  Itinerant  venders  not  allowed.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
itinerant  physician  or  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  applica- 
tion of  any  kind,  intended  for  the  treatment  of  disease  or  injury,  to  sell  or 
apply  the  same;  or  for  such  itinerant  i)hysician  or  vender,  by  writing,  print- 
ing, or  other  methods,  to  profess  to  cure  or  treat  disea^s  or  deformity  by 
any  drug,  nostrum,  manipulation,  or  other  expedient,  in  this  state;  and 
whoever  shall  violate  the  provision  of  this  section,  provided  it  does  not 
apply  to  merchants  and  druggists,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $100  and  not  exceeding  $400;  and  all  such 
fines  for  offenses  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  medical  examiners  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  fund  of  said  board; 
but  veterinary  surgeons  and  stocli  doctors  are  not  included  in  this  chapter.

§  3621  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine 
or  surgery  in  the  state  without  the  certificate  issued  by  the  board  of  exam- 
iners or  county  court -clerk,  as  provided  in  §  3610,  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall,  for  each  and  every  instance  of  such 
practice,  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  [$]10  nor  more  than  $25. 

§  3622  Filing  diploma  or  certificate  of  another,  felony.  Any  person 
filing,  or  attempting  to  file,  as  his  own,  the  diploma  or  certificate  of 
another,  or  a  forged  affidavit  of  identification,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony, 
and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  subject  to  such  punishment  as  is  made  and 
provided  by  the  statute  of  the  state  for  the  crime  of  forgery.

The  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  board  of  examiners  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  in  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  for  the  safe-keeping 
of  the  same. 
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§  3625  Expenses  of  board,  how  obtained.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
state  board  of  medical  examiners,  or  any  member  thereof,  in  any  manner 
whatever  or  for  any  purpose,  to  charge  or  obligate  the  state  of  Tennessee, 
nor  any  county  therein,  with  any  debt  nor  the  payment  of  any  money; 
and  the  said  state  board  shall  look  alone  to  the  revenue  derived  from  the 
operations  of  this  chapter  for  the  compensation  designated  in  §  3619;  and, 
if  said  revenue  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  each  member  in  full,  as  per  §  3619, 
then  the  amount  thus  received  shall  be  prorated  between  the  members. 
But  if  there  should  be  a  greater  revenue  than  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
members  as  provided  in  §  3619,  such  overplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  con- 
troller of  state,  who  shall  receipt  to  the  board  for  the  amount  received, 
and  shall  account  for  said  money  as  other  state  Revenue.

§  3  Not  to  apply.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
physicians  or  surgeons  of  other  states  who  may  be  called  by  any  reputable 
registered  practitioner  in  this  state  into  actual  consultation  in  regard  to 
some  case  under  his  supervision  and  care. 

§  4  Graduates  from  other  states  must  be  examined.  That  students 
graduating  in  medical  colleges  outside  of  the  state  of  Tennessee  shall  not 
practise  medicine  in  this  state  without  being  examined  by  the  state  board 
of  medical  examiners,  except  as  provided  in  §  3  of  this  aqt. 

§  7  Grand  juries  shall  consider  violations.  That  the  grand  jury  of

§  1  Who  may  practise.  That  any  person  having  a  diploma  regularly 
issued  by  the  American  school  of  osteopathy,  at  Kirksville,  Missouri,  or 
any  other  legally  chartered  and  regularly  conducted  school  of  osteopathy, 
who  shall  have  been  in  personal  attendance  as  a  gtudent  in  such  school  for 
at  least  four  terms  of  not  less  than  five  months  each,  before  graduation, 
shall  be  authorized  to  treat  diseases  of  the  human  body  according  to  such 
system,  after  having  filed  such  diploma  for  record  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  person  resides,  and  having  filed 
with  such  clerk  an  affidavit  that  the  diploma  is  genuine,  and  that  he  or 
she  is  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued,  and  that  all  the  provisions 
of  this  act  were  complied  with  before  the  issuance  of  such  diploma,  where- 
upon the  clerk  shall  record  such  diploma  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  and  shall  indorse  upon  such  diploma  the  date  of  filing 
same,  for  which  he  shall  recei,ve  from  such  person  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  2  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  who  shall  practise,  or  pre- 
tend or  attempt  to  practise  or  use  the  system,  method  or  science  of  oste- 
opathy in  treating  the  diseases  of  the  human  body  without  having  com- 
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plied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$100^  for  each  offense;  provided,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  any  legally  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery  of 
this  state  from  curing  and  relieving  disease  with  or  without  drugs,  or  by 
any  manipulation  by  which  any  disease  may  be  cured  or  alleviated.

§  3625  Medical  examiners  shall  be  appointed.    The  presiding  judges  of 
the  district  courts  of  the  several  judicial  districts  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
'  ticable,  severally  appoint  a  board  of  medical  examiners  for  their  respective 
districts,  which  appointment  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  judge 
making  the  same,  and  delivered  to  the  person  appointed. 

§  3626  Board  shall  be  composed,  how.  Said  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  three  practising  phj'sicians  of  known 
ability,  and  who  are  graduates  of  some  medical  college  recognized  by  the 
American  medical  association,  and  who  are  residents  of  the  district  for 
which  Ihey  are  appointed.

Said  boards  shall  meet 
regularly,  semiannually,  at  some  central  point  in  their  respective  districts, 
to  conduct  examinations  and  grant  certificates  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
they  shall  give  at  least  one  month's  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
their  meeting,  by  publication  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the 
district  in  which  such  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

§  3630  Board  shall  have  a  seal.  Each  and  every  one  of  such  boards 
shall  procure  a  seal,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  their  organization,  which 
seal  shall  be  impressed  upon  every  certificate  granted. 

§  3631  Vacancy  in  board,  how  filled.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
any  of  said  boards,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  judge 
of  the  district  in  which  su^h  vacancy  occurs. 

§  3632  Duty  of  board  to  examine  applicants,  etc.  It  shall  be  the  duty

ence shall  be  given  to  any  school  of  medicine. 

§  3633  Board  shall  issue  certificate,  when.  '  When  the  board  shall  be 
satisfied  as  to  the  qualifications  of  an  applicant,  they  shall  grant  to  him  a 
certificate  to  that  effect,  which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom 
granted  to  practise  medicine  in  any  county,  when  the  same  has  been 
recorded  as  required,  by  article  [§]  3635. 

§  3634  Two  members  may  grant  certificate;  temporary  certificate.  Any 
two  of  the  members  of  such  board  of  medical  examiners  may  grant  a 
certificate  of  qualification  to  an  applicant,  and  any  member  of  said  board 
shall  have  authority  to  grant  a  temporary  certificate  to  an  applicant  upon

§  3638  Unlawful  to  practise  without  certificate.  No  person,  except 
those  named  in  the  preceding  article  [section],  shall  be  permitted  to  prac- 
tise medicine  in  any  of  its  branches  or  departments  without  first  having 
obtained  and  recorded  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  some  authorized 
board  of  medical  examiners,  as  hereinbefore  provided;  and  any  person  so 
offending  shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  the  penal  code.

§  1  Qualifications  for  practice.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  the  following  persons,  and  no  others,  shall  be  permitted  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state:  first,  all  persons  who  have  practised 
medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  continuously  for  the  period  of  at  least 
five  years  prior  to  the  passage  6f  this  act,  but  only  such  persons  as  have 
been  assessed  with  a  license  tax  as  a  physician  or  surgeon  by  some  com- 
missioner of  the  revenue  In  this  state  during  each  of  the  five  years  pre- 
ceding the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  regarded  as  included  witliin  the 
provisions  of  this  clause;  provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
physician  or  surgeon  now  legally  licensed  and  practising  as  sucl)  i»  this 
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State;  second,  all  persons  who  have  been  duly  examined  and  have  been 
awarded  certificates  by  the  board  of  medical  examiners  under  the  acts 
of  Jan.  31,  1884;  Mar.  1,  1888,  and  ch.  77  of  the  code,  or  the  amendments 
thereto,  and  who  have  also  otherwise  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  said  laws;  third,  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  receive  certifi- 
cates from  the  board  of  medical  examiners  of  this  state  as  provided  by 
§  6  of  this  act,  and  who  shall  also  in  all  other  respects  have  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

§  2  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as 
practising  medicine  or  surgery  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall 
profess  publicly  to  be  a  physician  or  surgeon  and  shall  offer  for  practise 
as  such,  or  who  shall  prescribe  for  the  sick  or  for  those  needing  medi- 
cal or  surgical  aid  and  shall  charge  and  rec^ve  therefor  money  or  other 
compensation,  directly  or  indirectly;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any

There  shall  be  for  this  state  a  board 
of  medical  examiners,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  congressional 
district  in  this  state  and  two  for  the  state  at  large,  and,  in  addition,  two 
homeopathic  physicians  from  the  state  at  large,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  four  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The

The  said  board  shall  consist  of  men  learned  in  medicine  and 
surgery,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  on  the  first  day  of  April, 
1894,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  from  a  list  of  names  to  be  recom- 
mended by  the  medical  society  of  Virginia.  He  sliall  also  appoint  two 
homeopathic  physicians,  who  may  be  nominated  to  him  by  the  Hahnemann 
medical  society  of  the  Old  Dominion  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  such  board  for  unexpired  terms  shall  be  filled  in 
the  same  manner.  Such  recommendations  shall  be  by  vote  of  a  majority 
present,  at  some  meeting  of  the  said  societies,  and  the  same  shall  be  cer- 
tified to  the  governor  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  societies: 
provided,  however,  in  case  the  governor  shall  consider' any  of  the  persons 
so  recommended  unsuitable,  he  may  decline  to  appoint  such  person  or 
persons,  and  communicate  the  fact  to  the  presiding  officers  of  the  society 
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presenting  the  nomination,  and  such  society  shall,  within  90  days  there- 
after, malie  other  recommendations  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed, 
which  shall  stand  on  the  same  footing  in  all  respects  as  those  first  made: 
provided,  further,  if  such  society  fail  to  make  such  recommendations  prior 
to  the  time  of  appointment,  or  within  the  90  days,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  such  board,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  without  regard  to  such 
recommendations.  If  any  of  said  examiners  shall  cease  to  reside  in  the 
district  for  which  he  was  appointed,  his  oflBce  shall  be  deemed  vacant. 

§  5  Oath  of  office;  officers;  meetings.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
qualify  by  taking  the  usual  oath  of  office  before  the  county  or  corpora- 
tion court  of  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  they  respectively  reside, 
or  before  the  judge  of  such  court  in  vacation.  The  officers  of  said  board 
shall  be  a  president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  (who  shall  also  act  as 
treasurer),  said  officers  to  be  members  of  and  selected  by  the  board. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as 
the  board  may  prescribe,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  upon  the 
call  of  the  president  and  any  five  members;  but  there  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  regular  meeting  each  year.  Five  members  of  the  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  The  board  may  prescribe  rules,  regulations,  and 
by-laws  for  its  own  -proceedings  and  government,  and  for  the  examination 
by  its  members  of  candidates  for  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery. 

§  6  Examination  of  applicants;  certificate;  fee;  temporary  certificate; 
special  permit.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  at  any  of  its  meetings 
to  examine  all  persons  making  application  to  them  who  shall  desire  to 
commence  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state,  and  who  shall 
not  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  exempt  from  such  examinations;  and 
when  an  applicant  shall  have  passed  an  examination  satisfactory  as  to 
efficiency  before  the  board  in  session,  the  president  thereof  shall  grant 
to  such  applicant  certificate  to  that  effect.  A  fee  of  $10  shall  be  paid 
to  said  board  through  such  officers  or  members  as  it  may  designate  by 
each  applicant  before  such  examination  is  had.  In  case  any  applicant 
shall  fail  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  stand  any  further  examination  within  the  next  six  months  thereafter 
or  until  the  next  meeting  of  said  board,  nor  shall  he  have  again  to  pay 
the  fee  prescribed  as  aforesaid:  provided,  however,  no  applicant  shall  be 
rejected  upon  his  examination  on  account  of  his  adherence  to  any 
particular  school  of  medicine  or  system  of  practice,  nor  on  account  of 
his  views  as  to  the  method  of  treatment  and  cure  of  diseases:  and  pro- 
vided further,. that  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  president  of  the  board  any 
applicant  has  been  prevented  by  good  cause  from  appearing  before  the 
board  the  president  of  the  board  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, who  shall  examine  such  applicant,  and  may,  if  they  see  fit,  grant 
bim  a  certificate,  which  shall  have  the  same  form  and  effect  as  though 
granted  him  by  the  full  board,  until  the  applicant  shall  have  an 
opportunity  to  appear  before  the  said  board;  when  If  the  applicant  fail 
to  appear  for  examination  the  president  of  the  board  shall  have  authority 
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to  revoke  said  certificate,  or  in  any  case  tlie  president  shall  have  auth- 
ority at  his  discretion  to  grant  a  special  permit  to  any  applicant  to  prac- 
tise medicine  until  he  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  board 
in  session  for  examination,  which  said  special  permit  shall  be  revocable 
at  the  discretion  of  the  president.     [As  amended  1898,  cJi.  877,  §  1] 

§  7-  Disposition  of  fund.  The  fund  realized  from  the  fees  aforesaid 
shall  be  applied  by  the  board  to  the  payment  of  its  expenses,  and  to  making 
a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  president' and  secretary, 

§  8  Becord  of  certificate.  Before  any  person  who  obtains  a  certificate 
under  §  6  of  this  act  may  lawfully  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this 
state,  he  shall  cause  the  said  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  oflSce 
of  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  he  resides  in  this  state,  or,  if  he 
resides  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  chancery  court 
of  said  city;  but  if  he  does  not  reside  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  he  shall 
cause  the  said  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
or  corporation  in  which  he  ofliers  to  practise  in  this  state,  or  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  chancery  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  if  he  offers  to  prac- 
tise in  said  city.  The  certificates  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  it  shall  be  indexed  in  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  certificate  is  granted.  The  clerk's  fee  for  recording 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  recording  a  deed. 

§  9  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  in  this  state  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $500  for  each  offense;  and  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  him  to  recover  by  action,  suit,  motion,  or  warrant,  any 
compensation  for  services  which  may  be  claimed  to  have  been  rendered 
by  him  as  such  physician  or  surgeon.

§  1801  Board  of  examiners.  The  governor  of  this  state  shall  appoint 
a  Ijoard  of  examiners,  to  be  known  as  the  state  medical  examining  board, 
consisting  of  nine  members,  who  shall  be  learned  and  skilled  in  the  practice 
and  theory  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified:  pro- 
vided, that  the  members  thereof  first  appointed  under  'this  act  shall  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  each  class  to  consist  of  three.  The  first  class 
shall  hold  office  under  said  appointment  for  the  period  of  one  year,  the 
second  class  for  two  years  and  the  third  class  for  three  years  from  the 
date  of  their  appointment:  it  is  further  provided,  that  no  member  thereof 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  more  than  t:5vo  terms  in  succession. 

§  1802  Oath;  powers;  meetings;  records.  The  members  of  said  medical 
examining  board  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  as  such  members, 
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take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  support  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
state  of  "Washington  and  of  the  United  States,  and  to  well  and  faithfully, 
and  without  partiality,  perforin  the  duties  of  such  office  according  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability;  which  oaths  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served of  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board.  Said  medical 
examining  board  shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall 
have  a  common  seal.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  have  the  power 
to  administer  oaths;  said  medical  examining  board  shall  hold  meetings  for 
examination  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  and  of  July  of  each  year;  said 
meetings  shall  be  held  alternately  in  western  and  eastern  Washington,  at 
such  places  as  tlys  board  may  designate:  provided,  that  the  first  meeting 
be  held  at  Olympia  within  30  days  after  the  appointment  and  qualification 
of  said  board:  and  provided,  that  the  board  maj^  call  special  meetings 
when,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  said  board,  such  special  meetings  are 
necessary.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  thereof, 
and  also  a  record  or  register  of  all  applicants  for  a  license,  together  with 
his  or  her  age,  the  time  such  applicants  shall  have  spent  in  the  study  and 
practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  if  they  shall  have  so  practised  at  all,  and 
the  name  and  location  of  all  institutions  granting  to  such  applicants  de- 
grees or  certificates  of  lectures  in  medicine  or  surgery.  Said  record  or  reg- 
ister shall  also  show  whether  such  applicant  was  rejected  or  licensed  under 
this  act.  Said  books  and  register  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  mat- 
ters therein  recorded. 

§  1803  Examination  for  license.  Hereafter,  every  person  desiring  to 
commence  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  or  either  of  them,  in  any 
of  their  or  its  branches  in  this  state,  shall  make  a  written  application  to 
said  board  for  a  license  so  to  do,  which  application  shall  be  supported  and 
accompanied  by  an  aflJdavit  of  such  applicant  setting  forth  the  actual  time 
spent  by  the  applicant  in  the  study  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  when; 
whether  such  study  was  in  an  institution  of  learning,  and  if  so,  the  name 
and  location  thereof,  and  if  not  in  such  institution,  where  and  under  whose 
tutorship  such  study  was  prosecuted;  the  time  said  applicant  shall  have 
been  engaged  in  the  actual  practice,  if  at  all,  of  medicine  and  surgery,  or 
either  of  them,  and  where  the  applicant  was  located  during  the  time  of 
such  practice,  and  the  age  of  the  applicant  at  the  time  of  making  such 
application,  such  application  and  affidavit  to  be  filed  and  preserved  of 
record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board.  Such  applicant,  at  the 
time  and  place  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  the  regular  meeting  of  said 
board,  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  following  branches,  to  wit: 
anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  histology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics, 
preventive  medicines,  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases 
of  women  and  children,  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  diseases  of  the 
eye  and  ear,  medical  jurisprudence,  and  such  other  branches  as  the  board 
shall  deem  advisable.  Said  board  shall  cause  such  examination  to  be  both 
sci'entific  and  practical,  and  of  sufficient  severity  to  test  the  candidate's 
fitness  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery;  which  examination  shall  be  by 
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written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  questions  and 
answers,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  of  record  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  said  board.  After  examination,  if  the  same  be  satis- 
factory, said  board  shall  grant  a  license  to  such  applicant  to  practise  medi- 
cine and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Washington,  which  said  license  can  only 
be  granted  by  the  consent  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  said  board, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  which  said  license  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board,  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof. 
The  fee  for  such  examination  shall  be  $10,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  appli- 
cant to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  toward  defraying  the  expenses  thereof; 
and  such  board  may  refuse  or  revoke  a  license  for  unprofessional  or  dis- 
honorable conduct,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  such  applicant  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  board  refusing  or  revoking  such  license  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Note.  This  section  seems  to  supersede  §  2285  of  Code  of  1881,  except  the 
last  clause  thereof,  which  reads  as  follows:  "This  section  shall  not  be 
construed  so  as  to  prevent  women  not  having  the  qualifications  required 
by  it,  from  acting  as  midwives." 

§  1804  Definition  of  unprofessional  conduct.  The  words  "  unprofes- 
sional or  dishonorable  conduct,"  as  used  in  §  3  of  this  act,  [1793]  are  hereby 
declared  to  mean:  first,  the  procuring,  aiding  or  abetting  in  procuring,  a 
criminal  abortion;  second,  the  employing  of  what  are  popularly  known  as 
"cappers"  or  "steerers";  third,  the  obtaining  of  any  fee  on  the  assur- 
ance that  a  manifestly  incurable  disease  can  be  permanently  cured;  fourth, 
the  wilfully  betraying  of  a  professional  secret;  fifth,  all  advertising  of 
medical  business  in  which  untruthful  and  improbable  statements  are 
made;  sixth,  all  advertising  of  any  medicines  or  of  any  means  whereby 
the  monthly  periods  of  women  can  be  regulated,  or  the  menses  reestab- 
lished if  suppressed;  seventh,  conviction  of  any  offense  involving  moral 
turpitude;    eighth,    habitual   intemperance. 

§  1805  Refusal  or  revocation  of  license.  In  any  case  of  the  refusal  or 
revocation  of  a  license  by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  said 
board  shall  file  a  brief  and  concise  statement  of  the  grounds  and  reasons 
for  such  refusal  or  revocation,  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board, 
which  said  statement,  together  with  the  decision  of  said  board,  in  writing, 
shall  remain  of  record  in  said  office.  Before  a  license  can  be  revoked  by 
said  board  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  a  complaint  of  some  person  under  oath  must  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  charging  the  acts  of  unprofessional 
or  dishonorable  conduct  and  facts  complained  of  against  the  licentiate 
accused,  in  ordinary  and  concise  language,  and  thereupon  said  board  shall 
cause  to  be  served  upon  such  accused  licentiate  a  written  notice  and  copy 
of  such  complaint,  which  said  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  time 
and  place  of  hearing  of  the  matters  and  things  set  forth  and  charged  in 
such  complaint,  and  said  notice  shall  be  so  served  at  least  10  days  prior  to 
the  time  of  such  hearing.     Such  accused  licentiate  may  i^pear  at  such 
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hearing,  and  defend  against  the  accusations  of  such  complaint,  personally 
and  by  counsel,  and  may  have  the  sworn  testimony  of  witnesses  talcen 
and  present  other  evidence  in  his  behalf  at  such  hearing,  and  said  board 
may  receive  the  arguments  of  counsel  at  such  hearing. 

§  1806  Appeals.  In  any  case  of  the  refusal  or  revocation  of  a  license 
by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  applicant  whose  appli- 
cation shall  be  so  refused,  and  the  licentiate  whose  license  shall  be  so 
revoked  by  said  board,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  decision 
so  refusing  or  revoking  such  license  within  30  days  after  the  filing  of  such 
decision  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  as  hereinbefore  in  this 
act  provided.  Such  appeal  shall  be  to  the  superior  court  in  and  for  the 
county  in  which  was  held  the  last  general  meeting  of  said  board,  prior  to 
the  refusal  of  such  license,  in  the  case  of  such  refusal;  and  to  the  superior 
court  in  and  for  the  county  in  which  the  hearing  was  had  upon  which  such 
license  was  revoked,  in  case  of  such  revocation.  In  any  case  a  person 
desiring  to  take  such  appeal  shall  serve,  or  cause  to  be  served,  upon  the 
secretary  of  said  board  a  written  notice  of  such  appeal,  which  shall  contain 
a  statement  of  the  grounds  of  such  appeal,  and  shall  file  in  the  office  of 
such  secretary  an  appeal  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be 
approved  by  said  secretary,  to  the  state  of  "Washington,  conditioned  for 
the  speedy  prosecution  of  such  appeal,  and  the  payment  of  such  cost  as 
may  be  adjudged  against  him  upon  such  appeal.  Said  secretary  shall, 
within  10  days  after  the  service  of  said  notice  of  appeal,  and  the  filing  and 
approval  of  said  appeal  bond,  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court 
to  which  such  appeal  is  taken,  a  certified  copy,  under  the  seal  of  said 
board,  of  the  decision  of  said  board,  and  the  grounds  thereof,  in  the  case 
of  the  refusal  of  a  license;  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  certified  copy  under 
such  seal  of  the  complaint  in  the  case  of  the  revocation  of  a  license, 
together  with  the  bond  and  notice  of  appeal.  The  clerk  of  such  court  shall 
thereupon  docket  such  appeal  causes,  and  they  shall  stand  for  trial  in  all 
respects  as  ordinary  civil  actions,  and  like  proceedings  be  had  thereon. 
Upon  such  appeal  said  cause  shall  be  tried  de  novo.  Either  party  may 
appeal  from  the  judgment  of  said  superior  court  to  the  supreme  court  of 
the  state  in  like  manner  as  in  civil  actions  within  60  days  after  the  rendi- 
tion and  entry  of  such  judgment  in  said  superior  court.  If  such  judgment 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  party  appealing  from  the  decision  of  said  board, 
and  in  case  said  examining  board  does  not  appeal  from  said  judgment 
within  said  60  days,  then,  and  in  that  case,  said  board  shall,  at  the  end  of 
said  60  days,  and  immediately  upon  the  expiration  thereof,  issue  to  such 
successful  party  the  usual  license  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  this 
state,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall  reinstate  upon  the  records  of  said 
board  the  name  of  such  successful  applicant,  in  case  of  the  revocation  of 
his  license  by  such  board.  In  case  of  such  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  by 
said  board,  no  license  shall  be  issued  nor  reinstatement  be  required  until 
the  final  determination  of  said  cause,  and  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  case 
the  final  decision  of  the  supreme  court  be  against  said  medical  examining 
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board,  then  and  in  that  case  said  court  shall  mal^e  such  order  in  the  prem- 
ises as  may  be  necessary,  and  said  board  shall  act  accordingly:  provided, 
that  in  no  case  shall  an  appeal  bond  be  required  of  said  board  nor  shall 
any  costs  be  adjudged  or  taxed  against  the  same. 

§  1807  Record  of  license.  The  person  receiving  said  license  shall  file 
the  same,  or  a  copy  thereof,  with  the  county  clerk  in  and  for  the  county 
where  he  or  she  resides,  and  said  county  clerli  shall  file  said  certificate,  or 
copy  thereof,  and  enter  a  memorandum  thereof,  giving  the  date  of  said 
license  and  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  issued,  and  the  date 
of  such  filing,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  said 
county  clerk  shall  each  year  furnish  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  list  of 
all  certificates  on  file  in  his  office,  and  upon  notice  to  him  of  the  change 
of  location  or  death  of  a  person  so  licensed,  or  of  the  revocation  of  the 
license  granted  to  such  person,  said  county  clerk  shall  enter,  at  the  appro- 
priate place  in  the  record  so  kept  by  him,  a  memorandum  of  said  fact,  so 
that  the  records  kept  by  said  county  clerk  shall  correspond  with  the 
records  of  the  board  as  kep{  by  the  secretary  thereof.  In  case  a  person  so 
licensed  shall  move  into  another  county  in  this  state,  he  or  she  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  county  clerk  a  certified  copy  of  said  license,  and  file  the 
same  with  the  county  clerk  in  the  county  to  which  he  or  she  shall  remove. 
Said  county  clerk  shall  file  and  enter  the  same  with  like  effect  as  if  the 
same  was  the  original  license. 

§  1808  Rules  of  board.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery 
within  this  state  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  herein  provided 
for,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
10  nor  more  than  90  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  All  such 
fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
common  schools.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practising  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  append  the  letters  "  M.  D."  or  "  M.  B."  to 
his  or  her  name,  or  for  a  fee  prescribe,  direct  or  recommend  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  drug  or  medicine  or  agency  for  the  treatment,  care  or 
relief  of  any  wound,  fracture  or  bodily  injury,  infirmity  or  disease:  pro- 
vided, however,  the  act  shall  not  apply  to  dentists.  Justices  of  the  peace 
and  the  respective  municipal  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  violations  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  county  or 
district  attorneys  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this  act.  In  cases  of  ap- 
peals to  the  superior  court  as  hereinbefore  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  such  appeal  shall  be  tried, 
to  represent  said  board  upon  said  appeal  and  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  the 
supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  attorney  general  shall 
represent  said  board  upon  said  appeal.  Said  board  shall  have  authority  to 
prescribe  and  establish  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

§  9  Qualifications  for  practise.  The  following  persons,  and  no  others, 
shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state,  viz:  first, 
all  such  persons  as  shall  be  legally  entitled  to  practise  medicine  in  this 
state  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act;  second,  all  such  persons  as 
shall  pass  an  examination  before  the  state  board  of  health  and  shall  re- 
ceive certificates  from  the  said  board  to  that  effect  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided.   [As  amended  1895,  ch.  7,  §  9] 

§  9a  Examinations  by  state  board  of  health;  certificates;  nonresidents. 
The  state  board  of  health  shall,  at  such  times  as  a  majority  of  them  may 
deem  proper,  hold  examinations  for  the  licensing  of  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine. Such  examinations  shall  not  be  less  in  number  than  three,  during 
each  year,  and  shall  be  held  at  such  points  in  the  state  as  shall  be  most 
convenient  to  those  presenting  themselves  for  examination  or  to  the  state 
board  of  health.  At  such  examinations  written  and  oral  questions  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  applicants  for  license,  covering  all  the  essential 
branches  of  the  sciences  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  the  examination 
shall  be  a  thorough  and  decisive  test  of  the  knowledge  and  ability  of  the 
applicants.  The  president  and  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  shall 
issue  certificates  to  all  who  successfully  pass  the  said  examination,  and 
such  certificates,  after  being  duly  recorded  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
be  deemed  licenses  to  practise  medicine  and  surgery  in  all  their  branches 
in  this  state.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  give  timely  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  each  such  examination,  by  publishing  such 
notice  in  at  least  three  ijewspape^s  of  general  circulation  in  this  state, 
and  all  persons  wishing  to  present  themselves  for  examination  should 
notify  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  to  that  effect.  No  ap- 
plicant for  license  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state  shall  be  rejected  be- 
cause of  his  or  her  adherence  to  any  particular  school  or  theory  of  medi- 
cine. The  state  board  of  health  shall  call  to  their  assistance,  in  the  ex- 
amination of  any  applicant  who  professes  the  homeopathic  or  eclectic 
school  of  medicine,  a  homeopathic  or  eclectic  physician  duly  licensed  to 
practise  medicine  in  this  state,  and  such  homeopathic  or  eclectic  physi- 
cians so  called  to  the  assistance  of  the  state  board  of  health,  shall  be 
allowed  the  per  diem  and  actual  expenses  incurred  hereinafter  allowed 
to  regular  members  of  the  state  board  of  health;  provided,  however,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to  physi- 
cians living  in  other  states  and  duly  qualified  to  practise  medicine  therein, 
who  shall  be  called  into  consultation  into  this  state,  by  a  physician  legally 
entitled  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state  under  these  sections.  [As 
amended  1895,  ch.  7,  §9a] 
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§  10  Record  of  certificate;  refusal  or  revocation;  appeal.  Every  per- 
son holding  any  such  certificate,  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
have  the  same  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  board 
of  health,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  the  secretary 
shall  indorse  on  said  certificate,  the  fact  of  such  recordation,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  the  person  named  therein  or  to  his  order.  The  state  board  of 
health  may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  guilty  of  malpractice  or  dis- 
honorable conduct,  and  they  may  revoke  certificates  for  like  causes.  Such 
revocation  being  after  due  notice  and  trial  by  the  board  of  health,  with 
right  of  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  individual 
resides;  but  no  such  refusal  or  revocation  shall  be  had  or  made  by  reason 
of  the  individual  belonging  to  or  practising  in  any  particular  school  or 
system  of  medicine. 

§  11  Fee;  reexamination.  Every  person  on  presenting  himself  for  ex- 
amination as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  pay  to  the  state  board  of  health, 
or  to  the  members  thereof  by  whom  he  is  examined,  a  fee  of  $10,  which 
shall  not  be  returned  if  a  certificate  be  refused  him.  But  he  may  again 
at  any  time  within  one  year  after  such  refusal,  present  himself  for  ex- 
amination as  aforesaid,  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee,  and 
if  a  certificate  be  again  refused  him,  he  may  as  often  as  he  see  fit  there- 
after, on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  be  examined  as  herein  provided, 
until  he  obtains  such  certificate. 

§  12  Character  of  examinations;  subjects;  midwifery  excepted.  Ex- 
aminations may  be  in  whole  or  in  part  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an 
elementary  and  practical  character,  and  shall  embrace  the  general  sub- 
jects of  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  pathology,  path- 
ological anatomy,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  but  sufficiently  strict  to  test  the 
qualifications  of  the  candidate  as  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  surgery  and 
obstetrics.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  females 
practising  midwifery. 

§  13  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  Any  person  shall  be  regarded  as 
practising  medicine,  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  who  shall  profess 
publicly  to  be  a  physician,  and  to  prescribe  for  the  sick  or  who  shall 
append  to  his  name  the  letters  "  M.  D."  This  act  shall  also  apply  to 
apothecaries  and  pharmacists  who  prescribe  for  the  sick.  This  act  shall 
not  apply  to  commissioned  officers  of  the  United  States  army  and  navy 
and  marine  hospital  service. 

§  14  Itinerant  physicians;  tax;  receipts;  penalty  for  violation.  Any 
itinerant  physician  desiring  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state,  or  any 
itinerant  vender  of  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment,  or  appliance  of  any 
kind,  intended  for  the  treatment  of  disease  or  injuries;  or  who  shall  by 
writing  or  printing,  or  in  any  other  method,  publicly  profess  to  cure  or 
treat  diseases,  injuries  or  deformities,  by  any  drug,  nostrum,  manipula- 
tion, or  other  expedient,  shall  before  doing  so,  pay  to  the  sheriff  of  every 
I'county  in  which  he  desires  to  practise,  a  special  tax  of  $50  for  each 
month  or  fraction  of  a  month  he  shall  so  practise  in  such  county,  and 
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take  his  receipt  in  duplicate  therefor.  He  shall  present  said  receipts  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  such  county,  who  shall  file  and  preserve 
one  of  them  in  his  office,  and  shall  indorse  on  the  other  the  words,  "  A 
duplicate  of  this  receipt  has  been  filed  in  my  office,"  and  sign  the  same; 
and  if  any  such  physician  or  vender  of  patent  medicines  shall  practise  or 
attempt  to  practise  in  any  such  county  without  having  paid  such  tax 
and,  filed  such  receipt  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  obtained  his 
indorsement  on  the  other  as  aforesaid,  or  if  he  shall  practise  or  attempt  to 
practise  for  a  longer  time  than  that  for  which  he  has  paid  such  tax  aa 
aforesaid,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $100  nor  more  than  $500.  Any  person  who  shall  travel  from  place 
to  place,  and  by  writing,  printing  or  otherwise,  publicly  profess  to  cure 
or  treat  diseases,  injuries  or  deformities,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  be 
an  itinerant  physician  and  subject  to  the  taxes,  fines  and  penalties  pre- 
scribed in  this  section. 

§  15  Penalty  for  practising  unlawfully.  If  any  person  shall  practise 
or  attempt  to  practise  medicine,  surgery,  or  obstetrics  in  this  state,  with- 
out having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  §9  of  this  chapter,  except  as 
therein  provided,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  for  every 
such  offense,  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  12  months,  or  be  pun- 
ished by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
And  if  any  person  shall  file  or  attempt  to  file,  as  his  own,  the  diploma  or 
certificate  of  another,  or  shall  file  or  attempt  to  file  a  false  or  forged 
affidavit  of  his  identity,  or  shall  wilfully  swear  falsely  to  any  question 
which  may  be  propounded  to  him  on  examination,  as  herein  provided  for, 
or  to  any  affidavit  herein  required  to  be  made  or  filed  by  him,  he  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  three  years,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
six  nor  more  than  12  months,  and  fined  not  less  than  [$]  100  nor  more 
than  $500,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

§J.  Appointment  of  board,  term,  of  office.  The  governor  shall  appoint 
a  board  of  medical  examiners  consisting  of  seven  members;  who  shall 
hold  office  as  hereinafter  provided  and  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed, to  be  known  as  the  Wisconsin  board  of  medical  examiners.  Such 
appointment  shall  be  made  from  three  separate  lists  of  10  names  each, 
presented  every  second  year  to  the  governor,  one  list  by  the  Wisconsin 
state  medical  society,  one  by  the  homeopathic  medical  society  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  and  one  by  the  Wisconsin  state  eclectic  medical  so- 
ciety. In  case  any  one  of  said  societies  should  fail  to  present  such  list 
of  names  as  herein  provided,  the  governor  may  fill  the  vacancies  by  the 
appointment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  reputable  practitioners  of  medicine 
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who  shall  be  graduates  of  a  recognized  medical  college  and  representa- 
tives of  the  different  schools  of  medicine  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
members  first  appointed  under  this  act  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes, 
the  first  class  to  consist  of  four  members,  who  shall  hold  office  under  the 
same  appointment  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  the  second  class  to  con- 
sist of  three  members  who  shall  hold  office  under  said  appointment  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  and  thereafter  all  appointments  shall  be  for  four 
years.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  more  than  two  terms  in 
succession,  and  no  member  of  any  medical  school,  college  or  university 
having  a  medical  department  shall  be  appointed  on  said  board.  Three  of 
the  appointees  shall  be  regular  physicians,  and  two  of  them  shall  be 
homeopathic  physicians,  and  two  of  them  shall  be  eclectic  physicians,  and 
vacancies  in  said  board  may  be  filled  as  they  occur  by  appointment  from 
said  list,  preserving  the  same  proportion  of  the  different  schools  of  medi- 
cine as  aforesaid. 

§  2  Org'anization;  duties.  Said  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  elect 
from  their  members  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall  have 
a  common  seal.  The  president  or  secretary  shall  have  the  power  to  ad- 
minister oaths  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Said  board  shall  hold  four 
regular  meetings  each  year,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April, 
July  and  October.  One  in  Madison,  one  in  Oshkosh,  and  two  in  Mil- 
waukee, and  hold  such  meetings  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the 
said  board  may  from  time  to  time  determine.  Said  board  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  register  of  all  applicants 
for  license,  together  with  his  or  her  age,  time  spent  in  the  study  of  medi- 
cine, and  the  name  and  locality  of  all  institutions  granting  to  such  ap- 
plicants, degrees  or  certificates  of  lectures  in  medicine,  or  surgery.  Said 
register  shall  also  show  whether  such  applicant  was  rejected  or  licensed 
under  this  act;  said  books  and  register  shall  [be]  prima  facie  evidence  of 
all  the  matters  required  to  be  kept  therein. 

§  3  Certificate  to  practise;  courses  of  study;  examinations.  All  persons 
hereafter  commencing  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  any  of  their 
branches  in  this  state,  shall  apply  to  the  said  board  for  license  so  to  do  at 
the  time  and  place  designated  by  said  board,  or  at  the  regular  meeting 
of  said  board,  and  shall  submit  to  an  examination  in  the  various  branches 
of  medicine  and  surgery,  or  present  to  such  board  his  or  her  diploma 
from  a  medical  college,  that  requires  after  January  1,  1897,  at  least  three 
courses,  of  not  less  than  six  months  each  before  graduation  and  after  the 
year  1904,  at  least  four  courses  of  not  less  than  six  months  each  before 
graduation,  no  two  of  said  courses  to  be  taken  within  one  twelve  month. 
The  examination  in  materia  medica.  therapeutics  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine shall  be  conducted  by  the  members  of  said  board  representing  the 
school  of  medicine  which  the  applicant  claims  to  follow;  and  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be  open  to  public 
inspection.  After  examination  or  upon  presentation  of  a  satisfactory 
diploma  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  board  shall,  if  it  find  the  ap- 
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plicant  qualified,  grant  a  license  to  said  applicant  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  whicli  said  license  can  only  be 
granted  by  the  consent  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  said  board,  and 
which  said  license  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
said  board,  and  attested  by  the  seal  thereof.  The  fee  for  such  examina- 
tion shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  but  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
$10.  When  no  examination  shall  be  required,  or  in  case  a  satisfactory 
diploma  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  presented,  the  fees  shall  not 
exceed  $5,  and  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  board,  to  be  applied  by  the  said  board  toward  defray- 
ing the  expenses  thereof.  And  said  board,  after  notice  to  the  party  con- 
cerned, and  hearing,  may,  by  unanimous  vote,  revoke  the  certificate  of 
any  person  registered  by  them  who  has  been  convicted  before  the  proper 
courts,  of  crime  committed  in  the  course  of  professional  business.  The 
person  so  receiving  such  license,  shall  record  the  same  with  the  county 
clerk  in  the  county  where  he  or  she  resides,  and  the  said  county  clerk 
shall  enter  a  memorandum  thereof  giving  the  date  of  said  license,  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  issued,  and  the  date  of  such  recording, 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose.  Any  person  removing  to  any 
other  county  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery,  shall  record  said  license  in 
like  manner,  in  the  county  to  which  he  or  she  removed.  Any  practitioner 
of  medicine  holding  a  certificate  from  any  other  state  board  that  im- 
poses equal  requirements,  may,  on  presentation  of  the  same,  with  a 
diploma,  be  admitted  to  practise  in  this  state  without  an  examination,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  board,  on  the  payment  of  the  regular  fee  as  herein- 
before provided. 

§  4  Fees;  report.  All  money  received  by  the  board  shall  be  kept  by 
the  secretary  thereof,  who  shall  act  as  treasurer  thereof.  Out  of  the 
funds  coming  into  their  possession  from  the  fees  mentioned  in  this  act, 
the  members  may  receive  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  attending  the  meetings  of  such  board  and  for  their  services,  a 
sum  to  be  determined  by  the  board,  not  exceeding  $5  for  each 
day  actually  spent  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  board;  the 
secretary  shall  receive  a  salary  in  payment  of  all  services,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  not  to  exceed  $300  per  annum.  Such 
expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  this  act, 
and  no  part  of  the  expenses  of  said  board,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury.  The  secretary  shall  furnish  to  the  board,  such  bond  as  it  may 
from  time  to  time  direct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  m^ke  a 
biennial  report  of  all  the  proceedings  to  the  governor  at  the  end  of  each 
biennial  period  together  with  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  dis- 
bursed by  them  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  all  moneys  in  excess  of  actual 
expenses  are  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

§  5  Act  does  not  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  sur- 
geons of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service,  to  phy- 
sicians or  surgeons  in  actual  consultation  from  other  states  or  territories, 
or  to  medical  students  practising  medicine  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
a  preceptor. 
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§  6  Penalty  for  violation.  Every  person  who  shall  begin  the  practice 
of  medicine  or  surgery  within  this  state  after  July  1,  1897,  shall  be 
required  to  have  such  license,  and  any  person  beginning  such  practice 
after  said  date,  without  first  having  obtained  the  license  as  herein  pro- 
vided for,  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  not  having 
the  license  aforesaid,  shall  advertise  or  hold  himself  out  to  the  public 
as  a  physician  or  surgeon  or  specialist  in  medicine  or  surgery  in  this 
state,  or  who  shall  use  the  title  of  doctor  or  append  to  his  or  her  name  the 
letters  M.  D.  or  M.  B.,  meaning  thereby  doctor  of  medicine,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  such 
offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  three  months,  or  both. 

§  7  Practice  of  medicine  defined.  Every  person  shall  be  regarded  as 
practising  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  append  the 
letters  M.  D.  or  M.  B.  to  his  or  her  name  with  intent  to  represent  that 
he  or  she  is  a  physician  or  surgeon,  or  who  shall  for  a  fee,  prescribe  drugs 
or  other  medical  or  surgical  treatment  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  any 
wound,  fracture,  bodily  Injury,  infirmity  or  disease.  This  act  shall  not 
apply  to  dentists  in  the  practice  of  their  profession.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  investigate  all  complaints,  all  disregard,  non-compliance  or 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all  such  cases  to  the 
notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officers.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  the 
respective  municipal  courts  and  courts  of  record,  shall  have  jurisdiction 
over  cases  involving  violation  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
respective  district  attorneys  to  prosecute  violations  of  this  act.

§  1  Board  of  medical  examiners;  additional  powers.  'L'he  Wisconsin 
board  of  medical  examiners  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by  chapter 
264  of  the  laws  of  1897,  and  acts  amendatory  thereto  shall  upon  application 
and  payment  of  the  registration  fee  hereinafter  required,  duly  register  and 
grant  authenticated  certificates  of  registration  to  every  reputable  resi- 
dent physician  or  surgeon  of  good  moral  character  who  was  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1897,  in  the  actual  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  lieep  boolis  of 
registration  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
persons  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  the 
reasons  justifying  such  registration,  such  booljs  to  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  all  matters  required  to  be  Isept  therein. 

§  2  Registration  necessary;  certificate  recorded.  Every  person  prac- 
tising medicine  or  surgery  within  this  state  who  is  not  now  licensed  and 
registered  with  said  board,  shall  within  one  year  from  the  passage  and 
publication  of  this  act  apply  for  registration  therewith,  either  in  person 
at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  said  board,  or  by  sending  by  mail  or  by  express 
at  anj^  other  time  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  his  or  her  diploma  o'c 
other  credential  or  evidence  of  qualification.  Every  person  so  applying 
for  registration  shall  pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  $2  at  the  time  of  making 
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the  applicatiou,  such  fee  to  be  applied  toward  defraying  tlie  expenses  of 
the  board  and  no  certificate  of  registration  shall  issue  until  such  fee  has 
first  been  paid.  Each  applicant  upon  having  procured  such  certificate 
shall  forthwith  and  within  one  year  from  the  enactment  of  this  law, 
record  the  said  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  df  the  county 
in  which  he  resides  and  any  such  registered  physician  or  surgeon  who 
shall  thereafter  remove  to  any  county  in  this  state  other  than  that  in 
which  his  certificate  is  recorded  shall  immediately  record  the  same  in 
the  county  also  to  which  he  removes. 

§  3  Not  to  ^pply.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  com- 
missioned surgeons  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital 
service,  to  physicians  or  surgeons  in  actual  consultation  from  other  states 
or  territories,  or  to  medical  students  practising  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  preceptor,  nor  in  any  way  conflict  with  the  present  statutory 
laws  governing  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Wis- 
consin, 

§  4  Practising  without  certificate;  penalty.  Every  person  hereafter 
practising  medicine  or  surgery  within  this  state,  who  was  engaged  in  such 
practice  on  said  first  day  of  July,  1897,  shall  be  required  to  register  with  the 
said  board  according  to  the  terms  of  this  act,  and  any  person  who  shall, 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  immediately  following  the  passage  and 
publication  of  this  act,  attempt  to  so  practise  without  having  first  obtained 
and  recorded  a  certificate  of  registration  as  herein  required  or  who  not 
having  obtained  and  recorded  such  certificate  shall  advertise  or  hold  him- 
self out  to  the  public  as  a  physician  or  surgeon  or  specialist  in  medicine 
or  surgery  or  who  shall  use  the  title  of  "  doctor,"  or  append  to  his  name 
the  letters  "  M.  D.,"  or  "  M.  B.,"  meaning  thereby  doctor  of  medicine 
or  bachelor  of  medicine,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  such  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  three  months  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  5  Fees;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  biennial  report.  All 
money  received  by  the  said  board  in  payment  of  the  registration  fees 
herein  required  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  thereof.  Out  of  the  funds 
so  coming  into  their  possession,  the  members  of  said  board  may  receive 
all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses,  and  for  their  services  a  sum  to  be 
determined  by  the  board  not  exceeding  $5  each  for  each  day  actually 
spent  in  attending  to  the  business  of  the  board.  The  secretary  of  said 
board  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  his  present  salary,  a  compensation  for 
the  work  herein  required  of  him  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  not  to  exceed 
$500,  such  compensations  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  re- 
ceived by  the  board  and  no  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  make  a  ireport  of  their 
proceedings  under  this  act  to  the  governor  at  the  end  of  each  biennial 
period,  together  with  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed 
by  them. 
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§  6  Violations.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  a  fraudulent 
statement  or  representation  to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  for  any 
other  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  violate  any  such 
provisions  for  which  a  specific  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  not  provided  'shall 
for  each  and  eVery  such  offense  forfeit  the  sum  of  $50. 

§  7  Prosecutions.  Actions  for  the  recovery  of  the  forfeitures  or  penal- 
ties imposed  by  this  act  may  be  instituted  by  any  member  of  said  board 
and  the  members  thereof  are  specially  directed  to  institute  such  actions. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  such 
forfeiture  of  penalty  was  incurred  to  prosecute  all  persons  incurring  any 
forfeiture  or  penalty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  upon  receiving 
notice  from  said  board  or  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  from  any  other 
source.

§  1  Board  of  medical  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That  the  gov- 
ernor by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  shall  appoint 
three  persons,  who  shall  be  electors  of  this  state,  who  shall  constitute 
the  state  board  of  medical  examiners.  One  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  hold  his  ofllce  for  four  years,  and  the  other  two  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified:  provided,  that  the 
first  board  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall 
consist  of  one  member  for  four  years  and  two  members  for  two  years, 
and  in  each  succeeding  legislative  year  there  shall  be  appointed  one 
member  for  four  years  and 'one  member  for  two  years.  And  provided 
further,  that  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  medical  examiners, 
by  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state  or  otherwise  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  and  the  person  so  appointed  to 
fill  any  such  vacancy  shall  hold  his  oflSce  until  the  expiration  of  the 
term  he  was  appointed  to  fill.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of 
the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  who  is  not  eligible  to  registry  in 
accordance  with  this  act. 

§  2  Organization.  The  state  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  organize 
Within  60  days  after  their  appointment  by  taking  and  subscribing  an 
oath  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  by  the  election 
of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  It  shall  provide  itself  with  such 
blanks  and  certificates  as  are  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  with  an  appropriate  seal,  which  shall  be  attached  to  all 
certificates  and  orders  issued  by  the  board.  Said  oath  shall  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state. 

§  3  Duty.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
to  pass  upon  the  qualifications  and  determine  the  fitness  of  all  persons 
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who  may  desire  to  practise  medicine,  surgery  or  obstetrics,  or  wtio  may 
publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  disease,  injury  or  informity  in  any  man- 
ner whatever  In  this  state. 

§  4  Conformity  necessary;  graduates;  examinations.  Every  person 
practising  medicine  in  any  of  its  departments  shall  possess  the  qualifica- 
tions required  by  this  act.  If  a  graduate  in  medicine,  he  shall  present 
his  diploma  to  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  for  verification  as 
to  its  genuineness.  If  the  diploma  is  found  to  be  genuine,  and  issued 
by  a  medical  college  of  recognized  merit,  said  college  being  a  member 
of  the  American  association  of  medical  colleges,  the  Homeopathic  insti- 
tutes or  the  National  eclectic  medical  association,  or  any  college  of  simi- 
lar standing  in  foreign  countries,  and  if  the  person  named  therein  be  the 
person  claimed  and  presenting  the  diploma,  the  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  shall  issue  its  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  the 
majority  of  all  the  members  thereof,  with  the  seal  of  the  board  attached, 
and  such  diploma  and  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of 
the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state;  provided, 
no  person  holding  diplomas,  certificates  or  other  (Credentials  from  schools 
or  institutions  other  than  those  of  recognized  merit,  as  specified  in  this 
chapter,  shall  be  permitted  to  practise  in  this  state  until  he  has  passed  a 
satisfactory  (examination  before  said  board.  Said  examination  may  be 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  writing,  and  shall  be  of  an  elementary  and  prac- 
tical character,  and  shall  be  upon  the  subjects  following:  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  pathology,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  hy- 
giene, theory  and  practice  of  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  and 
sufficiently  strict  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  as  a  prac- 
tioner.  For  the  said  examination  a  fee  of  $25  shall  be  paid  by  the 
candidate  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board. 

§  5  Power  of  board;  meetings.  The  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  receive  through  its  secretary  applications  for  certificates  and  examina- 
tion. The  president,  or  acting  president,  shall  have  the  authority  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  and  the  board  may  talie  testimony  in  all  matters  relating 
to  their  duties;  they  shall  issue  certificates  to  all  who  furnish  satisfactory 
proof  of  having  received  diplomas  as  provided  in  §  4  of  this  act.  The 
board  shall  prepare  certificates  for  those  entitled  thereto.  Said  board 
shall  hold  annual  meetings,  and  iii  selecting  places  to  hold  their  meetings 
they  shall,  so  far  as  it  is  reasonable,  accommodate  applicants  residing 
in  different  sections  of  the  state,  and  due  notice  shall  be  published  of 
all  their  meetings. 

§  6  Persons  holding  diplomas.  Said  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
shall  examine  diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness  and  character,  and  if 
the  diploma  shall  be  found  genuine  as  represented  and  of  a  character 
hereinafter  provided,  said  board  shall  receive  a  fee  of  $5  from  each  gradu- 
ate, and  no  further  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  applicants  except  the 
fee  for  recording  the  same,  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  case  of  applica- 
tion made  by  any  person  holding  a  diploma,  as  required  by  §  5  of  this 
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chapter,  for  a  certificate  to  practise  within  the  state,  It  shall  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  applicant  to  present  such  diploma  and  proofs  to  the  secretary 
of  such  board,  and  if  such  board  be  not  then  in  session,  such  secretary 
shall  Inform  the  members  of  the  board  of  such  application,  by  writing  or 
otherwise  as  will  be  most  practicable,  of  the  facts  upon  which  such 
application  is  based,  and  thereupon  such  members  shall  in  writing, 
advise  such  secretary  as  to  whether  such  application  be  allowed  or  re- 
jected and,  if  allowed,  the  certificate  shall  be  issued  as  in  other  cases 
in  this  chapter  provided.  The  verification  of  the  diploma  shall  consist 
in  the  affidavit  of  the  holder  and  applicant  that  he  is  the  lawful  possessor 
of  the  same,  and  that  he  is  the  person  therein  named.  Such  affidavit  may 
be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  same 
shall  be  attested  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  such  officer.  Gradu- 
ates may  present  their  diplomas  and  affidavits  as  provided  in  this  act, 
by  letter  or  by  proxy,  and  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  shall 
issue  its  certificate  the  same  as  if  the  owner  of  the  diploma  was  present. 

§  7  Persons  now  practising.  The  board  shall  be  permited  to  issue  a 
certificate  to  any  person  who  has  not  a  diploma  from  some  recognized 
college  as  contemplated  in  this  act,  but  who  has  been  actually  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  for  a  period  of  10  years,  the  last  five  of  which 
shall  have  been  in  this  state,  upon  the  payment  of  $5.  and  maliing  appli- 
cation as  set  forth  in  §  4  and  [§]6  of  this  act,  and  filing  proof  by  affida- 
vit or  otherwise,  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  board,  setting  forth  the  place 
of  residence,  time  and  places  wherein  such  applicant  has  practised,  and 
showing  such  applicant  to  be  a  person  of  good  moral  character  and 
sobriety. 

§  8.  Fraudulent  diploma.  Any  person  who  shall  make  application  to 
such  board  for  admission  to  practise  upon  diploma,  and  such  diploma  be 
found  to  be  fraudulent,  or  not  lawfully  owned  by  such  person,  such  per- 
son shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100,  or  be  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  30  days,  or  punished  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  9  Certificate  recorded.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from  the 
state  board  of  medical  examiners  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  date  and 
place  of  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Any  person  moving  to  another 
county  to  practise  shall  procure  an  indorsement  to  that  effect  on  the 
certificate  from  the  county  clerk,  and  shall  record  the  certificate  in  like 
manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes;  and  the  holder  of  the  cer- 
tificate shall  pay  to  the  county  clerk  the  usual  fees  for  making  the  record. 

§  10  List  of  recorded  certificates.  The  county  clerk  shall  keep  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  all  the  certificates 
locorded  by  him,  with  the  date  of  the  issue.  If  the  certificate  be  based  on 
a  diploma,  he  shall  record  the  name  of  the  medical  institution  conferring 
it,  and  the  date  when  conferred. 
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§  11  Disposal  of  fees.  The  fees  received  by  the  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  shall  be  Ijept  in  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  medical  fund,  and 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  warrant  of  the  state  auditor,  drawn  upon  written 
request  of  the  president,  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  with 
the  seal  attached,  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  expense  made  by  said 
board. 

.§  12  Bevocation  of  certificate.  The  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
may  refuse  certificates  to  individuals  guilty  of  unprofessional  or  dis- 
honorable conduct,  and  they  may  revoke  certificates  for  like  causes.  In 
all  cases  of  revocation,  the  applicant  or  practitioner  may  appeal  to  the 
district  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  revocation  is  made  which  shall 
have  power,  after  examination  into  the  matter,  to  revoke  the  action  of  the 
board. 

§  13  Not  to  apply.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
students  from  prescribing  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  preceptors, 
or  to  prohibit  gratuitous  service  in  case  of  emergency,  and  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  commissioned  surgeons  of  the  United  States  army  and  navy, 
or  medical  examiners  of  relief  departments  of  railroad  companies,  while 
so  employed,  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physicians  residing  in  other  states 
or  countries  meeting  registered  physicians  of  this  state  in  consultation, 
or  any  physician  or  surgeon  residing  upon  the  border  of  a  neighboring 
state,  and  duly  authorized  under  the  laws  thereof  to  practise  medicine 
and  surgery  therein,  whose  practice  extends  into  the  limits  of  this  state. 

§  14  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  medicine  or  surgery 
in  this  state  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  bo 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  nor  more  than  $300,  by  imprison- 
ment In  the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  each 
person  filing  or  attempting  to  file  as  his  own  the  diploma  of  another, 
or  a  forged  aflidavit  of  identification,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  upon 
conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a 
terra  not  to  exceed  three  years. 

§  15  Practice  of  obstetrics  and  midwifery.  The  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  shall  examine  all  persons  upon  the  theory  and  practice  of 
obstetrics  who  openly  profess  to  practise  obstetrics  and  midwifery,  who 
do  not  have  authority  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery;  and  they  may 
issue  to  such  candidates  and  person  or  persons  who  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination,  certificates  which  shall  authorize  and  empower 
them  to  practise  obstetrics  or  midwifery.  No  person  shall  practise  ob- 
stetrics or  midwifery  unless  either  a  practising  physician  authorized  to 
practise  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  holding  such  certificates  as 
are  prescribed  by  this  section;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  persons  from  rendering  services  -In  cases  of 
obstetrics  or  midwifery  In  cases  of  emergency. 

§  16  Itinerant.  Any  Itinerant  who  has  not  qualified  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  who  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  drug,  nostrum,  ointment 
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or  appliance  of  any  kind  intended  for  the  treatment  of  any  disease  or 
Injury,  or  shall  by  writing,  printing  or  other  method,  except  by  ordinary 
professional  card  or  sign,  publicly  profess  to  cure  or  treat  disease,  injury 
or  deformity  by  any  drug,  nostrum  or  in  any  manner  whatever,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100,  and  costs  of 
prosecution,  for  each  offense,  and  shall  be  committed  until  such  fine  and 
costs  are  paid. 

§  17  Secretary's  salary;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The 
secretary  of  said  board  shall  be  paid  a  salary  which  shall  be  compensa- 
tion for  the  actual  M^ork  done  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
oflSce,  the  amount  thereof  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  $50  per  annum,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  medical  fund  by 
warrants  drawn  by  the  state  auditor,  upon  there  being  filed  with  the 
auditor  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board,  with  the  seal  of  the  board  attached,  showing  that  the  secretary 
has  acted  in  that  capacity  for  the  time  for  which  his  bill  is  presented. 
The  salary  shall  be  paid  annually.  The  members'  of  the  board  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  $5  per  day  while  actually  employed  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board,  or  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  also  receive  their  actual  traveling  and  necessary  expenses  while 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  said  duties  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
medical  fund  upon  warrants  to  be  issued  by  the  state  auditor,  and  all 
bills  therefor  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  the  board,  with  the  seal  of  the  board  attached, 
attesting  the  correctness  of  the  bill.

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INTRODUCTION' 


Independent  dental  schools 

From  the  earliest  times  dentistry  was  practised  as  a  branch  of 
surgery.  Herodotus  speaks  of  means  of  preserving  the  teeth,  and 
artificial  teeth  are  alluded  to  by  Greek  and  Latin  poets.  Within 
the  last  half  century  dentistry  has  become  a  distinct  profession. 
John  Greenwood  who  carved  in  ivory  a  set  of  teeth  for  George 
Washington  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  American  to  establish 
himself  as  a  dentist.  His  office  was  in  New  York  and  the  work 
for  Gen.  Washington  wias  done  in  1790  and  in  1795. 

The  Baltimore  college  of  dental  surgery,  established  in  1839, 
was  the  first  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  world.  It  was  the 
direct  result  of  an  agitation  to  put  dentists  on  a  higher  pro- 
fessional plane,  and  followed  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  found 
dental  chairs  in  medical  schools.  It  had  been  argued  that  oral 
pathology  and  dental  mechanics  should  be  taught  in  the  medical 
schools  as  branches  of  medicine  and  that  graduates  choosing 
these  courses  should  receive  the  degree  of  M.  D.  as  in  the  case  of

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other  branches  of  medicine.^  In  the  same  year,  the  American 
journal  of  dental  science,  the  lirst  dental  periodical  in  the  world, 
was  established. 

In  1845,  the  Ohio  college  of  dental  surgery  (since  1888  the 
dental  department  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati),  in  1856^  the 
Pennsylvania  college  of  dental  surgery,  in  1863,  the  Philadelphia 
dental  college  were  founded.  These  separate  schools  taught  at 
first  very  little  medicine  but  paid  attention  almost  entirely  to 
mechanical  training  and  to  those  branches  which  a  dentist  must 
know.  All  conferred  the  degree  D.  D.  S.  In  1865  the  New 
York  college  of  dentistry  was  founded  with  the  purpose 
of  educating  men  to  practise  dental  surgery  as  a  specialty 
of  medicine.  The  curriculum  included  the  fundamental  depart- 
ments of  medicine  with  operative  dentistry  and  oral  prosthetics. 

Dental  departments 

In  1867  Harvard  university  opened  a  dental  department  and 
began  to  teach  dentistry  as  a  branch  of  medicine  with  the  special 
degree  D.M.U.  (Dentariae  medicinae  doctor).  In  1875  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  in  1878  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania followed  the  example  of  Harvard  in  opening  dental  depart- 
ments. 36  of  the  56  dental  schools  are  now  dep;^rtnients  of  other 
institutions. 

Growth 

Since  1878  there  has  been  a  most  astonishing  increase  in  dental 
schools  and  dental  students,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  dental 
laws  in  many  states  now  require  graduation  from  a  dental  school 
as  a  condition  for  license.  In  1878  there  were  12  schools  and 
701  students;  in  1899  there  were  56  schools  and  7633  students. 
The  growth  in  dental  students  in  21  years  has  been  988;^.  Of  the 
56  dental  schools  now  existing  in  the  United  States,  2  were  estab- 
lished between  1826  and  1850,  7  between  1851  and  1875,  47  be- 
tween 1876  and  1900. 

47  dental  schools  hold  day  sessions,  4  evening  sessions,  and 
5  do  not  report  this  item.  Degrees  are  granted  to  graduates  of  all 
schools.^ 

Discoveries  and  inventions 

The  discovery  of  the  anesthetic  power  of  drugs,  the  most  im- 
portant step  in  the  progress  of  medicine,  was  made  by  an  Ameri-

oAt  its  July  1899  meeting  this  association  created  an  advisory  com^J 
niittee  to  promote  uniformity  in  administering  dental  laws.

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pathology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics  and  general  surgery,  5> 
suitable  chemical  and  bacteriologic  laboratories  under  competent 
instructors,  6)  suitable  lecture  rooms,  a  well-appointed  dental  in- 
firmary and  a  general  prosthetic  laboratory.  These  rules  wore  not 
approved  by  the  National  association  of  dental  faculties  and 
efforts  to  enforce  them  proved  unsuccessful.^ 

A  joint  meeting  of  committees  of  these  two  national  associa- 
tions was  held  at  Niagara  Falls  in  1899,  and  it  is  probable  that 
both  will  now  work  harmoniously  toward  higher  standards,  the 
progress  to  be  made  by  degrees.  The  committees  agreed  on  one 
year  of  high  school  -work  as  the  minimum  requirement  for  ad- 
mission to  dental  schools  and  by  vesting  the  determination  of 
this  requirement  in  the  hands  of  state  superintendents  of  edu- 
cation they  recognized  the  importance  of  removing  this  power 
from  those  who  might  exercise  it  unw  isely  through  a  desire  to 
attract  students.  The  motion  of  Dr  Barrett  to  extend  the  require- 
ment to  two  years  of  high  school  work  after  the  session  of  1901-2 
is  to  be  acted  on  at  the  1900  meeting  of  the  National  association 
of  dental  faculties.  Other  requirements  of  this  association,  as 
printed  in  the  new  rules,  are  the  same  as  those  given  above  under 
the  National  association  of  dental  examiners  except  that  each 
course  of  lectures  is  to  be  seven  months  in  duration  and  general 
surgery  is  not  mentioned  as  a  special  topic. 

Subjects  discussed 

Among  the  subjects  w^hich  have  attracted  much  attention  re- 
cently in  dental  literature  and  dental  societies  are  the  increasing 
use  of  plastics  and  of  porcelain,  the  modification  in  practice 
through  laboratory  investigation,  the  germ  theory  of  disease,  anti- 
septics, the  uses  of  electricity  and  the  tendency  of  prophylaxis  to 
develop  along  physiologic  lines  by  attention  to  the  laws  of  health. 
Among  important  topics  discussed  by  the  National  association  of 
dental  faculties,  the  undue  multiplication  of  dental  schools  with- 
out proper  facilities,  and  detrimental  effects  of  scholarships  have 
been  prominent.^ 

The  question  of  interchange  of  licenses  has  been  discussed 
frequently  during  the  last  few  years.  The  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  state  dental  society  at  the  May  1899  meeting  sub- 
mitted a  proposition  that  all  state  boards,  members  of  the  Na-

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tional  association  of  dental  examiners,  use  identical  question 
papers  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  national  body,  and  that 
licenses  granted  as  a  result  of  such  examinations  be  interchange- 
able among  the  states  represented  in  the  National  association. 
This  scheme  had  been  submitted  to  dental  examiners  throughout 
the  country  and  had  been  approved  by  most  of  those  from  whom 
replies  had  been  received. 

Interchange  of  licenses  is  highly  desirable  and  will  doubtless 
be  brought  about  to  some  extent  in  the  near  future.  An  exami- 
nation, however,  should  hot  be  made  the  only  test.  A  reasonable 
preliminary  general  education  and  a  diploma  from  an  accredited 
school  should  be  required  for  admission  to  the  final  test  which 
should  be  both  theoretic  and  practical,  and  should  be  carefully 
guarded  from  danger  of  fraud  or  indirection. 

An  important  step  toward  interchange  of  licenses  was  taken  in 
1898  when  the  New  York  dental  law  was  amended  so  that  the 
regents  may  now  issue  their  license  to  any  applicant  who  holds  a 
license  to  practise  dentistry  granted  by  a  state  board  of  dental 
examiners,  indorsed  by  the  dental  society  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  provided  that  his  preliminary  and  professional  education 
meets  the  New  York  statutory  requirements.  The  dental  exam- 
iners of  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  having  been  indorsed  by  the 
New  York  state  dental  society  as  more  nearly  approximating  the 
New  York  standard  than  any  other  state  boards,  the  New  York 
state  dental  examiners,  at  a  meeting  held  Oct.  7,  1899,  recom- 
mended to  the  regents  the  indorsement  of  New  Jersey  and  Penn- 
sylvania licenses  granted  under  the  new  regime,  provided  the  pre- 
liminary and  professional  education  of  applicants  meets  the  New 
York  statutory  requirements.  The  regents  will  probably  act 
favorably  on  the  recommendation  if  the  New  Jersey  and  Penn- 
sylvania boards  agree  to  establish  a  standard  in  preliminary  gen- 
eral education  fully  equal  to  that  required  by  the  New  York  law." 

a  The  New  .Torsey  statute  demands  "a  preliminary  education  equal  to 
tliat  furnished  by  the  common  schools."  The  secretary  of  the  New 
Jersey  dental  commission  writes  Oct.  17,  1899,  that  this  has  been  construed 
to  mean  graduation  from  a  registered  four  years'  high  school  course.

While  the  matter  of  licensing  dentists  belongs  to  the  several 
states  and  is  not  a  national  prerogative,  there  are  certain  asso- 
ciations of  a  national  character  that  have  greatly  influenced  and 
brought  into  closer  uniformity  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations,, 
professional  and  preliminary  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  dentistry. 

National  association  of  dental  examiners,  L.  Ashley  Faught, 
D.D.S.,  secretary  to  the  committee  on  colleges,  2055  p.  o.  box^ 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Organized  1883,  incorporated  at  Washington,  D.  C,  1896^ 
and  meets  annually. 

Object.  Its  object  is  to  secure  through  the  operation  of  the 
various  state  examining  boards,  a  high  and  uniform  standard 
of  qualification  for  dental  practitioners,  and  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, uniformity  of  methods  in  the  working  of  the  boards  and 
of  legislation  in  creating  them.  Membership  consists  of  such 
state  boards  of  dental  examiners  as  may  elect  to  join 
it.  These  boards  are  represented  by  delegates  to  the  National 
association  of  dental  examiners.  The  representatives  of  10 
state  boards  constitute  a  quorum  for  transaction  of  business. 
The  work  of  the  association  is  intrusted  principally  to  a  com- 
mittee known  as  the  committee  on  colleges.  This  committee 
keeps  itself  fully  informed  of  the  teaching  ability  and  condition 
of  all  the  dental  schools  in  the  United  States,  and  of  all  the 
workings  of  the  several  boards,  and  furnishes  data  and  'informa- 
tion to  the  boards  in  membership.  On  July  29,  1899,  the  asso- 
ciation created  a  committee  of  three  entitled  state  board's  ad- 
visory committee  with  duties  as  follows:  1)  to  formulate  a  gen- 
eral plan  of  conducting  board  work,  the  plan  to  include  every 
detail  of  testing  the  fitness  of  candidates  for  license,  e.  g.  uni- 
form applications,  questions,  practical  demonstrations,  mark- 
ings, standings  and  time  of  examinations;  2)  to  secure  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  plan  by  other  boards;  3)  to  report  annually  to 
the  association;  4)  to  induce  boards  that  may  not  lawfully  ac- 
cept the  general  plan  to  work  on  a  plan  corresponding  in  prin- 
ciple with  it.  About  15  boards  agreed  to  enter  the  compact^ 
and  H.  J.  Allen,  421  H  st.  N.E.^  Washington,  D.  C,  is  secretary 
of  the  advisory  committee.

1)  Schools  desiring  recommendation  to  the  state  boards  by  the  National 
association  shall  make  application  for  such  recommendation  through  the 
committee  on  colleges,  on  blanlis  provided  for  that  purpose.    2)  schools, 

oThese  two  associations  not  always  harmonious  In  the  past  are  now  working  together 
(see  p.  752), 
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to  be  recommended  by  the  association,  stiall  require  of  students  applying 
to  them  for  matriculation,  written  entrance  examinations  in  the  follow- 
ing studies: 

English  grammar,  composition,  spelling,  punctuation,  grammatical  con- 
struction; descriptive  and  physical  geography;  U.  S.  and  general  history; 
advanced  arithmetic,  algebra  through  quadratics,  plane  geometry;  Latin, 
rules  of  grammar,  declensions,  conjugations,  construction,  translation  of 
easy  prose;  elementary  physics. 

The  candidate  to  make  a  general  average  of  at  least  75%.  In  lieu  of  this 
examination,  a  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high  school,  college,  or 
university;  or  an  entrance  certificate  to  the  freshman  class  of  a  college  or 
university,  may  be  accepted.  The  institutions,  however,  granting  these 
certificates  are  to  be  accredited  as  standard  by  the  communities  within 
which  they  are  located.  This  rule  is  to  become  operative  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session  of  1899-1900.  In  admitting  students,  who  have  taken  a 
partial  course  in  other  schools,  to  advanced  standing — junior  or  senior 
classes — schools  to  be  recommended  shall  require  evidence  from  such 
students  that  tlieir  first  matriculation  was  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments under  this  rule  governing  the  entrance  examination.  3)  The  state- 
ments set  forth  in  the  application  of  any  school  for  recommendation  shall 
be  verified  after  investigation  by  the  board  of  dental  examiners  of  the 
state  in  which  the  school  is  located,  or  by  other  persons,  designated  by  the 
national  association  in  case  no  such  state  board  exists;  and  the  com- 
mendation of  such  board  shall  be  essential  to  such  action.  4)  The  state 
boards  in  connection  with  the  association  are  required  to  become  informed 
of  the  character  of  the  dental  schools  located  in  their  respective  states, 
as  to  their  equipment,  facilities  and  methods  of  teaching,  and  to  report 
annually  to  the  association  wherein  they  fail  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments. 5)  Attendance  of  students  on  three  full  courses  of  not  less  than 
six  mouths  duration  each,  in  separate  school  years,  is  required  before  final 
examination  for  graduation.  6)  Each  dental  school  desiring  recommenda- 
tion must  have  a  teaching  faculty  composed  of  at  least  six  individuals  and 
teaching  the  following  branches:  operative  dentistry,  dental  pathology 
and  prosthetics,  oral  surgery,  anatomy,  physiology,  general  pathology 
(fundamentals),  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  and  general  surgery. 
Its  students  must  also  be  taught  the  subjects  of  chemistry  and  bacteri- 
ology in  laboratories  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  under  suitable  instruc- 
tors; must  possess,  in  addition,  suitable  lecture  rooms,  a  well  appointed 
dental  infirmary,  and  a  general  prosthetic  laboratory,  and  must  furnish 
in  them  systematic  instruction  to  its  students.  7)  All  recommended 
schools  must  maintain  these  rules  and  conditions  and  any  violation  of 
them  will  cancel  recommendation.  It  is  considered  inadvisable  for  a 
member  of  an  examining  board  to  be  connected  with  a  dental  school  in 
any  capacity  whatever  and  it  is  suggested  that  each  school  conforming 
to  these  rules  state  so  specifically  and  publish  in  its  annual  announcement 
the  actual  preliminary  requirements  contained  in  2.  8)  Schools  desiring 
recommendation  shall  make  application  through  the  committee  on 
colleges,  on  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose.  This  rule  applies  only  to 
new  schools  and  such  schools  as  may  be  dropped.  The  minimum  prelimi- 
nary educational  requirements  of  the  schools  of  this  association  for  the 
session  of  1900  and  1901  are  a  certificate  of  entrance  into  the  second  year

On 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  and  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  association  any  dental  school  becomes  entitled  to 
representation  by  signing  the  constitution,  conforming  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  and  paying  the  assessments.

It  is  given  jurisdiction  in  all  foreign  and  American  dental  educa- 
tional matters,  subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  National 
association  of  dental  faculties,  to  which  a  full  written  report 
is  submitted  annually.  An  advisory  board  of  not  more  than 
three  qualified  persons  each  from  1)  Great  Britain,  2)  Holland 
and  Belgium,  3)  Denmark,  Norway  and  Sweden,  4)  Russia, 
5)  Germany,  6)  Austria  and  Hungary,  7)  Italy  and  Greece, 
8)  France,  9)  Spain  and  Portugal,  10)  Switzerland  and  Turkey,  is 
appointed  to  which  the  papers  of  any  foreign  applicant  for  mem- 
bership in  any  American  dental  school  may  be  referred  for  veri- 
fication or  indorsement,  and  the  papers  are  referred  to  the 
member  of  the  advisory  board  for  the  country  of  which  the  appli- 
cant is  a  resident. 

Extracts  from  rules  regulating'  the  admission  of  students  for  the 
session  of  1899-1900:  1)  The  minimum  preliminary  educational  require- 
ment is  a  certificate  of  entrance  to  the  second  year  of  a  high  school  or 
its  equivalent  as  determined  by  state  authority.  2)  Credit  can  not  be 
given  for  a  full  course  to  students  admitted  later  than  10  days  after  the 
opening  as  published  in  the  announcement.

5)  Admis- 
sion to  the  second  year  may  be  granted  to  the  graduate  of  a  reputable 
medical  school  who  may  be  excused  from  lectures  and  examinations  In 
general  anatomy,  chemistry,  physiology,  materia  medlca  and  therapeutics; 
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to  the  undergraduate  of  a  reputable  medical  school  that  has  completed 
a  full  scholastic  year  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  first 
year;  to  the  graduate  of  a  registered  school  of  pharmacy  or  of  veterinary 
medicine.  6)  Attendance  on  three  full  courses,  of  not  less  than  seven 
months,  or  on  four  terms  of  six  months  each  in  separate  years  Aug.  1  to 
July  31,  are  required  before  examination  for  graduation.  Examinations 
in  the  English  language  only.  7)  A  student  suspended  or  expelled  for 
cause  can  not  be  received  by  any  other  school  the  same  session  and  a 
student  can  not  receive  credit  at  any  time  for  the  course  from  which  ex- 
pelled. Notice  of  suspension  must  be  sent  to  all  schools  of  the  association. 
8)  No  degree  shall  be  conferred  as  honorary  that  is  usually  granted  in 
due  course  of  study  and  examination.  9)  Time  and  study  in  dental 
schools  not  members  of  the  association  receive  no  recognition,  10) 
Courses  of  study  must  be  graded  and  followed  by  examinations.

RULES  OR  REGULATIONS 

OF 

LICENSING  BOARDS!,  COMMITTEKS   OK  SOCIETIES,   KEGlsTRATION 

OFFICERS,  EXAMINATION  OEPAKTMENTS  Oil  BOARDS 

These  extracts  are  made  for  the  convenience  of  administrative 
and  professional  bodies,  practitioners  and  candidates  for  regis- 
tration or  examination.  AYhile  rules  are  legal  and  are  based 
on  the  statutes,  often  being  the  sole  requirements,  they  are  not 
statutes  and  for  this  reason  they  are  properly  grouped  in  a 
separate  division.  All  facts  given  in  the  synopsis  or  the  statutes 
are  omitted  as  rigidly  as  consistent  w^ith  clearness.  The  extracts 
give  as  uniformly  as  possible: 
Licensing  requirements 

Age,  moral  character,  general  education,  professional  sub- 
jects of  examinations,  fees,  certificates,  affidavits

ABIZONA 

Licensing.  The  boai'd  recognizes  all  schools  indorsed  at  the  11th  meet- 
ing of  the  National  association  of  dental  examiners  at  Niagara  Falls,  Aug. 
1,  1892  (see  p.797).  The  board  can  grant  to  the  holder  of  a  diploma  from 
a  recognized  school,  a  temporary  certificate  under  which  he  can  practise 
till  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  when  he  will  be  given  a  per' 
manent  certificate.     Registration    (sec  p.  813). 

ARKANSAS 

Licensing.  All  applicants  must  be  graduates  of  a  dental  school  recog- 
nized by  the  National  association  of  dental  examiners  {see  p.  797).  No 
examinations  are  held.     Registration  (see  p.  814). 

CALIFORNIA 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  all  schools  belonging  to  the  National 
association  of  dental  faculties  (sec  p.  798).     Registration  (sec  p.  814). 

COLORADO 

Licensing.  The  board  examines  on  all  branches  of  dental  science  and 
In  any  manner  that  tends  to  establish  an  applicant's  ability  to  practise. 
Examination.    A  general  average  of  70%  is  required. 
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COITNECTICTJT 

Licensing.  The  applicant  for  a  license  must  submit  practical  work 
done  by  himself  and  undergo  a  theoretical  examination.  He  must  present 
a  patient  for  whom  he  has  operated,  showing  at  least  two  gold  and  two 
amalgam  fillings,  all  in  approximal  cavities;  must  present  a  full  upper 
set  on  rubber  plate,  also  a  partial  plate  of  three  or  four  teeth,  made  on 
silver,  soldered  with  silver  solder,  plain  or  gum  teeth  in  either  case;  must 
establish  by  affidavits  that  all  work  submitted  is  his  own  unaided  work. 
The  theoretical  examination  includes  anatomy,  physiology,  histology,  path- 
ology, chemistry,  dental  and  oral  medicine,  surgery,  operative  dentistry, 
prosthetic  dentistry.  At  present  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  school  is 
accepted  in  place  of  the  theoretical  examination.  Application  is  by  official 
blank  which  with  the  fee  must  be  sent  to  the  recorder  prior  to  the  exam- 
ination. But  $5  will  be  retained  in  case  of  failure.  Examination.  Each 
commissioner  decides  whether  the  examination  in  his  department  shall  be 
oral  or  written.  The  recorder  may  grant  temporary  licenses  to  graduates 
of  reputable  schools.  The  applicant  for  a  temporary  permit  secures  blanks 
from  the  recorder,  fills  them  out  and  submits  them  with  his  dii^loma  to  a 
dental  commissioner  who  will  issue  him  a  certificate  of  eligibility.  The 
candidate  must  then  pass  the  practical  examination  described  above,  after 
which  he  must  forward  to  the  recorder  his  application  blanks,  his  cer- 
tificate of  eligibility,  the  certificate  of  examination,  the  regular  fee  and  his 
pledge  to  appear  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  commissioners.  Oa 
receipt  of  these  documents,  the  recorder  issues  the  temporary  permit. 
Registration  {see  p.  814). 

DELAWARE 

Licensing.  The  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  dental 
school,  must  be  examined  in  the  branches  taught  in  dental  schools  and 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  dentistry,  must  perform  a  practical  opera- 
tion on  a  patient  in  the  presence  of  the  member  of  the  board  having 
charge  of  that  branch  of  the  examination.  Examination.  The  candidate 
must  give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  of  his  desire  to  appear  before  the 
board.  The  fee  must  accompany  the  application.  The  board  meets  the 
first  Thursday  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  Registration  (see  p. 
814). 

ILLINOIS 

Licensing.  The  schools  recognized  by  the  National  association  of  dental 
examiners  are  recognized  (see  p.  797).     Registration  (see  p.  815). 

INDIANA 

Licensing.  In  determining  the  standing  of  a  dental  school  the  rules  re- 
ceived Feb.  10,  1900  require: 

That  the  reputableuess  of  schools  not  on  the  list  recognized  when  the 
new  rules  go  into  effect  be  established  as  follows;  1)  by  direct  application 
of  the  trustees  of  the  school  on  blanks  provided  by  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers, 2)  by  the  schools'  requiring  of  matriculates  for  the  session  190O 
and  1901  a  certificate  showing  admission  to  the  second  year  of  a  high 
school  or  an  equivalent  examination,  3)  by  the  verification  of  these  facts, 
by  not  less  than  three  members  of  this  board,  or  the  board  of  examiners  in

the  state  in  which  the  school  is  located,  or  by  the  certificate  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  National  association  of  dental  examiners,  4)  by  complying  with 
rules  five,  six  and  seven  (p.  797)  of  the  National  association  of  dental 
examiners. 

That  the  board  reserve  the  power  of  striliing  from  the  list  of  reputable 
schools  any  institution  violating  these  rules,  provided  that  notice  be  mailed 
the  president,  dean  or  executive  officer  not  less  than  10  days  prior  to  the 
time  set  for  hearing  and  determining  the  charges  against  the  school. 

That  the  registration  certificate  of  licentiates  from  other  state  boards  and 
the  diplomas  of  graduates  from  schools  not  on  the  recognized  list  may  en- 
title the  possessor  to  a  permit  allowing  him  to  practise  till  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  when  he  must  stand  examination  for  a  certificate. 

That  licentiates  of  any  state  board  presenting  satisfactory  evidence 
that  their  standard  of  examination  equaled  the  standard  maintained  by  the 
Indiana  board  of  dental  examiners,  may  be  granted  certificates  from  this 
board  by  a  signification  of  reciprocal  courtesy. 

That  all  fees  be  paid  before  talking  the  examination  or  receiving  either 
a   registration  certificate  or  permit. 

IOWA 

Licensing.  Applicants  for  examination  must  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  three  years'  study  of  dentistry,  for  temporary  license  must  pro- 
duce evidence  of  ability  to  practise  dentistry.  A  temporary  license  may 
be  extended  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  which  it  was  issued,  if  ap- 
proved by  the  committee  on  temporary  licenses,  but  no  temporary  license 
will  be  extended  into  the  following  year.  The  board  recognizes  schools 
nmiplying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  association  of 
dental  examiners  (see  p.  797),  but  the  board  reserves  the  right  to  with- 
draw such  recognition  on  proof  that  a  school  has  not  fully  complied  with 
this  schedule  of  requirements.  The  examinations  are  in  writing  and  in- 
clude anatomy,  phj-siology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  pathology  and 
therapeutics,  histology,  metallurgy,  hygiene,  oral  surgery,  irregularities  of 
the  teeth,  dental  jurisprudence,  operative  dentistry,  prosthetic  dentistry. 
The  board  may  I'equire  practical  demonstrations  botli  in  operative  and 
prosthetic  dentistry.  A  person  holding  a  diploma  from  a  recognized 
school,  may  obtain  a  license  by  applying  to  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
who  will  send  a  blank  form  for  the  verification  of  the  diploma.  The  can- 
didate fills  out  this  blanli  and  makes  oath  before  a  notary  to  its  correct- 
ness. Either  the  diploma  must  be  sent  to  the  secretary,  or  the  candidate 
must  secure  the  signatures  of  three  reputable  persons  who  have  seen  the 
diploma  registered,  physicians  preferred.  The  blank  filled  out  is  returned 
to  tlie  secretary  with  the  fee.  Examination.  75%  of  all  the  questions 
and  80%  in  operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry,  including  practical  demon- 
Btration,  are  required.  Applicants  faihng  to  pass  will  not  be  reexamined 
within  six  months.  One  half  of  the  fee  is  returned  in  case  of  failure.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  board  is  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  at  the  place 
o  fthe  annual  meeting  of  the  Iowa  state  dental  society.       Registration 

isee  p.  816). 

KANSAS 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  those  schools  recognized  by  the  Na- 
tional association  of  dental  examiners  (see  p.  797).  Registration  (see  p. 
816). 
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LOTJISIAITA 
Licensing.     The  rules  of  the  National  association  of  dental  examiners 
have  been  adopted  by  the  board  (see  p.  797),    Graduates  of  other  schools 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination.     Registration  (see  p.  816). 

MARYIiAND 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  all  schools  recognized  by  the  National 
board  of  dental  examiners  {see  p.  797).  Registration  is  with  the  board  of 
examiners  (see  p.  817). 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Licensing.  Candidates  come  to  the  examination  provided  with  rubber- 
dam,  gold  and  instruments  for  work  in  operative  dentistry.  Any  one 
who  wishes  may  bring  a  patient.  The  theoretic  examination  is  in  writing 
and  includes  anatomj%  physiology,  histology,  chemistry,  metallurgy, 
pathology,  therapeutics,  surgery,  materia  medica,  anesthesia,  operative  and 
prosthetic  dentistry.  The  application  and  fee  must  be  sent  to  the  secre- 
tary at  least  one  week  before  the  examination.  The  application  should 
give  the  personal  history  of  the  candidate,  including  age,  residence, 
English  education,  dental  education  and  the  time  spent  in  the  practice 
■of  dentistry.  Two  references  must  personally  sign  the  application. 
Registration  {see  p.  817). 

MICHIGAN 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  diplomas  from  the  Boston  medical 
college,  from  the  dental  departments  of  Harvard  university.  University 
of  California,  Detroit  college  of  medicine  and  from  the  University  of 
Michigan.  Graduates  of  all  other  schools  must  pass  an  examination. 
Registration  (.sec  p.  817). 

MISSISSIPPI 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  all  schools  recognized  by  the  National 
association  of  dental  examiners  (see  p.  797).     Registration  (see  p.  817). 

MONTANA 

Licensing.  The  board  recognizes  those  schools  recognized  by  the 
National  association  of  dental  faculties  {see  p.  798),  but  the  possession  of 
a  diploma  from  a  reputable  school  in  itself  confers  no  right  to  practise. 
Any  member  of  the  board  may  grant  a  temporary  certificate  to  any  appli- 
cant for  registration,  but  such  certificate  expires  at  the  ensuing  regular 
or  special  meeting  of  the  board.  The  time  limit  of  this  certificate  can  not 
be  extended  nor  can  more  than  one  such  certificate  be  granted  to  the 
€ame  person.  Examination.  Applicants  not  holding  diplomas  from 
recognized  schools  and  nongraduate  candidates  for  registration  may  ap- 
pear for  examination  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  board. 
Persons  intending  to  enter  the  examination  should  give  previous  notice 
of  such  intention  to  some  member  of  the  board.  From  10  to  20  questions 
will  be  submitted  in  each  examination  subject.  The  examination  is  in 
writing  and  in  English.  A  standing  of  75%  is  required  in  each  subject. 
Registration  of  a  certificate  with  the  county  clerk  renders  the  applicant 
a  legal  practitioner.  If  not  recorded  within  60  days,  the  certificate  be- 
comes void  and  can  not  thereafter  be  recorded. 
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NEBRASKA 

Licensing.  A  college  diploma  or  teachers  certificate  is  necessai-y  for 
admission  to  a  dental  school  as  required  by  .the  National  association  of 
dental  faculties  {see  p.  798).     Hegistration  (see  p.  818). 


NEW  JERSEY 

Licensing.  A  candidate  must  hold  a  diploma  from  a  college  or  ac- 
credited high  school,  or  must  pass  an  examination  in  orthography,  arith- 
metic, grammar,  composition,  geographj',  history  of  the  United  States, 
algebra  and  physics,  before  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
who  issues  certificates  of  qualification  to  appear  before  the  state  dental 
examining  board.  A  standing  of  70%  in  each  subject  is  required.  The  fee 
shall  not  exceed  $10.  In  the  dental  examination  the  written  worli  in- 
cludes anatomy,  physiology,  histology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics, 
pathology,  anesthetics,  operative  dentistry,  oral  surgery,  prosthetic  den- 
tistry, metallurgy,  chemistry,  crown  and  bridge  work,  regulating.  The 
examiners  on  operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry  shall  require  clinical 
demonstration  of  ability.  Application  is  by  ofiicial  blank  and  calls  for 
evidence  as  to  age,  general  education,  dental  education  and  moral  char- 
acter. The  application  and  a  certified  check,  postal  money  order  or  express 
order  for  $25  must  be  sent  to  the  secretary  two  weeks  prior  to  the  ex- 
amination. Examination.  A  candidate  failing  to  obtain  one  third  of  the 
total  vote  shall  not  be  eligible  for  reexamination.  A  candidate  eligible 
for  reexamination  must  present  himself  at  one  of  the  next  two  examina- 
tions. If  he  fails  to  pass  at  either  of  these,  he  shall  not  be  again  eligible 
except  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board.  Examinations  are  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  October  and  April  and  on 
the  first  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  July.  Registration  (see 
p.  818).

Licensing.  All  schools  recognized  by  the  National  association  of  den- 
tal examiners  are  recognized  by  the  board  of  examiners  {see  p.  797). 
Registration  {see  p.  819). 

NEW  YORK 

Licensing.  All  requirements  for  admission  should  be  completed  at  least 
one  week  before  examination.  They  are  as  follows:  evidence  that  the  ap- 
plicant is  more  than  21  years  of  age;  certificates  of  moral  character  frona 
not  less  than  two  dentists  in  good  standing;  evidence  that  the  applicant 
has  the  general  education  required  preliminary  to  receiving  a  dental  de- 
gree in  this  state  (dental  student  certificate);  evidence  that  the  applicant 
has  received  either  a  dental  degree  after  graduation  in  course  from  some 
registered  dental  school,  or  after  graduation  in  course  from  a  registered 
medical  school  with  an  M.D.  degree,  has  studied  dentistry  at  least  one 
year  in  a  registered  dental  school;  or  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  full 
right  to  practise  dentistry  in  some  foreign  country,  and  granted  by  some 
registered  authority;  a  fee  of  $25  payable  in  advance;  a  license  issued  by 
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the  regents  under  their  rules  on  certification  by  the  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners that  the  candidate  has  successfully  passed  the  examination  and  is 
competent  to  practise  dentistry.  First  exemption:  The  regents  may  li- 
cense without  examination,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board,  any 
applicant  whose  preliminax-y  education  and  professional  attainments  and 
experience  of  not  less  than  five  years  in  actual  practice  are  together  fully 
equal  to  the  requirements  for  license  in  this  state,  or  who  holds  a  license 
to  practise  dentistry  in  any  other  of  the  United  States  granted  by  a 
state  board  of  dental  examiners,  indorsed  by  the  dental  society  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  provided,  that  in  either  case  his  preliminary  and  profes- 
sional education  shall  have  been  not  less  than  that  required  in  this  state. 
Every  license  so  issued  shall  state  on  its  face  the  grounds  on  which 
it  is  granted,  and  the  applicant  may  be  required  to  furnish  his  proofs 
on  affidavit.  Second  exemption:  Any  dental  student  whose  preceptor's 
certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  dental  society,  Aug. 
1,  1895  pursuant  to  legal  pi-ovisions,  may  be  examined  under  the  laws  in 
force  to  that  date,  providing  that  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  avail  himself 
of  this  exemption  be  filed  with  the  regents  on  or  before  Sep.  1,  1895.  The 
candidate  must  pass  examinations  in  anatomy,  chemistry  and  metallurgy, 
operative  dentistry,  therapeutics  and  materia  medica,  physiology  and  hy- 
giene, oral  surgery  and  pathology,  prosthetic  dentistry,  histology.  Begin- 
ning with  September  1900,  a  practical  examination  in  prosthetic  den- 
tistry will  be  added,  to  be  held  on  Saturday  morning  of  examination  week 
as  follows:  each  candidate  must  bring  a  full  swedged  plate  of  pure  silver, 
with  single  gum  teeth,  ground,  articulated,  backed  and  invested  ready  tor 
soldering.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  solder  and  finish  the  plate  In 
the  presence  of  the  examiners  and  the  set  of  teeth  so  soldered  and  finished 
must  be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the  dental  board.  Each  candidate 
must  submit  an  affidavit  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  to  the  effect 
that  the  plate  was  swedged,  teeth  ground  and  backed  without  the  aid  of 
others. 

Application  for  license.  I  hereby  apply  for  a  license  to  practise  den- 
tistry in  the  state  of  New  Yorli,  and  inclose  the  following  proofs  and  fee: 
evidence  as  to  age,  certificates  of  moral  character,  evidence  of  prelimi- 
nary education,  evidence  of  dental  education,  certified  check,  postoffice 
order,  or  express  money  order  for  $25.

Minor  changes  involving 
paragraphing,  numbering,  capitalization  and  spelling  have  been 
made  in  accord  with  the  editing  rules  of  the  University  when  the 
change  affected  the  significance  of  the  law  in  no  particular. 
Volume  and  page  numbers  are  separated  by  a  colon;  e.  g.  1:256 
means  vol.  1,  p.  256.  For  convenience  side  heads  are  inserted 
when  not  given  in  the  law.

Such  board  sball  consist  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Alabama  dental  association,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  five  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. Vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  are  filled  by  appointment  for  the 
unexpired  term,  made  by  the  president  of  the  association. 

§  1445  Qualifications  of  members  of  the  board.  The  members  of  the 
board  of  dental  examiners  shall  be  dental  graduates  or  practitioners  of 
dentistry,  who  have  obtained  a  license  to  practise  dentistry,  from  the 
board  of  examiners,  and  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Alabama  den- 
tal association,  who  have  practised  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Alabama  for 
not  less  than  three  years. 

§  1446  Duty  and  authority  of  board.  The  board  of  dental  examiners 
shall  have  authority  and  it  shall  be  its  duty:  1)  to  meet  annually  at  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Alabama  dental  association;  2)  on  the 
call  of  three  members  of  the  board,  to  hold  special  meetings  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  appointed,  giving  to  all  Ijnown  practising  dentists  in 
the  state,  through  the  mail,  30  days'  notice  of  such  special  meeting;  3)  to 
grant  licenses  to  all  applicants  who  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination, 
and  who  shall  pay  to  said  board  a  fee  of  $5  for  such  examination;  4)  to 
keep  a  registry  of  the  licensed  practitioners  of  dentistry,  a  transcript  from 
which,  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  board  by  the  officer  having  the  cus- 
tody thereof,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  license  of  any  practitioner  therein 
named;  5)  to  prescribe  a  course  of  reading  for  students  of  dentistry  under 
private  instruction. 

§  1447  Temporary  license.  One  member  of  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers may  grant  license  to  practise,  which  is  operative  until  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  board;  but  such  temporary  license  must  not  be  granted 
to  an  applicant  who  has  been  previously  rejected  by  the  board. 

§  1448  License  recorded.  The  license,  other  than  a  temporary  license, 
must  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  examiners,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary,  if  the  board  have  a  secretary,  and  must,  within 
30  days  after  the  grant  thereof,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  pro- 
bate of  the  county  of  the  residence  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued, 
and  must  be  therein  recorded;  and  after  record  thereof,  the  judge  must 
thereon  indorse  and  certify  under  the  seal  of  the  court  the  fact  of  rec- 
ord; and  for  the  record  and  certificate,  the  judge  of  probate  is  entitled  to 
a  fee  of  $1. 

§  1449  Proof  of  license.  The  license,  certified  by  the  judge  of  probate, 
is  evidence  of  the  authority  of  the  party  therein  named  to  practise  den- 
tistry; and  if  the  same  is  lost,  a  copy  of  the  record,  duly  certified,  is  suffi- 
cient evidence. 

§  1450  Dentistry  must  not  be  practised  without  license.  It  is  not 
lawful  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  without  a  license  from  the 
board  of  dental  examiners;  but  the  mere  extraction  of  teeth  shall  not  con- 
stitute the  practice  of  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter. 

§  1451  Quorum  of  board  of  dental  examiners.  Three  members  of  the 
board  of  dental  examiners  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  if  a  quorum  is  not  present  on  the  day  appointed  for  a 
regular  or  special  meeting,  so  many  as  are  present  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day  for  five  successsive  days  until  a  quorum  is  present. 
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§  1452  When  void  contracts  for  dental  services.  Every  contract  or 
agreement,  express  or  implied,  the  consideration  of  which  is  the  service  of 
a  dentist,  is  void,  unless  the  dentist  has  authority  to  practise  dentistry, 
obtained  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  but  proof  of  such 
authority  must  not  be  required  unless  two  days'  notice  to  make  the  same 
is  given  before  the  trial  of  any  suit  brought  to  recover  the  value  of  such 
service.

§  5334  Practising  dentistry  without  license  from  dental  examiners.

§  1  License  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  who 
Is  not,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  this  territory,  to  commence  such  practice  unless  such  person 
shall  have  received  a  license  from  the  board  of  examiners,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

§  2  Board  of  registration;  appointment.  The  governor  of  the  terri- 
tory shall  appoint,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  five  skilled  dentists  of 
good  repute,  residing  and  doing  business  in  the  territory,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  of  registration  in  dentistry.  But  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  said  board  unless  he  shall  have  been  regularly  graduated  from 
some  reputable  dental  college,  duly  authorized  to  grant  degrees  in  dent- 
istry or  who  shall  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry 
for  a  period  of  10  years  previous  to  appointment. 

§  3  Term.  The  length  of  term  for  which  the  members  of  said  board 
shall  hold  office  shall  be  three  years,  except  that  two  of  the  members  of 
the  board,  first  to  be  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  two  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term 
of  three  years  respectively,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  ap- 
pointed and  qualified.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  not 
holding  diplomas,  who  wish  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this 
territory,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  appear  before  said  board 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  members  thereof  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  the 
fee  of  $25,  not  returnable,  and  to  furnish  the  said  board  satisfactory  proof 
that  he  or  she  has  two  years'  practical  experience  in  the  practice  of  dent- 
istry, and  stand  an  examination  by  said  board  in  operative  and  pros- 
thetic dentistry  and  all  branches  taught  in  a  reputable  dental  college. 
And  if  the  applicant  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  said  board,  it 
shall  issue  to  said  applicant  a  license  which  shall  entitle  him  or  her  to 
practise  dentistry  in  Arizona.  Any  applicant  presenting  a  diploma  from 
a  reputable  dental  college  and  a  fee  of  $5,  not  returnable,  may  be  granted 
bj'  one  or  more  members  of  said  board,  upon  approval  of  the  president,

§  7  License  on  diploma.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  holding  diplo- 
mas, who  wish  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  present  or  send  to  the  secretary  at  the  regular  meeting  of  said 
board  an  affidavit  and  diploma  with  fee  of  $5  not  returnable  and  after  said 
board,  being  satisfied  that  said  diploma  belongs  to  said  applicant  and  that 
it  was  issued  in  good  faith  by  a  reputable  dental  college,  said  board  shall 
issue  to  said  applicant  a  certificate  of  registration  for  said  diploma. 

§  8  Begistration;  penalty.  All  persons  receiving  a  certificate  to  prac- 
tise under  this  act  shall  register  his  or  her  certificate  with  the  county 
recorder  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
county  recorder  for  such  registration,  the  sum  of  $2.  Any  failure  on  the 
part  of  any  person  holding  such  certificate  to  comply  with  the  first  part  of 
this  section  within  30  days  after  receiving  certificate,  shall  forfeit  said 
certificate,  and  any  certificate  once  forfeited,  shall  not  be  returned  by  said 
board  until  applicant  shall  have  paid  to  said  board  the  fine  of  $25.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  county  recorder,  to  forward  to  the  secretary  of  said 
board  the  names  of  all  persons  having  registered  their  certificates  with 
them. 

§  9  Records  of  board;  annual  report;  expenses.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  qualifying  under  this  act.  An  annual 
report  of  same  shall  be  rendered  to  the  governor. 
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All  money  received  by  the  secretary  under  this  act,  shall  be  used  for 
the  legitimate  expenses  of  said  board,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  money  of 
the  territory  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $200  or  confined 
six  months  in  the  county  jail  or  both,  for  each  and  every  offense.  All 
tines  recovered  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund 
of  the  county  in  which  such  conviction  takes  place.

§  4973  Certificate  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  the  state  of 
Arkansas  without  first  having  received  a  certificate  from  the  board  of 
dental  examiners;  provided,  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventing 
any  regular  licensed  physician  from  extracting  teeth,  nor  to  prevent  any 
other  person  from  extracting  teeth  where  no  charge  is  made  therefor  by 
such  person.

§  1  Certificate  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is 
not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the  practice  of  den- 
•  tistry  in  this  state  to  commence  such  practice,  unless  he  or  she  shall  have 
obtained  a  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Soard  of  examiners.  A  board  of  examiners,  to  consist  of  seven 
practising  dentists,  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of 
said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  from  the  dental  profession 
of  the  state  at  large.

Any  failure,  neglect,  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  per- 
son holding  such  certificate  to  register  the  same  with  the  county  clerk  as 
above  directed,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
certificate,  and  no  certificate  when  once  forfeited  shall  be  restored,  except 
upon  the  payment  to  the  said  board  of  examiners  of  the  sum  of  $25,  as  a 
penalty  for  such  neglect,  failure,  or  refusal. 

§  9  Misrepresentation.  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  and  falsely 
cliiini  or  pretend  to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  license,  diploma,  or  degree, 
granted  by  any  society  organized  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  who  shall  falsely,  or  with  intent  to  deceive  the  public,  claim  or 
pretend  to  be. a  graduate  from  any  incorporated  dental  college,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty 
as  provided  in  §  6. 

§  10  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prohibit  any  practising  physician  from  extracting  teeth.

§  1  License  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practise 
dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  the  state  of  Colorado,  unless  he  or  she  shall 
first  have  obtained  a  license  for  such  purpose  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 
Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  one 
from  extracting  teeth. 

§  2  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  state  board 
of  dental  examiners  shall  be  and  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  enforce  and  execute  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  said  board  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  practitioners  of  dentistry  of  acknowledged  ability 
in  the  state  of  Colorado,  three  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  from  a  list  recom- 
mended by  the  state  dental  association  of  Colorado,  and  appointed  by  the 
governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.  The  term 
for  Avhich  the  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  shall  be  for  two 
jears,  or  until  the  appointment  of  their  successors.  The  governor  shall 
fill  all  vacancies  from  whatever  cause,  and  may  remove  any  member  for 
neglect  of  duty  or  for  cause.  Before  entering  upon  the  duty  of  his  office 
e;ich  member  shall  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  support  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Colorado, 
and  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of 
his  ability. 
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§  3  Organization;  meetings.  Said  board  shall  choose  from  its  mem- 
bers a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  thereof,  and  shall  meet  at  Den- 
ver, at  least  twice  in  each  year  in  regular  session  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of 
June  and  December,  and  as  much  oftener  and  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  required.  The  first  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  held  within 
60  days  after  the  time  this  act  shall  go  into  force  and  effect,  at  the  capitol 
of  the  state.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  at  all  times  constitute  a 
quorum,  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereof  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

§  4  Examination.  Any  person  desiring  to  practise  dentistry  in  this 
state  shall  first  submit  to  an  examination  before  the  state  board  of  dental 
examiners  of  this  state,  touching  his  or  her  qualifications,  and  every  appli- 
(>ant  for  such  examination  shall,  with  his  or  her  application  for  examina- 
tion submit  to  the  said  board,  as  a  prerequisite  of  such  examination,  a 
diploma  of  graduation  of  some  reputable  dental  college,  dental  school,  or 
university  dental  department,  duly  authenticated  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  some  other  of  the  United  States. 

§  5  Admission  to  examination;  license.  Any  and  all  persons  pos- 
sessing the  diploma  prescribed  by  §  4  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  deposit  of 
the  examination  fee,  shall  be  examined  by  said  board,  at  such  times  and 
under  such  rules  as  said  board  may  prescribe,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  upon  the  science  and  practice  of  dentistry  and  dental  surgery,  and  all 
who  are  foimd  qualified  shall  be  registered  in  a  record  booli  and  shall 
receive  a  license  from  the  said  board  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6  Examination  fee;  record  of  board;  rules.  The  examination  fee  in 
all  cases  shall  be  $10  to  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  said  board  before 
such  examination  is  had,  and  in  no  case  shall  it  be  refunded.  Said  board 
by  ii^i  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  so  examined,  and  date  and  result  of 
such  examination,  names  and  dates  of  all  applications,  and  such  other 
matters  as  shall  afford  a  full  record  of  the  same,  which  book  with  such 
records  or  transcripts  therefrom  duly  certified  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  said  board,  with  the  common  seal  of  the  board  attached,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  before  all  the  courts  of  this  state  of  the  entries 
therein  contained.  The  said  board  shall  make  and  prescribe  all  reason- 
able rules  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

§  7  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the

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Siiry  expeuses  of  the  board  and  such  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  and  execute  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including  the  actual  trav- 
eling expenses  of  the  members  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board. 
Any  money  on  hand  at  the  dissolution  of  the  board  or  the  repeal  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  common  school 
fund.  The  said  board  shall  make  a  biennial  report  of  its  proceedings 
to  the  governor  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  December  of  the  year  im- 
mediately preceding  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  legislature,  together 
with  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  pursuant 
to  this  act. 

§  9  Act  construed.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  who  may  have  procured  a  license  to  practise  dentisfry  from  the 
state  board  of  dental  examiners  of  this  state,  in  conformity  to  the  laws

i§  1  Dental  commissioners;  appointment;  term.  The  governor  shall 
appoint  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1893,  and  biennially  thereafter, 
five  persons  to  be  known  as  dental  commissioners,  who  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of 
their  respective  appointments,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  qualified. 

§  2  Qualifications.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  dental  commis- 
sioner who  shall  not  have  been,  for  at  least  10  years  previous  to  such  ap- 
pointment, a  practitioner  in  dentistry  in  this  state  and  in  good  standing 
in  said  profession. 

§  3  Ofla.cial  recorder;  duty.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  number  to  be  their  official  recorder,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  official  proceedings  of  said  commissioners,  and  copies  of 
said  record  certified  by  him  shall  be  legal  evidence. 

§  4  Place  for  meetings.  On  request  of  said  commissioner  the  control- 
ler shall  provide  a  suitable  place  in  the  capitol  at  Hartford  for  all  meet- 
ings of  said  commissioners. 

§  5  Time  of  meetings.  Said  commissioners  shall  meet  in  May  of  each 
year  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  designate,  for  the  pui*pose  of 
attending  to  their  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act. 

§  6  Notice  of  meetings.  Said  commissioners  shall  give  due  notice  of 
every  meeting  to  be  held  by  them  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
by  advertising  the  place  of  their  meetings,  for  two  weeks  successively,  in 
two  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  Hartford,  and  before  the 
date  of  said  meetings. 

§  7  Rules.  Said  commissioners  may  make  such  rules  of  procedure  for 
the  regulation  of  all  matters  of  application  and  hearing  before  them  as 
they  may  think  advisable. 

§  8  License  necessary.  No  person,  unless  he  has  already  commenced 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  before  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  act  and  shall  be  engaged  in  said  practice  at  the  said  time,  shall  en- 
gage in  such  practice  in  any  town  in  this  state,  unless  such  person  shall 
have  first  obtained  from  said  commissioners  a  license  therefor.

§  9  Application  for  license;  qualifications.  All  applicatious  for  such 
license  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  no  license  shall 
issue  to  any  person  unless  he  shall  have  received  a  diploma  or  other  suffi- 
cient certificate  of  honorable  graduation  from  some  reputable  dental  col- 
lege or  medical  college  having  a  department  in  dentistry,  and  duly  recog- 
nized by  the  laws  of  the  state  or  states  wherein  the  same  is  situated,  or 
unless  he  shall  have  spent  as  a  pupil  or  assistant  at  least  three  years  under 
the  instruction  and  direction  of  some  reputable  dentist,  or  unless  he  shall 
have  had  at  least  three  yeai's'  continuous  practice  as  a  dentist,  which 
facts  must  be  shown  to  said  commissioners  by  sufficient  evidence.  [As

§  10  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  prevent- 
ing any  practising  physician  or  surgeon  from  the  performance  of  any 
operation  in  dentistry  on  any  patient  under  his  charge.  Nor  shall  any 
lawfully  practising  dentist  be  prohibited  hereby  from  availing  himself  of 
the  services  of  any  pupil,  student  or  assistant,  employed  by  him  and 
under  his  immediate  supervision. 

§  11  Examination;  revocation  of  license.  Every  applicant  for  a 
license  shall  be  examined  by  said  commissioners,  as  to  his  professional 
knowledge  and  sliill,  before  such  license  shall  be  granted,  and  they  may 
refuse  to  grant  a  license  where  they  are  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is 
unfit  or  incompetent;  they  may  for  good  and  legal  cause  revolie  any 
license  that  has  been  granted,  and  may  prohibit  any  dentist  in  lawful 
practice  from  further  practice,  on  satisfactory  proof  that  such  dentist 
has  become  unfit  or  incompetent  therefor. 

§  12  Cause  for  revocation  of  license.  Cruelty,  incapacity,  unskilful- 
ness,  gross  negligence,  indecent  conduct  towards  patients,  or  any  such  un- 
professional behavior  as  shows  unfitness  on  the  part  of  the  dentist,  shall 
be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  a  license,  or  prohibition  to  practise 
as  above  provided;  and  whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  to  any  of  said 
commissioners  against  any  dentist  practising  in  this  state,  said  commis- 
sioner shall  investigate  the  matter,  and  on  finding  probable  cause  shall 
notify  the  party  complained  of  to  appear  before  them  and  show  cause  why 
he  should  not  be  prohibited,  or  why  his  license  should  not  be  revoked. 

§  13  Notice  of  complaint;  hearing.  Every  such  notice  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, and'  signed  by  the  recorder,  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
causes  for  which  such  prohibition  or  revocation  is  claimed,  and  shall 
specify  the  place  and  time  for  the  hearing,  which  shall  be  at  least  12  days 
after  the  service  of  said  notice.  Said  notice  may  be  served  by  leaving 
a  copy  thereof,  attested  by  the  recorder,  at  the  place  of  business  of  the 
party  complained  of  or  at  his  last  usual  place  of  abode,  or  by  sending  the 
same  by  mail. 

§  14  Penalty  for  misrepresentation.  Any  dentist,  who  shall  at  any 
hearing  before  the  commissioners,  either  by  himself  or  by  his  procurement, 
make  any  false  statement  or  misrepresentation  with  intent  to  deceive  or 
mislead  said  commissioners,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  license,  or  be  pro- 
hibited from  practice. 

§  15  Appeal.  Any  dentist  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  said  com- 
missioners in  the  revocation  of  his  license,  or  prohibition  from  his  practice, 
may  apply  to  the  superior  court  or  court  of  common  pleas,  next  to  be  in 
session  in  the  county  In  which  he  resides,  for  a  writ  of  mandamus,  re- 
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quiring  tliem  to  revolie  their  decision,  if  the  same  be  found  on  hearing 
to  have  been  erroneous.  Such  application  for  a  mandamus  may  be  served 
on  said  commissioners  by  some  proper  otflcer  or  indifferent  person,  by 
leaving  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  a  true  and  at- 
tested copy  thereof  within  12  days  after  said  commissioners  shall  have 
notified  such  dentist  of  their  decision. 

§  16  Fee  for  license.  Every  person  applying  for  a  license  shall  at  the 
time  of  his  application,  pay  to  the  recorder  a  fee  of  $25,  and  if  such  appli- 
cant shall  fail  to  obtain  his  license,  $20  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

§  17  Duties  of  recorder.  The  recorder  shall  keep  an  account  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  shall  annually  in  November  render  his  ac- 
count to  the  controller;  and  shall  pay  over  from  the  moneys  received  by 
him  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  commissioners,  and  for  neces- 
sary books  and  stationery,  and  shall  keep  all  tiles,  receipts  and  records 
in  his  possession,  and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successors  in  office.

§  1  Certificate  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  a  recognized  practitioner 
of  dentistry  in  this  state,  and  so  recognized  by  the  profession,  to  practise 
dentistry  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  as  hereinafter 
provided.     [As  amended  1899,  ch.  242,  §  1] 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That  a  board  of  exami- 
ners, to  consist  of  five  reputable  practising  dentists,  is  hereby  created, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ca^ry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  who  shall  select  them  from  the  dentists  residing  in  the  state. 
The  term  for  which  the  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  offices 
shall  be  for  four  years,  except  that  two  members  of  the  board  first  to  be 
appointed  under  this  act,  shall  be  designated  by  the  governor  to  hold  their 
offices  for  the  term  of  two  and  three  and  four  years  respectively,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  governor,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
appointed.

§  2  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term.  That  a  board  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act  is  hereby  created,  to  be  liuown  as  the 
board  of  dental  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  reputable  dentists  resident 
of  and  for  three  years  last  before  appointment  actively  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  commissioners  of  said  District  for  terms  of  five  years  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed:  provided,  that  the  first  five  appointments  shall 
be  made  for  terms  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  years,  respectively. 
A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Vacancies  occur- 
ring in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  eligible  persons  for 
unexpired  terms. 

§  3  Organization;  duties.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
dental  examiners,  first,  to  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent and  one  secretary,  to  provide  necessary  books  and  blank  forms,  and 
publicly  announce  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  the  time,  place,  and 
means  of  complying  with  its  provisions  within  30  days  from  its  passage; 
second,  to  promptly  certify  to  the  health  officer  for  I'egistration  all  who 
are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  said  District  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  this  act  who  apply  therefor;  third,  to  test  the  fitness  and  pass 
upon  the  qualification  of  persons  desiring  to  commence  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry in  said  District  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  certify  to  the  health 
officer  for  registration  such  as  prove,  under  examination  in  theory  and 
practice  of  dentistry,  qualified  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  to  practise 
dentistry  in  said  District;  fourth,  to  report  immediately  information  of 
any  violation  of  this  act,  and,  annually,  the  transactions  of  the  board  to 
the  commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  provided,  that  all  graduates 
of  dental  colleges  which  require  a  thi-ee  years'  course  of  study  shall  be 
entitled  to  certificates  upon  payment  of  the  certification  fee  and  without 
examination  as  to  their  qualifications. 

§  4  Dentists  now  practising.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person 
practising  dentistry  in  said  District  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
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act  to  make  application  to  said  board,  in  form  prescribed  by  said  board, 
for  certification,  and  present  tlie  certificates  thus  obtained  for  registra- 
tion to  tlie  healtti  officer  within  60  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 
Every  such  person  so  registering  may  continue  to  practise  without  incur- 
ring the  penalties  of  this  act. 

§  5  How  applicant  must  proceed.  That  persons  desiring  to  commence 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  said  District  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  first  obtain  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  board  of  dental 
examiners,  granted  under  authority  confeiTed  upon  said  board  by  §  3  of 
this  act,  and  present  the  same  to  the  health  officer  for  registration. 

§  0  Registration.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to 
register  all  persons  presenting  certificates  from  said  board  in  a  book 
kept  for  this  purpose,  and  indorse  upon  each  certificate  the  fact  and 
date  of  such  registration. 

§  7  Evidence  of  right  to  practise.  That  certificates  issued  and  in- 
dorsed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  evidence  of  the  right  of 
the  person  to  whom  granted  to  pi-actise  under  this  act. 

§  8  Penalty  for  violation;  act  construed.  That  any  one  who  shall 
practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  said  District  without 
having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
'jf  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  [$]  50  nor  moi-e  than  $200,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine 
shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  90  days,  said  fines, 
when  collected,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
credit  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  physicians  in  the  discharge  of  their 
professional  duties,  nor  with  students  pursuing  a  regular  uninterrupted 
dental  college  course  or  in  bona  fide  pupilage  with  a  registered  dentist. 

§  9  Fees;  expenses  of  board.  That  to  provide  a  fund  to  carry  out  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  board  of  dental  examiners  may 
charge  such  fees,  not  exceeding  $1  for  each  certificate  and  $10  for  each 
examination,  as  will  from  time  to  time,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board, 
approved  by  said  commissioners,  be  necessary.  From  such  fund  all  ex- 
penses shall  be  paid  by  the  board:  provided,  that  such  expense  shall  in 
10  case  exceed  the  balance  of  receipts.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Florida  unless 
such  person  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  from  a  board  of  dentists, 
duly  authorized  and  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to 
issue  certificates. 

§  828  Board  of  examiners.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  consist  of  five 
dental  graduates  or  practitioners  of  dentistry  appointed  by  the  governor: 
provided,  that  said  graduates  or  practitioners  have  been  practising  in  the 
state  of  Florida  for  a  term  not  less  than  three  years.

§  1  License  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  en- 
gage in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Georgia  unless  said  per- 
son shall  have  obtained  a  license  from  a  board  of  dental  examiners,  duly 
authorized  and  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  issue  licenses; 
provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  effect  the  right  under  the  laws  of  Georgia 
of  dentists  to  practise  dentistry  who  have  lawful  right  to  practise  den- 
tistry at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  2  Board  of  dental  examiners;  qualifications;  appointment;  term. 
That  a  board  of  examiners  is  hereby  created  to  be  linown  as  the  board 
of  dental  examiners  of  Georgia.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed l>y  the  governor  of  Georgia  upon  recommendation  of  the  Georgia 
state  dental  society  as  follows,  to  wit:  the  state  dental  society  shall 
nominate,  at  its  first  annual  meeting  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  10 
reputable  practising  dentists,  who  have  been  in  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  this  state  for  five  years  or  over  at  the  time  of  their  appointment,  five 
of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  state  dental  society  of  this  state,  and 
five  non-members.  From  such  names  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  per- 
sons who  shall  compose  the  board  of  dental  examiners  of  Georgia,  and 
hold  their  terms  for  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  according  to 
their  appointment  and  commission,  and  every  year  thereafter  said  dental 
society,  at  its  annual  meeting,  shall  select  four  names,  two  members  of 
such  society  and  two  non-members  who  shall  have  the  same  qualifications 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  members  previously  elected,  from  which 
uuml)er  the  governor  shall  appoint  one  person  to  be  a  member  of  said 
board  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  five  years;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  members  of  the  present  board 
serving  in  ofl3ce  to  the  end  of  the  period  for  which  they  were  elected,

tal society  for  the  year  1898,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. and- 
qualified,  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  made  the  members  of  said  board.  In 
case  of  vacancy  in  said  board,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
of  the  governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  Georgia 
state  dental  society. 
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§  3  Organization;  meetings;  duties.  That  it  shall  be  the  power  and 
duty  of  said  board  to  organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  its  members  presi 
dent  and  another  secretary  and  treasurer;  to  meet  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  commenqement  of  each  dental  college  in  this  state  in  the  place 
where  such  college  may  be  located,  and  also  to  meet  annually  regularly

all  the  acts  and  doings  of  said  board;  to  have  and  use  a  seal  bearing  the 
name.

§  4  Address  of  members.  That  each  member  of  the  board  shall,  upon 
his  qualification,  file  with  the  secretary  and  treasurer  his  postoffice 
address  and  thereafter  a  notice  of  any  change  therein.  Any  notice  sent 
to  the  address  so  on  file  shall  be  deemed  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  act  as  to  notice  to  them. 

§  5  Records  of  board.  That  all  books  of  said  board  shall  be  books 
of  pubhc  record,  and  at  all  times,  except  on  Sunday  and  public  holidays, 
be  kept  open  to  public  inspection.

All  certified  copies  shall 
be  certified  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer. 

§  6  Examination.  That  said  board  shall  examine  all  applicants  fur- 
nishing satisfactory  evidence  of  having  graduated  from  a  school  of  den- 
tistry whose  term  and  curriculum  is  equal  to  that  of  a  majority  of  Schools 
of  dentistry  of  the  United  States,  or  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence 
of  having  been  licensed  after  examination  by  any  other  state  board,  and 
if  such  applicant  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  a  license  to  practise  den- 
tistry shall  be  granted  to  the  applicant. 

§  7  Revocation  of  license.  That  if  any  dentist  shall  be  guilty  of 
cruelty,  incapacity,  unskilfulness,  gross  negligence,  indecent  conduct  to- 
ward patients,  or  any  such  professional  misbehavior,  or  show  unfitness 
upon  the  part  of  the  dentist  to  practise,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction,  in  any  court  of  this  state  having  jurisdiction  of  such 
offenses,  shall  be  fined  as  prescribed  in  §  1039  of  v.  3  of  the  code  of  1895, 
and  his  license  to  practise  dentistry  shall  be  revoked  by  the  board. 

§  8  Penalty  for  false  statement.  That  any  dentist  or  any  person  who 
shall  at  any  hearing  before  the  board,  either  by  himself  or  by  his  pro- 
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curement,  make  any  false  statement  or  misrepresentation  with  intent  to 
deceive  or  mislead  said  board,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  said  offense,  be  fined  as 
prescribed  in  §1039  of  v.  3  of  the  code  of  1895,  and  such  dentist's  license 
to  practise  shall  be  revoked  by  the  board. 

§  9  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  who,  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  in 
this  state,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  as  prescribed  in  §1039  of  v.  3  of  the  code  of 
Georgia  of  1895;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  any  person  from  extracting  teeth  without  fee  or  reward. 

§  10  License  fee;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report. 
That  in  order  to  provide  the  means  for  carrying  out  and  maintaining  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  board  of  examiners  may  charge  in  advance 
each  person  applying  to  or  appearing  before  it  for  each  entire  examina- 
tion for  license  to  practise  dentistry,  a  fee  of  $10  which  in  no  case  shall 
be  refunded  to  the  applicant.  Out  of  the  funds  coming  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  board  when  so  collected  the  members  of  the  board  may  receive 
as  compensation  the  sum  of  $4  each  for  each  day  actiially  engaged  in  the 
duties  of  their  office,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending 
the  meetings  of  the  board  or  in  prosecuting  cases.  Said  expenses  shall 
be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of  said  board  shall  ever 
be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All  money  received  in  excess  of  said 
expenses  above  provided  for  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  the  board 
as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board,  he  giving  such 
bonds  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  the  board  shall  prescribe.  The  said  board  shall  make  an 
annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  Georgia  state  dental  society,  to- 
gether with  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  the  said  board  pursuant 
to  this  act;  provided,  that  should  an  amoimt  exceed  $300  be  at  any  time 
accumulated  over  and  above  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the  board,  all 
moneys  in  excess  of  this  amount  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school 
funds  of  the  state. 

§  11  Beg^istration.  That  all  persons  licensed  by  said  board  to  practise 
dentistry  shall  cause  such  license  to  be  registered  by  the  clerk  of  the  supe- 
rior court  in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such  persons  may  desire  to 
engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  said  clerk  of  the  court  shall  issue  ji 
certificate  to  that  effect,  and  receive  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  same.  Any  failure, 
neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  holding  such  license  to  regis- 
ter the  same  with  the  clerk  of  court  as  above  directed  for  a  period  of 
six  months  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  license,  and  no  license  when 
once  forfeited  shall  be  restored  except  upon  the  payment  to  said  board  of 
examiners  [of]  the  sum  of  $10.  The  temporary  license  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  need  not  be  recorded. 

§  12  Quorum  of  board.  That  three  members  of  said  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shoul(f  a  quorum 
not  be  present  upon  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  those  present  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  is  present. 

§  13  Temporary  license.  That  in  cases  where  a  person  is  entitled  to  an 
examination  for  a  license,  one  member  of  said  board  may  examine  him 
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and  furnish  a  temporary  license  to  any  applicant  to  practise  dentistry  until 
tlie  next  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  board,  when  he  shall  report  the  fact, 
at  which  time  the  temporary  license  shall  expire,  but  such  temporary 
license  shall  not  be  granted  by  a  member  of  the  board  after  the  board 
has  rejected  the  applicant.  For  conducting  such  examination,  the  mem- 
ber of  said  board  conducting  the  said  examination  may,  in  advance, 
charge  and  receive  a  fee  of  $5,  to  be  applied  to  his  own  use  for  his  ser- 
\'ices  in  examining  the  applicant.  No  other  fee  shall  be  charged  for  grant- 
ing the  temporary  license. 

§  14  Another's  license.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practise  dentistry  or  do  any  dental  operation  under  the  protection  of 
another's  license. 

§  15  Dentistry  defined.  That  all  persons  shall  be  held  to  be  practising 
dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  charge  a  fee  or  salary, 
or  other  reward  be  paid  either  to  him  or  another  person,  for  operations 
or  parts  of  operations  of  any  kind  in  the  treatment  of  diseases,  or  lesions 
of  human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  extract  teeth,  or  in  corrections  of  the  mal- 
positions thereof;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  regu- 
larly licensed  physicians  in  extracting  teeth  and  charging  a  fee  therefor, 
01-  performing  surgical  operations. 

§  16  Dentists  exempt  from  jury  duty.  That  all  dentists  in  the  actual 
practice  of  their  profession  in  this  state  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  exempt 
from  jury  duty;  provided,  that  this  exemption  shall  not  operate  to  dis- 
qualify those  dentists  who  may  wish  to  serve.

§  837  Certificate  necessary.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  practise  dentistry  in  the 
republic  of  Hawaii  except  upon  a  certificate  issued  from  a  board  of  dental 
examiners. 

§  838  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  board  of 
dental  examiners  shall  consist  of  three  members,  namely,  one  physician 
and  two  dentists  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  minister  of  the  interior, 
and  whose  first  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one,  two  and  three  years  and 
thereafter  shall  hold  office  for  three  years.  The  said  board  to  act  without 
compensation. 

§  839  Dentists  of  two  years'  practice.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board

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§  840  Certificate  to  practising  dentists  on  examination.  It  shall  be

§  1  Certificate  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is 
not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  in  this  state  to  commence  such  practice  unless  he  or  she 
shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of  examiners  to 
consist  of  five  practising  dentists  of  known  skill  and  ability  is  hereby  cre- 
ated, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor  from  the  dental  profession  of  the  state.  The  term  for  which 
the  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  oflice  shall  be  three  years 
respectively,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. Of  the  first  board  to  be  appointed,  two  shall  hold  oflice  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years.

§  1  Who  may  practise;  diploma.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state,  to  commence  such  practice  unless  such 
person  shall  have  received  a  diploma  from  the  faculty  of  some  reputable 
dental  college,  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  some  other 
of  the  United  States,  or  by  the  laws  of  some  foreign  country  in  which 
college  or  colleges  there  was  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  such  diploma  an- 
nually delivered  a  full  course  of  lectures  and  instruction  in  dental  surgery; 
provided,  that  any  person  removing  into  this  state,  who  shall  have  been 
for  a  period  of  10  years  prior  to  such  removal,  a  practising  dentist,  and, 
provided,  also,  that  any  person  holding  the  diploma  of  doctor  of  medicine 
from  any  reputable  medical  college  shall  be  entitled  to  practise  dentistry 
in  this  state  upon  obtaining  a  license  for  that  purpose  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  physician 
or  surgeon  from  extracting  teeth. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners.  A  board  of  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  prac- 
tising dentists,  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  tne 
purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.

§  4  Registration  with  state  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  per-

§  1  License  necessary.  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  practise  dentistry  in  Indiana  who  has  not  first  obtained  a  license  so 
to  do  as  hereinafter  provided, 

§  2  Board  of  examiners.  A  board  of  examiners  consisting  of  five 
reputable  practising  dentists  shall  be  appointed  on  or  before  the  last 
Tuesday  of  June,  1899,  and  biennially  thereafter,  one  by  the  governor, 
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one  by  the  state  board  of  health  and  three  by  the  Indiana  state  dental 
association,  said  board  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  date 
of  such  appointment.  When  convened,  said  board  shall  examine  all 
applications,  issue  certificates  thereon,  and  also  may  examine  all  appli- 
cants for  certificates  of  qualification  and  issue  such  certificates  to  all  such 
applicants  as  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination. 

§  3  Present  board  continued.  The  state  board  of  dental  examiners 
now  in  existence  shall  continue  as  now  constituted  until  said  board  shall 
have  been  reorganized,  as  provided  in  §  2  of  this  act. 

§  4  Certificate  on  diploma;  fee.  After  this  law  goes  into  effect  any 
person  desiring  to  begin  the  practice  of  dentistry  shall  procure  from  the 
state  board  of  dental  examiners  a  certificate  that  such  person  is  entitled 
to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Indiana,  and  in  order  to  procure  such 
certificate  tlie  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  state  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners his  diploma  with  an  affidavit  setting  forth  the  time  and  under  what 
circumstances  said  diploma  was  received,  and  that  the  aflSant  is  the  per- 
son to  whom  such  diploma  was  issued.

All  persons  practising  dentistry  in  the 
state  of  Indiana  when  tliis  law  goes  into  effect  and  desiring  to  continue 
the  same  shall  within  90  days  thereafter  obtain  a  license  by  tendering 
to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  they  reside  the 
certificate  of  registration  or  permit  issued  by  the  state  Doard  of  dental 
examiners  held  by  them,  or  by  exhibiting  to  such  clerli  the  record  of 
such  certificate  in  the  recorder's  office  of  the  county  of  their  residence, 
which  certificate  or  record,  when  presented  to  the  clerk,  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  a  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Indiana.

manner  as  the  board  shall  provide,  and  if  he  shall  pass  such  examination 
satisfactorily  to  the  board  he  shall  receive  a  certificate  the  same  as  if 
he  presented  a  satisfactory  diploma  and  other  evidences  of  qualification 
for  the  practice  of  dentistry.  But  if  he  should  fail  to  pass  such  examina- 
tion he  shall  be  permitted  to  submit  to  another  examination  within  12 
months  from  the  time  of  the  first  examination.  He  shall  pay  to  the  state 
board  of  dental  examiners  the  sum  of  $20  for  such  examination:  provided 
however  that  the  fee  for  a  reexamination  or  for  any  subsequent  examina-

§  7  License,  how  obtained.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  by  the 
applicant  from  the  state  board,  the  applicant  shall  upon  presentation 
thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides 
receive  from  such  clerk  a  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of 
Indiana.

§  8  Chang'e  of  residence.  In  case  of  change  of  residence  from  one 
county  to  another  within  this  state  the  holder  of  a  dentist's  license  shall 
obtain  a  new  license  in  the  county  where  he  proposes  to  reside  by  filing 
with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  the  license  obtained  by  him  in  the 
county  in  which  he  last  resided  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  on 
the  presentation  of  his  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners, and  the  clerk  shall  issue  him  a  new  license. 

§  9  Form  of  license.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  in  which  an  applicant  resides  or  proposes  to  locate 
to  issue  to  the  person  presenting  such  certificate  as  hereinbefore  provided 
n  license  over  his  ofiicial  seal  in  the  following  form.     .     . 

§  10  Registration.  The  clerk  shall  enter  of  record  the  name,  age,  place 
of  birth  and  address  of  the  applicant,  and  the  person  so  registering  shall 
subscribe  to  and  verify  by  oath  before  the  clerk  an  affidavit  concerning 
such  facts,  which  if  wilfully  false  shall  subject  the  affiant  to  conviction  for 
perjury. 

§  11  Keport  to  state  board.  The  clerk  shall  furnish  annually  on  the 
first  day  of  January  to  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  such  board  a  duplicate  list  of  all  certificates  received  and 
licenses  issued  by  him  during  the  preceding  year,  and  shall  include  therein 
the  date  of  issue  of  such  license  and  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the 
person  receiving  the  same. 

§  12  Removal.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any 
member  of  the  board  for  incompetency,  gross  immorality,  for  any  abuse 
of  his  official  power,  or  for  any  other  good  cause,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy 
occasioned  by  removal,  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  by  appointment. 
Any  person  appointed  to  fill  any  vacancy  on  such  board,  whether  caused 
by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise,  shall  hold  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  the  member  whose  place  he  is  appointed  to  fill. 

§  13  Meetings  of  board;  organization.  The  board  of  dental  examiners 
shall  hold  regular  meetings,  at  such  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  and  the  second  Tuesday  of  June  of 
each  year,  and  as  often  in  addition  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transac- 
tion of  such  business  as  may  properly  come  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  it  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations 
In  accordance  with  this  act.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  any  three  members  of  the  board  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  call.  The  board  shall  elect  a  president  and 
secretary,  and  the  secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  treasurer  of  the  board. 
For  their  services  the  members  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $10  per  day  and 
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their  traveling  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  attendance  upon  meetings. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  keep  a  record  of  all  applications  for 
cei'tiflcates,  and  such  record  shall  contain  all  the  facts  set  forth  in  such 
applications,  including  the  action  of  the  board  thereon,  and  said  board 
may  employ  a  clerli  and  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  work. 

§  14  Members  may  administer  oaths;  enforcement  of  act.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners  are  authorized  to  administer 
oaths  in  matters  regarding  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  The 
said  board  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  this  act,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  on  the  complaint  of  the  board 
or  any  member  thereof,  to  prosecute  any  violation  of  this  act.  And  any 
prosecuting  attorney  who  upon  receipt  from  the  board  or  any  member 
thereof  of  an  affidavit  charging  any  person  within  his  jurisdiction  of  a 
violation  of  the  dental  laws  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  or  any  of  them,  who 
shall  fail  to  prosecute  such  offender  criminally  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach 
of  official  duty. 

§  15  Schedule  of  minimum  requirements.  The  board  shall  from  time 
to  time  establish  and  record  in  a  record  kept  by  them  for  that  purpose 
a  schedule  of  the  minimum  requirements  which  must  be  complied  with 
by  applicants  for  certificates  to  practise  dentistry  before  they  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  a  certificate. 

§  16  Rules  of  recognition.  The  board  shall  also  in  like  manner  estab- 
lish atid  cause  to  be  recorded  in  such  record  a  schedule  of  the  minimum 
requirements  and  rules  for  the  recognition  of  dental  colleges,  so  as  to 
keep  these  requirements  not  lower  than  the  average  standard  of  dental 
education  in  other  states.  After  the  year  1899  no  change  shall  be  made 
in  such  schedule  of  requirements  in  any  year  after  the  month  of  January 
of  such  year.  Nor  shall  any  change  be  made  to  have  any  retroactive 
effect,  or  that  shall  affect  students  theretofore  matriculated.  Such  record 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  examination  by  the  public. 

§  17  Beciprocal  recognition.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
and  establish  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  reciprocal  recognition 
of  certificates  issued  by  other  states,  and  to  prevent  unjust  and  arbitrary 
examinations  by  other  states  of  graduates  in  dentistry  from  dental  col- 
leges in  this  state  who  have  fulfilled  its  requirements. 

§  18  Board  determines  fitness.  Where  an  application  for  a  certificate 
is  made  and  a  diploma  submitted  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  determine  from  the  evidence  presented  whether  such 
diploma  rightfully  belongs  to  and  was  issued  to  the  person  making 
application  for  the  certificate,  and  whether  the  dental  college  that  issued 
the  diploma  maintains  a  standard  of  dental  education  conforming  to  that 
fixed  by  the  board,  and  whether  the  application  otherwise  complies  with 
the  rules  of  the  board.  If  these  facts  are  shown  by  competent  evidence, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  issue  a  certificate  signed  by  its  presi- 
dent and  secretary,  and  over  its  official  seal,  stating  that  the  person  ap- 
plying for  such  certificate  and  possessing  such  diploma  is  entitled  to  a 
license  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

§  19  Misrepresentation.  The  board  shall  have  the  right  to  review  the 
evidence  upon  which  a  license  has  been  obtained,  and,  if  it  shall  be  found 
that  a  license  has  been  obtained  by  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  the  board 
shall  revoke  such  license. 
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§  20  Persons  not  licensed.  The  board  may  refuse  to  grant  a  certifi- 
cate to  any  person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross  immorality  or  addicted  to  the 
liquor  or  drug  habit  to  such  a  degree  as  to  render  him  unfit  to  practise 
dentistry,  or  to  any  person  who  may  be  found  by  the  board  to  be  insane; 
and  may  after  notice  and  hearing  revoke  a  certificate  and  any  license 
which  may  have  been  granted  thereon  for  like  cause.  An  appeal  may 
be  taken  from  the  action  of  the  board  to  the  circuit  or  superior  court  of 
the  county  in  which  the  certificate  was  refused  or  revoked  by  the  board, 
upon  the  applicant  giving  a  good  and  satisfactory  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$200,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  to  secure  the  costs  of  such  appeal 
should  the  appeal  be  determined  against  him, 

§  21  Prosecuting  officer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  genera] 
and  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  court  to  which  an  appeal  from  any 
action  of  the  board  may  be  taken  to  represent  the  board  in  any  such  ap- 
peal; and  in  case  such  board  shall  be  sustained  upon  appeal,  a  fee  of  $20 
shall  be  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  costs  of  the  appeal  in  favor  of  the  prosecut- 
ing attorney. 

§  22  Act  construed.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  commissioned 
officer  of  the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine  hospital  service  in  the 
discharge  of  his  official  duties,  nor  to  any  dentist  who  is  legally  qualified 
to  practise  in  the  state  or  territory  in  which  he  resides,  when  in  actual 
consultation  with  a  local  practitioner  of  this  state;  nor  to  any  dentist 
residing  on  the  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and  duly  authorized  to  prac- 
tise dentistry  under  the  laws  thereof,  whose  practice  extends  into  the 
borders  of  this  state:  provided  that  such  practitioner  shall  not  open  an 
office  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or  solicit  practice  within  the 
limits  of  this  state. 

§  23  Physicians  and  surgeons.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  licensed 
physicians  or  surgeons,  who  ai'e  hereby  authorized  to  extract  teeth  and  to 
perform  surgical  operations  at  their  usual  office,  residence  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  their  ordinary  practice  whenever  in  their  judgment  the  same 
may  be  necessary. 

§  24  Practice  defined.  To  open  an  office  for  such  purpose,  or  to  an- 
nounce to  the  public  in  any  way  an  intention  to  practise  dentistry  in  any 
county  in  the  state,  shall  be  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  25  Temporary  permit.  Any  three  members  of  the  board  may  grant 
a  permit  to  practise  dentistry  to  any  person  who  shall  possess  a  diploma 
or  who  shall  have  attended  not  less  than  two  years  at  a  reputable  dental 
college  recognized  by  the  board  and  who  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of 
the  board  his  application  therefor;  but  such  permit  shall  by  its  terms  be 
limited  to  some  specified  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  a  year,  and  no 
second  permit  shall  be  granted  to  the  same  person. 

§  26  Temporary  license  granted  thereon.  The  holder  of  a  permit  shall 
not  be  authorized  to  practise  dentistry  thereon  until  the  same  has  been 
presented  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  ap- 
plicant proposes  to  practise  and  a  temporary  license  shall  have  been  issued 
thereon,  which  license  shall  show  upon  its  face  the  time  of  the  expiration 
of  the  authority  given  by  the  board  to  practise  dentistry,  for  which  license 
the  same  fee  shall  be  paid  as  for  other  dental  licenses.  Nor  shall  any  per- 
mit authorize  the  issiiance  of  a  license  which  does  not  on  its  face  show  the 
time  at  which  it  expires. 
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§  27  Penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  dentistry  in  this  state 
Tvithout  having  a  license  duly  issued  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be 
<leemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $200. 

§  28  Annual  report.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
governor  and  Indiana  state  dental  association.

§  2597  Board  of  examiners;  ofilcers;  meetings;  examinations;  license; 
reports.  The  board  of  dental  examiners  shall  consist  of  five  practising 
dentists,  who  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  continuous  practice  of  their 
profession  in  the  state  for  five  years  or  over,  one  of  whom  shall  be  ap- 
pointed annually  by  the  governor,  and  hold  his  office  for  five  years  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  August  following  and  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed; all  vacancies  occurring  to  be  filled  in  like  manner,  the  appointee 
to  hold  for  the  unexpired  term.  It  shall  organize  by  the  selection  of  one 
of  its  members  as  president  and  one  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  meet 
at  least  once  in  each  year  and  oftener,  as  may  be  necessary,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  it  may  select,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  such 
meetings  at  all  reasonable  times  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  It  shall  at 
any  regular  meeting  examine  each  applicant  touching  his  knowledge  and 
skill  in  dental  surgery,  and,  if  found  qualified  to  practise  dentistry,  issue 
a  license  therefor;  a  like  license  shall  be  issued  without  an  examination, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2,  to  any  graduate  of  a  reputable  dental 
school  or  department  of  a  college  or  university,  or  to  those  who  have  been 
in  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  for  six  years.  The  license  shall  be 
signed  by  each  member  of  the  board,  attested  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary, and,  when  thus  signed  and  attested,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  the  right  of  the  holder  to  practise  in  this  state.  Each  applicant  for  ex- 
amination shall  pay  a  fee  of  $10,  and,  out  of  any  funds  received  by  the 
board  as  authorized  in  this  chapter,  each  member  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  $5  for  each  day  he  is  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  office.  Any 
one  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  dentistry  shall,  on  or  before 
May  15  of  each  year,  pay  to  the  board  of  examiners  the  sum  of  $1  for 
which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  his  certificate,  unless  his  name  has 
been  stricken  from  the  register  for  violation  of  law.  Any  person  continu- 
ing to  practise  dentistry  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual 
renewal  of  registration  shall,  for  each  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
$10  for  each  calendar  month  during  which  he  is  so  delinquent;  but  in  no 
•event  shall  any  compensation  or  expenses  be  paid  from  any  other  source. 
Any  sum  remaining  after  the  payment  of  such  compensation  and  expenses 
shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August 
of  each  year,  by  the  treasurer,  who  shall,  on  assuming  his  office,  file  with 
the  secretary  of  state  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $1000.

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§  2598  Temporary  license.  Each  member  of  the  board  may  issue  a 
temporary  license  to  practise  dentistry,  upon  the  presentation  of  proper 
evidence  of  the  qualifications  required,  which  shall  remain  in  force  until 
the  adjournment  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  occurring 
thereafter. 

§  2599  License  required;  registration.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  without  a  license  from  the  board  of  examiners,  as 
above  required,  except  those  who  are  registered  practitioners  of  dentistry 
under  laws  heretofore  in  force,  but  this  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent licensed  or  registered  physicians  and  surgeons  extracting  teeth.

§  1  Diploma  necessary;  act  construed.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
in  the  state  of  Kansas  without  first  having  received  a  diploma  from  the 
faculty  of  some  reputable  dental  college,  school,  or  university  department, 
duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  or  some  other  of  the  United 
States,  or  by  the  laws  of  some  foreign  government,  and  in  which  college, 
school  or  university  department  there  was  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of 
such  diploma  annually  delivered  a  full  course  of  lectures  and  instructions 
in  dentistry  or  dental  surgery;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
apply  to  any  person  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
In  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
X>revent  physicians,  surgeons  or  others  from  extracting  teeth. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  authority.  A  board  of  examiners  consisting 
of  four  practising  dentists,  residents  of  this  state,  is  hereby  created,  who 
shall  have  authority  to  issue  certificates  to  persons  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  this  state  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  also  to  decide  upon  the  validity  of  such  diplomas  as  may  be 
subsequently  presented  for  registration,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3  Appointment;  term.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  except- 
ing that  the  members  of  the  board  first  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices 
as  follows:  two  for  two  and  two  for  four  years  respectively,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  appointed.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in 
said  board,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor. 
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§  4  Record;  org-anization.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  record,  in  which 
shall  be  registered  the  names  and  residence  or  place  of  business  of  all 
persons  authorized  under  this  act  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
in  this  state.  It  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  president,  and  one  secretary 
thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener 
and  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  A  majority  of 
the  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  proceedings 
thereof  shall  be  at  all  times  open  for  public  inspection. 

§  5  Certificate  on  diploma.  Any  person  desiring  to  commence  the 
practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  within  this  state  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  shall  before  commencing  such  practice  file  for  record  in  a  book 
kept  for  such  purpose  with  said  board  of  examiners  his  or  her  diploma,  or 
a  duly  authenticated  copy  thereof,  the  validity  of  which  said  board  shall 
have  power  to  determine.  If  accepted,  said  board  shall  issue  to  the  per- 
son holding  such  diploma  a  certificate  duly  signed  by  all  or  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  said  board,  and  which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  issued  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  set  forth  in  §  1  of 
this  act, 

§  6  Fees.  To  provide  for  the  proper  and  effective  enforcement  of  this 
act,  said  board  of  examiners  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees,  to  wit: 
for  each  certificate  issued  to  persons  in  practice  in  this  state  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  $3.  For  each  certificate  issued  to 
persons  not  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  $10. 

§  7  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  The  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  receive  the  compensation  of  $5  per  day  for  each 
day  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office,  which  together  with  all 
other  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  such  duties  shall 
be  paid  from  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  no  part  of  the  expenses  of  said  board  shall  at  any  time  be  paid  out 
of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance 
and  other  expenses  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special 
fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board,  he  giving  such  bond  as  the 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct;  and  such  board  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  governor  by  the  15th  day  of  December  of 
each  year,  together  with  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed 
by  them  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  act  by 
practising  or  attempting  to  practise  dentistry  within  the  state  without 
first  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less 
than  $10  nor  more  than  $100. 

§  9  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  pei'son  desiring  to  practise  den- 
tistry, and  not  holding  a  diploma  from  any  dental  school  or  college,  or 
university  department,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  examined  by  the  board  of 
examiners  provided  for  by  ch.  123  of  the  session  laws  of  1885  as  to  his 
qualifications  as  a  dentist,  upon  application  to  said  board,  said  application 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $20;  which  board  shall  fairly  and  impartially 
inquire  into  the  qualifications  of  said  person  with  reference  only  to  his 
knowledge  of  practical  dentistry;  and  if  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  cer-

§  2636  Certificate  or  diploma  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  hereafter  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
for  compensation  unless  such  person  has  received  a  diploma  from  the 
faculty  of  a  dental  college  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  or 
some  other  of  the  United  States,  or  a  foreign  country,  or  a  certificate  of 
qualification  issued  by  the  Kentucky  state  dental  association. 

§  2637  State  dental  association;  powers  of.  The  Kentucky  state  dental 
association  is  continued  under  its  present  organization,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  for  its  government  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  law,  and  may  prescribe  terms  of  qualification  for  the  admission  of 
members. 

§  2638  Board  of  examiners;  meetings.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the 
association,  according  to  its  by-laws,  a  board  of  five  examiners,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  association,  and  shall  have  practised  den- 
tistry for  five  years,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  the  length  of  time  provided  by  the  by-laws. 
The  board  of  examiners  shall  meet  annually  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of 
the  association,  or  oftener,  at  the  call  of  any  three  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  examiners,  or  upon  the  application  of  any  one  desiring  to 
practise  dentistry. 

§  2039  Quorum;  fees.  Tlu*ee  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  charge  and  collect  from 
each  person  who  receives  a  certificate  to  commence  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,  which  may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
necessary  expenses  of  the  board,  and  if  there  remains  any  balance  it  shall 
Ije  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  association  and  kept  as  a  fund  to  aid  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  law.

Any  person  hereafter 
desiring  to  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  shall,  be- 
fore he  commences  to  practise,  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  before 
the  board  of  examiners  herein  mentioned,  or  file  for  record  with  the  board 
of  examiners,  in  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  his  diploma,  or  a  duly 
authenticated  copy  thereof.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  diploma,  or  standing 
a  satisfactory  examination,  the  board  shall  issue  to  such  person  a  certifi- 
cate, duly  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board,  or  a  majority  thereof. 
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which  certificate,  when  registered  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  entitle  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  granted  the  right  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  sur- 
gery in  this  state.

§  1  Certifi.cate  or  diploma  necessary.  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  practise  dentistry  in  the 
state  of  Louisiana,  unless  said  person  has  graduated  and  received  a  di- 
ploma from  a  recognized  faculty  of  a  dental  college  chartered  under  the 
authority  of  some  one  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  have  obtained  a  certifi- 
cate from  a  board  of  examining  dentists  duly  authorized  by  this  act  to 
issue  such  certificates,  and  all  such  certificates  must  be  registered  with  the 
board  of  health. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  appointment.  That  the  board  of  examining 
dentists  shall  consist  of  five  dental  graduates,  practitioners  of  dentistry  or 
medical  graduates,  practitioners  of  dentistry  or  medical  graduates  prac- 
tising dentistry,  who  are  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Louisiana  state 
dental  society,  and  have  been  practising  in  the  state  of  Louisiana  for  a 
term  not  less  than  three  years.

§  1  Certificate  necessary;  penalty  for  violation.  No  person  shall  prac- 
tise, attempt  to  practise,  or  hold  himself  out  to  be  a  practitioner  of  den- 
tistry or  dental  surgery  until  he  or  she  shall  have  first  received  a  certifi- 
cate as  hereinafter  provided;  and  whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  25,  nor  more  than  $100  for  each 
offense.  This  section  shall  take  effect  three  months  after  the  approval  of 
this  act 
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§  2  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of  examiners 
to  consist  of  five  dentists  of  good  standing,  who  have  been  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  this  state  not  less  than  five  years,  is  hereby  created.

§  1  Certificate  necessary.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  prac- 
tise dentistry  in  this  state  unless  such  person  shall  have  obtained  a  certifi- 
cate, as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term.  There  shall  be  a 
state  board  of  dental  examiners,  which  shall  consist  of  six  practising  den- 
tists of  recognized  ability  and  honor,  who  have  held  regular  dental  di- 
plomas for  five  years,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor  out  of  a  list  of  nine  dentists  proposed  by  the 
Maryland  state  dental  association,  and  chosen  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  of  said  association  present  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
of  which  meeting  two  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given.  The  term  for  which 
the  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  oflice  shall  be  for  six  years,

Any  graduate  of  a 
regular  college  of  dentistry  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  examining  board, 
be  registered  without  being  subjected  to  an  examination. 

§  5  Certificates.  All  certificates  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  signed  by 
Its  officers  and  bear  its  seal. 

§  6  Tem^porary  certificate.  A  temporary  certificate  for  a  specified  timef

§  8  Fees.  A  fee  of  $10  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  by 
any  applicant  for  examination  and  registi'ation,  which  money  shall  be 
used  towards  paying  the  expenses  of  the  board. 

§  9  Practice  of  dentistry  defined.  Every  person  shall  be  said  to  be

§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  term.  The  governor  of  the 
commonwealth  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  shall  appoint, 
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after  the  passage  of  this  act,  five  skilled  dentists  of  good  repute,  residing 
and  doing  business  within  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  registration  in  dentistry;  but  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve 
on  said  board  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  been  regularly  graduated 
from  some  reputable  medical  or  dental  college  duly  authorized  to 
grant  degrees  in  dentistry,  or  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  10  years  previous  to  his  appoint- 
ment: provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  said 
board  who  is  in  any  way  pecuniarily  connected  with  any  dental  college 
or  dental  department  of  any  college  or  university.  The  term  for  which 
the  members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their  office  shall  be  three  years,  ex- 
cept that  two  of  the  members  of  the  board,  first  to  be  appointed  under  this 
act,  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  two  for  the  term  of  two 
years  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years  respectively,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  oc- 
curring in  said  board  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  in  con- 
formity with  this  section.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed 
from  office  for  cause,  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council.

Every  person 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  within  this  commonwealth  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  and  who  shall  so  register  with  said  board  as  a 
practitioner  of  dentistry  shall  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  may 
continue  to  practise  without  incurring  any  of  the  liabilities  or  penalties 
provided  in  this  act. 

§  4  Certificate  on  examination.  All  persons  who  shall  have  attained 
the  age  of  21  years,  not  provided  for  in  §  3,  may  appear  before  said  board  at 
any  of  its  regular  meetings  and  be  examined  with  reference  to  their 
knowledge  and  skill  in  dentistry  and  dental  surgery;  and  if  the  examina- 
tion of  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  prove  satisfactory  to  said  board, 
the  board  shall  issue  to  such  persons  as  it  finds  to  possess  the  requisite

§  8  Misrepresentation.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  claim  or  pretend 
to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  license  granted  by  any  board  organized 
under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  falsely  and 
with  intent  to  deceive  the  public,  claim  or  pretend  to  be  a  graduate  from 
any  incorporated  dental  college,  or  who  shall  practise  dentistry  without 
obtaining  a  certificate  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  as  provided  in  §  5. 

§9  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  practising 
physician  who  is  a  graduate  from  the  medical  department  of  any  incor- 
porated college.

§  639  License  necessary.  From  and  after  Sep.  1,  1889,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state,  unless  he  shall 
first  have  obtained  a  certificate  of  registration  thereto,  and  filed  the  same, 
or  a  certified  copy  thereof  with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the 
county  of  his  residence,  all  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  640  Dentists  defined.  All  persons  shall  be  said  to  be  practising  den- 
tistry within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  for  a  fee  or  salary,  or 
other  reward  paid  either  to  himself  or  to  another  person  for  operations 
or  parts  [of]  operations  of  any  kind,  treat  diseases  or  lesions  of  the 
human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  correct  malpositions  thereof.  But  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  taken  to  apply  to  acts  of  bona  fide  students  of  den-^ 
tistry  done  in  the  pursuit  of  clinical  advantages  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  preceptor  or  a  licensed  dentist  in  this  state  during  the  period 
of  their  enrolment  in  a  dental  college  and  attendance  upon  a  regular  unin- 
terrupted course  in  such  college. 

§  641  Board  of  examiners;  term.  A  board  of  examiners  to  consist  of 
five  resident  practising  dentists  is  hereby  created  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 
members  of  the  first  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  consist 
of  the  members  of  the  present  board  of  dental  examiners,  existing  under 
ch.  199  of  the  general  laws  of  1885,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  as  mem- 
bers of  such  new  board  for  the  term  for  which  they  were  appointed  under 
said  former  act,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed.

It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Minnesota  state  dental  association  after  Sep.  1, 
1889,  annually  prior  to  Aug.   10,   to  present  to  the  governor  the  names 
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of  twice  as  rnauy  practising  dentists  resident  in  this  state  as  there  are 
regular  members  to  be  appointed  of  said  board  prior  to  Sep.  1,  in  the  fol- 
lowing year.

All  persons  successfully  passing  such 
examinations  shall  be  registered  as  licensed  dentists  in  the  board  register 
provided  for  in  §  4  and  shall  also  receive  a  certificate  of  such  enregistra- 
tion.  said  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board.     The  examination  fee  shall  in  no  case  be  refunded. 

§  646  Begistration.  Recipients  of  said  certificate  of  enregistration 
shall  present  the  same  for  record  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the 
county  in  which  they  reside,  and  shall  pay  a  fee  of  50  cents  to  said  clerk 
for  the  registration  of  the  same.  Said  clerk  shall  record  said  certificate 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  him  for  that  purpose.

Such  payment  shall  be  made  prior  to  May  1  in  each 
and  every  year,  and  in  case  of  default  in  such  payment  by  any  person,  his 
certificate  may  be  revoked  by  the  board  of  examiners  upon  20  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  considering  such  revocation.  But  no 
license  shall  be  revoked  for  such  non-payment  if  the  person  so  notified 
shall  pay  before  or  at  such  consideration  his  fee  and  such  penalty  as  may 
be  imposed  by  said  board,  provided,  that  said  board  may  impose  a  pen- 
alty of  $5  and  no  more  on  any  so  notified  as  a  condition  of  allowing  his 
license  to  stand.  Provided,  further,  that  said  board  of  examiners  may 
collect  any  such  dues  by  suit. 

§  649  Compensation  of  board.  Out  of  tlie  funds  coming  into  the  pos- 
■session  of  the  board,  the  members  of  said  board  may  receive,  as  com- 
pensation, the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the  duties 
of  their  office,  and  mileage  at  3  cents  per  mile  for  all  distance  necessarily 
traveled  in  going  to  and  coming  from  meetings  of  the  board.  Said  ex- 
penses shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  assessments  received  by  the  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other 
expenses  of  the  board  shall  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All 
moneys  received  in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance  and  mileage  as 
above  provided  for  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  special 
fund  for  meeting  expenses  of  said  board  and  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  he  giving  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time 
■direct.  And  said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  the  proceedings 
to  tlie  governor  by  the  15th  of  December  of  each  year,  which  report  shall 
•contain  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them  pursu- 
ant to  this  act. 

§  650  Penalties  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  may  be  fined  not  less  than  $20,  nor  more  than  $100,  or  to  be 
confined  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  three  months  in  the 
county  jail,  or  both.  And  all  fines  thus  received  shall  be  paid  into  the 
common  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which  such  conviction  takes  place. 
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§  G51  Fraud.  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  or  falsely  claim  or  pre- 
tend to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  enregistration,  diploma  or  degree 
granted  by  a  society  or  by  said  board,  or  who  shall  falsely  and  with  the- 
intent  to  deceive  the  public,  claim  or  pretend  to  be  a  graduate  from  any 
itcorporated  dental  college,  not  being  such  graduate,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided 
in  §  9  of  this  act. 

§  G52  Jurisdiction,  of  courts.  Justice  of  the  peace  and  the  respective 
municipal  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  violations  of  this  act.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  county  attorneys  to  prosecute  all  vio- 
lations of  this  act. 

§  053  Successor  of  former  board.  All  effects  and  property  whatsoever 
of -the  board  of  dental  examiners  created  by  said  act  of  Mar.  3,  1SS5» 
shall,  on  said  first  day  of  September,  1S89,  be  and  become  the  property 
of  the  board  of  examiners  created  by  this  act,  and  said  board  hereby  cre- 
ated is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legal  successor  of  the  board  created  by 
said  act  of  Mar.  3,  188q. 
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§  1527  Duty  to  obtain  license.  Every  person  who  desires  to  practise 
dentistry  must  obtain  a  license  to  do  so,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  1528  Board  of  dental  examiners  created.  The  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers is  hereby  created,  to  consist  of  five  practising  dentists,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire 
with  that  of  the  governor  appointing  them. 

§  1529  Oath  of  dental  examiners.  Each  person  appointed  as  a  member 
of  the  board  of  dental  examiners  shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution  for  state  officers,  and  shall  file  a  certificate 
thereof  in  the  office  of  the  secretay  of  state  within  15  days  after  his 
appointment. 

§  1530  Organization  of  dental  examiners.  After  the  members  of  the 
board  of  dental  examiners  have  qualified,  they  shall  meet  at  the  capitol 
of  the  state,  in  pursuance  of  a  call  to  be  made  by  the  governor,  and  or- 
ganize by  electing  a  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  from  among 
themselves. 

§  1531  License  upon  examination.  Everj*  person  who  desires  to 
practise  dentistry  must  apply,  in  writing,  to  the  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners for  a  license  to  do  so;  and,  unless  exempted  by  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  must  appear  before  the  board  and  be  examined  by  it  touch- 
ing his  learning  and  skill  in  dentistry,  and  if  he  be  found  to  possess 
sufficient  learning  and  skill  therein,  and  to  be  of  good  moral  character, 
the  board  shall  immediately  issue  to  him  a  license  to  practise  dentistry 
which  shall  be  signed  by  each  member  of  the  board  who  attends  the 
examination  and  approves  of  the  issuance  of  the  license. 
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§  1532  Examination;  when,  where  and  how  conducted.  The  board> 
of  dental  examiners  sball  meet  at  the  capitol  of  the  state  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants 
for  license  to  practise  dentistry;  and  it  shall  continue  in  session  until  all 
applicants  for  license  have  been  examined  and  their  examinations  have 
been  approved  or  disapproved.  All  examinations,  except  as  to  character, 
shall  be  upon  written  questions  and  answers,  and  three  members  of  the 
board  are  a  quorum  for  business. 

§  1533  Fee  for  examination.  Applicants  for  license  who  are  required 
to  be  examined  touching  their  learning  and  skill  in  dentistry,  must  pay 
a  fee  of  $10  to  the  board  of  dental  examiners  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  examination,  which  fee  shall  be  distributed  among  the  members 
of  the  board  as  their  compensation  in  such  proportion  as  the  board  may 
allow.  ' 

§  1534  License  to  existing  practitioners.  Each  person  now  engaged  ia 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  is  entitled  to  receive  a  license  there- 
for without  being  examined  touching  his  learning  or  slvill  in  dentistry, 
if  he  shall  apply  therefor  within  six  months  after  this  law  becomes 
operative  and  shall  pay  25  cents  for  its  issuance.  If  such  application  be 
made  within  the  time  prescribed  and  the  25  cents  be  paid,  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  dental  examiners  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  license 
to  practise  dentistry,  which  shall  be  signed  in  the  name  of  the  board  by 
him  as  secretary. 

§  1535  Temporary  license.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers may  examine  applicants,  orally  or  in  writing,  and  issue  a  tem- 
porary license  to  them  to  practise  dentistry,  which  shall  authorize  such 
practice  and  be  valid  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  board. 
But  one  temporary  license  shall  ever  be  issued  to  the  same  applicant. 

§  1536  License  must  be  recorded.  Every  person  who  receives  a  license 
to  practise  dentistry  must  file  it  for  record  in  the  oflice  of  the  cleric  of  the 
ch-cuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  reside  within  30  days  after  its 
issuance;  and,  if  he  fail  to  do  so,  he  shall  thereafter  be  liable  for  practising 
dentistry  without  license  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  unrecorded. 
"When  such  license  shall  be  tiled,  the  clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book 
In  which  the  licenses  of  physicians  are  recorded,  upon  the  payment  to 
him  of  the  lawful  fee;  and,  when  recorded,  the  original  shall  be  delivered, 
on  demand,  to  the  licensee. 

§  1537  Licenses  in  lieu  of  one  lost.  If  a  license  to  practise  dentistry 
be  issued  and  become  lost  or  destroyed,  the  board  of  dental  examiners 
may  issue  another  in  lieu  of  it,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the  loss  or 
destruction. 

§  1538  Board  of  dental  examiners  must  keep  a  record  of  its  proceed- 
ings. It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  of  dental  examiners  to  cause  its  secre- 
tary to  keep  a  complete  record  of  its  acts  and  proceedings,  and  to  pre- 
serve all  papers,  documents,  and  correspondence  received  by  the  board. 
and  relating  to  its  duties  and  office. 
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§  1539  Stationery,  blanks,  etc.  Such  stationery,  blank  books,  and 
forms  as  may  be  needed  by  the  board  of  dental  examiners  in  the  dis- 
<;hai-ge  of  its  duties  shall  be  furnished  to  it  by  the  board  of  public  con- 
tracts. 

§  1540  Members  of  the  board  may  be  removed;  vacancies  filled.  The 
governor  may  remove  any  or  all  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers, and  appoint  another  or  others  in  place  of  such  as  may  be  re- 
moved; and  may  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the 
board. 

§  1541  Physicians  may  extract  teeth.  Physicians  may  extract  teeth 
by  virtue  of  their  licenses  to  practise  medicine. 
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§  2  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a 
registered  dentist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  to  practise  dentistry  or 
dental  surgery  in  any  of  its  departments,  as  principal  or  agent,  in  the 
state  of  Missouri,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term;  organization; 
records;  annual  report.  The  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  from 
among  the  reputable  dentists  of  the  state,  all  of  whom  shall  have  been 
residents  of  the  state  for  at  least  five  years  and  of  at  least  five  years' 
experience  in  their  profession,  who  shall  be  known  and  styled  state  board 
of  dental  examiners  for  the  state  of  Missouri,  one  of  whom  shall  hold 
his  ofiice  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for 
four  years  and  one  for  five  years,  and  each  until  his  successor  shall  be  ap- 
'Pointed  and  qualified.  Each  year  thereafter  one  member  or  more,  as  may 
be  required,  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor be  appointed  and  qualified,  and  if  any  vacancy  occur  in  said  board 
another  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  thereof. 
Said  board  shall  have  full  powers  to  make  any  by-laws  and  necessary 
regulations  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  their  duties  under  this  act.  It 
shall  choose  one  of  Its  members  president  and  one  secretary,  and  shall 
hold  two  regular  meetings  each  j-ear  at  such  dates  and  places  as  may  be 
deemed  best.  Special  meetings  may  also  be  held  if,  in  the  judgment  of 
a  majority  of  the  board,  the  necessity  shall  arise.  A  majority  of  the 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said 
board  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  its  proceedings  and  a  full  register  of  all 
persons  licensed  and  certified  as  dentists  by  said  board,  which  shall  be 
piiblic  records,  and  at  all  times  open  to  inspection  as  such.  A  transcript 
of  any  of  the  entries  in  such  record,  certified  by  the  secretary  under  the 
seal  of  said  board  shall,  at  all  times  and  places,  be  competent  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  stated.  The  members  of  said  board. shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  and  hear  testimony  in  all  matters  relating  to  the

duties  imposed  upon  it  by  law.  Said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report 
of  its  proceedings  to  tbe  governor  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year. 

§  4  Dentists  now  practising.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who- 
Is  legally  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  who  shall  have  legally  qualified  as  such  prac- 
tising dentist  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Missouri  in  force  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  desiring  to  continue  such  practice,  to  file  with 
the  state  board  of  dental  examiners  his  certificate  of  registration,  as  re- 
ceived from  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  where  he  shall  have  registered, 
01  if  he  shall  have  registered  in  the  city  of  St  Louis,  then  his  certificate 
from  the  city  register  of  the  city  of  St  Louis,  Avithin  90  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  whereupon  the  board  shall  issue  to  such  person  a 
certificate  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $1:  provided,  that  the  board 
may,  in  any  case  which  they  deem  proper,  require  the  holder  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  registration  to  prove  that  he  or  she  is  the  lawful  possessor  of 
the  same,  and  that  said  certificate  was  obtained  without  fraud  or  false 
representation,  and  the  lawful  holder  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  herein  mentioned.  The  certificates  required  to- 
be  filed  with  the  board  under  this  section  may  be  presented  to  the  board 
by  letter  or  by  proxy,  and  the  board  shall  issue  its  certificate  as  though 
the  person  presenting  the  same  were  present. 

§  5  Certificate  on  diploma;  annual  registration.  Any  person  desiring 
to  p^ractise  dentistry  in  this  state  who  shall  have  received  a  diploma  from 
the  faculty  of  some  reputable  dental  college,  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  or  some  other  of  the  United  States,  in  which  college  or  colleges, 
there  was  at  the  time  of  issue  of  such  diploma  annually  delivered  a  full 
course  of  lectures  and  instruction  in  dental  surgery,  said  course  of  lectures 
to  be  not  less  than  a  period  of  six  months  each  year  for  three  separate 
years,  shall  present  his  diploma  to  said  board  for  verification  as  to  its 
genuineness.  If  the  diploma  is  found  to  be  genuine  and  the  person  therein 
named  be  the  person  claiming  and  presenting  the  same,  the  state  board  of 
dental  examiners  shall  issue  its  certificate,  signed  by  at  least  three  of  the 
members  thereof,  for  which  certificate  the  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
$2,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  offering  such  diploma  for  verification,  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  deemed  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of  the  lawful 
holder  of  the  same  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state.  Graduates  may  pre- 
sent their  diploma  and  aflidavit  as  required  by  this  section  by  letter  or  by 
proxy,  and  the  board  shall  issue  their  certificates  thereon,  as  though  the 
owner  of  the  diploma  was  present.  Such  affidavit  may  be  taken  before- 
any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  same  shall  be  attested 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  such  officer,  if  he  have  a  seal.  All  licensed 
dentists  shall,  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  November  of  each  year,  for- 
ward to  said  board  his  signature  and  address,  together  with  a  fee  of  $1, 
whereuiion  said  board  shall  register  such  licensed  dentist  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  renew  the  license  of  said  dentist  for  one  year 
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fiom  that  date.  Said  board  shall  be  authorized  to  ascertain  or  determine 
what  shall  constitute  a  dental  institution  in  good  standing,  and  may  malje 
-all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  that  purpose. 

§  6  Certificate  on  examination;  moral  character.  Any  and  all  persons 
"W'ho  shall  have  actually  studied  dentistry  in  this  state  for  three  years 
under  a  legally  registered  dentist,  or  who  may  have  a  license  from  the 
"tleutal  board  of  another  state,  and  who  shall  desire  to  practise  dentistry 
in  this  state  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  file  application,  in  writing, 
with  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  dental  examiners  for  examination 
and  license,  and  at  the  time  of  malving  such  application  shall  pay  the 
secretary  of  said  board  in  a  fee  of  $10;  and  each  applicant  shall  present 
himself  before  said  board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  his  application 
for  examination  shall  have  been  filed.  The  examination  shall  be  of  an  ele- 
mentary and  practical  character,  but  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the 
fitness  of  the  applicant  to  practise  dentistry.  The  examination  may  be 
written  or  oral,  or  both,  at  the  option  of  said  board,  and  shall  include  the 
following  subjects,  to  wit:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  med- 
ica,  therapeutics,  metallurgy,  histology,  pathology,  and  operative,  me- 
chanical, surgical  and  practical  dentistry.  All  persons  of  good  moral 
character,  who  shall  successfully  pass  such  examination,  shall  be  regis- 
tered and  licensed  by  said  board,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  such 
jcgistration  and  license,  duly  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  and  the  seal  of  said  board;  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
examination  fee  be  refunded.  If  an  applicant  shall  fail  to  pass  the  ex- 
amination, the  fee  for  a  subsequent  examination  shall  be  $5. 

§  7  Temporary  certificate.  Any  two  members  of  said  board  may  issue 
a  temporary  certificate  to  any  applicant  upon  the  presentation  by  such 
applicant  of  the  evidence  of  necessary  qualification  to  practise  dentistry, 
and  sucli  temporary  certificate  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  said  board  occurring  after  the  date  of  such  temporary 
certificate  and  no  longer.  Two  such  temporary  certificates  can  not  be 
issued  to  the  same  person. 

§  8  Registration;  penalty  for  failure.  No  person  having  received  a 
certificate  from  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners  in  the  manner  herein- 
before provided  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  a  dentist  in  any  county  of 
the  state  in  which  he  shall  locate,  or  into  which  he  shall  afterwards  re- 
move, until  he  shall  have  had  such  certificate  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  such  county,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  such  county  clerli  to  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
vided and  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  clerk  is  authorized  to  charge  a  fee 
of  50  cents  for  recording  each  certificate,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  offering 
such  certificate  for  record.  The  record  of  each  certificate  required  by  this 
act,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  that  the 
person  holding  it  is  a  registered  dentist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 
The  register  of  the  county  clerk  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  during 
business  hours.    Any  failure  or  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  per- 
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■son  holding  such  certificate  to  register  the  same  with  the  county  clerli 
as  above  directed  for  a  period  of  six  months,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of 
the  certificate  and  no  certificate  when  once  forfeited  shall  be  restored 
except  upon  the  payment  to  the  said  state  board  of  dental  examiners  the 
«vim  of  $25  as  a  penalty  for  such  neglect,  failure  or  refusal. 

§  9  Practice  of  dentistry  defined;  not  to  apply.  All  persons  shall  be 
said  to  be  practising  dentistry,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall 
for  a  fee,  salary  or  other  reward  paid  or  to  be  paid,  either  to  himself 
or  to  another  person,  perform  dental  operations  of  any  kind,  treat  dis- 
■eases  or  lesions  of  the  human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  attempt  to  correct  malposi- 
tions thereof.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to  apply 
to  acts  of  bona  fide  students  of  dentistry,  done  in  the  pursuit  of  clinical 
-ndvantages  while  in  attendance  upon  a  regular  course  of  study  in  a  repu- 
table dental  college,  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  preceptor,  who 
i?  a  licensed  dentist  in  this  state  or  to  legally  qualified  physicians  in  the 
xegular  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  10  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  secretary's  bond.  Out  of  the 
funds  coming  into  possession  of  said  board  as  above  specified,  the  members 
of  said  board  may  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  act- 
*ially  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  oflice  as  such  examiners,  and  a  mileage 
of  3  cents  per  mile  for  all  distance  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and 
■coming  from  the  meeting  of  said  board.  Said  expenses  shall  be  paid  from 
the  fees  and  assessments  received  by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  expense  of  said  board  shall  ever 
be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  received  in  excess  of  the 
said  per  diem  allowance  and  mileage  as  above  provided  for  shall  be  held 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special  fund  for  other  expenses  of  said 
board,  and  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  secretary  of 
said  board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  such  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  said  board  as  it  may 
direct. 

§  11  Penalty  for  violation;  prosecuting  oflBcer.  Any  person  who  shall 
practise,  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  without  a  license,  or  without 
Laving  his  license  renewed  as  provided  by  §  5  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $200,  or  by  confinement  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  20  days  nor  more  than  GO  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.  All  fines  thus  received  shall  be  paid  one  half 
into  the  common  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which  conviction  shall  be 
had  rind  the  remainder  to  such  board.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney  of  each  county  in  the  state  to  prosecute  every  case 
to  final  judgment  whenever  his  attention  shall  be  called  to  a  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  the  respective 
municipal  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  violations  of  this  act. 

§  12  Definitions.  Whenever  in  this  act  it  is  provided  that  any  duty 
-or  service  shall  be  performed  by  any  county  clerk,  such  duty  and  service 
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in  the  city  of  St  Louis  shall  be  performed  by  the  city  register  of  the  city 
of  St  Louis  as  if  said  officer  was  especially  named  to  perform  these  duties 
and  services,  and  said  register  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  there- 
for as  this  act  provides  shall  be  paid  to  county  clerlis:  provided  further, 
that  whenever  in  this  act  the  word  county  is  used  it  shall  include  th& 
city  of  St  Louis  the  same  as  if  said  city  were  especially  named. 

§  12a  Not  eligible  for  board.  That  no  professor,  director,  owner  or 
stockholder  of  any  dental  college  or  school  shall  be  appointed  or  be  a  mem- 
ber of  said  board.

§  620  Certificate  necessary.  It  shall  be  unla'»'*rjl  for  any  person  who 
1&  not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  this  state,  to  commence  such  practice  unless  he  or  she  shall 
have  obtained  a  certificate,  as  hereafter  provided. 

§  621  Board  of  dental  exam.iners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of 
dental  examiners,  to  consist  of  five  practising  dentists,  is  hereby  created, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carrj'  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  from  the  state  at  large.  The  term  for  which  the  members  of 
said  board  shall  hold  their  office  shall  be  five  years,  except  that  the  mem- 
bers of  said  board  first  appointed  under  this  act  shall  hold  their  office 
for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  and 
until  their  successors  be  duly  appointed,  the  tenures  of  which  terms  shall 
be  determined  by  lot.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  governoi',  from  tie  state  at  large.  Not  more  than 
two  members  of  the  said  board  shall  be  appointed  from  any  one  county. 
Each  person  appointed  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  dental  examiners 
shall  qualify  by  taliing  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  constitution  for  state 
officers. 

§  622  Official  seal;  organization.  Said  board  shall  provide  an  official 
seal.  The  first  meeting  of  said  board  shall  take  place  at  the  city  of 
Helena,  on  the  10th  day  of  May  1895.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its- 
members  president,  and  one  secretary  thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  and  at  such  times  and  places 
as  it  may  deem  necessary.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall,  at  all  times, 
constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  proceedings  thereof  shall,  at  all  reasonable 
times,  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

§  623  Dentists  now  practising.  Within  four  months  from  the  time 
this  act  takes  effect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  is  now  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state,  to  cause  his  or  her  name 
and  residence,  or  place  of  business,  to  be  registered  with  said  board  of  ex- 
aminers, who  shall  keep  a  book  for  that  purpose.  The  statement  of 
every  such  person  shall  be  verified  under  oath  before  a  notary  publle 
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or  justice  of  the  peace  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board 
of  examiners.  Every  person  who  shall  so  register  with  the  said  board 
as  practitioner  of  dentistry  shall  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  with- 
out examination,  and  may  continue  to  practise  as  such  without  incurring 
any  of  the  liabilities  or  penalties  provided  in  this  act,  and  shall  pay  to 
the  board  of  examiners  for  such  registration  and  certificate  the  fee  of  $3. 

§  624  Certificate  on  examination  or  by  diploma;  character  of  examin- 
ation. Any  person  or  persons  who  desire  to  begin  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry in  the  state  of  Montana  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  present 
a  diploma  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  the  board  of  examiners  for  their 
approval,  or  shall  appear  before  said  board  at  any  of  its  regular  or 
special  meetings  for  examination.  To  be  eligible  for  such  examination 
the  applicant  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  practised  den- 
tistry three  years,  or  having  been  a  bona  fide  student  for  three  years, 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  licensed  dentist.  The  examination 
shall  be  elementary  and  practical,  but  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the 
ability  of  the  applicant  to  practise  dentistry.'  It  shall  include  anatomy, 
physiology,  chemistry,  dental  medicine,  metallurgy,  histology,  pathology, 
operative,  surgical  and  mechanical  dentistry,  and  also  demonstrations  in 
operative  and  mechanical  dentistry.  If  the  examination  shall  prove  sat- 
isfactory to  said  board  of  dental  examiners,  they  shall  issue  a  certificate 
of  registration  to  the  person  examined.  Said  board  shall  indorse  as 
satisfactory  the  diploma  when  from  any  reputable  dental  college,  when 
satisfied  as  to  the  character  of  such  institution,  and  upon  the  holder  of 
such  diploma  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  or  her  right  to  the 
same.  All  certificates  issed  by  said  board  shall  be  signed  by  its  president 
and  secretary,  and  shall  have  its  official  seal  attached  thereto. 

§  625  Registration.  Every  person  who  shaU  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  from  said  board  shall  within  60  days  after  the  issuance  thereof 
cause  his  or  her  certificate  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  of 
his  or  her  residence,  or  with  the  clerlj  of  any  other  county  or  counties  in 
which  he  or  she  may  desire  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry.  The 
cleric  of  the  county  shall  charge  for  registering  such  certificate  the  regu- 
lar fee  for  such  services,  and  after  registering  the  certificate,  shall  return 
it  to  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  originally  issued.  Any  person 
who  shall  fail  to  register  his  or  her  certificate  shall  be  liable  for  prac- 
tising dentistry  without  license. 

§  626  Dental  register.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to 
keep  a  book  to  be  entitled  Dental  register,  which  book  shall  contain  a 
complete  alphabetical  list  of  all  certificates  of  registration  filed  in  his 
office,  and  which  book  shall  be  provided  with  columns,  giving  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  dentist,  together  with  the  date  of  the  certificate,  and 
the  date  of  its  filing  with  the  clerk,  and  the  date  of  revocation. 

§  627  Temporary  certificate.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers may,  upon  examination,  grant  a  certificate  to  an  applicant  to

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report  the  fact,  at  which  time  the  temporary  certificate  shall  expire.  But 
such  temporary  certificate  shall  not  be  granted  by  a  member  of  the 
board  after  the  board  has  once  rejected  the  applicant.

§  629  Fees;  annual  dues;  penalty  for  default.  In  order  to  provide 
means  for  carrying  out  and  maintaining  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
said  board  of  dental  examiners  may  charge  each  person  applying  to  or 
appearing  before  them  for  examination  a  fee  of  $15,  and  for  each  diploma 
presented  for  approval  after  April  10,  1895,  a  fee  of  $10.  In  no  case  will 
these  fees  be  returned.  Every  registered  dentist  shall,  in  each  and  every 
year  after  the  year  of  1895  pay  to  the  board  of  dental  examiners  a  fee 
of  $1,  as  his  annual  dues.  Such  payment  to  be  made  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May  of  each  year.  In  case  of  default  of  such  payment  by 
any  person,  his  or  her  certificate  may  be  revoked  by  the  board  of  dental 
examiners  upon  30  days'  notice  to  the  person  holding  such  certificate, 
unless  within  said  30  days  said  annual  dues  shall  be  paid,  together  with 
such  penalty  as  the  board  may  impose,  and  the  board  is  expressly  author- 
ized to  impose  a  penalty  of  $5  as  a  consideration  for  allowing  the  certi- 
ficate to  remain  unrevoked. 

§  630  Compensation,  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  Out  of 
the  funds  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  said  board,  each  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  board  may  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day 
actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office,  together  with  all  legitimate 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board. 
No  part  of  the  compensation  or  other  expenses  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  The  fees  coming  into  the  treasury  of  said 
board  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the  warrant  of  the  president  and  the  secre- 
tary thereof  in  payment  of  the  compensation  and  expenses  of  said  board 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  board  shall  make  an 
annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  governor  of  this  state  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December  preceding  the  making  of  said  report 
Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  governor  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
January  of  each  year. 

§  631  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  knowingly  or  falsely  claim  to  have 
or  hold  a  certificate  of  registration,  license,  diploma  or  degree  granted  by 
any  society  or  board  of  dental  examiners,  or  who  shall  falsely  and  with 
intent  to  deceive  the  public,  claim  or  pretend  to  be  the  graduate  of  any 
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incorporated,  reputable  dental  college,  or  who  shall  have  registered  under 
one  name  and  practised  dentistry  under  another  name,  with  intent  to 
deceive  the  public,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon 
conviction,  may  be  fined  not  less  than  $50,  and  not  more  than  $200,  or  be 
confined  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  three 
months,  or  may  be  punished  with  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  All 
fines  thus  received  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund  of  ^he 
county  in  which  such  conviction  talies  place.

§  4072  License  per  quarter.  Every  person  practising  a  profession  as 
a  lawyer,  dentist,  physician  and  surgeon,  photographer,  or  any  other  pro- 
fession, or  an  insurance,  loan  or  real  estate  agent,  must  pay  a  license  of  $5 
per  quarter.  Every  person  who  draws  any  legal  instrument  or  paper  for 
which  a  fee  is  charged  or  money  paid  therefore  is  practising  a  profession 
under  this  section.

§  3707  Certificate  necessary.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Nebraslia,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  received  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  health, 
and  had  same  recorded  with  the  county  clerli  of  the  county  in  which  he, 
or  she,  practises  dental  surgery,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3708  Secretaries;  board  of  health.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
board  of  health  to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  ai'e  strictly 
enforced,  to  grant  certificates  as  herein  provided,  and  to  cause  to  be 
prosecuted  all  violations  of  this  act.  Said  board  shall  within  60  days  after

It  shall  be  the  9uty  of  the  board  of  examiners  to  forward  to 
the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  the  state,  a  certified  list  of  the  names 
of  all  persons  residing  in  his  county,  who  have  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  county 
clerks  to  register  such  names  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 
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§  5  Certificate  on  examination;  on  diploma.  Any  and  all  persons  who 
shall  so  desire  may  appear  before  said  board,  at  any  of  Its  regular  meet- 
ings, and  be  examined  with  reference  to  their  knowledge  and  skill  in  den- 
tal surgery,  and  if  the  examination  of  any  such  person  or  persons  shall 
prove  satisfactory  to  said  board,  the  board  of  examiners  shall  issue  to  such 
persons  as  they  shall  find  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications  a  certificate 
to  that  effect,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  board 
shall  also  indorse  as  satisfactory,  diplomas  from  any  reputable  dental  col- 
lege, when  satisfied  of  the  character  of  such  institution,  upon  the  holder  of 
such  diploma  furnishing  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  his  or  her 
right  to  the  same.  All  certificates  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  signed  by 
its  officers,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
right  of  the  holder  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Nevada. 

§  6  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  may  be  fined  not  less  than  $50,  nor  more  than  $200,  or  be  con- 
fined six  months  in  the  county  jail.  All  fines  or  penalties  recovered  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which 
such  conviction  takes  place. 

§  7  Fees;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  In 
order  to  provide  the  means  for  carrying  out  and  maintaining  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  said  board  of  examiners  may  charge  each  person  applying 
to  or  appearing  before  them  for  examination  for  a  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tion, a  fee  of  $10,  which  fee  shall  in  no  case  be  returned,  and  out  of  the 
funds  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  board  from  the  fees  so  charged,  the 
members  of  said  board  may  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  $5  for  each 
day  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  all  legitimate  and 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board.  Said 
expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  And  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of  the 
board  shall  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  received  in 
excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance  and  other  expenses  above  provided  for, 
shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting 
the  expenses  of  said  board  and  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he 
giving  such  bonds  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  And  said 
board  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  governor,  by 
the  15th  of  December  of  each  year,  together  with  an  account  of  all  the 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them  pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  8  Registration.  Any  person  who  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  quali- 
fication from  said  board,  shall  cause  his  or  her  certificate  to  be  registered 
with  the  county  clerk  of  any  county  or  counties  in  which  such  person  may 
desire  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  the  county  clerks  of  the 
several  counties  in  this  state  shall  charge  for  registering  such  certificate 
a  fee  of  25  cents  for  such  registration.  Any  failure,  neglect  or  refusal 
on  the  part  of  any  person  holding  such  certificate  to  register  the  same 
with  the  county  clerk  as  above  directed,  for  a  period  of  six  months,  shall 
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work  a  forfeiture  of  the  certificate,  and  no  certificate,  when  once  forfeited, 
shall  be  restored,  except  upon  the  payment  to  the  said  board  of  examiners 
of  the  sum  of  $25  as  a  penalty  for  such  neglect,  failure  or  refusal. 

§  9  Misrepresentation.  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  and  falsely 
claim  or  pretend  to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  license,  diploma  or  degree, 
granted  by  any  society,  or  who  shall  falsely,  and  with  intent  to  deceive 
the  public,  claim  or  pretend  to  be  a  graduate  from  any  incorporated 
dental  college,  not  being  such  graduate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  as  provided  in  §6  of 
this  act. 

§  10  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prohibit  any  person  from  extracting  teeth.

§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  term;  qualifications.  There 
shall  be  a  state  board  of  registration  in  dentistry,  composed  of  three 
skilled  dentists  of  good  repute,  residing  and  doing  business  in  the  state, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  of  the  couKcil, 
and  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  same 
authority  for  cause.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  in  like 
manner  for  the  unexpired  term.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment unless  he  graduated  from  some  reputable  medical  or  dental  colleirt, 
authorized  to  grant  degrees  in  dentistry,  or  has  practised  dentistry  for  10 
years  prior  to  his  appointment. 

§  2  Organization.  The  board  shall  choose  from  its  number  a  president 
and  secretary,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year.  Two  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  3  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  may  appear  before  the 
board  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  be  examined  with  reference  to  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill  in  dentistry  and  dental  surgery;  and  the  board  shall  Issue 
to  such  persons  as  it  finds  qualified  to  practise  dentistry,  a  certificate  to 
that  effect. 

§  4  Fees;  annual  report.  The  board  shall  charge  each  person  for  a 
certificate  of  qualification  a  fee  of  $10.  Any  person  failing  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  shall  be  entitled  to  be  reexamined  at  any  future 
meeting  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  make  a  report  of  its  proceedings 
to  the  governor  by  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year.  All  fees  re- 
ceived by  the  board  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state.  [As 
amended  1899,  ch.  8T] 

§  5  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  be  paid  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  and  $5  a  day  each  for 
time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  if  the  money  re- 
ceived for  fees  is  suflScient  for  the  purpose,  and  if  not,  the  expenses  shall 
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be  first  paid,  and  the  balance  of  fees  received  shall  be  divided  among 
the  members  according  to  the  time  spent  by  them.  Their  bills  for  ser- 
vices and  expenses  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  governor  and 
council,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury. 

§  6  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  pretend  to 
have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  qualification  granted  by  the  board,  or  who 
shall  falsely,  and  with  intent  to  deceive,  pretend  to  be  a  graduate  from 
any  incorporated  dental  college,  or  who  shall  practise  dentistry  without 
having  a  certificate  as  provided  by  law,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $100  for  each 
offense. 

§  7  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  a  practising 
physician  who  is  a  graduate  from  the  medical  department  of  an  incor- 
porated college.

§  1  License  necessary.  The  following  persons  only  shall  be  deemed 
licensed  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state:  a)  those  who  are  now  duly 
licensed  and  registered  as  dentists  pursuant  to  law,  and  ft)  those  who 
may  hereafter  be  duly  licensed  and  registered  as  dentists  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  2  Board  of  registration  and  examination;  meetings;  annual  report. 
The  members  and  oflicers  of  the  state  board  of  registration  and  examina- 
tion in  dentistry,  as  now  constituted  pursuant  to  ch.  143  of  the  laws  of 
1890,  may  continue  to  hold  office  until  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  unless 
previously  removed;  the  New  Jersey  state  dental  society  shall,  at  each  of 
Its  annual  meetings,  recommend  to  the  governor  for  appointment  as  a 
member  of  said  board  a  dentist  of  good  repute,  residing  and  practising  in 
this  state,  whom  the  governor  shall  appoint;  the  member  so  appointed 
shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed;  the 
governor  shall  also  fill,  for  the  unexpired  term  only,  vacancies  occurring 
In  the  board  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  otherwise;  cause  being 
shown  before  him,  he  may  remove  a  member  from  office  upon  proven 
charges  of  inefficiency,  incompetency,  immorality  or  professional  miscon- 
duct; the  board  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting,  elect  from  its  members  a 
presid'^nt  and  secretary;  it  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings,  annually 
for  examining  and  licensing  persons  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state,  at 
which  meetings  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum;  said  board  shall 
have  the  power  to  determine  the  good  standing  and  repute  of  any  dental 
school,  college,  or  department  of  a  university,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
■designate  in  some  public  manner  schools  colleges,  or  departments  of 
universities  whose  diplomas  will  be  received  by  it;  it  shall  annually  make 
a  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  governor;  the  seal  heretofore  adopted  by 
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it  shall  continue  to  be  the  common  seal  of  the  board;  it  may  sue  or  be 
sued,  and  in  all  actions  brought  by  or  against  it,  the  board  shall  be 
designated  as  the  state  board  of  registration  and  examination  in  den- 
tistry. 

§  3  Rules;  examination.  The  board  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt 
rules  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for 
license  to  practise  dentistry;  any  rule  altering  the  nature  or  increasing 
the  severity  of  the  examination  or  the  subjects  to  be  included  therein, 
shall  not  be  enforced  within  six  months  after  its  adoption  and  public  pro- 
mulgation; the  examination  of  applicants  shall  be  confined  to  written  or 
oral,  or  both  written  and  oral,  examination  upon  subjects  properly  relat- 
ing to  the  science  of  dentistry,  the  knowledge  of  which  is  necessary  to 
the  proper  and  skilful  practice  of  said  science;  the  board  may  also  re- 
quire from  applicants,  as  part  of  the  examination,  demonstrations  of 
their  skill  in  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry;  no  person  shall  be  ex- 
amined by  the  said  board  unless  he  be  21  years  of  age,  of  good  moral 
character,  and  have  received  a  preliminary  education  equal  to  that  fur- 
nished by  the  common  schools  of  this  state  and  be  graduated  in  course 
with  a  dental  degree  from  a  dental  school,  college  or  department  of  a 
university  recognized  by  said  board,  or  shall  present  the  written  recom- 
mendation of  at  least  five  licensed  dentists  of  this  state  of  five  years' 
standing,  certifying  that  he  is  qualified  for  such  examination,  or  shall 
hold  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  full  right  to  practise  dentistry  in 
some  foreign  country  and  granted  by  some  authority  recognized  by  the 
board;  any  member  of  the  board  may  inquire  of  any  applicant  for  exami- 
nation concerning  his  qualifications,  and  may  take  testimony  of  any  one 
In  regard  thereto,  under  oath,  which  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  ad- 
minister. 

§  4  Examination  fees.  Every  applicant  for  license  to  practise  dentistry 
shall  file  his  application  with  and  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a 
fee  of  $25  and  present  himself  for  examination  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  board  after  such  application,  due  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given;  such  fee  shall  not  be  refunded,  unless  from  sickness  or  other 
good  cause  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board  such  applicant  was 
prevented  from  attending  and  completing  such  examination;  further  or 
subsequent  examination  under  such  application  may  be  given  to  applicants, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  without  payment  of  additional  fee. 

§  5  Expenses  of  board.  The  board  may  cause  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
fees,  fines  and  penalties  had  and  received  by  its  secretary  all  proper  ex- 
penses incurred  by  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  including  mileage 
to  each  member  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  mile  for  all  distances  neces- 
sarily traveled  in  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  an  annual  salary  of  $100 
to  its  secretary;  all  moneys  received  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  and 
paid  out  only  upon  resolution  of  the  board  and  warrant  of  its  president; 
the  secretary  shall  give  bond  In  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  as  the 
board  may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  approve;  a  statement  of  all 
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moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  ttie  board  shall  be  annually  submitted 
to  the  governor  in  the  annual  report  of  said  board,  and  the  surplus,  If 
any,  after  payments  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer. 

§  6  Licenses.  Said  board  shall  register  as  licensed  dentists,  and  under 
its  seal  and  the  hand  of  its  president  and  secretary,  issue  to  all  persons 
who  shall  successfully  pass  said  examination,  its  license  to  practise  den- 
tistry in  this  state;  the  board  may  also,  without  the  examination  herein- 
above provided  for,  issue  its  license  to  any  applicant  therefor  who  shall 
furnish  proof  satisfactory  to  it  that  he  has  been  duly  licensed  after  ex- 
amination to  practise  dentistry  in  any  state  after  full  compliance  with  the 
requirement  of  its  dental  laws,  and  has  been  lawfully  and  reputably  en- 
gaged in  said  practice  for  five  years  next  preceding  his  application;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  his  professional  education  shall  not  be  less  than  that 
required  in  this  state;  every  license  so  given  shall  state  upon  its  face  the 
grounds  upon  which  it  is  granted,  and  the  applicant  may  be  required  to 
furnish  his  proof  upon  affidavit.     The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  $50. 

§  7  Revocation  of  licenses.  Upon  presentation  to  the  board  of  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  a  court  record,  showing  that  a  practitioner  of  dentistry  has 
been  convicted  of  felony  or  misdemeanor,  that  fact  may  be  noted  upon 
the  record  of  licenses,  and  the  license  and  registration  shall  be  marked 
canceled;  any  person  whose  license  shall  be  so  canceled  shall  be  deemed 
an  unlicensed  person,  and,  as  such,  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  for 
other  unlicensed  persons  who  practise  dentistry. 

§  8  Construction  of  this  act.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit an  unlicensed  person  from  performing  mechanical  work  upon  inert 
matter  in  a  dental  office  or  laboratory;  or  to  prohibit  the  registered  stu- 
dent of  a  licensed  dentist  from  assisting  his  preceptor  in  dental  operations 
while  in  his  presence  and  under  his  direct  and  immediate  personal  super- 
vision; or  to  prohibit  a  duly  licensed  physician  from  treating  the  diseases 
of  the  mouth  or  performing  operations  in  oral  surgery;  nothing  in  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  performance  of 
dental  operations  by  any  unlicensed  person  under  cover  of  the  name  of 
a  registered  practitioner;  any  person  now  registered  as  Si  student  may 
present  himself  for  examination  to  the  board  upon  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  relative  to  examination,  and  presenting  to  the  board 
a  certificate,  under  oath  from  the  dentist  or  dentists  with  whom  he  has 
studied,  that  such  applicant  has  studied  as  a  student  with  the  dentist  or 
dentists  so  certifying  for  not  less  than  five  years  continuously;  provided, 
however,  such  applicant  shall  have  filed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June,  1898,  a  notice  with  the  board  that  it  is  his  purpose  to  avail  himself 
of  the  exemption  hereby  made;  the  board  may,  however,  at  any  time, 
upon  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  such 
student,  revoke  his  right  to  present  himself  for  and  pass  such  examination; 
any  person  shall  be  regarded  as  practising  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act  who  shall  use  the  words,  doctor  of  dental  surgery,  doctor  of  dental 
medicine,  or  the  letters  D.D.S.  or  D.M.D.  in  connection  with  his  or  her 
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name,  or  any  other  title  intended  to  imply  or  designate  him  or  her  as  a 
practitioner  in  dentistry  in  all  of  its  branches,  and  who,  in  connection  with 
such  title  or  titles,  or  without  the  use  of  such  titles,  shall  practise  den- 
tistry in  any  of  its  branches;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  the  use  of  any 
one  of  the  aforementioned  titles  or  the  exposition  of  a  sign,  circular, 
advertisement  or  any  other  device  or  information  indicating  thereby  the 
occupation  of  the  person  or  persons,  shall  be  taken  and  considered  in  the 
trial  of  any  indictment  which  may  be  found  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  as  prima  facie  evidence. 

§  9  Associations  or  companies  practising  dentistry.  That  hereafter 
if  any  association  or  company  of  persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not, 
shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  under  the  name  of  company,  as- 
sociation, or  any  other  title,  the  said  company  or  association  shall  cause 
to  be  displayed  and  kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  entrance  to  its 
place  of  business  the  names  of  each  and  every  person  employed  by  said 
company  or  association  in  the  practice  of  dentistry;  and  any  person  em- 
ployed by  such  company  or  association  whose  names  shall  not  be  dis- 
played as  above  provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 
the  said  association  or  company,  if  incorporated,  or  the  persons  compris- 
ing the  same,  if  not  incorporated,  shall  for  such  failure  to  display  the 
aforesaid  names  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  10  Annual  registration.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  an  annual 
registration  of  every  person,  persons,  company  or  association  practising 
dentistry  within  the  state,  together  with  an  annual  registration  of  each 
and  every  assistant  in  the  employ  of  every  such  person,  persons,  company 
or  association;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  this  board,  not  latel 
than  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  to  prepare  and  mail  to  every 
person,  company  or  association  known  to  be  practising  dentistry  within 
this  state  a  document  to  be  known  as  the  annual  registration  blank,  upon 
which  shall  be  proper  space  for  the  indorsement  of  the  name,  residence, 
and  location  of  office  of  the  person,  company  or  association  to  whom  the 
same  is  sent,  together  with  the  name  and  residence  of  every  assistant  em- 
ployed in  any  such  office;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person,  com- 
pany or  association,  upon  the  receipt  of  said  blank,  to  fill  in  the  name, 
residence  and  location  of  office  of  said  person,  company  or  association, 
and  also  the  name  and  residence  of  each  and  every  assistant  employed  by 
said  person,  company  or  association  in  any  such  office;  said  return  shall 
be  fully  completed  and  returned  to  the  secretary  of  this  board  within  30 
days  after  its  receipt;  for  failure  to  comply  herewith  the  person,  company 
or  association  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $10,  besides  costs,  to  be  sued  for 
In  the  name  of  the  board,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  said  fine 
to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  board;  and  any  person,  company  or 
association  making  any  false  statement  concerning  or  touching  any  matter 
or  thing  covered  by  this  section  shall  for  such  offense  be  liable  to  a  fine 
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of  $50,  besides  costs,  for  each  and  every  ofCense,  to  be  sued  for  in  the 
name  of  said  board  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction;  said  fine  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  board. 

§  11  List  of  practitioners  and  assistants.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  person,  company  or  association  practising  dentistry 
within  this  state,  upon  demand  in  writing  made  by  the  secretary  of  this 
board,  to  furnish,  within  30  days  after  said  demand  to  the  state  board 
through  its  secretary,  the  name  and  address  of  each  and  every  person 
practising  dentistry  or  assisting  in  the  practice  thereof,  in  the  office  of 
said  person,  company  or  association,  together  with  a  statement  showing 
under  and  by  what  license  or  authority  the  said  person,  company  or  as- 
sociation is  practising;  for  failure  so  to  do  the  said  person,  company  or 
association  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $10,  besides  costs,  to  be  sued  for  in 
the  name  of  the  board  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  said  fine  to 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof;  and  any  person,  company  or  association 
mailing  any  false  statement  concerning  or  touching  any  matter  or  thing 
covered  by  this  section  shall  for  such  offense  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $50,  be- 
sides costs,  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of 
said  board  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  said  fine  to  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  said  board. 

§  12  Penalties  and  fines;  practising  without  license.  Any  person, 
company  or  association,  practising  or  holding  himself  or  itself  out  to  the 
public  as  practising  dentistry,  not  being  at  the  time  of  said  practice  or 
holding  out  legally  licensed  to  practise  as  such  in  this  state,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  upon  conviction  of  a  first  offense 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  and,  upon  conviction  of  a  subsequent  offense, 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  two 
months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  13  Violation  of  §  9,  10  and  11.  Any  person,  company  or  associa- 
tion, for  failure  to  comply  with  each  and  every  provision  and  condition 
contained  in  §  9,  10  and  11  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$500,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  six  months,  or  by  both  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

§  14  Fraud  in  relation  to  diplomas,  degrees  or  examinations.  Any 
person,  company  or  association  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  every  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $500,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months,  or  by  both 
fine  and  imprisonment,  who  1)  shall  sell  or  barter,  or  offer  to  sell  or  barter, 
any  diploma  or  document  conferring  or  purporting  to  confer  any  dental 
degree,  or  any  certificate  or  transcript,  made  or  purporting  to  be  made, 
pursuant  to  the  laws  regulating  the  license  and  registration  of  dentists; 
or  2)  shall  purchase  or  procure  by  barter  any  such  diploma,  certificate  or 
transcript  with  intent  that  the  same  shall  be  used  as  evidence  of  the 
holder's  qualification  to  practise  dentistry,  or  in  fraud  of  the  laws  regulat- 
ing such  practice;  or  3)  shall  with  fraudulent  intent,  alter  in  a  material 
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regard  any  such  diploma,  certificate  or  transcript;  or  4)  sliall  use  or  at- 
tempt to  use  any  sucti  diploma,  certificate  or  transcript  which  has  been 
purchased,  fraudulently  issued,  counterfeited  or  materially  altered,  either 
as  a  license  or  color  of  license  to  practise  dentistry,  or  in  order  to  procure 
registration  as  a  dentist;  or  5)  shall  practise  dentistry  under  a  false  or 
assumed  name;  or  6)  not  being  now  duly  licensed  and  registered  as  a 
dentist,  shall  assume  the  degree  of  doctor  of  dental  surgery,  or  doctor  of 
dental  medicine,  or  shall  append  the  letters  D.  D.  S.,  or  D,  M.  D.  to  his  or 
her  name,  not  having  had  duly  conferred  upon  him  or  her  by  diploma  from 
some  college  or  school  legally  empowered  to  confer  the  same  the  right 
to  assume  said  titles;  or  shall  assume  any  title  or  append  any  letters  to 
his  or  her  name  with  the  intent  to  represent  falsely  that  he  has  received 
a  dental  degree  or  license;  or  7)  any  person  who,  in  any  affidavit  or  ex- 
amination required  of  an  applicant  for  examination,  license  or  registration 
under  the  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry,  shall  make  wilfully 
a  false  statement  in  a  material  regard,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  high  misde- 
meanor, punishable  upon  conviction  thereof  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500, 
or  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  15  Disposition  of  fines.  All  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  imposed  or 
collected  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  paid  as  follows:  one  half  thereof  to  the  county  collector  of  the: 
county  in  which  the  prosecution  is  had,  and  one  half  thereof  to  the 
secretary  of  this  board,  to  be  held,  disposed  and  accounted  for  by  him  as 
hereinabove  directed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  collector  of 
each  county,  upon  receipt  by  him  of  any  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to 
forthwith  pay  over  to  the  secretary  of  this  board,  one  half  of  the  same; 
said  board  or  any  member  or  officer  thereof  may  prefer  a  complaint  for 
violation  of  the  law  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry  before  any  court, 
tribunal  or  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  and  may  by  its  officers,  counsel 
and  agents  aid  in  presenting  the  law  or  facts  before  said  court,  tribunal 
or  magistrate  in  any  proceeding  taken  thereon;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  prosecutor  of  the  pleas  of  the  counties  of  this  state  to  prosecute  all 
violations  of  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  16  Civil  proceedings  may  be  instituted.  In  addition  to  all  of  the 
fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  hereinabove  provided  for,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  board  to  institute  civil  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  against  any  person,  company  or  association  for  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  such  proceedings  shall  be  brought  in 
an  action  in  debt,  and,  upon  conviction  thereunder,  the  person,  company 
or  association  so  convicted  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine,  which  shall  be  the 
same  amount  fixed  in  the  section  of  this  act,  for  violation  of  which  the 
suit  shall  have  been  brought;  and  all  fines  and  penalties  collected  by  any 
court  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  secretary  of  this  board,  to  be  received  and  disbursed  by  him  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act

§  3732  Certificate  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
who  Is  not,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  the  territory  of  New  Mexico  to  commence  such  practice 
unless  such  person  shall  have  received  a  certificate  from  the  duly  author- 
ized board  of  dental  examiners  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  3733  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of 
dental  examiners  to  consist  of  five  practising  dentists  within  the  territory 
of  New  Mexico  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  The  term  for  which  the  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  hold  their  offices  shall  be  four  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in 
the  membership  of  said  board  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  governor. 

§  3734  Organization;  meetings.  The  said  board  shall  within  60  days 
after  their  appointment  meet  at  the  capital  of  the  territory  of  New  Mexico, 
and  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  members  president  and  one  secretary 
thereof.  Said  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  year  thereafter,  and 
as  often  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  neces- 
sary. A  majority  of  said  board  shall  at  all  times  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  3735  Dentists  now  practising.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person 
who,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  within  six  months  from  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  to  cause  his  or  her  written  application  to  be 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  said  board  for  a  certificate  to  continue  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  within  said  territory;  and  all  persons  whom  the 
board  may  find  to  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  within 
the  territory  of  New  Mexico  for  the  period  of  one  year  next  preceding  the 
passage  of  this  act  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  from  said 
board  of  examiners  without  further  examination. 

§  3736  Certificate  on  examination;  on  diploma.  No  person  whose 
name  is  not  registered  on  the  books  of  said  board  as  a  regular  practitioner 
of  dentistry,  within  the  time  prescribed  in  the  next  preceding  section, 
shall  be  permitted  to  practise  dentistry  within  the  territory  of  New  Mexico 
until  such  person  shall  have  been  duly  examined  by  such  board,  and 
regularly  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act:  provided 
further,  that  all  persons  presenting  a  diploma  from  a  college  recognized 
as  reputable  by  the  national  association  of  dental  examiners  and  paying 
the  sum  of  $5  to  the  secretary  of  the  board,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
certificate  without  further  examination. 
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§  3737  Fees.  In  order  to  provide  the  means  for  carrying  out  and  en- 
forcing the  provisions  of  this  act,  said  board  of  examiners  shall  charge 
each  person  applying  for  a  certificate  to  continue  in  the  practice  of  dent- 
istry, the  sum  of  $5  for  said  certificate,  and  all  persons  applying  for  an 
examination  to  procure  a  certificate  to  cornmence  the  practice  of  dentistry 
within  the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said 
board,  before  submitting  to  said  examination,  the  sum  of  $25. 

§  3738  Eevocation  of  license.  Any  person  holding  a  license  from  said 
board  who  shall  be  charged  with  immoral  or  unprofessional  conduct  may, 
if  found  guilty  as  charged,  upon  proper  investigation  had  by  said  board, 
have  his  or  her  license  revolted  by  said  board. 

§  3739  Moneys  held  by  secretary;  bond.  All  moneys  received  by  the 
beard  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  thereof  as  a  special  fund  for  paying 
the  necessary  expenses  and  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 
secretary  shall  give  to  the  board  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  board  and  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  board. 

§  3740  Expenses  of  board.  No  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of 
said  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  territorial  treasury. 

§  3741  Annual  report.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
board  to  malce  an  annual  report  to  the  governor  of  the  territory,  at  such 
times  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board,  and  such  report  shall  be  signed 
and  approved  by  the  president  of  the  board. 

§  3742  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  may  be  fined  not  less  than  $20,  nor  more  than  $100,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than 
three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court  trying  said  cause. 

§  3743  Court  of  jurisdiction;  prosecuting  ofllcer.  Any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  violation  was  committed  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  violations  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
oi  the  respective  county  attorneys  to  prosecute  all  violations  of  this  act. 

§  3744  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  physicians  and  surgeons  in  their  practice  as  such.

§*160  Definitions,  as  used  in  this  article.  The  terms  University,  re- 
gents and  physicians,  have  respectively  the  meaning  defined  in  art.  8  of  this 
chapter.  Board,  where  not  otherwise  limited,  means  the  state  board  of 
dental  examiners  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Registered  medical  or  dental 
school  means  a  medical  or  dental  school,  college  or  department  of  a 
university,  registered  by  the  regents  as  maintaining  a  proper  educational 
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standard  and  legally  incorporated.  Examiner,  where  not  otherwise  quali- 
fied, means  a  member  of  the  board.  State  dental  society,  means  the 
dental  society  of  the  state  of  New  York.  [As  amended  1898,  v.  2,  ch.  355,  §  1] 

§  160  Licentiates.  Only  the  following  persons  shall  be  deemed  licensed 
to  practise  dentistry:  1)  those  duly  licensed  and  registered  as  dentists  in 
this  state  prior  to  the  first  day  of  August,  1895,  pursuant  to  the  laws  in 
force  at  the  time  of  their  license  and  registration;  2)  those  duly  licensed 
and  registered  after  the  first  day  of  August,  1895  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter. 

§  161  State  board  of  dental  examiners.  On  the  first  day  of  August, 
1895,  the  state  board  of  censors  of  the  dental  society  of  the  state  of  New 
"iorli,  as  the  latter  body  shall  be  composed  at  the  date  of  such  appoint- 
ment, shall  become  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners.  The  existing 
division  of  said  censors  into  four  classes  and  their  terms  of  office  shall 
remain  the  same  for  the  said  board,  except  that  said  terms  shall  expire 
on  tlie  31st  day  of  July  in  each  year.  Before  the  day  when  the  official 
terms  of  the  members  of  any  of  said  classes  shall  expire,  the  regents 
shall  appoint  their  successors,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years  from 
said  day.  Such  appointments  shall  be  made  from  nominations  in  number 
twice  the  number  of  the  outgoing  class  made  by  such  society  to  the 
regents  prior  to  the  third  Tuesday  in  May  of  each  year.  In  default  of 
such  nominations,  the  regents  shall  appoint  such  examiners  from  the 
legally  qualified  dentists  in  the  state  belonging  to  the  state  dental  society. 
The  regents,  in  the  same  manner,  shall  also  fill  vacancies  in  the  board  that 
may  occur.  All  nominations  and  appointments  shall  be  so  made  that 
every  vacancy  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  a  resident  of  the  same 
judicial  district  in  which  the  last  incumbent  of  the  office  resided.  The 
board  shall  convene  at  the  call  of  the  secretary  of  the  regents  within  not 
less  than  two  weeks  after  appointment  and  organize  by  electing  to  serve 
for  one  year,  a  president  and  secretary.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
annually.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  an  examiner  unless  he  has  re- 
ceived a  dental  degree  from  a  body  lawfully  entitled  to  confer  the  same, 
and  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  its  conferment,  and  has  been  engaged 
within  the  state  during  not  less  than  five  years  prior  to  his  appointment 
in  the  actual  and  lawful  practice  of  dentistry.  Nor  shall  any  person  con- 
nected with  a  dental  college  as  professor  or  instructor  be  eligible  to  such 
appointment.  Cause  being  shown  before  them  the  regents  may  remove 
an  examiner  from  office  upon  proven  charges  of  inefficiency,  incompetency, 
immorality  or  professional  misconduct. 

§  162  Examinations.  The  regents  shall  admit  to  examination  any 
candidate  who  pays  the  fee  herein  prescribed  and  submits  satisfactory 
evidence,  verified  by  oath  if  required,  that  he  first,  is  more  than  21  years 
of  age;  second,  is  of  good  moral  character;  third,  has  the  general  educa- 
tion required  in  all  cases  after  Aug.  1,  1895,  preliminary  to  receiving  the 
degree  of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  in  this  state;  and  either  has  been 
graduated  in  course,  with  a  dental  degree   from  a  registered  dental  school, 
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01  else,  having  been  gi-aduated  in  course  from  a  registered  medical  school 
with  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine,  has  pursued  thereafter  a  course 
of  special  study  of  dentistry  for  at  least  one  year  in  a  registered  den- 
tal school,  or  holds  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  full  right  to  practise 
dentistry  in  some  foreign  country  and  granted  by  some  registered  author- 
ity. Any  member  of  the  board  may  inquire  of  any  applicant  for  examina- 
tion concerning  his  qualifications  and  may  take  testimony  of  any  one  in 
regard  thereto,  under  oath,  which  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer. 
No  degree  in  dentistry  shall  be  conferred  in  this  state  till  the  candidate 
has  satisfactorily  completed  a  course  of  not  less  than  three  years  in  an 
institution  registered  by  the  regents  of  the  University  as  maintaining 
proper  dental  standards,  nor  before  the  candidate  has  filed  with  the  insti- 
tution conferring  it  the  certificate  of  the  regents  that  three  years  before 
the  date  of  the  degree,  he  has  either  been  graduated  from  a  registered 
college  or  satisfactorily  completed  a  full  course  in  a  registered  academy  or 
high  school;  or  had  a  preliminary  education  considered  and  accepted  by 
the  regents  as  fully  equivalent;  or  had  passed  regents  examinations 
representing,  for  degrees  conferred  in  1898,  one  year  of  academic  worli, 
for  degrees  conferred  in  1899,  two  years  of  academic  work,  and  for  degrees 
conferred  in  1900  a  full  high  school  course.  The  regents  may,  in  their 
discretion,  accept  as  the  equivalent  for  any  part  of  the  third  or  fourth 
requirement  evidence  of  five  or  more  years  reputable  practice,  provided 
that  such  substitution  be  specified  in  the  license. 

Degrees.  A  person  having  lawfully  received  a  dental  degree  in  course 
from  a  registered  dental  school,  or  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  from  a 
registered  medical  school,  and  having  thereafter  lawfully  practised  dent- 
istry for  the  term  of  five  years,  may  apply  to  the  regents  for  the  degree 
of  master  of  dental  surgery,  which  degree  the  regents  may  confer  after 
examination  of  the  applicant  by  the  board  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  the  regents  and  the  board  shall  frame.  No  degree  in  dentistry 
shall  be  conferred  in  this  state  on  any  candidate  who  has  not  before 
matriculation  in  the  institution  conferring  it,  filed  the  certificate  of  the 
regents  that  he  has  had  a  satisfactory  preliminary  education,  which  for 
those  matriculating  after  Jan.  1,  1897,  shall  be  not  less  than  a  full  high 
school  course. 

Licenses.  On  certification  by  the  board  of  dental  examiners  that  a  can- 
didate has  successfully  passed  the  examination  and  is  competent  to  prac- 
tise dentistry,  the  regents  shall  issue  to  him  their  license  so  to  practise 
pursuant  to  the  rules  established  by  them.  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  board,  the  regents  may  also,  without  the  examination  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  issue  their  license  to  any  applicant  therefor  who  shall  fur- 
nish proof  satisfactory  to  them  that  he  has  been  duly  licensed  to  practise 
dentistry  in  any  state  or  country  after  full  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  its  dental  laws,  and  has  been  thereafter  lawfully  and  reputably 
engaged  in  such  practice  for  five  years  next  preceding  his  application; 
ov  who  holds  a  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  any  other  of  the  United 
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States  granted  by  a  state  board  of  dental  examiners,  Indorsed  by  the 
dental  society  of  the  state  of  New  York,  provided,  that  in  either  case  his 
preliminary  and  professional  education  shall  have  been  not  less  than  that 
required  in  this  state.  The  regents  may  also  license  any  applicant  on 
the  certificate  of  the  board  that,  after  due  investigation  or  examination,  it 
finds  his  education  and  professional  attainments  and  experience  of  not 
less  than  five  years  in  actual  practice  to  be  together  fully  equal  to  the 
requirements  for  licenses  in  this  state.  Every  license  so  issued  shall  state 
upon  its  face  the  grounds  upon  which  it  is  granted,  and  the  applicant  may 
bf  required  to  furnish  his  proofs  upon  affidavit. 

Rcfjistration.  Every  person  practising  dentistry  in  this  state  and  not 
lawfully  registered  before  this  act  talves  effect,  shall  register  in  the  office 
of  tlie  clerlv  of  the  county  where  his  place  of  business  is  located,  in  a  boolj 
kept  by  the  clerk  for  such  purpose,  his  name,  age,  office  and  postoffice 
address,  date  and  number  of  his  license  to  practise  dentistry  and  the  date 
of  sucli  registration,  which  registration  he  shall  be  entitled  to  make  only 
\ipon  showing  to  the  county  clerk  his  license  or  a  duly  authenticated  copy 
thereof,  and  making  an  affidavit  stating  name,  age,  birthplace,  the  num- 
ber of  his  license  and  the  date  of  its  issue;  that  he  is  the  identical  person 
named  in  the  license;  that  before  receiving  the  same  he"  complied  with  all 
the  preliminary  requirements  of  this  statute  and  the  rules  of  the  regents 
and  board  as  to  the  terms  and  the  amount  of  study  and  examination;  that 
no  money,  other  than  the  fees  prescribed  by  this  statute  and  said  rules, 
was  paid  directly  or  indirectly  for  such  license,  and  that  no  fraud,  mis- 
representation or  mistake  in  a  material  regard  was  employed  or  occurred 
In  order  that  such  license  should  be  conferred.  The  county  cleric  shall 
preserve  such  affidavit  in  a  bound  volume  and  shall  issue  to  every  licen- 
tiate duly  registering  and  making  such  affidavit,  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion in  his  county,  which  shall  include  a  transcript  of  the  registration. 
Such  transcript  and  the  license  may  be  offered  as  presumptive  evidence  in 
all  courts  of  the  facts  stated  therein.  The  county  clerk's  fee  for  taking 
such  registration  and  affidavit  and  issuing  such  certificate,  shall  be  $1.  A 
practising  dentist  having  registered  a  lawful  authority  to  practise  dentistry 
in  one  county  of  the  state  and  removing  such  practice  or  part  thereof  to 
another  county,  or  regularly  engaging  in  practice  or  opening  an  office  in 
another  county,  shall  show  or  send  by  registered  mail  to  the  clerk  of  such 
other  county  his  certificate  or  [of]  registration.  If  such  certificate  clearly 
shows  that  the  original  registration  was  of  an  authority  issued  under  seal 
by  the  regents,  or  if  the  certificate  itself  is  indorsed  by  the  regents  as 
entitled  to  registration,  the  clerk  shall  thereupon  register  the  applicant  in 
the  latter  county,  on  receipt  of  a  fee  of  25  cents,  and  shall  stamp  or  indorse 
on  such  certificate,  the  date  and  his  name,  preceded  by  the  words,  regis- 
tered also  in county,  and  return  the  certificate  to  the  applicant. 

Examination  fees.  Every  applicant  for  license  to  practise  dentistry  shall 
pny  a  fee  of  not  more  than  .$25.  From  the  fees  provlflpd  by  this  article 
lt;e  rpgepts  may  pay  all  proper  expenses  in  purred  l^^  t|iem  und^r  its  pfQ? 
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visions,  and  any  surplus  at  ttie  end  of  any  academic  year  shall  be  paid  to 
the  society  nominating  the  examiners  to  defray  its  expenses  incurred 
under  the  law. 

If  any  practitioner  of  dentistry  be  charged  under  oath  before  the  board 
with  unprofessional  or  immoral  conduct,  or  with  gross  Ignorance,  or 
inefliciency  in  his  profession,  they  shall  notify  him  to  appear  before 
them  at  an  appointed  time  and  place,  with  counsel,  if  he  so  desires, 
to  answer  said  charges,  furnishing  to  him  a  copy  thereof.  Upon  the 
report  of  the  board  that  the  accused  has  been  guilty  of  unprofessional 
or  immoral  conduct,  or  that  he  is  grossly  ignorant  or  inefficient  in  his  pro- 
fession, the  regents  may  suspend  the  person  so  charged  from  the  practice 
of  dentistry  for  a  limited  season,  or  may  revolve  his  license.  Upon  the 
revocation  of  any  license,  the  fact  shall  be  noted  upon  the  records  of 
the  regents  and  the  license  shall  be  marked  as  canceled,  of  the  date  of  its 
revocation.  Upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  such  cancelation  to  the 
clerk  of  any  county  wherein  the  licentiate  may  be  registered,  said  clerk 
shall  note  the  date  of  the  cancelation  on  the  register  of  dentists  and  cancel 
the  registration.  A  conviction  of  felony  shall  forfeit  a  license  to  practise 
dentistry,  and  upon  presentation  to  the  regents  or  a  county  clerk  of  a 
certified  copy  of  a  court  record  showing  that  a  practitioner  of  dentistry 
has  been  convicted  of  felony,  that  fact  shall  be  noted  on  the  record  of 
license  and  clerk's  register,  and  the  license  and  registration  shall  be 
marked  canceled.  Any  person  who,  after  conviction  of  a  felony  shall 
practise  dentistry  in  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  pre- 
scribed for  the  unlicensed  practice  of  dentistry,  providing  that  if  such 
conviction  be  subsequefltly  reversed  upon  appeal  and  the  accused  acquitted 
or  discharged,  his  license  shall  become  again  operative  from  the  date  of 
such  acquittal  or  discharge.

§163  Construction  of  this  article.  This  article  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prohibit  an  unlicensed  person  from  performing  merely  mechanical  work 
upon  inert  matter  in  a  dental  office  or  laboratory,  or  the  student  of  a 
licentiate  from  assisting  his  preceptor  in  dental  operations  while  in  the 
presence  and  luider  the  personal  supervision  of  the  instructor,  or  a  duly 
licensed  physician  from  treating  diseases  of  the  mouth  or  performing  oper- 
ations in  oral  surgery.  But  nothing  in  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall 
be  construed  to  permit  the  performance  of  dental  operations  by  an  un- 
licensed person  under  cover  of  the  name  of  a  registered  practitioner.  Any 
student  of  dentistry  whose  certificate  of  study  under  private  preceptorship 
shall  have  been  duly  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  dental  society 
at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  law  then  in 
force,  "may  present  himself  for  examination  to  the  board  under  the  same 
conditions  as  those  under  which  he  might  have  presented  himself  for 
examination  before  the  censors  of  the  state  dental  society  under  the  laws 
iu  force  when  his  certificate  was  filed;  providing,  however,  that  lie  shall 
file  a  notice  with  the  regents  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1895, 
Uiat  he  proposes  availing  himself  of  this  exemption. 
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§  ICA  Penalties.  «)  A  person  who,  in  any  county  of  this  state,  prac- 
tises or  liolds  himself  out  to  the  public  as  practising  dentistry,  not  being 
at  the  times  of  said  practice  or  holding  out,  a  dentist  licensed  to  practise 
as  such  in  this  state  and  registered  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  county 
pursuant  to  the  general  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  upon  conviction  of  a  first  offense  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $50,  and  upon  conviction  of  a  subsequent  offense  by  a 
tine  of  not  less  than  $100  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  two 
months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  Any  violation  of  this 
sf.ction  by  a  person  theretofore  convicted  under  the  then  existing  laws 
of  this  state  of  practising  dentistry  without  license  or  registration  shall  be 
included  in  the  term  a  subsequent  offense.  Every  conviction  of  unlawful 
practice  or  holding  out  subsequent  to  a  first  conviction  thereof  shall  be  a 
conviction  of  the  second  offense.  Every  practitioner  of  dentistry  must  dis- 
play in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  house  or  in  the  office  wherein  he 
practises  his  full  name.  If  there  are  more  chairs  than  one  in  any  office 
or  dental  parlor  the  name  of  the  practitioner  using  each  chair  must  be 
displayed  on  or  by  said  chair  in  plain  sight  of  the  patient.  Any  person 
vrho  shall  practise  dentistry  without  displaying  his  name  as  herein  pre- 
scribed; and  any  proprietor,  owner,  or  manager  of  a  dental  office,  estab- 
lishment or  parlor  who  shall  fail  so  to  display  or  cause  to  be  displayed  the 
name  of  each  person  employed  as  a  practising  dentist  or  practising  as  a 
dentist  in  said  office,  establishment  or  parlor,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  punishable  upon  a  first  conviction  by  a  fine  of  $50  and  upon  every  sub- 
stHiuent  conviction  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  150  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

b)  A  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  every 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $500  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, wlio 

1)  Shall  sell  or  barter  or  offer  to  sell  or  barter  any  diploma  or  document 
conferring  or  purporting  to  confer  any  dental  degree  or  any  certificate  or 
transcript  made  or  purporting  to  be  made  pursuant  to  the  laws  regulating 
the  license  and  registration  of  dentists;  or, 

2)  Shall  purchase  or  procure  by  barter  any  such  diploma,  cetificate  or 
transcript  with  intent  that  the  same  shall  be  used  as  evidence  of  the 
holder's  qualification  to  practice  dentistry,  or  in  fraud  of  the  laws  regu- 
lating such  practice;  or, 

o)  Shall,  with  fraudulent  intent,  alter  in  a  material  regard  any  such 
diploma,  certificate  or  transcript;  or, 

4)  Shall  use  or  attempt  to  use  any  such  diploma,  certificate  or  tran- 
script which  has  been  purchased,  fraudulently  issued,  counterfeited  or 
materially  altered  either  as  a  license  or  color  of  license  to  practise  den- 
tistry or  in  order  to  procure  registration  as  a  dentist;  or, 

5)  Shall  practise  dentistry  under  a  false  or  assumed  name;  or, 

6)  Shall  assume  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  dental  surgery,  doctor  of 
dental  surgery  or  master  of  dental  surgery,  or  shall  append   the  letters 
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B.D.S.,  D.D.S.,  M.D.S.  to  his  name,  not  having  had  duly  conferred  upori 
him  by  diploma  from  some  college,  school  or  board  of  examiners  legally 
empowered  to  confer  the  same,  the  right  to  assume  said  titles;  or  shall 
assume  any  title  or  append  any  letters  to  his  name  with  the  intent  to 
represent  falsely  that  he  has  received  a  medical  or  dental  degree  or 
license. 

c)  Any  person  who  in  any  affidavit  or  examination  required  of  an  appli- 
cant for  examination,  license"  or  registration  under  the  laws  regulating 
the  practice  of  dentistry  shall  make  wilfully  a  false  statement  in  a  mate- 
rial regard  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  and  punishable  upon  conviction 
thereof  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  10  years. 

d)  All  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  imposed  or  collected  for  violations 
of  the  foregoing  provisions  relating  to  dental  practice  and  the  correspond- 
ing sections  of  the  penal  code  must  be  paid  to  the  state  dental  society. 
Said  society  may  prefer  a  complaint  for  violation  of  the  law  regulating 
the  practice  of  dentistry  before  any  court,  tribunal  or  magistrate  having 
jurisdiction,  and  may,  by  its  officers,  counsel  and  agents  aid  in  presenting 
the  law  and  facts  before  such  court,  tribunal  or  magistrate  in  any  proceed- 
ings taken.

§165  Laws  repealed.  Of  the  laws  enumerated  in  the  schedule  hereto 
annexed,  that  portion  specified  in  the  last  column  is  repealed,  but  it  is 
expressly  provided  that  any  license  or  registration  duly  obtained  in  this 
state  prior  to  the  first  day  of  August,  1895,  without  fraud  and  in  full  com- 
pliance with  provisions  of  the  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  its  procure- 
ment shall  not  be  affected  by  the  repeal  of  those  laws,  but  shall  continue  to 
be  as  valid  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  its  procurement.

§  292  Who  may  practise;  license.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  without  having  a  license  bo  to  do  from 
the  board  of  dental  examiners. 
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§  293  Board;  how  constituted.  The  state  board  of  dental  examiners, 
consisting  of  five  members,  heretofore  created,  shall  continue  to  be  the 
state  board  of  dental  examiners.  Upon  the  expiration  of  each  member's 
term  of  office  the  governor  shall  appoint  his  successor,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  five  years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  All 
vacancies  in  such  board  sliall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  on  such  board  who  is  not  a 
practising  dentist  in  this-  state. 

§  294  Power  to  make  rules;  offi.cers;  records.  Such  board  shall  have 
power  to  malve  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  article.  It  shall  choose  one  of  its  members  president 
and  one  secretary  thereof,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  twice  in  each 
year,  and  such  special  meetings  as  the  board  may  by  its  rules  provide. 
A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time.  The  board  shall  keep  full  and  complete  minutes  of  its  proceedings 
and  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  and  a  full  and  accurate  list  of  all 
persons  licensed  and  registered  by  it,  and  such  records  together  with  the 
list  of  licensed  and  registered  dentists  shall  be  public  records,  and  shall 
at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  public  inspection.  Such  records,  or  a 
transcript  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  board 
duly  certified  by  the  secretary  thereof,  shall  be  competent  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated.  A  certificate  of  the  secretary  under  the  seal  of  the 
board,  stating  that  any  person  is  or  is  not  a  registered  dentist,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  such  fact.  The  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board  shall  have  authority  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  board  shall  have 
power  to  hear  testimony  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  law.  If  any  member  of  the  board  shall  without  cause  absent 
himself  from  two  of  its  regular  meetings  consecutively,  his  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant  and  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  as  herein- 
before provided. 

§  295  Certificate  of  registration;  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  per- 
son licensed  by  the  board  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  to  procure 
from  the  secretary  of  the  board,  on  or  before  July  1,  annually,  a  certificate 
of  registration.  Such  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  secretary  upon 
payment  of  a  fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $2. 
All  certificates  so  issued  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  of  the 
holder  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  during  the  time  for  which  they 
were  issued.  Any  certificate  or  license  granted  by  the  board  may  be  re- 
voked by  it  upon  conviction  of  the  party  holding  it  of  a  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  article.  Every  person  receiving  such  certificate 
shall  conspicuously  expose  the  same  in  his  place  of  business. 

§  296  Examination  and  qualification  of  practitioners.  Any  person  de- 
siring to  begin  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  must  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  examination  furnish  to  the  board  satisfactory  evidence  that 
he  has  been  engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  dentistry  for  at  least  three 
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years  immediately  preceding  such  examination,  or  that  he  has  pursued 
the  study  of  dentistry  in  the  office  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  regularly 
practising  dentist  for  such  period.  He  shall  be  examined  by  the  board 
with  reference  to  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  dentistry,  and  if  upon  such 
examination  such  person  is  found  in  the  judgment  of  said  board  to  possess 
suitable  qualifications  to  practise  dentistry,  and,  if  the  board  is  satisfied 
that  the  applicant  has  a  good  moral  cnaracter,  it  shall  issue  to  such  appli- 
cant a  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  article;  provided,  that  any  person  desiring  to  commence  the  practice 
of  dentistry  in  this  state  and  having  a  diploma  issued  by  any  reputable 
dental  college  or  dental  department  of  any  university  shall,  in  person, 
present  the  same  to  the  state  boai*d  of  examiners,  and  the  board  being 
satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness  of  the  diploma,  may  without  examination 
issue  a  license  to  such  person  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  on  pay- 
ment of  the  license  fee  hereinafter  provided  for.  All  licenses  issued  bj' 
the  board  shall  be  signed  by  the  several  members  thereof  and  be  attested 
by  its  president  and  secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  board. 

§  297  Who  regarded  as  practising  dentistry.  A  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  practising  dentistry,  within  the  meaning  of  this  article,  who 
shall  perform  operations  or  parts  of  operations  of  any  kind  or  treat  dis- 
eases or  lesions  of  the  human  tooth  or  jaw  or  correct  malpositions  thereof. 
But  nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to 
acts  of  bona  fide  students  of  dentistry  done  in  the  pursuit  of  clinical  ad- 
vantages under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  preceptor  or  a  licensed  dentist 
in  this  state  during  the  period  of  their  enrolment  in  a  dental  college  and 
attendance  upon  a  regular  course  in  such  college,  or  to  prevent  any  legally 
qualified  resident  physician  and  surgeon  from  extracting  teeth,  or  to  pre- 
vent any  person  from  using  any  domestic  remedy  or  other  means  for  the 
relief  of  pain, 

§  208  Fee  for  examination;  annual  reports,  etc.  The  board  of  dental 
examiners  may  require  each  i)erson  applying  to  it  for  examination  to 
pay  a  fee  not  exceeding  $10,  which  shall  in  no  case  be  returned.  If 
the  applicant  shall  receive  a  license  to  practise,  he  shall  thereupoii 
pay  the  further  sum  of  $5,  which  shall  also  entitle  him  to  receive  a 
certificate  of  registration  for  the  current  or  registration  year  in  which 
such  license  is  issued.  Thereafter  he  shall  annually  obtain  a  certifi- 
cate as  hereinbefore  provided.  Out  of  the  funds  received  by  the  board 
each  member  may  be  paid  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  4  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance 
necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  or  returning  from  meetings  of  the  board. 
Such  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of 
the  board,  except  the  printing  of  the  annual  report,  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  remaining  after  the  payment  of  such  per 
diem  allowance  and  mileage  as  above  provided  for  shall  be  held  by  the 
secretary  as  a  special  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  board  In 
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carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article.  The  secretary  shall  give  a 
bond  in  such  sum  and  with  such  conditions  as  the  board  may  from  time  to 
time  direct.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  November  in  each  year,  which 
report  shall  contain  an  uceouut  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by 
the  board  during  the  preceding  year. 

§  299  Penalty  for  violation  of  this  article.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  article  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  is  punishable  by  a  fine,  not  exceeding  $300  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail,  not  exceeding  60  days,  or  by  both. 

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  or 
falsely  claim  or  pretend  to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  registration,  di- 
ploma or  degree  granted  by  a  society  or  by  the  board  of  dental  examiners, 
or  who  shall  falsely  and  with  intent  to  deceive  the  public  claim  or  pre- 
tend to  be  a  graduate  from  any  dental  college,  not  being  such  graduate, 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  is  punishable  as  provided 
in  §  299. 

§  301  Penalty  for  practising  under  false  name,  etc.  Any  person  who 
shall  be  licensed  -under  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  who  shall  prac- 
tise dentistry  under  a  false  name  with  intent  to  deceive  shall  be  liable  to 
have  his  license  revoked  upon  20  days'  notice  of  such  proposed  revocation 
and  of  the  time  and  place  of  considering  such  revocation  by  the  state  board 
of  dental  examiners.  Any  person,  who  after  revocation  of  his  license  con- 
tinues to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  is  punishable  as  provided  in  §  299.

§  4404  Oertifi-cate  necessary.     From  and  after  July  4,  1892,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  first  obtained  a  certificate  of  qualification  issued  by  the 
state  board  of  dental  examiners  of  this  state  as  hereinafter  provided: 

1)  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers, to  consist  of  five  practising  dentists,  resident  in  this  state,  is 
hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  members  of  the  first  board  of  dental 
examiners  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1892.  The  term  for 
which  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  shall  be  three  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  appointed  and  qualified,  and  no 
person  shall  be  appointed  for  or  serve  to  exceed  two  terms  in  succession.

Any  and  all  persons  who 
shall  desire  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state  after  July  4,  1892,  except 
such  persons  as  have  been  regularly  since  July  4,  1889,  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state,  or  who  may  hold  or  may  hereafter  ob- 
tain diplomas  from  any  reputable  dental  college,  shall  file  application  In 
writing  with  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  dental  examiners  for  examina- 
tion and  license,  and  at  the  time  of  making  such  application  shall  pay  to 
the  secretary  of  said  board  a  fee  of  $10;  and  each  applicant  shall  present 
himself  before  said  [board]  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  filing  his  ap- 
plication for  examination  by  said  board.  The  examination  shall  be  of  an 
elementary  and  practical  character,  but  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the 
fitness  of  the  applicant  to  practise  dentistry.

5)  Certificate  without  examination;  proofs  required.  Every  person 
who  may  legally  hold  a  diploma  from  any  reputable  dental  college  in 
the  United  States  or  any  foreign  country,  or  who  has  been  regularly 
since  July  4,  1889,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state,  shall, 
upon  application  and  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2  to  the  secretary  of  said 
board  of  dental  examiners,  and  producing  satisfactory  and  reasonable 
proof  of  the  fact  that  he  holds  such  diploma,  or  has  been  so  engaged  in 
tlie  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  since  July  4,  1889,  receive  certifi- 
cate of  registration  and  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state.  Every 
applicant  for  license  to  practise  dentistry  under  the  provisions  of  this

§  2098  License  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  the  territory 
of  Oklahoma  without  having  first  received  a  license  from  the  board  of 
dental  examiners,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2G99  Board  of  dental  examiners;  appointment.  A  board  of  dental 
examiners  is  hereby  created  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
pose and  enforce  the  provislopp  Qt  this  act,    The  members  of  such  boar<) 
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shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  shall  consist  of  five  practising 
dentists,  residents  of  Olilahoma  territory,  who  shall  have  been  engaged  in 
the  continuous  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  for  at  least  two 
years  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act.

§  1  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term;  qualifications.  The 
state  board  of  dental  examiners  shall  consist  of  five  members,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  whose  terms  of  office  respectively  shall  be  three 
j'ears,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  shall 
commence  at  the  several  times  hereinafter  specified — one  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  as  soon  as  this  act  takes  effect,  two  of  whom  shall  be  ap- 
pointed on  the  first  day  bf  March,  1900,  and  the  remaining  two  on  the 
first  day  of  March,  1901.  That  the  present  members  of  said  board  shall 
respectively  continue  in  office  as  follows:  Two  of  them  until  the  first  day 
o:"  March,  1900,  and  the  other  two  until  the  first  day  of  March.

Any  person  desiring  to  practise  dentistry  In  the  state  of  Oregon 
after  this  act  talies  effect  shall  file  his  or  her  name,  together  with  an  appli- 
cation for  examination,  with  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners, and  at  the  time  of  making  such  application  shall  pay  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board  a  fee  of  $10,  and  shall  present  himself  or  herself  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  thereafter  of  said  board  for  examination  as  to  his 
or  her  fitness  therefor;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  practise  the  same 
unless  he  or  she  shall  be  shown  to  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall 
present  to  said  board  his  or  her  diploma  from  some  dental  college  in  good 
standing,  and  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  or  her  rightful  pos- 
session of  the  same;  provided  that  said  board  may  admit  to  examination 
such  other  persons  of  good  moral  character  as  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  having  been  engaged  in  pupilage  and  in  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry in  the  state  of  Oregon  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act.  No  person 
shall  be  permitted  to  apply  for  examination  who  is  not  21  years  of  age. 
All  dental  colleges  which  are  members  of  the  National  association  of  den- 
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tal  faculties  shall  be  deemed  reputable  and  in  good  standing.  Said  exami- 
nation shall  be  elementary  and  practical  in  character,  but  suflficiently 
thorough  to  test  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  to  practise  dentistry.  It 
shall  include,  written  in  the  English  language,  questions  on  the  following 
subjects:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  therapeutics, 
metallurgy,  pathology,  operative  and  surgical  dentistry,  and  also  demon- 
strations of  their  sliill  in  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry.  Said  exami- 
nation shall  be  conducted  under  oath  or  affirmation  before  said  board, 
and  either  member  of  said  board  is  empowered  to  administer  the  neces- 
sary oath  or  affirmation.  All  persons  successfully  passing  such  examina- 
tion shall  be  registered  as  licensed  dentists  in  the  board  register,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  and  also  receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  board,  in  substantially  the  following  form.  .  . 

§  5  Certificate  must  be  recorded;  loss  of  certificate;  reexamination. 
The  certificate  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to 
practise  dentisti-y  in  any  county  in  the  state  of  Oregon;  provided,  such 
certificate  shall  first  be  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  county  recorder 
in  which  such  holder  desires  to  practise,  and  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  holder  of  any  certificate  to  practise  in 
any  county  in  this  state  unless  such  certificate  shall  have  been  first  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  such  county  as  herein  provided; 
provided,  further,  that  any  such  holder  of  a  certificate  may  practise  in 
more  than  one  or  any  number  of  counties  in  this  state  on  having  such 
certificate  recorded  in  each  of  such  counties  in  which  such  holder  desires 
to  practise.  Said  board  of  dental  examiners  shall,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  loss  of  any  such  certificate  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
issue  a  new  certificate  in  place  thereof.  Any  person  failing  to  pass  the 
first  examination  successfully  may  demand  a  second  examination  at  a 
subsequent  meeting  of  said  board,  and  no  fee  shall  be  charged  for  said 
examination. 

§  7  Fee  for  recording.  The  county  recorder  of  each  county  is  required 
to  record  in  a  special  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  all  certifi- 
cates issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  which  may  be  presented 
to  him  for  that  purpose.  After  the  record  of  any  such  certificate,  such 
county  recorder  shall  return  the  same  with  a  certificate  of  its  record  to 
the  party  entitled  to  the  same.  Said  county  recorder  shall  receive  for 
such  filing  and  record  a  fee  of  $1. 

§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who,  as  principal,  agent,  em- 
ployer, employee,  assistant,  or  in  any  manner  whatever,  shall  practise  den- 
tistry, or  who  for  reward  or  hire  shall  do  any  act  of  dentistry,  without 
having  filed  for  record  and  having  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county 
recorder  of  the  county  wherein  he  shall  so  practise  or  do  such  act  a  cer- 
tificate from  said  board  of  dental  examiners  entitling  him  to  so  practise 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $200,  or  be  confined  for  any 
period  aot  exceeding  six  months  in  the  county  Jail,  for  each  and  every 
offense.  All  tine*!  recovered  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  common 
school  fund  of  the  county  m  whicn  conviction  is  nad. 
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§  9  Evidence  of  violation.  In  any  prosecution  for  misdemeanor  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  the  certificate  of  the  county  recorder  of  the 
county  within  which  such  misdemeanor  is  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted, to  the  effect  that  there  is  no  certificate  of  the  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers of  this  state  on  file  in  such  county  recorder's  office  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  person  accused  of  such  misdemeanor  shall 
be  sufficient  proof  prima  facie  that  such  person  is  not  entitled  to  practise 
dentistry  in  such  county. 

§  10  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  In  order 
to  provide  the  means  of  carrying  out  and  maintaining  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  said  board  of  examiners  shall  charge  such  person  applying 
to  or  appearing  before  them  for  examination  for  a  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tion the  fee  hereinbefore  provided  for,  which  fee  shall  in  no  case  be  re- 
turned; and  out  of  the  funds  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  board 
from  the  fees  so  charged,  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses 
Incurred  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  said  board  shall  be  paid  to  each 
member  of  said  board.  Said  board  may  also  pay  out  of  said  fund  all  ex- 
penses which  may  be  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Said  board  may,  if  deemed  best  by  them,  with 
the  consent  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  any  county,  employ  and  com- 
pensate out  of  said  fund  special  counsel  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  In 
the  courts  of  such  county,  and  the  supreme  court,  of  any  offense  alleged 
to  have  been  committed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  such  county. 
Said  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  expenses  of  said  board 
shall  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  received  from  any 
source  in  excess  of  expenses  and  salaries  above  provided  for  shall  be  held 
by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses 
of  said  board  and  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  uses 
for  educational  purposes  as  may  be  deemed  wise  by  said  board,  he  giving 
such  bond  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  direct;  and  said  board  shall 
make  an  annual  report  of  its  proceedings  to  the  governor,  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  November  of  each  year,  together  with  an  account  of- 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them  pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  11  Practice  of  dentistry  defi.ned.  All  persons  shall  be  said  to  be 
practising  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who  shall  for  a  fee  or 
salary  or  other  reward,  paid  either  to  himself  or  another  person,  for  opera- 
tions or  parts  of  operations  of  any  kind,  treat  diseases  or  lesions  of  the 
human  teeth  or  jaws,  or  correct  malpositions  thereof:  but  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  be  taken  to  apply  to  bona  fide  students  of  dentistry, 
in  pursuit  of  clinical  advantages  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  pre- 
ceptor or  licensed  dentist  in  this  state  or  during  the  period  of  their  dental 
enrolment  in  a  dental  college  and  attendance  upon  a  regular,  uninter- 
rupted course  in  such  college,  nor  to  physicians  in  the  regular  discharge  of 
their  duties. 
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§  12  Prosecuting  officers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attor- 
ney of  each  county  to  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  complaints  made 
under  this  act,  both  upon  the  preliminary  hearing  in  the  justice  court  or 
before  any  magistrate  before  whom  complaint  may  be  made,  and  also 
upon  hearing  in  the  court,  either  upon  such  complaint  or  upon  anj-  infor- 
mation or  indictment  filed  against  any  person  under  this  act;  provided 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  prosecution  of  any 
person  for  violation  of  this  act  upon  information  of  the  prosecuting  attor- 
ney directly.  The  attorney-general  of  this  state  shall  appear  in  the  su- 
preme court  and  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  criminal  cases  arising 
under  this  act  which  may  be  appealed  to  said  court  or  taken  to  said  court 
by  writ  of  error. 

§  13  Dentists  now  practising.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person  who  shall  be  legally  practising  dentistry  in  this  state 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

PEITNSYXVANIA 
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Laws  1897,  ch.  170 

§  1  Dental  council.  That  there  shall  be  established  a  dental  council 
of  Pennsylvania  consisting  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
the  president  of  the  state  board  of  health  and  vital  statistics,  and  the 
president,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Pennsylvania  dental  society. 

§  2  Rules;  substitute.  The  said  council  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  dental  council  of  Pennsylvania,  and  may  make  and  adopt 
for  its  government  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws,  not 
Inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth 
or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  maintain 
an  office  within  this  state  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Two  mem- 
bers of  the  said  council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  president  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania state  dental  society,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  president  of  the  Pennsylvania 
jstate  dental  society  from  any  unavoidable  cause,  he  may  nominate  In 
writing  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  that  society  to  represent  him  at  the 
meetings  of  the  dental  council  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  person  so  nomin- 
ated shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meetings,  and  his  presence  shall  be 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  state  dental 
society  In  constituting  a  quorum  of  said  dental  council. 

§  3  Organization.  The  said  council  shall  organize  at  Harrisburg 
within  30  days  from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  board  of  dental 
examiners,  and  shall  elect  from  Its  own  number  a  president  The  secre- 
tary of  the  dental  council,  who  shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  shall  be 
the  secretary  and  treasurer,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  medical  council  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 
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§4  Meetings;  duties.  The  said  dental  council  shall  hold  two  stated 
(meetings  in  each  year,  at  Harrisburg,  and  they  may  hold  special  meet- 
ings at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall 
supervise  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  state  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners of  all  applicants  for  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  common- 
wealth, for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  conduct  of  examinations  in  har- 
mony with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  issue  licenses  to  practise 
<ientistry  to  such  applicants  as  have  presented  satisfactory  and  properly 
certified  copies  of  licenses  from  the  state  boards  of  dental  examiners,  or 
•state  board  of  health  of  other  states  as  provided  in  §12  of  this  act. 

§  5  Board  of  dental  examiners;  term;  appointment;  qualifications. 
That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1897,  there  shall 
be  and  continue  to  be  a  board  of  dental  examiners  for  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, which  shall  consist  of  six  members,  and  each  of  said  members 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  September  next 
after  his  appointment,  with  the  exception  of  those  first  appointed  who 
«hall  serve  as  follows,  namely:  two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and 
two  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1897.  The 
Pennsylvania  state  dental  society  may,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1897, 
and  annually  thereafter  at  said  meeting,  select  as  nominees  the  names  of 
■double  the  number  of  examiners  I'equired,  who  shall  be  members  in  good 
standing  of  the  society,  and  transmit  such  names  to  the  governor  under 
Its  seal  and  signed  by  its  secretary.  From  this  list  of  nominees  the 
governor  shall,  during  the  month  of  August,  A.  D.  1897,  appoint  a  board 
of  dental  examiners.  In  case  of  failure  of  the  said  Pennsylvania  state 
■dental  society  to  submit  such  list,  as  aforesaid,  the  governor  shall  ap- 
point members  in  good  standing  of  said  society  without  other  restric- 
tions. Each  one  of  the  said  appointees  must  be  registered,  bona  fide,  prac- 
titioner of  dentistry  in  good  standing,  and  shall  have  practised  dentistry 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  10  years.  No 
member  of  a  dental  college  faculty  shall  be  eligible  to  appointment  upon 
the  state  board  of  dental  examiners,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  member- 
ship in  the  dental  council.  The  governor  shall  fill  vacancies  by  death 
ov  otherwise  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  examiners,  from  the  list  of 
names  submitted  to  him  by  the  dental  society,  and  shall  remove  any 
member  of  said  board  for  continued  neglect  of  the  duties  required  by 
this  act,  or  on  recommendation  of  the  said  dental  society  for  incompetency, 
unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct.  The  governor  shall,  in  his  first 
appointments,  designate  the  number  of  years  for  which  each  appointee 
shall  serve.  The  appointment  of  successors  to  those  members  whose  term 
-of  office  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  shall  be 
made  by  the  governor  during  the  month  of  August  of  such  year,  upon 
the  same  conditions  and  requirements  as  hereinbefore  specified  with 
reference  to  the  appointment  of  an  examining  board. 

§  6  Authority.  Said  board  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
board  of  dental  examiners  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.    Every  person 
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who  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  said  board  shall  receive  a  certificate- 
of  appointment  from  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth.  Said  board 
shall  be  authorized  to  take  testimony  concerning  all  matters  within  its 
jurisdiction,  and  the  presiding  officer,  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  board 
or  of  any  of  the  committees  thereof,  may  issue  subpenas  and  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses.  Said  board  of  examiners  shall  make  and  adopt  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  whereby  to 
perform  the  duties  and  transact  the  business  required  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  Said  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  dental  council  of  Pennsylvania  established  by  this 
act. 

§  7  Expenses  and  compensation  of  board.  From  the  fees  provided 
by  this  act,  the  examining  board  may  pay  all  expenses  incurred  by  it» 
provision  in  the  conduct  of  its  business  as  a  board,  after  having  appor- 
tioned and  paid  to  the  dental  council  a  sum,  not  exceeding  $100,  to 
liquidate  the  expenses  incident  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  said 
council;  and  if  any  surplus  above  said  expenses  shall  remain  at  the  end 
of  any  year,  it  shall  be  apportioned  among  said  examiners,  pro  rata, 
according  to  the  number  of  candidates  examined  by  each,  not  to  exceed 
$500  to  each  examiner,  and  any  balance  over  and  above  this  amount  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth. 

§  8  Organization  of  board;  meetings.  The  first  meeting  of  the  said 
examining  board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  1897,  suit- 
able notice  in  the  usual  form  being  given  with  the  notice  of  their  appoint- 
ment by  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  to  each  of  the  members 
thereof,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  At  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  board  an  organization  shall  be  effected  by  the  election,  from 
their  own  membership,  of  a  president  and  secretary.  For  the  purpose 
of  examining  applicants  for  license,  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners 
shall  hold  two  or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  each  year,  due  notice 
of  which  shall  be  made  public  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deter- 
mine. At  such  stated  or  special  meetings  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof,  but  the  examinations 
may  be  conducted  by  a  committee  of  one  or  more  of  the  examiners  duly 
authorized  by  said  board. 

§  9  Subjects  for  examination.  Subjects  for  examination:  all  candi- 
dates for  license  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  (with 
the  exception  of  those  otherwise  provided  for  in  §12  of  this  act,)  shall 
be  required  to  pass  an  examination  by  the  state  board  of  dental  exam- 
iners upon  the  following  subjects:  1)  general  anatomy  and  physiology; 
2)  special  dental  anatomy;  3)  dental  histology;  4)  dental  physiology;  5> 
chemistry  and  metallurgy;  6)  materia  medica;  7)  dental  pathology,  bacteri- 
ology and  therapeutics;  8)  anesthesia;  9)  oral  surgery;  10)  principles  and 
practice  of  oiierative  and  prosthetic  dentistry.  Each  applicant  shall  also 
furnish  to  the  board  of  dental  examiners  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  or 
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her  proficiency  in  tlie  manipulative  procedures  of  dentistry-,  either  by 
producing  an  example  of  his  or  her  work,  duly  attested  by  the  demonstra- 
tor in  charge  of  the  clinic  of  the  college  issuing  his  or  her  diploma,  or  by 
a  practical  demonstration  of  his  or  her  skill  in  the  presence  of  the  exam- 
ining members  of  the  said  board. 

§10  Examinations.  Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  writing 
and  shall  embrace  all  of  the  subjects  named  in  §9  of  this  act.  After 
each  examination  the  board  having  charge  thereof  shall,  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  act  upon  the  same.  An  official  report  of  such  action,  signed 
by  the  president  and  secretary  and  each  acting  member  of  the  said  board 
of  dental  examiners,  stating  the  examination  average  of  each  candidate 
in  each  branch,  the  general  average,  and  the  results  of  the  examination, 
whether  successful  or  unsuccessful,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  dental 
council.  The  said  report  shall  embrace  all  the  examination  papers,  ques- 
tions and  answers  thereto.  All  such  examination  papers  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  internal  affairs  and  kept  for  reference 
and  inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

§  11  License.  On  receiving  from  the  said  board  of  dental  examiners 
such  official  report  of  the  examination  of  any  applicant  for  license,  the 
dental  council  shall  issue  forthwith  to  each  applicant  who  shall  have  been 
returned  as  having  successfully  passed  said  examination,  a  license  to 
practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Every  license  to  practise 
dentistry,  issued  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  officers  of 
the  dental  council  and  by  each  dental  examiner  who  reported  the  licen- 
tiate as  having  successfully  passed  said  examinations.  It  shall  also  have 
affixed  to  it  bj'  the  person  authorized  to  affix  the  same  the  seal  of  this 
commonwealth,  before  said  license  shall  be  issued.  It  shall  be  recorded 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  dental  council,  and  the  number 
of  the  book  and  page  therein  containing  said  recorded  copy  shall  be 
noted  upon  the  face  of  said  license.  Said  records  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection,  under  the  proper  restrictions  as  to  their  safe  keeping,  and 
in  all  legal  proceedings  such  records  and  copies  or  exemplifications  thereof, 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  dental  council,  under  seal,  shall  have 
the  same  weights  as-  evidence  that  is  given  to  records  and  certified  copies 
of  deeds  for  the  conveyance  of  land. 

§  12  Application  after  Oct.  1,  1897;  licentiates  from  other  states.  On 
and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1897,  any  person  not  heretofore  author- 
ized to  practise  dentistry  in  this  state,  and  desiring  to  enter  upon  such 
practice,  may  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  the  dental  council,  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  $15,  a  written  application  for  license,  together  with 
satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is  not  less  than  21  years  of  age.  is 
of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained  a  competent  common  school  edu- 
cation, and  has  received  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
dental  surgery,  or  other  recognized  dental  degree,  from  a  reputable  in- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  recognized  as  of  good  repute  by  the  board 
of  dental  examiners  of  this  state,  and  legally  competent  to  confer  the 
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same,  or  a  diploma,  or  a  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practise  the 
branches  of  dentistry  in  some  foreign  coimtrj^  Applicants  who  have 
received  their  degree  in  dentistry  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1897, 
must  have  pursued  the  study  of  dentistry  for  at  least  three  years,  includ- 
ing three  regular  courses  of  lectures  each  extending  over  a  period  of  at 
least  six  months  in  separate  years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  dental 
college  or  colleges,  prior  to  the  granting  of  said  diploma  or  foreign  license. 
Such  proof  shall  be  made,  if  required,  upon  affidavit.  Upon  maliing  such 
payment  and  proof  the  dental  council,  if  satisfied  with  the  same,  shall 
issue  to  such  applicant  an  order  for  examination  before  the  state  board 
of  dental  examiners.  In  case  of  failure  at  any  such  examination,  the 
candidate,  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  and  within  two  years,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  a  second  examination  by  the  said  board,  without 
the  payment  of  an  additional  fee;  but  for  any  other  subsequent. examina- 
tions he  shall  pay  the  usual  fees  prescribed  in  this  act.  And  it  is  further 
provided  that  applicants  examined  and  licensed  by  the  state  board  of 
dental  examiners,  or  state  board  of  health  of  other  states,  on  payment  of 
a  fee  of  $10  to  the  secretary  of  the  dental  council,  and  on  filing  in  the 
office  of  the  dental  council  a  copy  of  said  license,  certified  with  the  affi- 
davit of  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  board,  showing  that  the 
standard  of  requirements  adopted  by  the  said  state  board  of  dental  ex- 
aminers or  state  board  of  health  is  substantially  the  same  as  provided 
by  §9  and  12  of  this  act,  shall,  without  further  examination,  receive  a 
license  conferring  on  the  holder  thereof  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pro- 
vided by  §13  and  14  of  this  act. 

§13  Penalty  for  violation.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1897, 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  enter 
upon  the  practice  of  dentistry,  unless  he  or  she  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  has  exhibited  to  the  prothonotary  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  desires  to  prac- 
tise dentistry,  a  license  duly  granted  to  him  or  her  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided; whereupon  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled,  upon  the  payment  of  $1, 
to  be  duly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  in  the  said  county;  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  wherein  the  offense 
has  been  committed,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than 
$200  for  each  offense. 

§  14  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  or  punish  physicians  or  surgeons.  In  the  regular  practice  of 
their  profession,  from  extracting  teeth  for  the  relief  of  pain,  or  maliing 
applications  for  such  purpose,  or  shall  interfere  with  or  prevent,  bona 
fide  students  of  dentistry.  In  the  regular  course  of  their  instruction  from 
operating  upon  patients  at  clinics,  or  under  the  immediate  supervision 
and  in  the  presence  of  their  preceptor,  who  is  in  lawful  practice,  provided 
that  no  fee,  salary  or  other  reward  for  such  operations  shall  be  received, 
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either  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  circumstances  by  any  student  of 
dentistry.  And  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
practice  of  dentistry  within  this  commonwealth  by  any  practitioner  who 
shall  have  been  duly  registered  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth existing  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  one  such  registry 
under  this  act  shall  be  suffiient  warrant  to  practise  dentistry  in  any  county 
jii  this  commonwealth. 

§  15  Disbursements  of  money.  All  disbursements  of  money,  provided 
for  above  in  this  act,  shall  be  made  by  the  secretary  of  the  dental  council 
upon  the  instructions  of  the  dental  council,  who  shall  give  all  such  in- 
structions by  resolutions  in  such  case  adopted  by  a  quorum,  as  defined 
in  §2  of  this  act.

The  several  members 
of  the  board  of  registration  in  dentistry  heretofore  established  by  law 
shall  continue  in  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  terms  for  which  they  were 
respectively  appointed;  and  upon  the  expiration  of  any  such  term,  the 
governor  sliall  appoint  the  same,  or  some  other,  graduate  in  dentistry,  re- 
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siding  and  doing  business  as  a  dentist  within  the  state,  who  shall  hold 
office  as  a  member  of  said  board  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed.

§  985  Board  of  dental  examiners;  election;  term;  organization.  The 
South  Carolina  state  dental  association  shall  elect  a  board  of  examiners,  ta 
consist  of  five  members,  to  be  known  by  the  title  of  the  board  of  dental 
examiners  in  the  state  of  South  Carolina.  The  members  of  this  board 
shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respec- 
tively, or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected.  The  said  associ- 
ation at  each  annual  meeting  thereof  shall  elect  a  person  for  the  term  of 
five  years  to  fill  the  place  of  the  member  of  the  board  whose  term  of  office 
shall  at  that  time  expire,  and  shall  also  fill  such  vacancies  in  the  board  as 
may  have  occurred  during  the  year.  If  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
board  any  member  or  members  shall  fail  to  be  present,  the  said  associa- 
tion may,  at  its  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  absentee  to  be  va- 
cated, and  may  proceed  to  elect  a  new  member  or  members  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  such  person  or  persons,  or  it  may  elect  a  member  or  mem- 
bers to  fill  temporarily  the  place  or  places  of  such  absentees.  This  board 
shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  secretary. 

§  980  Meetings;  duties;  license  fee.  The  board  of  examiners  shall 
meet  annually  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  South  Carolina 
state  dental  association,  giving  30  days'  notice  of  such  annual  meeting  in 
the  public  newspapers  published  in  not  less  than  three  different  places  in 
the  state,  viz.,  one  in  Charleston,  one  in  Columbia  and  one  in  Greenville.

§  381  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  A  board  of  examiners 
to  consist  of  five  practising  dentists  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  who  shall 
select  them  from  10  candidates  whose  names  shall  be  furnished  him  by 
the  South  Dakota  dental  society  and  the  Northwestern  dental  association.

§  3626  Diploma  necessary;  dentists  now  practising.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  practise,  or  attempt  to  practise,  dentistry  or  den- 
tal surgery  in  the  state  of  Tennessee  without  first  having  received  a  diplo- 
ma from  the  faculty  of  some  reputable  dental  college,  school,  or  university 
department  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  some  other  of  the

registration,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  issue  certificates  to  all  applicants 
who  may  hereafter  apply  to  said  board  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examin- 
ation. 

§  3628  Appointment;  term.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  and  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  excepting  that 
the  members  of  the  board  first  appointed  shall  be  made  as  follows:  two 
for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  respectively, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed.  In  case  of  vacancy  occur- 
ring in  said  board  by  resignation,  removal  from  state,  or  death,  such 
vacancy  may  be  filled  for  its  unexpired  term  by  the  governor,  as  provided 
in  this  chapter. 

§  3629  Eecord;  organization;  meetings.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  re- 
cord, in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names  and  residences  or  places  of 
business  of  all  persons  authorized  under  this  chapter  to  practise  dentistry 
or  dental  surgery  in  this  state.  It  shall  elect  one  of  Its  members  president 
and  one  secretary  thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least  once  In  each  year  at 
the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  state  dental  association, 
and  as  much  oftener,  and  at  such  times  and  places,  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary. A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  the  proceedings  thereof  shall  be  open  for  public  inspection. 
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§  3(330  Certificate  on  registration.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  within  this  state  on  the  25th  day  of 
March,  1891,  was  required,  within  six  months  thereafter,  to  cause  his  or 
her  name,  residence,  and  place  of  business  to  be  registered  with  said  board 
of  examiners,  upon  which,  said  board  was  required  to  issue  to  such  person 
a  certificate,  duly  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board, 
which  certificate  entitles  the  person  to  whom  it  Is  Issued  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  set  forth  in  §3626.^ 

§  3631  Certificate  on  diploma  j  on  examination.  Any  person  desiring 
to  commence  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  within  this  state, 
shall,  before  commencing  such  practice,  file  for  record  In  a  book  kept  for 
such  purpose,  with  said  board  of  examiners,  his  or  her  diploma,  or  a 
duly  authenticated  copy  thereof,  the  validity  of  which  said  board  shall 
have  power  to  determine.  If  accepted,  said  board  shall  issue  to  the  per- 
son holding  such  diploma  a  certificate,  duly  signed  by  all  or  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  said  board,  and  which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  issued  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  set  forth  in  §3626.

§  3634  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  chap- 
ter by  practising,  or  attempting  to  practise,  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
within  the  state  without  first  complying  with  the  provisions  hereof,  shall 
he  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  In  a  sum  not  less  than  [$]25  nor  more  than  $300.

§  1  Diploma  necessary;  dentists  now  practising.  That  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  practise  or  attempt  to  practise  dentistry  or  den- 
tal surgery  in  the  state  of  Texas  without  first  having  secured  a  diploma 
from  some  reputable  dental  college,  school  or  university  department,  duly 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  some  other  of  the  United  States, 
or  some  foreign  country,  and  in  which  college,  school  or  university  depart- 
ment there  are  at  the  time  of  issuance  of  such  diploma  annually  delivered 
a  full  course  of  lectures  and  instructions  in  dentistry  and  dental  surgery; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  §1  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  person  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  the  state  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  physicians  and  surgeons  may,  in  the  regular  practice 
of  their  profession,  extract  teeth  or  make  applications  for  the  relief  of 
pain.

Any  member  of  said  board  may,  when  the 
board  is  not  in  session,  grant  a  license  to  practise  dentistry  to  a  person 
whom  such  member  finds  on  examination  to  be  qualified,  on  the  payment 
of  the  sum  of  $2  by  such  person.  A  license  so  granted  shall  be  valid  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  board,  but  no  longer.  Each  member  shall  make 
a  report  of  licenses  so  granted  by  him,  at  the  meeting  of  the  board  follow- 
ing the  granting  of  the  license.  A  member  shall  not  grant  a  license  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  to  one  who  has  been  rejected  by  the  board  as 
disqualified. 

§  9  Recording  of  license.  Every  person  to  whom  license  is  issued  by

§  4651  Failure  to  record.  If  a  person  does  not  cause  his  license  to  be 
recorded  within  the  time  required  by  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  forfeit 
the  same,  and  shall  not  be  relicensed  until  he  has  paid  the  board  $10.

§  1767  Who  may  practise  dentistry.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  den- 
tistry in  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  or  to  assist  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  for  compensation  as  either  assistant  or  employee,  or  to  receive 
license  from  any  commissioner  of  the  revenue,  unless  such  person  shall 
have  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  examiners  as  provided  in 
§  1769  of  this  chapter:  provided,  that  persons  who  held  license  to  practise 
dentistry  in  this  commonwealth,  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1890,  and  have 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  §  1774,  shall  be  otherwise  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  this  section:  and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  con- 
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tained  iu  this  section  shall  prevent  any  authorized  physician  or  surgeon 
t'jom  extracting  teeth  or  any  other  person  from  extracting  teeth  for  any 
one  suffering  from  toothache.

§  17(>8  Board  of  examiners;  appointmeait;  terras.  The  board  of  exam- 
iners shall  consist  of  six  practitioners  of  dentistry,  of  acknowledged  abiUty 
iu  the  profession,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  The  board  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  divided  into  three  classes  vs^ith  two  members  each,  one  of 
which  classes  shall  go  out  of  office  each  succeeding  year;  and  the  gover- 
nor shall  annually  appoint  the  successors  of  each  class,  as  it  goes  out,  for 
the  term  of  three  years.  He  shall  make  the  appointments  in  each  case 
from  four  persons  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Virginia  state  dental 
association  and  reside  in  different  sections  of  the  state.

§  1809  Board  of  examiners.     That  a  board  of  dental  examiners,  consist- 
ing of  five  practising  dentists,  be  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
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carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  mem- 
bers of  said  board  of  dental  examiners  shall  be  appointed  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  governor  of  the  state. 

§  1810  Appointment;  term;  present  board  recognized.  The  members 
of  the  board  of  dental  examiners  to  be  appointed  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  February,  1894,  for  terms  commencing  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  1894,  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  governor  for  the 
following  terms,  to  wit:  two  members  of  said  board  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  three  members  of  said  board  for  the  term  of  two  years.  All 
members  of  said  board  appointed  subsequent  to  the  year  1894  for  regular 
terms  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  succes- 
sors, respectively,  are  appointed  and  qualified.  In  each  odd  numbered 
year,  subsequent  to  the  year  1894,  two  members  of  said  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, and  in  each  even  numbered  year  three  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. Appointments  for  each  year  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  February  of  such  year,  and  the  term  of  office  of  each  such 
member  so  appointed  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  of  such 
year.  At  least  two  of  said  members  of  said  board  shall  be  selected  from 
east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  mountains,  and  at  least  two  from  west 
of  said  summit.  All  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  of  examiners  may 
be  filled  by  the  governor  at  any  time.  The  board  of  dental  examiners  ap- 
pointed under  the  act  entitled  '  An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  dentistry, 
and  to  protect  the  people  against  empiricism  in  relation  thereto  in  the 
state  of  Washington,'  approved  Jan.  28, 1888,  whose  terms  of  office  will  ex- 
pire on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  1894,  are  hereby  recognized  and  con- 
firmed as  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners  for  the  state  of  Washington, 
and  said  board  shall  continue  to  hold  their  said  offices  until  the  expiration 
of  their  said  terms,  and  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  1811  Oath.  Each  member  of  said  board  hereafter  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  "office,  talie  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation 
in  substantially  the  following  form.    .    . 

§  1812  Organization.  The  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members  presi- 
dent and  one  secretary  thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each 
year,  in  May  and  November,  or  oftener  at  the  call  of  the  president  and 
secretary.  30  days'  notice  must  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting  of  said  board,  by  publication  of  such  notice  in  at  least  four  news- 
papers in  general  circulation  published  in  the  state  of  Washington,  no  two 
of  such  newspapers  to  be  published  in  any  one  county.

Any  person  or  persons 
who  desire  to  begin  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  state  of  Washington 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  file  his  or  her  name,  together  with  an 
application  for  examination,  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  dental 
examiners,  and  at  flio  time  of  malcing  such  application  shall  pay  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  a  fee  of  $25,  and  shall  present  him  or  herself  at  the

before  that  body.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  such  an  examination  unless 
he  or  she  shall  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  'Shall  present  to  said  board 
his  or  her  diploma  from  some  dental  college  in  good  standing  and  shall  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  or  her  rightful  possession  of  the  same:  pro- 
vided, that  the  said  board  may  admit  to  examination  such  other  persons 
of  good  moral  character  as  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  10  years  prior  to  the  date  of  the  appli- 
cation for  examination.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the 
good  standing  of  any  college  or  colleges  from  which  such  diplomas  may 
be  granted.  Said  examination  shall  be  elementary  and  practical  in  char- 
acter, but  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  to  prac- 
tise dentistry.  It  shall  include,  written  in  the  English  language,  ques- 
tions on  the  following  subjects:  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia 
medica,  therapeutics,  metallurgy,  histology,  pathology,  operative  and  sur- 
gical dentistry,  mechanical  dentistry,  and,  also,  demonstrations  of  their 
sliill  in  operative  and  mechanical  dentistry.  All  persons  successfully  pass- 
ing such  examinations  shall  be  registered  as  licensed  dentists  in  the  board 
register  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  also  receive  a  certificate,  said  certifi- 
cate to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board  and  in  sub- 
stantially the  following  form.     .     . 

§  1814  Certificates;  recording  same.  The  certificates  in  this  act  pro- 
vided for  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  practise  dentistry  in  any  coun- 
ty in  the  state  of  Washington:  provided,  such  certificate  shall  first  be  filed 
for  record  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  such  holder 
desires  to  practise,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
permit  any  holder  of  any  certificate  to  practise  in  any  county  in  this  state 
unless  such  certificate  shall  have  been  first  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
auditor  of  such  county  as  herein  provided:  provided,  further,  that  any  such 
holder  of  a  certificate  may  practise  in  more  than  one  or  any  number  of 
counties  in  this  state  on  having  such  certificate  recorded  in  each  of  such 
counties  in  which  such  holder  desires  to  so  practise.  Said  board  of  dental 
examiners  shall,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the  loss  of  any  certificate  is- 
sued under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  issue  a  new  certificate  in  place  there- 
of. Any  person  failing  to  pass  the  first  examination  successfully  may 
demand  a  second  examination  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  board,  and 
no  fee  shall  be  charged  for  said  examination:  provided,  that  the  second 
examination  is  taken  before  the  expiration  of  one  year. 

§  1815  First  meeting;  dentists  now  practising.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  board  to  meet  at  the  city  of  Olympia  in  said  state  on  the  2d  day  of 
May,  1893,  and  within  10  days  thereafter  to  transfer  to  a  register  to  be 
provided  by  them  for  that  purpose,  the  name,  residence  and  place  of  busi- 
ness of  each  and  every  person  who  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act, 
pursuant  to  said  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  territory  of  Washington, 
approved  Jan.  28,  1888,  shall  be  qualified  to  practise  dentistry  in  the  state 
of  Washington,  and  who  shall  then  be  registered  dn  the  books  of  the 
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board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  said  board  to  send  to 
each  person  so  registered  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  fee,  a  • 
certificate  similar  in  form  to  the  other  certificate  provided  for  by  this  act, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board  of  examiners,  which 
certificate  the  holder  thereof  shall  have  recorded  with  the  county  auditor 
of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  desires  to  practise,  within  90  days  from 
the  date  of  said  certificate. 

§  1816  Record  of  certificates;  fee.  The  county  auditor  of  each  county  is 
required  to  record,  in  a  special  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
all  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  which  may  be  pre- 
sented to  him  for  that  purpose.  After  the  record  of  any  such  certificate, 
such  auditor  shall  return  the  same  with  a  certificate  of  its  record  to  the 
party  entitled  to  the  same.

§  1818  Fees;  expenses  of  board.  In  order  to  provide  the  means  for 
carrying  out  and  maintaining  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  board 
of  examiners  shall  charge  such  person  applying  to  or  appearing  before 
them  for  examination  for  a  certificate  of  qualification  the  fee  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  which  fee  shall  be  in  no  case  returned;  and  out  of  the  funds 
coming  into  the  possession  of  the  board  from  the  fees  so  charged  the  sum 
of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office  and  all 
legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  to  the  duties  of 
said  board  shall  be  paid  to  each  member  of  said  board.  Said  board  may 
also  pay  out  of  said  fund  all  expenses  which  may  be  reasonably  incurred 
by  them  in  carrying  out  and  maintaining  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said 
board  may,  if  deemed  best  by  said  board,  with  the  consent  of  the  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  any  county,  employ  and  compensate  out  of  said  fund 
special  counsel  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  in  the  courts  of  such  county 
and  the  supreme  court  of  any  offense  alleged  to  have  been  committed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  such  county.  Said  expenses  shall  be 
paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  expenses  of  said  board  shall  ever  be  paid  out 
of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys  received  in  excess  of  salai'ies  and  ex- 
penses as  above  provided  for  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board 
as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board  and  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  giving  such  bond  as  the  board  may  from 
time  to  time  direct;  and  said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its 
proceedings  to  the  governor  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  October  of  each 
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•year,  together  with  an  account  of  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them 
pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  1819  Practice  of  dentistry  defined.  All  persons  shall  be  said  to  be 
practising  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  for  a  fee  or 
salary,  or  other  reward  paid  either  to  himself  or  to  another  person  for  oper- 
ations or  parts  of  operations  of  any  liind,  treat  diseases  or  lesions  of  the

rolment in  a  dental  college  and  attendance  upon  a  regular  uninterrupted 
course  in  such  a  college,  nor  to  physicians  in  the  regular  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

§  1820  Prosecuting  oflacer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney for  each  county  to  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  complaints  made 
under  this  act,  both  upon  the  preliminary  hearing  in  the  justice  court  or 
before  any  magistrate  before  whom  such  complaint  may  be  made,  and 
also  upon  sluj  healing  in  the  court,  either  upon  such  complaint  or  upon 
any  information  or  indictment  filed  against  any  person  under  this  act: 
provided,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  consti'ued  to  prevent  the  prosecution 
of  any  person  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act  upon  information 
of  the  prosecuting  attorney  directly.  The  attorney  general  of  this  state 
shall  appear  in  the  supreme  court  and  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all 
criminal  cases  arising  under  this  act  which  may  be  appealed  to  said  court 
or  be  taken  to  said  court  by  writ  of  error.

§  29a  Certificate  necessary.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is 

not  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  lawfully  engaged  in  the  practice 

of  dentistry  in  this  state  to  practise  dentistry  therein  unless  such  person 

shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Board  of  examiners;  appointment.  A  board  of  examiners  to  consist 
of  five  practising  dentists  is  hereby  created,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Org'anization;  meetings.  Said  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members 
president  and  one  the  secretary  thereof,  and  it  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday in  August  in  ench  year,  and  as  miich  oftener  and  at  such  time 
and  place  as  a  majority  of  the  board  may  decide  upon.  A  majority  of  the 
board  shall  at  all  times  constitute  a  quorum. 

Application.  Any  person  who  desires  to  begin  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  the  state  of  West  Virginia  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  file  an 
application  for  examination  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  dental 
examiners  and  shall  present  himself  at  the  first  regular  meeting  there- 
after of  such  board  to  undergo  examination  before  that  body. 

Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  successfully  passing  such 
examination  shall  be  registered  as  hereinafter  provided  and  also  receive  a 
certificate  from  said  board. 

Dentists  now  practising.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  law- 
fully engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  state  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act  to  cause  his  or  her  name,  residence,  date  of  diploma,  or  license 
to  be  registered  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  dental  examiners 
Avithin  90  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Practice  of  dentistry  defined;  not  to  apply.  All  persons  shall  be 
imderstood  to  be  practising  dentistry  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  who 
shall  for  a  fee,  salary,  or  reward  paid,  either  to  himself  or  some  other 
person,  perform  opei'ations  or  parts  of  operations  of  any  kind,  treat  dis- 
eases or  lesions  of  the  human  teeth  or  jaw,  or  correct  malimposed  positions 
thereof,  or  display  a  sign  or  in  any  way  advertise  himself  as  a  dentist, 
and  any  person  who  shall,  after  this  act  takes  effect,  use  any  other  than 
his  or  her  individual  name,  or  in  case  of  a  firm,  the  name  of  the  individ- 
uals composing  the  firm  for  the  purpose,  as  a  dentist  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  hereinafter  for  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to  bona  fide  students 
of  dentistry  or  one  in  pursuit  of  clinical  advantages  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  licensed  dentist  in  this  state,  or  shall  prevent  any  person  from 
extracting  teeth  with  or  without  compensation. 
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Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  in  violation  of  this  act 
practise  dentistry  in  the  state  of  AVest  Virginia  shall  be  liable  to  prosecu- 
tion and  upon  conviction  of  such  person  so  offending,  he  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $200  or  confined  in  the  county  jail  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  three  months  or  both  for  each  and  every  offense; 
provided,  that  any  person  so  convicted  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  fee  for 
services  rendered  and  if  a  fee  has  been  paid,  the  patient  or  his  or  her 
guardian  or  heir  may  recover  the  same  as  debts  of  lilce  amount  are  now 
recovered  by  law. 

Fines.  All  fines  collected  under  this  act  shall  inure  to  the  common 
school  fund. 

Tees.  To  provide  for  the  proper  and  effective  enforcement  of  this  act, 
said  board  of  examiners  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees,  to  wit: 
for  each  certificate  issued  to  persons  in  lawful  practice  in  this  state  at  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  $2,  and  each  applicant  for  examination 
shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  board  $10.

§  1410e  Appointment;  terms;  vacancies.  The  state  board  of  dental 
examiners,  as  heretofore  constituted,  is  hereby  continued.  It  shall  con- 
sist of  five  practising  dentists,  at  least  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of 
the  AVisconsin  state  dental  society.  The  members  of  such  board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor  for  the  term  of  five  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.

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INTRODUCTION 

Early  schools  of  pharmacy 

The  first  meeting  in  this  country  to  consider  the  question  of 
systematic  pharmaceutic  education  was  held  in  Philadelphia  in 
1821.  At  this  meeting  the  apothecaries  of  Philadelphia  formed 
a  society  to  provide  a  system  of  instruction  in  pharmacy  and  to 
regulate  the  conduct  of  their  business.  The  outcome  of  this 
action  was  the  Philadelphia  college  of  pharmacy,  which  was 
chartered  by  the  Pennsylvania  legislature  in  1822.  The  school 
opened  in  1821-22  with  a  course  of  lectures  on  materia  medica 
and  pharmacy,  and  a  course  on  pharmaceutic  and  general 
chemistry.  The  first  class  was  graduated  in  1826.  In  the 
early  years  of  the  institution  committees  were  appointed  to 
expose  adulterations  of  drugs  and  a  library  and  cabinet 
were  established.  The  need  of  a  medium  of  publication  was 
soon  felt.  In  1825  the  Journal  of  the  Philadelphia  college  of  phar- 
macy was  started,  which  became  in  1835  the  American  journal 
of  pharmacy. 

The  Philadelphia  college  of  pharmacy  was  followed  in  1823  by 
the  Massachusetts  college  of  pharmacy,  in  1829  by  the  New  York 
college  of  pharmacy,  in  1838  by  the  department  of  pharmacy  of 
Tulane  university,  in  1841  by  the  Maryland  college  of  pharmacy. 

Prior  to  1840  pharmacists  were  not  recognized  in  pharma- 
copoeial  conventions.  In  1850  the  chartered  schools  were  invited 
to  send  delegates  to  the  decennial  convention.  In  that  revision 
and  in  the  revisions  of  1860, 1870  and  1880  pharmacists  were  well 
represented.  In  the  convention  of  1890,  16  of  the  26  members 
composing  the  committee  on  final  revision  were  pharmacists. 
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Growth 

There  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in  schools  of  pharmacy 
and  students  of  pharmacy  in  the  past  21  years.  In  1878  there 
were  13  schools  with  1187  students.  In  1899  there  were  52 
schools,  with  3563  students.  The  increase  in  students  in  21  years 
has  been  200^.  36  of  these  schools  maintain  day  sessions,  9 
have  evening  sessions,  4  have  both,  3  do  not  report  this  item. 
14  are  separate  institutions,  38  are  departments  of  other  insti- 
tutions. 45  grant  degrees.  2  of  the  52  schools  were  established 
between  1801  and  1825,  4  between  182G  and  1850,  8  between  1851 
and  1875,  38  between  1876  and  1900. 


Apprenticeship 

The  University  of  Michigan  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  insti- 
tution in  this  country  to  graduate  pharmacists  without  any  prac- 
tical experience.  In  1898,  24  schools  of  pharmacy  reported  that 
they  did  not  require  any  practical  training.  The  original  object 
of  the  early  schools  of  pharmacy  was  to  give  a  theoretic  knowl- 
edge of  pharmacy  as  a  science  and  a  higher  degree  of  familiarity 
with  botany  and  chemistry  than  could  be  attained  in  the  limited 
term  of  apprenticeship.  It  was  not  intended  that  these  schools 
should  take  the  place  of  an  apprenticeship  in  a  pharmacy. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  no  little  discussion  as  to  whether 
schools  of  pharmacy  should  require  work  with  a  druggist  as  a 
condition  for  graduation.  The  schools  that  do  not  exact  this 
requirement  admit  its  necessity  to  success  as  a  pharmacist,  but 
they  claim  that  it  is  impracticable  to  determine  whether  or  not 
the  necessary  practical  training  has  been  acquired  by  their  matric- 
ulates, and  that  by  providing  under  proper  instructors  suitable 
laboratory  facilities  for  actual  work  with  the  drugs,  they  can 
give  more  practical  experience  than  that  afforded  in  many  phar- 
macies where  the  prescription  department  is  of  little  importance. 
There  is  force  in  this  position  in  the  case  of  schools  that  give 
thorough  courses  requiring  the  full  time  of  students,  specially 
if  matriculation  requirements  insure  a  fair  general  preliminary 
education.  Dr  Gregory,  dean  of  the  Buffalo  college  of  pharmacy 
writes  as  follows  touching  this  matter:  "Prior  to  1880  the  di- 
ploma of  a  school  of  pharmacy  was  generally  the  sole  evidence  of 
fitness  as  a  pharmacist.  Now  the  license  is  demanded.  No  one 
denies  the  value  of  experience  in  a  pharmacy,  but  the  responsi- 
bility of  testing  its  character  now  rests  with  boards  of  examiners, 
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leaving  the  schools  free  to  attend  to  the  primary  function  of 
teaching.'" 

Present  tendencies 

Dr  A.  B.  Huested  of  the  New  Yorls  pharmacy  board  writes  as 
follows  touching  present  tendencies  in  the  teaching  of  pharmacy: 

''These  tendencies  are  all  in  the  line  of  advancement,  in  teach- 
ing more  thoroughly  the  fundamental  subjects  of  chemistry, 
pharmacy,  materia  medica  and  botany,  and  including  the  allied 
subjects,  microscopy,  analytic  examination  of  medicines,  foods, 
secretions  and  excretions  of  the  human  system  and  bacteriology. 
In  the  past,  the  instruction  in  all  schools  of  pharmacy  was  con- 
fined to  evening  hours,  all  the  students,  and  they  were  few,  work- 
ing during  the  day  in  the  nearby  retail  and  wholesale  phar- 
macies. The  establishment  of  chemical  laboratories,  where  the 
student  practically  demonstrated  what  was  taught  in  the  class- 
room, was  the  first  advance.  Next  came  the  pharmaceutic 
laboratory,  devoted  to  the  practical  demonstration  of  the  prep- 
aration of  organic  compounds;  then  the  pharmacognosy  room, 
and  the  microscopic  laboratory,  and  today  analytic  and  bacter- 
iologic  laboratories  are  being  established.  These  extended 
courses  of  instruction  demand  that  more  time  shall  be  devoted  to 
the  work,  so  that  in  place  of  all  instruction  being  confined  to  even- 
ing hours,  most  schools  now^  use  a  part  of  the  day,  and  some 
occupy  the  entire  time  of  the  student,  in  courses  extending  over 
nine  months  in  the  year.  Very  many  schools  afford  opportunity 
for  farther  work  in  optional  and  graduate  courses. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  in  work  and  time  demanded 
of  the  student  of  pharmacy,  the  number  pursuing  this  study 
is  greater  than  during  any  previous  period.  It  will  be  in- 
ferred from  what  has  been  stated,  that  those  who  are 
now  engaged  in  retail  pharmacies  are  more  competent  than 
their  predecessors,  and  have  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  agents  in  which  they  deal.  This  is  true  if  the  average  educa- 
tion is  considered,  but  nevertheless  commercial  tendencies  have 
exercised  a  disadvantageous  influence.  The  conditions  of  trade 
■  in  the  past  were  such  as  to  allow  those  pharmacists  who  were  so 
inclined,  to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  study,  care  and  prep- 
aration of  medicines.     Today  the  greater  part  of  the  time  of 

alt  should  be  remembered  that  the  schools  which  led  In  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  apprenticeship  requirement  did  not  take  this  course  through 
any  laclj  of  appreciation  of  the  value  of  actual  experience,  but  because 
the  requirement  as  frequently  enforced  was  a  fai*ce.  Very  properly  the 
university  schools  took  the  ground  that  their  degrees  should  stand  for 
school  work  only,  and  that  no  institution  could  honestly  vouch  for  the 
value  of  something  for  which  there  could  be  no  effective  standard  and 
which  in  many  cases  was  of  absolutely  no  value. — J.  H.  Beal 
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the  pharmacist  must  be  devoted  to  the  commercial  side  of  his 
work,  or  he  will  soon  find  himself  without  patrons,  and  therefore 
without  the  means  to  carry  on  his  business.  Again,  many  if  not 
a  majority  of  the  agents  in  which  he  deals,  may  and  must  be  had 
from  the  large  manufacturer.  These  conditions  have  attracted 
the  more  studious  and  therefore  the  better  educated  pharmacists 
to  those  pursuits  that  foster  the  educational  side  of  pharmacy^ 
leaving  the  retail  pharmacies  in  charge  of  those  in  whom  the 
commercial  spirit  predominates.  When  the  educational  attain- 
ments of  the  retail  pharmacist  are  considered,  I  question  if  be 
has  made  the  advance  that  the  teaching  of  the  schools  would 
indicate." 

Legislation 

Apothecaries  were  organized  into  a  privileged  body  in  civilized 
parts  of  Europe  in  the  middle  ages,  and  from  that  period  those 
who  dispense  drugs  have  been  required  to  possess  certain  quali- 
lications.  In  the  United  States  there  have  not  been  till  lately 
any  legal  restrictions  worthy  of  the  name,  but  any  ignorant  boy 
whom  an  apothecary  chose  to  employ  has  been  free  to  dispense 
drugs. 

Georgia  seems  to  have  been  the  first  state  that  attempted  to 
restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  state  to  com- 
petent persons.  The  law,  enacted  in  1825,  gave  the  state  medical 
board  power  to  examine  and  license  apothecaries.  The  Alabama 
code  of  1852  contained  a  similar  provision.  In  1868  a  member 
of  the  Georgia  board  reported  that  he  knew  of  only  five  licenti- 
ates of  the  board  that  were  then  engaged  in  business  in  the  state. 
An  act  was  passed  in  New  York  in  1839  that  applied  solely  to 
'New  York  city,  in  Pennsylvania  in  1866  that  applied  solely  to 
Lycoming  county.  These  early  acts  had  little  effect  in  protect- 
ing the  public  from  ignorant  apothecaries. 

In  1869  a  draft  of  a  pharmacy  law  was  recommended  by  the 
American  pharmaceutical  association  which  required  graduation 
in  pharmacy  as  a  condition  for  license.  It  was  hoped  in  this  way 
to  secure  through  the  schools  of  pharmacy  men  belter  fitted  by 
preliminary  education  and  professional  training  for  the  practice 
of  the  profession.  Khode  Island  was  the  only  state  which  en- 
acted this  law  (March  1870),  and  it  was  amended  in  the  following 
year.  At  present  there  is  no  pharmacy  law  in  the  United  States 
which  requires  attendance  and  graduation  at  a  school  of  phar- 
macy as  a  condition  for  license. 

Since  1869  laws  restricting  the  practice  of  pharnincy  htv(^  been 
enacted  in  almost  every  state  through  the  efforts  of  iiicmbers 
of  the  profession.  The  American  pharmacent'cjfl  ns  oci.ition, 
organized  in  1852,  has  been  a  potent  factor  in  th*^  a'teTupi  to  give 
pharmacy  a  professional  standing  equal  to  that  of  .tber  hranches 
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of  medicine.  Its  work  in  this  direction  has  been  of  special  value 
since  the  creation  in  1887  of  the  sections  of  education  and  legis- 
lation. A  mass  of  material  on  pharmaceutic  education  and  legis- 
lation in  this  country  and  abroad  has  been  collected  and  made 
•available  through  the  annual  reports  of  the  association. 

The  1898  report  of  the  section  on  education  and  legislation  of 
the  American  pharmaceutical  association  summarizes  as  follows 
the  fundamental  defects  in  present  laws  regulating  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  the  United  States: 

1  Failure  to  require  a  sufficient  preliminary  general  educa- 
tion. 

2  Failure  to  demand  graduation  from  a  school  of  pharmacy 
for  admission  to  the  licensing  examination  or  for  registration. 

3  The  privileges  accorded  to  physicians,  manufacturers,  whole- 
salers, etc. 

4  Failure  to  provide  periods  of  apprenticeship  and  courses  of 
study  that  would  make  it  impracticable  for  any  one  to  engage 
in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  on  his  own  account  before  the  age 
of  24  or  25  years. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Beal  of  the  department  of  i)harmacy  at  Scio  college, 
Ohio,  was  appointed  by  the  section  on  education  and  legislation 
of  the  American  pharmaceutical  association  at  its  1899  meeting 
to  draft  a  model  pharmacy  law.  If  approved  this  law  can  be 
introduced  simultaneously  into  the  legislatures  of  all  the  states. 
Dr  Beal  writes  Nov.  16,  1899:  "Foreigners  are  often  puzzled  to 
account  for  the  diversity  in  our  legislation.  The  fact  should  be 
emphasized  that  all  matters  of  internal  police  control  are  left 
-exclusively  to  the  several  states,  so  that  national  laws  regulating 
professional  practice  can  not  be  enacted." 

That  a  preliminary  general  education  equivalent  to  graduation 
from  an  accredited  high  school  will  be  required  eventually  for 
admission  to  the  study  of  pharmacy  is  highly  probable,  but  this 
demand  will  not  be  made  for  some  time  to  come  except  by  a  few 
progressive  states.  Present  tendencies  indicate  that  graduation 
from  an  accredited  school  of  pharmacy  will  also  be  required  even- 
tually for  admission  to  the  licensing  test  or  for  registration. 
The  American  pharmaceutical  association  and  a  number  of  state 
associations  have  within  the  last  year  favored  this  requirement.

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ASSOCIATIONS 

While  the  matter  of  licensing  pharmacists  belongs  to  the  sev- 
eral states  and  is  not  a  national  prerogative,  there  are  certain 
associations  of  a  semi-national  character  that  have  greatly  influ- 
enced and  brought  into  closer  uniformity  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  professional  and  preliminary  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  the  study  and  practice  of  pharmacy. 

American  pharmaceutical  association,  General  secretary 
Charles  Caspari  jr,  Baltimore,  Md.  Next  meeting,  Eichmond,  Va., 
May  1900: 

Initial  meeting  at  New  York  1851,  organized  at  Philadelphia 
1852,  incorporated  at  Washington,  February  1888.  The  aim  is  to 
unite  the  educated  and  reputable  pharmacists  and  druggists  of 
America  in  the  following  objects:  1)  to  improve  and  regulate  the 
drug  market;  2)  to  encourage  such  proper  relations  as  promote  the 
public  welfare;  3)  to  improve  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy;  4) 
to  regulate  the  system  of  apprenticeship  and  employment;  5)  to 
suppress  empiricism;  6)  to  uphold  standards  of  authority  in  educa- 
tion, theory  and  practice  of  pharmacy;  7)  to  create  and  maintain 
a  standard  of  professional  honesty  equal  to  the  amount  of  their 
professional  knowledge.  Meetings  annually,  last  of  August  or 
first  of  September.  Pharmacists  and  druggists  of  good  moral  and 
professional  standing  are  eligible  for  membership  as  well  as 
teachers  of  pharmacy,  chemistry  and  botany.  On  the  proposition 
of  two  members  the  council  recommends  a  candidate  to  the  asso- 
ciation, which  elects  by  vote,  and  membership  is  completed  by 
signing  the  constitution  and  by-laws  and  paying  the  annual  dues 
of  the  current  year,  $5. 

To  expedite  and  render  more  efficient  the  work  of  the  association 
three  sections  are  formed  and  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  ses- 
sions consider  the  business  assigned  to  the  third  section,  pharma- 
ceutic legislation  and  education.  In  1893  a  paper  entitled  the  Re- 
quirements for  graduation  in  American  colleges  of  pharmacy  was 
read  before  this  section  and  a  resolution  introduced  to  determine 
what  constitutes  colleges  of  pharmacy,  that  is,  the  requirements 
for  graduation  are  1)  age,  21  years;  2)  experience  in  pharmacy, 
four  years,  including  time  at  college;  3)  two  courses  of  at  least  six 
months  each,  extending  over  more  than  one  year. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  a  committee  and  reported  ad- 
versely at  the  next  meeting.  However  two  resolutions  were  offered 
and  the  second  after  amendment  was  adopted,  viz :  "  Resolved, 
That  a  committee  be  appointed  consisting  of  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  colleges  and  schools  of  pharmacy  of  this  country 
represented  by  members  in  the  society,  with  three  members  of  the 
association,  none  of  whom  are  teachers  in  any  pharmaceutic  col- 
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lege  or  school.  The  duty  of  said  committee  shall  be  to  take  into 
careful  consideration  the  condition  of  pharmaceutic  education  in 
this  country,  make  recommendations  relative  thereto,  and  report 
to  the  association  at  its  next  annual  meeting,"  In  August  1895 
the  committee  reported  the  following  resolution  which  was  tabled: 
"  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  American  pharmaceutical 
association  that  the  cause  of  pharmaceutic  education,  would  be 
advanced  if  all  pharmaceutic  schools  that  confer  the  degree  of 
graduate  in  pharmacy  should  adopt  the  following  suggestions: 

1  That  the  standard  for  admission  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
equivalent  for  admission  to  the  public  high  schools  of  the  larger 
cities  of  the  United  States. 

2  That  each  student  shall  attend  not  less  than  two  courses  of 
didactic  instruction,  each  course  extending  over  a  period  of  not  less 
than  28  weeks,  the  student  to  be  in  attendance  for  not 
less  than  six  hours  of  such  instruction  in  each  week,  and  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  sixty  (160)  hours  in  each  session.  That  the 
time  devoted  to  this  instruction  shall  be  limited  to  the  subjects  of 
pharmacy^,  chemistry  and  materia  medica  or  botany,  and  not  in- 
clude that  in  collateral  branches.  That  not  less  than  three  hun- 
dred hours  of  laboratory  work  shall  be  required  of  each  student  in 
each  term. 

3  That  every  student,  in  order  to  graduate,  should  be  familiar 
with  all  the  teachings  of  the  United  States  pharmocopoeia,  and 
fully  capable  of  performing  all  operations  mentioned  in  it. 

4  That  as  far  as  practicable  students  shall  give  their  whole  time 
to  the  work  of  the  college  during  its  sessions,  and  not  divide  their 
time  between  work  in  a  store  and  work  in  a  college.  That  no 
sludent  shall  be  retained  at  college  whose  outside  duties  will  not 
permit  him  to  do  full  justice  to  his  studies  or  laboratory  work. 

5  That  students  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  school  or  college 
at  less  than  18  years  of  ago;  and  that  the  degree  should  not  be 
conferred  upon  any  person  who  is  less  than  21  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  completing  his  final  course. 

6  That  the  degree  of  Ph.  G.  should  be  conferred  upon  any  per- 
son who  has  successfully  passed  the  required  examinations,  with- 
out any  regard  to  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store." 

In  August  1896  the  committee  on  chairman's  address  submit- 
ted the  following  report  which  was  adopted:  "That  the  subject  of 
preliminary  education  be  presented  by  the  committee  of  this  sec- 
tion to  the  various  state  pharmaceutic  associations  for  considera- 
tion and  report  to  this  section  at  its  next  annual  meeting. 

Second,  we  approve  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  chair,  that  a 
distinction  should  be  made  between  graduates  with  practical  ex- 
perience and  those  without  it.  The  degree  of  Ph.  C.  should  be  con- 
fined to  the  latter  class,  and  that  of  Ph.  G.  should  designate  those 
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\^lio  have  graduated  with  a  store  experience.  In  view  of  the  confu- 
sion in  this  respect,  because  of  the  present  practice  of  the  schools 
of  pharmacy  we  recommend  that  all  boards  of  pharmacy  use  their 
influence  to  secure  such  amendments  to  their  laws  as  shall  require 
an  examination  for  all  candidates  for  registration. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  interchange  of  certificates 
of  examination  is  desirable,  and  will  follow  when  a  reasonable 
degree  of  uniformity  is  obtained  in  the  examinations  of  the  differ- 
ent boards  of  pharmacy." 

In  August  1898  a  report  on  preliminary  education  requirements 
by  J.  H.  Beal  gives  the  results  of  the  efforts  in  this  line  during 
1897  and  1898.  See  Proceedings  American  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tion p.  548-52. 

On  Friday,  Sep.  8,  1899  J.  H.  Beal,  of  Ohio,  was  appointed  a 
committee  of  one  to  draft  a  model  pharmacy  law,  have  it  printed, 
distributed  to  the  members  of  the  association  and  the  pharma- 
ceutic press  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  association,  inviting 
its  study  and  criticism  in  order  that  it  may  be  thoroughly  and 
understandingly  discussed.

LICENSING  BOARDS,  COMMITTEES  OR  SOCIETIES,  REGISTRATION  OFFICERS, 
EXAMINATION  DEPARTMENTS  OR  BOARDS 

These  extracts  are  made  for  the  convenience  of  administrative 
and  professional  bodies,  practitioners  and  candidates  for  registra- 
tion or  examination.     While  rules  are  legal  and  are  based  on 
the  statutes,  often  being  the  sole  requirements,  they  are  not  stat- 
utes and  for  this  reason  they  are  properly  grouped  in  a  separate 
division.     All  facts  given  in  the  synopsis  or  the  statutes  are  omit- 
ted as  rigidly  as  consistent  with  clearness.     The  extracts  give  as 
uniformly  as  possible:

CALIFORNIA 

Licensing.,  The  candidate  for  examination  as  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist  must  present  evidence  that  he  is  entitled  to 
enter  the  high  school  or  must  pass  an  examination  in  reading, 
writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  geography  and  composition.  Candi- 
dates having  four  years'  experience  and  holding  diplomas  as 
graduates  in  pharmacy  or  other  certificates  of  equal  value  are 
entitled  to  registration  without  examination.  Physicians  are  not 
eligible  for  registration  on  their  credentials  as  physicians.  The 
subjects  of  examination  are  chemistry,  toxicology,  pharmacy, 
materia  medica,  recognition  of  crude  drugs,  pharmaceutic  prep- 
arations and  practical  pharmacy.  Application  is  by  oflBcial  blank 
and  the  infornjation  called  for  in  such  blanks  must  be  duly  sub- 
scribed and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant.  The  regular  meetings  of 
the  board  are  Tield  in  San  Francisco,  the  second  Wednesday  in 
January,  April,  July  and  October.     Registration  (see  p.  1015). 
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COLORADO 

Licensing.  All  applicants  for  registration  as  pharmacists 
must  have  had  four  years'  experience  in  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing physicians'  prescriptions  and  must  pass  an  examination 
before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  Experience  acquired  in  a 
school  of  pharmacy  is  not  counted.  On  receipt  of  fee  and  applica- 
tion for  the  next  examination  the  secretary  issues  special  permits 
to  candidates  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  of  being  pharma- 
cists. This  permit  continues  in  force  till  the  next  examination. 
The  examination  is  in  writing  and  includes  pharmacy,  materia 
medica,  chemistry,  identification  of  drugs  and  practical  work. 
The  board  holds  four  examinations  each  year.  Registration  {see 
p.  1015). 

CONNECTICUT 

Licensing.  The  applicant  for  examination  must  show  by  affi- 
davit or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  that  he  has  received  three 
years'  instruction  in  pharmacy.  The  fee  is  returned  if  the  candi- 
date is  unsuccessful  on  the  first  trial,  but  not  thereafter.  Applica- 
tion is  by  official  blank  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 
Graduates  send  diplomas  and  fee  with  applications.  The  appli- 
cant for  examination  should  send  hie  application  15  days  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  the  board  and  on  the  receipt  of  such  application 
the  secretary  will  send  him  his  notification  to  appear.  Rejected 
applicants  must  notify  the  secretary  of  their  desire  to  be  re-exam- 
ined but  they  need  not  file  new  applications.  If  objection  is  made 
to  granting  any  license,  the  applicant  must  have  opportunity  to 
be  heard  concerning  such  objection.  Meetings  of  the  board  are 
held  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  April,  June,  September  and  De- 
cember.   Registration  [see  p.  1015). 

ILLINOIS 

Licensing.  The  applicant  for  examination  must  understand 
the  principles  of  chemistry,  practice  of  pharmacy;  must  be  able 
to  calculate  percentage  solutions  and  convert  one  system  of 
weights  and  measures  into  another;  must  possess  a  knowledge  of 
Latin  that  will  enable  him  to  read  and  interpret  prescriptions; 
must  understand  practical  work  so  far  as  pertains  to  percolation, 
fusion,  solution,  trituration,  emulsification,  evaporation  and  other 
manipulations;  must  be  familiar  with  organic  materia  medica, 
posology,  toxicology,  must  read  50  prescriptions.  50  or  more  oral 
questions  will  be  asked  relating  to  dispensing,  manufacturing, 
posology,  toxicology,  materia  medica,  chemistry  and  pharmacy. 
The  applicant  must  by  compounding  prescriptions  show  proper 
qualifications  for  dispensing;  must  answer  in  writing  ten  ques- 
tions in  theoretical  chemistry,  20  in  theoretical  pharmacy;  must 
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identify  ten  official  specimens,  giving  official  name,  common 
name,  official  definition,  natural  order,  habitat,  official  prepara- 
tions and  doses  thereof.  Applications  on  official  blanks  must  be 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  10  days  before  the  examina- 
tion. The  fee  should  accompany  the  application.  The  applicant 
must  show  by  affidavits  of  parties  with  whom  he  has  served, 
dates  being  given,  four  years'  experience  in  compounding  pre- 
scriptions and  medicines  in  a  retail  drug  store.  Time  spent  in  a 
school  of  pharmacy  does  not  count  as  experience.  Physicians 
must  have  filled  their  own  prescriptions  during  four  years'  ex- 
perience in  Illinois.  Hxamination.  A  general  average  of  75^ 
and  not  less  than  60^'  in  dispensing  is  required.  If  an  applicant 
for  registered  pharmacist  fails  to  secure  the  required  average  of 
75;^  but  secures  60^  or  more,  he  may  be  registered  as  an  assistant.

MICHIGAN 

Licensing.  Applicants  should  have  an  English  education 
sufficient  for  entrance  to  a  high  school.  They  should  possess  an 
elementary  knowledge  of  chemistry,  be  able  to  read  and  trans- 
late physicians'  prescriptions,  point  out  incompatibilities,  correct 
error  in  doses,  and  describe  methods  of  procedure  in  dispensing;

Ap- 
plicants for  examination  should  possess  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  chemistry;  should  be  able  to  read  and  translate  physicians' 
prescriptions,  to  point  out  incompatibilities,  correct  errors  in 
doses,  describe  methods  in  dispensing;  should  be  Well  versed  in 
the  preparations  of  the  U.  S.  pharmacopeia;  should  possess  a 
knowledge  of  materia  medica  with  reference  to  doses,  source  of 
drugs,  parts  used  in  medicinal  preparations,  antidotes  and  treat- 
ment in  poisoning;  should  be  able  to  identify  specimens  of  crude 
drugs  and  give  their  names  in  Latin  and  in  English.  Applica- 
tion is  by  official  blank  made  out  from  some  city  or  town  in  Wis- 
consin and  indorsed  by  a  registered  pharmacist  of  the  state.  All 
applicants  for  examination  must  file  affidavits  from  former  em- 
ployers showing  by  dates  the  time  spent  under  the  tuition  of  a 
registered  pharmacist,  and  graduates  or  students  from  recognized 
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schools  must  furnish  credentials  or  affidavits  from  teachers  giving 
name  of  school  and  the  period  of  attendance.  In  the  examination 
commencing  at  9  a.  m.  30  questions  are  given  the  applicant  and 
he  has  three  and  one  half  hours  for  answering  them.  At  2  p.  m. 
10  samples  of  drugs  and  medicines  are  presented  and  the  appli- 
cant is  allowed  one  hour  for  identification.  An  oral  examination 
in  the  reading  of  prescriptions  and  on  the  ipode  of  preparing  them 
is  given.  The  candidate  for  registered  pharmacist  must  attain  a 
standing  of  60;^  in  each  branch  and  a  general  average  of  75^,  for 
assistant  45^  in  each  branch  and  a  general  average  of  60^.  An 
applicant  for  licentiate  failing  to  reach  the  required  standard 
may  receive  an  assistant's  certificate  if  his  standing  is  of  the  re- 
quired grade.    Registration  (see  p.  1028).

Minor  changes  in- 
volving paragraphing,  numbering,  capitalization  and  spelling 
have  been  made  in  accord  with  the  editing  rules  of  the  Univer- 
sity when  the  change  affected  the  significance  of  the  law  in  no 
particular.  Volume  and  page  numbers  are  separated  by  a  colon;

§  5  Registration  on  examination;  on  diploma;  act  construed.  That 
the  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall  upon  application  and  at  such  time  and 
place  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine,  either  by  a  schedule 
of  questions  to  be  answered  and  subscribed  to  under  oath,  or  orally  exam- 
ine each  and  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  conduct  the  business  of 
selling  at  retail,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals, 
for  medicinal  use,  or  compounding  or  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions 
us  pharmacists,  and  if  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  said 
person  is  competent  and  fully  quahfied  to  conduct  said  business  of  com- 
pounding or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use, 
or  to  compound  and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  they  shall  enter 
the  name  of  such  person  as  a  registered  pharmacist  in  a  booli  provided 
for  in  §  4  of  this  act,  and  that  all  graduates  in  pharmacy  that  require 
a  practical  experience  in  pharmacy,  of  not  less  than  four  years  before 
granting  a  diploma,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  names  registered  by 
said  board  without  examination;  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  physician  who  is  authorized  to 
practise  medicine  or  surgery  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  from  registering 
as  a  pharmacist  or  druggist  without  examination;  provided,  that  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  a  pharmacist  or  druggist  may  open  and  conduct  such 
store,  if  he  or  they  keep  constantly  in  their  employ  a  registered  pharmacist 
or  druggist.  But  shall  not  himself  or  themselves  sell  or  dispense  drugs 
and  medicines  except  proprietary  and  patent  medicines  in  original  pack- 
ages. 

§  G  Fees.  That  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  of  each  person  whom  they  register  and  furnish  a  certificate 
as  a  registered  pharmacist  without  examination,  the  sum  of  $3  and  for 
each  and  every  person  they  examine  orally,  or  where  answers  to  a  sched- 
ule of  questions  are  returned  subscribed  to  under  oath,  the  sum  of  $5,  which 
shall  be  in  full  for  all  services;  and  in  case  the  examination  of  said  person 
shall  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory  and  his  name  not  be  registered, 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for  examination  within  any  period 
not  exceeding  12  months  thereafter,  and  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  such 
examination.

§  10  Penalties  for  violations.  That  any  person  who  shall  procure,  or 
attempt  to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  for  another,  under  this  act, 
by  making  or  causing  to  be  made,  false  representations,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a 
;penalty  of  not  less  than  ?25,  nor  more  than  $100;  and  the  name  of  the 
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(.person  so  falsely  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register;  any  person 
not  a  registered  pharmacist  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  who  shall  conduct 
such  a  store,  pharmacy,  or  place  for  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing 
drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals,  for  medical  use,  or  for  compounding,  or 
dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit  the 
title  of  registered  pharmacist,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $100. 

§  11  Not  to  apply.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  putting 
up  their  own  prescriptions.     [As  amended  1888-89,  ch.  62,  §  3] 

§  12  Certificate  posted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  registered 
pharmacist  to  conspicuously  post  his  certificate  of  registration  in  his  place 
of  business.  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $5  for  each  calendar  month 
during  which  he  is  delinquent. 

§  13  Expenses  of  board.  The  sum  of  $500  per  year,  or  as  much  thereof 
as  may  be  found  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  moneys  so 
received  for  license  for  the  expense  of  said  board  of  pharmacy,  all  surplus 
over  and  above  said  amount  to  be  divided  as  follows:  one  half  to  the 
pharmaceutical  association,  the  remainder  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury. 

§  14  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  recovery  of  these  several  penalties 
prescribed  in  this  act,  shall  be  presented  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Ala- 
bama, in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state's  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  such  offense  is  com.mitted,  to  pre- 
sent all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  upon  proper  complaint

§  4981  Kegistration  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
not  a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct 
any  drug  store,  pharmacy  or  apothecary  shop,  or  store  for  the  purpose 
of  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  in  any  city  or  incor- 
porated town  in  the  state  of  Arkansas,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  and 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of  such  store  or  pharmacy  to 
allow  any  person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  to  compound  or  dis- 
pense the  prescriptions  of  physician,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.

Within  60  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  experienced  phar- 
macists who  shall  have  been  actively  engaged  In  the  drug  business  for  the 
last  five  years  immediately  preceding  their  appointment,  who  shall  con-

The  state 
board  of  pharmacy  shall,  upon  application,  and  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine,  examine  every  person  who 
shall  desire  to  conduct  the  business  described  in  §  4981  in  any  city  or  incor- 
porated town  in  the  state  of  Arkansas;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  person  is 
competent  and  fully  qualified  to  conduct  the  said  business  of  compounding 
and  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  for  medical  use,  the  board 
shall  enter  the  name  of  such  person  as  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the 
book  provided  for  in  §4986.  Provided,  all  graduates  in  pharmacy  of 
schools  or  colleges  of  pharmacy  that  require  three  years'  practical  experi- 
ence before  granting  diplomas,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  names  regis- 
tered as  registered  pharmacists  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  without  exam- 
ination. The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  issue  an  appropriate  certificate  to 
each  person  registered,  which  certificate  must  be  conspicuously  displayed 
in  every  store  described  in  this  act. 

§  4988  Fees.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and

§  1  Registration  necessary.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1892,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conduct  any  pharmacy 
or  store  for  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines,  unless  such  person  bo 
a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act;  and  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  compound  or  dispense  any  physician's  prescrip- 
tion,  unless  such  person  be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  a  registered  assist- 
ant pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

§  2  Qualifications  for  registration.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  & 
registered  pharmacist,  must  be  a  graduate  of  pharmacy,  a  licentiate  In 
pharmacy,  or  a  practising  pharmacist. 

§  3  Definitions.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  are  persons  who  have  had 
four  years'  experience  in  drug  stores  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical 
practitioners  are  compounded,  and  each  must  have  obtained  a  diploma  from 
a  legally  constituted  college  of  pharmacy.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  are 
persons  who  have  had  four  years'  experience  in  stores  where  the  prescrip- 
tions of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded,  and  shall  have  passed  an 
examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  or  who  shall  present 
satisfactory  credentials  or  certificates  of  their  attainments  to  the  said 
board.  Practising  pharmacists  are  persons  who,  at  the  passage  of  this 
act,  are  conducting  pharmacies  in  this  state  for  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing of  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners,  and  for  the  sale  of 
medicines  and  poisons.  Assistant  pharmacists  are  persons  of  not  less 
than  18  years  of  age  who  are  employed  by  registered  pharmacists,  have 
studied  the  art  of  pharmacy  for  two  years,  and  have  passed  an  examina- 
tion by  the  board  of  pharmacy,  or  who,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act, 
have  had  three  years'  experience  in  pharmacies. 

§  4  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  pharmacist  claiming  the  right 
of  registration  under  this  act  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
next  after  its  passage,  forward  to  the  board  of  pharma,cy  satisfactory 
proof  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  preparing  and  dispensing 
medicines  and  physicians'  prescriptions  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  act, 
or  that  he  is  otherwise  entitled  to  registration  under  its  provisions.  The 
•board  of  pharmacy  shall  then  issue  to  said  applicant,  upon  his  paying  the 
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sum  of  $5,  a  certificate  of  registration.  Any  practising  pharmacist  failing 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section  within  60  days  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  January,  1892,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration, 
and  shall  appear  for  examination,  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  5  Assistant  pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  assistant  pharma- 
cist claiming  right  of  registration  under  this  act,  without  passing  an 
examination  by  the  board  of  pharmacy,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  next  after  the  passage,  forward  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  satisfac- 
tory proof  that  he  has  had  three  years'  experience  in  drug  stores  where 
physicians'  prescriptions  are  prepared;  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall  then 
issue  to  said  applicant,  upon  his  paying  the  sum  of  $1,  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  assistant  pharmacist.  Any  assistant  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section  within  60  days  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  1892,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  without 
passing  the  examination  provided  for  in  this  act.  No  registered  assistant 
shall  conduct  a  pharmacy  or  be  granted  a  certificate  as  a  registered 
pharmacist  until  he  has  passed  the  examination  for  licentiate  in  phar- 
macy, as  required  by  this  act. 

§  6  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization;  duties;  reg- 
istration fees;  annual  fees;  annual  report.  Within  30  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  the  governor  shall  appoint 
seven  competent  pharmacists,  residing  In  different  parts  of  the  state,  to 
serve  as  a  board  of  pharmacy.  The  members  of  this  board  shall,  within  30 
days  after  their  appointment,  individually  take  and  subscribe  before  the 
county  clerk  in  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  an  oath  faith- 
fully and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  act.  They 
shall  hold  ofllce  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  pharmacy, 
the  governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointing  a  member  to  serve  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  only.  The  oflice  of  said  board  shall  be  located  in 
San  Francisco.  The  board  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president  and  a 
secretary,  the  latter  to  be  ex-officio  treasurer  of  the  board.  Four  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  They  shall  meet  at  least 
quarterly,  and  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of 
their  duties.  The  duties  of  the  board  shall  be  to  transact  all  business  per- 
taining to  the  legal  regulations  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  to  investigate 
all  complaints  respecting  non-compliance  with  or  violations  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prose- 
cuting officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  board  to  be  reasonable  grounds 
for  such  action;  and  to  examine  and  register  as  pharmacists,  or  assistant 
pharmacists,  all  applicants  whom  it  shall  deem  qualified  to  be  such,  respec- 
tively. All  persons,  on  applying  for  examination  or  registration,  shall  pay 
to  the  secretary  a  fee  of  $5  for  licentiate,  and  $2  for  assistants;  and  on  pass- 
ing the  examination  they  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
secretary  and  examiners.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass,  the  board  shall  grant 
a  second  examination  within  one  year,  without  any  additional  fee  being 
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-charged.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  in  this  state  shall,  annually,  on  such  date  as  the 
43oard  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  said 
boqrd  a  registration  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  which  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  sum  of  $2  per  annum,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal 
of  said  registration.  Every  registered  assistant  pharmacist  who  desires 
to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  this  state  shall,  annually,  on 
such  date  as  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary 
of  said  board  a  registration  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  which  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  $1  per  annum,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a 
renewal  of  said  registration.  The  board  shall  render  an  annual  report  of 
its  proceedings  to  the  governor  of  the  state. 

§  7  Secretary's  dutiies.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
book  of  registration  open  at  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press  or  by  mail,  in  which  book 
shall  be  entered,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board,  the  name,  titles, 
qualifications,  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  oomlng  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  secretary  shall  give  receipts  for  all  money  re- 
ceived by  him,  and  disburse  the  same  by  order  of  the  board  for  necessary 
expenses,  taking  proper  vouchers  therefor.  The  balance  of  said  money, 
after  paying  the  expenses  of  the  board,  he  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer, 
who  shall  keep  it  as  a  special  fund  to  be  used  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

§  8  Compensation  of  board.  The  members  of  the  board  of  pharmacy 
shall  each  be  paid  the  sum  of  $5  per  diem  for  every  meeting  of  the  board 
which  they  attend,  and  the  secretary  shall  receive  such  additional  com- 
pensation as  the  board  may  direct.  All  compensation  of  members  and 
other  expenses  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  examina- 
tion and  registration  fees  and  fines. 

§  11  Penalties  for  violation;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  who  shall  at- 
tempt to  procure  registration  for  himself,  or  for  any  other  person  under 
this  act,  by  making,  or  causing  to  be  made,  any  false  representations,  or 
who  shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $200.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  permit  the 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  in  his 
store  by  persons  not  registered,  except  by  junior  assistants,  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  registered  persons,  or  any  person  not  registered  who 
shall  retail  medicines  or  poisons,  except  in  a  pharmacy  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  registered  pharmacist  or  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist, 
and  any  registered  person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
be  fined  not  exceeding  $50.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  or  interfere 
with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  keep  a 
•pharmacy  or  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  nor  with 
the  exclusive  wholesale  business  of  any  dealer,  except  that  portion  of  §  10 
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which  relates  to  marking  or  labeling  certain  poisons  mentioned  in  this  act. 
Nor  shall  general  dealers  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  the  keeping  for  sale  of  proprietary  medicines  in  original 
packages  of  drugs  and  medicines;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  compound  or 
prepare  any  pharmaceutical  preparations  or  prescriptions.

§  3474  Registration  necessary.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist, 
as  hereinafter  defined,  to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines 
or  pharmacal  preparations  in  the  state  of  Colorado;  or  to  institute,  con- 
duct or  manage  a  pharmacy,  store  or  shop  for  the  retailing,  compounding 
or  dispensing  of  drugs,  medicines  or  pharmacal  preparations  in  said  state 
of  Colorado,  unless  such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist,  as  the 
act  provides,  or  shall  place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy,  store  or  shop,  a 
registered  pharmacist,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3475  What  constitutes  a  registered  pharmacist.  Registered  pharma- 
cists shall  comprise  all  persons  regularly  registered  as  such  in  the  state  of 
Colorado  for  the  year  ending  July  2,  1893;  and  all  other  persons  registered 
as  licentiates  in  pharmacy  for  the  aforesaid  period  who  have  been  author- 
ized to  conduct  or  manage  a  pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Colorado;  and  all 
persons  over  21  y^ars  of  age,  having  four  years'  practical  experience  in 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  who  shall  pass 
a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  Gradu- 
ates in  pharmacy  who  have  obtained  diplomas  from  such  colleges  and 
schools  of  pharmacy  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  pharmacy,  and 
who,  previous  to  obtaining  said  diploma,  have  had  four  years'  experience 
in  the  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions  may  on  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$5,  be  made  registered  pharmacists. 

§  3477  Assistant  pharmacists.  Assistant  pharmacists,  in  the  meaning 
of  this  act  shall  comprise  all  persons  regularly  registered  as  licentiates  In 
pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Colorado  for  the  year  ending  July  2,  1893;  who- 
have  been  authorized  to  assist  in  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of 
physicians'  prescriptions,  under  the  supervision  of  a  properly  qualified 
person;  and  all  persons  over  18  years  of  age,  having  two  years'  practical 
experience  in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions, 
who  shall  pass  such  examination  as  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall 
require.  Assistant  pharmacists  shall  not  be  permitted  to  conduct  or  man- 
age a  pharmacy  on  their  own  account,  nor  assume  the  management  of  such 
business  for  others. 

§  3482  Board  of  pharmacy;  qualifications;  term.  Immediately  upoa 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  Colorado  pharmacal 
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association  may  submit  to  the  governor  of  tlie  state  of  Colorado,  the  names 
of  10  or  more  registered  pharmacists  having  at  least  10  years'  practical  ex- 
perience as  dispensing  pharmacists;  and  from  this  number  the  governor 
•hall  appoint  three;  and  the  said  three  registered  pharmacists  shall  con- 
stitute the  state  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  Colorado,  to  have  and 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  duly  qualified.  In  case  of  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state  of  any 
member  of  said  board,  or  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  a  registered  pharmacist  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
board  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

§3483  Organization;  meetings;  duties  of  board;  powers.  The  said  board 
shall,  within  30  days  after  its  appointment,  meet  in  the  city  of  Denver,  and 
organize  by  the  selection  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  pre- 
scribed by  the  board.  Meetings  for  tlie  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration,  granting  of  certificates,  and  the  transaction  of  such  other 
necessary  business,  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  four  months,  and  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board;  provided,  that  10 
days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  at  which  there 
is  an  examination  of  candidates  for  registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  receive  all  applications  for  examination  and 
registration  submitted  in  proper  form,  to  grant  certificates  to  such  per- 
sons as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under  this  act;  to  cause  the  prosecu- 
cution  of  all  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  report 
annually  to  the  governor  and  to  the  state  pharmacal  association,  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Colorado,  which  report  shall  furnish 
also  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all 
persons  registered  under  this  act;  to  lieep  a  book  for  registration  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  regis- 
tered, under  this  act,  on  what  grounds  and  under  what  particular  section 
of  this  act  each  was  registered  and  any  other  facts  pertaining  to  the 
granting  of  certificates.  The  said  board  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for 
the  full  and  proper  execution  of  its  duties  under  this  act;  to  prescribe  the 
forms  and  methods  of  application,  examination  and  registration;  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  applicants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall 
be  held  by  the  board  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  salaries  and  other 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  full  discharge  of  its  duties. 

§  3484  Compensation;  expenses;  report.  The  salaries  of  said  board 
shall  be  $5  to  each  member  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  all  legit- 
imate expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official  duties.  The  secretary 
of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board, 
and  not  to  exceed  $500  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of  the  board  as 
may  be  in  his  possession,  and  talvc  the  treasurer's  receipt  therefor;  pro- 
vided, that  no  part  of  the  salaries  or  expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  state  treasury.     In  its  annual  reports  to  the  governor  and  the 
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Colorado  pharmacal  association,  the  board  shall  render  an  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed,  pursuant  to  this  act;  and  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bonds  as  said  board  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

§  3485  Registration  fee.  Every  person  seeliing  registration  under  this 
act,  whose  registration  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  malie  applica- 
tion in  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  board,  and  deposit  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board  a  fee  of  $5;  then  on  presenting  himself  at  the 
time  and  place  directed  by  the  board,  and  sustaining  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination, he  shall  be  granted  an  appropriate  certificate  setting  forth  his 
particular  qualifications  provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  of  applicant  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  examina- 
tion, without  charge,  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  board. 

§  3488  Annual  fees.  Every  registered  pharmacist,  and  every  assistant 
pharmacist,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  desires  to  continue  in  the 
pursuit  of  pharmacy  in  this  state,  shall  annually,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  first  year  of  registration,  and  on  or  before  the  second  day  of  July  of 
each  year,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  renewal  fee, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  board  but  which  shall  not  exceed  $2  in  return  for  which 
a  renewal  of  registration  shall  be  issued.  If  any  person  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registration,  as  herein  specified,  notice  of 
euch  failure  having  been  mailed  to  his  postoflice  address,  as  obtained  from 
the  books  of  the  secretary,  the  board  may,  after  the  expiration  of  30  days 
following  the  issue  of  said  notice,  deprive  him  of  his  registration  and  all 
other  privileges  conferred  by  this  act;  in  order  to  regain  registration  it 
shall  be  necessary  for  such  person  to  make  application  and  pass  examina- 
tion as  provided  for  in  §  7  of  this  act. 

§  3488a  Certificate.  Every  person  registered  under  this  act  shall  receive 
from  the  state  board  an  appropriate  certificate,  not  exceeding  in  size  120 
sq.  in.,  which  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  at  all  times  in  his  place  of 
business.  If  the  holder  be  entitled  to  manage  or  conduct  a  pharmacy  in 
this  state  for  himself  or  another,  the  fact  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  cer- 
tificate. 

§  3489  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  is  not  a  registered  phar- 
macist, in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  keep  a  pharmacy,  store  or 
shop  for  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and 
who  shall  not  have  in  his  employ  in  said  pharmacy,  store  or  shop,  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  shall  for  each  and  every 
offense  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $250. 

§  3490  Unlawful  use  of  title;  penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  unlaw- 
fully and  without  authority  under  this  act,  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title 
of  a  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  in  the  state  of  Colorado  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  $100  for  each  and  every  such  offense;  a  like  penalty  shall 
attach  to  any  assistant  pharmacist  who  shall,  without  authority,  take,  use 
or  exhibit  the  title  of  registered  pharmacist  in  the  state  of  Colorado. 
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§  3491  Proprietor  responsible;  annual  registration;  act  construed.  Any 
l)roprietor  of  a  pharmacy,  or  other  person  who  shall  permit  the  compound- 
ing and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  the  vending  of  drugs, 
medicines  or  pharmacal  preparations  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  ex- 
cept by  a  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist,  in  the  meaning 
•of  this  act,  or  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  one,  or  who,  while  con- 
tinuing in  the  pursuit  of  pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Colorado,  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registration,  or  any  person  who  shall  wilfully 
•make  any  false  representations  to  procure  for  himself  or  for  another 
registration  under  this  act,  or  who  shall  violate  any  other  pro- 
vision of  this  act,  shall  for  each  and  every  offense  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  $100;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the 
business  of  those  merchants  who  keep  on  sale  such  poisons,  acids  and 
chemicals  as  are  regularly  used  in  agriculture,  mining  ana  the  arts,  when 
kept  and  sold  for  such  purposes  only,  in  sealed  and  plainly  labeled  pack- 
ages; provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  in  any  inanner  inter- 
fere with  the  business  of  any  physician  in  regular  practice,  nor  prevent 
him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  may  to  him  seem 
proper,  nor  with  the  marketing  and  vending  of  proprietary  and  patent 
medicines,  nor  with  the  exclusive  wholesale  business  of  any  dealers,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided;  provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  in 
any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  merchants  in  towns  having  less 
than  500  inhabitants,  in  which  there  is  no  licensed  pharmacy,  to  sell  or 
vend  such  medicines,  compounds  and  chemicals  as  are  required  by  the  gen- 
■eral  public  and  in  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  pharmacy. 

§  3494  Annual  accounting.  Annually  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year,  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Colorado  state  pharmacal  association,  all  moneys  then  held  by  said  board 
over  and  above  the  sum  of  $300,  and  which  have  been  received  by  said 
board  as  penalties  for  violations  of  this  act,  or  as  registration  fees  for  the 
-expiring  year;  provided,  that  the  moneys  thus  paid  to. the  state  phar- 
macal association  shall  be  held  by  said  association  as  a  fund  for  educa- 
tional and  scientific  purposes.

§  3118  Commissioners  of  pharmacy.  There  shall  be  three  commission- 
ers of  pharmacy,  consisting  of  three  reputable  pharmacists,  to  be  selected 
by  the  governor  from  six  persons  to  be  annually  nominated  to  him  by  the 
Connecticut  pharmaceutical  association.     [As  amended  1895,  ch.  97] 

§  3119  Appointment;  term.     The  governor  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 

-day  of  June  in  the  year  1888,  and  annually  thereafter,  appoint  one  such 

commissioner,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 

June  in  the  year  of  his  appointment;  and  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the 

governor  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 
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§  3120  Record.  Said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  may  give  certified  copies  thereof,  which  shall  be  legal  evidence. 

§  3121  License  necessary.  No  person  shall  conduct  or  keep  a  shop,  store, 
or  place  of  any  kind,  for  retailing  drugs,  medicines,  poisons,  or  such 
chemicals  as  are  used  in  compounding  medicines,  or  compound  or  dispense 
prescriptions  of  a  physician,  or  vend  medicines  or  poisons,  unless  he  shall 
have  been  licensed  therefor,  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

§  3122  Meetings;  duties.  The  controller  shall  designate  a  room  in  the 
capitol  for  the  meetings  of  said  commissioners,  which  shall  be  held  in  each 
year  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  March,  April,  June,  September,  and  Decem- 
ber, and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to 
determine  the  qualifications  of  applicants  for  license  as  pharmacists,  and 
said  commissioners  shall  license,  by  a  certificate  signed  by  them  or  by  a 
majority  of  them,  such  persons  as  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
to  them  of  their  qualifications  and  attainments,  either  by  diploma  granted 
to  the  applicant  by  some  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  or  by  the  certifi- 
cate of  some  reputable  pharmacist  that  the  applicant  has,  for  not  less  thatt 
three  years  prior  to  his  application,  received  instruction  in  pharmacy 
and  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications  of  a  pharmacist,  or  by  other 
satisfactory  evidence. 

§  3123  License  on  examination;  on  diploma;  licentiates  of  other  states; 
renewal.  All  applicants  for  a  license  other  than  a  renewal  of  a  license 
previously  granted  by  said  commissioners,  shall  be  personally  examined 
by  said  commissioners;  provided,  however,  that  such  examinations  may 
be  omitted  in  the  cases  of  applicants  who  exhibit  to  said  commissioners 
a  diploma  granted  by  some  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  or  a  license 
In  force  within  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  such  application,  granted 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  pharmacy  of  another  state,  if  such 
license  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  of  qualifications  by  the  com- 
missioners of  pharmacy  of  this  state.  Licenses  shall  specify  the  name 
of  the  person  licensed,  the  date  when  granted,  the  city  or  town  in  which 
he  shall  conduct  his  business,  and  if  in  a  city,  the  street  and  number  of 
his  place  of  business;  and  his  license  shall  be  conspicuously  exhibited  in 
his  place  of  business,  and  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  first  day 
of  April  next  after  said  date,  unless  granted  at  a  meeting  of  said  commis- 
sioners on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  in  which  case  such  license  shall 
terminate  on  the  31st  day  of  March  of  the  succeeding  year,  or  unless 
such  person  shall  remove  his  place  of  business  without  notice  to  the 
commissioners;  and  a  license  may  be  renewed  upon  the  application  of  the 
person  licensed,  upon  the  terms  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3124  Annual  renewal.  Every  person  conducting  the  business  of  phar- 
macy shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  annually,  apply  to  said, 
commissioners  for  said  license,  or  for  a  renewal  thereof,  and  establish  his 
right  thereto  by  sucli  evidence  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  them;  and  they, 
shall  adopt  forms  of  application  for  license,  and  rules  and  regulation* 
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prescribing  the  manner  in  whicli  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  applica- 
tion shall  be  presented  to  them;  and  they  shall  furnish  such  forms  auCt 
such  rules  and  regulations  to  any  person  upon  his  request. 

§  3125  Fees;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  semi-annual  ac^ 
count.

of  applicants  for  licenses,  and  the  sum  of  $100  per  annum  for  clerical  ser- 
vices, and  compensation  for  their  services  at  the  rate  of  $300  per  annum 
to  each  commissioner;  provided,  that  if  the  amounts  received  by  said  com- 
missioners for  said  licenses  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  them  said  suma 
for  services  in  full,  such  amounts  shall  be  apportioned,  pro  rata,  among: 
said  commissioners,  and  their  charges  for  expenses  for  stationery  andt 
printing  and  for  services  shall  be  audited  and  approved  by  the  controller 
in  the  proportion  aforesaid,  who  shall  draw  his  order  upon  the  treasurer 
therefor.     [As  amended  1893,  cli.  187] 

§  3126  Act  construed.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  practising  physician  from 
compounding  his  own  prescriptions,  or  to  prevent  the  sale  of  proprietary 
medicines,  or  of  any  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons  at  wholesale  to  licensed, 
pharmacists,  or  for  use  in  manufactures  or  the  ai'ts,  or  to  prevent  any 
person  from  becoming  a  partner  in,  or  the  proprietor  of,  a  pharmacy  con- 
ducted by  a  licensed  pharmacist,  or  any  keeper  of  a  country  store  from^

§  3127  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  chapter  shall  forfeit 
$5  for  each  day  that  he  shall  continue  such  violation,  one  half  to  him. 
"Who  shall  prosecute  to  effect,  and  one  half  to  the  town  in  which  the 
offense  is  committed. 

§  3128  Power  of  commissioners.  Said  commissioners  shall  have  power 
to  examine  into  all  cases  of  alleged  abuse,  fraud,  and  incompetence;  cause 
the  prosecution  of  all  persons  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
«ct  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  open,  conduct  or  manage  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  any  town  in  this  state,  any  pharmacy,  drug  store, 
or  other  place  for  the  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  of  drugs,  medi- 
cines or  poisons  unless  such  person  shall  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist 
xinder  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Nor  shall  the  sale  of  patent,  quack  or 
proprietary  articles  be  lawful  except  in  regular  licensed  stores  under  a 
penalty  of  ?10  for  each  and  every  offense. 

§  2  Qualifications  of  applicants.  In  order  to  become  registered  as  a 
proprietor  or  manager  of  a  pharmacy,  the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate 
"Of  a  college  of  pharmacy  or  medicine  of  good  standing.  Otherwise  he  shall 
liave  had  three  years'  continuous  practical  experience  in  the  retail  drug 
business,  and  shall  submit  to  and  satisfactorily  pass  an  examination  before 
the  state  board  of  pharmacy. 

§  3  Employment  of  unregistered  assistant;  penalty;  q\ialifications  for 
xegistration.  No  person  who  shall  conduct  or  manage  any  pharmacy, 
■drug  store,  or  other  place  for  the  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  of 
■drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  for  medical  use  shall  permit  or  suffer  at  any 
time,  any  clerk  or  other  employee  to  be  left  in  charge  of  same  unless  said 
person  be  registered  as  a  proprietor  or  manager  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  §  2,  ch.  36,  V.  18,  laws  of  Delaware,  or  be  registered  as  a  quali- 
fied assistant  according  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  stated.  In  order  to 
laecome  registered  as  a  qualified  assistant  the  applicant  shall  have  had 
two  years'  continuous  practical  experience  In  the  retail  drug  business 
■tind  shall  submit  to  and  satisfactorily  pass  an  examination  before  the

§  5  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  duties;  annual  report. 
The  Delaware  pharmaceutical  society,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
June,  1887,  recommend  to  the  governor  the  names  of  at  least  six  gradu- 
ates of  a  college  of  pharmacy  of  good  standing  and  four  graduates  of  medi- 
cine, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  on  or  before  the  day  and 
year  aforesaid  to  appoint,  in  writing,  three  of  the  former  and  two  of  the 
latter  to  constitute  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  The  said  board  shall 
have  authority  to  act  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  aforesaid. 
The  members  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  office  for  five  years;  provided, 
that  the  term  of  office  for  the  first  five  appointed  shall  be  arranged  by 
lot,  so  that  the  time  of  one  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year,  and  the  vacancies  so  created,  as  well  as  all  vacancies  occurring,  shall 
with  recommendation  aforesaid  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor 
of  a  person  or  persons  possessing  like  qualifications  as  his  or  their  pre- 
decessor in  office.

Any  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transactioa^ 
of  business.  The  said  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  three

Any  person  not  being  a 
registered  pharmacist,  or  having  in  his  employ  one  who  is  not  registered 
according  to  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall,  30  days  after  this  act 
takes  effect  keep  a  pharmacy  or  store  for  compounding  or  retailing  druga 
or  medicines,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  $50. 
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§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  in  the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace  and  jail  delivery 
shall  be  fined  according  to  the  amount  specified  after  the  section  violated, 
for  each  day  whereon  such  violation  occurs  or  is  continued.

§  11  Proprietary  medicines.  Provided,  also  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  prohibit  the  sale  of  standard  proprietary  medicines  by  general  drug

§  1  Reregistration  and  renewal.  That  within  90  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  all  pharmacists  and  qualified  assistants  having  registered 
under  the  existing  laws  relative  to  such  registration,  shall  apply  to  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  for  reregistration  and  thereafter 
every  three  years. 

§  2  Fees.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  demand  and  receive  for  reregis- 
tration in  the  first  instance  a  fee  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  25  cents  and  for 
renewing  the  same  every  three  years  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $1.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  the  purpose 
of  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing  medicines  or  poisons,  for  medi- 
cal use,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Proprietor's  responsibility.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  pro- 
prietor of  any  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow  any  person,  except  a  registered 
pharmacist,  to  compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  to 
retail  or  dispense  poisons  for  medical  use,  except  as  an  aid  to,  and  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of,  a  registered  pharmacist  Any  person  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
|25  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

§  3  Commissioners  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  That  Immedi- 
ately after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  biennially  thereafter,  or  as  often  as 
necessary,  the  commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  appoint 
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three  pharmacists  and  two  physicians,  all  of  whom  shall  have  been  resi- 
dents of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  five  years  and  of  at  least  five  years' 
practical  experience  in  their  respective  professions,  who  shall  be  known 
■and  styled  as  commissioners  of  pharmacy  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  who 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years, 
And  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  Said  commissioners 
shall,  within  30  days  after  the  notification  of  their  appointment,  each  take 
and  subscribe  to  an  oath  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  their 
duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  who 
shall  fail  to  so  qualify  within  the  time  named  shall  be  vacant,  and  the 
vacancy  or  vacancies  so  occurring,  or  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may 
occur,  shall  be  filled  by  the  commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

§  4  Register;  pharinacists  and  assistants  now  practising.  That  the 
commissioners  of  pharmacy  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration  open  at 
some  convenient  place  within  the  city  of  Washington,  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  and  shall  record  therein  the  name 
and  place  of  business  of  every  person  registered  under  this  act.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy  to  register,  without  exami- 
nation, as  registered  pharmacists,  all  pharmacists  and  druggists  who  are 
engaged  in  business  in  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  passage  of  this 
act  as  owners  or  principals  of  stores  of  pharmacies  for  selling  at  retail, 
<;ompounding,  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals  for  medicinal 
use,  or  for  compounding  and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  all 
assistant  pharmacists,  21  years  of  age,  engaged  in  said  stores  or  phar- 
macies in  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  who  have 
been  engaged  as  such  in  some  store  of  pharmacy  where  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions were  compounded  and  dispensed  for  not  less  than  five  years 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act:  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  failure 
or  neglect  on  the  part  of  any  such  person  or  persons  to  present  themselves 
for  registration  within  60  days  after  said  public  notice,  they  shall  undergo 
an  examination  such  as  is  provided  for  in  §  5  of  this  act. 

§  5  Registration  on  examination.  That  the  said  commissioners  of  phar- 
macy shall,  upon  application  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
determine,  examine  each  and  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  conduct 
the  business  of  selling  at  retail,  compounding,  or  dispensing  drugs,  medi- 
cines, or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  compounding  and  dispensing  phy- 
sicians' prescriptions  within  the  District  of  Columbia  as  pharmacists;  and 
if  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  person  is 
competent  and  fully  qualified  to  conduct  said  business  of  compounding  or 
dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  to  com- 
pound and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  they  shall  enter  the  name  of 
such  person  as  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the  book  provided  for  in  §  4  of 
this  act. 

§  6  Qualifications  for  examination.  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  examination  by  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy  for  registration  as 
■pharmacist  unless  he  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  being  21  years  of 
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age,  and  having  served  not  less  than  four  years  in  a  store  or  pharmacy 
where  physicians'  prescriptions  were  compounded  and  dispensed,  or  is  a> 
graduate  of  some  respectable  medical  college  or  university. 

§  7  Registration  on.  diploma.  That  all  graduates  in  pharmacy  having: 
a  diploma  from  an  incorporated  college  or  school  of  pharmacy  that  requires 
a  practical  experience  in  pharmacy  of  not  less  than  four  years  before 
granting  a  diploma,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  names  registered  as 
pharmacists  by  said  commissioners  of  pharmacy. 

§  8  Fees;  expenses  of  board.  That  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy 
shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  each  person  whom  they 
register  as  pharmacists,  without  examination,  the  sum  of  §3,  and  from 
each  person  whom  they  examine  the  sum  of  $10.  And  in  case  the  exami- 
nation of  said  person  should  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory,  and  his 
name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for  reex- 
amination within  any  period  not  exceeding  12  months  next  thereafter,  and 
no  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  reexamination.

§  813  Board  of  pharmacy.  The  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  from 
among  the  most  prominent  pharmacists  of  the  state  all  of  whom  shall  have 
been  residents  of  the  state  for  two  years  and  of  at  least  four  years'  prac- 
tical experience  in  their  profession,  who  shall  be  known  and  styled  the 
board  of  pharmacy  for  the  state  of  Florida,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  hi» 
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oflSce  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  two  for  four 
years,  and  each  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified;  and 
each  3'ear  thereafter  another  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  for  four 
3'ears  until  a  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  If  a  vacancy  occur  in 
said  board,  another  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  thereof.

name  of  such  person  as  a  registered  pharmacist  in  a  booli  provided  for  in 
§  815,  and  all  graduates  of  colleges  of  pharmacy  that  require  a  practical 
experience  in  pharmacy  of  not  less  than  four  years  before  granting  a  di- 
ploma, shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  names  registered  by  said  board  with- 
out examination:  provided,  however,  that  this  chapter  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  any  physician,  who  is  authorized  to  practise  medicine 
or  surgery  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  from  registering  as  a  pharmacist 
or  druggist  without  examination;  provided,  also,  that  any  person  not  a 
pharmacist  or  druggist  may  open  and  conduct  such  store,  if  he  shall  keep 
constantly  in  his  employ  a  registered  pharmacist  or  druggist,  but  shall 
not  himself  sell  or  dispense  drugs  or  medicines  except  proprietary  and 
patent  medicines  in  original  pacliages, 

§  815  Registration.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  register  in  a  suitable 
book  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  issue 
certificates,  and  the  dates  thereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
pharmacy  to  register,  without  examination  as  registered  pharmacists  all 
pharmacists  and  druggists,  who  were  engaged  in  business  in  the  state  of 
Florida,  or  as  owners  or  prinpicals  of  stores  or  pharmacies,  in  any  vil-

ida, on  July  30,  1889,  and  who  have  been  engaged  two  years,  or  more,  as 
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such  in  some  store  or  pharmacy  where  physicians'  prescriptions  were  com- 
pounded or  dispensed:  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect 
on  the  part  of  any  person  to  apply  for  registration  within  60  days  after 
they  shall  have  been  notified  by  said  board  of  pharmacy,  he  shall  undergo 
an  examination  as  is  provided  for  in  §  814. 

§  816  Fees.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  of  each 
person  whom  they  register  and  furnish  a  certificate  as  a  registered  phar- 
macist without  examination  the  sum  of  $2,  aud  of  each  person  that  they 
examine  orally,  or  whose  answers  to  a  schedule  of  questions  are  returned 
subscribed  to  under  oath,  the  sum  of  ?3,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  serv- 
ices; and  in  case  the  examination  of  such  person  shall  prove  defective 
and  unsatisfactory,  and  his  name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted 
tc  present  himself  for  examination  within  any  period  not  exceeding  12 
months  thereafter  and  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  reexamination. 

§  817  Unregistered  persons  not  to  conduct  pharmacy  in  certain  places. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the 
meaning  of  this  chapter  to  conduct  any  pharmacy,  drug  store,  or  apothe- 
cary shop  or  store  located  in  any  village,  town  or  city,  in  the  state  of 
Florida,  of  more  than  200  inhabitants,  or  within  two  miles  of  any  incorpo- 
rated city  or  town  of  more  than  200  inhabitants,  for  the  purpose  of  retail- 
ing, compounding  or  dispensing  medicine,  or  poison  for  medical  use,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  818  Wo  unregistered  person  to  be  allowed  to  compound  prescriptions. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of  any  store  or  pharmacy  in  any 
village,  town  or  city  in  the  state  of  Florida  of  more  than  200  inhabitants, 
or  within  two  miles  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  of  more  than  200  in- 
habitants, to  allow  any  person  except  a  registered  pharmacist  to  com- 
pound or  dispense  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  or  to  retail  or  dispense 
any  poison  for  medical  use,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

§  819  Certain  penalties;  misrepresentation.  Any  person  who  shall  pro- 
cure or  attempt  to  procure  registration  of  himself  or  for  another  under 
this  chapter,  by  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any  false  representation, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  lia- 
ble to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ?25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  the  name  of 
the  person  so  falsely  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.  Any 
person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  as  provided  for  In  this  chapter,  who 
shall  conduct  ^uch  a  store,  pharmacy  or  place  for  retailing,  compounding 
or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  for  medical  use,  or  for  com- 
pounding or  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  who  shall  take,  use  or 
exhibit  the  title  of  registered  pharmacist,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
$100. 

§  820  Certificate  to  be  posted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  registered 
pharmacist  to  conspicuously  post  his  certificate  of  registration  in  his  place 
of  business. 
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§  821  Pharmacist  and  owner  responsible  for  quality  of  the  drugs. 
Every  registered  pharmacist,  apothecary  and  owner  of  any  store  shall  be 
held  responsible.  .  .  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register. 

§  823  Disposition  of  fees.  The  sum  of  $500  per  year,  or  as  much  thereof 
as  may  be  found  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  the  money  so 
received  for  examinations  or  licenses,  for  the  expenses  of  said  board  of 
pharmacy.  All  surplus  over  and  above  the  said  amount  to  be  divided  as 
follows:  one-half  to  the  Florida  state  pharmaceutical  association,  and  the 
remainder  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

§  824  When  certificate  of  physicians  required.  It  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor for  any  person  to  compound  or  mix  for  sale  any  drugs  or 
medicines  of  any  Ivind,  or  to  carry  on  or  engage  in  the  busi- 
V  ness  or  avocation  of  a  druggist  or  apothecary  in  this,  state, 
in  any  place  other  than  such  places  as  are  included  in  §  817,  unless  such 
person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  unless  such  person  shall  have 
first  obtained  a  certificate  from  at  least  three  regular  practising  physi- 
cians, graduates  from  some  regular  medical  college,  said  physicians  being 
residents  and  practitioners  of  the  county  with  the  applicant,  and  said  phy- 
sicians shall,  in  said  certificate,  set  forth,  under  oath,  made  before  some 
judicial  officer,  that  they  have  carefully,  diligently  and  thoroughly  exam- 
ined the  applicant,  under  this  act,  and  find  that  he  is  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, of  sober  and  steady  habits,  and  possessed  of  medical  and  chemical 
knowledge  to  thoroughly  qualify  him  for  the  business  of  a  druggist  or 
apothecary,  in  the  particular  county  in  this  state  for  which  the  application 
is  made  under  this  act,  and  that  the  citizens  of  this  state  may  have  full 
faitli  and  confidence  in  his  knowledge,  skill,  carefulness  and  ability  as  a 
druggist  or  apothecary,  which  said  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the 
said  physicians  before  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  wherein 
it  was  made,  and  filed  in  his  oflice,  and  a  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of 
the  county,  shall  be  given  to  the  applicant:  provided,  however,  that  if 
there  be  not  a  sufiicient  number  of  qualified  physicians,  under  this  act, 
residing  and  practising  in  the  county  in  which  the  application  is  made,  any 
other  physicians,  of  like  qualifications,  residing  adjacent  to  the  applicant 
may  act  and  grant  the  certificate  under  this  section. 

§  826  Not  to  apply  to  physicians  prescribing.  Nothing  in  this  chapter 
is  intended  to  apply  to  regular  practising  physicians,  putting  up  their  own 
prescriptions  in  their  ordinary  practice  of  dispensing  medicines.

§  1492  Appointment  of.     The  governor  of  this  state  shall  appoint  five 
experienced  druggists,  or  practical  pharmacists,  from  the  names  of  10 
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persons  suggested  by  the  Georgia  pharmaceutical  association,  who  shall 
have  been  actually  engaged  in  the  drug  business  within  this  state  for  the 
three  years  immediately  preceding  their  appointment,  and  the  five  so  ap- 
pointed shall  constitute  the  Georgia  state  board  of  pharmacy,  one  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five  years,  or  until  his  or  their  successors 
shall  have  been  legally  appointed  and  qualified;  and  at  each  and  every 
annual  meeting  the  said  Georgia  pharmaceutical  association  shall  submit 
to  the  governor  the  names  of  five  persons,  with  the  qualifications  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  the  governor  shall  appoint  from  said  names  so  sub- 
mitted one  member  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  five  years, 
until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified.

§  1494  Adopt  rtdes  and  reflations.  Said  board  shall  meet  and  or- 
ganize as  a  state  board  of  pharmacy,  elect  a  chairman  and  secretary,  adopt 
such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry 
into  execution  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.

All  licenses  granted  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  board;  shall  specify  the  ground  upon  which  such  license  Is 
granted;  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  board  shall  prescribe,  and  shall  be 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  place  of  business  of  such  licentiate: 
provided,  that  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  who  are  graduates 
of  medical  colleges  in  good  standing,  and  who  have  been  practising  medi- 
cine for  five  years  prior  to  October  25,  1889. 

§  1497  Permanent  license.  All  persons  applying  for  examination  and 
license  shall  pay  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  the  sum  of  $5,  and  if  passing 
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the  examination  shall  be  furnished  with  the  license  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  an  annual  renewal  fee  of  $2  shall  be  paid  to  said  board.  Should 
an  applicant  prefer,  he  may  at  the  time  of  examination  pay  said  board  $15, 
and  shall  receive  therefor  a  permanent  license.  Any  one  who  has  paid  $5 
for  examination,  who  is  not  in  arrears  for  renewal  fees,  and  who  shall  pay 
$10  to  the  board,  shall  receive  a  permanent  license.  Should  the  applicant 
fail  to  stand  a  satisfactory  examination  no  fee  shall  be  charged  for  a  sub- 
sequent examination,  such  subsequent  examination  not  to  be  granted 
within  six  months  after  the  first.

All 
moneys  received  in  excess  of  $600  by  said  board  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Georgia  pharmaceutical  association,  and  said  board  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Georgia  pharmaceutical  association. 

§  1498  Registration  of  druggists  and  apothecaries.  All  persons  now 
lawfully  engaged  in  the  compounding  and  vending  of  medicines,  drugs,  and 
poisons  in  this  state,  shall,  on  or  before  Dec.  1,  1881,  and  every  person 
who  shall  be  hereafter  duly  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
shall,  before  engaging  in  any  business  under  said  license,  register  in  the 
office  of  the  ordinary  of  the  county  wherein  he  resides,  or  intends  to  con- 
duct said  business,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  said  ordinary, 
his  name,  nationality,  and  credentials  and  date  thereof,  under  which  he  is 
entitled  to  engage  in  such  vocation.  For  each  registration  the  ordinary 
shall  receive  50  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  so  registering,  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  registration,  stating  the  terms  of  the  same,  shall  be  given  him 
by  said  ordinary. 

§1499  Exemption.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  compounding  or  vend- 
ing of  medicines,  drugs,  or  poisons  within  this  state  without  a  full  com- 
pliance with  this  article,  except:  1)  such  druggists  as  are  exempted  from 
the  operations  of  the  present  law  by  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Georgia, 
and  such  druggists  as  have  heretofore  obtained  license,  and  are  legally 
authorized  by  existing  laws  to  compound  and  vend  drugs,  poisons  and 
chemicals;  2)  physicians  putting  up  their  own  prescriptions,  and  dispens- 
ing medicine  from  their  own  office;  3)  merchants  selling  family  medicines 
not  poison,  as  prescribed  and  allowed  by  the  code  of  Georgia;  4)  assistants 
in  drug  stores  where  the  manager  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
this  article. 

§  1502  Penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  or  shall  register  fraudulently,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
In  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  this  chapter,  the  burden  shall  be  upon 
the  defendant  to  show  his  authority. 

§  1503  Fees  paid  board,  etc.  All  the  fees  for  examinations  and  licenses, 
and  one  half  the  fines  collected  from  convictions  under  this  chapter,  shall 
be  paid  to  tlie  board  of  pharmacy,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  same,  and 
as  compensation  for  their  services.

§  775  Annual  fee.  The  annual  fee  for  a  license  to  import  and  sell 
poisonous  drugs  shall  be  $50. 

§  776  Sale  of  poisons.  The  board  of  health  may,  upon  the  conditions 
to  be  named  in  such  authorization,  authorize  any  duly  qualified  physician 
or  surgeon,  or  any  person  holding  a  license  to  import  and  sell  poisonous 
drugs,  to  import  and  sell  for  medicinal  purposes  only,  opium  and  prepara- 
tions thereof,  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties  imposed  by  law.  Provided 
however,  that  no  person  shall  sell  or  furnish  opium  or  any  preparation 
thereof,  except  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  duly  licensed  physician 
signed  by  him.

§  1282  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist,  to  retail,  compound  or  dispense 
drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  or  to  institute  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  store 
or  shop  for  retailing,  compounding,  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poi- 
sons unless  such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  shall  employ 
and  place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy  or  store  a  registered  pharmacist 
within  the  full  meaning  of  this  act  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  1283  Qualifications  for  registration.  In  order  to  be  registered,  within 
the  full  meaning  of  this  act,  all  persons  must  be  either  graduates  in  phar- 
macy, or  shall,  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  be  engaged  in  the  business 
of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  on  their  own  account,  in  the  territory  of  Idaho, 
in  the  preparations  of  physicians  prescriptions  and  in  the  vending  and 
compounding  of  drugs,  medicine  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  licentiates  of 
pharmacy. 
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§  1284  Graduates  in  pharmacy.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  consist  of  such  persons  as  have  had  four  years'  practical  expe- 
rience in  drug  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  com- 
pounded, or  have  obtained  a  diploma  from  such  colleges  or  schools  of  phar- 
macy as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  pharmacy.  Such  shall  be 
judged  by  the  said  board  of  pharmacy  as  sufficient  guarantee  of  their  at- 
tainments and  proficiency. 

§  1285  Licentiates  defined;  licentiates  of  other  states;  minor  certificate. 
Licentiates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  such  persons  as  have  had  two  years'  prac- 
tical experience  in  drug  stores  wherein  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practi- 
tioners are  compounded,  and  have  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination 
before  such  board  of  pharmacy  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  said  board  of 
pharmacy  may  grant  certificates  of  registration  to  licentiates  of  such  other 
state  boards  as  it  may  deem  proper  without  further  examination.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  grant  in  towns  or  villages  of  less  than  500  in- 
habitants, a  minor  certificate  to  such  persons  as  they  may  deem  competent 
to  sell  or  vend  such  medicines  and  compounds  as  are  required  by  the  gen- 
eral public,  but  such  parties  shall  not  be  considered  competent  unless 
they  have  had  two  years'  experience  in  the  sale  of  such  medicines  and 
compounds.  The  said  certificate  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  only  to 
registration  as  assistant  pharmacist  in  towns  and  villages  of  not  over  500 
inhabitants. 

§  1286  Boards  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  The  county  commis- 
sioners of  each  county  in  the  territory  of  Idaho  at  their  first  meeting  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  appoint  three  reputable  and  practising  phar- 
macists or  physicians  of  such  county,  provided,  there  be  the  required  three 
members  residing  therein;  if  not,  then  they  shall  select  so  many  as  may 
be  required  to  fill  said  board  from  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  adjoin- 
ing county  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  such  county, 
and  shall  hold  oflice  as  respectively  designated  in  their  appointments,  for 
the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed.  The  county  com- 
missioners shall  annually  thereafter  appoint  one  pharmacist  or  physician 
to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  board.  The  term  of  office 
shall  be  three  years.  In  case  of  the  resignation  or  removal  from  the  county 
of  any  member  of  said  board,  or  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause, 
the  county  commissioners  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  some  repu- 
table pharmacist  or  physician  to  serve  as  member  of  the  board  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term. 

§  1287  Organization;  duties;  meetings;  register.  The  said  board  shall 
within  30  days  of  its  appointment  meet  and  organize  by  the  selection  of  a 
chairman  and  secretary  from  the  number  of  its  own  members,  who  shall 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  it  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by 
the  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all  applications

The  board  shall 
hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration  and  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to  its  duties,  at  least 
once  in  six  months,  and  the  said  board  shall  give  30  days  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting.  The  said  board  shall  keep  a  book  of  regis- 
tration in  vrhich  shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  registered  under  this  act,  which  registration  book  shall  also  con- 
tain such  facts  as  said  persons  shall  claim  to  justify  their  registration. 

§  1288  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  person  claiming  the  right 
of  registration  under  this  act,  who  shall  within  three  months  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  forward  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  satisfactory 
proof  supported  by  his  affidavit,  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of 
dispensing  pharmacist  on  his  own  account  in  said  county  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  act  as  provided  in  §  2,  shall  upon  the  payment  of  the 
fee  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  granted  a  certificate  of  registration,  pro- 
vided, that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to  register  as  herein  specified,  then 
such  person  shall  in  order  to  be  registered,  comply  with  the  requirements 
vided,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to  register  as  herein  specified,  then 
macy,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  1289  Assistant  pharmacists  now  practising.  Any  person  engaged  in 
the  position  of  assistant  or  clerk  in  pharmacy  at  the  time  of  this  act  takes 
effect,  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  had  at  least  two  years' 
experience  in  drug  stores  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners

case,  shall  exceed  $5;  in  return  for  which  payment  he  shall  receive  a  re- 
newal of  said  registration.  Every  certificate  of  registration,  and  every  re- 
newal of  such  certificate  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy 
to  which  it  applies. 

§  1292  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  Each 
member  of  such  board  of  pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $3  per  day  for 
each  day  actually  engaged  in  such  service  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  such  board;  said  expenses 
shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  said  board  under  this 
act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary,  or  other  expenses  of  said  board,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.  All  moneys  received  by  said  board  in 
excess  of  said  allowance  and  other  expenses  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting 
the  expenses  of  said  board;  said  secretary  giving  such  bonds  as  the  said 
board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  The  said  board  shall  in  its  annual 
report  to  the  county  commissioners  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  by  them  pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  1293  Penalty  for  violation;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  not  being 
or  not  having  in  his  employ  a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  full  mean- 
ing of  this  act,  except  as  provided  in  §  4,  who  shall  after  the  expiration  of 
90  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  lieep  a  pharmacy  store  or  shop  for 
retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines,  or  who  shall  take,  use  or 
exhibit  the  title  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  shall  for  each  and  every  such 
offense  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50.  Any  registered  pharmacist  or  other 
person  who  shall  permit  the  compounding  or  dispensing  of  prescriptions 
or  the  vending  of  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  in  his  store  or  place  of  busi- 
ness except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  except 
by  registered  assistant  pharmacist  or  any  pharmacist,  or  registered  assist- 
ant who,  while  continuing  in  business  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his 
annual  registration,  or  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false 
representation  to  procure  registration  for  himself,  or  other  person,  or  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  shall  for  each  and  every 
such  offense  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50,  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  a  physician  in 
regular  practice,  or  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  ar- 
ticles as  may  seem  to  him  proper,  nor  with  the  making  and  vending  of 
proprietary  medicine  or  medicines  placed  in  sealed  packages  with  the 
name  of  the  contents  and  of  the  pharmacist  or  physician  by  wliom  pre- 
pared or  compounded,  nor  with  the  sale  of  the  usual  domestic  remedies 
by  retail  dealers,  nor  with  the  exclusively  wholesale  business  of  any  deal- 
ers except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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§  1296  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  several  penalties 
prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  territory  of  Idaho  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  county 
wherein  such  offense  is  committed  to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act  upon  proper  complaint  being  made.  All  penalties 
collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  inure  one  half  to  the  board 
of  pharmacy  and  the  remainder  to  the  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which 
the  suit  was  prosecuted  and  judgment  obtained.

§  2  Registration  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
not  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or 
conduct  any  pharmacy,  dispensary,  drug  store,  apothecary  shop  or  store, 
for  the  purpose  of  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines 
or  poisons,  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  [$]  20  nor  more  than  $100  for  every 
such  violation:  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
any  person  or  persons,  owning  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  who  shall  em- 
ploy and  place  in  active  and  personal  charge  of  the  same,  a  registered 
pharmacist,  and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  nor  in  any 
manner  interfere  with  the  practice  of  any  physician,  or  prevent  him  from 
supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  may  seem  to  him  proper;  nor 
with  the  exclush^ely  wholesale  business  of  any  wholesale  druggist;  nor 
with  the  sale  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and  domestic  remedies 
by  retail  dealers  in  localities  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3  Proprietor  responsible.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  pro- 
prietor of  any  drug  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow  any  person  in  his  employ, 
except  a  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  to  com- 
pound, recommend,  dispense  or  sell  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons, 
or  except  an  apprentice  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than 
$50  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

§  4  Pharmacy  defined.  The  term  drug  store  or  pharmacy  shall  for  all 
purposes  of  this  act  be  construed  to  mean  a  store,  shop  or  other  place  of 
business  where  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  are  compounded,  dispensed  or 
sold  at  retail. 

§  5  Begistration  on  examination.  Registered  pharmacists  by  exami- 
nation must  be  persons  not  less  than  21  years  of  age,  Avho  have  had  four 
years'  practical  experience  in  compounding  drugs  in  drug  stores  where  the 
prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded,  or  physicians  hold- 
ing certificates  from  the  state  board  of  health,  Avho  have  filled  their  own 
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prescriptions  during  four  years'  practice  in  Illinois,  and  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  tlieoretical  and  practical  examination  before  the  state  board 
of  pharmacy  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  said  board  may,  m  their  discre- 
tion, grant  certificates  of  registration  to  such  persons  as  shall  furnish 
with  their  application  satisfactory  proof  that  they  have  been  registered  by 
examination  in  some  other  state.  Provided,  that  such  other  state  shall 
require  a  degree  of  competency  equal  to  that  required  of  applicants  in  this 
state.  Everj^  applicant  for  registration  as  a  registered  pharmacist  shall 
pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  the  sum  of  $5:  provided,  that  in  case  of 
failure  of  any  applicant  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  this  fee  shall 
be  refunded. 

§  6  Begistration,  on  tim^e  service.  Registered  pharmacists  on  time 
service  must  be  persons  not  less  than  21  years  of  age,  who  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  to  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  that  they  have  had 
five  years'  practical  experience  in  compounding  drugs  in  a  drug  store  or 
pharmacy  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  com- 
pounded. The  said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  registration  to 
applicants  whose  credentials  are  not  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  com- 
petency. Each  applicant  for  registration  under  this  section  shall  pay  to 
the  secretary  of  said  board  the  sum  of  $5  before  receiving  his  certificate 
of  registration.  Said  certificate  shall  be  operative  in  and  apply  to  the 
town,  place  or  locality  for  which  granted  and  no  other. 

§  7  Assistant.  Any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  an  assist- 
ant pharmacist  who  is  of  the  age  of  18  years,  of  good  moral  character, 
temperate  habits,  and  has  had  three  years'  service  under  a  registered 
pharmacist,  and  the  time  of  attendance  at  any  respectable  school  of  phar- 
macy shall  be  accredited  on  the  above  time,  or  shall  pass  an  examination 
before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  that  shall  show  competency  or  qualifi- 
cations equal  to  such  service.  Each  applicant  for  registration  as  assist- 
ant pharmacist  shall  pay  to  the  said  board  the  sum  of  $5  before  receiving 
his  certificate  of  registration.  Said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse 
registration  to  applicants  whose  examination  or  credentials  are  not  satis- 
factory evidence  of  their  competency,  and  in  case  of  failure  to  pass  the 
required  examination,  this  fee  shall  be  refunded.  Any  assistant  phar- 
macist shall  have  the  right  to  act  as  clerlv  or  salesman  in  a  drug  store  or 
pharmacy  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  owner  or  manager  thereof. 

§  8  Permits  issued.  The  board  of  pharmacy  may,  in  their  discretion 
issue  permits  to  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  engaged  in  business  in  vil- 
lages or  other  localities,  empowering  them  to  sell  the  usual  domestic 
remedies  and  proprietary  medicines  under  such  restrictions  as  the  board 
of  pharmacy  may  deem  proper.  Each  applicant  for  this  permit  shall  pay 
to  the  said  board  the  sum  of  $1  before  said  permit  shall  issue.  Said  per- 
mit shall  specifically  state  just  what  the  holder  thereof  is  allowed  to  sell. 

§  9  Apprentices.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  registered  pharmacists  who 
talie  into  their  employ  an  apprentice  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  a  phar- 
macist, to  report  to  the  board  such  facts  regarding  his  schooling  and  pre- 
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liminary  qualifications  as  the  board  may  require  for  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tration. The  board  shall  furnish  proper  blanlis  for  this  purpose  and  issue 
a  certificate  of  registration  (without  cost)  as  a  registered  apprentice. 

§  10  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  pharmacist,  who  desires  to 
continue  the  practice  of  his  profession,  shall  annually  thereafter,  during 
the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such  service,  on  such  dates  as  the  board  of 
pharmacy  may  determine,  of  which  date  he  shall  have  30  days'  notice  by 
said  board,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  a  registration  fee,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  board,  but  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  $1.50  for  which  he  shall 
receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration.  The  failure  of  any  registered 
pharmacist  to  pay  said  fee  shall  not  deprive  him  of  his  right  to  renewal 
upon  payment  thereof;  nor  shall  his  retirement  from  the  profession  de- 
prive him  of  the  right  to  renew  his  registration  should  he  within  five  years 
thereafter  wish  to  resume  the  practice,  upon  the  payment  of  said  fees. 
Registered  assistants  upon  receiving  notice  as  aforesaid  shall  if  they  desire 
to  renew  their  registration,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  an  annual 
fee  of  $1:  provided,  however,  that  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  refuse 
registration,  or  may  suspend  the  certificates  of  registered  pharmacists,  or 
assistant  pharmacists,  who  are  proven  to  be  so  addicted  to  the  excessive 
use  of  stimulants  or  narcotics  as  to  render  them  unsafe  to  handle  or  sell 
drugs,  medicines,  and  poisons.  The  holders  of  permits  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  50  cents  annually  for  the  renewal  of  said  permit.  Every  certificate  of 
registration  granted  under  this  act  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the 
pharmacy  to  which  it  applies,  and  the  name  of  the  registered  pharmacist 
who  conducts  the  drug  store  or  pharmacy  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed 
over  the  door  or  department.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable,  upon  conviction  thereof,  to  pay  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  ?20  nor  more  than  $50. 

§  11  State  board  of  pharmacy.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  five  persons  from  among  such  com- 
petent registered  pharmacists  in  the  state  as  have  had  10  years'  practical 
experience  in  the  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  who  are 
actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  their  profession,  who  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  pharmacy.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  five  years:  provided,  that  the  terms  of  the  office  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  the  term  of  one  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  December  of  each 
year,  and  the  vacancies  so  created,  as  well  as  all  vacancies  otherwise 
occurring,  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate:  and,  provided,  also,  that  the  appointments  made  when  the 
senate  is  not  in  session  may  be  confirmed  at  its  next  ensuing  session. 
The  Illinois  pharmaceutical  association  shall  annually  report  directly  to 
the  governor,  recommending  the  names  of  at  least  three  persons  whom 
said  association  shall  deem  best  qualified  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  shall 
occur  in  said  board. 

§  12  Organization;  duties;  meetings.  The  said  board  shall,  within  30 
days  after  its  appointment,  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a  president  from 
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among  their  members,  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  said 
board.  The  board  shall  also  elect  a  treasurer,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
board.  Said  board  shall  prescribe  the  duties  and  compensation  of  such 
treasurer,  and  shall  require  the  said  treasurer  to  give  such  bond  as  the 
said  board  shall  direct.  The  secretary  shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all 
moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  as  secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  examine  all  applications  for  registration  submitted  In 
proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  of  registration  to  such  persons  as  may 
be  entitled  to  the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  its  provisions;  to  report  annually  to 
the  governor  and  to  the  Illinois  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  in  this  state,  which  said  report  shall  also  furnish  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  board  for  the  year,  and  also  the 
names  of  all  the  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  this  act.  The  board 
shall  hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration  and 
the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to  its  duties,  at 
least  once  in  six  months:  provided,  that  said  board  shall  hold  meetings  at 
least  once  in  every  year  in  the  city  of  Chicago  and  in  the  city  of  Spring- 
field, and  it  shall  give  30  days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
meeting,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  fulfilment 
of  its  duties  under  this  act,  and  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration,  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  names,  places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered  and 
holding  permits  under  this  act,  which  book  shall  also  specify  such  facts  as 
said  persons  shall  claim  to  justify  their  registration.  Three  members  of 
said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 

§  13  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  The  secre- 
tary of  the  board  shall  receive  a  salary  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board, 
and  which  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,000  per  year;  he  shall  also  re- 
ceive his  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
ofiicial  duties.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for 
each  day  actually  engaged  in  this  service  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board.  Said  ex- 
penses shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  the  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  ex- 
penses of  the  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  All  moneys 
received  in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance  and  other  expenses  above 
provided  for  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting 
the  expenses  of  said  board,  and  the  cost  of  an  annual  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Illinois  pharmaceutical  association  and  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  said  association.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
governor  and  to  the  Illinois  pharmaceutical  association  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  by  them  pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  15  Penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false  represen- 
tation to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  any  other  person  shall  for 
each  and  every  such  offense  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50. 
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§  17  Suits  for  penalties.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  several  pen- 
alties prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  state  of  lUinois  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  state's  attorney  of  the  county  where  such  offense  is  com- 
mitted to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  upon 
proper  complaint  being  made.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  inure  to  the  board  of  pharmacy.

§  1  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  That  on  the  taking  effect 
of  this  act  the  governor  of  Indiana  shall  appoint  five  pharmacists,  no  more 
than  three  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party,  who  shall 
constitute  a  board  to  be  styled  the  Indiana  board  of  pharmacy.  Two 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  and  hold  office  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  four  years,  and  each  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  and  the  term  of  office  of  each 
person  thereafter  appointed  shall  be  four  years.  Annually  after  these  first 
appointments  the  governor  shall  appoint  pharmacists  to  fill  vacancies  as 
they  occur  by  expiration  of  terms  of  appointment.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
at  other  times  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  a  pharmacist  appointed  by 
the  governor  for  the  unexpired  term.  All  of  said  appointments  shall  be 
made  by  the  governor  from  pharmacists  of  recognized  experience  and 
ability.  No  person  in  any  manner  connected  with  any  school  of  pharmacy 
shall  be  eligible  to  service  on  said  board.  Any  member  of  said  board  may 
be  removed  by  the  governor  for  cause. 

§  2  Oath;  organization;  annual  report.  Each  member  of  said  board 
shall,  within  10  days  after  his  appointment,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation  before  a  competent  officer  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office.  Should  any  appointee  fail  to  qualify  within  the 
specified  time  his  place  shall  be  declared  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  as  specified  in  §  1.  Said  board  shall,  within  15  days  after  the  ap- 
pointment of  its  members,  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  a 
secretary  from  among  its  members,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and 
perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  board  and  as  herein- 
after mentioned.  The  board  shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  It  shall 
report  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  December  to  the  governor  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  state.  It  shall  meet  four  times  a  year  for 
the  transaction  of  official  business,  as  follows:  on  the  second  Wednesdays 
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of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  respectively,  at  such  places  as  the 
board  may  select.  At  such  meetings  said  board  shall  continue  in  session 
from  day  to  day  until  the  business  of  such  meeting  is  complete,  not  how- 
ever, exceeding  three  days  at  any  meeting.  Three  members  of  said  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  3  Qualifications  for  registrati6rL  as  pharmacist;  as  assistant;  gradu- 
ates; licentiates  of  other  states.  Upon  the  payment  of  such  fee  or  fees  as 
hereinafter  provided,  said  board  shall  grant  and  issue  a  license  as  regis- 
tered pharmacist  or  as  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  to  any  person  not 
less  than  18  years  of  age,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  two  years  or  the  un- 
expired portion  thereof  prior  to  the  next  regular  date  of  reregistration, 
upon  producing  evidence  satisfactory  to  said  board  of  one  of  the  following 
qualifications,  to  wit: 

For  registered  pharinacist.  First,  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  taliing  effect 
of  this  act  be  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  store  or  pharmacy  in  which 
physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded;  or  second,  he  shall  have  been 
engaged  as  clerk  for  at  least  four  years  immediately  preceding  the  passage 
of  this  act,  in  a  store  or  pharmacy  in  which  physicians'  prescriptions  are 
compounded;  or  third,  he  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before 
said  board  and  shall  produce  and  file  such  evidence  as  is  satisfactory  to 
said  board,  of  having  served  four  years  in  a  store  or  pharmacy  where 
physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded. 

For  registered  assistant  pharmacist.  First,  he  shall  have  served  as  clerk 
for  at  least  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  a 
store  or  pharmacy  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded;  or 
second,  he  shall  have  served  as  clerk  for  two  years  in  a  store  or  pharmacy 
in  which  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded  and  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  before  said  board. 

In  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  license  as  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  as 
a  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  school  of  phar- 
macy of  such  standing  and  requirements  as  are  satisfactory  to  the  board 
of  pharmacy,  the  actual  time  spent  in  attendance  at  such  school  shall  be 
accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  a  term  of  service  of  equal  length 
in  a  store  or  pharmacy  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  com- 
pounded. All  persons  desiring  registration  without  examination 
shall  make  application  to  the  board  prior  to  July  1,  1899.  Said 
board  may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  and  issue  a  license,  without  examina- 
tion, as  registered  pharmacist,  or  as  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  to 
any  person  who  shall  produce  to  said  board  a  certificate  of  registration  of 
like  tenor  from  another  state  subject  to  the  general  conditions  of  this  act. 

§  4  Fees;  reregistration.  The  fees  for  registered  pharmacists  shall  be 
as  follows:  for  registration  and  certificate,  $2;  for  examination,  $3;  for  re- 
registration, $1.  The  fee  for  registered  assistant  pharmacists  shall  be  as 
follows:  for  registration  and  certificate,  $1;  for  examination,  $2;  for  re- 
registration $.50.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board 
with  the  application.    All  certificates  or  licenses  issued  under  the  provi- 
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sions  of  this  act  shall  be  effective  only  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  two 
years  preceding  the  next  regular  date  of  reregistration.  The  next  regular 
date  for  reregistration  shall  be  July  1.  1901.  Any  person  licensed  or  hold- 
ing a  certificate  of  registration  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  required  to  reregister  by  application  within  30  days  after  the  expira- 
tion of  such  license  or  certificate,  if  he  desires  to  continue  as  a  pharmacist 
or  as  an  assistant  pharmacist.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  week  which  shall  elapse  thereafter  and 
before  such  person  shall  reregister. 

§  5  Application.  Each  applicant  for  registration  or  examination  shall 
produce  and  file  with  his  application  such  evidence  touching  his  qualifi- 
cations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board. 

§  6  Secretary's  bond;  duties.  The  secretary  of  the. board  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  an  ofiicial  bond,  approved 
by  the  governor,  payable  to  the  state  of  Indiana,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $1000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ofl3ce.  He  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board,  which  record  shall  contain  the 
names  and  residences  of  all  the  applicants  and  the  action  taken  on  their 
respective  applications.  He  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  meeting  of  the 
board,  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  record,  a  list  containing  the 
names  and  residences  of  such  persons  as  shall  have  received  licenses  as 
registered  pharmacists,  and  also  a  list  containing  the  names  and  residences 
of  such  persons  as  shall  have  received  licenses  as  registered  assistant 
pharmacists  at  such  meeting  of  the  board.  The  secretary  of  the  board, 
upon  the  order  of  the  auditor  of  state,  shall  transmit  to  the  treasurer  of 
state  all  moneys  received  by  him  as  secretary,  together  with  a  sworn 
statement  of  the  expense  of  said  board  at  such  meeting,  which  moneys 
shall  be  held  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  board, 
as  provided  in  §  7  of  this  act.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  notify 
each  holder  of  a  license  or  certificate  the  date'  of  the  expiration  of  said 
license  or  certificate,  not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60  days  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  said  license  or  certificate. 

§  7  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  Each  member  of  the  board, 
except  the  secretary,  shall  receive  $5  per  day  for  each  day  actually  en- 
gaged in  service  at  the  meeting  of  the  board,  together  with  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  strictly  official  duties,  an 
itemized  statement  of  which  must  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  state.  The 
secretary  shall  receive  not  to  exceed  $1500  per  annum,  and  necessary 
traveling  or  other  expenses;  said  salary  of  secretary  to  be  paid  in  monthly 
instalments,  upon  the  order  of  the  auditor  of  state.  Upon  the  order  of 
the  auditor  of  state,  the  compensation  and  expenses  of  said  board  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  fund  in  the  state  treasury  arising  from  the  fees  as 
provided  in  §  4,  and  in  no  one  case  shall  any  of  the  said  compensation  and 
expenses  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  state  treasury. 
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§  8  Registration  necessary;  not  to  apply.  On  and  after  July  1,  1899, 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conduct  a  store  or  pharmacy  in 
which  is  sold  at  retail,  or  to  sell  at  retail,  any  chemical,  drug  or  medicine, 
which  is  poisonous,  or  which  contains  a  poison,  or  to  compound  for  sale 
at  retail,  any  physician's  prescription,  unless  there  be  In  charge  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  or  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act.  And,  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to, 
nor  in  any  manner  interefere  with  the  business  of  a  regularly  licensed 
physician  In  compounding  for  and  supplying  his  patients  with  such  medi- 
cines as  may  seem  to  him  proper  in  his  professional  capacity  as  a  phy- 
sician. And,  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to,  nor  In  any 
manner  Interfere  with  the  business  of  a  general  merchant  In  selling  any 
of  the  following  articles.    .    . 

§  9  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
I  8  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100,  nor  less  than 
$5  for  each  offense.

§  2584  Commissioners;  powers.  The  commission  of  pharmacy  shall 
consist  of  three  competent  pharmacists  who  have  been  for  the  preceding 
five  years  residents  of  the  state  and  engaged  In  practising  pharmacy,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  governor  and  hold  oflice  for 
three  years  and  until  his  successor  Is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  com- 
mission shall  have  power  to  make  all  needed  regulations  for  its  govern- 
ment and  for  the  proper  discharge  of  Its  duties  under  this  chapter,  the 
same  to  be  done  without  expense  to  the  state,  save  the  necessary  blanks 
and  stationery,  which  shall,  upon  requisition,  be  furnished  by  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  make  such  other  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  and 
as  authorized  In  this  code,  respecting  the  purchase,  keeping  and  use  of 
intoxicating  liquors  by  registered  pharmacists,  not  permit  holders,  as  may 
be  required  for  the  prevention  or  abuse  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  hereinafter  specifically  enumerated. 

§  2585  Secretary  and  treasurer.  The  commissioners  of  pharmacy  shall 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  In  May,  elect  a  suitable  person,  who  shall  not 
be  a  member  of  said  board,  and  who  shall  be  known  as  secretary  and 
treasurer;  said  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $3000  signed  by  at  least  two 
sureties,  who  shall  justify  In  the  aggregate  to  double  the  amount  of  said 
bond,  and  which  shall  bear  upon  its  face  the  approval  of  the  governor. 
The  salary  of  said  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  not  exceed  $1500  per 
annum. 
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§  2586  License  fees.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  keep  in  his 
office  a  book  known  as  the  Commissioners  of  pharmacy  license  fee  book, 
which  shall  be  made  with  ruled  columns  and  printed  headings,  showing 
the  date,  the  name  of  the  person  paying,  and  the  amount  of  each  license 
and  fee  paid,  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  fees  for  licenses  received  by  him, 
and  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  he  shall  file  with  the  auditor  of 
state  a  true  statement  thereof  for  the  previous  month,  properly  sworn  to 
by  him,  and  shall  quarterly  pay  into  the  state  treasury,  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  the  amount  of  license 
fees  payable  by  law  into  such  treasury. 

§  2587  Records;  compensation.  The  books,  accounts,  vouchers  and 
funds  belonging  to  or  kept  by  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  or  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  governor,  or  any  committee 
appointed  by  him.  Each  commissioner  of  pharmacy  shall  receive  as  full 
compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  em- 
ployed in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  together  with  his  actual 
traveling  expenses  in  performing  said  duties,  all  of  which  shall  be  paid 
from  the  fees  of  the  office,  and  each  commissioner  shall  file  with  the 
auditor  of  state,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  his  official  year,  an  itemized 
statement  under  oath  of  his  actual  time  in  days  employed  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty,  and  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  for  such  quarter. 

§  2588  Registered  pharmacists.  No  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist 
shall  conduct  the  business  of  selling  at  retail,  compounding  or  dispensing 
drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  compound- 
ing or  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions  as  a  pharmacist,  nor  to  allow 
any  one  who  is  not  a  registered  pharmacist  to  so  sell,  compound  or  dis- 
pense such  drugs,  medicines,  poisons  or  chemicals,  or  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions, except  such  as  are  assistants  to  and  uqder  the  supervision  of  one 
who  is  a  registered  pharmacist,  and  physicians  who  dispense  their  own 
prescriptions  only;  but  no  one  shall  be  prohibited  by  anything  contained 
in  this  chapter  from  keeping  and  selling  proprietary  medicines  and  such 
other  domestic  remedies  as  do  not  contain  intoxicating  liquors  or  poisons, 
nor  from  selling  concentrated  lye  or  potash  having  written  or  printed  on 
the  package  or  parcel  its  true  name  and  the  word  poison,  sales  of  which 
need  not  be  registered.  Whoever  violates  either  provision  of  this  section, 
for  the  former  shall  pay  ?5  for  each  day  of  its  violation,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  state,  brought  by  the  county  attorney 
tinder  the  direction  of  the  commission,  and  for  the  latter  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  accordingly.  In  actions  or  prosecutions 
under  this  chapter,  it  need  not  be  proven  that  the  defendant  has  not  a 
pharmacist's  certificate,  but  such  fact  shall  be  a  matter  of  defense. 

§  2589  Examinations;  registration.  The  commission,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  it  may  select  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  determine  upon, 
shall  examine  all  persons  desiring  to  engage  in  and  conduct  business  as 
registered  pharmacists  as  contemplated  in  the  preceding  section,  and,  If 
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■found  competent,  the  applicant's  name  shall  be  entered  in  the  registry 
book  of  certificate  holders.  Graduates  of  pharmacy  holding  a  diploma 
from  the  state  university,  or  from  any  school  or  college  of  pharmacy  re- 
quiring a  course  of  study  and  laboratory  work  equivalent  to  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  state  university  in  its  catalogue  for  the  year  1897-98, 
may  be  registered  without  examination.  Pharmacists  thus  registered  have 
the  sole  right  to  keep  and  sell  all  medicines  and  poisons,  except  intoxicat- 
ing liquors.     [As  amended  1898,  ch.  70] 

§  2590  Registration  and  examination  fees.  Each  person  furnished  a 
certificate  and  registered  without  examination  shall  pay  to  the  commis- 
sion $2,  and  each  and  every  person  whom  they  examine  orally,  or  whose 
answers  to  a  schedule  of  questions  are  returned  subscribed  to  under  oath, 
the  sum  of  $5,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services.  And  in  ease  the 
examination  of  said  person  shall  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory,  and 
his  name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for 
reexamination  within  any  period  not  exceeding  12  months  next  thereafter, 
^nd  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  reexamination.  The  said  commissioners 
^re  authorized  to  administer  oaths  pertaining  to  their  said  office,  and  take 
and  certify  the  acknowledgments  of  instruments  in  writing.  After  regis- 
tration, an  annual  fee  of  $1  for  a  renewal  certificate  shall  be  paid  on  or 
before  the  22d  day  of  March  by  all  pharmacists  who  continue  in  business, 
and  the  conduct  of  such  business  without  such  renewal  shall  be  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

§  2591  Registry  book;  certifi.cate  displayed.  The  commission  shall 
teep  a  registry  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  names  and  places  of 
residence  of  all  certificate  holders,  with  the  date  of  such  certificate,  which 
shall  hold  good  for  one  year,  and  no  longer  without  renewal.  Renewals 
shall  be  granted  upon  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee  fixed  in  the  preceding 
section.  Should  a  certificate  holder  change  his  residence,  upon  notice 
thereof  such  change  shall  be  noted  in  the  registry  book.  Each  certificate 
holder  shall  keep  displayed  in  his  place  of  business  his  registration  certifi- 
cate.   A  failure  to  comply  with  this  requirement  shall  be  a  misdemeanor. 

§  2595  Penalty  for  false  representation.  If  any  person  shall  procure 
or  attempt  to  procure  a  certificate  of  registry  for  himself  or  another  by 
means  of  false  representations  or  device,  or  without  being  a  registered 
pharmacist  shall  conduct  a  place  for  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing 
drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals,  or  for  compounding  or  dispensing  physi- 
cians' prescriptions,  or  shall  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  registered  phar- 
macist, he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  each  several  day  a  place 
shall  be  so  used  shall  be  held  to  be  a  separate  and  several  offense. 

§  2596  Revocation  of  certificate.  When  a  registered  pharmacist  has 
been  convicted  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  in  addition 
to  the  other  penalties  provided  by  law,  the  commission,  in  its  discretion, 
jnay  revoke  his  certificate  of  registry.

§  1  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  Immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  reputable  and  practis- 
ing pharmacists,  doing  business  within  the  state  of  Kansas.  Said  phar^ 
macists  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  sl^te 
of  Kansas,  and  shall  hold  office  as  respectively  designated  in  their  ap- 
pointment— two  for  the  term  of  one  year,  two  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years  respectively,  as  hereinafter  provided> 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 

§  2  The  Kansas  state  pharmaceutical  association  shall  annually  nom^ 
inate  and  certify  to  the  governor  the  names  of  10  registered  pharmacists, 
residents  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  who  are  at  that  time  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  pharmacy,  and  have  10  years'  practical  experi- 
ence in  dispensing  physicians  prescriptions,  from  which  list  the  governor 
shall  annually  appoint  one  or  more  pharmacists  to  fill  vacancy  annually 
occurring  in  said  board.  The  term  of  office  in  said  board  shall  be  three 
years. 

§  3  Oath  of  oflB.ce;  organization.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members 
of  this  board  after  the  receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment  to 
malie  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  office,  and  within  30  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by 
the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  to  be  selected  from 
the  members  of  the  board. 

§  4  Vacancy.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state 
of  any  member  of  the  said  board,  or  from  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any 
cause,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  a  registered  phar- 
macist from  the  list  last  certified  to  bim,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

§  5  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a 
registered  pharmacist  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  within  90  days 
after  this  act  shall  talie  effect,  forward  to  said  board  his  affidavit,  prop- 
erly sworn  to  before  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where 
such  person  proposes  to  engage  in  the  business,  showing  that  such  appli- 
cant was  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  and  ever  since  has 
been  engaged  in  the  business  of  preparing  and  dispensing  medicines  and 
physicians  prescriptions  within  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  that  he  has  had 
five  years'  experience  in  such  business,  two  years  of  which  experience 
shall  have  been  in  the  state  of  Kansas  as  a  clerk  or  proprietor;  and  such 
affidavit  shall  be  accompanied  with  the  clerk's  certificate,  showing  that 
he  is  acquainted  with  the  applicant,  and  knows  him  to  be  a  person  of 
good  moral  character  and  worthy  of  belief.  And  such  applicant  shall,  in 
addition  to  such  affidavit  and  certificate,  present  to  said  board  the  affl- 
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■davit  of  two  credible  witnesses  substantiating  in  each  material  particular 
the  affidavit  of  such  applicant,  and  in  addition  thereto  showing  that  such 
4ipplicaut  is  not  in  the  habit  of  using  intoxicants  as  a  beverage,  which 
-affidavits  shall  show  the  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  such  witnesses. 
The  board  of  pharmacy,  if  satisfied  with  such  proof,  shall  upon  the  presen- 
tation of  such  proof  and  upon  receipt  of  a  fee  of  $2  register  such  applicant 
as  a  registered  pharmacist,  and  shall  thereupon  issue  to  such  applicant  a 
-certificate  of  registration,  which  certificate  shall  constantly  be  exposed 
^conspicuously  in  the  pharmacy  to  which  it  applies.  Persons  not  availing 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  within  the  time  specified  may 
-appear  before  said  board  for  examination  as  provided  by  law.  The  board 
may  register  as  registered  pharmacists,  without  examination,  graduates 
of  recognized  schools  of  pharmacy;  provided,  said  board  shall  be  satisfied 
with  the  moral  fitness  and  sobriety  of  such  graduates;  and  provided  fur- 
ther.

^3.  If  the  board  find  he  has  had  two  years'  experience  in  a  drug  store  or

and  is  otherwise  duly  qualified,  they  shall  duly  register  him  and  issue  him 
a  certificate  as  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist.  In  case  of  failure  to  pasa 
a  satisfactory  examination,  a  second  examination  shall  be  granted  him  at 
any  meeting  of  the  board  within  six  months,  without  further  payment. 
No  registered  assistant  pharmacist  shall  open  or  conduct  a  pharmacy  on 
his  own  account,  or  be  granted  a  certificate  as  registered  pharmacist,  until 
he  has  passed  an  examination  as  herein  provided. 

§  7  Register.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  register  in  a  suitable  book, 
a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  issue  cer- 
tificates, and  the  date  thereof.  A  copy  of  the  records  of  the  board,  or  of 
any  portion  thereof,  certified  by  its  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  lawful  evi- 
dence in  any  court  of  this  state. 

§  8  Annual  registration;  misrepresentation;  penalty.  Any  holder  of 
.a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist 
heretofore  issued  under  the  provisions  of  ^  6042  of  the  General  statutes 
of  1889  [§  5  of  this  chapter,]  and  remaining  uncanceled,  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  such  certificate  annually  renewed  by  registration  by  the  secretary 
■of  the  board  of  pharmacy,  on  paying  to  said  secretary  an  annual  fee  of  $1. 

§  9  On  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
pharmacy  shall  send  written  notice  to  this  effect  to  every  registered  phar- 
macist and  every  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  and  shall  inclose  with 
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such  notice  a  proper  blank  for  such  registration,  to  be  filled  out  and  re- 
turned to  the  said  secretary;  and  if  said  blank  so  filled  out,  together  with 
the  said  fee  of  .$1,  shall  not,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  the 
same  year,  be  received  by  said  secretary  from  any  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist  so  notified,  said  secretary  shall  strike  from  the  register  the 

name  of  such  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist;  but  at  any  time  there-

§  10  Any  person  who  shall  make  any  false  statement  in  order  to  secure 
registration,  or  the  continuance  of  his  name  upon  the  registei',  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  25  nor 
more  than  $100;  and  the  justice  of  the  peace  (or  the  court)  before  whom 
or  which  said  conviction  shall  be  had,  shall  immediately  certify  the  fact 
to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy,  who  upon  receipt  of  such  cer-

ation, register  any  graduate  of  a  recognized  school  of  pharmacy,  upon  pay- 
ment by  such  applicant  of  a  registration  fee  of  $5. 

§  12  Business  removal;  register  published.  Every  registered  phar- 
macist or  assistant  pharmacist  who  shall  change  his  place  of  business 
shall  by  letter  notify  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  such 
change,  and  inclose  a  fee  of  50  cents,  and  upon  receipt  of  said  notice  and 
fee  the  said  secretary  shall  make  the  proper  alterations  in  the  register. 
Annually  during  the  month  of  September  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
pharmacy  shall  cause  to  be  published,  or  shall  print,  a  list  of  all  persons 
whose  names  then  rightfully  remain  upon  the  register  as  pharmacists  or 
assistant  pharmacists,  and  shall  mail  a  copy  of  such  list  to  each  and  every 
registered  pharmacist  and  assistant  pharmacist  in  the  state.  Previous  to 
the  publication  or  printing  of  said  list,  the  said  secretary  shall  first  remove 
from  the  register  the  names  of  all  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists 
who  may  have  died,  removed  from  the  state,  ceased  to  do  business,  or 
failed  to  reregister,  or  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  making  any  false 
statement  under  this  act,  or  who  for  any  other  legal  reason  are  no  longer 
entitled  to  have  their  names  remain  upon  the  register. 

§  13  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registra- 
tion under  the  preceding  provisions,  and  who  may  desire  a  certificate 
as  registered  pharmacist,  shall  apply  for  examination  to  the  board  of 
pharmacy,  and  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  the  sum  of  $5.  If 
the  board  shall  find  that  he  has  had  a  practical  experience  of  four  years- 
In  compounding  physicians  prescriptions  and  in  the  general  duties  of 
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pharmacy,  and  is  otherwise  duly  qualified,  they  shall  duly  register  him, 
and  issue  him  a  certificate  as  registered  pharmacist.  In  case  of  failure 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  a  second  examination  may  be  granted 
within  six  months,  without  further  payment. 

§  14  Meetings  of  board;  compensation  and  expenses.  Said  board  of 
pharmacy  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  three  months,  in  at  least  four  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  state,  in  each  year,  to  perform  the  duties  required  by 
this  act.  The  members  of  tlie  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $3  for  each 
day  engaged,  together  with  actual  traveling  expenses,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law,  except  the  secretary,  who 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  $600  per  year,  together  with  all  necessary  trav- 
eling expenses,  all  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  Kansas  board  of 
pharmacy.  All  fees  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
paid  over  at  once  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  and  there  to  be  held  in 
trust  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  board.  And  the  treasurer 
of  said  board  shall  give  such  bond  from  time  to  time  as  the  board  may 
direct. 

§  16  Not  t6  apply.  Nothing  hereinbefore  contained  in  this  act  shall  apply 
to  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  keep  open  shop  for  retailing, 
dispensing  or  compounding  of  medicines  or  poisons,  nor  prevent  him  from 
adruinistering  or  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  he  may  deem  fit 
and  proper.  And  it  is  also  provided,  that  in  rural  districts  where  there  is 
no  registered  pharmacist  within  five  miles,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  retail 
dealers  to  procure  license  from  the  board  of  pharmacy  at  a  fee  of  $2.50 
annually,  to  sell  the  usual  domestic  remedies  and  medicines,  not  including 
any  articles  enumerated  in  the  schedules  A  and  B  of  this  act. 

§  17  Registration  necessary;  penalty  for  violation.  It  shall  hereafter 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  state  of  Kansas  to  open  or  conduct 
any  pharmacy,  or  store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines 
or  poisons,  unless  such  person  be  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  or  shall  employ  a  registered  pharmacist  to  conduct 
the  same.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  compound  and 
sell  at  retail  any  medicines  or  poisons,  or  to  compound  or  dispense  any 
physicians  prescriptions,  unless  such  person  be  a  registered  pharmacist^ 
or  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than 
$100  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

§  22  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act,  or  of  the  act  of  which  this  is 
supplemental  and  amendatory,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  the 
employment  in  any  pharmacy  of  an  apprentice  for  the  purpose  of  being 
instructed  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  but  such  apprentice  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  prepare  and  dispense  physicians  prescriptions,  or  to  sell  or 
furnish  poisons,  except  in  the  presence  of  and  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmacist  or  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist.

§  23  Annual  report.  Said  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall,  on  or  before 
the  10th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  make  an  annual  report  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  its  proceedings  for  the  preceding  callendar  year,  together  with 
an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them  in  pursuance  of 
this  act. 

§  24  Secretary's  statement.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  phar- 
macy shall,  on  the  application  of  any  party,  issue  to  such  applicant  a  cer- 
tificate or  statement  showing  that  the  person  named  in  the  application  is  a 
registered  pharmacist,  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  or  neither,  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  secretary  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  a  fee  of  25 
cents  for  each  such  certificate  or  statement  which  he  may  issue,  such  fee 
to  accompany  the  application. 

§  25  Misdemeanor.  Any  person  who  shall  procure  or  attempt  to  procure 
registration  for  himself  or  for  another  under  this  act,  by  making  or  causing 
to  be  made  any  false  representation,  and  any  registered  pharmacist  who 
shall  be  in  the  habit  of  being  intoxicated,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than  $100;  and  the  name  of  the  person  so 
fraudulently  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register. 

§  2G  Investigation  of  complaints.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
board  of  pharmacy  to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compli- 
ance with  or  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  [this  chapter,]  and 
the  act  to  which  this  is  supplemental  and  amendatory,  and  to  bring  all 
such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the  county  attorney  of  the  county  where  such 
person  is  doing  business;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  attorney 
to  diligently  prosecute  to  effect  any  such  violation.

§  1  Registration  necessary;  penalty  for  violation.  That  except  as  In 
this  act  provided,  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  in  the  commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  for  any  person,  who  is  not  a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  to  vend  at  retail,  compound  or  dispense  any  drug, 
medicine,  chemical,  poison,  or  pharmaceutical  preparation  for  medical 
use,  or  compound  and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions.  Any  person  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  [$]  20  nor  more  than  $50  for  each  and  every  offense. 

§  2  Responsibility  of  proprietor.  Any  owner  of  a  pharmacy,  or  retail 
drug  store,  who,  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  place  In  charge  of  such  pharmacy  or  drug  store  a  registered  pharmacist, 
or  any  such  proprietor  who  shall  by  himself,  or  any  other  person,  permit 
the  compounding  or  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  or  the  vending  at  retail 
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of  drugs,  medicines,  poisons  or  pliarmaceutical  preparations  in  his  store 
or  place  of  business,  except  by  or  in  ttie  presence  and  under  the  immedi- 
ate supervision  of  a  registered  pliarmacist,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
cnisdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than  $100  and  each  week  that  he  shall  cause  or 
permit  such  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  store  to  be  so  conducted  or  managed 
«hall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense,  and  render  him  liable  to 
separate  prosecution  and  punishment  therefor. 

§  3  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  The  members  of  the 
present  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  serve  until  the  expiration  of  the 
time  for  which  they  have  been  appointed,  and  they,  with  their  successors, 
shall  constitute  the  Kentucky  board  of  pharmacy.  At  its  regular  annual 
meeting  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  enactment  of  this  law,  the  Ken- 
tucky pharmaceutical  association  shall  select  and  submit  to  the  governor 
the  names  of  five  persons,  who  have  had  five  years'  experience  in  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions  in  the  commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  governor  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each 
year,  appoint  from  the  names  so  submitted  one  person,  as  the  term  of 
^ach  of  those  now  holding  office  expire,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
five  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  re- 
moved for  cause.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  said  board  shall  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  governor  from  the  names  last  sub- 
mitted. Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  within  10  days  after  he  re- 
ceives his  appointment,  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  a  competent  officer,  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  inscribed  upon  his 
commission.  Not  more  than  two  members  of  said  board  shall  be  residents 
of  the  same  county.  No  member  of  said  board  shall  be  reappointed  within 
one  3'ear  of  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

§  4  Meeting's;  organization;  duties;  powers.  The  said  board  shall 
meet  in  the  month  of  October  of  each  year,  and  organize  by  the  election 
of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  from  its  own  members,  who  shall 
be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  pre- 
scribed by  the  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  examine  all 
applicants  for  registration  submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates 
of  registration  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  to  investigate  complaints,  and  to  cause  the  prosecu- 
tion of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  report  annually 
to  the  governor  and  to  the  Kentucky  pharmaceutical  association 
upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  commonwealth,  which  report  shall 
also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  for  the  year,  and  also 
the  names  of  all  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  this  act  during  that 
fiscal  year,  and  shall  include  an  itemized  account  of  all  money  received  and 
•expended  by  said  board.  The  said  board  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration 
open  at  some  convenient  place  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  in  three  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the 
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state,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  all  per- 
sons registered  under  this  act,  which  book  shall  also  specify  such  facts  as 
said  persons  shall  claim  to  justify  their  registration.  The  said  board  shall 
hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration,  and  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to  its  duties,  at  least 
ODce  in  three  months,  said  meetings  to  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  In  such  cities  as  the  said 
board  may  select,  and  shall  give  30  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meetings.  It  shall  also  keep  a  book  of  record  of  all  its  transactions. 
The  records  of  said  board,  or  a  copy  of  any  part  thereof,  certified  by  the 
secretary  to  be  a  ti'ue  copy,  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  board,  shall  be  ac- 
cepted as  competent  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  commonwealth.  The 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  execution  of 
its  duties  under  this  act.  Three  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

§  5  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  secretary  of  the  board 
shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  board  may  determine,  which  shall  not 
exceed  $500  a  year.  He  shall  also  receive  his  traveling  and  other 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  ofiicial  duties.  The 
other  members  of  the  said  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day 
actually  engaged  in  the  service  thereof,  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary 
expense  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board;  or  while  per- 
forming strictly  ofBcial  duties,  said  salaries,  per  diem,  and  expenses  shall 
be  paid,  after  an  itemized  statement  of  the  same  has  been  rendered  and 
approved  by  the  board,  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  said  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  secretary  shall  collect  all  money 
due  the  board  from  all  sources,  and  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
within  30  days,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.  The  treasurer  shall  give 
bond  in  such  sum  as  the  board  may  determine,  which  at  no  time  shall  be 
for  a  less  amount  than  is  in  his  hands  belonging  to  said  board. 

§  G  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  person  who  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  July,  1898,  furnish  the  Kentucky  board  of  pharmacy 
satisfactory  proof,  supported  by  his  aflSdavit,  that  he  was  engaged  in  the 
business  of  dispensing  pharmacist  on  his  own  account,  in  a  town  or  place 
of  less  than  1000  inhabitants,  in  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions, and  every  person  who  heretofore  has  had  as  much  as  five  years*^ 
experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  shall  fur- 
nish the  Kentucky  board  of  pharmacy  satisfactory  proof  of  such  facts, 
accompanied  by  his  affidavit  showing  said  fact  shall,  upon  the  payment 
to  the  board  of  a  fee  of  $2,  be  granted  the  certificate  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  without  examination.  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  failure  or 
neglect  to  register  as  herein  provided,  then  such  persons  shall,  in  order  to 
be  registered,  comply  with  the  requirements  provided  for  registration  as 
a  registered  pharmacist  herein  described. 

§  7  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  pei'son  not  entitled  to  registra- 
tion, as  provided  in  §  6,  and  who  may  desire  a  certificate  as  registered 
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pharmacist,  shall  apply  to  the  Kentucky  board  of  pharmacy,  and  shall 
pay  the  secretary  of  the  board  the  sum  of  $5.  If  the  board  shall  find 
that  he  has  had  a  practical  exi)erience  of  three  years  in  compounding 
physicians'  prescriptions  and  in  the  general  duties  of  pharmacy,  is  a  per- 
son of  good  moral  character  and  temperate  habits,  and,  if  after  satisfac- 
tory examination,  they  find  that  he  is  duly  qualified  they  shall  register 
him,  and  issue  him  a  certificate  as  registered  pharmacist.  Every  cer- 
tificate hereafter  issued  under  this  act  shall  have  plainly  written,  printed 
or  stamped  upon  the  face  thereof  the  words,  'revocable  for  causes  specified 
by  law,'  and  all  certificates  awarded  upon  examination  shall  state  such 
facts  upon  the  face  thereof. 

§  8  Persons  holding  certifi.cates.  Persons;  who,  at  the  time  of  the  en- 
actment of  this  law,  hold  certificates  of  registration  as  pharmacists, 
granted  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  of  Kentucky,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  register  under  this  law,  but  shall  apply  for  and  secure  annual 
renewals  thereof,  as  provided  in  this  alct,  and  in  all  other  respects  shall 
be  amenable  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  9  Annual  renewal;  certifi.cate  displayed;  removal;  register.  Each 
registered  pharmacist  shall  annually,  during  the  month  of  January,  if  he 
desires  to  continue  in  such  business,  pay  to  the  said  board  a  renewal  fee, 
to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  which  shall  not  exceed  $1,  for  which  he  shall, 
receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration.  Every  person  receiving  a  certifi- 
cate under  this  act  shall  keep  the  same  conspicuously  exposed  in  his  place 
of  business.  Every  registered  pharmacist  shall,  within  10  days  after 
changing  his  place  of  business,  as  designated  by  his  certificate,  notify  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  his  new  place  of  business,  and  iniclose  a  fee  of 
50  cents,  upon  receipt  of  which  the  secretary  shall  make  the  necessary 
change  in  his  register.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  fail  or  neg- 
lect to  procure  his  annual  renewal  of  registration,  or  to  comply  with  the 
other  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  act  as  such  phar- 
macist at  the  expiration  of  60  days  from  the  time  notice  of  such  failure 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  have  been  mailed  to 
his  last  address  by  the  secretary  of  the  board.  The  secretary  of  the  board 
shall  annually  publish  a  list  of  all  persons  who  are  duly  registered  as 
pharmacists  in  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  mail  a  copy  of  same  to  each 
registered  pharmacist.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board 
to  erase  from  the  register  the  name  of  any  registered  pharmacist  who 
may  have  died,  removed  from,  or  has  forfeited  his  right  under  the  law 
to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who 
shall,  sever  his  connection  with  the  drug  business  for  a  period  of  five  suc- 
cessive years  shall  not  be  entitled  to  renew  his  registration,  except  upon 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  board  of  pharmacy,  as 
provided  in  this  act. 

§  10  Penalties  for  violations.  Any  person  who  shall  procure,  or  at- 
tempt to  procure,  registration  for  himself  or  for  another,  under  this  act 
by  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any  false  representations,   shall  be 
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deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  lia- 
ble to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  [?]  25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  the  name 
-of  the  person  so  fraudulently  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register. 
Any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist,  as  provided  in  this  act,  who  shall 
take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  registered  pharmacist,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $200,  Any  registered  pharma- 
cist who  shall  be  in  the  habit  of  being  intoxicated  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than  $50  for  the  first  offense;  and  upon  convic- 
tion for  the  second  offense,  in  addition  to  such  fine,  his  name  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  register,  and  his  certificate  of  registration  revoked  by 
the  board. 

§  13  Unregistered  proprietor  must  employ  a  registered  pharmacist. 
Any  person,  or  persons,  not  a  registered  pharmacist,  may  open,  own,  or 
conduct  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy,  if  he  or  they  keep  constantly  in  charge 
of  the  same  a  registered  pharmacist;  but  shall  not  himself  or  themselves 
sell  or  dispense  drugs  or  medicines,  except  proprietary  or  patent  medicines 
in  original  packages. 

§  14  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
apply  to,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with,  the  sale  of  the  usual  non- 
poisonous  domestic  remedies  and  medicines,  and  patent  or  proprietary 
medicine,  by  county  stores  in  small  places  or  rural  districts.  Nothing  in 
this  act  shall  apply  to,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with,  the  business  of 
any  licensed  practising  physician,  or  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his 
patients  such  articles  as  may  seem  to  him  proper,  or  with  his  compound- 
ing his  own  prescriptions. 

§  10  Circuit  judges  must  cite  act.  All  circuit  judges  are  required  to 
give  this  act  in  charge  to  each  grand  jury  empaneled  in  their  courts. 

§  17  Prosecutions.  All  prosecution  under  this  act  shall  be  in  the  name 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Kentucky  board  of  pharmacy  to  investigate  all 
complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance  with,  or  violations  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all  such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the  county 
attorney  of  the  county  where  such  person  is  doing  business,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  county  attorney  to  diligently  prosecute  to  effect  any 
«uch  violations.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  payment  of  all  costs,  including  the  commission  allowed  by  law  to 
the  various  oflicers,  shall  enure  one  half  to  the  Kentucky  board  of  phar- 
macy, and  one  half  to  the  school  funds  of  the  school  disti-ict  in  which  the 
■offense  was  committed.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for 
any  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  to  compound  medicines,  drugs  or 
chemicals,  or  to  institute  or  conduct  any  apothecary  or  drug  store,  or  phar- 
macy shop  for  compounding  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals,  or  for  any  per- 
son to  be  employed  therein,  or  placed  in  charge  thereof,  for  the  purpose 
of  compounding  drugs  or  chemicals  under  prescriptions  or  otherwise. 

§  2  Certificate  on  diploma;  on  experience.  Any  person  21  years  of  age 
shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a  duly  registered  pharmacist,  on  exhib- 
iting to  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  diploma  from  any  college  or  school  of 
pharmacy,  in  Europe  or  America,  of  good  and  respectable  standing,  the 
status  of  the  institution  as  to  respectability  and  standing  to  be  judged 
and  approved  by  said  board,  together  with  the  affidavit  of  the  appli- 
cant, stating  his  age,  nativity,  and  that  he  is  the  bona  fide  holder  of  the 
diploma  and  the  person  named  therein,  and  that  he  is  a  regular  graduate, 
or  alumnus  of  said  institution,  or  in  case  that  said  applicant  shall  produce 
no  diploma  as  hereinabove  set  forth,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  him  to  pre- 
sent an  affidavit  that  he  has  had  four  years'  practical  experience  in  the 
manipulation  and  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  who  shall  also  attest  the  truth 
of  the  said  affidavit  by  swearing  thereto,  if  said  registered  pharmacist  be 
alive  and  resident  in  the  state  of  Louisiana;  and  said  affidavit  shall  set 
forth  the  age  of  the  applicant,  the  place  of  his  nativity,  and  when  and 
where  he  has  practised  pharmacy,  said  affidavit  to  be  preserved  on  file 
by  the  board  of  pharmacy  as  a  part  of  its  records. 

§  3  Pharmacists  now  practising;  qualified  assistant;  act  construed. 
That  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  or  effect  any 
person  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the  actual  preparation,  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  medicines  or  drugs  in  the  drug  and  apothecary  business  as 
proprietor  of  the  same,  or  as  qualified  assistant  therein  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  except  in  so  far  as  relates  to  registration  and  fees  pro- 
vided in  §  5.  A  qualified  assistant  engaged  in  the  business  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  act,  is  one  who  has  had  not  less  than  two  years'  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  preparation,  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines, or  drugs  in  the  drug  and  apothecary  business.  All  other  actual 
assistants  actually  engaged  in  the  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act,  shall,  upon  the  completion  of  a  lilie  term  of  two  years'  experi- 
ence, be  entitled  to  registration  as  qualified  assistants  without  examina- 
tion; provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  in  any  manner 
whatever  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  registered  practitioner  of 
medicine,  nor  in  any  way  prevent  him  from  administering  or  supplying 
his  patients  with  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  he  may  deem  fit  and  proper, 
nor  shall  it  interfere  with  the  maliing  and  dealing  in  proprietary  remedies, 
popularly  called  patent  medicines,  nor  prevent  storekeepers  from  dealing

in  and  selling  the  commonly  used  standard  medicines  and  poisons,  if  all 
«ucli  standai'd  medicines  and  poisons  included  in  this  section,  conform  in 
-all  respects  to  the  requirements  of  §  7.  Nor  shall  this  act  apply  to  any 
planter  furnishing  medicines  to  hands  in  his  employment  or  leasing  lands 
from  him. 

§  4  Registration  refused.  That  in  case  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall 
have  reason  to  doubt  the  truth  of  the  allegations  of  any  affidavit  made 
under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  it  shall  have  the  right  to 
examine  into  and  hear  evidence  thereon,  and  if  convinced  of  the  falsity 
thereof,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  registration,  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  applicant  to  appeal  to  the  courts  by  mandamus;  provided,  that  false 
swearing  in  an  affidavit  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  deemed  perjury, 
and  liable  to  punishment  as  in  other  cases  under  existing  laws. 

§  5  Certificate  on  examination;  licentiates  of  other  states;  fees.  That 
where  the  applicant  neither  furnishes  the  diploma  or  affidavit  required  by 
the  foregoing  sections,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  registration  after  having 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  as  to  his 
qualifications  and  capacity,  which  board  shall  thereupon  register  the 
applicant,  and  shall  grant  to  him  a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  pharma- 
cist, the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  production  of  a  diploma  or  affidavit 
as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  board  of  pharmacy  may  grant  certificates 
of  registration  to  licentiates  of  such  other  state  boards,  or  the  duly  consti- 
tuted authorities  of  other  countries,  without  further  examination.  The 
board  of  pharmacy  shall  have  the  right  to  exact  and  collect  from  appli- 
cants, before  issuance  of  a  certificate,  ?5  for  an  examination  of  the  appli- 
cant, and  $3  for  the  issuance  of  the  certificate. 

§  6  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization;  duties. 
That  the  governor  shall  appoint  the  board  of  pharmacy,  consisting  of  nine 
reputable  practising  pharmacists,  doing  business  in  the  state,  who  shall 
serve  for  four  years  from  date  of  their  appointment;  any  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  governor's  appointment  Said  board 
shall  elect  a  president,  and  an  officer  to  be  known  as  the  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  in  addition  to  its  duties  in  holding  examinations  and  grant- 
ing certificates,  it  shall  report  to  the  prosecuting  officer  of  the  state  of 
Louisiana  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act;  it  shall  report 
annually  to  the  governor  of  the  state  upon  the  condition  of  pl^armacy  in 
the  state,  any  recommendation  for  the  improvement  of  its  practice,  as 
well  as  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  during  the  year;  and  the 
names  of  all  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  this  act,  and  the  fees  col- 
lected under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  expenses  of  the  board,  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  direct 

§  8  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  offending  against  any  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  against  the 
state  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  be  prosecuted  before  any  court  of  criminal 
jurisdiction,  and  if  adjudged  guilty,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50,  nor  more  than  $100,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall  be 
imprisoned  in  the  parish  jail  for  not  more  than  30  days.

§  1  Conformity  necessary.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  within  the  limits  of  this  state  to  conduct 
the  business  of  an  apothecary  or  any  part  thereof,  or  display  any  drugs, 
medicine,  drug  store  fittings  or  furnishings  or  any  sign  recognized  as 
peculiar  to  a  drug  store  to  give  the  appearance  of  any  apothecary  store 
or  claim  to  be  or  represent  himself  to  be  an  apothecary,  except  as  herein- 
after provided. 

§  2  Commissioners  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  The  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  shall  appoint  three  suitable 
persons  to  compose  the  board  of  commissioners  of  pharmacy.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  present  board  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  during  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  appointed.  At  the  expiration  of  their  respec- 
tive terms  of  office,  appointments  shall  be  so  made  that  the  term  of  each 
commissioner  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  succeed- 
ing year,  and  thereafter  the  appointment  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  from 
expiration  of  terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years  from  the  first  day  gf  De- 
cember in  each  year.  The  governor  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
•council  may  remove  said  commissioners  for  cause.  If  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  said  commission,  another  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  the 
imexpired  term  thereof.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
the  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  and  impartial  discharge 
of  the  same,  and  a  record  shall  be  made  thereof  on  their  commission. 

§  3  Organization;  meetings.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  December  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  electing 
a  president  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board,  and  who 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  shall  give  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  The  said  board  shall  hold  three  regular  meetings  in  each  year,  one 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  December,  one  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
April  and  one  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  August,  and  such  additional 
meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  determine. 

§  4  Records;  annual  report.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
names  of  all  persons  examined  and  registered  hereunder,  and  a  record  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  said  board,  a  duplicate  of  which 
records  shall  always  be  open  to  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state.  Said  board  shall  make  to  the  governor  and  council  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  a  report  stating  the  condition  of 
pharmacy  in  the  state,  with  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  its  official  acts 
during  the  year,  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  board.     The 
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governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  have  published  as  many- 
copies  of  said  report  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

§  5  Hearing  of  complaints.  Said  board  shall  hear  all  complaints 
against  any  person  registered  as  an  apothecary  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  requirements  of  this  act  to  be  performed  by  a  registered  apothe- 
cary. Such  complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing  under  oath,  shall  set  out  the 
offense  alleged,  and  shall  be  made  within  60  days  after  the  act  complained 
of  has  been  committed.  Said  board  shall  thereupon  notify  the  person 
complained  against  of  the  charge  made  against  him  and  of  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  the  matter  will  be  heard  by  them;  but  notice  of 
hearing  shall  be  given  at  least  14  days  prior  to  the  same.  He  may  then 
and  there  appear  before  the  board  with  his  witnesses  and  be  heard  by 
counsel.  Either  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  to  the  wit- 
nesses at  such  hearings,  and  any  person  so  sworn  who  wilfully  swears  or 
affirms  falsely  respecting  any  matter  upon  which  his  testimony  is  required 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
send  for  persons  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  said  hearings 
by  process  duly  served. 

§  6  Certificate  suspended  or  revoked.  If  the  full  board  sitting  at  such 
hearing  shall  find  that  the  person  complained  against  is  guilty  of  the  acts 
charged  against  him,  said  board  may  suspend  his  registration  as  a  phar- 
macist and  his  certificate  thereof,  for  such  term  as  the  board  in  their 
judgment,  after  due  consideration  of  the  facts,  may  deem  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  public,  or  may  revoke  it  altogether,  but  the  certificate  of 
registration  of  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  not  be  suspended  or  revoked 
for  a  cause  punishable  by  law  until  after  conviction  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction. 

§  7  Certificate  on  examination}  display  of.  Every  person  not  now  reg- 
istered, hereafter  entering  on  the  business  of  an  apothecary,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fee  of  $10,  to  the  secretary  of  said  board,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  shall  be  examined  by  said  commissioners,  and  shall  present  to 
them  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  been  an  apprentice,  or  employed  in 
an  apothecary  store  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded,  at 
least  three  years;  or  has  graduated  from  some -regularly  incorporated  medi- 
cal college  or  college  of  pharmacy,  and  is  competent  for  the  business;  the 
commissioners  may  give  him  a  certificate  of  that  fact  and  that  he  is  author- 
ized to  engage  in  the  business  of  an  apothecary,  and  such  certificate  must 
be  signed  by  at  least  two  commissioners.  In  case  the  result  of  the  exami- 
nation is  unsatisfactory,  and  no  certificate  Is  granted,  the  applicant 
shall  have  the  right  to  another  examination  without  charge,  after  an  inter- 
val of  two  months,  and  within  12  months  after  the  date  of  his  first  exami- 
nation. Only  one  of  the  partners  In  a  firm  need  be  a  registered  druggist, 
provided,  the  partner  who  compounds  medicines  be  registered.  All  certifi- 
cates issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  constantly  displayed. 
In  a  conspicuous  place,  in  the  store  or  shop  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
same  were  Issued. 
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§  8  Certificates;  two  grades.  Certificates  of  two  grades  or  kinds  may 
be  issued,  whereof  one  sliall  declare  tliat  tlie  liolder  is  skilled  in  pharmacy 
as  in  §  7  of  this  act,  and  the  other  kind  which  after  the  examination  of 
the  applicants  therefor,  may  he  issued  to  such  as  shall  not  be  less  than  18 
years  of  age  and  who  have  passed  the  junior  year  in  a  college  of  phar- 
macy or  in  a  department  of  pharmacy  in  any  incorporated  college,  or 
served  two  full  years  in  an  apothecary  store  where  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions are  compounded,  shall  declare  that  the  holder  is  a  qualified  assistant 
and  is  qualified  to  take  charge  of  the  business  of  an  apothecai'y  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  registered  apothecary,  and  the  fee  for  such  as- 
sistant's examination  shall  be  $5. 

§  9  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  apothecary  or  qualified  as- 
sistant who  desires  to  continue  the  business  of  an  apothecary  shall  annu- 
ally thereafter,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  such  business  on  such 
date  as  said  board  may  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a 
registration  fee  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  but  which  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed, if  a  registered  apothecary,  $1,  if  a  qualified  assistant,  50  cents  for 
which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration;  and  he  shall  not  con- 
tinue in  such  business  after  the  date  set  by  said  board  for  said  renewal 
unless  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Any 
registered  apothecary  or  qualified  assistant,  who  shall  fail  to  obtain  a  re- 
newal of  registration  as  herein  provided  within  three  years  after  the  date 
set  by  said  board  for  said  rencAval,  shall  forfeit  the  right  thereto.  The 
fees  paid  to  said  board  by  virtue  of  this  section  may  be  used  by  said 
board  for  the  detection  and  prosecution  of  violations  of  this  act. 

§  10  Wrongful  use  of  certificate.  No  registered  apothecary  shall  suffer 
or  permit  the  use  of  his  name  or  certificate  of  registration  in  the  conduct 
of  business  of  pharmacy  when  he  himself  is  not  actively  engaged  in  such 
business  in  the  store  where  his  certificate  is  displayed. 

§  11  Registered  person  in  charge.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  store 
to  be  kept  open  for  the  sale  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  compounding 
physicians'  prescriptions,  nor  shall  drugs  or  medicines  be  exposed  or  dis- 
played for  sale  in  any  store,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  unless 
the  same  is  placed  and  kept  under  the  personal  control  and  supervision  of 
a  registered  apothecary  or  qualified  assistant,  but  such  store  may  be  under 
the  charge  of  a  qualified  assistant  during  the  temporary  absence  of  such 
registered  apothecary, 

§  12  Penalty  for  violation.  If  any  person  hereafter  engaged  in  or  be 
found  in  charge  or  carrying  on  a  business,  or  displays  any  drugs,  medi- 
cines, drug  store  fittings  or  furnishings,  or  any  sign  recognized  as  peculiar 
to  a  drug  store  to  give  the  appearance  of  an  apothecary  store,  or  claim  to 
bf  or  represent  himself  to  be  an  apothecary,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  he  shall  upon  indictment  and  conviction  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
$50  per  month  for  the  first  offense,  and  $100  per  month  for  each  and  every 
subsequent  offense,  whether  for  continuance  in  said  business  or  for  engag- 
ing anew  therein  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.    The  county  at- 
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tcrney  in  each  county  upon  complaint  made  by  any  one  of  said  commis- 
sioners stiall  prosecute  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  13  Women;  not  to  apply.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  in  the 
cases  of  women  who  shall  hereafter  enter  upon  and  carry  on  the  business 
cf  apothecaries.  This  act  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  physicians  vrho 
prepare  and  dispense  their  own  medicines,  nor  to  the  sale  of  non-poisonous 
domestic  remedies  and  patent  or  proprietary  preparations  usually  sold  by 
grocers  and  others. 

§  14  Unregistered  proprietor.  Any  person  may  enter  upon  the  business 
of  an  apothecary  without  the  certiticate  required  by  the  foregoing  act; 
piovided,  he  does  not  personally  do  the  duties  of  an  apothecary,  but  em- 
ploj's  a  duly  registered  apothecary  who  has  sole  charge  of  compounding, 
putting  up  and  dispensing  medicines  and  drugs  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.

§  388  Pharmacist  defined.  That  the  term  or  name  pharmacist  in  the 
meaning  and  scope  of  this  act  does  mean,  embrace  and  apply  to  all  persons 
engaged  in  vending,  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines  and  chemicals  for  medi- 
cinal use,  and  in  compounding  and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions 
either  as  owners  of  stores,  as  managing  assistants,  or  as  relief  clerks  in 
temporary  charge  of  stores. 

§  389  Penalty  for  violation;  prosecutions;  act  construed.  That  any 
person  who,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  does  or  shall  vend,  at  retail, 
poisonous  drugs  for  medicinal  use,  or  compound  or  dispense  physicians' 
prescriptions  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  without  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  or  fine  of  $50  for  each  and  every  week  he  shall  continue  to 
vend,  at  retail,  poisonous  drugs  for  medicinal  use,  or  compound  or  dis- 
pense physicians'  prescriptions  in  violation  of  this  act;  said  penalty  or  fine 
to  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Maryland  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  as  small  debts  are  now  recoverable;  said  penalty  or  fine  to  go  to 
the  Maryland  board  of  pharmacy,  appointed  under  this  act,  to  be  used  as 
a  fund  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  state's  attorney  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  at  the  request  of  said  board 
of  pharmacy,  to  prosecute  any  person  who  shall  have  violated  any  require- 
ment of  this  act,  provided,  that  nothing  In  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  practising  physician  from  supplying  medicines  in  con- 
nection with  professional  practice,  nor  to  restrict  the  sale  at  retail  of 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and  compounds  prepared  and  com- 
pounded for  medicinal  use  by  wholesale  dealers  in  drugs  and  medicines, 
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when  sold  in  original  paclcage,  box  or  bottle;  and  no  penalty  shall  hereafter 
bf  enforced  against  any  person  for  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines or  compounds  prepared  by  wholesale  dealers  in  drugs  and  medicines 
when  sold  as  aforesaid;  and  no  penalty  shall  hereafter  be  enforced  against 
any  person  for  the  sale  of  proprietary  or  patent  medicines  or  drugs  other 
than  poisonous. 

§  390  Commissioners  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  examination.  That 
the  Maryland  college  of  pharmacy  shall  nominate  biennially  of  the  most 
skilled  and  competent  pharmacists  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  10  persons, 
fi'om  amongst  whom  the  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  faithfully  and  impartially  execute  or  cause  to 
bo  executed  all  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  act.  They  shall, 
upon  application,  and  in  such  manner  and  in  such  place  as  they  may 
determine,  examine  each  and  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  engage  in 
vending,  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use  or  in 
compounding  and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, touching  his  competency  and  qualifications,  and  upon  being  satisfied 
that  the  person  so  examined  is  competent  and  qualified  to  vend,  at  retail, 
drugs,  medicines  and  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  and  compound  and  dis- 
pense physicians'  prescriptions  safely,  and  without  jeopardy  to  the  health 
and  lives  of  the  people  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  they  or  any  two  of  them 
^  shall  grant  such  person  a  certificate  of  competency  and  register  him  as  a 
pharmacist. 

§  391  Commissioners;  term;  oath.  That  the  commissioners  appointed 
under  this  act  shall  be  styled  and  known  as  the  Commissioners  of  phar- 
macy and  practical  chemistry,  and  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and 
thereafter  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed  and  have  qualified. 
Said  commissioners  shall,  within  30  days  after  notification  of  their  appoint- 
ment, each  subscribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of 
Baltimore  city,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre- 
scribed by  this  act.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  appointed  under 
this  act,  who  shall  fail  to  so  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
named,  shall  be  vacant.  The  governor  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring 
from  amongst  the  person[s]  nominated  by  the  Maryland  college  of  phar- 
macy under  §  390  of  this  act. 

§  392  Registration  necessary;  persons  now  practising;  graduates. 
That  each  and  every  person  before  commencing  to  vend  at  retail,  drugs, 
medicines,  or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  to  compound  or  dispense 
physicians'  prescriptions  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  managing  owner  of 
a  store,  or  as  managing  assistant  of  a  store,  or  as  relief  clerk  temporarily 
in  charge  of  a  store,  shall  register  as  a  pharmacist  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  That  every  person  who  shall  at  the  time  that  this  act  goes 
into  effect  be  engaged  in  vending,  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines,  and  chem- 
icals for  medicinal  use  and  compounding,  and  dispensing  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  registered  as  pharmacist  under  an 
act,  entitled  'An  act  to  prevent  incompetent  persons  from  conducting  busi- 
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ness  as  pharmacists,  or  vending  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals 
for  medicinal  use  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,'  approved  April  1,  1872,  and 
amended  by  the  repeal  and  reenactment  of  §  2  and  9,  ch.  91,  passed  at  Jan- 
uary session,  1876,  sliall  be  deemed  competent  to  register  as  a  pharmacist 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  That  every  person  holding  a  diploma  from 
a  regular  chartered  and  recognized  college  or  school  of  pharmacy,  based 
upon  a  full  apprenticeship  of  four  j-ears  as  a  pharmacist,  and  who  pre- 
sents satisfactory  evidence  of  these  facts  to  the  said  commissioners  of 
pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry,  shall  be  deemed  competent,  and  en- 
titled to  register  as  a  pharmacist. 

§  393  Fees;  expenses  of  board;  annual  registration.  That  said  com- 
missioner[s]  of  pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry,  shall  demand  and 
receive  from  each  applicant  for  registration  whom  they  examine,  $5  for 
each  examination,  and  shall  likewise  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  $1 
from  every  person  whom  they  register  or  reregister,  which  money,  so,  re- 
ceived under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  and  applied 
by  said  board  to  defray  the  expenses  accruing  or  arising  under  this  act. 
And  that  every  pharmacist,  managing  assistant  and  relief  clerk,  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  shall  reregister  annually  after  his  first  registration  dur- 
ing the  term  he  shall  continue  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  on  such 
date  as  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  and  shall  pay  to  the  said 
board  the  fee  of  $1  as  provided  in  this  section,  for  which  he  shall  receive 
a  renewal  of  said  registration. 

§  394  Business  of  deceased.  That  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  doing  business  as  such  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  his  legal 
repi'eseutative  may  continue  said  business  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of 
said  deceased,  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist, subject  to  all  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

§  395  Who  may  practise;  penalty  for  violation.  That  no  person  unless 
he  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist  under  this  act,  or  unless  he  be  an  ap- 
prentice who  has  had  at  least  two  years'  experience  under  a  pharmacist, 
or  who  has  attended  at  least  one  full  course  of  lectures  on  pharmacy, 
chemistry  and  materia  medica,  shall  be  permitted  to  compound  and  dis- 
pense the  prescriptions,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist;  any  registered  pharmacist  violating  this  section  or  permitting 
its  violation  in  any  store  under  his  charge  or  management,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  or  fine  of  not  more  than  $50,  which  fines  are  to  be  dis- 
posed of  as  provided  in  §  393.

§  1  Board  of  registration;  appointment;  term.  The  board  of  registra- 
tion in  pharmacy   shall  consist  of  five  persons,  Appohitments    to    fill 
vacancies  occurring  from  expiration  of  terms  of  oflQce  shall  be  for  five 
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years  from  the  first  clay  of  October  iu  each  year,  and  no  person  shall 
serve  hereafter  as  a  member  of  said  board  for  more  than  five  consecutive 
years,  provided  that  the  present  members  of  said  board  shall  continue 
to  hold  their  offices  during  the  terms  for  which  they  were  severally  ap- 
pointed. The  appointments  to  said  board  shall  be  made  b3'  the  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  and  only  sliilled  pharmacists, 
resident  in  the  commonwealth,  who  have  had  10  consecutive  years  of  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, and  who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business,  shall  be 
eligible,  and  not  more  than  one  member  of  said  board  shall  have  any 
financial  interest  in  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals,  or  in  the 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  in  the  same 
councilor  district.  Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed  from 
ottice  for  cause  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 
[As  amended  1899,  ch.  422,  §  1] 

§  2  Meetings;  organization.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  October  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  a 
president  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board,  and  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  ofiices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  secretary  shall 
give  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  of  the  commonwealth  a  bond 
with  suflicient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  said  board  shall  hold 
three  regular  meetings  in  each  year,  one  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January, 
one  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  and  one  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  October, 
and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  deter- 
mine. 

§  3  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  compensation,  inciden- 
tal and  traveling  expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  the  commonwealth.  The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  board 
shall  be  $5  each  for  every  day  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties and  the  amount  actually  paid  by  them  for  necessary  traveling  expenses 
in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board,  but  in  no  case  exceeding  3  cents 
per  mile  each  way.  The  bills  for  such  compensation  and  their  incidental 
and  traveling  expenses  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  and  sent  to  the 
auditor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  certify  to  the  governor  and 
council  the  amounts  due  as  in  case  of  other  bills  and  accounts  approved 
by  him  under  the  provisions  of  law.  So  much  of  the  receipts  from  ex- 
aminations as  may  be  necessary  for  the  compensation  and  expenses  of 
the  board,  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  appropriated,  iu  addition  to  any  amount 
authorized  by  the  legislature  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  4  Records;  annual  report.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
names  of  all  persons  examined  and  registered  hereunder,  and  a  record 
of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  said  board,  a  duplicate  of  which 
records  shall  always  be  open  to  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth.       Said  board  shall  make  to  the  governor  on  or 
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before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  a  report  stating  the  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  in  the  state,  with  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  its 
official  acts  during  the  year,  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
board. 

§  5  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  desiring  to  do  business  as 
a  pharmacist  shall  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  |5  be  entitled  to  examina- 
tion, and  if  found  qualified  shall  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist,  and  shall 
receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board. 
Any  person  may  be  re-examined  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $3,  All 
fees  received  by  the  board  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  secretary 
of  the  board  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  [As  amended  1899,

§  6  Certificate  displayed.  Every  person  who  has  received  a  certificate 
of  registration  from  the  board  shall  conspicuously  display  the  same  in  his 
place  of  business. 

§  7  Complaints,  Said  board  shall  hear  all  applications  by  registered 
pharmacists  for  the  granting  of  sixth  class  licenses,  whenever  such  hear- 
ing is  required  by  the  applicant,  and  all  complaints  made  to  them  against 
any  person  registered  as  a  pharmacist,  charging  him  with  suffering  or  per- 
mitting the  use  of  his  name  or  his  certificate  of  registration  by  others  in 
the  conduct  of  the  business  of  pharmacy  when  he  himself  is  not  the 
owner  and  actively  engaged  in  such  business;  engaging  in,  aiding  or 
abetting  the  violation  or,  in  his  business  as  a  pharmacist,  violating  any 
of  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  board 
of  registration  in  pharmacy,  and  especially  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquor.  Such  complaint  shall  be  under  oath,  shall  set  out 
the  offense  alleged,  and  shall  be  made  within  15  days  of  the  date  of  the 
act  complained  of. 

§  8  Notification  of  complaint;  hearing.  Said  board  shall  notify  the 
person  complained  against  of  the  charge  made  against  him  and  of  the  time 
and  place  when  and  where  the  matter  will  be  heard  by  them.  He  may 
then  and  there  appear  before  the  board  with  his  witnesses  and  be  heard  by 
counsel.  Any  three  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  such 
hearing.  Either  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  to  the  wit- 
nesses at  such  hearing,  and  any  person  so  sworn  who  wilfully  swears  or 
affirms  falsely  respecting  any  matter  upon  which  his  testimony  is  required 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  send 
for  persons  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  said  hearings,  by 
process  duly  served. 

§  9  Certificate  suspended  or  revoked.  If  the  full  board  sitting  at  such 
hearing  shall  find  that  the  person  complained  against  is  guilty  of  the  acts 
charged  against  him  said  board  may  suspend  his  registration  as  a  phar- 
macist and  his  certificate  thereof,  for  such  term  as  the  board  in  their 
judgment,  after  due  consideration  of  the  facts,  may  deem  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  public,  or  may  revolie  It  altogether,  but  the  license  or  certifl- 
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cate  of  registration  of  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  not  be  suspended  or  re- 
voked for  a  cause  punishable  by  law  until  after  conviction  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 

§  18  Penalty  for  violation;  apprentices.  Whoever  not  being  registered 
as  aforesaid  shall,  by  himself  or  his  agent  or  servant,  unless  such  agent  or 
servant  is  so  registered,  retail,  compound  for  sale  or  dispense  for  medicinal 
purposes,  or  shall  keep  or  expose  for  sale,  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or 
poisons,  except  as  provided  in  §  23  of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $50.  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  employment  of  apprentices  or  assistants  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

§  21  Investigation  of  complaints.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
registration  in  pharmacy  to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non- 
compliance with,  or  violation  of,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  all 
such  cases  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officers,  and  especially 
to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  §  17  of  this  act. 

§  22  Appropriation.  In  order  properly  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  may  expend  annually  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $2000,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  all  expenses  incurred 
shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  the  commonwealth,  who,  after  they  have 
been  properly  approved,  shall  allow  them  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
claims  against  the  commonwealth. 

§  23  Act  construed.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  putting  up 
their  own  prescriptions  or  dispensing  medicines  to  their  patients;  nor  to 
the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons  at  wholesale  only;  nor 
to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines;  nor  to 
the  sale  of  non-poisonous  domestic  remedies  usually  sold  by  grocers  and 
others;  nor  shall  any  member  of  a  copartnership,  other  than  a  registered 
pharmacist,  be  liable  to  the  penalties  hereof:  provided,  that  such  non-regis- 
tered member  shall  not  retail,  compound  for  sale  or  dispense  for  medicinal 
purposes,  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons,  except  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.

§  2287b9  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  That  the  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  shall,  within  30  days  after  the 
passage  of  this '  act,  appoint  five  persons  and  annually  thereafter  one 
person  from  among  such  competent  pharmacists  in  the  state  as  have 
had  10  years'  practical  experience  in  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions 
who  shall  constitute  the  Michigan  board  of  pharmacy.  The  term  of  office 
of  said  five  persons  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  term  of  one  shall  expire 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  all  appointments  made 
thereafter  shall  be  for  the  term  of  five  years. 
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§  2287c  Organization;  duties;  records.  The  said  board  shall  within  30 
days  after  its  appointment,  meet,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  presi- 
dent and  secretary,  from  its  own  members  who  shall  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  board.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all  applications  for  registration

on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  March,  July,  and  November  in  each  year;  shall 
make'  by-laws  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  its  duties  under  this  act,  and 
shall  keep  a  book  of  registration  in  Avhich  shall  be  entered  the  names  and 
places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered  under  this  act,  which  book  shall 
also  specify  such  facts  as  said  person  shall  claim  to  justly  their  registra- 
tion.

The  secretary  of  the 
board  and  the  treasurer  thereof,  if  such  separate  office  be  created,  shall 
receive  a  salary,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board;  they  shall  also  receive 
the  amount  of  their  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  oflSclal  duties.

tions,  or  that  at  such  time  he  had  been  employed  or  engaged  three  years  or 
more  as  a  pharmacist  in  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions, 
and  was  at  said  time  so  employed  in  this  state,  shall,  upon  the  payment 
to  the  board  of  a  fee  of  $2,  be  granted  the  certificate  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist: provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to  register  as  herein 
provided,  then  such  person  shall,  in  order  to  be  registered,  comply  with  the 
requirements  provided  for  registration  as  a  licentiate  in  pharmacy  herein- 
after described.

§  2287c4  Begistered  assistant.  The  said  board  may  grant,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  proper,  at  a  fee  not  exceeding  $1, 
the  certificate  of  registered  assistant,  to  clerks  or  assistants  in  pharmacy, 
not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  who  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be 
engaged  in  such  service  in  this  state,  and  have  been  employed  or  engaged 
two  years  or  more  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  but  such  certificates 
shall  not  entitle  the  holder  to  engage  in  such  business  on  his  own  account, 
or  to  take  charge  of  or  act  as  manager  of  a  pharmacy  or  drug  store. 

§  2287e5  Annual  registration;  display  of  certificate;  removal.  Each 
registered  pharmacist,  or  registered  assistant,  who  desires  to  continue  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  shall  annually,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
first  j'ear  of  his  registration,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such 
practice,  on  such  date  as  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  pay 
to  the  said  board  a  registration  fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  which 
shall  not  exceed  $1  for  a  pharmacist,  or  50  cents  for  an  assistant,  for 
which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration.  Every  person 
receiving  a  certificate  under  this  act  shall  keep  the  same  conspicuously 
exposed  in  his  place  of  business.  Every  registered  pharmacist,  or 
assistant,  shall,  within  10  days  after  changing  his  place  of  business 
or  employment,  as  designated  by  his  certificate,  notify  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  his  new  place  of  business.

shall  retail,  compound,  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons,  or  any 
person  violating  any  other  provision  of  this  act  to  which  no  other  penalty 
is  herein  attached,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  every 
such  offense,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than  $100,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof, 
shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  10  days,  nor  more  than  90  days,  or  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  22S7c8  Act  construed;  certificate  as  registered  pharmacist;  as  regis- 
tered assistant  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to,  or  in  any  manner 
interfere  with,  the  l)usiness  of  any  practising  physician  who  does  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  of  medicine  and 
poison,  or  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as 
may  seem  to  him  proper,  nor  Avith  the  vending  of  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  by  any  retail  dealer,  who  has  been  in  such  business  three 
years  or  more,  nor  with  the  selling  by  any  person  of  drugs,  nor  with  the 
exclusively  wholesale  business  of  any  dealer:  provided,  that  every  person 
who  shall  within  three  months  after  this  act  takes  effect  forward  to 
the  board  of  pharmacj',  satisfactory  proof,  supported  by  his  affidavit, 
that  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  on  his 
own  account  in  this  state,  in  the  preparation  of  physician.s"  prescriptions, 
three  years  next  previous  to  the  .second  day  of  June,  1885,  or  that  at 
such  time  he  had  been  employed  or  engaged  three  years  or  more  as  a 
pharmacist  in  the  compounding  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  was  at 
said  time  so  employed  in  this  state,  shall,  upon  the  payment  to  the  board 
of  a  fee  of  $2,  be  granted  the  certificate  of  a  registered  pharmacist:  and 
provided  further,  that  the  said  board  may  grant,  at  a  fee  not  exceeding 
$1,  to  such  persons  not  less  than  10  years  of  age,  who  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  touching  their  competency,  before  the  board  of  phar- 
macy, the  certificate  of  registered  assistant,  but  such  certificate  shall  not 
entitle  the  holder  to  engage  in  business  on  his  own  account,  or  to  take 
charge  of  or  act  as  manager  of  a  pharmacy  or  drug  store.

§  654  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  Immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  Minnesota  state  pharmaceutical  association  shall 
elect  15  reputable  and  practising  pharmacists  doing  business  in  the  state, 
from  which  nimiber  the  governor  shall  appoint  five.  The  said  five  phar- 
macists, duly  elected  and  appointed,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  phar- 
macy of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  shall  hold  office  as  respectively  des- 
ignated in  their  appointments,  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years  respectively,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors have  been  duly  elected  and  appointed.  The  Minnesota  state  phar- 
maceutical association  shall  annually  thereafter  elect  five  pharmacists, 
from  which  number  the  governor  of  the  state  sliall  appoint  one  to  fill  the 
vacancj'  annually  occurring  in  said  board.

the  exclusively  wholesale  business  of  any  dealers,  except  as  hereinbefore 
provided.

§  670  Prosecutions.  The  several  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act  may

§  3229  Duty  to  obtain  license.  Every  person  who  desires  to  practise 
pharmaceutics  must  obtain  a  license  to  do  so  as  hereinafter  provided,  but 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  phj-sicians  who  hold  a  diploma  and  who 
have  been  regularly  licensed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  practise  medicine 
and  are  regularly  in  the  practice  of  medicine.

§  3235  Fee  for  examination.  Applicants  for  license  who  are  required 
to  be  examined  touching  their  learning  and  skill  in  pharmaceutics,  must 
each  pay  a  fee  of  $5  to  the  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  the  examination,  which  fee  shall  be  distributed  among 
the  members  of  the  board  as  their  compensation,  in  such  proportion  as  the 
board  may  allow. 

§  323G  License  to  existing  practitioners.  Each  person  now  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  pharmaceutics  in  this  state  is  entitled  to  receive  a  license 
therefor  without  being  examined  touching  his  learning  or  skill,  if  he  shall 
apply  therefor  within  six  months  after  this  law  becomes  operative,  and 
shall  pay  25  cents  for  its  issuance.  If  such  application  be  made  within 
the  time  prescribed,  and  the  25  cents  be  paid,  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
pharmaceutical  examiners  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  license  to  practise 
pharmaceutics,  which  shall  be  signed  in  the  name  of  the  boai'd  by  him  as 
secretary. 

§  3237  Temporary  license.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  pharmaceutical 
examiners  may  examine  applicants,  orally  or  in  writing,  and  issue  a  tem- 
porary license  to  them  to  practise  pharmaceutics,  which  shall  authorize 
such  practice  and  be  valid  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  board. 
Only  one  temporary  license  shall  ever  be  issued  to  the  same  applicant. 

§  3238  License  must  be  recorded.  Every  person  who  receives  a  license 
to  practise  pharmaceutics  must  file  it  for  record  in  the  ofl3ce  of  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides  within  30  days  after 
its  issuance,  and  if  he  fail  to  do  so  he  shall  thereafter  be  liable  for  prac- 
tising as  a  pharmacist  without  a  license  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain 
unrecorded.  When  such  license  shall  be  filed,  the  clerk  shall  record  the 
same  in  the  book  in  which  the  license  of  physicians  are  recorded,  upon  the 
payment  to  him  of  the  lawful  fee;  and,  when  recorded,  the  original  shall 
be  delivered  on  demand  of  the  licensee. 

§  3239  License  in  lieu  of  one  lost.  If  a  license  to  practise  pharmaceu- 
tics be  issued  and  be  lost  or  destroyed,  the  board  of  examiners  may  issue 
another  in  lieu  of  it,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the  loss  or  destruction. 

§  3240  Board  of  examiners  must  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings.  It 
ip  the  duty  of  the  board  of  examiners  to  cause  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
complete  record  of  its  acts  and  proceedings,  and  to  preserve  all  papers, 
documents  and  correspondence  received  by  the  board  and  relating  to  its 
duties  and  office. 
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§  3241  Stationery,  blanks,  etc.  Such  stationery,  blank  books,  and  forms 
as  may  be  needed  by  the  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners  in  the  dis- 
cliarge  of  its  duties,  shall  be  furnished  to  it  by  the  board  of  public 
contracts. 

§  3242  Members  of  board  may  be  removedj  vacancies  filled.  The 
governor  may  remove  any  or  all  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  phar- 
maceutical examiners,  and  appoint  another  or  others  in  place  of  such  as 
may  be  removed;  and  may  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  board.

§  4610  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not 
a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  to  conduct 
any  pharmacy,  drug  store,  apothecary  shop  or  store,  for  the  purpose  of 
retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  or  poisons  for  medical  use, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4611  Proprietor  responsible;  physicians  may  register;  penalty  for 
violation.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of  any  store  or  phar- 
macy to  allow  any  person,  except  a  registered  pharmacist,  to  compound 
or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  to  retail  or  dispense  poisons 
for  medical  use,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
to  require  any  physician  duly  authorized  to  practise  medicine  in  this  state 
to  submit  to  an  examination  as  a  condition  precedent  to  a  license  as  a 
pharmacist,  but  that  the  same  shall  be  issued  upon  the  presentation  of  his 
diploma  as  a  physician.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100  for  each 
and  every  offense. 

§  4612  Board  of  pharmacy.  The  governor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
senate,  shall  appoint  three  persons  from  among  the  most  competent  phar- 
macists of  the  state,  not  connected  with  any  school  of  pharmacy,  all  of 
whom  shall  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  at  least  five  years,  and 
of  at  least  five  years'  practical  experience  in  their  profession,  who  shall  be 
known  and  styled  board  of  pharmacy  for  the  state  of  Missouri,  one  of 
whom  shall  hold  his  ofilce  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  years,  and  each  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified;

§  4613  Duties  of  board.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  register  in  a  suit- 
able book,  a  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  secretary  of  state's 
office,  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  issue 
certificates,  and  dates  thereof;  and  no  person  having  received,  or  who  may 
hereafter  receive,  a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  pharmacist,  shall  engage 
in  business  as  a  pharmacist  in  any  county  of  this  state  in  which  he  shall 
locate,  or  into  which  he  shall  afterward  remove,  until  he  shall  have  had 
such  certificate  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of 
such  count5%  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  county  clerk  to  record 
f5uch  certificate  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  and  kept  for  that  purpose;  and 
the  county  clerk  is  authorized  to  charge  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  the  recording 
of  each  certificate — to  be  paid  by  the  person  offering  such  certificate  for 
record.  Every  pharmacist  now  holding  a  certificate  of  registration  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  being  engaged  in  business  as  a  pharmacist,  shall  have 
such  certificate  recorded,  as  is  in  this  spction  provided,  within  30  days  after 
the  taking  effect  of  this  act.

not  less  than  four  years  before  granting  diplomas,  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
their  names  registered  as  pharmacists  by  said  board,  without  examination: 
provided,  that  any  person  not  a  pharmacist  or  druggist,  may  own  or  con- 
duct such  store,  if  he  or  they  keep  constantly  In  his  or  their  employ  a  com- 
petent pharmacist  or  druggist. 
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§  4615  Registration  fee.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  from  each  person  whom  they  register  and  furnish  a 
certificate  as  a  registered  pharmacist  without  examination,  the  sum  of  $1, 
and  for  each  and  every  person  whom  they  examine  orally,  or  whose 
answers  to  a  schedule  of  questions  are  returned  subscribed  to  under  oath, 
the  sum  of  $3,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services;  and  in  case  the  ex- 
amination of  said  person  shall  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory,  and  his 
name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for  reex- 
ination  within  any  period  not  exceeding  12  months  thereafter,  and  no 
charge  shall  be  made  for  such  reexamination. 

Any  person  who  shall  procure  or 
Attempt  to  procui'e  registration  for  himself  or  for  another  under  this  chap- 
ter, by  maliing  or  causing  to  be  made  false  representations,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  the 
name  of  the  person  so  fraudulently  registered  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
register.  Any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist,  as  provided  for  in  this

§  640  Registration  necessary.  That  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist,  as  hereinafter  defined, 
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to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines  or  pharmacal  prepara- 
tions, in  tlie  state  of  Montana,  or  to  institute,  conduct  or  manage  a  phar- 
macy, store  or  sliop  for  ttie  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs, 
medicines  or  pbarmacal  preparations,  in  the  state  of  Montana,  unless 
such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist,  as  this  act  provides,  or  shall 
place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy,  store  or  shop,  a  registered  pharmacist, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.

Assist- 
ant pharmacists,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  shall  comprise  all  persons 
over  18  years  of  age,  having  one  year's  practical  experience  in  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  physician's  prescriptions,  who  shall  pass  such

governor  of  the  state  of  Montana  the  names  of  10  registered  pharmacists 
having  at  least  10  years'  practical  experience  as  dispensing  pharmacists;

to  apply  to  or  exclude  registered  pharmacists,  of  less  than  10  years'  prac- 
tical experience,  who  are  graduates  in  pharmacy,  and  from  this  number 
the  governor  shall  appoint  three;  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  graduate 
in  pharmacy  and  the  said  three  registered  pharmacists  shall  constitute 
the  state  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  Montana,  to  have  and  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively,  as  designated 
In  their  appointments,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly 
appointed  and  qualilied.

And  the  governor  shall  appoint  one  registered 
pharmacist  from  this  number  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  on  the 
board.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  or  until  a  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified.  In  case  of  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state  of 
any  member  of  the  said  board,  or  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause, 
the  governor  shall  immediately  appoint  from  the  remaining  selections  of 
the  Montana  state  pharmacal  association  a  registered  pharmacist  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  board  shall  always  contain  at  least  one  graduate 
in  pharmacy. 

§  644  Organization;  meetings;  duties;  power.  The  said  board  shall, 
within  30  days  after  its  appointment,  meet  in  the  city  of  Helena,  and  or- 
ganize by  the  selection  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  pre- 
scribed by  the  board.

annually  to  the  governor,  and  to  the  state  pharmacal  association  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Montana,  which  report  shall  furnish 
also  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all 
persons  registered  under  this  act;  to  keep  a  book  for  registration.  In  which 
shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  regis- 
tered under  this  act;  on  what  grounds  and  under  what  particular  section 
of  this  act  each  was  registered  and  any  other  facts  pertaining  to  the  grant-

§645  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  The  sala- 
ries of  such  board  shall  be  $5  to  each  member  for  each  day  of  actual 
service  and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional  salary

If  any  person 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registration  as  herein  specified, 
notice  of  such  failure  having  been  mailed  to  his  postofflce  address,  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  as  obtained  from  the  books  of 
the  secretary,  he  shSll,  after  the  expiration  of  30  days  following  the  issue 
of  said  notice,  be  deprived  of  all  privileges  conferred  by  this  act;  and 
after  six  months  he  shall  be  deprived  of  his  registration,  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  such  person  to  make  application  and  pass  examination  as  pro- 
vided in  §  646  of  this  act. 
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§  648  Certificate  displayed.  Every  person  registered  under  this  act 
sliall  receive  from  tlie  state  board  of  pharmacy  an  appropriate  certificate, 
not  exceeding  in  size  320  sq.  in.,  which  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed 
at  all  times  in  his  place  of  business.  If  the  holder  be  entitled  to  manage 
or  conduct  a  pharmacy  in  this  state  for  himself  or  another,  the  fact  shall 
be  set  forth  in  the  certificate. 

§  649  Proprietor  responsible.  Any  person  who  is  not  a  registered 
pharmacist  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  keep  a  pharmacy,  store 
or  shop  for  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions, 
or  for  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals,  and  who  shall  not  have 
in  his  employ  in  said  pharmacy,  store  or  shop,  a  registered  pharmacist,  in 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  shall  for  each  and  every  such  offense,  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  $250. 

§  650  Misrepresentation;  penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully 
and  without  authority  under  this  act,  talie,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of 
registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  in  the  state  of  Montana, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $100  for  each  and  every  such  offense;  a  like 
penalty  shall  attach  to  any  assistant  pharmacist  who  shall,  without  author- 
ity, take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the  state  of 
Montana. 

§  651  Penalty  for  violations;  not  to  apply.  Any  proprietor  of  a  phar- 
macy, or  other  person,  who  shall  permit  the  compounding  and  dispensing 
of  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  the  vending  of  drugs,  medicines  or  pharma- 
cal  preparations,  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  except  by  a  registered 
pharmacist,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  or  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  who,  while  continuing  in  the  pursuit 
of  pharmacy  in  the  state  of  Montana,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his 
annual  registration,  or  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false 
representations  to  procure  for  himself,  or  for  another,  registration  under 
this  act,  or  who  shall  violate  any  other  provision  of  this  act,  shall,  for 
each  and  every  offense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $100;  provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  business  of  those  merchants  who  keep 
on  sale  such  poisons,  acids  and  chemicals  as  are  regularly  used  in  agri- 
culture, mining  and  the  arts,  when  kept  and  sold  for  such  purposes  only, 
in  sealed  and  plainly  labeled  packages;  provided,  also,  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  physician 
in  regular  practice,  nor  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such 
articles  as  may  seem  proper,  nor  with  exclusive  wholesale  business  of  any 
dealers,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  merchants  in  towns 
having  less  than  500  inhabitants,  in  which  there  is  no  licensed  pharmacy, 
to  sell  or  vend  such  medicines,  compounds  and  chemicals  as  are  required 
by  the  general  public. 

§  653  Disposal  of  fees.  Annually  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year, 
the  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  all 
moneys  then  held  by  said  board,  over  and  above  the  sum  of  $300,  apd 
which  have  been  received  by  said  board  as  registration  fees  for  the  expiring 
year.

§  3721  Board  of  pharmacy.  There  shall  be  established  in  thio  state  of 
Nebraska,  a  board,  to  be  styled  the  Nebraslia  state  board  of  pharmacy. 
Said  board  shall  consist  of  the  attorney-general,  secretary  of  state,  audi- 
tor, treasurer,  and  commissioner  of  public  lands  and  buildings,  and  said 
board  shall  appoint  five  examiners  or  secretaries,  who  shall  be  skilful 
retail  apothecaries,  of  seven  years'  practical  experience,  actually  engaged 
In  said  business  in  the  state  of  Nebraska;  and  said  secretaries  shall  assist 
said  board  in  conducting  all  examinations  hereinafter  provided  for,  and 
in  the  performance  of  any  of  its  duties,  each  of  said  secretaries  shall  re- 
ceive a  compensation  of  $5  per  day  for  each  day's  service  actually  and 
necessarily  performed,  and  such  necessary  expenses  as  shall  be  audited 
and  found  just  and  reasonable  by  said  board,  for  attending  the  meeting 
thereof,  said  secretaries  or  examiners  to  be  selected  from  10  practical 
pharmacists,  recommended  by  the  Nebraska  state  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tion; provided,  that  all  such  services  and  expenses,  and  all  the  necessary 
expenses  of  said  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  received  by  said 
board  for  fees.  All  moneys  received  in  excess  of  said  per  diem  allowance, 
and  other  expenses  above  provided  for,  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treas- 
ury at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  said  board,  shall  be  subject  to  the  order 
thereof,  if,  in  any  year,  the  receipts  of  said  board  shall  not  be  equal  to 
its  expenses.  The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  and  render  account 
to  the  state  auditor,  and  to  the  Nebraska  state  pharmaceutical  association, 
of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  it  pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the 
state  of  Nebraska^Riall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  any  such  compensation  or 
expenses;  and  provided,  further,  that  said  board  shall  have  the  power 
to  discharge  any  of  said  secretaries  at  any  time,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy 
in  the  position  of  secretary  whenever,  from  any  cause,  such  vacancy 
exists. 

§  3722  Organization;  compensation  of  board;  duties.  The  said  board 
of  examiners  shall  within  30  days  after  its  appointment  meet  and  organize 
by  the  election  of  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  treasurer  from  its  own 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  serve  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties 
prescribed  by  the  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all 
applications  for  registration  submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates 
of  registration  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  th^  same  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  to  investigate  complaints  when  properly  presented 
and  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  its  provisions;  to  report 
annually  to  the  governor  and  to  the  Nebraslia  state  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciation upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  state,  which  said  report 
shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  board  for  the 
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year,  and  also  the  name  of  all  th'e  pharmacists  registered  under  this  act. 
The  board  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  reg- 
istration and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to 
its  duties,  at  least  four  times  a  year;  said  meetings  to  be  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  February,  May,  August,  and  November  in  each  year; 
and  shall  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  its  duties;  and  shall 
keep  a  book  of  registration,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places 
of  business  of  all  persons  registered  under  this  act,  which  book  shall  also 
specify  such  facts  as  said  persons  shall  claim  to  justify  their  registration. 
The  record  of  said  board,  or  a  copy  of  any  part  thereof,  certified  by  the 
secretary  to  be  a  true  copy,  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  board,  shall  be  ac- 
cepted as  competent  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the  state.  Three  members 
of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  president  of  said  board 
of  examiners  shall  retire  from  said  board  each  year  and  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  the  said  board  of  examiners  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office.  The  Nebraska  state  pharmaceutical  association  shall  annually 
select  three  pharmacists  from  which  number  the  Nebraska  state  board  of 
pharmacy  shall  select  one  to  fill  vacancy  occurring  each  year. 

§  3723  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  person  who  shall,  within 
three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act  takes  effect,  forward  to  the 
board  of  pharmacy  satisfactory  proof,  supported  by  his  affidavit,  that  he 
was  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  on  his  own  ac- 
count in  this  state  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  in  the  preparation  of 
physicians'  prescriptions,  or  that  at  such  time  he  had  been  employed  or 
engaged  three  years  or  more  as  a  pharmacist  in  the  compounding  of  physi- 
cians' prescriptions,  and  was  at  said  time  so  employed  in  this  state,  shall 
upon  the  payment  to  the  board  of  a  fee  of  $2,  be  granted  the  certificate 
of  registered  pharmacist;  provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to 
register  as  herein  provided,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  in  order  to  be 
registered,  comply  with  the  requirments  provided  for  registration  as  a 
licentiate  in  pharmacy  hereinafter  described. 

§  3724  License  on  examination;  licentiates  of  other  boards.  No  person 
other  than  a  licentiate  in  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a 
pharmacist  except  as  provided  in  §  3.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  in  the 
meaning  of  this  act  shall  be  such  persons  not  less  than  18  years  of  age, 
who  shall  have  not  less  than  three  years'  practical  experience  in  phar- 
macy, and  who  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  touching 
their  competency  before  the  board  of  examiners.  Every  such  person  shall 
before  examination  is  granted,  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are 
of  temperate  habits  and  pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  $5;  provided,  that  in  case 
of  the  failure  of  any  applicant  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  the 
money  shall  be  held  to  his  credit  for  a  second  examination  at  any  time 
within  a  j-ear.  The  said  board  may  grant  certificates  of  registration  with- 
out further  examination  to  the  licentiates  of  such  other  boards  of  phar- 
macy and  graduates  of  such  colleges  of  pharmacy  as  it  may  deem  proper 
upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  $5,  which  shall  be  good  only  until  the  first  regu- 
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lar  meeting  of  the  board  thereafter.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  shall  at  the 
time  of  passing  their  examination  be  registered  by  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  examiners  as  registered  pharmacists. 

§  3725  Fees.  Assistants  who  have  held  a  certificate  of  registration  In 
this  state  for  two  consecutive  years,  may  upon  application  to  the  board  of 
examiners  be  granted  a  certificate  as  a  registered  pharmacist  by  paying 
a  fee  of  $3;  provided,  that  the  applicant  has  been  continually  in  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  for  two  years  next  succeeding  his  registration  as  an 
assistant. 

§  3726  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires 
to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  year  of  his  registration  during  the  time  he  shall  continue 
in  such  practice,  on  or  before  the  24th  day  of  March  of  each  year,  pay  to 
the  said  board  a  registration  fee  of  $2,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal 
of  said  registration.  Every  person  receiving  a  certificate  under  this  act 
shall  keep  the  same  conspicuously  exposed  in  his  plac^  of  business.  Every 
registered  pharmacist  shall,  after  changing  his  place  of  business  or  em- 
ployment, as  designated  by  his  certificate,  notify  the  secretary  of  the  board 
of  his  new  place  of  business.  If  any  pharmacist  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
procure  his  annual  registration  or  comply  with  the  other  provisions  of  this 
section  his  right  to  act  as  such  pharmacist  shall  cease  at  the  expiration 
of  10  days  from  the  time  of  notice  of  such  failure  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  have  been  mailed  to  him  by  the  secretary  of  said 
board  and  such  pharmacist  shall  be  barred  from  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy until  he  shall  have  made  application  and  passed  the  examination 
provided  for  in  §  4  [§  3724]  of  this  act. 

§  3727  Fraudulent  registration.  Any  registration  obtained  through 
false  representation  shall  be  void  and  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  hear 
complaints  and  evidence  and  may  revolve  such  certificates  as  it  may  deem 
improperly  held. 

§  3728  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy,  who  not 
being  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  place  in  charge  of 
such  pharmacy  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  any  such  proprietor  who  shall 
by  himself  or  any  person,  permit  the  compounding  or  dispensing  of  pre- 
scriptions or  the  vending  of  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  in  his  store  or 
place  of  business,  except  by  or  in  the  presence  of,  or  in  and  imder  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist;  or  any  person  not  being  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  who  shall  take  charge  of  or  act  as  manager  of  such 
pharmacy  or  store,  or  who  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  retail, 
compound  or  dispense  drugs,  poisons  or  medicines  of  any  kind,  or  any 
person  violating  any  provisions  of  this  act  to  which  no  other  penalty  is 
herein  attached  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  for  every 
such  offense,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than  .$100,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than 
10  days  nor  more  than  90  days;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  a  registered  pharmacist  from  taking  an  ap- 
prentice to  learn  the  business  of  pharmacy. 
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§  3729  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  any  wholesale 
or  retail  dealers  in  any  business  from  selling  any  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines,  nor  any  resident  registered  physician  from  dispensing  his  own 
medicines  on  his  own  prescriptions. 

§  3731  Suits  for  penalties.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalties 
prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  state  of 
Nebraslia  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  where  such  offense  has  been  com- 
mitted to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon 
proper  complaint  being  made  to  them.

§  1  Certificate  necessary.  No  person  shall  conduct  or  keep  a  shop  of 
anv  kind  in  this  state  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  drugs,  medicines,  or 
such  chemicals  as  are  used  in  compounding  medicines,  or  engage  in  the 
business  of  compounding  and  putting  up  prescriptions  of  physicians  and 
selling  medicines  either  as  proprietor,  agent,  or  assistant,  without  having 
first  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter;  but  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
proprietary  medicines,  or  to  be  an  owner  in  the  stock  in  trade  In  any  drug- 
gist or  apothecary's  shop,  if  he  takes  no  part  in  conducting  or  keeping  the 
shop. 

§  2  Commission  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  There  shall  be  a 
■  commission  styled  the  commission  of  pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry, 
^'  which  shall  be  composed  of  three  commissioners,  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor with  the  advice  of  the  council,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  of- 
fice for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  In 
case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  at  any  time  from  any  cause,  the  governor, 
with  advice  of  the  council,  shall  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  part  of 
the  term.  The  commission  as  now  constituted  is  continued,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  3  Meetings.  The  commission  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  examination 
of  applicants  for  registration,  granting  of  certificates,  and  the  transaction 
of  other  necessary  business,  at  least  quarterly,  and  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  may  see  fit. 

§  4  Certificate  on  examination.  They  shall  examine  any  person  desir- 
ing to  engage  in  the  business  of  apothecary  and  druggist,  and,  if  found 
skilled  and  learned  in  pharmacy,  shall  give  to  him  a  certificate,  stating 
that  he  is  a  skilled  pharmacist  and  authorized  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  apothecary  and  druggist. 
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§  5  Assistant's  certificate  on  examination.  They  shall  examine  all  appli- 
cants over  18  years  of  age  who  have  served  two  years  under  a  registered 
pharmacist,  and  grant  to  such  as  pass  satisfactory  minor  examinations 
a  certificate  as  registered  assistant.  Such  certificate  shall  not  entitle  the 
holder  to  act  as  manager  of  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy. 

§  6  Register.  The  commissioners  shall  procure  and  keep  a  suitable 
book  at  the  ofiice  of  the  secretary  of  state,  wherein  they  shall  register  the 
names  and  places  of  residence  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  shall  issue  cer- 
tificates, and  the  dates  thereof,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  examination  of 
all  persons  at  all  reasonable  times. 

§  7  Annual  report.  The  commission  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of 
state,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  a  report  to  the 
governor  and  council  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  state  and 
containing  a  record  of  their  acts  and  proceedings. 

§  8  Fees;  compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  Each  applicant  for 
a  pharmacist' [s]  certificate  shall  pay  to  the  commission  a  fee  of  $5,  and 
each  applicant  for  a  registered  assistant's  certificate  a  fee  of  $2,  for  the 
use  of  the  board.  Each  commissioner  shall  [also]  receive  $5  per  day  for 
actual  service  for  not  exceeding  25  days  annually,  and  all  necessary  ex- 
penses inciu'red  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  to  be  paid  from  the  state 
treasury.

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  If  any  person  shall  engage  in  the  business 
of  retailing  and  vending,  directly  or  indirectly,  drugs,  medicines,  and 
chemicals,  and  in  dispensing  medicine  and  compounding  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, without  being  registered  as  provided  by  this  chapter  or  the 
law  heretofore  in  force,  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $50 
for  each  week  he  shall  continue  the  business  without  being  so  registered.

§  5  Registration  necessary.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct  any  store  or  pharmacy  for 
retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for 
any  one  not  a  registered  pharmacist  or  qualified  assistant  to  prepare  and 
dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  to  retail  or  dispense  medicines  or 
poisons,  except  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  registered  pharma- 
cist. 

§  6  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  That  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  next,  the  New  Jersey  pharmaceutical  association  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  governor  the  names  of  15  pharmacists  doing  business  within 
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this  State,  from  which  number  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons, 
who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey, 
and  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five

§  7  Organization;  duties;  compensation  and  expenses.  That  the  board 
of  pharmacy  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president,  a  secretary  and  a

book  shall  be  legal  evidence  of  such  transactions  in  any  court  of  law;  it 
shall  have  power  to  examine  into  all  cases  of  alleged  abuse,  fraud  and  in- 
competence, cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  not  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  suspend  and  revoke  the  registration  of  any  per- 
son legally  convicted  of  violating  the  same,  or  of  any  person  addicted  to 
chronic  and  persistent  inebriety,  or  of  any  person  convicted  of  a  crime  in- 
volving moral  turpitude;  it  shall  annually  report  to  the  governor  and  to 
the  president  of  the  New  Jersey  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the  con- 
dition of  pharmacy  in  the  state,  which  report  shall  embrace  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board;  the  members 
of  such  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged 
in  this  service,  to  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  collected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  all  moneys  thus  collected  by  said  board  in  ex- 
cess of  said  per  diem  allowance  and  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  said 
board,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  New  Jersey  pharmaceutical 
association  at  its  annual  meeting;  three  members  of  the  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

§  8  Pharmacist's  certificate;  assistant's;  display  of;  renewal.  That 
every  person  applying  for  registration  as  pharmacist  under  this  act  shall 
not  be  less  than  21  years  of  age  and  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence 
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that  he  has  had  at  least  four  years'  experience  in  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy and  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  fee  of  $10, 
and  upon  passing  an  examination  satisfactory  to  said  board,  he  shall  re- 
ceive from  said  board  a  certificate  of  registration;  in  case  of  failure  to  pass 
a  satisfactory  examination,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a  second  exami- 
nation (without  the  payment  of  another  fee)  at  any  time  within  one  year 
from  his  first  examination;  and  that  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall  grant 
an  assistant's  certificate  to  any  person  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  who 
shall  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in  pharmacies  where  pre- 
scriptions have  been  usually  compounded,  and  shall  have  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  before  said  board  of  pharmacy;  which  certificate  shall 
entitle  such  person  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  registered  pharmacist  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  his  employer,  and  shall  not  entitle  such  assistant 
to  engage  in  business  on  his  own  account  or  as  manager  to  conduct  a 
pharmacy;  every  person  applying  for  an  assistant's  certificate  shall  pay 
to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  fee  of  $5  before  examination; 
in  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  the  applicant  shall  be 
granted  a  second  examination  without  the  payment  of  another  fee  at  any 
time  within  one  year  from  his  first  examination;  every  pharmacist  owning 
or  conducting  a  pharmacy  or  store  shall  conspicuously  display  his  certifi- 
cate of  registration  in  said  pharmacy  or  store,  and  any  failure  to  do  so 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  person  is  not  a  registered  phar- 
macist; and  every  registered  pharmacist  and  every  registered  assistant 
who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  once  in  three 
years  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  such  practice  on  such  date  as  the 
board  of  pharmacy  shall  prescribe,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  a 
registration  renewal  fee  of  50  cents,  in  return  for  which  he  shall  receive  a 
renewal  of  his  registration. 

§  9  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  who  shall  procure  or  at- 
tempt to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  any  other  person  under  this 
act,  by  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any  false  representations  or  fraudu- 
lently represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  shall  adulterate  or  sell  any 
adulterated  drug,  medicine  or  chemical,  or  who  shall  otherwise  violate 
the  provisions  of  this  act  (except  §  6),  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
[$]  50  or  more  than  $100,  and  for  every  subsequent  offense  or  offenses  a 
lilie  fine  or  imprisonment,  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

§  11  Violations  specifi.ed.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  estab- 
lish or  conduct  any  pharmacy  for  the  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding 
of  drugs,  medicines,  physicians'  prescriptions  or  poisons,  not  being  a  duly 
registered  pharmacist  of  this  state,  or  shall  be  engaged  as  clerk  or  assist- 
ant in  said  store  or  pharmacy,  and  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding 
drugs,  medicines,  poisons  or  physicians'  prescriptions,  not  having  first  ob- 
tained a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  In  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act;  or  being  a  duly  registered  pharma-

cJst  or  assistant,  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding 
section,  or  shall  adulterate  or  sell  any  adulterated  drug,  medicine  or  chem- 
ical; or  any  person  who  shall  procure,  or  attempt  to  procure,  registration 
for  himself  or  any  other  person  under  this  act,  by  making  or  causing  to 
be  made  any  false  representations,  or  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  such  sum,  not  to  exceed  $100,  together  with  costs,  as  the  court  shall 
determine,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs 
of  suit,  by  any  person  or  persons,  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  pharmacy 
of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court 
or  police  magistrate  in  the  county  where  the  offense  or  offenses  were  com- 
mitted, one  half  thereof  to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  sue  therefor, 
and  one  half  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey. 

§  12  Act  construed.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply 
to  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  strictly  professional  pursuits  of 
any  physician,  nor  with  the  mailing  or  vending  of  non-poisonous  patent  or 
proprietary  medicines,  nor  with  the  sale  of  simple  non-poisonous  domestic 
remedies  by  retail  dealers  in  rural  districts,  nor  with  the  ownership  of  any 
pharmacy  or  store  in  part  or  whole  by  any  person  not  a  registered  phar- 
macist; provided,  such  pharmacy  or  store  be  at  all  times  in  charge  of  a 
registered  pharmacist;  and  any  person  holding  a  certificate  of  registration 
granted  under  any  former  act  shall  be  considered  a  registered  pharmacist 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  13  Fines.  That  each  and  every  fine  imposed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  pharmacy. 

§  15  Licensed  physician.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  duly  registered  or  licensed  physician,  au- 
thorized by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  practise  medicine  or  surgery  therein, 
and  located  as  a  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  city,  town, 
borough  or  village  of  this  state,  not  exceeding  1000  in  population,  to  engage 
in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  such  city,  town,  borough,  or  village,  and 
he  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  and  shall  possess  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  subject,  however,  to  all  the 
regulations  and  restrictions  imposed  by  law  upon  the  registered  pharma- 
cist.

§  3717  Begistratlon  necessary.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct  any  drug  store,  pharmacy,  apothecary 
shop  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  med- 
icines in  the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.

§  3718  Proprietor  responsible.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  propri- 
etor of  any  such  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow  any  person,  except  a  registered 
pharmacist,  to  compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  ex- 
cept as  an  aid  to,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 
Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  [$]  5,  nor  more  than  $100. 

§  3719  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization.  The 
governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  all  of  whom  shall  have  been  residents 
of  the  territory  for  three  or  more  years  and  of  at  least  eight  years'  prac- 
tical experience  as  druggists  or  pharmacists,  who  shall  be  linown  and 
styled  the  board  of  pharmacy  for  the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  one  of 
whom  shall  hold  the  office  for  five  years;  one  for  four  years;  one  for  three 
years;  one  for  two  years;  one  for  one  year  in  the  first  instance;  and  there- 
after, the  governor  shall  annually  appoint  one  person,  to  serve  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  for  five  years.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  pharmacy,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  for  which 
they  were  appointed,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and  qual- 
ified. They,  the  said  board,  and  each  of  them,  shall,  within  10  days  after 
their  appointment,  or  being  apprised  of  the  same,  take  and  subscribe  the 
usual  official  oath,  before  a  properly  qualified  officer  of  the  county  in  which 
they  reside.  The  said  board  shall  organize  within  30  days  from  and  after 
their  appointment,  and  annually  thereafter,  by  the  election  of  a  president 
and  secretary.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  pharmacy  to  register,  without  exam- 
ination, as  registered  pharmacists,  all  druggists  and  pharmacists  who 
are  engaged  in  business  in  the  territory  of  New  Mexico  at  the  passage  of 
this  act,  as  owners,  principals  or  clerks  of  stores  for  retailing,  compound-

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§  3721  Certificate  on  examination;  on  diploma;  display  of;  renewal. 
That  the  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall,  upon  application,  and  at  such 
time  and  place  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine,  examine  each 
and  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  conduct  the  business  of  selling  at

§  3722  Fees.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  from  each  person  whom  they  register  and  furnish  a  certificate  as  a 
registered  pharmacist,  without  examination,  the  sum  of  $2,  and  for  each 
and  every  person  whom  they  examine,  the  sum  of  $5,  which,  shall  be  in  full 
for  all  services.

keep  constantly  in  their  employ  a  registered  pharmacist:  provided,  fur- 
ther, this  act  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  putting  up  their  own  prescrip- 
tions, nor  to  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  nor  to  the  sale  of 
those  articles  commonly  liuown  as  grocers'  drugs,  except  those  articles 
that  are  denominated,  poisons,  under  the  law  known  as  the,  New  Mexico 
poison  law;  nor  to  any  regularly  licensed  physician  of  the  territory  of  New 
Mexico  engaged  in  the  drug  business  in  towns  or  cities  situated  20  miles 
or  more  from  a  regular  licensed  pharmacist  engaged  in  the  drug  business. 

§  3727  Expiration  of  certificate.  If  any  registered  pharmacist  shall 
go  out  of  the  drug  business,  and  remain  out  for  a  period  of  12  months, 
his  certificate  as  registered  pharmacist  shall  thereupon  expire. 

§  3728  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  recovery  of  the  several  penalties  pre- 
scribed in  this  act,  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of,  the  territory  of  New 
Mexico,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  where  such  offense  is  committed,  to 
prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  proper  com- 
plaint being  made.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  inure  to  the  expense  fund  of  the  board  which  may  occur.

territory. 

§  3730  Open  meetings.  The  meetings  of  the  pharmacy  board  shall  be 
opened  to  registered  pharmacists  who  shall  be  permitted  to  be  present  at 
the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration. 

§  3731  Removal  of  member  of  board.  Any  member  of  the  board  of 
pharmacy  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  report  any  of  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  that  may  be  within  his  knowledge,  within  10  days  of  the  time  said 
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violation  comes  to  his  knowledge,  shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
governor  upon  such  showing  as  may  be  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  execu- 
tive, and  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  as  now  provided  by 
law.

§  180  State  board;  appointment.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a  state 
board  of  pharmacy  for  the  state,  excepting  the  counties  of  New  York, 
Kings  and  Erie,  of  five  members,  each  holding  office  for  a  term  of  five  years 
from  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  of  the  year  when  such  term  begins. 
The  New  York  state  pharmaceutical  association  shall  at  each  annual 
meeting  nominate  five  phai'macists,  residents  of  the  state  but  not  of  the 
said  counties,  from  which  number  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  an- 
nually occurring  in  such  board  by  expiration  of  the  term  of  one  of  the  in- 
cumbents. If  a  vacancy  occurs  from  any  other  cause  than  expiration  of 
term,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  from  the  list  of  names  so  nom- 
inated at  the  annual  meeting  of  such  association  next  preceding  the  hap- 
pening of  the  vacancy. 

§  181  Oaths;  meetings;  officers;  by-laws.  Each  member  of  such  board 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  take  and  subscribe 
the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  sec- 
retary of  state.  The  board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
September  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  and  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year.  It  shall  hold  other  meetings  at 
least  once  in  three  months.  The  board  may  make  by-laws  and  regulations 
for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  licenses  and  the  granting  of  licenses 
to  applicants. 

§  182  Kinds  of  license.  There  shall  be  two  grades  of  license  estab- 
lished, that  of  pharmacist,  which  confers  on  the  licentiate  the  privilege  of 
carrying  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  either  on  his  own  account,  as  pro- 
prietor, or  for  some  other  person,  and  that  of  assistant  pharmacist,  which 
entitles  the  holder  to  retail  medicines  and  poisons,  but  not  to  compound  phy- 
sicians' prescriptions  in  the  absence  of  the  licensed  pharmacist. 

§  183  Duties  of  board.  Such  board  of  pharmacy  shall:  l)exaniine  all 
applicants  for  license  under  this  article,  and  grant  licenses  to  such  as 
may  be  entitled  thereto;  2)  keep  a  record  of  all  pharmacists  and  assistant 
pharmacists  licensed  or  authorized  by  it;  3)  investigate  all  complaints  of 
disregard  of,  non-compliance  with,  or  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
article,  and  bring  all  such  cases,  and  all  cases  of  offenses  against  the  pro- 
visions of  the  penal  code  relating  to  pharmacy,  to  the  notice  of  the  proper 
prosecuting  officer;  4)  render  annually  to  the  governor  and  to  the  state 
pharmaceutical  association  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  full  statement  of  all 
its  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  preceding  year. 
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§  184  Who  are  entitled  to  license.  Any  person  who  has  had  four  years* 
experience  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  or  any  person  who  holds  a  certifi- 
cate of  registration  from  any  board  of  pharmacy  legally  created  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  is  entitled  to  license  as  a  pharmacist,  and  any  person 
who  has  had  two  years'  experience  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  is  entitled 
to  a  license  as  an  assistant  pharmacist  on  complying  with  the  regulations 
of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  and  other  requirements  as  provided  in  this 
article.  Any  person  who,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1884,  was'  entitled  to 
be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  but  who  failed  within  90  days  thereafter  to 
apply  to  the  state  board  for  a  license,  may,  at  any  time  after  this  chapter 
takes  effect,  on  eight  days'  notice  to  the  secretary  of  such  board,  apply  to 
the  supreme  court,  at  a  special  term,  in  the  district  where  such  applicant 
resides,  for  an  order  directing  such  board  to  issue  such  license;  and  such 
court  may  grant  such  order,  on  proof  of  good  cause  for  the  neglect  to  so 
apply,  and  such  board  shall  issue  such  license  on  receipt  of  a  certified  copy 
of  such  order  served  upon  the  secretary  of  such  board. 

§  185  Additional  requirements.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  license 
as  a  pharmacist  or  lassistant  pharmacist  from  any  board  of  pharmacy  cre- 
ated under  the  laws  of  this  state,  unless  he  furnish  proof  to  such  board  by 
his  own  affidavit  or  otherwise,  in  addition  to  the  other  requirements  of  law 
relating  to  the  granting  of  licenses  by  such  board,  that  he  Is  a  resident  of 
the  city,  county  or  district  for  which  such  board  is  created,  or  if  a  non- 
resident, that  he  intends  to  practise  in  such  city,  county  or  district;  that 
he  has  not  applied  for  a  license  to  or  been  examined  by  any  board  of 
pharmacy  of  the  state  and  been  refused  a  license  wjthin  six  months  Im- 
mediately preceding. 

§  186  Fee;  posting  and  revocation  of  license.  No  license  shall  be 
granted  by  such  state  board,  under  this  article,  unless  the  applicant  pays 
to  such  board  a  fee  of  $10  for  a  license  as  pharmacist,  after  examination 
by  this  board,  or  $5  for  a  license  or  certificate  of  registration  as  pharma- 
cist, after  examination  by  any  other  legal  board  of  this  state,  and  $3  for 
a  license  as  assistant  pharmacist.  Every  person  to  whom  a  license  is 
granted  by  such  board  shall  post  it  and  keep  it  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
part  of  the  pharmacy  in  which  such  person  does  business.  No  license 
granted  by  such  board  shall  be  revoked  except  for  just  and  sufficient 
cause.  No  person  shall  hereafter  practise  as  a  pharmacist  unless  a  license 
has  been  granted  to  such  person  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy. 

§  1S7  Application  of  article  limited.  This  article  shall  not  apply  to  the 
business  of  a  practitioner  of  medicine  who  is  not  the  proprietor  of  a 
store  for  the  retailing  of  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  and  shall  not 
prevent  practitioners  of  medicine  from  supplying  their  patients  with  such 
articles  as  they  may  deem  proper,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  persons  who 
sell  medicines  or  poisons  at  wholesale,  or  to  the  sale  of  Paris  green, 
white  hellebore  and  other  poisons  for  destroying  insects,  or  any  substance 
for  use  in  the  arts,  or  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines, or  to  the  sale  by  retail  dealers  or  merchants  of  ammonia,  bicar- 
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bonate  of  soda,  borax,  camphor,  castor  oil,  cream  tartar,  dye-stuffs,  Epsom 
salts,  essence  ginger,  essence  peppermint,  essence  wintergreen,  Glauber's 
salts,  glycerine,  licorice,  olive  oil,  rochelle  salts,  salammoniac,  saltpeter, 
salts  of  tartar,  salsoda  and  sulphur,  or  to  the  sale  of  the  usual  domestic 
remedies  by  retail  dealers  in  the  rural  districts.  The  term  '  usual  domestic 
remedies,'  here  employed,  means  medicines,  a  knowledge  of  the  properties 
of  which  and  dose  has  been  acquired  for  common  use  and  includes  only 
such  remedies  as  may  be  safely  employed  without  the  advice  of  a  physi- 
cian, such  as  paregoric,  magnesia,  aloes,  myrrh,  guaiac,  arnica,  rhubarb, 
senna,  squills,  ipecac  and  preparations  of  the  same,  spirits  of  niter, 
essence  anise  and  other  like  remedies,  but  does  not  include  opium,  mor- 
phine, laudanum,  strychnine,  arsenic,  belladonna,  aconite  and  other  poisons 
requiring  knowledge  and  pharmaceutical  skill  to  safely  dispense,  unless 
they  are  sold  in  original  packages,  or  packages  put  up  by  and  bearing 
the  label  of  a  licensed  pharmacist.  The  term  '  rural  districts '  here  em- 
ployed, shall  apply  only  to  small  villages  and  country  districts  having 
no  store  where  pharmacy  is  practised.  The  term  '  practice  of  pharmacy,' 
when  used  in  this  article,  means  the  compounding  of  prescriptions  or  of 
any  United  States  pharmacopoeial  preparations,  or  of  any  drug  or  poison, 
to  be  used  as  medicines,  or  the  retailing  of  any  drug  or  poison,  except  as 
provided  for  in  this  section.     [As  amended  1897,  v.  1,  ch.  297] 

§  188  Apprentices.  This  article  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
employment  in  any  pharmacy,  of  apprentices  for  the  purpose  of  being 
instructed  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  but  such  apprentices  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  prepare  and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  to  sell 
or  furnish  medicines  or  poisons  except  in  the  presence  of  and  under  the 
supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmacist. 

§  189  Exemption  of  New  York,  Kings  and  Erie  counties.  Except  the 
provisions  relating  to  the  proof  to  be  furnished  to  any  board  of  pharmacy 
by  an  applicant  for  a  license,  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  the  counties  of 
New  York,  Kings  and  Erie,  but  a  license  as  a  pharmacist  granted  any 
person  after  the  examination  by  any  board  of  pharmacy,  legally  created 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  entitle  such  person  to  a  license  or  cer- 
tificate of  registration  from  any  other  board  of  pharmacy  so  created,  upon 
presenting  to  such  board  his  license  and  complying  with  the  formal  re- 
quirements of  the  laws. 

§  190  Penalties;  expenses.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this 
article  shall  forfeit  to  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs  the  sum  of 
$50  for  every  such  violation,  which  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  county  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  which  may  retain  out 
of  all  penalties  collected  by  it  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  collection, 
including  counsel  fees  necessarily  paid,  and  the  residue,  not  exceeding 
one  half  of  such  penalties  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county. 
The  expenses  of  the  state  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  in  this  article 
provided,  and  the  moiety  of  the  penalties  collected  and  retained  by  it.

§  1510  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
unless  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  title  to  open  or 
conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding 
medicines  or  poisons  in  the  city  of  New  York  as  constituted  by  this  act, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided;  provided  that  the  widow  or  legal  represen- 
tative of  a  deceased  person  who  was  a  registered  pharmacist  within 
the  meaning  of  this  title  may  continue  the  business  of  such  deceased 
pharmacist,  provided  that  the  actual  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding 
of  medicines  or  poisons  be  only  by  a  person  who  is  a  registered  pharmacist 
within  the  meaning  of  this  title. 

§  1511  Qualifications  of  applicants.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  regis- 
tered, shall  be  either  a  graduate  in  pharmacy  or  a  licentiate  in  pharmacy 
or  a  graduate  having  a  diploma  from  some  legally  constituted  medical  col- 
lege or  society.  But  a  license  as  a  pharmacist  granted  any  person  after 
the  examination  by  any  board  of  pharmacy  legally  created  under  the  laws 
of  this  state  shall  entitle  such  person  to  a  license  or  certificate  of  registra- 
tion from  the  board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  title,  upon  presenting  to 
said  board  his  license  and  complying  with  the  formal  requirements  of  the 
laws.  Any  person  who,  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  be  entitled 
by  law  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dispensing 
or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons  in  any  part  of  the  territory  included 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  constituted  by  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  here- 
after to  open  or  conduct  any  such  pharmacy  or  store  in  said  city  and  to  be 
registered  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  title. 

§  1512  Graduates  and  licentiates  defined.  Graduates  of  pharmacy 
within  the  meaning  of  this  title  shall  be  those  persons  who  have  had 
at  least  four  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical 
practitioners  have  been  compounded,  and  who  have  obtained  a  diploma 
from  any  college  of  pharmacy  within  the  United  States,  or  from  some 
authorized  foreign  institution  or  examining  board;  and  licentiates  in  phar- 
macy shall  be  those  persons  who  have  had  at  least  four  years'  ex- 
perience in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  com- 
pounded, and  who  shall  have  passed  an  examination  either  before  the 
board  for  the  examination  of  and  licensing  druggists  and  prescription 
clerks  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  heretofore  existing,  established  by  an  act 
passed  Mar.  28,  1871,  or  before  the  board  of  pharmacy  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  as  heretofore  existing  or  before  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the 
county  of  Kings  or  before  the  board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  title,  for 
the  city  of  New  York  as  constituted  by  this  act,  or  such  foreign  pharma- 
cists as  shall  present  satisfactory  credentials  or  certificates  of  their  com- 
petency and  qualifications  to  the  said  last  mentioned  board  of  pharmacy. 
Junior  assistants  or  apprentices  in  pharmacy  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
prepare  physicians'  prescriptions  until  they  have  become  graduates  or 
licentiates  in  pharmacy.

§  1513  Board  of  pharmacy;  election;  duties.  The  members  of  the  col- 
lege of  pharmacy  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  1898,  and  on  the  same  day  every  third  year  thereafter,  at  a 
special  meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  elect  five  competent  pharmacists, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  graduates  of  some  legally  constituted  medical 
college,  and  the  remaining  two  graduates  of  some  legally  constituted  col- 
lege of  pharmacy  of  the  city  of  New  Yorlf,  as  constituted  by  this  act,  and 
who  shall  form  and  be  linown  as  the  board  of  pharmacy.  The  members 
of  this  board  shall,  within  30  days  after  their  election  as  aforesaid,  indi- 
vidually taiie  and  subscribe  before  the  city  clerk,  an  oath  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  prescribed  for  them  by  this  title.  They 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  have  qualified;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy,  the  trustees 
of  the  college  of  pharmacy  shall  fill  the  same  from  two  or  more  nominees 
elected  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  college  of  pharmacy.  The  said  board 
shall  organize  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  electing  from  their  own 
number,  for  the  whole  term,  a  president  and  secretary.  The  board  shall 
meet  at  least  once  every  three  months  and  three  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  The  duties  of  the  said  board  shall  be  to  transact  all  business 
pertaining  to  the  legal  regulation  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  to  examine  and  register  pharmacists.  Any  pharmacist 
applying  for  examination  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  a  fee  of  ?5,  and  should 
he  pass  such  examination  satisfactorily  he  shall  be  furnished  with  a  cer- 
tificate as  to  his  competency  and  qualification,  signed  by  the  said  board  of 
pharmacy. 

§  1514  Begistration.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notice  shall 
be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  book  shall  be  entered,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  said  board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  title.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  such  persons  to  appear  before  the  said  board  of  pharmacy,  and  the 
fee  for  the  registration  of  pharmacists  shall  not  exceed  $2,  and  for  assist- 
ants shall  not  exceed  $1.  The  secretary  shall  give  receipts  for  all  moneys 
received  by  him,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  college  of 
pharmacy  aforesaid,  taking  his  receipt  therefor,  which  moneys  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the' board  of  pharmacy, 
and  any  surplus  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  college  of  pharmacy.  The 
salary  of  the  secretary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  registration  fees. 

§  1517  Application.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  sections  of  this 
title  shall  apply  to  or  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of 
medicine  who  does  not  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  medicines 
and  poisons,  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers. 

§  1518  Misrepresentation,  penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  attempt  to 
procure  registration  for  himself,  or  for  any  other  person,  under  this  title, 
by  making  or  causing  to  be  made  any  false  representation,  shall  be  deemed 
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guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  $500.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  permit 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners 
in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by  any  person  or  persons  not  registered, 
or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  or 
dispensing  of  medicines  and  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  represent 
himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered  pharmacist  or  dealer  in  medi- 
cines who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and  provisions  of  this 
title,  in  relation  to  the  retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  shall,  for  every 
such  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50. 

§  1519  Penalties  to  be  paid  to  college  of  pharmacy.  Each  and  every 
penalty  recovered  under  this  title  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  col- 
lege of  pharmacy  and  shall  form  and  be  known  as  the  library  fund  of  said 
college  of  pharmacy,  and  shall  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  library  of  said  college. 

§  1520  Boards  of  pharmacy  abolished.  The  board  of  pharmacy  of  the 
•county  of  Kings  and  the  board  of  pharmacy  in  the  city  of  New  York  as 
heretofore  existing,  are  both  hereby  abolished.

§  1  License  necessary.  1  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  open  or  carry  on,  within  the  county  of 
Erie,  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  retailing,  compounding 
or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  unless  such  person  shall  be,  or 
shall  employ  and  place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy  or  store,  a  registered 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  be  employed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs  or  medicines,  or  retailing  poi- 
sons, within  said  county,  by  the  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  or  store,  unless 
such  person  shall  hold  a  license  as  a  pharmacist,  or  assistant  pharmacist, 
obtained  as  hereinafter  pi'ovided. 

§  2  Qualifications  for  license  of  pharmacist.  Any  person,  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  board  of  pharmacy,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  granted 
a  license  by  such  board  as  a  pharmacist,  on  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments hereinafter  stated  as  follows: 

1  If  such  person,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  carry- 
ing on  upon  his  own  account  the  business  of  retailing  or  dispensing  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons,  or  practising  pharmacy  on  his  own  account,  within 
said  county  of  Erie: 

2  Or  if  such  person  has  had  at  least  four  years'  practical  experience 
where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  dispensed,  and  has  obtained  a  diploma 
from  some  legally  constituted  college  of  pharmacy  of  this  state,  or  from 
some  foreign  institution  deemed  by  the  board  created  by  this  act  to  be 
of  sufficient  rank  and  requirements. 
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3  Or  if  such  person  has  had  at  least  four  years  practical  experience 
where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  dispensed,  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  for  the  grade  of  pharmacist  before  said  board  of  pharmacy.

§  3  Qualifications  for  license  as  assistant  pharmacist.  Any  person, 
upon  application  to  the  board  of  pharmacy,  as  hereinafter  provided,  may 
be  granted  a  license  by  such  board  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  on  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements,  hereinafter  stated,  as  follows: 

1  If  such  person  holds  a  certificate  of  registration  as  an  assistant  phar- 
macist, of  corresponding  grade,  from  any  board  of  pharmacy  legally  cre- 
ated under  the  laws  of  this  state, 

2  Or,  if  such  person  is  actually  engaged,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act,  in  the  business  of  dispensing  medicines  and  poisons,  and  shall 
have  had  at  least  two  years'  practical  experience  in  compounding  medi- 
cines and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions. 

3  Or,  if  such  person  has  had  at  least  three  years  practical  experience 
where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  dispensed,  and  shall  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  for  the  grade  of  assistant  pharmacist  before  said  board 
of  pharmacy. 

§  4  License  without  examination.  Any  person  entitled  to  a  license  as 
a  pharmacist,  under  subdivision  first  or  second  of  §  2  of  this  act,  shall 
make  a  written  application  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  act, 
for  such  license,  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  signed  by  him  and 
duly  verified  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  within  this 
state,  fully  setting  forth  the  grounds  entitling  him  to  such  license.  Said 
applicant  shall  exhibit  to  said  board  of  pharmacy,  if  required  by  them  so 
to  do,  any  college  diploma  or  certificate  upon  which  he  shall  claim  a  license, 
together  with  any  further  proofs  of  his  right  to  such  license,  which  said 
board  may  require.  If  the  board  determine  that  the  applicant  is  entitled 
to  a  license,  it  shall  issue  the  same,  authorizing  him  to  practise  as  a 
pharmacist  in  the  county  of  Erie.  Such  license  shall  not  be  granted 
unless  the  application  therefor  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  sum  of  $5. 
Every  person  entitled  to  a  license  under  subdivision  first  of  §  2  of  this  act, 
who  shall  not  apply  for  a  license  as  required  by  this  section,  before  Aug.  1, 
1885,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  ricrht  to  such  license,  until  he  shall  have 
passed  on  examination  satisfactory  to  said  board,  [As  amended  1885,  eft. 
72,  §  2] 

§  5  License  on  examination.  Any  person  entitled  to  a  license  as  a 
pharmacist  under  subdivision  third  of  §  2  of  this  act,  and  desiring  to 
practise  pharmacy  within  Erie  county,  shall  make  a  written  application 
to  the. board  of  pharmacy,  hereinafter  provided  for,  for  an  examination 
and  license;  such  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement, 
signed  by  the  applicant  and  verified  before  an  officer  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  within  this  state,  setting  forth  the  necessary  facts  required  by 
said  subdivision,  to  entitle  him  to  such  license,  and  shall  make  such  fur- 
ther proofs  of  said  facts  as  said  board  may  require.  Such  application, 
shall  be  also  accompanied  by  the  sum  of  $7,  upon  the  receipt  of  whiclk 
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the  said  board  shall,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  at  the  next  meeting  thereof, 
examine  such  applicant,  and  if  such  board  are  satisfied  that  he  has  the 
requisite  knowledge  and  experience,  it  shall  grant  him  a  license  to  practise 
as  a  pharmacist  within  the  said  county  of  Erie.  [As  amended  1885,  ch.

§  6  Practising  without  license.  Any  person  carrying  on  any  pharmacy 
or  store  within  said  county  of  Erie,  either  as  principal  or  agent,  for  the 
purpose  or  any  of  the  purposes  described  in  subdivision  first  of  §  1  of  this 
act,  without  having  duly  obtained  a  license  as  a  pharmacist  as  required 
by  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.    [As  amended  1885,  ch.  72,  §  4] 

§  7  Assistant  pharmacist.  Any  person  entitled  to  apply  for  a  license 
as  an  assistant  phai'macist  under  subdivision  first  of  §  3  of  this  act  shall, 
within  90  days  after  the  official  publication  of  the  organization  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy,  make  written  application  to  said  board  for  a  license, 
accompanied  by  a  written  statement  signed  by  him,  and  duly  verified 
before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  within  this  state,  fully 
setting  forth  the  grounds  entitling  him  to  such  a  license.  Said  application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  sum  of  $3,  and  upon  its  receipt,  the  said 
board  may,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  at  its  next  meeting,  grant  him  a 
license  to  practise  as  an  assistant  pharmacist  within  the  said  county  of 
Erie,  but  if  he  shall  fail  to  make  the  application  required  by  this  section 
within  90  days  after  the  organization  of  said  board  of  pharmacy,  he  shall 
then  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  a  majoiity  of 
said  board.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  apply  for  a  license  under  said 
subdivisions  first  and  second  of  §  3  of  this  act,  as  an  assistant  pharmacist, 
and  desiring  a  license  as  such,  shall  make  a  written  application  for  the 
same  to  the  board  of  pharmacy,  hereinafter  provided  for,  accompanied  by 
a  written  statement  signed  by  him,  and  duly  verified  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths  within  this  state,  fully  setting  foi'th  the 
facts  required  by  subdivision  third  of  §  3  of  this  act,  to  entitle  him  to 
apply  for  a  license  as  an  assistant  pharmacist.  Such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  sum  of  $5,  and  upon  its  receipt  the  said  board  shall, 
if  in  session,  and  if  not,  at  its  next  meeting,  examine  said  applicant,  and 
if  satisfied  that  such  applicant  has  the  requisite  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence, it  shall  grant  him  a  license  to  practise  as  an  assistant  pharmacist 
within  said  county  of  Erie. 

§  8  Misdemeanor.  Any  person  employed  in  aliy  pharmacy  or  store, 
for  the  purpose  described  in  subdivision  second  of  §  1  of  this  act,  or  any 
person  knowingly  employing  any  person  for  such  purposes,  without  such 
person  so  employed  being  duly  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  phar- 
macist, as  required  by  this  act,   shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  9  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  There  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  created  in  and  for  Erie  county  a  board  of  pharmacy,  in  the 
following  manner:  within  60  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  the  Erie  county  pharmaceutical  association  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  said  association,  the  time  and  place  for 
holding  said  meeting  to  be  duly  published  in  three  issues  of  the  official 
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paper  of  the  county,  and  at  such  meeting  there  shall  be  designated  by  bal- 
lot, 10  reputable  pharmacists  doing  business  within  said  county  of  Erie, 
each  of  whom  shall  have  had  not  less  than  10  years'  experience  as  a 
dispensing  druggist  or  pharmacist.  Notice  of  such  designation  and  the 
names  of  the  parties  so  designated  shall  then  be  filed  with  the  county 
judge  of  said  county,  and  from  the  persons  so  designated  he  shall  appoint 
five  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy  for  the  county  of  Erie. 
The  members  of  the  board  first  appointed  under  this  section  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  Erie  county  pharmaceutical  association  shall  annually 
thereafter,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  section,  elect  or  designate  three 
reputable  registered  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  said  county  of 
Erie,  from  which  number  the  county  judge  shall,  in  each  case,  fill  the 
vacancy  annually  occurring  in  the  board,  the  appointments  under  this 
subdivision  being  for  the  full  term  of  five  years;  provided,  however,  at  the 
election  or  designation  of  nominees  hereinbefore  provided  for,  any  regis- 
tered pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  of  Erie  county  shall  have  the 
right  to  cast  his  ballot,  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  counted,  whether  he 
be  a  member  of  the  said  association  or  not.  In  case  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, inability  or  removal  from  the  county  of  any  member  of  the  board 
before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or  in  case  of  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring from  any  other  cause  but  expiration  of  term  of  office,  the  remaining 
surviving  members  of  the  board  shall  fill  the  vacancy  from  the  list  of 
names  last  submitted,  and  the  person  appointed  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his  predecessor. 

§  IQ  Oath;  organization.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  act,  immediately  after  the  receipt  of 
the  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the 
county  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  office.  And  within  10  days  after  the  receipt 
of  the  notification  of  their  appointment  they  shall  meet  and  organize,  and 
shall  thereupon  publish  a  notice  of  the  organization  so  effected,  for  one 
week  in  the  official  paper  of  the  county,  giving  full  and  explicit  informa- 
tion to  whom  applications  for  registration  and  licenses  must  be  addressed. 
The  term  of  office  of  the  several  members  first  appointed  under  §  9  shall 
be  determined  by  lot.  They  shall  immediately  thereafter  proceed  to  organ- 
ize by  electing  a  president  and  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  The  board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  in  three  months,  or  as  much  oftener  as  the  business 
of  the  board  may  require.  The  secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the 
board  not  less  than  five  days'  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  11  Duties  of  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine 
all  persons  applying  for  examination  under  this  act,  and  to  grant  licenses 
to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  a  license  according  to  the  provis- 
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ions  of  this  act  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  investigate  all  com- 
plaints of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer, 
as  provided  for  in  this  act,  whenever  there  appear  to  the  board  reasonable 
grounds  for  such  action. 

§  12  Licentiates  of  other  states  and  countries;  license  displayed. 
Certificates  granted  upon  examination  by  boards  of  pharmacy  created 
under  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state  or  foreign  country,  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  act,  and  licenses  may  be 
granted  thereon  in  the  discretion  of  such  board.  The  license  under  which 
any  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  practises  his  profession, 
shall  at  all  times  be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  pharmacy  or  store  in 
which  he  does  business.  Any  failure  to  comply  with  this  requirement  is 
a  misdemeanor.     [As  amended  1885,  ch.  72,  §  5] 

§  13  Examination  for  pharmacist;  for  assistant.  There  shall  be  two 
standards  or  grades  of  examination.  One  for  pharmacist,  which  shall  be 
conducted  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  the  individual  to  act 
independently  as  principal  or  in  sole  charge  of  a  pharmacy  where  phy- 
sicians' prescriptions  are  dispensed,  and  where  drugs,  medicines  and  poi- 
sons are  Sold.  Another  for  assistant  pharmacist,  which  shall  be  con- 
ducted with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  the  individual  to  compound 
and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  to  be  intrusted  with  the  hand- 
ling, care  and  sale  of  poisons,  under  the  directions  of  a  licensed  pharma- 
cist. In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  a  second  ex- 
amination shall  be  granted  within  six  months  without  further  payment. 
But  for  any  and  all  further  examinations  there  shall  be  paid  the  same  fee 
as  for  the  first  examination, 

§  14  Secretary's  duties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy  created  by  this  act  to  provide  and  keep  a  book  of  reg- 
istration in  sorae  convenient  place,  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  applica- 
tions for  registration  and  examination;  said  record  to  embrace  the  name 
and  place  of  business  pf  the  applicant,  the  purpose  of  the  application,  the 
facts  justifying  the  claim  and  the  action  of  the  board  in  each  case.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  also  to  keep 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the 
said  county  clerk,  a  record  of  all  registrations  made  or  licenses  issued, 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  persons  so  registered  and  the  grade  of 
registration.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  phar- 
macy to  safely  keep  all  books,  papers  and  records  pertaining  to  the  board, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  deliver  the  same,  together  with 
any  unexpended  funds  of  the  board,  to  his  successor  in  office. 

§  15  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  members  of  the  board 
of  pharmacy  created  by  this  act  shall  receive  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3  for 
each  day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  board  and  all  legitimate  and 
necessary  disbursements.  The  secretary  shall  receive  such  additional 
compensation  as  the  board  may  direct.    All  moneys  shall  be  held  by  its 
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secretary  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board,  he  giving  such  bonds  as 
the  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct.  All  expenses  incurred  by  said 
board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  collected  under  this  act. 

§  17  Penalty  for  fraud.  Any  person  who  shall  procure  or  attempt  to 
procure  a  license  under  this  act,  by  maliing,  or  causing  to  be  made,  any 
false  or  fraudulent  representation,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
Every  license  obtained  from  said  board  by  any  false  or  fraudulent  repre- 
sentation shall  be  void,  and  shall  be  declared  canceled  by  said  board,  after 
giving  the  licensee  an  opportunity  to  be  heard;  and  such  licensee  shall 
thereupon  surrender  his  license  to  said  board.  [As  amended  1885,  ch.  72, 
§7] 

§  18  Hot  to  apply.  Nothing  in  this  act,  except  that  portion  of  §  16 
which  relates  to  the  labeling  or  marliing  of  certain  poisons,  shall  apply  to 
the  business  of  a  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  lieep  a  store  for 
the  retailing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  nor  to  the  exclusively  wholesale  busi- 
ness of  any  dealers,  nor  to  the  selling,  at  any  store,  of  copperas,  borax, 
blue  vitriol,  saltpeter,  sulfur,  licorice,  sage,  juniper  berries,  senna  leaves, 
castor  oil,  sweet  oil,  spirits  of  turpentine,  glycerine,  Glauber's  salts,  Epsom 
salts,  cream  of  tartar,  sodium  bicarbonate,  paregoric,  essence  of  pepper- 
mint, essence  of  cinnamon,  essence  of  ginger,  hive  syrup,  syriip  of  ipecac, 
tincture  of  arnica,  syrup  of  squills,  spirits  of  camphor,  number  six,  sweet 
spirits  of  niter,  bichromate  of  potash,  or  paris  green.  And  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  prevent  or  prohibit  the  employment,  in  any  pharmacy,  of  appren- 
tices or  junior  assistants,  for  the  purpose  of  being  instructed  in  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy;  but  such  apprentices  or  junior  assistants  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  prepare  and  dispense  physicians'  prescriptions,  or  to  sell  or 
furnish  poisons,  except  in  the  presence  of,  and  under  the  personal  super- 
vision and  responsibility  of,  a  licensed  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist. 
And  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  or 
proprietary  medicines.     [As  ameiided  1885,  ch.  72,  §  8] 

§  19  Refusal  of  license.  Said  board  shall  not  grant  a  license  to  an  appli- 
cant if  satisfied  that  the  safety  of  the  public  would  be  endangered  by  rea- 
son of  the  habitual  negligence  of  such  applicant,  or  if  such  applicant  be 
addicted  to  such  habits  as  would  malie  it  improper  to  grant  the  license. 

§  20  Annuling  license;  annual  registration.  If  any  person  to  whom  a 
license  shall  be  granted  under  this  act  shall  become  unfit  or  incompetent, 
by  reason  of  negligence,  habits  or  other  cause,  to  practise  as  a  pharmacist, 
or  assistant  pharmacist,  or  If  any  such  person  shall  wilfully  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  board  shall  annul  his 
license,  after  giving  such  person  reasonable  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard.  Every  licensee  of  this  board  of  pharmacy,  con- 
tinuing the  practice  of  his  profession  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  shall, 
annually  within  20  days  from  the  first  day  of  May,  during  the  time 
he  shall  continue  in  such  practice,  pay  to  the  said  board  a  registration  or 
license  fee  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  but  which  shall  not  exceed  $2  for  a 
pharmacist,  or  $1  for  an  assistant  pharmacist,  upon  the  payment  of  which 
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sum  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  his  registration  or  license.  If  any  licen- 
see of  this  board  of  pharmacy  who  shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  aunual  registration  or  license  or  to  comply 
with  the  other  provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
[$]  5  nor  more  than  $25.  Every  licensee  of  this  board  of  pharmacy,  who 
shall  engage  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  in  any  place  of  business  or  place  of  employment  within  the 
said  county  of  Erie,  shall,  within  20  days  after  so  engaging,  notify  said 
board,  in  writing,  of  such  engagement,  stating  the  date  of  its  commence- 
ment. Every  such  licensee  failing  to  give  notice  as  herein  required  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  5  nor  more  than  $25.  The  board  of  pharmacy 
shall  annually  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  renewal  of  registration  or 
license,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall  malse  a  certifi- 
cate stating  the  amount  so  fixed,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  board  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerlv  of  the  county 
of  Erie,  at  least  20  days  before  the  first  day  of  May,  and  the  sum  so  fixed 
shall  be  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  such  renewal  of  registration  or  license  for 
the  ensuing  year.     [As  amended  1887,  cJi.  477] 

§  21  Prosecutions.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  suits  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  state,  according  to  statute 
in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  district  attorney 
of  the  county.  Whenever  suits  are  prosecuted  by  the  district  attorney, 
the  fines  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county.

§  3137  Unlawful  for  person  other  than  licensed  pharmacist  to  conduct 
pharmacy.  No  person,  unless  a  licensed  pharmaceutist  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  chapter,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  open  or  conduct 
any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dispensdng,  or  compounding  medicines 
or  poisons,  nor  shall  any  one  not  a  licensed  pharmaceutist  prepare  phy- 
sicians' prescriptions,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharma- 
ceutist: provided,  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  pro- 
prietary medicines,  quinine,  Epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint, 
paregoric,  laudanum  in  oi-iginal  pacl^age,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil.

§  3138  Qualifications  for  membership.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be 
licensed,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the 
North  Carolina  board  of  pharmacy,  or  shall  have  had  three  years"  practical 
experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  com- 
pounding and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of

§  3139  Qualifications  for  membership  on  account  of  practical  experi- 
ence, etc.;  proviso;  licentiates  in  pharmacy.

This  association  shall  elect  10  of  its  members,  from  whom 
the  governor  selects  five,  who  shall  compose  the  board  of  pharmacy.  The 
board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  state 
authorities  and  to  the  association.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  board,  after  receipt  of 
notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  and  make  and  sub- 
scribe to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
office,  and  within  30  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize,  by  the  election  of 
a  president  and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  board.  The  secretary  and 
treasurer  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  The  board  shall 
hold  meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftener  as  the  business  of  the 
board  may  require.  The  secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  board 
not  less  than  10  days'  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all  persons 
applying  for  examination  tn  proper  form,  and  to  license  such  as  shall  estab- 
lish their  rights  to  be  licensed.

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©tc. ;  rules,  etc.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  phar- 
macy to  keep  a  book  of  licentiates  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  board  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  a  statement  to  be 
signed  by  the  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case 
as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application.

The  governor  shall  appoint  five  reputable  and  practising  pharmacists 
doing  business  with  in  the  state,  from  10  of  said  pharmacists  recommended 
to  him  by  the  North  Carolina  pharmaceutical  association.  Said  phar- 
macists so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state 
of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  ofl5ce  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  respectively,  as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  North  Carolina  phar- 
maceutical association  shall  annually  thereafter  elect  a  pharmacist  from 
their  number  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  board.  Said 
pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor,  and  hold 
oflBce  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the 
state  of  any  member  of  said  board  of  pharmacy  the  said  board  shall  elect 
in  his  place  a  pharmacist,  who  is  a  member  of  said  association,  to  serve  as 
a  member  of  the  board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  [As  amended  1891,

§  3147  Penalties;  how  recovered.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this 
chapter  shall  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state, 
to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties  respectively  where 
the  violations  of  this  chapter  may  be  committed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  sheriffs  to  see  that  this  chapter  is  enforced.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons,  or  to  institute  or  conduct  any  pharmacy,  store  or 
shop  for  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons, 
unless  such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  shall  employ  or 
place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy,  store  or  shop,  a  registered  pharmacist 
within  the  full  meaning  of  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  2  Who  may  be  registered.  In  order  to  be  registered  within  the  full 
meaning  of  this  act,  all  persons  must  either  be  graduates  in  pharmacy,  or 
shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  four  years  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  pre- 
scriptions, or  shall  be  licentiates  in  pharmacy. 

§  3  Qualifications.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  such  persons  as 
have  had  four  successive  years'  practical  experience  In  drug  stores  wherein 
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the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded,  and  have  sus- 
tained a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy 
hereinafter  mentioned.  The  board  of  pharmacy  may  grant  certificates  of 
registration  to  graduates  in  pharmacy  who  have  obtained  a  diploma  from 
such  colleges  or  schools  of  pharmacy  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  boards, 
or  to  licentiates  of  such  other  state  or  territorial  boards  as  it  may  deem 
proper  without  further  examination.     [As  amended  1893,  eft.  80,  §  1] 

§  4  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  North  Daliota  pharmaceutical  association  shall  select  five  reputable 
and  practising  ph[a]rmacists  doing  business  in  the  state,  from  which  num- 
ber the  governor  of  the  state  shall  appoint  three.  The  said  three  pharma- 
cists duly  elected  and  appointed  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  shall  hold  office  as  designated  in  their 
appointments  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 
Annually  thereafter  the  North  Dakota  pharmaceutical  association  shall 
select  three  pharmacists  who  shall  be  members  in  good  standing,  from 
which  number  the  governor  of  the  state  shall  appoint  one  to  fill  the 
vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  board.  The  term  of  office  shall  be 
three  years.  In  case  of  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state  of  any 
member  of  said  board,  or  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  a  pharmacist  from  the  names 
last  submitted,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

§  5  Organization  of  board;  examinations.  Said  board  shall,  within  30 
days  after  their  appointment  and  qualification,  meet  and  organize  by  the 
selection  of  a  president  and  secretary  from  the  number  of  its  own  members, 
who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the 
<Iuties  prescribed  by  the  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  ex- 
amine all  applicants  for  registration  submitted  in  proper  form,  to  grant 
certificates  of  registration  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons 
violating  its  provisions;  to  report  annually  to  the  governor  and  to  the 
North  Dakota  pharmaceutical  association,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy 
in  the  state,  which  said  report  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  board  for  the  year,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  pharmacists 
duly  registered  under  this  act.  The  board  shall  hold  meetings  for  the 
examination  of  all  applicants  for  registration  and  transaction  of  such  other 
business  as  shall  pertain  to  its  duties,  at  least  twice,  or  not  more  than  four 
times  a  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board;  and  the  said  board  shall  give 
[at  least]  30  days'  public  notice,  in  three  of  the  pharmaceutical  journals 
of  general  circulation  of  the  state,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting. 
The  said  board  shall  also  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  exe- 
cution of  its  duties  under  this  act.  and  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons 
^•egistered  under  this  act,  which  registration  book  shall  also  contain  such 
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facts  as  such  persons  claim  to  justify  tlieir  registration.  Two  members 
of  said  board  stiall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  said  board  shall  also  have 
the  power  to  cancel  the  certificate  of  any  registered  pharmacist  for  intem- 
I)erance,  incompetency  or  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  upon  the  sworn  complaint  of  at  least  three  reputable  citi- 
zens, charging  any  registered  pharmacist  with  Intemperance,  incompe- 
tency or  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  the  board  shall  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  hearing  of  said  charges,  and  shall  give  the  pharmacist  so 
charged  at  least  10  days'  notice  by  mail  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hear- 
ing, when  he  shall  appear  and  answer  said  charges.  If  the  board  shall 
find  any  one  or  all  of  said  charges  to  be  true,  they  shall  forthwith  cancel 
the  certificate  of  said  phai-macist  and  his  registry  as  a  pharmacist  en- 
titled to  do  business  in  North  Dakota.    [As  amended  1893,  ch.  80,§2] 

§  6  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  person  claiming  the  right  of 
registration  under  this  act,  who  shall  within  three  months  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  and  the  organizaton  of  this  board  forward  to  the  board 
of  pharmacy,  satisfactory  proof  supported  by  his  affidavit  that  he  was  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  on  his  own  account  in  the 
state  of  North  Daliota  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  as  provided 
in  §  2  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  granted 
a  certificate  of  registration;  provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to 
register  as  herein  specified,  then  such  person  shall,  in  order  to  be  regis- 
tered, comply  with  the  requirements  provided  for  registration  as  licen- 
tiates in  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  act 

§  7  Persons  not  affected.  That  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  or  effect  any  person  having  four  consecutive  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  dispensing  of  and  compounding  of  prescriptions  of  regular 
practitioners,  and  employed  as  a  pharmacist  in  North  Dakota,  at  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  only  in  so  far  as  relates  to  registration  and  fees  herein- 
after provided  for. 

§  8  Certificates;  fees.  Every  person  claiming  registration  as  a  registered 
pharmacist  under  §  6  of  this  act  shall,  before  a  certificate  is  granted,  pay 
the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  the  sum  of  $3,  and  a  like  sum 
shall  be  paid  to  said  secretary  by  such  licentiates  of  other  boards  who  shall 
apply  for  registration  under  this  act;  and  every  applicant  for  registration 
by  examintaion  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  the  sum  of  $5  before  such  exam- 
ination be  attempted;  provided,  that  in  case  of  the  failure  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination,  he  may  be  reexamined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
board  by  paying  a  fee  of  $3;  provided,  that  admission  under  this  act  as  a 
pharmacist  entitles  each  applicant  to  membership  in  the  North  Dakota 
pharmaceutical  association.

§  9  Registered  assistants,  qualifications  of;  fees.  Any  assistant  or 
clerk  in  pharmacy  who  shall  not  have  the  qualifications  of  a  registered 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  not  less  than  18  years  of  age, 
who  shall  have  been  employed  or  engaged  two  years  or  more  in  drug 
stores  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded^ 
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and  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  that  effect  to  the  state  board  of 
pharmacy  shall,  upon  making  application  for  registration,  and  upon  pay- 
ment to  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  a  fee  of  $1,  be  entitled  to  a  certifi- 
cate as  a  registered  assistant,  which  said  certificate  shall  entitle  him  to  con- 
tinue in  such  duties  as  clerk  or  assistant,  but  such  certificate  shall  not  enr 
title  him  to  engage  in  business  on  his  own  account,  unless  he  shall  have  had 
at  least  four  years'  practical  experience  in  pharmacy  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act.  Annually  thereafter,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue 
in  such  duties,  he  shall  pay  to  said  secretary  a  sum  not  to  exceed  50  cents, 
for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  his  certificate. 

§  10  Fees;  certificates  displayed.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  de- 
sires to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall,  annually,  during  the 
time  he  shall  continue  such  practice,  on  such  date  as  the  board  of  pharmacy 
shall  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  registration  fee,  the 
amount  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  which  in  no  case  shall 
exceed  $3,  in  return  for  which  payment  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said 
registration  and  renewal  of  membership  in  the  North  Dakota  pharmaceu- 
tical association.  Every  certificate  of  registration  and  every  renewal  of  such 
certificate  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  to  which  it  ap- 
plies. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  registered  pharmacist,  or  assistant  phar- 
macist, upon  changing  his  place  of  business  to  notify  by  letter,  within  30 
days,  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  of  such  change,  and  to 
inclose  a  fee  of  50  cents,  upon  receipt  of  which  the  secretary  shall  make 
the  necessary  alterations.  If  not  notified  within  the  time  specified,  the  name 
of  such  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register.  The  secretary  shall  publish  annually  a  list  of  all  persons 
who  are  duly  registered  as  registered  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharma- 
cists in  the  state.

§  11  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  reports.  The  secre- 
tary of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  receive  a  salary  which  shall  be 
determined  by  said  board;  he  shall  also  receive  his  traveling  and  other 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duty.  The  other  mem- 
bers of  said  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  en- 
gaged in  such  service,  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  Incurred 
in  attending  the  meeting  of  said  board,  or  while  performing  strictly  official 
duties.  Said  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received 
by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary 
or  other  expenses  of  said  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury. 
All  inone5-s  received  by  said  board,  in  excess  of  said  allowance  and  other 
expenses,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  of  said 
l>oard  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board  and  the  ex- 
penses of  the  annual  meeting  and  report  of  the  North  Dakota  pharmaceu- 
tical association  and  other  necessary  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by 
eaid  association,  said  secretary  giving  such  bonds  as  the  said  board  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct  and  approve.  The  said  board  shall,  in  its  annual 
report  to  the  governor  and  to  the  North  Dakota  pharmaceutical  association, 
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render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  tliem  pursuant 
to  this  act.

§  12  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  not  being  or  having  in  his  em- 
ploy a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  full  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall 
reftail,  compound  or  dispense  medicines,  or  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit 
the  title  of  a  registered  pharmacist  or  announce  or  advertise  in  any  man- 
ner that  would  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  he  was  a  registered  phar- 
macist shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
for  each  and  every  offense  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  to  exceed  $50.  Any 
registered  pharmacist  or  other  person  who  shall  permit  the  compounding 
and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  or  the  vending  of  drugs,  medicines  or  poi- 
sons in  his  store  or  place  of  business  except  under  the  supervison  of  a  reg- 
istered pharmacist,  or  any  pharmacist  who,  while  continuing  business,  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registration,  or  any  person  who  shall 
wilfully  make  any  false  representation  to  procure  registration  for  himself 
or  any  other  person,  or  who  shall  violate  any  other  provision  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shallfor  each 
and  every  offense  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  to  exceed  $50;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  any 
physician  in  regular  practice  nor  prevent  him  from  supplying  his  patients 
with  such  articles  as  may  to  him  seem  proper;  nor  with  the  making  of 
proprietary  medicines  or  medicine  placed  in  sealed  packages  with  the  name 
of  the  contents  and  the  pharmacist  or  physician  by  whom  prepared  or 
compounded;  nor  prevent  shop  keepers  from  dealing  in  and  selling  the  com- 
monly used  medicines  and  poisons,  if  such  medicines  are  put  up  by  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  or  from  dealing  in  and  selling  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines,  nor  with  the  wholesale  business  of  any  dealers.  [As  amended

§  15  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  several  penalties 
and  costs  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  state's  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  the  offense  is  committed  to 
prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  upon  proper  com- 
plaint being  made.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  innre  to  the  board  of  pharmacy,  for  the  expense  and  costs  of 
the  proper  execution  of  the  law. 

§  16  Repealing  clause;  saving  clause.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  which  in 
any  wise  conflict  with  tbe  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  sin  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
person  who  has  once  been  a  member  by  examination,  and  may  have  for- 
feited his  membership  by  non-payment  of  fines  or  fees,  from  renewing  his 
registration  within  two  years,  by  paying  the  required  dues  or  fees,  without 
examination.

§  4405  Begistration  necessary;  not  to  apply.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  not  a  legally  registered  pharmacist,  to  open,  or  conduct,  any 
pharmacy,  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  either  as  proprietor  or  man- 
ager thereof,  unless  he  shall  have  in  his  employ  and  place  in  charge  of 
such  pharmacy,  or  store,  a  legally  registered  pharmacist  under  the  laws  of 
this  state.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  not  a  legally  registered 
pharmacist,  to  compound,  dispense,  or  sell,  any  drug,  chemical,  poison,  or 
pharmaceutical  preparation,  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  or  other- 
Avise;  provided,  however,  that  a  legally  registered  assistant  pharmacist  may 
compound,  dispense,  or  sell,  any  such  drug,  chemical,  poison,  or  pharma- 
ceutical preparation  when  employed  in  a  pharmacy  or  drug  store  which  is 
under  the  supervision,  management  and  control  of  a  legally  registered 
pharmacist.  Provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to,  or 
in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  a  physician,  or  prevent  him 
from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  medicines  as  to  him  may  seem  proper; 
nor  with  the  vending  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines  by  any  retail 
dealer;  nor  with  the  selling  by  any  person  of  copperas,  borax,  blue  vitriol, 
salti)eter,  sulfur,  brimstone,  licorice,  sage,  juniper  berries,  senna  leaves, 
castor  oil,  sweet  oil,  spirits  of  turpentine,  glycerine,  Gluaber's  salt,  cream 
of  tartar,  or  bicarbonate  of  sodium;  nor  prohibit  any  person  from  selling 
paregoric,  essence  of  peppermint,  essence  of  cinnamon,  essence  of  ginger, 
hive  syrup,  syrup  of  ipecac,  tincture  of  arnica,  syrup  of  tolu,  syrup  of 
squills,  spirits  of  camphor,  number  six,  sweet  spirits  of  niter,  compound 
cathartic  pills,  quinine  pills,  and  other  similar  preparations  when  com- 
pounded by  a  legally  registered  pharmacist  and  put  up  in  bottles  or  boxes 
bearing  the  label  of  such  pharmacist  or  wholesale  druggist,  with  the  name 
of  the  article  and  directions  for  its  use  on  each  bottle  or  box;  nor  with 
the  exclusively  wholesale  business  of  any  dealer. 

§  4406  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization;  compen- 
sation and  expenses;  records.  There  is  hereby  created  a  state  board,  con- 
sisting of  five  persons,  to  be  known  as  the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate.  To  aid  the  governor  in  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  the 
board,  the  Ohio  state  pharmaceutical  association  may  annually  submit  to 
him  the  names  of  five  registered  pharmacists,  and  from  the  names  so  sub- 
mitted, or  from  others,  the  governor  shall  make  the  appointment.  The 
members  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  qualified.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any  cause, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term  of  office, 
in  the  same  manner  as  original  appointments.  Provided,  however,  that  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  held  to  in  any  manner  affect  the  term  of  oflice  of  the 
present  members  of  the  board.    The  board  shall  organize  by  selecting  from 
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Its  members  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $1000,  with  sureties  approved  by  the  board,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  secretary  shall  receive  a  salary 
to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  his  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties.  The  other  members  of  the  board  shall  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  $5  per  day  for  each  day  actually  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties,  and  their  necessary  expenses  while  engaged 
therein.  The  board  shall  have  a  common  seal  and  shall  formulate  rules  to 
govern  its  action.  Its  president  and  secretary  shall  have  power  to  admin- 
ister oaths.  The  board  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  May 
and  October  of  each  year,  at  such  places  as  it  may  determine,  and  may 
liold  such  additional  meetings  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  board  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  a  register  of  all  persons  to  whom  cer- 
tificates have  been  granted  as  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists; 
and  the  boolis  and  register  of  the  board  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all 
matters  therein  recorded. 

§  4407  Pharmacists  and  assistants  now  practising.  Every  person  now 
registered  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  until 
his  certificate  of  registration  shall  expire.  Every  registered  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist,  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession 
In  this  state,  shall,  within  30  days  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  his 
certificate,  file  with  the  board  an  application  for  a  renewal  thereof.  If  the 
board  shall  find  that  the  applicant  has  been  legally  registered  in  this  state, 
and  is  entitled  to  a  renewal  certificate,  it  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate, 
duly  signed  by  its  president  and  secretary.  If  a  registered  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist  fail,  for  a  period  of  60  days  after  the  expiration  of 
his  certificate,  to  make  application  to  the  board  for  a  renewal  certificate, 
such  person  in  order  to  again  be  registered,  shall  be  required  to  proceed  as 
!n  the  case  of  original  registration. 

§  4408  Certificate  of  pharmacist  or  assistant  on  examination.  Every 
person  who  shall  hereafter  desire  to  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist  or  assis- 
tant pharmacist,  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  board  an  application, 
duly  verified,  giving  his  age,  the  place  or  places  at  which,  and  the  time 
spent  In  the  study  and  practice  of  pharmacy,  and  shall  present  himself  be- 
fore the  board  and  submit  to  an  examination  as  to  his  qualifications  for 
the  practice  of  pharmacy.  If  an  applicant  for  a  certificate  as  a  pharmacist, 
such  person  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  21  years,  and  shall  possess  four 
years'  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store  where  physicians'  prescriptions 
are  compounded;  provided,  that  graduates  of  schools  and  colleges  of  phar- 
macy in  good  standing,  as  determined  by  the  board,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
deduction  from  the  requirement  of  four  years'  practical  experience,  of  the 
time  spent  in  receiving  instruction  in  such  school  or  college  of  pharmacy. 
If  an  applicant  for  a  certificate  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  such  person 
Bliall  have  attained  the  age  of  18  years,  and  shall  possess  at  least  two 
years*  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store  where  physicians'  prescrip- 
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itions  are  compounded,  and  in  charge  of  a  registered  pharmacist;  provided, 
that  there  may  be  deducted  from  the  requirement  of  two  years'  practical 
•experience  the  time  actually  spent  by  such  applicant  under  instruction  in 
«ny  school  or  college  of  pharmacy  in  good  standing,  as  determined  by  the 
board.  If  the  board  is  satisfied  that  the  person  presenting  himself  for  ex- 
amination is  of  the  required  age,  and  is  possessed  of  the  practical  experl- 
■ence  required  by  this  section,  and  passes  a  satisfactory  examination,  the 
Tboard  shall  issue  such  applicant  a  certificate  authorizing  him  to  practise 
the  profession  of  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist. 

§4409  Licentiates  from  other  states.  The  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy  may 
register  as  pharmacists  without  examination,  and  issue  certificates  of  such 
registration,  to  persons  who  are  legally  registered  as  pharmacists  and  hold 
certificates  of  such  registration  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state,  upon  the 
following  conditions:  each  applicant  for  such  registration  shall  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  21  years,  and  be  registered  after  examination  in  the  state 
from  which  he  holds  his  certificate.  The  standard  of  qualification  and  re- 
quirement as  to  competency  in  any  state  shall  be  at  least  as  thorough  as 
that  established  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  this  state.  The  board  shall 
only  recognize  certificates  of  registration  granted  by  states  wherein  like 
recognition  is  given  to  persons  resident  of  this  state  and  holding  certifi- 
cates from  the  board  of  pharmacy  thereof. 

§  4410  Expiration  of  certificate;  refusal;  display.  Every  certificate,  and 
•«very  renewal  certificate  issued  by  the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy,  shall  en- 
title the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted  to  practise  the  profession  of  a  phar- 
macist or  assistant  pharmacist  for  the  period  of  three  years.  The  board 
niay  refuse  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  person  guilty  of  a  felony  or  gross 
immorality,  or  addicted  to  the  liquor  or  drug  habit  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
render  him  unfit  to  practise  pharmacy,  and  may  after  notice  and  hearing, 
revoke  a  certificate  for  like  cause,  or  for  fraud  in  procuring  the  certificate. 
An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  action  of  the  board  refusing  to  grant 
or  revoking  a  certificate  for  such  cause,  to  the  governor  and  attorney  gen- 
eral, and  the  decision  of  which  officers,  either  affirming  or  overruling  the 
-action  of  the  board  shall  be  final.  Every  certificate  of  registration  and  re- 
newal certificate,  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  or  drug 
«tore  of  which  the  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist,  to  whom  it  is  is- 
sued is  the  owner  or  manager,  or  in  which  he  is  employed. 

§  4411  Fees.  The  board  shall  charge  for  the  issuing  and  regis- 
tration of  certificates,  the  following  fees:  for  the  examination  of  an  appli- 
cant for  a  certificate  as  a  pharmacist,  $5;  for  the  examination  of  an  appli- 
cant for  a  certificate  as  an  assistant  pharmacist,  $3.  In  case  any  appli- 
cant fails  to  pass  the  examination,  the  fee  shall  not  be  returned  to  him,  but 
lie  may,  within  a  year  after  such  failure,  present  himself  and  be  examined 
again  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee.  For  issuing  a  renewal 
-certificate  to  a  pharmacist,  $2;  for  issuing  a  renewal  certificate  to  an  assist- 
ant pharmacist,  $1.  For  issuing  a  certificate  to  a  pharmacist  on  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  granted  by  another  state,  $15.     All  fees  shall  be  paid 
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in  advance  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  by  him  covered  into  the^ 
state  treasury  monthly,  to  the  credit  of  a  fund,  which  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated for  the  use  of  the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy.  The  compensation  and  ex- 
penses of  the  members  and  officers  of  the  board,  and  all  expenses  proper 
and  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  to  discharge  its  duties  under  and 
enforce  the  law,  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  fund  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
auditor  of  state,  issued  upon  a  requisition  signed  by  the  president  and  sec- 
retary of  the  board. 

§  4412  Penalty  for  violation;  prosecutions.  If  any  person  violates  any 
of  the  provisions  of  §  4405  Revised  statutes,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $20  nor  more 
than  $100,  or  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  20  days  nor  more  than  100  days  or 
both.  Each  day  that  any  person  violates  any  provision  of  the  above  named 
section  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.  If  any  person  shall  file  with 
the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy  any  false  or  forged  afl3davit,  or  shall  make 
under  oath,  any  false  statement  with  the  intent  to  secure  for  himself,  or 
for  another  person,  any  certificate  of  registration,  or  a  renewal  thereof,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  punished 
as  provided  by  law.  Whoever,  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  fails  to  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  his  certificate  of  regis- 
tration as  required  by  §  4410  Revised  statutes,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5,  nor  moi-» 
than  $20,  and  each  day's  violation  of  this  provision  of  the  last  named  sec- 
tion shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.  The  secretary  of  the  Ohio  board 
of  pharmacy  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  laws  relating  to 
the  practice  of  pharmacy.  If  he  have  information  that  any  provision  of 
the  law  has  been  or  is  being  violated,  he  shall  investigate  the  matter,  and 
upon  probable  cause  appearing,  shall  file  a  complaint  and  prosecute  the 
offender.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  when  requested 
by  such  secretary,  to  talie  charge  of  and  conduct  such  prosecutions.  All 
fines  assessed  and  collected  under  prosecutions  begun  or  caused  to 
be  begun  by  the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
thereof,  and  by  him  covered  into  the  state  treasury  monthly,  to  be  credited 
to  the  fund  for  the  use  of  the  Ohio  board  of  pharmacy.

§  1  Begistration  necessary.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  assistant  pharmacist  as 
hereinafter  defined,  to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines  or 
pharmaceutical  preparations  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma,  or  to  institute, 
conduct  or  manage  a  pharmacy,  store  or  shop  for  the  retailing,  com- 
pounding or  dispensing  of  drugs,  medicines  or  pharmaceutical  prepara* 
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tions  in  said  territory  of  Oklahoma,  unless  such  person  shall  be  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  as  this  act  provides,  or  shall  place  in  charge  of  said  phar- 
macy, store  or  shop,  a  registered  pharmacist,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

§  2  Begistered  pharmacist  defined.  Registered  pharmacists  shall  com- 
prise all  persons  regularly  registered  as  such  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma 
for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1897  and  all  other  persons  registered  as  licenti- 
ates in  pharmacy  for  the  aforesaid  period,  who  have  been  authorized  to 
conduct  or  manage  a  pharmacy  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma  and  all  per- 
sons over  18  years  of  age,  having  four  years'  practical  experience  in  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions,  who  shall  be  of  good 
moral  character  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  ter- 
ritorial board  of  pharmacy.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  who  have  obtained 
diplomas  fi-om  such  colleges  and  schools  of  pharmacy,  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  who  have  had  four  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  shall,  on  pre- 
sentation of  diploma  to  said  board  of  pharmacy,  with  satisfactory 
proof  of  good  moral  character  and  the  payment  to  said  board  of  a 
fee  of  $5,  be  made  registered  pharmacists:  provided,  that  any  graduate 
of  the  pharmaceutical  department  of  the  University  of  Oklahoma 
territory,  upon  presentation  of  a  diploma,  proof  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  one  year's  experience  in  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions and  the  payment  of  the  fee  above  specified,  may  be  made  a  registered 
pharmacist.     [As  amended  1899,  cli.  23] 

§  3  Assistant  pharmacist  defined.  Assistant  pharmacists  in  the  mean- 
ing of  tliis  act,  shall  comprise  all  persons  regularly  registered  as  licentiates 
in  pharmacy  in  tlie  territory  of  Oklahoma  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1897, 
who  have  been  authorized  to  assist  in  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  under  the  supervision  of  a  properly  qualified  per- 
son; and  all  persons  over  18  years  of  age,  having  two  years'  practical  ex- 
perience in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions, 
who  shall  pass  such  examination  as  the  territorial  board  of  pharmacy 
shall  require.  Assistant  pliarmacists  shall  not  be  permitted  to  conduct 
or  manage  a  pharmacy  on  their  own  account,  or  assume  the  management 
of  such  business  for  others. 

§  4  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  Immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  Oklahoma  pharmaceutical: 
association  may  submit  to  the  governor  of  the  territory  of  Oklahoma,  the 
names  of  10  or  more  registered  pharmacists  having  at  least  10  years'  ac- 
tual experience  as  dispensing  pharmacists,  and  from  this  number  the  gov- 
ernor shall  apoint  three;  and  the  said  three  registered  pharmacists  shall 
constitute  the  territorial  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  territory  of  Oklahoma, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  qualified,  and  eacli  year  there- 
after, one  member  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  qualified.    In  case 
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of  resignation  or  removal  from  the  territory  of  any  member  of  said  board, 
or  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

§  5  Organization;  meetings;  duties;  powers.  The  said  board  shall, 
within  30  days  from  its  appointment,  meet  in  the  capital  city  of  the  terri- 
tory and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties 
prescribed  by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration,  granting  of  certificates,  and  the  transaction  of  such  other  nec- 
essary business,  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  four  months,  and  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board.  Provided,  that  10 
•days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  at  which  there  is 
an  examination  of  candidates  for  registration,  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  to  receive  all  applications  for  examination  and  regis- 
tration submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons  as 
may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under  this  act;  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  report  annually  to 
the  governor  and  to  the  territorial  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma,  which  report  shall  fur- 
nish also  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  as  well  as  the  names 
of  all  persons  registered  under  this  act;  to  keep  a  book  for  registration  in 
which  shall  be  registered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons 
registered  under  this  act,  on  what  grounds,  and  under  which  particular 
section  of  this  act  each  was  registered,  and  any  other  facts  pertaining  to 
the  granting  of  certificates.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws for  the  full  and  proper  execution  of  its  duties  under  this  act;  to  pre- 
scribe the  forms  and  methods  of  application,  examination  and  registration; 
to  demand  and  receive  from  applicants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which 
shall  be  held  by  the  board  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  salaries  and  other 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  full  discharge  of  its  duties. 

§  6  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  salaries  of  said  board 
shall  be  $5  to  each  member  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  all  legiti- 
mate expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official  duties.  The  secretary 
of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board, 
and  not  to  exceed  $500  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of  the  board  as 
may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer's  receipt  therefor:  pro- 
vided, that  no  part  of  the  salaries  or  expenses  of  the  board  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  territorial  treasury.  In  its  annual  reports  to  the  governor  and 
the  territorial  pharmaceutical  association,  the  board  shall  render  an  ac- 
<;ount  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  pursuant  to  this  act;  and  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct. 

§  7  Certificate  on  examination.  Every  person  seeking  registration  under 
this  act,  whose  registration  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  make  appU- 
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cation  in  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  tbe  board,  and  deposit  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board,  a  fee  of  $5;  then,  on  presenting  himself  at  the  time 
and  place  directed  by  the  board,  and  sustaining  a  satisfactory  examination, 
he  shall  be  granted  an  appropriate  certificate  setting  forth  his  particular 
qualifications:  provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  of  applicant  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  examination,  without 
charge,  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  board:  provided,  that  persons 
provided  for  in  §  12  of  this  act,  shall  receive  a  permit  on  application  and 
satisfactory  proof  of  good  moral  character  and  sobriety. 

§  8  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  pharmacist  and  every  as- 
sistant pharmacist  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  desires  to  continue  ia 
tbe  pursuit  of  pharmacy  in  this  territory,  shall  annually,  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  year  of  registration,  and  on  or  before  the  second  day  of 
July  of  each  year,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  re- 
newal fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  which  shall  not  exceed  $2,  in  return 
for  which  a  renewal  of  registration  shall  be  issued:  and  provided,  that  per- 
sons receiving  permits  under  §  12  of  this  act,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $1  per  an- 
num to  the  board.  If  any  person  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual 
registration  or  permit,  as  herein  specified,  notice  of  such  failure  having 
been  mailed  to  his  post  oflUce  address,  the  board  may,  after  the 
expiration  of  30  days  following  the  issue  of  said  notice,  deprive  him  of  his 
registration  and  all  other  privileges  conferred  by  this  act;  in  order  to  regain 
registration,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  person  to  make  application  and 
pass  examination  as  provided  in  §  7  of  this  act. 

§  9  Certificate  displayed.  Every  person  registered  under  this  act  shall 
receive  from  the  territorial  board,  an  appropriate  certificate,  not  exceeding 
In  size  120  sq.  in.  which  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  at  all  times  in  his 
place  of  business.  If  the  holder  be  entitled  to  manage  or  conduct  a  phar- 
macy in  this  territory  for  himself  or  another,  the  fact  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  certificate. 

§  10  Penalty  fox  violation.  Any  person  who  Is  not  a  registered  phar- 
macist in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  keep  a  pharmacy,  store,  or 
shop,  for  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and 
who  shall  not  have  in  his  employ,  in  said  pharmacy,  store,  or  shop,  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  shall,  for  each  and  every^ 
offense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $200. 

§  11  Misrepresentation.  Any  person  who  shall  unlawfully  and  without 
authority  of  this  act,  take,  use  or  exhibit,  the  title  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist or  assistant,  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  $100  for  each  offense;  a  like  penalty  shall  attach  to  any  assistant  phar- 
macist who  shall,  without  authority,  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  a  reg- 
istered pharmacist  in  the  territory  of  Oklahoma. 

§  12  Penalty  for  sundry  violations;  not  to  apply.  Any  proprietor  of  a 
pharmacy,  or  other  person,  who  shall  permit  the  compounding  and  dispens- 
ing of  physician's  prescriptions  or  the  vending  of  drugs,  medicines  or 
pharmaceutical  preparations  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  except  by  a 
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registered  pharmacist,  or  assistant  pharmacist  in  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
■or  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  one,  or  who,  while  continuing  the 
.pursuit  of  pharmacy  in  the  territory  of  Olilahoma,  shall  neglect  to  procure 
his  annual  registration,  or  any  person,  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false 
represientations  to  procure  for  himself,  or  for  another,  registration  under 
this  act,  or  who  shall  violate  any  other  provision  of  this  act,  shall,  for  each 
and  every  offense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $100:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  interfere  with  the  business  of  those  merchants  who  keep  on  sale 
such  poisons,  acids  and  chemicals  as  are  regularly  used  in  agriculture,  min- 
ing and  the  arts,  when  kept  and  sold  for  such  purposes,  only  in  sealed 
and  plainly  labeled  packages:  provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
In  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  physician  in  regular 
practice,  nor  prevent  him  from  supplying  his  patients  such  articles  as  may 
^to  him  seem  proper,  nor  with  the  marketing  and  vending  of  proprietary 
and  patent  medicines  in  towns  of  300  inhabitants  or  less,  nor  with  the  ex- 
clusive wholesale  business  of  any  dealer,  except  as  hereinafter  provided: 
provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with 
the  business  of  merchants  in  towns  having  less  than  300  inhabitants,  in 
which  there  is  no  licensed  pharmacy,  or  with  county  merchants,  to  sell  or 
Tend  such  medicines,  compounds  and  chemicals  as  are  required  by  the 
general  public  and  in  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  phar- 
macy. 

§  18  Habitual  use  of  intoxicants.  No  one,  who  habitually  uses  Intoxi- 
cating liquor  as  a  beverage,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  board  of  pharmacy, 
nor  be  licensed  as  a  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist.  The  examining 
board  shall  in  all  cases  require  each  applicant  to  file  his  written  declara- 
tion, duly  sworn  to,  to  the  effect  that  he  does  not  habitually  use  vinous, 
malt  or  alcoholic  liquors  as  a  beverage,  and  that  he  has  not,  since  Jan.  1, 
1891,  been  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  liquors  in  the  territory  of  Ok- 
lahoma. Any  one  swearing  falsely  in  the  affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  guilty 
of  perjury;  the  same  to  apply  to  persons  getting  permits  as  provided  for 
in  §  12. 

§  17  Disposition  of  fees  and  penalties.  Annually,  on  the  first  day  of 
July  of  each  year,  the  territorial  board  of  pharmacy  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  Oklahoma,  all  moneys  then  held  by  said  board  over  and  above 
the  sum  of  $300,  which  may  have  been  received  by  said  board  as  penalties 
for  violation  of  this  act,  or  as  registration  fees  for  the  expiring  year:  pro- 
vided, that  the  moneys  thus  paid  into  the  territorial  treasury,  shall  be  held 
and  used  as  a  fund  for  educational  and  scientific  purposes.

§  1  Begistration  necessary.    That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within 
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the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct  any  pharmacy,  drug  store,  apothecary 
«hop  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  med- 
icines or  poisons,  or  for  the  proprietor  of  any  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow 
.any  person  except  a  registered  pharmacist  to  compound  or  dispense  the 
prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  to  retail  or  dispense  poisons  for  medical  use, 
<;xcept  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.

§  2  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization.  That  within 
"60  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  per- 
sons from  among  competent  pharmacists  of  this  state,  who  shall  constitute 
the  Oregon  board  of  pharmacy.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of 
said  board,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  appear 
before  an  officer  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  this  state,  and 
make  oath  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  a  member 
of  the  board.  The  first  term  of  said  members  of  the  board  of  pharmacy 
shall  be  one,  two,  three^  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  and  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  governor  in  his  appointments.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  shall  proceed  to 
first  elect,  by  ballot,  a  president,  treasurer  and  secretary,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  Thereafter  the  board  shall  meet  and  hold  examinations  as 
hereinafter  provided  at  least  quarterly  during  each  year,  and  any  three 
members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  board  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  of  this  state  or  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
prescribe  the  qualifications  of  a  pharmacist  of  this  state.  The  governor 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  board,  from  the  competent 
pharmacists  of  this  state,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  qualify  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  hold  his  office  as  a  member  of  the 
board  for  five  years.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from 
any  other  cause  than  expiration  of  term,  the  governor  shall  also  fill  such 
vacancy  by  appointment,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  above,  for  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  such  term.    [As  amended  1895,  p.  113,  §  2] 

§  3  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  That  the  sec- 
retary of  the  board  shall  receive  a  salary  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board. 
He  shall  also  receive  his  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties.  The  other  members  of  the  board  shall  re- 
oeive  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  this  s.ervice  and  all 
legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board.  Said 
expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  received  by  the  board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  All  moneys  received  in  excess  of  said  expenses  shall 
be  held  by  the  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  further  expenses.  The 
board  shall  render  an  annual  report  of  the  work  it  has  accomplished  to 
the  governor,  and  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed 
'by  them  pursuant  to  this  act.    [As  amended  1895,  p.  114,  §  3] 
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§  4  Registration  on  examination.  That  said  board  of  pharmacy  shalT, 
upon  application,  and  at  such  time  and  place  and  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  determine,  examine  each  and  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  become 
registered  as  a  registerd  pharmacist  in  this  state,  and  if  the  majority  of 
said  board  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  person  possesses  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  association  they  shall  issue  the  proper 
certificate  to  such  applicant,  said  certificate  to  be  signed  by  not  less  than 
three  members.  The  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  of  each  person  whom  they  examine  for  registration  as  a  registered 
pharmacist  the  sum  of  $5,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services,  and  in 
case  the  examination  of  such  person  shall  prove  defective-  and  unsatisfac- 
tory, and  his  name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  again  present 
himself  for  examination,  and  if  such  examination  is  had  within  any  period 
not  exceeding  12  months  thereafter  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  same. 

§  5  Qualifications  for  registration.  That  any  person  shall  be  entitled' 
to  be  registered  as  a  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  be  either  a  graduate 
in  pharmacy,  a  licentiate  in  pharmacy,  or  who  shall  at  the  time  this  act 
takes  effect  be  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  in  the 
state  of  Oregon,  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  prescriptions  and  in  the 
vending  and  compounding  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons. 

§  6  Graduate  and  licentiate  defined;  licentiates  of  other  boards.  That 
graduates  in  pharmacy  must  be  such  persons  as  have  obtained  a  satisfac- 
tory diploma  from  a  regularly  incorporated  college  or  school  of  pharmacy. 
Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  be  such  persons  as  have  passed  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  The  said  board  may 
grant  certificates  of  registration  without  further  examination  to  the  licen- 
tiates of  such  other  boards  in  pharmacy  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

§  7  Certificate  for  assistant;  annual  renewal.  Any  assistant  or  clerk  la- 
pharmacy,  not  having  the  qualifications  of  a  registered  pharmacist  within, 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  is  of  the  age  of  18  years,  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  having  had  not  less  than  two  years'  experience  in  drug  stores, 
where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded,  shall 
be  entitled  to  become  registered  as  a  registered  assistant,  upon  application 
to  and  examination  by  said  board  of  pharmacy,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  $5.  Said  certificate  shall  entitle  him  to  continue  In  such  duties  as  a 
clerk  or  assistant,  but  shall  not  entitle  him  to  assume  the  duties  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  unless  he  shall  subsequeritly  become  registered  aa 
a  registered  pharmacist,  as  provided  in  this  act.  Annually  thereafter, 
during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such  duties  he  shall  pay  to  said  secre- 
tary the  sum  of  50  cents,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  his  cer- 
tificate.

§  8  Pharmacists  now  practising;  annual  renewal.  Every  person  resi- 
dent within  the  state  of  Oregon,  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under 
this  act,  who  shall  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
forward  to  the  board  of  pharmacy  satisfactory  proof,  supported  by  hi» 
aflSdavit,  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  dispensing  pharmacist 
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■within  the  state  of  Oregon  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  i3 
otherwise  entitled  to  registration  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall,  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  $2,  be  granted  a  certificate  of  registration;  providedr 
however,  that  in  case  of  failure  of  any  such  person  or  persons  to  apply 
for  the  registration  within  three  mouths  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
after  they  shall  have  been  duly  notified  by  said  board  of  pharmacy  of  the 
state  of  Oregon,  they  shall  undergo  an  examination  as  provided  for  in  §  4 
of  this  act.  Every  registered  pharmacist  during  the  time  he  continues 
the  practice  of  his  profession  in  this  state,  shall  annually  and  on  such  date 
as  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said 
board  the  fee  of  $1,  in  return  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal 
of  said  registration.  Every  certificate  and  every  renewal  shall  be 
conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  to  which  it  applies.

§  11  Penalty  for  violation;  act  construed;  prosecutions.  Any  person 
not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  who  shall  not  have  complied  with  all 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  take,  exhibit  or  use  the  title  of  phar- 
macist, or  who  proposes  to  or  does  compound  or  dispense  prescriptions  of 
medical  practitioners,  or  retail  medicines  or  posions  to  be  used  as  medi- 
cines or  poisons,  or  have  not  in  any  way  followed  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  for  each  offense,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  for  the  first  offense  $50  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  and 
for  each  subsequent  violation  he  shall  be  fined  $100  and  the  costs  of  the 
prosecution;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  business  of  a  licensed  practitioner  of  medicines,  nor  to  prevent  such 
practitioner  from  supplying  his  patients  with  such  articles  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  nor  to  those  who  sell  medicines  or  poisons  by  wholesale  only,  nor 
to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  proprietary  or  patent  medicines.  All  actions 
for  the  recovery  of  the  several  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be 
prosecuted  by  the  district  attorney  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  name  of 
the  state  of  Oregon,  upon  the  relation  of  himself,  or  any  member  of  the 
board,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  to  sue  for  all  penalties  herein  provided  for,  upon 
proper  complaint  being  made.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  inure  one  half  to  the  board  of  pharmacy,  and  the 
remainder  to  the  county  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund  of  the 
county  in  which  the  suit  was  prosecuted  and  judgment  obtained.

§  12  Misrepresentation.  That  any  person  who  shall  procure  or  attempt 
to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  for  another,  under  this  act,  by  mak- 
ing or  catising  to  be  made  false  representations,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  falsely 
registered  shall  be  striken  from  the  register.

§  1  Certificate  necessary.  That  hereafter  no  person  whomsoever,  shall 
-open  or  carry  on,  as  manager,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  any  retail  drug 
or  chemical  store,  nor  engage  in  the  business  of  compounding  or  dis- 
pensing medicines  or  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  of  selling  at  retail  any 
drugs,  chemicals,  poisons  or  medicines,  without  having  obtained  a  cer- 
tificate of  competency  and  qualification  so  to  do  from  the  state  pharma- 
ceutical examining  board,  and  having  been  duly  registered  as  herein  pro- 
vided; but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  widow,  or  legal  representatives,  of  a 
deceased  person,  who  was  a  manager  and  registered  pharmacist,  to  carry 
on  or  continue  the  business  of  such  deceased  pharmacist:  provided,  that 
the  actual  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  of  medicines  or  poisons 
to  be  done  only  by  an  assistant,  qualified  and  registered  as  herein  pro- 
vided. Any  person  who  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  before 
any  court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100.  [As  amended

§  2  Pharmaceutical  examining  board;  appointment;  term;  compensa- 
tion and  expenses;  organization.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  a  board  to  be  styled  the  state  pharmaceutical  ex- 
amining board  to  consist  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  from  among  the  most

The  said 
l^luirmaceutlcal  exari^inrng  board  shall  keep  a  booli  of  registration  open  at 
isomo  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertise- 
ment in  at  least  four  newspapers  of  the  state  and  so  divided  as  to  reach

§  5  Certificates  on  examination.  That  it  sha.ll  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  meet  once  every  three  months  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  or  at 
such  other  place  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  examine  all  persons  who 
shall  desire  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  retail  apothecary,  or  that  of 
retailing  drugs,  chemicals  or  poisons,  or  of  compounding  physicians'  pre-

therein  must  produce  evidence  of  having  not  less  than  two  years'  experi- 
ence in  said  business. 

§  6  Penalty  for  violation;  not  to  apply.  That  no  person  shall  here- 
after engage  as  manager  in  the  business  of  an  apothecary,  or  pharmacist, 
or  of  retailing  drugs,  chemicals  and  poisons,  or  of  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  with- 
out having  obtained  such  certificate  as  aforesaid.  But  nothing  contained 
in  this  act  shall  in  any  manner  whatever  interfere  with  the  business  of 
any  practitioner  of  medicine,  nor  prevent  him  from  administering  or  sui>- 
plying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  to  him  may  seem  fit  and  proper, 
nor  shall  it  interfere  with  the  making  and  dealing  in  proprietary  remedies, 
popularly  called  patent  medicines,  nor  prevent  storekeepers  from  dealing 
in  and  selling  the  commonly  used  medicines  and  poisons,  if  such  medicines 
and  poisons  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  requirements  of  §  9:  provided, 
the  provisions  of  §  10  of  this  act  are  fully  complied  with.  Any  person 
who  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  before  any  court  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
of  the  proper  county  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  either,  or  both, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  7  Persons  now  practising;  qualified  assistant  defined.  That  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  person 
who  shall  be  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary  business  as  pro- 
prietor of  the  same;  or  as  qualified  assistant  therein,  at  the  passage  of  this 
act,  except  only  in  so  far  as  relates  to  registration  and  fees  provided  in 
§  3  and  4  of  this  act.  A  qualified  assistant,  engaged  In  the  business,  at 
the  passage  of  this  act,  is  one,  who  has  had  not  less  than  two  years'  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary  business.  All  other 
assistants  actually  engaged  in  the  business  at  the  passage  of  this  act  shall, 
upon  the  completion  of  a  like  term  of  two  years'  experience,  be  entitled 
to  registration  as  qualified  assistants  without  examination. 

§  8  Proprietor  responsible.  That  no  person  shall  be  allowed,  by  the 
proprietor  or  manager  of  any  store  or  place  where  prescriptions  are  com- 
pounded, to  compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  except 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  said  proprietor  or  his  qualified  assist- 
ant, unless  holding  a  properly  certified  certificate  of  registration  or  com- 
petency from  the  state  pharmaceutical  examining  board,  as  herein  pro- 
vided; and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  No  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmacist, 
or  registered  assistant  pharmacist  in  the  employ  of  a  registered  pharma- 
cist, or  unless  acting  as  an  aid  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  or  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning 
of  this  chapter,  shall  retail,  compound  or  dispense  medicines  or  poisons, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Qualifications  for  registration.  Every  person  in  order  to  be  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  or  a.  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  chapter,  shall  be  either  a  graduate  in  pharmacy,  a  practising  phar- 
jnacist  or  a  practising  assistant  in  pharmacy.      Graduates  in  pharmacy 
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shall  be  such  as  have  obtained  a  diploma  from  a  regularly  incorporated 
college  of  pharmacy  and  shall  have  presented  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  qualifications  to  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  A  practising  phar- 
macist shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  person  who  on  the  24th  day  of  March,  1871» 
kept  and  continued  thereafter  to  keep  an  open  shop  for  compounding  and' 
dispensing  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  and  for  the  retailing 
of  drugs  and  medicines,  and  who  shall  give  to  the  state  board  of  pharmacy 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  qualifications  and  shall  have  declared  his  in- 
tention in  writing  of  keeping  open  shop  for  the  compounding  of  prescrip- 
tions and  the  retailing  of  drugs  and  medicines,  and  such  other  persons  as- 
ehall  have  given  to  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  qualifications  and  shall  have  declared  their  intention  in  writing  of 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  compounding  of  prescriptions  and  the  retailing^^ 
of  drugs  and  medicines.  A  practising  assistant  in  pharmacy  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  person  who  shall  have  served  three  years  apprenticeship- 
in  a  shop  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded, 
and  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  or 
pharmacy. 

§  3  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization;  duties. 
The  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  consist  of  seven  persons,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor  from  the  registered  pharmacists  of  the  state,  ancJ" 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are- 
appointed;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  at  any  time  arising  from  resignation, 
death  or  removal  from  the  state,  the  governor  may  fill  such  vacancy  from- 
the  registered  pharmacists  of  the  state.  Four  members  of  said  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president  and  secretary,  both  of  whom  shall  sign  all  certificates  and  other 
official  documents.  Said  board  shall  meet  twice  a  year  and  may  mako 
by-laws  and  all  necessary  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  law,  for  the^ 
proper  fulfilment  of  their  duties.  The  presiding  officer  of  said  board  may 
administer  oaths  in  relation  to  all  matters  connected  with  or  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  duties  of  the  board.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
also  be  registrar  of  pharmacists.  The  said  board  shall  examine  all  appli- 
cdnts  for  registration,  shall  direct  the  registration  by  the  registrar  of  all 
persons  properly  qualified  or  entitled  thereto  and  shall  report  annually  to 
the  general  assembly  on  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  together  with  the  name 
of  all  registered  pharmacists  and  assistant  pharmacists.  The  registrar 
of  pharmacists  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  the  name  and  place  of  busi- 
ness of  every  person  who  shall  apply  for  registration.  The  registrar  shall 
note  the  fact  against  the  name  of  any  registered  pharmacist,  or  assistant 
pharmacist,  who  may  have  died  or  removed  from  the  state,  or  disposed 
of  or  relinquished  his  business,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  alterations  in 
the  location  of  persons  registered  under  this  chapter. 

§   4  Matter  of  record.     The  certificate  of   the   secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  pharmacy  and  registrar  of  pharmacists  as  to  any  matter  of 
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record  of  said  board  or  of  the  uon-existence  of  any  matter  in  the  record 
of  said  board,  as  to  which  said  secretary  may  be  called  upon  to  testify  in 
his  official  capacity,  shall  be  admissible  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  state 
of  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  such  matter.  Said  secretary  shall  be 
paid  the  sum  of  25  cents  for  every  such  certificate,  which  sum  shall  be 
taxed  in  the  cost  of  any  proceedings  pending  in  any  court  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  offered  as  evidence. 

§  5  Fees;  annual  registration;  expenses  of  board.  Every  person  apply- 
ing for  examination  and  registration  shall  pay  to  the  state  board  of  phar- 
macy $10,  and  on  passing  the  examination  required  shall  be  furnished, 
,  free  of  expense,  with  a  certificate  of  registration.  Every  registered  assist- 
ant pharmacist  may,  with  the  consent  of  said  board,  be  entitled  to  registra- 
tion as  a  registered  pharmacist  and  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
of  registration,  for  which  certificate  he  shall  pay  the  registrar  $1.  Every 
certificate  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  renewed  annually,  for  which 
renewal  $1  shall  be  paid  to  the  registrar.  The  fees  received  for  examina- 
tions, registration  and  certificates  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  The  registration  of  every  person 
registered  by  the  board  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing 
the  granting  thereof;  and  if  any  person  so  registered  shall  not  apply  for  a 
renewal  of  his  registration  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  annually, 
the  registrar  of  pharmacists  shall  note  the  fact  against  the  name  of  such 
person,  who  shall  thereafter  cease  to  be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  regis- 
tered assistant  pharmacist.  Said  board  may,  in  their  discretion,  refuse 
to  renew  any  such  registration,  and  may  at  any  time,  for  good  and  sufll- 
cient  cause,  discontinue  any  registration  previously  granted. 

§  6  Removals.  The  certificate  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  used  by  the 
person  to  whom  issued  in  but  one  place  of  business;  but  said  board  may 
permit  such  person,  in  removing  to  another  place  of  business,  to  continue 
the  use  of  such  certificate  with  the  same  force. and  effect  as  in  the  place 
for  which  such  certificate  was  issued.  Such  person  removing  shall  notify 
said  board  of  the  change  of  his  place  of  business,  and  failing  so  to  do 
shall  cease  to  be  a  registered  pharmacist.  No  registered  pharmacist  shall 
be  the  proprietor  of  more  than  one  place  of  business,  unless  he  shall  at 
each  place  of  business  of  which  he  is  the  proprietor,  at  all  times  when 
open,  keep  one  or  more  registered  pharmacists. 

§  7  Penalty  for  violation;  proviso.  Every  person,  not  a  registered 
pharmacist,  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  and  dispensing 
of  medicines  and  poisons,  or  who  shall  talie,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of 
registered  pharmacist,  and  every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall,  upon  the  first  conviction,  be  fined  $50 
and,  upon  the  second  and  every  subsequent  conviction,  shall  be  fined  $100; 
and  all  fines  recovered  shall  inure,  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  state 
and  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  complainant:  provided,  however, 
that  in  towns  or  parts  of  towns  wliere  there  is  no  registered  pharmacist 
within  three  miles,  any  person  may  sell  the  usual  domestic  medicines  put

v.p  by  a  registered  pharmacist  and  marlied  with  his  label;  such  person 
procuring  annually  a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  there- 
for, and  paying  $1  for  such  certificate. 

§  8  Not  to  apply.  Nothing  hereinbefore  contained  shall  apply  to  any 
practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not  lieep  open  shop  for  the  retailing, 
dispensing  or  compounding  of  medicines  or  poisons,  nor  prevent  him  from 
administering  or  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  he  may  deem 
fit  and  proper;  nor  shall  it  interfere  with  the  making  and  dealing  in  pro- 
prietary medicines,  popularly  called  patent  medicines,  unless  such  medi- 
cines be  wholly  or  in  part  composed  of  some  of  the  articles  enumerated 
in  schedule  A  of  this  chapter,  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers  in 
supplying  medicines  and  poisons  to  registered  pharmacists  and  physicians, 
and  for  use  in  the  arts;  nor  shall  it  apply  to  such  wholesale  dealers  in 
drugs  and  medicines  in  the  trade  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1874,  as  the 
state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  in  their  discretion  deem  suitable  persons, 
and  who  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  their  employ  one  or  more  registered 
assistant  pharmacists,  who  shall  have  the  sole  charge  and  care  of  the 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  all  medicines  and  poisons  sold  at  retail.

§*  973  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term;  meetings.  The  phar- 
maceutical association  of  the  state  of  South  Carolina  shall  elect  six  phar- 
macists doing  business  within  this  state,  who  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  pharmaceutical  examiners  of  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  as  follows:  one  of  them  for  the  term  of  one  year;  another  for 
two  years;  another  for  three  years;  another  for  four  years;  another  for 
five  years  and  another  for  six  years,  each,  however,  to  hold  further  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  the  said  asso- 
ciation shall  at  such  election  indicate  the  person  chosen  for  each  of  said 
terms  respectively.  Annually  thereafter  the  said  association  shall  elect 
one  member  of  said  board  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  recurring,  such 
members  so  elected  to  hold  office  respectively  for  the  term  of  six  years 
and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  the 
death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  state  of  any  member  of  the  board, 
the  president  of  the  association  shall  appoint  in  his  place  a  pharmacist  to 
serve  the  remainder  of  his  unexpired  term.  The  said  board  shall  be 
styled  the  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners,  and  shall  meet  in  the  city 
of  Charleston,  or  at  any  other  places  in  the  state  which  may  be  desig- 
nated by  said  association,  once  every  four  months,  and  keep  in  session 
until  applicants  who  have  previously  made  application  to  the  secretary  of 
said  board  shall  have  been  examined.  Four  members  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  the  granting  of 
licenses.  .         .     ,j.i 
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§  974  Powers.  The  said  boards  shall  alone  possess  and  exercise  the 
powers  of  granting,  withholding  or  vacating  the  license  of  pharmaceutists, 
apothecaries  and  druggists. 

§  975  License  necessary.  Every  pharmacist,  apothecary,  or  retail  drug- 
gist who  has  not  been  previously  licensed  according  to  law  who  carries  on 
and  conducts  the  business  of  such  occupation  in  this  state  must  have  a 
license  therefor  from  the  above  named  board;  and  any  person  who  shall 
carry  on  and  conduct  the  business  of  said  occupations,  or  any  of  them, 
without  such  license  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  as  for  a  misdemeanor, 
-and  on  conviction  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

§  976  License  on  examination.  Before  granting  said  license,  except  in 
cases  hereinafter  excepted,  each  applicant  therefor  shall  undergo  an 
■examination  by  and  before  the  board,  and  of  such  nature  as  they  shall 
require;  but  such  examination  must  include  the  reading  of  manuscript 
prescriptions  and  explanation,  tliereof;  the  discovery  of  detection  of  un- 
usual doses  of  drugs,  especially  of  poisons;  the  recognition  and  distin- 
^iruishing  of  the  various  roots,  barks,  leaves,  fruits,  resins  and  gums  in 
common  use;  and  the  proper  antidotes  and  mode  of  administration  thereof 
for  the  different  poisons. 

§  977  Graduates;  proviso;  not  to  apply.  No  examination  shall  be  re- 
quired in  case  the  applicant  is  a  regular  graduate  in  pharmacy  from  any 
reputable  college;  but  such  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  a  license  upon 
furnishing  evidence  of  his  graduation  satisfactory  to  the  said  board  and 
upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  $5.  In  case  the  applicant  undergoes  examina- 
tion the  charge  of  the  same,  and  for  granting  the  license,  shall  not 
exceed  $10,  which  amount  shall  go  to  the  pharmaceutical  association  of 
the  state  of  South  Carolina:  provided,  however,  that  outside  of  cities, 
towns  and  villages,  and  in  towns  or  villages  of  300  inhabitants  or  less, 
where  there  is  no  regular  pharmacist,  practising  physicians  shall  have  the 
right  to  compound  and  sell  medicines  upon  their  obtaining  a  special 
license  from  said  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners  and  paying  therefor 
a  fee  of  $5.  That  nothing  in  this  act,  however,  shall  be  construed  as 
intending  to  hinder  or  prohibit  any  physician  lawfully  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession  anywhere  within  this  state  from  putting  up  his 
own  prescriptions  or  dispensing  his  own  medicines. 

§  978  Register.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  association  to 
establish,  carry  on  and  preserve  in  a  booli  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  a 
register  of  all  pharmaceutists,  apothecaries  and  retail  druggists  in  the 
state,  including  the  name  of  person  registered,  place  of  business,  the  fact 
whether  he  be  a  graduate  in  medicine  or  pharmacy,  or  under  license 
granted  on  examination,  and  any  other  matter  of  information  the  said 
association  may  see  fit  to  add. 

§  979  Annual  registration.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  licensed 
pharmaceutics,  apothecaries  and  retail  druggists  to  have  their  names 
registered  in  manner  aforesaid  by  the  said  association  of  the  state  of  South 
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Carolina  and  to  report  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November^ 
of  each  year,  to  the  said  association,  whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what^ 
change  as  to  their  respective  places  of  business  has  occurred  within  the- 
then  preceding  year.  For  each  and  every  registration,  or  change  thereof, 
the  party  so  registered  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  association  the- 
sum  of  $1, 

§  980  Annual  report.  The  said  association  shall  malje  a  correct  report 
to  the  general  assembly  of  the  worls  done  by  them  in  accordance  with  the- 
provisions  of  this  article,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.

§  263  Proprietor  responsible.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  pro- 
prietor of  any  pharmaceutical  shop  to  allow  any  person  not  qualified  iii' 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  state  regulating  the  licensing  of  apothe- 
caries and  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  dispense  poison  or  com-

In 
ease  any  person  convicted  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  same 
be  punished  by  fine,  one  half  of  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  informer 
through  whose  agency  such  conviction  shall  be  had.

§  1  Association;  board  of  examiners;  appointment.  The  registered' 
pharmacists  in  this  state  are  hereby  constituted  an  association  under  the 
name  and  title  of  the  South  Daliota  pharmaceutical  association,  the  pur- 
pose of  which  shall  be  to  improve  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
to  restrict  the  sale  of  medicines  to  regularly  educated  and  qualified  persons, 
as  provided  in  this  act.  Said  association  shall  hold  its  first  annual  meet- 
ing under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  Yanliton,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  August,  1893,  and  annually  thereafter  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  said  association.  The  South  Dakota  pharmaceutical 
association  shall  report  annually  to  the  governor  recommending  the  names 
of  at  least  three  members  from  the  district  in  which  the  annual  vacancy 
occurs,  as  persons  qualified  to  be  appointed  upon  said  board,  and  the  per- 
sons so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  state  board  of  pharmaceutical 
examiners  for  South  Dakota,  and  shall  hold  their  ofl5ce  for  the  term  of 
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three  years  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  Provided^ 
that  each  member  of  said  board  shall  be  a  practising  pharmacist  doing  sl> 
retail  drug  business  in  this  state.  And,  provided  further,  that  the  ap- 
pointments on  said  board  shall  be  made  by  the  governor  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  in  each  year  from  among  the  members  recommended 
by  said  association,  one  person  from  each  pharmaceutical  district,  as  now 
existing  and  the  term  of  office  for  each  member  of  said  board  shall  be  for 
three  years.  Provided,  further,  that  the  state  board  of  pharmaceutical 
examiners  as  now  constituted  shall  continue  until  their  successors  in 
office  are  appointed  and  qualified  as  provided  further  in  this  act.  All  other 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  from  the  nominees  last  submitted 
residing  in  the  district  wliere  such  vacancy  occurs.  Provided  further^ 
that  the  state  may  be  redistricted  at  any  future  annual  meeting  of  the 
association,  notice  of  the  contemplated  change  having  been  sent  to  the 
members  of  the  association  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  at  the  same 
time  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  is  mailed. 

§  2  Secretary  and  treasurer;  bond  of;  duties.  The  secretary  and  treas- 
urer of  the  South  Daliota  pharmaceutical  association  shall  each  respec- 
tively be  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  and  they  shalL 
each  give  such  bonds  as  the  association  may  require.  The  secretary  shall 
pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  as  such 
secretary,  and  the  treasurer  shall  disburse  the  same  only  on  order  of  the 
president  of  the  association  countersigned  by  the  secretary.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all  applications  for  registration  sub- 
mitted in  due  form  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  boards 
to  grant  certificates  of  registration  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to 
the  same  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  each  member  of  the  board 
shall  investigate  all  charges  brought  to  his  notice  in  his  district,  and  if  irk 
his  judgment  the  charges  can  be  sustained,  shall  make  complaint  to  the 
proper  prosecuting  officer. 

§  3  Meetings  of  board;  reports;  examination  and  registration  of  appli- 
cants. The  board  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants 
for  registration  and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pei'taia 
to  its  duties,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  South  Daljota  pharmaceutical 
association  may  direct.  Provided,  that  special  meetings  of  the  board  may- 
be held  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers thereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  report  annually  to  the 
governor  and  to  the  South  Dakota  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  this  state,  which  said  report  shall  also  furnish  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  board  for  the  year  and  also  the  namea 
of  all  the  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  this  act.  Said  board  shall 
have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  proper  fulfillment  of 
Its  duties  under  this  act  and  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration  in  which, 
shall  be  entered  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered 
under  this  act,  which  book  shall  also  specify  such  facts  as  such  persork 
shall  claim  to  justify  their  registration.  Two  members  of  said  board  shall; 
constitute  a  quorum. 
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§  4  Qualifications  for  registration.  Any  person  of  good  moi'al  charac- 
ler  and  temperate  habits  who  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before 
the  state  board  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion as  a  licentiate  of  pharmacy;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  invalidate  any  certificate  of  registration  now  in  force  in 
this  state.

§  5  Qualifications;  certificate  of  registration.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy 
shall  be  such  persons,  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  who  have  had  three 
gears'  experience  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  or  who  shall  hold  a  diploma 
from  such  medical  college  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board,  and  have 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy 
herein  mentioned.  The  said  board  rpay  in  their  discretion,  grant  certifi- 
cates of  registration  to  such  persons  as  shall  furnish  with  their  application 
satisfactory  proof  that  they  have  been  registered  by  examination  in  some 
other  state.  Provided,  that  such  other  state  shall  require  a  degree  of  com- 
petency equal  to  that  required  of  applicants  in  this  state  and  said  board 
may  also  in  their  discretion  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  by  them,  issue  to  applicants  for  an  examination  temporary  certifi- 
cates which  shall  be  valid  only  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

§  6  Assistant  pharmacist;  qualifications  of.  Any  person  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  registration  as  assistant  pharmacist  who  is  of  the  age  of  18  years, 
of  good  moral  character,  temperate  habits  and  has  had  two  years  of  expe- 
rience in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  under  a  registered  pharmacist  and  shall 
pass  an  examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  that  shall  show 
competency  or  qualification  equal  to  such  experience  or  who  shall  hold  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  such  assistant  from  the  South  Dakota  board  of 
pharmacy  at  the  time  this  act  talies  effect.  Any  registered  assistant 
pharmacist  shall  have  the  right  to  compound  medicines  or  sell  poisons 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist  and  he  may  take 
charge  of  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
owner  or  manager  thereof.  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued as  giving  such  assistant  authority  to  continuously  perform  any  of 
th.e  duties  herein  mentioned  except  under  the  supervision  and  the  presence 
of  the  manager. 

§  7  Begistration  fee.  Every  person  applying  for  registration  as  a  reg- 
istered pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  shall  pay  with  his 
application  $5,  and  if  upon  examination  certificate  be  not  granted  the  sec- 
retary shall  refund  to  the  applicant  $3. 

§  8  Benewal  of  certificate.  Every  registered  pharmacist  or  registered 
assistant  pharmacist  shall  annually  thereafter  on  such  date  as  the  South 
Dakota  pharmaceutical  association  may  determine  pay  to  the  secretary  an 
annual  registry  fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  association,  which  in  no 
case  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $5,  for  which  he  shall  receive  from  the  board 
of  pharmacj"  a  renewal  of  his  certificate  of  registration.  The  failure  of 
any  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist  to  pay  said 
fee  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  his  certificate* 
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shall  deprive  him  of  the  right  of  such  renewal.  Every  certificate  of  regis- 
tration or  the  renewal  thereof  granted  under  this  act  shall  by  the  person 
to  whom  granted  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  pharmacy  to 
which  it  applies. 

§  9  Salary  of  secretary.  The  secretary  of  the  association  shall  receive 
a  salary  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  association.  He  shall  also  receive  hi» 
traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for 
each  day  actually  engaged  in  its  service  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said  board;  said  expenses 
shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  the  association  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  11  Who  may  conduct  a  pharmacy;  penalty  for  violation.  That  it 
shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person  other  than  a  registered  phar- 
macist to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  or  to 
open  or  to  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  compounding  or 
dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  unless  such  person  shall  be  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  except  as  herein  provided; 
and  any  person  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act  who  shall  keep  a  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing  or  compounding 
medicines  or  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  a  registered  pharma- 
cist shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  for  each  and  every 
offense  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than 
$100  upon  conviction  thereof.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  permit 
the  compounding  or  dispensing  of  prescriptions  or  the  vending  of  drugs  or 
poisons  in  his  store  or  place  of  business  except  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmacist  or  except  by  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist  as 
herein  provided;  or  any  pharmacist  or  assistant  who,  while  continuing  in 
business  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registration,  or  any  per- 
son who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false  representations  to  procure  regis- 
tration for  himself  or  any  other  person,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than 
$100  upon  conviction  thereof.  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
apply  to  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  physician 
or  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  may  seem 
to  him  proper,  and,  provided  further,  that  no  part  of  this  section  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  give  the  right  to  any  physician  to  furnish  any  intoxi- 
cating liquors  to  be  used  as  a  beverage  on  prescription  or  otherwise.  [As 
amended  1897,  ch.  103,  §  1] 

§  13  Penalty  for  neglect  of  duty.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  phar- 
macy or  officer  therein  provided  for,  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  any  of  the 
duties  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  who  shall  aid  or  abet  any  person  in 
the  evasion  or  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  for  each  and 
every  offense,  and  any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act  shaJi 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  fined  not  less  than  $50  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act. 
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§  14  Board  may  revoke  certificate.  Whenever  the  board  of  pharmacy 
45hall  be  satisfied  that  any  person  holding  a  certificate  of  registration  is 
for  any  reason  incompetent  or  disqualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  reg- 
istered pharmacist  as  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  they  shall 
have  power  to  revoke  their  certificate.  Provided,  however,  that  such  cer- 
tificate shall  not  be  canceled  except  after  a  hearing  before  the  said  board 
at  which  a  majority  of  its  members  shall  be  present  and  of  which  meeting 
the  person  holding  the  certificate  to  be  canceled  shall  have  not  less  than  10 
days  notice,  and  then  only  upon  due  proof  by  examination  or  otherwise. 
Provided,  further,  that  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  board  may  be 
taken  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  whose  certifi- 
cate is  canceled  resides  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in 
cases  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  county  commissioners. 

§  15  Penalties  inure  to  whom.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  inure  to  the  South  Dakota  pharmaceutical  association.

§  1  License  on  diploma.  That  any  regular  graduate  over  18  years  of 
age  who  has  received  a  diploma  for  the  pharmacy  course  in  South  Dakota 
agricultural  college  and  who  has  before  or  after  graduation  practised  phar- 
macy for  one  year  under  a  regularly  licensed  druggist  in  South  Dakota 
lu  a  drug  store  where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded,  shall  upon 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  receive 
from  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  of  South  Dakota  a  license  entitling  said 
applicant  to  practise  pharmacy  in  any  county  of  South  Dakota;  and  said 
board  shall  grant  said  license  to  said  applicant  without  unnecessary 
delay. 

§  2  License  on  examination.  Any  person  who  has  made  the  following 
preparations  shall  be  entitled  to  a  druggists'  license  upon  passing  a  satis- 
factory examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy:  one  year's 
work  in  said  pharmacy  course  and  two  years'  work  in  an  accredited  drug 
store.

§  3635  Registration  necessary;  not  to  apply.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  chap- 
ter, to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store 
as  proprietor  thereof,  unless  he  shall  have  in  his  employ  and  place  In 
charge  of  such  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  a  registered 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  who  shall  have  the  super- 
vision and  management  of  that  part  of  the  business  requiring  pharmaceu- 
tical skill  and  knowledge;  or  to  engage  in  the  occupation  of  compounding 
or  dispensing  medicines,  or  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  of  selling  at 
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^retail  for  medical  purposes,  any  drugs,  chemicals,  poisons,  or  pharmaceu- 
tical preparation,  within  this  state,  until  he  has  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to,  or  in 
any  manner  interfere  with,  the  business  of  any  physician,  or  prevent  his 
supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  may  seem  to  him  proper;  or  with 
the  mailing  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines;  or  with  the  selling,  by  any 
store,  of  copperas,  camphor,  borax,  blue  vitriol,  saltpeter,  sulfur,  brim- 
stone, licorice,  sage,  quinine,  juniper  berries,  senna  leaves,  castor  oil,  spir- 
its of  turpentine,  sweet  oil,  glycerine,  Glauber's  salts,  Epsom  salts,  cream 
of  tartar,  bicarbonate  of  sodium,  and  of  such  domestic  remedies  as  pare- 
goric, essence  of  peppermint,  essence  of  cinnamon,  essence  of  ginger,  hive 
syrup,  syrup  of  ipecac,  tincture  of  arnica,  syrup  of  tolu,  syrup  of  squills, 
spirits  of  camphor,  number  six,  sweet  spirits  of  niter,  compound  cathartic 
pills,  and  other  similar  preparations,  when  compounded  by  a  regular  phar- 
macist or  wholesale  druggist,  and  put  up  in  bottles  and  boxes  bearing  the 
label  of  such  pharmacist  or  wholesale  druggist,  with  name  of  the  article 
and  direction  for  its  use  on  each  bottle  or  box,  or  with  the  exclusively 
wholesale  business  of  any  dealer. 

§  3636  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment.  The  executive  committee  of 
the  Tennessee  state  druggists'  association  were  required,  immediately 
upon  the  enactment  of  this  chapter,  to  submit  to  the  governor  the  names 
of  10  persons,  residents  of  this  state,  who  had  bad  at  least  10  years'  experi- 
ence as  pharmacists  and  druggists;  and,  from  the  names  so  submitted  to 
bim,  the  governor  was  required  to  select  and  appoint  five  persons,  to  con- 
stitute a  board,  to  be  styled  the  Tennessee  board  of  pharmacy.  One  mem- 
ber of  said  board  was  required  to  be  appointed  and  to  hold  his  office  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one 
for  five  years,  and  until  their  successors  should  be  appointed  and  qualified. 

§  3637  Permanence  of  board.  At  its  regular  annual  meeting  in  each 
and  every  year,  the  said  Tennessee  state  druggists'  association  shall  select 
and  submit  to  the  governor  the  names  of  five  persons  with  the  qualifica- 
tions hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  the  governor  shall  select  and  appoint 
from  the  names  so  submitted,  or  other  qualified  persons,  one  member  of 
said  board,  who  shall  hold  his  oflice  for  five  years,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  said  board  shall  be  filled,  for  the  unexpired  term,  by  the  governor,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  board.  Any  member 
of  the  board  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  for  good  cause  shown  him. 
Each  member  of  said  board  shall,  within  10  days  after  his  appointment, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  competent  officer,  to 
faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  3638  Meetings.  The  Tennessee  board  of  pharmacy  shall  hold  one 
regular  meeting,  each  year,  at  Nashville,  and  such  additional  meetings, 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  siaid  board, 
at  each  of  which  meetings  it  shall  transact  such  business  as  is  required 
by  law. 
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§  3639  By-laws  and  reports.  Said  board  shall  make  such  rules,  by-laws^ 
and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties, 
and  shall  make  a  report  of  proceedings,  including  an  itemized  account  of 
all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  said  board  pursuant  to  this  chapter, 
and  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  thi» 
chapter,  to  the  secretary  of  state,  on  or  before  the  15th  of  November^^ 
1S93,  and  annually  thereafter,  and  to  the  Tennessee  state  druggists'  asso- 
ciation. 

§  3640  Kegistrations,  fees.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration 
open  at  some  place  in  Nashville,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  in 
three  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  state,  in  which  the 
name  and  place  of  business  of  every  person  duly  qualified  under  this 
chapter  to  conduct  or  engage  in  the  business  mentioned  and  described 
in  §  3635,  shall  be  registered.  Every  person  conducting  or  engaged  in 
such  business  in  this  state  as  proprietor  or  manager  of  the  same,  or  who, 
being  of  the  age  of  21  years,  has  been  employed  or  engaged,  for  five  years 
preceding  the  enactment  of  this  chapter,  as  an  assistant  in  any  retail  drug 
store  in  the  United  States,  in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines on  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence,  in  writing  and  under  oath,  of  such  facts,  within  three  months 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  shall  be  registered  as  a  pharmacist 
without  examination.  Every  person  who  has  attained  the  age  of  18  years, 
and  who  has  been  continuously  engaged  in  any  drug  store  in  the  United 
States  for  three  years  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  chapter,  who  shall 
present  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  same  within  three  months  after  the 
publication  of  said  notice,  shall  be  registered  as  an  assistant  pharmacist 
without  examination.  Every  person  who  shall  desire  hereafter  to  conduct 
or  engage  in  such  business  in  this  state,  shall  appear  before  said  board  and 
be  registered  within  10  days  after  receiving  a  certificate  of  competency 
and  qualification  of  said  board.  The  said  board  shall  demand  and  re- 
ceive from  each  person  registered  as  a  pharmacist  a  fee  of  not  exceeeding 
$2,  and  for  a  certificate  as  assistant  pharmacist,  a  fee  of  not  exceeding  $1, 
to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  expenses  arising  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

§  3641  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant 
pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession,  shall 
annually,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such  practice,  on  such  date 
as  said  board  may  determine,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  a  regis- 
tration fee,  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  but  which  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed. 
If  a  pharmacist,  $1;  If  assistant  pharmacist,  50  cents,  for  which  he  shall 
receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration. 

§  3642  Certificate  displayed.  Every  certificate  of  registration  granted 
under  this  chapter  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  In  the  drug  or  chemical 
store  to  which  it  applies,  or  in  which  the  assistant  is  engaged. 

§  3643  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  secretary  of  said 
board  shall  receive  a  salary,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board;   he  shall 
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also  receive  his  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties.  The  other  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  the  service  thereof,  and  all 
legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of 
said  board.  Said  salary,  per  diem,  and  expenses  shall  be  paid,  after  an 
itemized  statement  of  the  same  has  been  rendered  and  approved  by  the 
board,  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by  said  board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter. 

§  3644  Surplus  held  under  bond.  All  moneys  received  in  excess  of  said 
per  diem  allowance  and  other  expenses  above  provided  for,  shall  be  held 
by  the  secretary  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  said  board, 
he  giving  such  bond  as  said  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

§  3645  Bemoval.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  registered  pharmacist  or 
assistant  pharmacist,  upon  changing  his  place  of  business  from  one  town 
to  another,  or  upon  leaving  the  state,  forthwith  to  notify  by  letter  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  such  change  in  location.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  every  registered  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist 
to  notify  by  letter  said  secretary,  on  or  before  the  30th  day  in  June  in  each 
year,  whether  he  or  she  will  continue  the  practice  of  pharmacy  at  regis- 
tered place  of  business. 

§  3646  Failure  to  renew.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  notify  by

§  3647  Examination;  certificate;  fee.  The  Tennessee  board  of  phar- 
macy shall  examine  every  person  who  shall  desire  to  carry  on  or  engage 
in  the  business  of  a  retail  apothecary,  or  of  retailing  any  drugs,  medi- 
cines, chemicals,  poisons,  or  pharmaceutical  preparations,  or  of  compound- 
ing or  dispensing  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  as  proprietor  or  man- 
ager, touching  his  competency  and  qualification  for  that  purpose,  and  upon 
a  majority  of  the  board  being  satisfied  of  such  qualification,  and  upon  the 
payment  by  the  applicant  of  an  examination  fee  of  $5,  they  shall  furnish 
such  person  a  certificate  of  his  competency  and  qualification  as  a  phar- 
macist, which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  person  therein  named  to  carry 
on  the  business  aforesaid,  as  proprietor  or  manager  thereof,  upon  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  §  3640-42,  and  such  board  shall  also 
examine  each  person  who  desires  to  engage  in  such  business  as  asssistant 
pharmacist  touching  his  competency  and  qualification,  and  upon  such  per- 
son passing  a  satisfactory  examination,  and  upon  the  payment  by  the 
applicant  of  an  examination  fee  of  $8,  they  shall  furnish  him  a  certificate 
setting  forth  that  he  is  a  qualified  assistant  in  pharmacy,  which  certificate 
shall  enable  the  person  therein  named  to  engage  in  said  business  as  an 
assistant  pharmacist,  upon  his  complying  with  §  3640-42. 
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§  3648  Pharmacists  now  practising.  The  provisions  of  §  3647  shall  not 
apply  to  any  person  who  was  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary 
business  as  proprietor  or  manager  of  the  same  at  the  time  of  the  enact- 
ment of  this  chapter  (Mar.  27,  1893),  or  who,  being  of  the  age  of  18 
years,  has  been  continuously  employed  or  engaged,  for  three  years  im- 
mediately preceding  said  date,  as  an  assistant  in  any  retail  drug  store  in 
the  United  States  in  the  compounding  or  dispensing  of  medicines  on  the 
prescriptions  of  physicians,  who  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
§  3640-42.  The  provisions  of  §  4  [3647]  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
having  practised  pharmacy  or  dispensed  drugs  for  a  period  of  five  years 
in  this  state  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act.     [As  amended  1899,  ch.  285] 

§  3649  Proprietor  responsible.  No  person  not  a  qualified  assistant  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  retail  drug  or  chemical  store 
to  compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  a  physician  except  as  an  aid 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist  or  his  qualified  assistant. 

§  3650  Qualified  assistant  defined.  A  qualified  assistant,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  a  clerk  or  assistant  in  a  retail  drug  or 
chemical  store  who  shall  furnish  to  the  Tennessee  board  of  pharmacy 
such  evidence  of  his  employment  as  is  required  in  §  3640-^2,  or  a  person 
holding  a  certificate  of  said  board  as  an  assistant  pharmacist  as  provided 
by  §  3647,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  assistant  pharmacist  or  qualified 
assistant  to  supervise  or  manage  any  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical 
store,  or  to  engage  in  the  occupation  of  compounding  or  dispensing  medi- 
cines on  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  of  selling  at  retail,  for  medical 
purposes,  any  drugs,  chemicals,  poisons,  or  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
except  when  engaged  or  employed  in  a  pharmacy,  retail  drug  or  chemical 
store  which  is  in  charge  of,  and  under  the  supervision  and  management  of, 
a  regular  pharmacist. 

§  3651  Penalties  for  violation;  disposal  of  fines.  Any  person  owning  a 
pharmacy,  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  who,  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  §  3635,  causes  or  permits  the  same  to  be  conducted  by  a  person 
not  a  registered  pharmacist,  shall,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  $20 
nor  more  than  $100,  and  each  week  that  he  shall  cause  or  permit  such 
pharmacy,  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  to  be  so  conducted  or  managed, 
shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense,  and  render  him  subject 
to  a  separate  prosecution  and  punishment  therefor.  A  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  §  3640-42,  3645  and  3646,  relating  to  registration,  or 
failing  to  conspicuously  expose  such  certificate  of  registration,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  cofiviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $50  for  each  and  every  offense;  and  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  §  3650,  such  assistant  pharmacist 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $50  for  each  and  every  offense. 
All  fines  assessed  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy, 
to  meet  the  necessary  and  legitimate  expenses  of  the  Tennessee  board  of

pharmacy.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  in  any  way 
affect  the  rights  of  any  person  to  bring  a  civil  action  against  any  person 
referred  to  in  this  chapter,  or  for  any  act  or  acts  for  which  a  civil  action 
may  be  brought.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tennessee  board  of  pharmacy, 
upon  application  being  made  to  said  board,  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  any 
person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.

§  11  Permit  in  small  towns;  fees.  That  the  Tennessee  board  of  phar- 
macy may,  in  their  discretion,  issue  a  permit  to  persons,  firms  or  corpora- 
tions engaged  in  the  business  of  retailing  drugs,  chemicals,  or  medicinal 
preparations  upon  the  prescription  of  physicians  in  small  towns  or  rural  dis- 
tricts in  this  state  having  a  population  of  500  inhabitants  or  under,  com- 
puted by  the  last  federal  census,  in  which  the  conditions,  in  the  judgment 
of  said  board  do  not  justify  the  employment  of  a  registered  pharmacist, 
which  said  permit  shall  authorize  the  person  named  therein  to  carry  on 
such  business  in  said  small  town  or  rural  district  named  in  said  permit, 
but  not  elsewhere,  under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  said  board 
may  adopt.  Any  person  applying  for  said  permit  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $1 
to  said  board  and  a  renewal  fee  of  $1  each  year  he  shall  continue  to  carry 
on  such  business  under  said  permit,  said  renewal  fee  to  be  paid  on  such 
date  as  said  board  may  fix. 

§  12  Not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  putting  up 
tlieir  own  prescriptions.

§  455  JB-egistration  necessary.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son, unless  a  qualified  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  law,  to  open 
or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  compounding  medicines,  or  for  any 
one  not  a  qualified  pharmacist  to  prepare  physicians'  prescriptions  or  com- 
pound medicines,  except  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  qualified  phar- 
macist as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  456  Qualifications  for  registration.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  quali- 
fied, shall  be  21  years  old,  and  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  Texas,  or  shall  be  a  graduate  in 
pharmacy  or  an  assistant  in  pharmacy. 

§  457  Graduates  defined.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  such  as 
have  obtained  a  diploma  from  a  regular  incorporated  college  of  pharmacy, 
and  that  requires  not  less  than  two  years'  experience  in  stores  where  pre- 
scriptions of  medical  practitioners  have  been  compounded,  before  said 
diploma  is  issued. 

§  458  Assistants  defined.  Assistants  in  pharmacy  must  be  21  j-ears  old 
and  have  had  two  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  med- 
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leal  practitioners  have  been  prepared,  and  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  Texas. 

§  459  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  presiding  judge 
of  the  district  court  of  the  several  judicial  districts  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, severally  appoint  a  board  of  pharmaceutical  examiners  for  their 
respective  districts,  who  shall  hold  their  office  two  years,  which  appoint- 
ment shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  judge  mailing  the  same  and 
delivered  to  the  person  appointed.  Said  board  of  pharmaceutical  exam- 
iners shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  three  qualified  pharmacists,  who 
are  residents  of  the  districts  of  which  they  are  appointed.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  said  board  another  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  all 
the  necessary  regulations  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  their  duties  under 
this  act. 

§  460  Meetings;  organization;  duties.  The  board  shall  meet  within  90 
•  days  after  the  passage  of  this  law,  and  once  a  year  thereafter,  in  as  central 
portions  of  the  district  as  practicable,  and  shall  give  one  month's  notice, 
through  the  public  press  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting.  The 
board  shall  organize  for  business  by  electing  a  registrar  of  pharmacy. 
The  duties  of  said  board  shall  be  to  examine  all  applicants  for  registration, 
to  direct  the  registration  by  the  registrar  of  all  persons  properly  qualified 
or  entitled  thereto. 

§  461  Duties  of  registrar.  The  duties  of  the  registrar  of  pharmacy 
shall  be  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  board  of  pharmacy,  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  every  person 
who  shall  apply  for  registration,  and  a  statement,  signed  by  the  person 
making  the  application,  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  may  claim  to  justify  his 
or  her  application.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  to  duly  note 
the  fact  against  the  name  of  any  qualified  pharmacist  who  may  have  died 
or  removed  from  the  state,  or  disposed  of  or  relinquished  his  business. 

§  462  Certificate  on  examination.  Any  person  in  order  to  become  a 
qualified  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  law,  shall  apply  and 
appear  for  examination  and  registration,  and  shall  pay  to  the  board  of 
pharmacy  $5;  and  on  passing  the  examination  required  shall  be  furnished 
free  of  cost  a  certificate  of  registration  signed  by  the  said  board.  Should 
said  person  fail  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  he  may  at  any  other 
meeting  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  within  12  months,  be  permitted  to  be 
examined  without  cost. 

§  463  Certificate  on  diploma.  Graduates,  as  specified  in  §  457,  shall 
apply  for  registration,  and  if  they  produce  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
board  of  pharmacy  that  they  have  a  right  to  be  registered,  shall,  upon 
paying  the  said  board  $3,  be  furnished  a  certificate  of  registration  without 
examination. 

§  464  Pharmacists  and  assistants  now  practising;  proviso.  Proprietors 
who  are  actively  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions 
and  compounding  and  vending  medicine  in  the  state  of  Texas  at  the  pass- 
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age  of  this  law,  shall  be  exempt  from  examination;  also  assistants  who 
are  likewise  engaged  and  have  been  so  engaged  for  three  years,  and  are  21 
years  old;  provided,  he,  she  or  they  will  register  as  specified  in  this  law  at 
first  meeting  of  the  board  of  pharmacy,  and  upon  paying  the  board  $3 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  of  registration;  provided,  that  the 
provisions  of  this  bill  shall  not  prevent  any  person  from  engaging  in  the 
business  herein  described  as  proprietors  or  owners  thereof;  provided, 
such  proprietor  or  owner  shall  have  employed  in  his  business  some  quali- 
fied pharmacist  to  fill  prescriptions  and  compound  drugs. 

§  465  Display  of  certificate.  All  persons  receiving  a  certificate  of 
registration  shall  place  it  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  their  place  of  busi- 
ness. In  failing  to  do  this,  the  board  of  pharmacy  shall  cancel  their  regis- 
tration and  deprive  them  of  their  certificate. 

§  466  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  not  a  qualified  pharmacist,  but 
who  continues  to  compound  prescriptions  or  retail  medicines,  without  com- 
plying with  this  law,  shall,  upon  the  first  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $100,  and  upon  the  second  and 
every  subsequent  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
[$]  100  nor  more  than  $200. 

§  467  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  procure  or  attempt 
to  procure  registration  for  himself  or  for  another,  under  this  law,  by  mail- 
ing or  causing  to  be  made  any  false  representation,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than 
$100,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  fraudulently  registered  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  register. 

§  468  Temporary  certificate.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  pharmacy

§  1711  Pharmacist  must  be  registered.  It  sball  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  to  compound  or  dispense  drugs, 
medicines,  or  poisons,  or  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  for  compound- 
ing or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons,  unless  such  person  shall  be, 
or  shall  employ  and  place  in  charge  of  his  pharmacy  or  store,  a  registered 
pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  title,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

§  1712  Registered  pharmacists.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  who  have  ob- 
tained diplomas  from  such  colleges  or  schools  of  pharmacy  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  and  who,  previous  to  obtaining 
said  diplomas,  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store 
where  physicians'  prescriptions  are  compounded  and  dispensed,  may,  on 
payment  of  a  fee  hereinafter  provided,  be  made  registered  pharmacists. 

§  1713  Licentiates  in  pharmacy.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  shall  be 
such  persons  as  have  had  four  years'  practical  experience  in  drug  stores 
wherein  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded,  and  are 
not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  and  have  sustained  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy.  Candidates  possessing  such 
qualifications  shall  be  granted  a  certificate  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  here- 
inafter named. 

§  1714  Assistant's  certificate.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
pharmacy  to  grant  an  assistant's  certificate  to  such  persons  as  have  had 
two  years'  practical  experience  in  drug  stores  where  prescriptions  of  med- 
ical practitioners  are  compounded,  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination before  said  board  of  pharmacy.  The  holder  of  said  certificate  shall 
have  the  right  to  act  as  clerk  or  salesman  during  the  temporary  absence  of 
the  owner  or  manager  thereof. 

§  1715  Board  may  refuse  registration.  The  board  shall  have  the  right 
to  refuse  registration  to  applicants  whose  examination  or  credentials  do 
not  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  competency.

§  4652  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.     There  shall  be  a  state, 
board  of  pharmacy.

vember, 1894;  one  to  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one 
for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for  five  years.

Each  applicant  for  a  license,  undei 
the  third  preceding  section,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  a  fee 
of  $1,  and  any  person  applying  for  a  license  or  certificate  under  the  fourth 
preceding  section,  shall  pay  to  said  treasurer  the  sum  of  $5.  And  each 
pharmacist  licensed  by  said  board  shall  during  the  month  of  January 
1897,  and  biennially  thereafter,  apply  for  a  renewal  of  said  license  and 
pay  therefor  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  the  sum  of  $2.  Any  phar- 
macist failing  to  apply  for  said  renewal  and  to  pay  such  renewal  fee  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  following  April,  shall  have  his  license  revoked 
by  the  board  and  shall  cease  to  have  authority  to  carry  on  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  until  he  shall  have  successfully  passed  the  regular  examination 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  pharmacy  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  the  regular 
examination  fee.     [As  amended  1896,  ch.  101,  §  2] 

§  4661  Display  of  license.  Every  person  to  whom  a  license  is  granted 
by  the  said  board  of  pharmacy  shall  display  the  same  in  a  conspicuous 
part  of  the  pharmacj^  in  which  he  does  business. 

§  4662  License  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of 
April  in  .the  year  1895,  for  any  person  to  practise  as  a  pharmacist,  unless 
he  shall  have  been  granted  a  license  by  said  board. 

§  4663  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  the  business  of  a  practitioner  of  medicine,  nor  to  prevent  prac- 
titioners of  medicine  from  supplying  their  patients  with  such  medicine 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  Nor  to  those  who  sell  medicines  or  poisons  at 
wholesale  onlj';  nor  to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines,  and  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
sale  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons  by  dealers  in  genei'al  merchandise. 
Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  the  employ- 
ment in  any  pharmacy  of  apprentices  or  assistants  for  the  purpose  of 
being  instructed  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  but  such  apprentices  or 
assistants  shall  not  be  permitted  to  prepare  or  dispense  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, nor  to  sell  or  furnish  poisons,  except  in  the  presence  of  and 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  licensed  pharmacist.  The  provisions 
of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  insecticides  nor  any  sub- 
stances for  use  in  the  arts. 

§4664  Penalty  for  violation;  prosecutions.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25, 
nor  more  than  $50,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months.  And  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state's  attorney  in  the  county  where  the  offense 
occurs  to  prosecute  the  offender,  when  complaint  is  made  by  any  member 
of  the  board  of  pharmacy.     All  fines  received  under  this  act  shall  be 
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paid,  one  half  to  the  state  school  fund,  and  one  half  to  the  fund  of  the 
state  board  of  pharmacy,  to  be  used  in  the  same  manner  as  other  moneys 
belonging  to  said  funds.     [As  amended  1896,  ch.  101,  §  3] 

§  4665  Disposal  of  fees.  All  sums  of  money  collected  for  licenses  as 
provided  by  this  chapter  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer  immediately 
on  receipt  of  same  by  the  treasurer  of  the  board. 

§  4666  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  state  auditor  shall 
audit  the  accounts  of  members  of  the  board,  and  shall  allow  them  $3  a 
day  for  time  spent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred,  provided  the  amount  received  for  licenses  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  but  if  the  state 
auditor  shall,  at  any  time,  find  upon  investigation  that  said  sums  are  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  per  diem  and  expenses  as  herein  provided,  then  he 
shall  allow  the  expenses  in  full  and  such  percentage  upon  the  per  diem 
that  the  expense  to  the  state  shall  not  exceed  the  receipts  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter.

§  1756  Board  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term;  organization.  The 
board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  Virginia  shall  be  continued.  It  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  each  for  the 
term  of  five  years.  Their  term  of  office  shall  continue  to  be  arranged  so 
that  the  term  of  one  of  them  shall  expire  each  year.  The  Virginia  phar- 
maceutical association  shall  annually  recommend  five  registered  pharma- 
cists, citizens  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  who  shall  have  had  not  less  than  10 
3'ears'  practical  experience  in  pharmacy,  from  whom  the  governor  shall 
select  and  appoint  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  annually  occurring  in  the 
boai'd.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  said  Virginia  pharmaceutical 
association  to  make  such  recommendation,  the  governor  shall  make  the 
said  annual  appointment  in  accordance  with  the  other  provisions  contained 
in  this  section.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  board  from  the  state,  the  governor  shall,  from  the  names  sub- 
mitted to  him  within  one  year  last  past,  if  such  recommendation  was 
Euade,  appoint  a  pharmacist,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  restric- 
tions herein,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Every  person  appointed  a  member  of  the  board  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  oath  of  office  in  the  county  or  corporation 
in  which  he  resides,  or  in  which  the  meeting  of  the  board  next  after  his 
term  of  office  begins  shall  be  held,  before  some  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
minister an  oath,  and  file  the  certificate  of  the  said  oath  with  the  secretary 
of  the  board.  There  shall  be  a  president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer 
of  the  board,  who  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  from  its  own  mem- 
bers,   and    the    offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  held  by  the 
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same  person.  The  president  and  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  hold  office 
for  the  period  of  one  year  from  their  election  and  qualification,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  shall  hold  an  an- 
nual meeting  on  the  third  Monday  of  March  of  each  year,  at  the  city  of 
Richmond.,  Virginia,  and  such  other  meetings,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
business  of  the  board  may  require,  which  said  additional  meetings  shall 
be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  of  which 
additional  meetings  due  notice  shall  be  published  for  10  days  prior  thereto 
in  four  newspapers  published  in  the  state.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond 
in  such  penalty  as  the  board  may  prescribe  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  with  security  satisfactory  to  the  board,  and  a  rea- 
sonable charge  for  each  security  may  be  paid  by  the  board.  The  secretary 
shall  give  to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  10  days'  notice,  in  writing, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

§  1757  Power;  duties;  compensation  and  expenses;  annual  report. 
The  board  shall  have  authority  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the 
legal  practice  of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud, 
adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  report  all  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  to  the  commonwealth's  attorney  of  the  county 
or  corporation  in  which  they  occur,  who  shall  investigate  and  prosecute 
the  same  when  brought  to  his  attention.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  examination  in  the  proper  form, 
and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their  right  to  registration,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  The  secretary  shall  keep 
a  book  of  registration  at  his  office,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  names 
and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered  by  the  board  as  pharma- 
cists or  assistant  pharmacists,  and  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  public  on  demand.  The  secretary  shall  give  receipts 
for  all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  forthwith  turned 
over  by  him  to  the  treasurer,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  defi'aying  the  expenses  or  disbursements  of  the  board,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  and  any  surplus  in  excess  of  $100 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  on  the  last  day  of  February  of  each  year 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  Virginia  pharmaceutical 
association,  to  be  disposed  of  by  it  as  it  may  see  fit,  so  long  as  said 
association  shall  exist.  All  expenditures  by  the  board  shall  be  by  means 
of  checks  drawn  by  the  treasurer  upon  warrants  approved  by  the  presi- 
dent. The  salaries  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
board  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  every  day  he  is  actually  engaged 
in  the  service  of  the  board,  and  such  actual  and  legitimate  expenses  as 
may  be  incurred  in  going  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting  and  remaining 
thereat  during  the  sessions  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  find  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
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and  spirit  of  the  same,  and  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state. 
The  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor  of  its  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  year,  and  of  its  proceedings  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  1758  Certificate  on  examination.  Every  person  who  desires  a  cer- 
tificate of  registration  as  a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  and 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  produce  evidence  satisfactory  to  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board  of  his  having  had  not  less  than  four  years'  practical 
experience  in  a  drug  or  chemical  store  or  pharmacy  where  physicians* 
prescriptions  are  compounded,  and  that  he  is  not  less  than  21  years  of  age, 
and  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  a  fee  of  $5,  and  thereupon  the  board  of 
pharmacy  shall  examine  such  applicant  touching  his  competency  and 
qualification  as  a  pharmacist,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  board  be  satisfied 
of  such  competency  and  qualification,  the  said  board  shall  register  the 
name  and  address  of  such  applicant  in  the  book  of  registration  provided 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  give  him  a  certificate  as  a  registered  pharmacist. 
The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  equally  to  every  appli- 
cant for  registration  as  assistant  pharmacist,  except  that  he  shall  be  re- 
quired to  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  only  two  years'  practical  ex- 
perience, and  that  he  is  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  whereupon,  if  he 
passes  a  satisfactory  examination  as  assistant  pharmacist  the  said  board 
of  pharmacy  shall  register  the  name  and  address  of  such  applicant  in  said 
book  of  registration  and  shall  give  him  a  certificate  as  a  registered  assist- 
ant pharmacist.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  any  such  applicant  to  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  as  pharmacist  or  as  assistant  pharmacist,  he 
shall,  if  he  so  desire  and  demand,  be  granted  a  second  examination  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  without  the  paynjent  of  any  further 
fee  therefor;  but  every  person  registered  as  assistant  pharmacist  shall, 
before  subsequently  receiving  a  certificate  as  full  registered  pharmacist,  or 
entering  upon  his  duties  as  such,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  subject 
himself  to  another  examination  by  the  said  board  of  pharmacy,  which 
examination  shall  be  the  same  as  if  no  certificate  as  registered  assistant 
pharmacist  had  been  granted  him,  and  no  additional  fee  shall  be  charged 
such  registered  assistant  pharmacist  for  such  examination  as  registered 
pharmacist. 

§  1759  Registration  necessary;  not  to  apply.  It  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  not  a  registered  pharmacist  to  open  or  control  as  pro- 
prietor or  manager  any  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  or  pharmaceutical 
department  thereof,  in  this  ^tate,  unless  he  shall  have  in  his  employ  and 
place  in  charge  of  such  store  or  pharmacy,  or  in  the  pharmaceutical  de- 
partment thereof,  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this 
chapter,  who  shall  have  the  supervision  and  the  management  of  that  part 
of  the  business  requiring  pharmaceutical  skill  and  knowledge.  And  It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  the  business  or  occupa^ 
tion  of  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  on  prescriptions  of  physi- 
cians or  otherwise,  or  of  selling  at  retail  any  drugs,  chemicals,  poisons  or 
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pharmaceutical  preparations,  Avithin  tliis  state,  without  first  obtaining 
a  certificate  of  registry,  as  provided  in  this  chapter:  provided,  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  apply  to  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  regular 
practice  of  any  physician  or  veterinary  surgeon,  or  prevent  from  supply- 
ing to  his  patients  such  articles  as  he  may  deem  proper,  unless  such 
physician  or  veterinary  surgeon  lieep  open  his  shop  for  the  dispensing  of 
such  articles,  or  with  the  malting  or  vending  of  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  by  any  retail  dealer  in  the  original  pacliages,  or  with  the  manu- 
facture or  the  exclusive  wholesale  business  of  any  dealer;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  rural  districts  and  in  towns  having  a  population  of  1500  or 
less,  so  long  as  there  is  no  registered  pharmacist  in  said  town,  any  physi- 
cian recognized  by  the  medical  society  of  Virginia,  may  act  as  a  pharma- 
cist without  examination,  but  subject  to  such  i-egistration  and  removal  as 
is  provided  for  in  this  act.     [As  amended  1897-98,  ch.  647] 

§  1760  Registered  assistant  pharm.acist.  A  registered  assistant  phar- 
macist, within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  a  clerli  or  assistant 
in  a  retail  drug  or  chemical  store  or  pharmaceutical  department,  who  shall 
have  obtained  a  certificate  as  such  registered  assistant  pharmacist  from 
the  board  of  pharmacy  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  such  registered  assistant  pharmacist  to  supervise,  man- 
age or  take  charge  of  any  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store  or 
pharmaceutical  department,  except  that  during  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  i-egistered  pharmacist,  who  is  proprietor  or  manager  thereof,  he 
may  act  in  the  place  of  the  said  registered  pharmacist:  provided  that 
said  temporary  absence  shall  not  in  any  one  case  exceed  six  consecutive 
days,  and  that  the  total  temporary  absence  of  such  proprietor  or  manager 
shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the  period  of  30  days  in  any  year;  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  registered  assistant  pharmacist  to  engage 
in  the  occupation  of  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  on  prescrip- 
tions of  physicians  or  otherwise,  or  of  selling  at  retail  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses any  drugs,  chemicals,  poisons  or  pharmaceutical  preparations,  except 
when  engaged  or  employed  in  a  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store 
or  pharmaceutical  department  which  is  in  charge  of  and  is  under  the 
supervision  and  actual  management  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  No 
person  not  registered  as  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  any  retail  drug  or  chem- 
ical store  or  pharmaceutical  department  to  compound  or  dispense  the  pre- 
scriptions of  physicians,  except  as  an  aid  under  the  supervision  of  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  who  shall  be  present 
in  the  said  pharmacy  or  pharmaceutical  department  at  the  time. 

§  1761  Temporary  permit.  Any  person  registered  as  a  pharmacist  by 
any  reputable  board  of  pharmacy,  or  a  graduate  of  any  reputable  coUegQ 
of  pharmacy,  who  shall,  during  any  interval  between  the  meetings  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy  of  this  state,  desire  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  reg- 
istered pharmacist  in  this  state,  shall  apply  to  the  secretary  of  the  said 
board  for  a  permit  so  to  do,  and  the  secretary,  on  the  presentation  of  sat- 
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isfactory  evidence  that  the  said  applicant  is  a  licentiate  of  some  reputable 
board  of  pharmacy,  or  registered  as  pharmacist  by  such  board,  or  a 
graduate  of  some  reputable  college  of  pharmacy,  shall  issue  to  him  a 
permit  to  perform  said  duties  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  said  board,  at 
which  time  he  shall  present  himself  before  said  board  for  examination, 
and  on  his  failure  so  to  do  he  shall  thereafter,  until  such  time  as  he  shall 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  said  board,  only  be  granted  tem- 
porary permits  to  perform  said  duties  in  this  state;  the  total  period  of 
said  temporary  permits  to  any  one  person  between  any  two  meetings  of 
the  said  board  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  30  days  in  the  aggregate. 
The  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  a  fee  of  $1  for  each  permit  issued. 

§  1762  Annual  registration;  display  of  certificate.  Every  registered 
pharmacist  and  registered  assistant  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue 
the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March,  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  pharmacy  a  registration  fee 
of  $1,  for  which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registra- 
tion, and  every  certificate  of  registration,  and  every  last  renewal  thereof, 
shall,  at  all  times,  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  prescription  depart- 
ment of  the  drug  or  chemical  store  to  which  it  applies,  or  in  which  the 
said  person  is  employed  or  engaged. 

§  1765  Domestic  and  proprietary  medicines.  None  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  except  those  contained  in  §  1763  and  1764  shall  prevent  the 
sale  by  merchants  of  quinine,  Epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  pepper- 
mint and  other  flavoring  preparations,  calomel,  camphor,  iodid,  bromid 
and  chlorate  of  potassa,  opium,  paregoric  and  sweet  oil,  and  such  other 
domestic  and  proprietary  medicines  as  are  usually  kept  by  retail  dealers; 
but  the  sale  of  laudanum,  morphine  and  proprietary  medicines  must  be 
in  original  packages  as  obtained  from  druggists. 

§  1766  Violations;  penalties.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
§  1759  of  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than 
$100,  and  each  day  that  the  said  provisions,  or  any  of  them,  are  violated 
shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense.  Any  registered  assistant 
pharmacist  who,  in  violation  of  §  1760  of  this  chapter,  shall  manage,  con- 
trol or  have  charge  of  any  pharmacy  or  retail  drug  or  chemical  store  or 
pharmaceutical  department  longer  than  six  consecutive  days  at  any 
one  time,  or  longer  than  80  days  in  any  one  year  in  the  aggregate,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than  $100,  and  each  day  that  he  remains  in 
management  or  charge  of  such  pharmacy  or  drug  or  chemical  store  or 
pharmaceutical  department  in  excess  of  the  periods  authorized  by  said 
section  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense;  and  any  registered  pharmacist 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  §  1760  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
[$]  10  nor  more  than  $100,  and  each  day's  violation  of  the  said  provisions 
shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.     Any  person  owning  or  managing  a 
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pharmacy,  retail  drug  or  chemical  store  or  pharmaceutical  department 
who  shall,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  §  1760,  allow  any  person  not 
registered  as  pharmacist  or  assistant  pharmacist  to  compound  or  dispenss 
the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  except  as  an  aid  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  who  shall  bo 
present  in  the  said  pharmacy  or  pharmaceutical  department  at  the  time, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  and  every 
offense.  Any  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist 
who,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  §  1762  of  this  chapter,  fails  to 
renew  his  certificate  of  registration  and  to  expose  the  said  certificate  and 
last  annual  renewal  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  10  nor  more  than  $25,  and  each 
day  he  continues  to  carry  on  or  be  engaged  in  such  business  without 
such  renewal  and  such  exposure  of  said  certificate  and  renewal  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  .  .  In  all  prosecutions  uudor  thir  chapter 
the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  Virginia  shall  constitute  the  in- 
former, and  one  half  the  fines  imposed  by  this  section  shall  go  to  the 
said  board  of  pharmacy,  and  the  other  half  to  the  commonwealth.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  compound  or  dispense  drugs  medicines  or  poisons,  or  to  insti- 
tute any  pharmacy,  store  or  shop  for  wholesaling  or  retailing,  compound- 
ing or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  unless  such  person  shall 
be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  shall  place  in  charge  of  said  pharmacy, 
store  or  shop  a  registered  pharmacist  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Qualifications  for  registration.  In  order  to  be  a  registered  phar- 
macist, all  persons  must  be  either  graduated  in  pharmacy,  licentiates  in 
pharmacy,  assistant  pharmacists  or  licensed  physicians. 

§  3  Graduates  defi.ned.  Graduates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  such  persona 
as  have  obtained  a  diploma  from  such  college  or  school  of  phar- 
macy as  be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  as  suflicient  guar- 
anty of  their  attainments  and  proficiency. 

§  4  Licentiates.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  shall  be  such  persons  as  shall 
have  had  three  years  practical  experience  in  drug  stores  wherein  the  pre- 
scriptions of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded  and  have  sustained 
a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  herein- 
after mentioned.  The  state  board  may  grant  certificates  of  registration 
to  licentiates  of  such  other  state  boards  as  It  may  deem  proper  without 
examination. 
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§  5  Assistant  pharmacist.  Assistant  pharmacists  shall  be  such  per- 
sons not  less  than  18  years  of  age  as  have  had  two  years'  practical  expe- 
rience under  a  registered  pharmacist,  the  time  of  attendance  at  any 
reputable  school  of  pharmacy  to  be  accredited  to  such  time,  and  who  shall 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  state  board  of  phar- 
macy. Persons  who  have  passed  a  similar  examination  before  any  other 
state  board  of  pharmacy,  upon  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  thereof,  may 
receive  a  certificate  of  registration  as  assistant  pharmacist  without  fur- 
ther examination,  at  the  discretion  of  the  state  board.  The  holder  of  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  assistant  pharmacist  shall  be  deemed  compe- 
tent to  act  as  clerk  or  salesman  in  a  drug  store  or  pharmacy  under  the 
supervision  of  the  registered  pharmacist  in  charge  thereof,  and  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  said  registered  pharmacist. 

§  6  Registration  of  apprentices.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registered 
pharmacists  who  take  into  their  employ  an  apprentice  for  the  purpose  of 
becoming  a  pharmacist  to  report  to  the  board  within  three  months  there- 
after, such  facts  regarding  his  schooling  and  preliminary  qualifications  as 
the  board  may  require  for  the  purpose  of  registration.  The  board  shall 
furnish  proper  blanks  for  this  purpose  and  may  issue  to  such  apprentice 
a  certificate  of  registration  as  a  registered  apprentice,  and  the  date  of 
the  certificate  shall  be  proof  of  the  time  when  practical  experience  began 
with  the  apprentice  named  therein.  The  fee  for  such  registration  shall  be 
50  cents. 

§  7  Board  of  pharmacy;  term;  appointment.  The  members  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state  of  Washington  shall  hold  ofl^ce  as  respect- 
ively designated  in  their  appointments,  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  and  until  their  successors  may  have  been  duly  elected 
and  appointed.  The  Washington  state  pharmaceutical  association  shall 
annually  elect  five  pharmacists,  from  which  number  the  governor  of  the 
state  shall  appoint  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  board. 
The  term  of  office  shall  be  five  years.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from 
any  cause,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  a  pharmacist 
from  the  names  last  submitted,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term :  provided  that  the  board  of  pharmacy  of  the  state 
of  Washington  heretofore  duly  elected  and  appointed  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  that  certain  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy,  the  licensing  of  persons  to  carry  on  such  practice,  and 
the  sale  of  poisons  in  the  state  of  Washington,"  being  chapter  153  of  the 
session  laws  of  1891,  approved  March  9,  1891,  shall  continue  as  such  board, 
the  members  thereof  holding  their  respective  offices  under  this  act  by 
virtue  of  their  election  and  appointment  made  heretofore,  and  their  suc- 
cessors to  be  elected  and  appointed  in  the  manner  set  forth  herein. 

§  8  Organization  of  board;  duties.  The  state  board  shall  annually 
elect  a  president  and  a  secretary  from  the  number  of  its  own  members, 
who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  shall  perform  the  duties 
prescribed  by  the  board.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine  all 
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applicants  for  registration  submitting  application  in  the  proper  form;  to 
grant  certificates  of  registration  to  such  person  as  may  be  entitled  to  the 
same  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  to  cause  prosecutions  of  all  per- 
sons violating  its  provisions;  to  report  annually  to  the  governor  and  to  the 
Washington  state  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the  condition  of  phar- 
macy in  the  state,  which  said  report  shall  furnish  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  board  for  the  year,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons 
registered  under  this  act;  and  also  an  itemized  account  of  all  moneys 
received  and  disbursed  by  them  as  such  board,  which  account  shall  be 
audited  by  the  Washington  state  pharmaceutical  association  annually. 
The  board  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  reg- 
istration and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to  its 
duties  at  least  once  in  six  months:  provided,  that  the  president  of  the 
board  of  pharmacy  may  call  special  meetings  of  said  board  not  more  than 
twice  in  any  one  year  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  such  business  as  may 
properly  come  before  it,  and  said  board  shall  give  30  days'  public  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  all  its  meetings.  The  said  board  shall  also  have 
power  to  make  by-laws  for  the  proper  execution  of  its  duties  under  this 
act,  and  shall  keep  a  book  of  registration  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered  under  this  act, 
together  with  a  record  of  the  conditions  justifying  such  registration. 
Three  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transaction  of 
all  business  that  may  properly  come  before  the  board. 

§  9  Phai-macists  already  registered.  All  persons  hitherto  registered, 
either  as  pharmacists,  assistant  pharmacists  or  physicians,  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  registra- 
tion under  this  act:  provided,  that  physicians  to  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  this  act  must  make  application  for  registration  hereunder  within  30 
days  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act. 

§  10  Certificate  on  graduation;  on  examination;  fees.  Every  person 
claiming  registration  as  a  graduate  in  pharmacy  or  as  a  licentiate  of 
some  other  state  board  shall,  before  a  certificate  be  granted,  pay  to  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  the  sum  of  $3,  and  every  appli- 
cant for  registration  by  examination  under  this  act,  shall  pay  the  said  sec- 
retary the  sum  of  $5  before  such  examination  be  attempted:  provided, 
tliat  in  case  the  applicant  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall 
have  the  privilege,  under  §13,  of  a  second  examination  without  charge 
uny  time  within  one  year.  Every  shop  keeper  desiring  to  secure  the 
benefits  and  privileges  of  this  act  is  hereby  required  to  secure  a  certificate 
of  registration,  and  he  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $1  for  the  same,  and  annually 
thereafter  the  sum  of  $1  for  renewal  as  required  of  registered  pharmacists: 
provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  shop  keepers 
dealing  only  In  patent  or  proprietary  medicines  in  the  original  packages. 

§  11  Annual  registration.  Every  registered  pharmacist  and  assistant 
pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall 
annually  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year  pay  to  the  secre- 
tary of  said  board  a  renewal  registration  fee,  the  amount  of  which  shall 
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l)e  fixed  by  the  board,  and  which  in  no  case  shall  exceed  $2  for  a  phar 
macist  and  $1  for  an  assistant,  in  return  for  which  payment  he  shall  re- 
ceive the  renewal  of  such  registration.  Every  certificate  of  registration 
and  every  renewal  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  or 
shop  to  which  it  applies.  Any  registered  pharmacist,  assistant  pharmacist 
or  shop  keeper  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  conspicuously  expose  such  cer- 
tificates as  are  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  5  nor  more 
than  $10,  and  the  costs  of  the  action. 

§  12  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board.  The  .secretary  of  the  board 
of  pharmacy  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  to  exceed  $300,  which 
salary  shall  be  determined  by  said  board;  he  shall  also  receive  his  trav- 
eling and  other  expenses  necessarily  and  actually  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  official  duties.  The  other  members  of  said  board  shall  each 
receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  every  day  actually  engaged  in  their  official 
duties,  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  therein. 
Said  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  fees  and  penalties  received  by 
the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary 
or  other  expenses  of  said  board  shall  [be]  paid  out  of  the  public 
treasury,  and  of  all  moneys  received  by  said  board  in  excess  of  said  allow- 
ance and  other  expenses  hereinbefore  provided  for,  one-half  shall  be  held 
by  the  secretary  of  the  board  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses 
of  the  board;  the  remaining  one-half  shall  be  by  him  paid  over  annually 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Washington  state  pharmaceutical  association  on 
the  order  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  association,  to  be  ex- 
pended in  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  phar- 
macy. Said  secretary  of  the  board  shall  give  such  bonds  as  the  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

§  13  Penalty  for  violation;  not  to  apply.  Any  person  not  a  registered 
pharmacist,  and  not  having  in  his  employ  a  registered  pharmacist  within 
the  full  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  retail,  compound  or  dispense  medi- 
cines, or  who  shall  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  registered  pharmacist 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  $50.  Any  person  who  shall  per- 
mit the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  or  vending  of  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  except  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  any  registered  pharmacist  or 
shop  keeper  registered  under  this  act  while  continuing  in  business,  who 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  annually  his  renewal  of  registration,  or 
any  pei-son  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false  representations  or  to  pro- 
cure registration  for  himself  or  any  other  person,  or  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  wilfully  and  knowingly,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  $50:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
operate  in  any  manner  to  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  physician 
in    regular    practice,    or   prevent    him    from    supplying  to    his    patients 
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such  medicines  as  he  may  deem  proper,  nor  with  the  making  or  selling 
of  proprietary  medicine  or  medicines  placed  in  sealed  pacliages,  nor 
with  the  exclusive  wholesale  business  of  any  dealer,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  nor  prevent  shop  keepers  from  dealing  in 
and  selling  the  commonly  used  medicines  and  poisons  or  patent  and 
proprietary  medicines,  if  such  medicines  and  poisons  are  sold  in  the  orig- 
inal package  of  the  manufacturer,  or  in  packages  put  up  by  a  registered 
pharmacist. 

§  17  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  several  penalties 
prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  state  of 
Washington  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  such  offense  is  com- 
mitted to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  upon 
the  filing  of  proper  complaint.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  inure  one-half  to  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  and  one- 
half  to  the  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which  suit  was  prosecuted  and 
judgment  obtained.

§  29b  1  Registration  necessary.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 

not  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  who  does  not  employ  as  his  salesman  a 

registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  conduct  any 

pharmacy,  drug  store,  apothecary  shop  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  retailing, 

compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  or  poisons  for  medical  use.  except  as 

hereinafter  provided. 

2  Proprietor  responsible.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  proprietor  of 
any  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow  any  person  except  a  registered  pharma- 
cist to  compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  to  retn.il 
or  dispense  the  poisons  named  in  schedules  A  and  B  herein,  for  medical 
use,  except  as  an  aid  to,  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist 

3  Pharmacy  commission;  appointment;  term;  power.  The  board  of 
public  works  shall  appoint  one  person  from  each  congressional  district, 
from  among  the  most  competent  pharmacists  of  the  state,  all  of  whom 
shall  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  five  years,  and  of  at  least 
five  years'  practical  experience  in  their  profession,  who  shall  be  known 
as  commissioners  of  pharmacy  for  the  state  of  West  Virginia,  one  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year;  one  for  two  years;  one  for  three  years 
and  one  for  four  years;  and  each  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified;  and  each  year  thereafter  one  commissioner  shall  be  so  ap- 
pointed for  four  years,  and  until  a  successor  be  appointed  and  qualified.

The  com- 
missioners of  pharmacy  shall  register,  in  a  suitable  book,  a  duplicate  of 
which  is  to  be  kept  in  the  ofl3ce  of  the  secretary  of  state,  the  names  and 
place  of  business  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  issue  certificates,  and  the

to  register,  without  examination  as  registered  pharmacists,  all  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  who  are  engaged  in  business  in  the  state  of  West 
Virginia,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  owners  or  principals  of  stores 

or  pharmacies  for  selling  at  retail,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,

5  Registration  on  examination;  on  diploma.  That  the  said  commis-

■under  such  regulations  as  they  may  by  by-law  prescribe,  each  and  every 
;person  who  shall  desire  to  conduct  the  business  of  selling  at  retail,  com- 
pounding or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  for  medicinal 
use,  or  compounding  or  dispensing  physicians'  prescriptions  as  pharma-

That  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy  shall  be  entitled 
to  demand  and  receive  from  each  person  whom  they  register  and  furnish 
a  certificate  as  a  registered  pharmacist,  without  examination,  the  sum  of 
:$2;  and  from  each  and  every  person  whom  they  examine  orally,  or  other- 
"wise,  the  sum  of  $5,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services.  And  in  case  the 
-examination  of  said  person  shall  prove  defective  and  unsatisfactory,  and 
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his  name  not  be  registered,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  present  himself  for 
re-examination  within  any  period  not  exceeding  12  months  next  there- 
after, and  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  re-examination. 

7  Character  of  applicant.  Every  applicant  for  registration  as  a  phar- 
macist shall  present  to  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  he  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character  and  not  addicted  to 
drunkenness.     .     . 

8  Sale  of  medicines  and  poisons.  Apothecaries  registered  as  in  this^ 
act  provided,  shall  have  the  right  to  keep  and  sell,  under  such  restric- 
tions as  herein  pi'ovided,  all  medicines  and  poisons,  authorized  by  the 
National,  American  or  United  States  dispensatory  and  pharmacopoeia,  as 
of  recognized  utility. 

10  Misrepresentation.  No  person  shall  procure,  or  attempt  to  pro- 
cure, registration  for  himself  or  for  another,  under  this  act,  by  making  or 
causing  to  be  made,  any  false  representations;  nor  shall  any  person,  not 
a  registered  pharmacist,  as  provided  in  this  act,  conduct  a  store,  phar- 
macy, or  place  for  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines 
or  chemicals  for  medicinal  use,  or  for  compounding  or  dispensing  physi- 
cians' prescriptions,  or  take,  use  or  exhibit  the  title  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist. 

11  Not  to  apply.  This  act  shall  not  applj'  to  physicians  putting  up- 
their  own  prescriptions,  nor  to  the  sale  of  patent,  proprietary  medicines 
and  such  other  ordinary  drugs  and  dye-stuffs  as  are  usually  sold  in  a 
coiintry  store.  The  term  ordinary  drugs  shall  not  be  held  to  include  any 
of  the  poisons  named  in  schedules  A  and  B,  nor  any  intoxicating  liquors. 

12  Investigation  of  complaints.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  investigate  air  complaints  and  charges  of  non-compliance  or  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  th& 
proper  prosecuting  officer,  as  provided  for  in  §  7  of  this  act,  whenever 
there  appears  to  the  board,  reasonable  grounds  for  such  action. 

13  Display  of  certificate.  Every  registered  pharmacist  shall  keep^ 
his  certificate  of  registration  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  his  place  of 
business,  and  any  failure  to  do  so,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  such  person  Is  not  a  registered  pharmacist. 

14  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  every  such  offense 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  25  nor  more  than  $100,  and  (except  as 
provided  in  §  7  of  this  act)  the  name  of  any  person  convicted  of  any  such 
violation,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register  and  he  shall  no  longer  be  a 
registered  pharmacist  in  this  state.

§  1409b  State  board,  terms  and  vacancies.  The  board  of  pharmacy  of 
this  state,  as  heretofore  constituted,  is  continued,  and  the  rules,  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  thereof,  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  continue  in  effect.  Such  board  shall 
consist  of  five  members  who  shall  be  resident  pharmacists;  they  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years  and  until  their  successors  are  quali- 
fied; vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Wisconsin 
pharmaceutical  association  shall  annually  elect  three  pharmacists,  whose 
election  shall  be  certified  to  the  governor  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  such  association,  from  which  number  or  from  the  persons  previously 
so  elected  and  certified  the  governor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board 
of  pharmacy,  whether  occurring  by  the  expiration  of  a  term  or  otherwise. 

§  1409c  Meetings;  oflB.cers;  prosecutions;  secretary's  duties.  Said 
board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  the  month  of  March,  the  time 
and  place  to  be  designated  by  its  president  and  secretary.  Three  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum.  At  such  meeting  a  president,  secretary 
and  treasurer  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified;  the  secretary  and  treasurer  may  or  may  not  be 
members  of  the  board.  By-laws  may  be  made  by  the  board  for  its  gov- 
ernment and  the  regulation  of  the  performance  of  its  duties.  Meetings 
of  the  board  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  three  months  for  the  examina- 
tion of  applicants  for  registration  as  pharmacists  and  assistant  phar- 
macists and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business;  30  days'  public  notice 
of  meetings  held  for  such  examination  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as 
the  by-laws  provide.  All  applicants  for  registration  who  make  applica- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  board  and  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  examined,  and  if  found  competent  shall  be  granted  cer- 
tificates. The  board  shall  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  report  annually  to  the  governor  and 
the  Wisconsin  pharmaceutical  association  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy 
in  this  state,  and  give  therein  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  the  receipts  anci 
disbursements  and  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists 
or  assistant  pharmacists.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board  and  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  and 
places  of  business  of  all  persons  registered  under  this  chapter;  such  book 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  as  to  who  are  registered  pharmacists  or 
registered  assistant  pharmacists.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed 
by  the  board  and  be  reimbursed  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  ex- 
pended for  traveling  and  other  expenses  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties,  and  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quire. The  members  of  the  board  shall  each  receive  $5  for  every  day 
they  are  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  be  reim- 
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bursed  the  sum  of  their  actual  expenses  in  attending  meetings.  All  dis- 
bursements of  whatever  nature  or  for  whatever  purpose  shall  be  made 
from  the  fees  received  by  the  board;  no  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  state  treasury.  The  treasurer  shall  hold  all  moneys  received  in  excess 
of  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  claims  allowed  as  a  fund  from  which 
to  pay  future  expenses. 

§  1409d  Registration  as  pharmacist.  All  persons  now  registered  as 
pharmacists  by  such  board  may  continue  to  practise  their  profession  by 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  Certificates  of  registration 
as  pharmacists  shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  of  21  years  of  age  or  over 
as  shall  have  had  five  years'  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store  or  drug 
stores  in  which  prescriptioils  of  medical  practitioners  were  compounded 
during  that  time  and  who  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  under  the 
board  of  pharmacy  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  pro- 
vided, that  graduates  of  the  several  courses  of  the  department  of  phar- 
macy of  the  university  of  this  state  and  of  other  universities  and  colleges 
giving  like  courses  shall  be  entitled  to  such  certificates  upon  proof  of 
two  years'  practical  experience  in  such  a  drug  store  or  stores,  the  passing 
of  such  an  examination  and  compliance  with  the  other  provisions  of  this 
chapter.  Proof  of  the  experience  and  graduation  herein  required  shall  be 
made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board.  Every  registered  pharmacist  shall 
be  entitled  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  by  annually,  at  such 
time  as  the  board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  making  application  thereto 
for  the  renewal  of  his  certificate  and  paying  the  fee  hereinafter  required; if 
he  fails  to  procure  a  certificate  of  renewal  for  60  days  after  the  secretary 
of  the  board  shall  have  given  him  a  second  notice  of  the  expiration  of  his 
registration  he  shall  cease  to  be  such  a  pharmacist  within  the  meaning 
of  this  chapter  and  shall  not  become  such  until  he  shall  be  examined  as 
provided  in  this  section. 

§  1409e  Registration  as  assistants.  Certificates  as  assistant  pharma- 
cists shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  18  years  of  age  or  over 
and  have  had  two  years'  practical  experience  in  drug  stores  in  which  the 
prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  were  compounded  during  such  time, 
and  as  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  said  board  and  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter;  the  fact  of  such  experience  shall 
be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board.  Every  registered  assistant 
pharmacist  may  continue  to  be  such  by  annually,  at  such  time  as  the 
board  of  pharmacy  may  determine,  making  application  thereto  for  a 
renewal  of  his  certificate  and  paying  the  prescribed  fee;  failure  to  obtain 
such  renewal  for  60  days  after  the  secretary  of  such  boai'd  shall  have 
given  a  second  notice  of  the  expiration  of  his  registration  shall  terminate 
the  right  of  any  person  to  be  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist  within 
the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  and  such  right  can  only  be  acquired  by  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  concerning  original  registration.  The  issuance 
of  either  of  the  certificates  provided  for  in  this  chapter  shall  entitle  the 
fierson  to  whom  it  Is  issued  to  be  registered  In  the  proper  claas. 
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§  1409f  Fraud;  violation  of  law;  fees.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully 
rijake  a  fraudulent  statement  or  representation  to  procure  registration 
for  himself  or  any  other  person  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or 
wlio  shall  violate  any  such  provisions  for  which  a  specific  penalty  or  for- 
feiture is  not  declared,  shall  for  each  and  every  such  offense  forfeit  $50. 
Every  person  making  application  for  registration  shall,  at  the  time  thereof, 
pay  $5,  $3  of  which  shall  be  refunded  if  such  application  is  denied. 
Every  person  applying  for  the  renewal  of  a  certificate  shall,  at  the  time 
of  m:iking  application,  pay  such  fee  as  the  board  may  have  fixed,  not 
exceeding  $2.  Every  certificate  of  registration  as  a  registered  pharma- 
cist or  as  a  registered  assistant  pharmacist  and  every  renewal  thereof  in 
force  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  pharmacy  in  which  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  granted  is  employed;  failure  or  neglect  to  so  expose 
the  same  shall  subject  such  person  to  a  forfeiture  of  $10  for  each  and 
€very  such  failure  or  neglect. 

§  1409g  Sale  of  drugs,  etc.,  by  unlicensed  person.  Any  person  who 
shall  retail,  compound  or  dispense  or  permit  to  be  retailed,  compounded 
or  dispensed  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  except  paris  green  put  up  in 
packages  labeled  paris  green,  poison,  or  institute  or  conduct  any  pharmacy, 
store  or  shop  for  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines 
or  poisons  in  any  town,  city  or  village  having  500  or  more  inhabitants, 
unless  such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  shall  employ  and 
place  in  charge  of  such  pharmacy,  store  or  shop  a  registered  pharmacist 
shall  forfeit  $50  for  each  offense.  Any  person  who  shall  retail,  com- 
pound or  dispense  or  permit  to  be  retailed,  compounded  or  dispensed  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons,  except  paris  green  put  up  in  packages  labeled  paris 
green,  poison  in  his  store  or  place  of  business  in  towns,  cities  or  villages 
having  less  than  500  inhabitants,  or  institute  or  conduct  any  pharmacy, 
store  or  shop  for  retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines 
or  poisons  in  any  town,  city  or  village  having  less  than  500  inhabitants, 
iniless  such  person  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant 
pharmacist  or  shall  employ  and  place  in  charge  of  such  pharmacy,  store 
or  shop  a  registered  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  shall' 
forfeit  $50  for  each  offense;  provided,  that  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist  a  registered  assistant  may  compound  or  dis- 
pense prescriptions  and  vend  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  without  incurring 
such  forfeiture;  and  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  interfere 
with  any  practising  physician  from  dispensing  his  own  medicine,  or  sup- 
plying his  patients  with  such  articles  as  may  seem  to  him  proper,  nor 
interfere  with  the  general  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  prepared  and 
■compounded  within  the  state  by  physicians  and  registered  pharmacists, 
if  the  same  shall  be  sold  in  sealed  packages  on  which  shall  be  printed  or 
stamped  the  name  of  the  contents  and  the  directions  for  using,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  physician  or  pharmacist  by  whom  prepared  and 
compounded,  nor  interfere  with  the  general  sale  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines that  have  been  prepared  and  compounded  outside  the  state  and 
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brought  into  the  state,  nor  with  the  sale  of  the  usual  domestic  reme- 
dies, nor  with  the  exclusively  whole  sale  business  of  any  dealer. 

§  1409h  Actions,  prosecution  of.  Actions  for  the  recovery  of  the  for- 
feitures or  penalties  imposed  by  this  chapter  may  be  instituted  by  any 
member  of  the  board  of  pharmacy,  and  the  members  thereof  are  specially 
directed  to  institute  actions  for  the  violation  of  any  of  its  pi'ovisions  and 
also  for  the  violation  of  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  poisons.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  county  wherein  any  such  violation 
may  occur  to  prosecute  the  persons  guilty  thereof  upon  receiving  notice 
from  said  board,  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  from  any  other  source.

§  1  Registration  necessary.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person, 
other  than  a  registered  pharmacist,  to  retail,  compound  or  dispense  drugs, 
medicines  or  poisons,  or  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for 
retailing,  compounding  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons,  unless 
such  person  shall  be,  or  shall  employ  and  place  in  charge  of  said  phar- 
macy or  store,  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2  Qualifications  for  registration.  Any  person  in  order  to  be  regis- 
tered within  the  meaning  of  this  act  must  be  a  graduate  in  pharmacy, 
or  a  licentiate  in  pharmacy,  or  shall  be  engaged  at  the  time  this  act 
takes  effect,  and  shall  have  been  engaged  for  a  period  of  four  years- 
prior  thereto,  in  the  business  of  a  dispensing  pharmacist  on  his  own 
account,  in  this  territory,  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions, 
and  in  the  vending  and  compounding  of  drugs,  medicines  and  poisons. 

§  3  liicentiates;  graduates;  licentiates  of  other  boards.  Licentiates  in 
pharmacy  must  be  such  persons  as  have  had  two  consecutive  years  of 
practical  experience  in  drug  stores  wherein  the  prescriptions  of  medical 
practitioners  are  compounded,  and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy,  hereinafter  mentioned.  The 
commissioners  of  pharmacy  may  grant  certificates  of  registration,  without 
further  examination,  to  gi-aduates  in  pharmacy  who  have  obtained  a 
diploma  from  such  colleges  or  schools  of  pharmacy  as  shall  be  approved 
by  said  commission;  and  may  also  grant  certificates  of  registration,  with- 
out further  examination,  to  the  licentiates  of  such  other  state  or  territorial 
boards  of  pharmacy  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  4  Commissioners  of  pharmacy;  appointment;  term.  The  governor 
shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  legislative 
council,  shall  appoint,  three  persons  from  among  such  competent  phar- 
macists in  the  territory  as  have  had  five  years'  practical  experience  ia 
the  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  who  shall  constitute  the  com- 
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missioners  of  pharmacy  herein  named.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified:  provided,  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  three 
commissioners  first  appointed  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  term  of  one 
shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  March  in  each  second  year  hereafter,  and 
the  vacancies  so  occurring  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor, 
made  w^ith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  All  vacancies  occur- 
ring during  the  recess  of  the  legislative  council  shall  be  filled  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  appointed 
from  different  counties,  so  as  to  represent  the  several  portions  of  the  ter- 
ritory as  nearly  as  practicable. 

§  5  Organization;  duties;  powers.  The  said  commission  shall  within 
30  days  after  its  appointment  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president  and  secretary  from  its  own  numbers,  who  shall  be  elected 
for  the  terra  of  one  year  and  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  the 
commission.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  examine  all  appli- 
cations for  registration  submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  of 
registration  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  to  cause  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating 
its  provisions;  to  report  annually  to  the  governor  upon  the  condition  of 
pharmacy  in  the  territory,  which  said  report  shall  also  furnish  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  commission  for  the  year,  and  also  the  names 
of  all  pharmacists  duly  registered  under  this  act.  The  commission  shall 
hold  meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration,  and  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  shall  pertain  to  its  duties,  at  least 
once  in  four  months.  Said  commission  shall  have  power  to  malie  by-laws^ 
for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  its  duties  under  this  act,  and  shall  keep  a 
book  of  registration,  in  which  shall  be  kept  the  names  and  places  of  busi- 
ness of  all  persons  registered  under  this  act,  together  with  the  date  of 
registration,  which  book  shall  also  specify  such  facts  as  said  persons  shall 
claim  to  justify  their  registration.  Two  members  of  said  commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

§  6  Pharmacists  now  practising.  Every  person  claiming  the  right  of 
registration  under  this  act  who  shall,  within  three  months  after  this  act 
shall  take  effect,  forward  to  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy  satisfactory 
proof,  supported  by  his  affidavit,  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of 
a  dispenesing  pharmacist  on  his  own  account  in  this  territory  at  the 
time  this  act  takes  effect,  as  provided  in  §2,  shall,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fee  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  granted  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion: provided,  that  in  case  of  failure  or  neglect  to  I'egister,  as  herein 
provided,  then  such  person  shall,  in  otrder  to  be  registered,  comply  with 
the  requirements  provided  for  registration  as  a  graduate  in  pharmacy  or 
a  licentiate  in  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  7  "Registration  of  assistants.  Any  .assistant  or  clerk  in  pharmacy 
who  shall  not  have  the  qualification  of  a  registered  pharmacist  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  who  at  the  time  thi» 
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4ict  takes  effect  shall  have  been  employed  or  engaged  two  years  or  more 
in  drug  stores  where  the  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  com- 
pounded, and  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  that  effect  to  the 
commissioners  of  pharmacy,  shall,  upon  making  application  for  registra- 
tion, and  upon  the  payment  to  the  secretary  of  said  commission  of  a  fee 
of  $2,  within  60  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  be  entitled  to  a  certificate 
as  a  registered  assistant,  which  said  certificate  shall  entitle  him  to  con- 
tinue in  such  duties  as  clerk  or  assistant;  but  such  certificate  shall  not 
entitle  him  to  engage  in  business  on  his  own  account  unless  he  shall  have 
at  least  five  years'  experience  in  pharmacy  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  act.  Annually  thereafter,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such 
■duties,  he  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1.50,  for  which 
he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  his  certificate. 

§  8  Fees.  Every  person  applying  for  registration  as  a  registered  phar- 
macist, under  §  6  of  this  act,  shall,  before  a  certificate  is  granted,  pay  to 
the  secretary  of  the  commission  the  sum  of  $3,  and  a  like  sum  shall  be 
paid  to  said  secretary  by  graduates  in  pharmacy,  and  by  licentiates  of 
other  commissions  who  shall  apply  for  registration;  and  every  applicant 
for  registration  by  examination  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $10  to  said  secre- 
tary before  examination.  If  the  applicant  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory 
-examination  his  money  shall  be  refunded,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
reexamination  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  such  previous  exam- 
ination. After  the  said  four  months  shall  have  elapsed  the  applicant  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  reexamination  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  as  afore- 
said, but  such  fee  shall  not  be  refunded  if  the  applicant  fails  to  pass 
a  satisfactory  examination.  Upon  failing  to  satisfactorily  pass  the  sec- 
ond examination  the  applicant  may  be  reexamined  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  commission  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $3. 

g  9  Annual  registration;  display  of  certifi.cate;  expiration.  Every 
registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion, shall  annually  thereafter,  during  the  time  he  shall  continue  in  such 
■practice,  on  such  date  as  the  commission  of  pharmacy  may  determine, 
pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  said  commission  a  registered  fee,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  commission,  but  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  $2,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  registration.  Every  certificate  of  registra- 
tion granted  under  this  act  shall  be  conspicuously  exposed  in  the  phar- 
macy to  which  it  applies.  Any  registered  pharmacist  who  shall  sever  his 
connection  with  the  drug  business  for  a  period  of  three  successive  years 
■shall  not  be  entitled  to  renew  his  registration  except  upon  passing  a  sat- 
isfactory examination,  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  10  Compensation  and  expenses  of  board;  annual  report.  The  secre- 
tary of  the  commission  shall  receive  a  salary,  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
commission;  he  shall  also  receive  his  traveling  and  other  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  performance  of  his  ofl3cial  duties.  The  other  members  of 
the  commission  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  day  actually  engaged 
in  this  service  and  all  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  at- 
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tending  the  meetings  of  said  board.  Said  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the- 
fees  and  penalties  received  by  the  commission,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  territorial  treasury.  All  moneys  received  in  ex- 
cess of  said  per  diem  allowance  and  other  expenses  above  provided  for, 
shall  be  held  by  the  secretary  as  a  special  fund  for  meeting  the  expenses 
of  said  commission,  he  giving  such  bonds  as  the  commission  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct.  The  commission  shall,  in  its  annual  report  to  the 
governor,  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  them 
pursuant  to  this  act. 

§  11    Violations;  penalties;  not  to  apply.     Any  person  not  being  or 
having  in  his  employ  a  registered  pharmacist,  within  the  meaning  of  this- 
act,  w^ho  shall  three  months  after  this  act  takes  effect,  keep  a  pharmacy 
or  store  for  retailing  or  compounding  medicines,  or  who  shall  take,  use 
or  exhibit  the  title  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  shall,  for  each  and  every 
such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50.    Any  registered  pharmacist  who  • 
shall  permit  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  or  the  vend- 
ing of  drugs,  medicines  or  poisons  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  except 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  except  by  a  registered 
assistant  pharmacist,  or  any  pharmacist  or  registered  assistant  who,  while- 
continuing  in  business,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  procure  his  annual  registra- 
tion, or  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  any  false  representation  to- 
procure  registration  for  himself  or  any  other  person,   shall  for  every 
offense,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $50:  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  apply  to  nor  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  physician, 
or  prevent  him  from  supplying  to  his  patients  such  articles  as  may  seem  to  • 
him  proper,  nor  with  the  making  or  vending  of  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines, or  medicines  placed  in  sealed  packages,  with  the  name  of  the  con- 
tents and  of  the  pharmacist  or  physician  by  whom  prepared  or  com- 
pounded, nor  with  the  sale  of  the  usual  domestic  remedies  by  retail  deal- 
ers, nor  with  the  exclusively  wholesale  business  of  any  dealers,  as  here- 
inafter provided:  and,  provided,  further,  that  no  part  of  this  section  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  give  the  right  to  any  physician  to  furnish  any  in- 
toxicating liquors  as  a  beverage,  on  prescription  or  otherwise. 

§  14  Prosecutions.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  several  penalties 
prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  territory  of 
Wyoming,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  where  such  offense  is  committed, 
to  prosecute  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upon  proper 
complaint  being  made.  All  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  inure  to  the  commissioners  of  pharmacy.

INTRODUCTION 


Early  veterinary  schools 

Veterinary  medicine  was  pursued  as  a  science  by  the  ancient 
Egyptians  and  by  the  Greeks,  but  after  the  destruction  of  the 
eastern  empire  little  progress  was  made  in  this  science  till  the 
establishment  of  a  veterinary  school  at  Lyons  in  1762.  This  insti- 
tution was  soon  followed  by  similar  schools  in  other  European 
countries. 

Before  1850  graduates  in  veterinary  medicine  were  almost  un- 
known in  America,  some  of  the  larger  cities  only  being  able  to 
furnish  isolated  veterinarians  who  had  been  educated  in  the  vet- 
erinary schools  of  Europe.  The  country  as  a  whole,  including 
most  of  the  large  cities,  had  to  be  satisfied  with  such  service  as 
could  be  had  from  the  blacksmith,  from  the  physician  who  sought 
to  apply  to  animals  the  principles  taught  in  the  medical  schools 
and  from  the  horse  doctor  who,  with  no  basis  whatever  of  medical 
knowledge,  boldly  and  recklessly  administered  drugs. 

The  first  step  toward  systematic  veterinary  education  was  the 
granting  of  a  charter  in  1852  by  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania 
and  the  securing  of  a  subscription  of  |40,000,  to  serve  in  the  or- 
ganization of  a  veterinary  school  in  Philadelphia.  This  school 
opened  in  1853  but  no  students  responded.  In  1859-60  two  stu- 
dents were  secured,  one  of  whom  was  a  graduate  of  the  Boston 
veterinary  college  which  had  been  chartered  in  1855.     Both  of

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these  schools  had  a  short  life,  but  the  same  cities  have  now  each 
its  veterinary  school  in  connection  with  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  Harvard  respectively.  Each  of  these  schools  has  a 
matriculation  examination  and  a  three  years'  course  of  eight 
months  each.  In  1857  the  New  York  college  of  veterinary  sur- 
geons was  chartered  and  in  1875  the  American  veterinary  college 
was  opened.  These  two  New  York  city  schools  were  maintained 
as  proprietary  institutions  till  1899  when  they  were  placed  on 
a  strictly  university  footing  by  consolidation  under  New  York 
university. 

In  the  succeeding  years  veterinary  schools  sprang  into  exist- 
ence in  many  of  the  large  cities,  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Cincin- 
nati, Baltimore,  Washington,  Grand  Rapids,  Detroit,  etc.,  all  like 
the  earlier  schools  in  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  being 
private  ventures,  dependent  on  their  financial  returns,  and  with 
a  curriculum  of  10  or  12  months  representing  two  years  of  five  or 
six  months  each. 

Advances  made  by  state  schools 

The  necessity  for  a  fuller,  graded  course  based  on  matricula- 
tion requirements  which  would  be  a  guaranty  of  fitness  to  pursue 
Buch  course  profitably,  was  first  voiced  by  schools  connected  with 
state  colleges  and  universities.  As  early  as  1868,  Illinois  indus- 
trial university''  and  Cornell  university  instituted  two  veterinary 
chairs,  and  filled  them  with  graduates  of  the  Eoyal  college  of 
veterinary  surgeons,  England.  Students  were  admitted  only 
on  the  basis  of  the  regular  university  matriculation  and  were 
held  to  a  course  of  four  years.  Illinois  industrial  university  is 
eaid  to  have  turned  out  several  good  practitioners,  while  Cornell 
graduated  four  veterinarians,  three  of  whom  have  been  promi- 
nent and  valued  members  of  the  United  States  bureau  of  animal 
industry,  one  being  its  chief.  These  institutions  were  followed 
in  1879  by  the  veterinary  department  of  the  Iowa  agricultural  and 
mechanical  college  with  moderate  matriculation  requirements, 
and  a  three  years'  graded  course,  in  1889  by  the  veterinary  de- 
partment of  the  Ohio  state  university  with  equal  or  still  greater 
requirements,  and  in  1890  by  the  veterinary  department  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota  with  similar  standards. 

The  important  advances  made  by  these  state  schools  of  veter- 
inary medicine  may  be  better  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  their 
academic  year  extends  to  eight  or  nine  months,  while  the  year 
of  the  private  school  covered  but  five  or  six  months.  The  total 
curriculum  of  the  state  veterinary  school  therefore  extended 
from  24  to  27  months  or  in  the  case  of  Cornell  university  to  36 
months,  as  against  the  10  or  12  months  of  the  private  school. 

oBecame  University  of  Illinois  In  1885. 
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Requirements  of  American  veterinary  medical  association 

The  United  States  veterinary  medical  association,"  adopted  in 
1801  an  article  providing  that  all  applicants  for  membership 
should  be  graduates  of  a  recognized  veterinary  school  with  a 
curriculum  of  at  least  three  years,  of  six  months  each,  and  a 
corps  of  instructors  comprising  at  least  four  veterinarians. 
Nearly  all  the  schools  which  had  not  already  done  so  soon  placed 
themselves  in  harmony  with  these  requirements. 

New  York's  leadership 

The  next  step  in  advance  came  in  1895  when  the  New  York 
legislature  enacted  that  at  least  a  high  school  diploma  represent- 
ing four  years  of  high  school  work  should  be  offered  for  admission 
to  a  veterinary  school,  that  the  veterinary  curriculum  should 
embrace  three  full  years,  and  that  only  those  who  had  met  both 
requirements  could  be  admitted  to  the  regents  veterinary  exami- 
nation for  license  to  practise  in  the  state.  For  the  present  this 
places  New  York  in  the  lead.  To  begin  practice  in  this  state  the 
candidate  must  reach  a  standard  which  is  not  demanded  in  any 
other  state  in  the  Union.  But  even  within  New  York  state 
there  have  been  inequalities  in  the  curriculum.  In  the  private 
veterinary  schools  in  New  York  city,  the  old  session  of  six  months 
has  stood  for  a  year,  while  in  the  New  York  state  veter- 
inary college,  Cornell  university,  a  nine  month  year  is  required. 
To  the  legal  requirement  for  matriculation,  therefore,  which  is 
common  to  all  schools  in  the  state,  the  period  devoted  to  veter- 
inary education  in  the  state  school  at  Cornell  is  one  half  longer 
than  that  which  has  been  required  in  the  private  schools  in  New 
Y"ork  city.  Now  that  these  schools  have  consolidated  under 
New  York  university,  it  is  hoped  that  these  inequalities  will 
disappear.  As  a  means  of  extending  the  benefits  of  its  curricu- 
lum to  their  full  legal  possibilities,  Cornell  offers  tuition  free  to 
all  residents  of  the  state,  and  opens  to  competition  by  the  enter- 
ing veterinarj^  student  18  scholarships  of  an  annual  value  of  |200 
and  to  veterinary  graduates  a  fellowship  of  an  annual  value  of 
1500. 

Action  in  Massachusetts 

The  legislature  of  Massachusetts  has  recently  appropriated 
^25,000  for  a  veterinary  laboratory  and  stable  hospital  in  connec- 
tion with  the  state  agricultural  college.  Beginning  with  Jan. 
1,  1899  there  is  to  be  an  annual  appropriation  of  $1000  as  a  fund 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  veterinary  laboratory. 

oNow  the  American  veterinary  medical  association. 
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Higher  standards 

An  impartial  survey  of  the  entire  field  shows  a  marked  ten- 
dency toward  higher  standards  and,  as  an  important  step  in  this 
direction,  the  assumption  of  the  work  of  veterinary  education 
by  the  state  under  such  university  supervision  as  will  give  it 
character  and  eliminate  the  disturbing  element  of  personal  pecu- 
niary speculation. 

Army  veterinary  service 

The  United  States  army  has  long  had  its  nominal  veterina- 
rians, but  many  of  these  were  uneducated  men,  appointed  by 
political  influence  or  advanced  from  the  position  of  farrier  major, 
and  there  was  little  to  tempt  professional  men  of  character 
and  ability  into  this  service.  The  army  veterinarian  had  prac- 
tically no  army  status,  no  rights,  no  prospects.  He  was  not 
even  enlisted,  there  was  no  special  provision  for  him  during 
service  and  no  pension  if  he  had  to  retire  disabled.  In  the  last 
session  of  congress  the  first  step  was  taken  for  the  improvement 
of  the  army  veterinary  service  by  enacting  that  the  army  veteri- 
narian of  the  first  grade  must  enter  on  the  basis  of  an  examina- 
tion to  be  prescribed  by  the  secretary  of  war,  and  that  he  shall 
have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  second  lieutenant  of  cavalry, 
while  those  of  the  second  grade  shall  have  $75  a  month  and  the 
allowances  of  a  sergeant  major. 

Veterinary  workers  in  agricultural  colleges  and  experiment 

stations 

A  steadily  increasing  recognition  of  the  veterinary  profession 
is  seen  in  the  appointment  of  veterinarians  to  chairs  in  state 
agricultural  colleges  and  to  positions  in  agricultural  experiment 
stations.  Here  too  the  selection  thoroughly  sustains  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  higher  standards.  32  such  positions  are  filled, 
practically  without  exception,  by  men  who  have  passed  an  ex- 
acting matriculation  examination  and  have  had  a  prolonged 
course  of  veterinary  study.  Many  add  to  their  veterinary  degree 
the  academic  B.  A.,  B.  S.,  B.  Agr.,  or  the  professional  M.  D. 

Municipal,  state   and  national  veterinarians 

Since  its  organization  in  1882  the  United  States  bureau  of 
animal  industry  has  provided  the  different  states  with  the  funds 
necessary  for  the  eradication  of  the  cattle  lung  plague  which 
had  been  imported  from  Europe  in  1848,  the  expert  and  other 
employees  having  been  made  both  national  and  state  officers  so 
that  they  could  act  as  one  or  the  other  as  the  case  demanded. 
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It  has  done  most  valuable  work  on  Texas  fever,  anthrax,  emphy- 
sematous anthrax,  hog  cholera,  swine  plague  and  many  other 
epizootic,  enzootic,  dietetic  and  contagious  diseases,  following 
the  lines  of  prevention,  immunization  and  serum  therapy.  It  has 
continued  the  quarantine  of  imported  animals  since  it  superseded 
the  treasury  cattle  commission  in  1882.  It  has  instituted  meat 
inspection  by  experts  in  national  employ,  at  the  great  packing 
centers,  of  meats  intended  for  the  export  or  interstate  trade. 
In  a  number  of  states,  a  state  veterinarian  and  even  assistant 
state  veterinarians  have  been  appointed  and,  though  in  some  in- 
stances the  old  spoils  system  has  retained  suflScient  vitality  to 
have  the  inexpert  appointed  to  do  expert  work,  yet  in  the  main 
the  interests  of  the  public  and  of  the  profession  have  been  con- 
sulted in  the  appointment  of  men  educated  in  the  duties  of  the 
oflSce.  In  many  of  the  larger  cities  too,  the  veterinarian  has  been 
recognized  in  his  appointment  as  municipal  meat  inspector  or  as 
stock  inspector.  With  the  continued  improvement  of  the  civil 
service  and  the  imperative  demand  for  public  servants  who  are 
specially  trained  and  efficient  in  performing  their  respective 
duties,  this  recognition  must  soon  become  the  rule. 

Indications  from  veterinary  literature 

A  review  of  recent  veterinary  literature  shows  much  thought 
and  research,  yet  as  an  indication  of  the  predominant  influence 
of  sanitary  science  and  the  control  of  contagious  diseases,  it  need 
only  be  said  that  of  papers  presented  before  the  American 
veterinary  medical  association  two  thirds  have  been  on  such 
subjects.  This  indicates  a  healthful  interest  in  the  most  vital 
and  promising  fields  of  veterinary  research,  and  speaks  well  for 
the  supply  of  experts  to  work  in  this  field  in  the  future.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  in  all  strong  veterinary  schools  work  in  bac- 
teriology is  made  a  first  consideration. 

Field  for  educated  veterinarians 

In  1888  there  were  6  veterinary  schools  with  323  students.  In 
1899  there  were  17  schools  with  249  instructors  and  378  students. 
6  of  these  17  schools  are  separate  institutions,  11  are  depart- 
ments of  other  institutions.  7  maintain  day  sessions,  3  have 
both  day  and  evening  sessions,  7  do  not  report  this  item.  16 
schools  confer  degrees. 

There  is  a  broad  field  in  the  United  States  for  educated  veterin- 
arians, and  in  view  of  this  fact  it  is  surprising  that  there  are 
not  more  veterinary  medical  students.  To  assert  that  this  is  due 
to  the  lengthening  to  three  years  of  the  courses  in  the  veterinary 
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medical  schools  and  to  the  use  of  bicj'cles  and  electric  cars  a» 
substitutes  for  horses  is  not  a  satisfactory  explanation.  Horses 
will  always  be  in  large  demand.  Furthermore,  the  close  relation 
between  the  health  of  man  and  that  of  the  domestic  animals, 
specially  those  that  furnish  meat  and  milk,  shows  the  necessity 
of  careful  attention  to  their  health.  The  reports  of  the  department 
of  agriculture  give  a  value  of  about  $2,000,000,000  to  the  live  stock 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  protection  of  these  enormous  inter- 
ests demands  the  services  of  trained  veterinarians.  The  science  of 
meat  inspection  has  not  as  yet  commanded  with  us  the  attention 
it  should  receive.  The  work  of  the  national  government  in  this 
respect  is  confined  to  international  and  interstate  trade,  princi- 
pally to  the  large  western  packing  houses.  Local  municipal  in- 
spection is  in  its  infancy  and  state  legislatures  have  not  as  a 
rule  enacted  special  measures  of  protection.  There  now  seems  to 
be,  however,  an  increasing  demand  for  scientific  work  along  these 
lines  and  the  best  veterinary  schools  are  recognizing  this  neces- 
sity in  their  courses  of  study. 

Synopsis  of  requirements 

The  first  law  restricting  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine 
was  enacted  in  New  York  in  188G.  In  1S99,  12  states  had  veter- 
inary medical  laws. 

In  5  states  a  veterinary  diploma  does  not  admit  to  the  practice 
of  veterinary  medicine,  an    examination    being  required  in  all 
cases: 
Minnesota    New  York    North  Dakota    Pennsylvania    Virginia

New  Jersey  admits  on  veterinary  diploma  submitted  to  un- 
qualified local  authority 
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Wisconsin  admits  on  veterinary  diploma  or  certificate  submit- 
ted to  unqualified  local  authority,  and  practitioners  five  years 
prior  to  1887 

Michigan  registers  veterinary  medical  degrees  without  exami- 
nation and  issues  certificates  of  "  veterinary  surgeon  "  to  those 
who  pass  the  examinations  of  the  state  veterinary  board 

The  other  states  and  territories  have  no  laws  on  the  subject.

ASSOCIATIONS 
While  the  matter  of  licensing  veterinarians  belongs  to  the 
several  states  and  is  not  a  national  prerogative,  there  are  certain 
associations  of  a  semi-national  character  that  have  greatly  in- 
fluenced and  brought  into  closer  uniformity  the  laws,  rules,  and 
regulations,  professional  and  preliminary  requirements  for  ad- 
mission to  the  study  and  practice  of  veterinary  medicine. 

American  veterinary  medical  association,  Secretary  S. 
Stewart,  7^  South  James  st.,  Kansas  City,  Kansas. 

United  States  veterinary  medical  association  organized  1863, 
changed  to  present  title  September  1898.  Meetings  annual  in 
first  week  of  September.    The  purpose  of  the  association  is  to 
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contribute  to  the  diffusion  of  true  science  and  particularly  the 
knowledge  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery.  A  candidate  for 
membership  must  be  vouched  for  by  a  member  or  his  state's 
secretary,  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  regularly  organized  and  recog- 
nized veterinary  school,  which  has  a  curriculum  of  at  least  three 
years  of  six  months  each,  specially  devoted  to  the  study  of  veter- 
inary science,  whose  corps  of  instructors  contains  at  least  four 
veterinarians;  must  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $5  and  annual  dues 
of  |3,  must  sign  the  constitution  and  by-laws.  Applications  are 
referred  to  the  executive  committee,  by  it  reported  to  the  associa- 
tion and  applicants  are  elected  on  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

The  officers  and  board  of  censors  comprise  the  executive  com- 
mittee which  meets  annually,  examines  credentials,  hears  com- 
plaints and  reports  to  the  association.  The  committee  on 
intelligence  and  education  collects  and  reports  to  the  association 
recent  veterinary  medical  facts  and  intelligence. 

From  the  code  of  ethics.  1)  No  member  to  assume  a  title 
to  which  he  has  not  a  just  claim;  2)  to  endeavor  to  build  up  a 
practice  by  undercharging;  3)  to  speak  disrespectfully  of  an- 
other's professional  reputation;  4)  to  advertise  secret  medicines.

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The  association  consists  of  members  of  governing  faculties 
and  teaching  staffs  of  all  veterinary  schools  of  North  America 
which  confer  a  degree  in  veterinary  science,  and  of  members  of 
state  veterinary  examining  boards  that  grant  licenses  to  practise. 
Each  school  and  board  has  one  vote  to  be  cast  by  the  properly 
appointed  delegate. 

The  committee  on  uniform  standard  of  entrance  examination, 
reported  September  1897  and  presented  a  valuable  r^sum^  of  the 
matriculation  requirements  of  Europe  and  America  (see  Proc, 
U.  S.  vet.  med.  ass'n,  p.  226-35).  A  report  on  uniformity  of  state 
regulations  governing  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  at  the 
same  meeting  presented  the  chief  causes  preventing  uniformity. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  the  advis- 
ability of  forming  a  national  examining  board  and  that  provision 
be  made  for  cooperating  with  state  associations  to  secure  a  uni- 
form provision  in  legislation  authorizing  the  examining  board 
to  establish  the  standard  of  examination  and  to  accept  the  cer- 
tificate of  other  boards  that  have  satisfactory  requirements. 

The  special  committee  reported  September  1898,  Dr  James  Law 
presenting  a  paper  on  the  cooperation  of  the  various  examining 
boards  and  the  desirability  of  establishing  an  interstate  examin- 
ing board  the  certificate  of  which  would  be  accepted  by  the 
boards  of  all  states,  followed  by  Dr  A.  W.  Clement  in  a  paper 
discussing  the  subject.  Dr  Law  in  conclusion  saw  "  no  way  of 
reaching  a  satisfactory  system  of  reciprocity  of  state  examina- 
tions and  licenses  through  the  cumbrous  machinery  of  a  national 
board  of  examiners.  The  satisfactory  operation  of  such  a  board 
€an  only  be  secured  by  raising  the  requirements  of  all  states  to 
the  highest  existing  standard.  If  this  uniform  elevation  of  the 
standard  to  the  highest  present  requirement  can  be  secured  the 
national  examining  board  will  be  rendered  unnecessary  as  the 
different  state  licenses  should  thus  become  interchangeable.  So 
long  as  a  certain  number  of  states  are  unprepared  to  adopt  the 
highest  existing  requirements  the  only  alternative  is  to  group 
the  states  according  to  their  standards,  and  let  there  be  reci- 
procity of  license  among  the  states  of  any  given  group  and 
acceptance  of  their  licenses  by  all  states  holding  to  a  lower 
requirement." 

Dr  Clement  suggested  "  that  the  laws  governing  practice  be 
reduced  to  one  clause,  namely,  that  all  applicants  before  being 
allowed  to  register  should  graduate  from  a  school  requiring  at 
least  three  years'  course  of  study,  and  should  pass  such  exami- 
nations as  may  be  required  of  them.

These  extracts  are  made  for  the  convenience  of  administrative 
and  professional  bodies,  practitioners  and  candidates  for  regis- 
tration or  examination.  While  rules  are  legal  and  are  based 
on  the  statutes,  often  being  the  sole  requirements,  they  are  not 
statutes  and  for  this  reason  they  are  properly  grouped  in  a 
separate  division.  All  facts  given  in  the  synopsis  or  the  law  are 
omitted  as  rigidly  as  consistent  with  clearness.  The  extracts 
give  as  uniformly  as  possible:

This  synopsis  is  made  for  the  convenience  of  those  that  would 
see  at  a  glance  the  legal  requirements  for  admission  to  the  prac- 
tice of  veterinary  medicine  throughout  the  United  States.  A 
synopsis  of  the  law  of  each  political  division  was  sent  to  the 
executive  officer  for  correction  and  verification. 

There  are  four  distinct  lines  of  legal  requirements:  prelimi- 
nary education,  professional  training,  licensing  tests  and  regis- 
tration.

For  convenience 
of  reference  certain  facts  from  the  most  reliable  and  recent 
sources  of  information  are  uniformly  given  in  connection  with 
each  political  division.

In  editing  and  revising  the  statutes  care  has  been  taken  to 
omit  all  irrelevant  matter  and  all  inoperative  by  reason  of  time 
limit  or  amendments,  to  preserve  the  phraseology  and  punctua- 
tion and  to  give  the  sources  of  information.  Minor  changes 
involving  paragraphing,  numbering,  capitalization  and  spelling 
have  been  made  in  accord  with  the  editing  rules  of  the  Univer- 
sity when  the  change  affected  the  significance  of  the  law  in  no 
particular.  Volume  and  page  numbers  are  separated  by  a  colon; 
e.  g.  1:256  means  vol.  1,  p.  256.  For  convenience  side  heads  are 
inserted  when  not  given  in  the  law.

§  1  Conformity  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  any  city,  city  and 
county,  or  town  in  this  state,  having  a  population  of  2000  or  more,  without 
having  previously  obtained  a  diploma  from  a  college  duly  authorized  to 
grant  such  students,  in  veterinai-y  medicine  and  surgery,  or  those  who 
have  passed  satisfactory  examinations  before  the  state  veterinary  medical 
board,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§2  Veterinary  medical  board;  appointment;  term;  compensation.  1) 
This  board  of  examiners  shall  be  known  as  the  state  veterinary  medical 
board,  and  shall  consist  of  five  duly  qualified  practitioners  in  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  2)  The  members  of  the  state 
veterinary  medical  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  of  the  state. 
3)  The  board  so  appointed  shall  hold  their  oflSce  for  four  years,  and  the 
compensation  of  each  member  of  said  state  veterinary  medical  board  shall 
be  $5  per  diem,  exclusive  of  all  necessary  expenses  while  actually  en- 
gaged in  the  duty  of  their  office  at  the  meetings  of  said  board.  4)  A 
meeting  of  the  state  veterinary  medical  board  shall  be  held  at  least  once 
in  every  six  months  after  the  appointment  of  said  board  by  the  governor 
of  the  state  of  California,  such  meetings  to  be  held  alternately  in  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles.  5)  Three  members  of  the  state  veterinary 
medical  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  6)  Said  compensation  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  fees  and  penalties  received  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  or  other  expenses  of  the  state  veterinary 
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medical  board  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  7)  All  moneys  re- 
ceived by  said  state  veterinary  medical  board  as  such  fees  and  penalties, 
in  excess  of  the  compensation  and  expense  of  the  state  veterinary  medical 
board,  shall  be  annually  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  become  a  part  of 
the  general  fund  of  the  state. 

§  3  Applicants  holding  diplomas;  examination  of  others.  1)  Said 
state  veterinary  medical  board  shall  examine  all  diplomas  as  to  their 
genuineness.  Each  applicant  not  holding  a  diploma  shall  submit  to  a 
theoretical  and  practical  examination  before  the  state  veterinary  medical 
board;  said  examination  to  be  vsrritten  or  oral,  or  both,  and  sufficiently 
strict  to  satisfy  said  board  that  the  applicant  is  competent  to  practise 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery.  2)  An  examination  fee  of  $5  shall  be 
paid  to  the  state  veterinary  medical  board  by  the  holder  of  a  diploma,  and 
$10  by  an  applicant  not  holding  a  diploma;  said  money  shall  be  paid  by 
the  applicant  before  examination.  3)  In  case  of  failure  of  approval,  said 
fee  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  state  veterinary  medical  board. 

§  4  After  Dec.  31,  1893.  All  examinations  of  persons  not  graduates 
shall  be  made  directly  by  the  state  veterinary  medical  board,  and  the  cer- 
tificate given  by  said  board  shall  authorize  the  possessor  to  practise  veter- 
inary medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  California.  All  examinations 
of  ungraduated  practitioners  must  take  effect  before  the  31st  day  of  De- 
cember, 1893.  After  that  date  no  certificate  shall  be  granted,  except  to 
persons  presenting  diplomas  from  legally  chartered  colleges. 

§  5  Fee  for  license.  Upon  the  approval  of  credentials,  or  upon  ap- 
proval of  the  examination  of  an  applicant,  said  state  veterinary  medical 
board  shall  grant  him  or  her  a  license  to  practise  in  this  state,  and  shall 
receive  therefor  a  fee  of  ?5;  said  license  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  board. 

§  6  Display  of  license;  filed;  forfeiture.  Any  person  qualified  as  re- 
quired by  this  act  shall,  upon  receipt  of  his  license  to  practise  have  said 
license  prominently  displayed  in  his  office,  and  a  true  copy  thereof  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides.  Any 
person  removing  to  another  county  to  practise  shall  file  the  license  in  like 
manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes.  The  holder  shall  pay  to  the 
county  clerk  the  usual  fees  for  filing.  Any  person  holding  such  license 
who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  prominently  display  in  his  office,  or  file  a 
copy  of  the  same  with  the  county  clerk,  as  above  directed,  within  six 
months  after  receiving  such  license  shall  forfeit  his  license;  and  no  license 
when  once  forfeited  shall  be  restored  to  the  original  holder  except  on  the 
payment  to  said  state  vetei'inary  medical  board  of  the  sum  of  $25  as  a 
penalty  for  such  failure,  neglect,  or  refusal. 

§  7  Practice  of  veterinary  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  Any  per- 
son shall  be  regarded  as  practising  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  have  received  a  license  as  men- 
tioned in  §  5.     But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  mem- 
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bers  of  the  medical  profession  from  prescribing  for  domestic  animals  In 
case  of  emergency,  and  collecting  a  fee  therefor,  nor  to  prohibit  gratuitous 
services  in  an  emergency,  nor  prevent  any  person  from  practising  veter- 
inary medicine  or  surgery  on  any  animal  belonging  to  himself  or  herself. 
And  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  commissioned  veterinary  surgeons  in  the 
United  States  army. 

§8  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  veterinary  medicine 
or  surgery  in  this  state  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  the  penalty  of  which  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $100  nor  more  than  ?500,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  both.

§  1  Conformity  necessary.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  who  shall  not  have 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  examinations.  The  state  board  of  live 
stock  commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  this  act  goes  into 
effect,  appoint  three  competent  veterinary  surgeons,  not  to  exceed  two  of 
which  shall  be  graduates  of  the  same  veterinary  college,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  and  who  shall  continue  to  serve 
on  such  board  at  the  pleasure  of  said  board  of  live  stocli  commissioners.

All  persons  in  the  state  of  Illinois  who,  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  possession  of  a  diploma  from  a 
recognized  college  duly  authorized  to  graduate  students  in  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery,  or  who  shall  have  been  in  the  continuous  practice 
of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  for  a  period  of  three  con- 
secutive years  prior  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  practise  veterinary  medi- 
cine and  surgery  upon  making  application  to  the  state  board  of  live  stock 
commissioners  within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  act  shall 
go  into  effect,  and  receiving  from  said  board  a  license  as  provided  by  the 
terms  of  this  act:  provided,  that  any  person  may  make  application  to  the 
state  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  and  may  be  granted  a  license  by 
said  board  by  passing  an  examination  before  the  board  of  veterinary 
examiners  herein  provided  for,  and  otherwise  complying  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act.  Any  person  who,  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  this  act, 
becomes  a  graduate  of  a  college  duly  authorized  to  graduate  students  in 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  as  evidenced  by  its  diploma,  or  being 
possessed  of  such  diploma  becomes  a  citizen  of  this  state  by  removal 
thereto  from  another  state,  may  make  application  to  the  state  b(5ard  of 
live  stock  commissioners  and  receive  a  license  as  aforesaid  upon  proving 
the  genuineness  of  such  diploma:  provided,  however,  that  in  such  cases  an 
examination  before  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  said  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  be  required  of  such  appli- 
cant. 
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§  4  Application  for  license;  on  diploma;  on  examination;  fees.  All 
applications  for  a  license  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in 
the  state  of  Illinois  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  made  to  the 
state  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  through  its  secretary,  who  shall 
act  as  secretai-y  for  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  and 
each  application  must  set  forth  fully  the  grounds  upon  which  the 
application  is  based  and,  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  veterinary  colleges, 
must  be  accompanied  by  the  diploma  of  the  applicant  and  an  affidavit 
setting  forth  that  the  applicant  is  a  graduate  of  a  certain  veter- 
inary college  mentioned  in  the  diploma  and  is  the  person  to  whom 
the  diploma  in  question  was  originally  issued.  And  in  the  case 
of  practitioners  who  are  nongraduates,  the  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  an  affidavit  stating  the  number  of  years  that  the  applicant  has 
been  engaged  in  the  continuous  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surg- 
ery in  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  any  other  information  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  state  board  of  live  stocli  commissioners.  Each  application 
for  a  license  by  a  graduate  in  possession  of  a  diploma  and  by  a  prac- 
titioner shall  be  accompanied  by  a  license  fee  of  $5.  The  state  board  of 
veterinary  examiners  shall  examine  all  applicants  not  entitled  to  practise 
by  reason  of  being  in  possession  of  a  diploma,  or  of  having  practised  three 
years,  presenting  themselves  for  that  purpose;  said  examination  to  be 
written  or  oral,  or  both,  and  shall  include  the  following  subjects:  veterin- 
ary anatomy,  surgery,  practice  of  medicine,  obstetrics,  pathology,  chem- 
istry, veterinary  diagnosis,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  physiology,  san- 
itary medicine  and  meat  and  milk  inspection,  and  such  other  branches  a» 
the  board  of  veterinary  examiners  may  prescribe.  All  applicants  for  ex- 
amination before  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners  who  shall  not  possess 
a  diploma  as  aforesaid,  or  who  shall  not  hava  practised  three  years  or 
more,  shall  accompany  said  application  by  an  examination  fee  of  $20. 

§  5  Duties  of  board;  report  of  proceedings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  when  called  to  meet  by  the  state  board 
of  live  stock  commissioners,  to  examine  the  applications,  diplomas  and 
affidavits  of  all  applicants  who  are  graduates  or  practitioners  under  the 
terms  of  this  act,  and  when  satisfied  of  the  genuineness  of  the  same  it 
shall  certify  to  the  state  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  the  names  of 
the  applicants  entitled  to  receive  a  license  under  the  terms  of  this  act: 
provided,  that  the  said  board  of  examiners  may,  before  acting  upon  an 
applicatioji,  if  deemed  necessary,  require  additional  statements  or  affi- 
davits or  the  personal  attendance  before  it  of  any  applicant.  The  said 
board  of  examiners  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  examination  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall  certify  to  the  state  board  of  live  stock 
commissioners  the  names  of  all  applicants  that  are,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  board,  entitled  to  a  license  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  sur- 
gery. The  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  shall,  at  its  next  meeting 
after  the  receipt  of  such  certified  list  or  lists,  issue  a  license  to  each  per- 
son so  certified  which  shall  entitle  the  person  therein  named  to  practise 
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veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state,  and  the  license  shall  state 
the  grounds  upon  which  it  is  granted,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  attested  by  secretary  of  said  board:  provided,  that  the  state 
board  of  live  stock  commissioners  shall  have  the  power,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  to  refuse  a  license  to 
any  applicant  on  the  ground  of  his  having  been  guilty  of  gross  immorality 
or  gross  malpractice,  and  upon  such  i-ecommendation  it  shall  have  the 
power  to  revoke  a  license  on  the  said  grounds:  provided,  that  before 
making  such  recommendation  the  party  charged  with  such  immorality  or 
malpractice  shall  be  cited  by  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners  to  appear 
for  a  hearing  before  said  board.  A  full  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
boai'd  of  veterinary  examiners  shall  be  filed  at  the  close  of  each  meeting 
with  the  board  of  live  stock  commissioners,  which  shall  include  a  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  days  employed  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and 
of  the  traveling  and  necessaiy  incidental  expenses  of  the  members  thereof, 
and  of  the  secretary. 

§  6  Com^pensation  and  expenses  of  board.  Each  member  of  the  board 
of  veterinary  examiners  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  $5  per  day  and  neces- 
sary traveling  and  incidental  expenses  incurred  while  actually  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties  under  the  direction  of  the  state 
board  of  live  stocli  commissioners.  Said  compensation  and  expenses  and 
all  expenses  involved  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  fees  and  penalties  received  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  no  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury.  The  state 
board  of  live  stock  commissioners  shall  designate  a  custodian  to  receive 
all  fees  and  penalties  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  said  board  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  prescribed  from 
time  to  time  by  said  board  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board, 
to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  custodian,  and  shall  pay  out  such 
funds  only  on  vouchers  certified  by  a  majority  of  said  board  and  attested 
by  its  secretary. 

§  7  Registration;  failure  to  register.  Every  person  qualified  as  re- 
quired by  this  act  shall,  upon  receipt  of  license  to  practise,  have  said 
license  recorded  in  the  oftice  of  the  clerk  or  i-ecorder  of  the  county  in 
which  he  resides,  and  the  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Any  person 
removing  to  another  county  shall  procure  an  indorsement  to  that  effect 
upon  his  license  from  the  county  clerk  or  recorder  and  shall  record  the 
license  in  like  manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  removal  notify  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  live  stock 
commissioners  of  the  fact  of  his  removal  and  of  his  new  postoffice  address. 
The  holder  of  such  license  shall  pay  to  the  county  clerk  or  recorder  the 
usual  recording  fee.  Any  failure,  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any 
person  holding  such  license  to  register  same  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  or  recorder  as  above  directed,  for  a  period  of  three  months  shall 
forfeit  his  license  and  no  license  when  forfeited  shall  be  restored  except 
upon  the  payment  to  said  board  of  live  stock  commissioners  of  the  sum 
of  $25,  as  a  penalty  for  such  failure,  neglect  or  refusal. 
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§  8  Practice  of  veterinary  medicine  defined.  Any  person  shall  be  re- 
garded as  practising  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  within  the  meaning 
of  this  act  who  professes  publicly  to  be  a  veterinary  surgeon,  or  appends 
to  his  name  any  initials  or  title  implying  qualifications  to  practise;  but 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  veterinary  students 
from  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  nor  to  prohibit 
gratuitous  services  of  any  individual  who  may  be  called  by  the  owner  of 
live  stock,  and  castrating  male  and  spaying  female  animals  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  practising  veterinary  surgery.  The  terms  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  commissioned  veterinarians  in  the  United  States  army,  or 
to  any  lawfully  qualified  veterinarians  residing  in  other  states  or  coun- 
tries meeting  registei'ed  veterinarians  of  this  state  in  consultation. 

§  9  Veterinarians  now  practising.  All  veterinary  surgeons  or  persons 
practising  veterinary  surgery  in  this  state  at  the  time  this  act  goes  into 
effect  shall  malve  application  to  the  state  board  of  live  stock  commission- 
ers within  six  months  from  said  date  for  a  license  to  practise  as  herein 
provided.  Any  veterinary  surgeon  entering  this  state  to  begin  the  prac- 
tice of  veterinary  surgery  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall,  on  entering 
upon  such  practice,  apply  to  the  state  board  of  live  stock  commissioners 
and  submit  his  credentials  as  herein  provided,  and  the  board  may  in  its 
discretion,  grant  such  applicant  a  temporary  permit  to  practise  until  such 
time  as  the  board  of  veterinary  examiners  shall  be  called  to  meet,  when 
his  application  will  take  its  regular  course  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  practising  veterinary  med- 
icine and  surgery  in  this  state  without  a  license  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
or  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  terms  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25,  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  and  every 
offense,  said  misdemeanor  to  be  prosecuted  and  costs  assessed  as  in  other 
cases  of  misdemeanor  under  chapter  38  of  the  revised  statutes  of  Illinois. 

§  11  Fraudulent  registration;  fines.  Any  person  filing  or  attempting 
to  file  as  his  own,  the  diploma  of  another,  or  a  forged  or  fictitious  or  a 
fraudulently  obtained  diploma  or  certificate,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
subject  to  such  fine  and  imprisonment  as  are  made  and  provided  by  the 
statutes  of  this  state  for  the  crime  of  forgery.  All  fines  collected  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  in  which 
the  prosecution  is  held.

§  64  Veterinary  medical  board;  appointment;  term;  by-laws.  A  com- 
mission is  hereby  established  to  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  state  veterinary  medical  board,  to  consist  of  five  commissioners,  who 
shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  some  school  of  veterinary  medicine, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  every  four  years,  and  who  shall 
hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and  qualified, 
with  power  in  and  to  said  board  to  adopt  by-laws  and  regulations,  such 
as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title;  provided,  the  said  by-laws  shall  not  conflict  with  the  constitution 
or  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  65  Registration  necessary;  conformity.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the 
state  of  Maryland,  without  having  previously  obtained  a  diploma  from 
a  college  duly  authorized  to  grant  such  to  students  of  veterinary  medicine 
and  surgery,  or  to  those  who  have  passed  satisfactory  examinations  before 
the  state  veterinary  medical  board,  or  as  herein  provided  for. 

§  66  Meetings  of  board.  The  said  state  veterinary  medical  board  shall 
hold  their  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  beet, 
which  times  and  places  shall  be  set  out  fully  and  regularly  in  their 
by-laws. 
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§  67  Certificate  on  diploma;  on  examination.  The  state  veterinary 
medical  board  shall  examiue  all  diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness,  and 
each  applicant  not  holding  a  diploma  shall  submit  to  a  theoretical  and 
practical  examination  before  the  state  veterinary  medical  board,  said  ex- 
amination to  be  written,  oral  or  both,  which  examination,  if  passed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  boai'd,  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  practise 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  subject  to  provisions  and  regulations  of 
this  sub-title  and  regulations  of  the  said  board. 

§  68  After  Dec.  31,  1894.  All  examinations  of  persons  not  graduates 
shall  be  made  directly  by  the  state  veterinary  medical  board,  and  the 
certificates  given  by  the  said  board  shall  authorize  the  possessors  to  prac- 
tise veterinary  medicine  and  surgei^y  in  the  state  of  Maryland.  All  ex- 
aminations of  ungraduated  practitioners  must  take  place  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  1894.  After  that  date  no  certificate  shall  be  granted, 
except  to  persons  presenting  diplomas  from  legally  chartered  colleges. 

§  69  Practice  of  veterinary  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  Any 
person  shall  be  regarded  as  practising  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  sub-title,  who  shall  have  received  a  license  as 
mentioned  in  §  67;  but  nothing  in  this  sub-title  shall  be  construed  to 
prohibit  members  of  the  medical  profession  from  prescribing  for  domestic 
animals  in  case  of  emergency  and  collecting  a  fee  therefor,  nor  to  pro- 
hibit gratuitous  services  in  an  emergency,  nor  to  prevent  any  person 
from  practising  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  on  any  animal  belonging 
to  himself  or  herself.  And  this  sub-title  of  this  article  shall  not  apply 
to  commissioned  veterinary  surgeons  in  the  United  States  army. 

§  70  Register.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  sych  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  sub-title  practising  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery  or  any  branches  thereof  in  this  state,  and  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  published  at  least  once  a  year  in  two  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

§  71  Persons  now  practising.  The  said  board  shall  within  six  months 
from  the  date  hereof,  prepare  said  register,  in  which  the  names  of  all 
graduate  practitioners  in  the  state  at  the  time  and  in  actual  practice 
shall,  on  application  to  the  said  board,  be  inserted  without  examination 
and  shall  also  on  application  insert  the  names  of  such  persons  who 
are  practitioners  in  actual  practice  without  a  diploma,  or  certificate  or 
[of]  qualification  from  a  recognized  school,  who  have  been  In  practice 
for  five  years  and  upwards,  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  sub-title,  upon 
proof  to  the  said  board  that  they  have  been  so  practising;  that  all  per- 
sons practising  at  this  time  and  not  having  been  so  practising  for  five 
years  antecedent  to  such  enactment,  shall  undergo  an  examination  before 
the  said  board,  and  if  found  by  said  board  competent  to  practise,  the 
persons  so  examined  and  approved  shall  be  entitled  to  registration. 

§  72  Rejection  of  applicant.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  reject 
any  applicant  for  registration  whose  examination  papers  or  diploma  are 
not  satisfactory.  i 
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§  73  Qualifications  for  registration.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
practise  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  or  any  branch  thereof  in  the  state 
of  Maryland,  who  does  not  possess  a  diploma  issued  from  a  college  or 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  duly  incorporated  and  legally  licensed  to 
issue  diplomas,  and  if  said  diplomas  shall  be  issued  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  1895,  it  shall  be  received  only  from  a  college  or  school  of 
veterinary  medicine,  which  shall  require  a  three  years'  course  of  study 
before  issuing  said  diploma,  and  shall  have  passed  such  examination  or 
test  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  instituted  as  a  test  of  qualification 
by  such  board,  and  persons  producing  such  certificates  or  diplomas  who 
pass  such  test  examination  shall,  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  hereinafter 
are  provided  for,  be  registered  as  veterinary  practitioners. 

§  74  No  money  from  state  treasury.  No  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  state  treasury  for  the  use  or  purposes  of  this  sub-title. 

§  75  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  not  registered  who  shall  prac- 
tise veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  branch  thereof  within  the 
state  of  Maryland,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  [$]  100,  nor  more  than  $500  for 
each  offense,  or  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  any  term 
not  less  than  three  months,  nor  more  than  12  months,  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

§  76  Prosecutions.  The  said  board  shall  be  the  prosecutor  in  all  cases 
under  this  sub-title,  and  such  fine  and  imprisonment  may  be  imposed 
by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  or  any  county  where 
such  offense  may  be  committed. 

§  77  Disposal  of  fines.  One  moiety  of  the  fine  imposed  under  this  sub- 
title shall  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury  wherein  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed. 

§  78  Option  of  owner.  In  any  part  of  any  election  district  of  any 
county  in  the  state  where  it  may  not,  in  the  judgment  of  the  owner  of 
the  animal,  be  advisable  to  secure  the  services  of  a  duly  authorized 
veterinary  surgeon,  then  the  person  desiring  to  obtain  advice  as  to  the 
physical  condition  of  any  animal  or  animals  belonging  to  him,  may  pro- 
cure the  services  of  any  person  that  he  may  desire,  to  give  such  advice 
or  to  perform  any  services  for  the  relief  of  his  animal  or  animals  that 
may  be  necessary.

§  1  Board  of   examiners;    qualifications.     That   the   governor  of   the 
state  of  Michigan  shall  appoint  a  state  veterinary  board,  consisting  of 
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three  members,  Avho  shall  be  residents  of  this  sta,te,  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  graduates  of  a  regular  college  of  vetetrinary  medicine  and 
surgery,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be  graduates  of  the  same  college,  who 
have  been  in  the  practice  of  their  profession  at  least  three  years  previous 
to  their  appointment.  The  members  of  such  board  shall  hold  ofiBce  for 
a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  except  that  the  first  appointment 
shall  be  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively. 

§  2  Meetings;  organization.  The  members  of  such  board  shall  meet

lege or  school,  Avithin  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  that  such  diploma  was 
issued  by  such  college  or  school  directly  to  him;  that  he  has  paid  the 
secretary  his  fee  for  making  such  certificate,  and  has  in  all  other  respects 
fully  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  act:  provided,  that  any  per- 
son not  a  graduate  from  a  college  or  school,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act,  may  appear  before  said  board  and  submit  to  an  examination  as  to 
his  fitness  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  and  upon  passing 
an  examination  upon  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  physiology,  veterinary 
meteria  [materia]  medica  and  pathology,  with  an  average  of  not  less 
than  75%  upon  all  questions  proposed  by  said  board,  shall  receive  from 
the  secretary  of  said  board  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  fact  that  he 
has  passed  the  examination  and  is  entitled  to  register  as  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  doctor  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  or  veterinarian,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  4  Registration.  At  any  time  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
issuance  of  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  said  board,  the  person  to 
whom  it  was  Issued  shall  present  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  he  resides  for  registration  and,  upon  the  recording  of  said  cer- 
tificate and  payment  of  fees  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  county  clerk 
shall  deliver  to  him  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  he  Is  regularly  regis- 
tered in  this  state  under  this  act. 
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§  5  Use  of  title.  No  person  wlio  has  failed  or  neglected  to  obtain  a 
certificate  from  the  county  clerk,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  entitled 
to  use  or  append  to  his  name  the  term  "  veterinary  surgeon,"  "  doctor  of 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,"  or  "  veterinarian."  or  any  title,  name, 
abbreviation,  degree  or  description  implying  or  calculated  to  lead  people 
to  infer  that  he  is  a  regular  registered  practitioner  under  this  act. 

§  G  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  wilfully  or  falsely  pre- 
tends to  be  a  regularly  registered  practitioner  under  this  act,  or  who 
wilfully  or  falsely  states  or  uses  any  name,  title,  abbreviation,  degree 
or  description  implying  or  calculated  to  lead  people  to  infer  that  he  is 
a  regularly  registered  practitioner  hereinunder,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $10,  nor  more  than  $50,  or  imprisonment  In  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  lU  days  nor  more  than  30  days,  or  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  7  Board  shall  receive  no  compensation;  fee  for  certificate.  The 
members  of  the  state  veterinary  board  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  salary,  fee  or  compensation  from  the  state  or  any  county  for  their 
services  as  such  members.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  charge 
and  receive  from  each  applicant  a  fee  of  ?3  for  making  and  Issuing  the 
certificate  mentioned  in  §  3  of  this  act,  to  be  paid  into  a  general  fund 
for  the  expense  of  the  board  and  services  of  the  secretary. 

§  8  Registration  fee.  The  county  clerk  of  any  county,  when  register- 
ing, recording  and  making  the  certificates,  as  contemplated  in  §  4  of  this 
act,  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  a  fee  of  50  cents  therefor. 

§  9  Veterinarians  now  practising.  All  persons  who  are  graduates  of 
regular  colleges  or  schools  of  veterinaiy  medicine  and  surgery,  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  or  who  are  employing  or  using  any  name,  term, 
degree,  abbreviation  or  description  as  contemplated  in  this  act,  shall, 
within  three  months  of  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the  state  veterinary 
board,  make  application  for  registration  or  examination  before  the  state 
veterinary  board  as  herein  provided,  and  after  such  time,  no  person,  unless 
regularly  registered,  shall  employ  any  such  name,  term,  degree,  abbrevia- 
tion or  description  in  connection  with  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine 
and  surgery  and  its  branches. 

§  10  Board,  when  appointed.  The  first  state  veterinary  board  under 
this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  immediately  after  this  act 
takes  effect,  and  the  first  meeting  of  such  board  shall  be  held  not  less 
than  three  months  after  such  appointment,  and  notice  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  advertised  in  a  Lansing  newspaper,  a  Detroit  newspaper  and  a 
Grand  Rapids  newspaper. 

§  11  Address  of  secretary.  The  permanent  address  of  the  secretary 
of  said  board  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

§  12  Application  of  act.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  any  person 
from  treating  any  domestic  animal,  and  only  applies  to  the  use  of  the 
professional  title  and  degrees,  or  their  abbreviations,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. ;

§  1  Conformity  necessary.  That  every  person  practising  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  in  any  of  its  departments  in  this  state 
shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  act. 

§  2  Practitioners  of  three  years'  experience.  Any  person  who  has 
practised  the  profession  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  as 
a  livelihood  in  this  state  for  three  years,  immediately  preceding  the  pas- 
sage ofi  this  act,  may  be  deemed  eligible  to  registration,  and  shall  receive 
a  certificate  upon  presentation,  to  the  secretary  of  the  board,  his  sworn 
affidavit  and  letters  of  recommendation  from  10  reputable  freeholders  and 
stock  owners  in  his  locality,  or  upon  presentation  of  a  diploma  from  a 
legally  authorized  veterinary  college  or  university,  if  made  within  six 
months  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  3  Board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The 
governor  of  the  state  shall  appoint  a  board  of  examiners  within  30  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  board  to  be  known  as  the  state  board 
of  veterinary  medical  examiners.  This  board  shall  consist  of  five  qualified 
veterinarians,  each  of  whom  shall  be  graduates  of  a  legally  authorized 
veterinary  college  or  university,  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  after 
such  appointment  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  [As  amended 
1S97.  ch.  322,  §  1] 

§  4  Organization;  meetings;  certifi.cate  of  qualification.  Said  board 
of  veterinary  medical  examiners  shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  They  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  president  and  secre- 
tary shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths.  Said  board  shall  hold  meet- 
ings for  examination  at  the  state  capitol  on  the  second  Wednesdays  of 
April  and  October  of  each  year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  each  session  not  to  exceed  three  days.  Said  board  shall 
issue  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  all  applicants  who  pass  the  required

Said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
proceedings  thereof,  and  also  a  record  or  register  of  all  applicants  for 
a  license,  together  with  his  age,  name  and  time  spent  in  the  study  and 
practice  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry,  and,  if  a  graduate, 
the  name  and  location  of  the  college  or  university  granting  such  diploma. 
Said  books  and  records  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  matters  therein 
recorded. 
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§  6  Fees;  expenses  of  board,  rersons  presenting  diplomas  or  can- 
didates for  registration  sliall  pay  to  tlie  secretary  of  tlie  board  a  fee  of 
$5  in  advance,  and  the  fees  received  by  said  board  sliall  defray  tlie  ex- 
penses of  same. 

§  7  Penalty  for  violation;  proviso.  Any  person  practising  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  in  this  state  for  compensation  without 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  period  of  not  more  than  90  days  for  each  and  every  such  ofCense. 
All  fines  received  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school 
fund  of  the  county  in  which  such  conviction  takes  place.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prohibit  any  person  from  rendering  need- 
ful help  or  assistance  in  the  treatment  of  any  domestic  animal,  when  the 
attendance  of  a  registered  veterinary  surgeon  can  not  be  procured  with- 
out great  inconvenience  or  rislv. 

§  8  Diploma  and  examination.  All  persons  commencing  the  practice 
of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  in  this  state  after  .the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall  be  graduates  of  a  legally  authorized  veterinary  college 
or  university,  shall  pass  the  examination  required  by  said  state  board  of 
veterinary  examiners.     [As  amended  1897,  ch.  322,  §  2] 

§  9  Certifi.cate  recorded.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  examiners  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
court  in  the  county  in  which  he  resides  within  30  days  after  the  date  of 
said  certificate,  and  the  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Any  person 
removing  to  another  county  to  practise  shall  record  the  certificate  in  a 
like  manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes,  and  the  holder  of  the 
certificate  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  a  fee  of  $1  for  making  the 
record. 

§  10  Not  to  apply.  Dehorning  of  cattle  and  castration  of  animals  shall 
not  be  construed  as  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.

§  4  Qualifications  for  practice.  That  every  person  who  shall  assume, 
or  use,  or  cause  to  be  used,  any  title  pertaining  to  the  practice  of  vet- 
erinary medicine  or  surgery,  or  any  of  the  branches  of  veterinary  med- 
icine or  surgery,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  legally  chartered  veterinary 
college  or  university,  having  the  power  or  authority  to  confer  the  degree 
of  veterinary  surgeon  or  analogous  title,  except  as  provided  for  in  §  2 
[§  5];  and  such  practitioner  shall  be  required  to  register  in  the  book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
he  resides. 

§  5  Existing  practitioner.  That  any  person  who  has  assumed  the 
title  of  veterinary  surgeon  or  analogous  title,  in  this  state,  for  the  five 
years  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  being  entitled  to  the 
degree  of  veterinary  surgeon  or  analogous  title,  shall  be  allowed  to 
continue  the  use  of  the  title;  but  such  person  shall  appear  before  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides  and  make  affidavit  of 
that  fact;  he  shall  then  be  recorded  as  an  existing  practitioner. 

§  6  Register.  That  the  county  clerk  shall  purchase  a  book  of  suitable 
size,  to  be  known  as  the  veterinary  medical  register  of  the  county,  and 
shall  set  apart  one  full  page  for  the  registration  of  each  practitioner; 
and  when  any  practitioner  shall  die  or  remove  from  the  county,  the 
county  clerk  shall  make  a  note  of  the  same,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  required  by  this  act. 

§  7  Registration  fee.  That  every  practitioner  who  shall  be  admitted 
to  register  shall  pay  to  the  county  clerk  the  sum  of  $1,  which  sum  shall 
be  compensation  in  full  for  registration;  the  county  clerk  shall  give  a 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  such  registration  shall  take  place  within  six 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  8  Act  construed.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  any  veterinary  surgeon  (if  legally  qualified  to  use  the  title) 
from  using  the  title  of  veterinary  surgeon  or  analogous  title,  In  this 
state;  but  if  such  veterinary  surgeon  opens  an  office  or  uses  the  title 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  he  shall  be  deemed  a  sojourner,  and  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  act. 
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§  9  Persons  holding  diplomas.  That  any  person  who  may  desire  to 
commence  the  practice  of  veterinary  surgery  or  medicine,  or  any  of  its 
branches,  in  tliis  state,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  who  holds  a 
veterinary  diploma,  issued,  or  purporting  to  have  been  issued,  by  any 
veterinary  college  or  university  in  this  state,  another  state  or  foreign 
country,  shall  malvc  affidavit  before  the  county  clerk  that  his  diploma 
has  been  regularly  issued  by  a  legally  chartered  veterinary  college  or 
university,  after  which  such  person  will  be  allowed  to  register  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  That  any  person  Mho  shall  present  to  a 
county  clerk  a  veterinary  diploma  which  has  been  obtained  fraudulently, 
or  which  is,  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  a  forgery,  or  shall  make  affidavit 
to  any  false  statement,  intended  to  be  filed  or  registered,  or  shall  use 
the  title  veterinary  surgeon  or  analogous  title,  without  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  this  act,  or  shall  otherwise  violate  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  punished  for  each  and  every  of- 
fense by  a  fine  of  $100,  one  half  to  be  paid  to  the  prosecutor,  and  the 
other  half  to  be  paid  to  the  county,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county 
jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  or 
either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  11  Becovery  for  services.  That  no  person  shall  recover  in  any  court 
in  this  state  any  sum  of  money  whatever  for  any  veterinary,  medical  or 
surgical  services,  unless  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  is  one  of  the  persons  authorized  by  this  act  to  practise  as 
a  veterinaiy  surgeon  or  veterinarian. 

§  12  List  of  registered  practitioners.  That  in  order  to  secure  to  the 
veterinary  associations  and  societies  of  the  state  and  the  state  board  of 
health  a  full  record  of  all  the  veterinary  physicians  and  surgeons  of  this 
state,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  of  the  state 
to  furnish  to  all  incorporated  veterinary  associations  and  societies  of  the 
state  and  to  the  state  board  of  health  a  list  of  names  of  all  the  veterinary 
physicians  and  surgeons  who  have  deposited  with  him  copies  of  their 
diplomas,  and  the  name  and  place  of  the  institution  purporting  to  confer 
such  diploma,  and  each  county  clerk  shall  yearly  furnish  to  the  vet- 
erinary associations  and  societies  of  the  state  and  the  state  board  of 
health  a  similar  list  of  those  veterinary  physicians  and  surgeons  hereafter 
depositing  diplomas  with  him,  and  shall  include  in  such  list  also  the 
names  of  those  veterinary  practitioners  filing  affidavits  with  him  as  men- 
tioned in  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act;  and  each  county  clerk  shall 
keep  in  a  suitable  book  an  index  of  the  names  of  all  veterinary  physicians 
and  surgeons  depositing  diplomas  or  filing  affidavits  in  pursuance  of  the 
foregoing  sections  of  this  act.

§  170  I>efinitions.     As  used  in  this  article: 

1  University  means  University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

2  Regents  means  board  of  regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
Neve  York. 

3  Board  means  a  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners  of  the  state  of 
New  York. 

4  Veterinary  medical  examiner  means  a  member  of  a  board  of  vet- 
erinary medical  examiners  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

5  Veterinary  school  means  any  veterinary  school,  college  or  department 
of  a  university,  registered  by  the  regents  as  maintaining  a  proper  vet- 
erinary medical  standard  and  as  legally  incorporated.

§  171  Qualifications  for  practice.  No  person  shall  practise  veterinary 
medicine  after  July  1,  1895,  unless  previously  registered  and  legally  au- 
thorized, unless  licensed  by  the  regents  and  registered  as  required  by 
this  article;  nor  shall  any  person  practise  veterinary  medicine  who  has 
ever  been  convicted  of  a  felony  by  any  court,  or  whose  authority  to  prac- 
tise is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  regents  on  recommendation  of  a 
state  board. 

§  172  State  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners.  There  shall  be 
a  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners  of  five  members,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  office  for  five  years  from  August  1  of  the  year  in  which  ap- 
pointed. The  New  York  state  veterinary  medical  society  shall  at  each 
annual  meeting  nominate  twice  the  number  of  examiners  to  be  appointed 
that  year  on  the  board.  The  names  of  such  nominees  shall  be  annually 
transmitted  under  seal  by  the  president  and  secretary  prior  to  May  1, 
to  the  regents  who  shall,  prior  to  August  1,  appoint  from  such  lists  the 
examiners  required  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  will  occur  from  expiration 
of  term  on  July  31.  Any  other  vacancy,  however  occurring,  shall  likewise 
be  filled  by  the  regents  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  nominee  before  ap- 
pointment, shall  furnish  to  the  regents  proof  that  he  has  received  a  de- 
gree in  the  veterinary  medicine  from  registered  veterinary  medical  school 
and  that  he  has  legally  practised  veterinary  medicine  in  this  state  for  at 
least  five  years.  If  no  nominees  are  legally  before  them  from  the  society, 
the  regents  may  appoint  from  members  in  good  standing  in  the  veterinary 
profession  without  restriction.  The  regents  may  remove  any  examiner 
for  misconduct,  incapacity  or  neglect  of  duty. 

§  173  Certificate  of  appointment;  oath;  powers.  Every  veterinary 
medical  examiner  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  appointment  from  the 
regents,  and  before  beginning  his  term  of  office  shall  file  with  the  secre- 
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tary  of  state  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.  The  board,  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  may  take  testimony  and  proofs  concerning  all  matters 
within  its  jurisdiction.  The  board  may,  subject  to  the  regents'  approval, 
make  all  by-laws  and  rules  not  inconsistent  with  law  needed  in  perform- 
ing its  duties,  but  no  by-laws  or  rules  by  which  more  than  a  majority 
vote  is  required  for  any  specified  action  by  the  board  shall  be  amended, 
suspended  or  repealed  by  a  smaller  vote  than  that  required  for  the  action 
thereunder. 

§  174  Expenses.  From  the  fees  provided  by  this  article  the  regents 
may  pay  all  proper  expenses  incurred  by  its  provisions,  except  compensa- 
tion to  veterinary  medical  examiners,  and  any  surplus  at  the  end  of  the 
academic  year  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  members  of  the  board  pro 
rata  according  to  the  number  of  candidates  whose  answer  papers  have 
been  marked  by  each. 

§  175  Officers;  meetings;  quorum;  committees.  The  board  shall  an- 
nually elect  from  its  members  a  president  and  secretary  for  the  academic 
year,  and  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  each  year  pursuant  to  the 
call  of  the  regents.  At  any  meeting  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum; 
but  questions  prepared  by  the  board  may  be  grouped  and  edited,  or 
answer  papers  of  candidates  may  be  examined  and  marked  by  committees 
duly  authorized  by  the  board  and  by  the  regents. 

§  176  Admission  to  examination.  The  regents  shall  admit  to  exam- 
ination any  candidate  who  pays  a  fee  of  $10  and  submits  satisfactory 
evidence,  verified  by  oath  if  required,  that  he  1)  is  more  than  21  years  of 
age;  2)  is  of  good,  moral  character;  3)  has  the  general  education  required 
in  all  cases  after  July  1,  1897,  preliminary  to  receiving  a  degree  in  vet- 
erinary medicine;  4)  has  studied  veterinary  medicine  not  less  than  three 
full  years,  including  three  satisfactory  courses,  in  three  different 
academic  years,  in  the  veterinary  medical  school  registered  as  maintain- 
ing at  the  time  a  satisfactory  standard;  5)  has  received  a  degree  as  vet- 
erinarian from  some  registered  veterinary  medical  school.  The  degree 
in  veterinary  medicine  shall  not  be  conferred  in  this  state  before  the  can- 
didate has  filed  with  the  institution  conferring  it,  the  certificate  of  the 
regents  that  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  degree,  or  before  or  during 
his  first  year  of  veterinary  medical  study  in  this  state,  he  has  either 
graduated  from  a  registered  college  or  satisfactorily  completed  an  aca- 
demic course  in  a  registered  academy  or  high  school;  or  has  a  preliminary 
education  considered  and  accepted  by  the  regents  as  fully  equivalent;  or 
has  passed  regents  examinations  equivalent  to  the  minimum  requirement 
in  such  preliminary  education  for  candidates  for  medical  or  dental  de- 
grees in  this  state.  Students  who  had  matriculated  in  a  veterinary  med- 
ical school  before  Oct.  1,  1895,  shall  be  exempted  from  this  preliminary 
education  requirement,  provided  the  degree  be  conferred  before  July  1, 
1898.  The  regents  may,  in  their  discretion,  accept  as  the  equivalent  for 
any  part  of  the  third  and  fourth  requirements,  evidence  of  five  or  more 
years'  reputable  practice  in  veterinary  medicine,  provided  that  such  sub- 
stitution be  specified  in  the  license. 
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§  177  Questions.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall  submit  to  the  re- 
gents, as  required,  lists  of  suitable  questions  for  thorough  examination  in 
comparative  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene,  in  chemistry  and  in  vet- 
erinary surgery,  obstetrics,  pathology  and  diagnosis  and  therapeutics,  in- 
cluding practice  and  materia  medica.  From  these  lists  the  regents  shall 
prepare  question  papers  for  all  these  subjects,  which  at  any  examinations 
shall  be  the  same  for  all  candidates. 

§  178  Examinations  and  reports.  Examination  for  license  shall  be 
given  in  at  least  four  convenient  places  in  this  state  and  at  least  four 
times  annually,  in  accordance  with  the  regents'  rules,  and  shall  be  ex- 
clusively in  writing  and  in  English,  Each  examination  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  regent  examiner,  w^ ho  shall  not  be  one  of  the  veterinary  medical 
examiners.  At  the  close  of  each  examination,  the  regents'  examiner  in 
charge  shall  deliver  the  questions  and  answer  papers  to  the  board,  or  to 
its  duly  authorized  comnjittee,  and  such  board,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
shall  examine  and  marlj  the  answers  and  transmit  to  the  regents  an 
official  report,  signed  by  its  president  and  secretary,  stating  the  standing 
of  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  his  general  average  and  whether  the 
boai'd  recommends  that  a  license  be  granted.  Such  report  shall  include 
the  questions  and  answers  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  public  records  of  the 
University.  If  a  candidate  fails  on  his  fii'st  examination,  he  may,  after  not 
less  than  six  months'  farther  study,  have  a  second  examination  witliout 
fee.  If  the  failure  is  from  illness  or  other  cause  satisfactory  to  the  re- 
gents, they  may  waive  the  required  six  months'  study. 

§  179  Licenses.  On  receiving  from  the  state  board  an  official  report 
that  an  applicant  has  successfully  passed  the  examination  and  is  recom- 
mended for  license,  the  regents  shall  issue  to  him,  if  in  their  judgment 
he  is  duly  qualified  therefor,  a  license  to  practise  veterinary  medicine. 
Every  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  University  under  seal  and  shall  be 
signed  by  each  acting  veterinary  medical  examiner  of  the  board  and  by 
the  officer  of  the  University  who  approved  the  credential  which  admitted 
the  candidate  to  examination,  and  shall  state  that  the  licensee  has  given 
satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness  as  to  age,  character,  preliminary  and  vet- 
erinai'y  medical  education  and  all  other  matters  required  by  law,  and 
that  after  full  examination  he  has  been  found  properly  qualified  to  prac- 
tise. Applicants  examined  and  licensed  before  July  1,  1897,  by  other 
state  examining  boards  registered  by  the  regents  as  maintaining  standards 
not  lower  than  those  provided  by  this  article,  and  applicants  who  matric- 
ulate in  a  New  York  state  veterinary  medical  school  before  July  1,  1896, 
and  who  receive  the  veterinary  degree  from  a  registered  veterinary  med- 
ical school  before  July  1,  1897,  may  without  farther  examination,  on  pay- 
ment of  ?10  to  the  regents,  and  on  submitting  such  evidences  as  they 
may  require,  receive  from  them  an  indorsement  of  their  license  or  diplomas 
conferring  all  rights  and  privileges  of  a  regents  license  issued  after  ex- 
amination. If  any  person  whose  registration  is  not  legal  or  who  is  not 
registered   because  of   some    error,    misunderstanding    or    unintentional 
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omission,  shall  submit  satisfactory  proof  that  he  had  all  reqnirementg 
prescribed  by  law  at  the  time  i-equired  for  registration  and  was  entitled 
to  be  legally  registered,  he  may,  on  unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
state  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners,  receive  from  the  regents 
under  seal  a  certificate  of  the  facts  which  may  be  registered  by  any 
county  clerk  and  shall  make  valid  the  previous  imperfect  registration. 
Before  any  license  is  issued  it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  in  the  regents  office  and  its  number  shall  be  noted  in  the  license. 
This  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  and  in  all  legal  proceedings 
shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evidence  that  is  given  to  a  record  of  con- 
veyance of  land.     [As  amended  19O0,  A.  B.  567] 

§  179a  Begistry.  Every  license  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  shall, 
before  the  licensee  begins  practice  thereunder,  be  registered  in  a  book  to 
be  known  as  the  Veterinary  medical  register,  which  shall  be  provided  by 
and  kept  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  where  such  practice  is  to  be 
carried  on,  with  name,  residence,  place  and  date  of  birth,  and  source, 
number  and  date  of  its  license  to  practise.  Before  registering,  each 
licensee  shall  file,  to  be  kept  in  a  bound  volume  in  the  county  clerk's  office, 
an  affidavit  of  the  above  facts,  and  also  that  he  is  the  person  named  in 
such  license,  and  had,  before  receiving  the  same,  complied  with  all 
requisites  as  to  attendance,  terms  and  amount  of  study  and  examination 
required  by  law  and  the  rules  of  the  University  as  preliminary  to  the  con- 
ferment thereof,  and  no  money  was  paid  for  such  license,  except  the 
regular  fees,  paid  by  all  applicants  therefor;  that  no  fraud,  misrepresenta- 
tion or  mistake  in  any  material  regard  was  employed  by  any  one  or  in- 
curred in  order  that  such  license  should  be  conferred.  Every  license,  or 
if  lost,  a  copy  thereof,  legally  certified  so  as  to  be  admissible  as  evidence, 
or  a  duly  attested  transcript  of  the  record  of  its  conferment,  shall,  before 
registering,  be  exhibited  to  the  county  clerk,  who,  only  in  case  it  was  is- 
sued or  indorsed  as  a  license  under  seal  by  the  regents,  shall  indorse  or 
stamp  on  it  the  date  and  his  name  preceded  by  the  words:  "  I'egistered  as 

authority   to  practise  veterinary  medicine,   in   the  clerk's   office  of  

county."  The  clerk  shall  thereupon  give  to  every  veterinarian  so  regis- 
tered a  transcript  of  the  entries  in  the  register,  with  a  certificate  under 
seal  that  he  has  filed  the  prescribed  affidavit.  The  licensee  shall  pay  to 
the  county  clerk  as  a  total  fee  of  ?1  for  registration,  affidavit  and  certifi- 
cate. 

§179b  Registration  in  another  county.  A  practising  veterinarian  hav- 
ing registered  a  lawful  authority  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  in  one 
county,  and  removing  such  practice  or  part  thereof  to  another  county, 
or  regularly  engaging  in  practice  or  opening  an  office  in  another  county, 
shall  show  or  send  by  registered  mail  to  the  clerk  of  such  other  county, 
his  certificate  of  registration.  If  such  certificate  clearly  shows  that  the 
original  registration  was  of  an  authority  issued  under  seal  by  the  regents, 
or  if  the  certificate  itself  is  indorsed  by  the  regents  as  entitled  to  regis- 
tration, the  clerk  shall  thereupon  register  the  applicant  in  the  latter 
county,  on  receipt  of  a  fee  of  25  cents,  and  shall  stamp  or  indorse  on  such 
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certificate  the  date  and  his  name,  preceded  by  the  words:"  registered  also 
in county  "  and  return  the  certificate  to  the  applicant. 

§  179c  Certificate  and  presumptive  evidence;  unauthorized  registration, 
and  license  prohibited.  Every  unrevoked  certificate  and  indorsement  of 
registry,  made  as  provided  in  this  article,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in 
all  courts  and  places  that  the  person  named  thei-ein  is  legally  registered. 
Hereafter  no  person  shall  register  any  authority  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine  unless  it  has  been  issued  or  indorsed  as  a  license  by  the  regents. 
No  diploma  or  license  conferred  on  a  person  not  actually  in  attendance  at 
the  lectures,  instructions  and  examinations  of  the  school  conferring  the 
same,  or  not  possessed  at  the  time  of  its  conferment  of  the  requirements 
then  demanded  of  veterinary  medical  students  in  this  state  as  a  condition 
of  their  being  licensed  so  to  practise,  and  no  registration  not  in  accord- 
ance with  this  article  shall  be  lawful  authority  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine,  nor  shall  the  degree  of  doctor  of  veterinary  medicine  be  con- 
ferred causa  honoris  or  ad  cundiim,  nor  if  previously  conferred  shall  it  be  a 
qualification  for  such  practice. 

§  179d  Construction  of  this  article.  This  article  shall  not  be  construed 
to  affect  commissioned  veterinary  medical  officers  serving  in  the  United 
States  army,  or  in  the  United  States  bureau  of  anjmal  industry  while  so 
commissioned;  nor  any  person  for  giving  gratuitous  services  in  case  of 
emergency;  or  any  lawfully  qualified  veterinarian  in  other  states  or 
countries  meeting  legally  registered  veterinarians  in  this  state  in  consulta- 
tion; or  any  veterinarian  residing  on  a  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and 
duly  authorized  under  the  laws  thereof  to  practise  veterinarian  medicine 
therein,  whose  practice  extends  into  this  state,  and  who  does  not  open  an 
office  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive  calls  within  this  state; 
or  any  veterinarian  duly  registered  in  one  county  called  to  attend  isolated 
cases  in  another  county,  but  not  residing  or  habitually  practising  therein. 
This  article  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  authoriz- 
ing conferment  of  any  degree  in  veterinary  medicine,  causa  honoris  or  ad 
eundum,  or  otherwise,  than  on  students  duly  graduated  after  satisfactory 
completion  of  a  preliminarj'  and  veterinary  medical  course,  not  less  than 
that  required  by  this  article,  as  a  condition  of  license. 

§  179e  Penalties  and  their  collection.  Every  person  who  shall  practise 
veterinary  medicine  within  this  state  witliout  lawful  registration  or  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  to  the  county  wherein 
such  persons  shall  so  practise,  or  in  which  any  violation  shall  be  com- 
mitted, $50  for  every  such  violation,  and  for  every  day  of  such  unlawful 
practice,  and  any  incorporated  veterinary  medical  society  of  the  state  or 
any  county  veterinary  medical  society  of  such  county  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation in  a  state  society,  may  bring  an  action  in  the  name  of  such 
county  for  the  collection  of  such  penalties,  and  the  expense  incurred  by 
such  society  in  such  prosecution,  including  necessary  counsel  fees,  may  be 
retained  by  such  society  out  of  the  penalties  so  collected,  and  the  residue, 
if  any,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury.     Any  person  who  shall 
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practise  veterinary  medicine  under  a  false  or  assumed  name  or  wlio  sliall 
falsely  personate  another  practitioner  of  a  like  or  different  name,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony;  and  any  person  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  other  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  not  otherwise  specifically  punished  herein,  or  who  shall 
buy,  sell  or  fraudulently  obtain  any  veterinary  medical  diploma,  license, 
record  or  registration,  or  who  shall  aid  or  abet  such  buying,  selling  or 
fraudulently  obtaining,  or  who  shall  practise  veterinary  medicine  under 
the  cover  of  a  diploma,  or  license  illegally  obtained,  or  signed  or  issued 
unlawfully  or  under  fraudulent-  representation,  or  mistake  of  fact  in 
material  regard,  or  who,  after  conviction  of  a  felony,  shall  attempt  to 
practise  veterinary  medicine,  and  any  person  who  shall,  without  having 
been  authorized  so  to  do  legally,  append  any  veterinary  title  to  his  or  her 
name,  or  shall  assume  or  advertise  any  veterinary  title  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  convey  the  impression  that  he  is  a  lawful  practitioner  of  veterinary 
medicine  or  any  of  its  branches,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $250  or  im- 
prisonment for  six  months  for  the  first  offense,  and  on  conviction  of  a 
subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5<K)  or  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  one  year,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  • 

§179f  Misconduct  of  veterinary  surgeons.  A  person  who  presents  to 
a  county  clerk  for  registration  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery  any  diploma  or  certificate  fraudulently  obtained  or  practises  veter- 
inary medicine  and  surgery  without  complying  with  or  contrary  to  law,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
students  from  prescribing  under  the  supervision  of  preceptors,  or  to  pro- 
hibit gratuitous  services  in  case  of  emergency  or  the  services  of  an 
authorized  practitioner  of  a  neighboring  state  when  incidentally  called  into 
requisition.

§  1615  Qualifications  of  veterinarians.  Each  person  practising  veter- 
inary medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry  in  any  of  its  departments  in  this 
state,  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this  article;  provided, 
that  any  person  who  has  practised  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  den- 
tistry as  a  profession  in  this  state  for  three  years  immediately  preceding 
the  passage  and  approval  of  this  article  and  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  or  shall  have  declared  his  intention  to  become  such,  shall 
be  deemed  eligible  to  registration,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  upon  pre- 
sentation of  a  sworn  aflidavit  and  letters  of  recommendation  from  five 
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reputable  freeholders  in  his  locality,  or  upon  presentation  of  a  diploma 
from  a  legallj'  authorized  veterinary  school,  college  or  university,  if  made 
before  July  1,  1895. 

§  1616  Board  of  examiners;  appointment;  term.  The  governor  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  examiners  within  30  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
article  to  be  known  as  the  state  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners. 
Such  board  shall  consist  of  three  practising  veterinarians,  who  shall  each 
be  the  holder  of  a  diploma  granted  by  a  legally  authorized  veterinary 
school,  college  or  university,  who  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  after  such  appointment,  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed.  Thereaftex',  each  year,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  one  member  of  said  board  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  those  previously  appointed,  and  is  fur- 
ther authorized  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur. 

§  1617  Organization  of  board.  Said  board  shall  elect  a  president,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer.  It  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  president  and 
secretary  shall  have  power  to  jylminister  oaths.  Said  board  shall  hold 
meetings  for  the  examination  of  candidates,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
April  and  October  of  each  year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be 
deemed' necessary,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  appoint,  no 
session  to  exceed  two  days.  The  board  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation to  all  applicants  who  shall  pass  the  required  examination,  and 
who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  have  legally  declared 
their  intention  to  become  such,  and  to  all  applicants  who  are  eligible  to 
registration  under  §1615,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board.  Such  certificate  or  diploma  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  right  of 
the  lawful  holder  of  the  same  to  practise  veterinarj'  medicine,  surgery  or 
dentistry  in  this  state.  Said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings thereof,  and  also  a  record  or  register  of  each  applicant  for  a  license, 
together  with  his  age,  name  and  time  spent  in  the  study  and  practice  of 
veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry;  aild  if  a  graduate,  the  name  and 
location  of  the  school,  college  or  university  granting  such  diploma.  Said 
books  and  records  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  the  matter  therein 
recorded. 

§  1618  Permit  to  practise.  Any  person  wishing  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry,  who  is  qualified  under  §1621.  may  apply 
to  the  president  of  the  board  of  examiners  for  a  permit  to  practise.  The 
president  shall  upon  payment  of  ?5,  if  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is 
qualified  and  a  suitable  person,  issue  to  him  a  permit  to  practise  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board,  and  such  permit  shall  have  the  same  force  as  a 
certificate  from  the  board,  but  shall  expire  upon  the  adjournment  of  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board  of  examiners. 

§  1619  Diplomas  and  certificates.  Persons  presenting  diplomas  or  cer- 
tificates for  registration,  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  a  fee  of 
$10  in  advance;  and  the  fees  received  by  said  board  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  state  treasurer  within  30  days  after  receipt  of  same.     Said  fees  shall 
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constitute  a  special  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  board  of 
examiners.  Each  member  of  said  board  shall  receive  from  the  state  treas- 
ury all  necessary  traveling  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending  such 
meetings.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall  certify  to  the  state  auditor 
after  each  meeting  of  the  board  the  amount  due  each  member  for  neces- 
sary expenses  in  attending  such  meetings,  and  other  necessary  expenses 
of  the  board.  The  state  auditor  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant  on  the 
state  treasurer  for  such  sum  provided  there  has  been  a  sufficient  amount 
paid  into  the  treasury  in  fees  to  redeem  said  warrants;  but  if  there  is  not 
an  amount  equal  to  said  certified  expenses  to  the  credit  of  such  fund,  he 
shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  amount  in  the  said  special  fund  and  de- 
ficiencies in  the  payment  of  said  expenses  may  be  made  up  from  subse- 
quent receipts. 

§  1620  Misdemeanor  to  practise,  etc.,  when.  Any  person  who  either: 
1)  practises  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  or  dentistry,  in  this  state  with- 
out compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article;  or,  2)  wilfully  and 
falsely  claims  or  pretends  to  have  or  hold  a  certificate  of  registration 
issued  by  such  board;  or,  3)  wilfully  and  falsely,  with  intent  to  deceive 
the  public,  claims  or  pretends  to  be  a  graduate  of,  or  to  hold  a  diploma 
granted  by  a  legally  authorized  veterinary  school,  college  or  university,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  is  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $100,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  such 
fine,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months;  provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  do 
not  apply  to  persons  practising  castration.  All  fines  received  under  this 
article  shall  be  paid  into  the  common  school  fund  of  the  county  in  which 
such  conviction  takes  place.     [As  amended  1899,  cJi.  168] 

§  1621  Examination.  All  persons  commencing  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine,  surgery,  or  dentistry  in  this  state  after  the  passage  and  ap- 
proval of  this  act,  shall  be  graduates  of  a  legally  authorized  veterinary 
school,  coUege  or  university,  and  shall  subject  themselves  to  such  examina- 
tion as  the  board  may  require. 

§  1622  Certificates  recorded.  Every  person  holding  a  certificate  from 
the  board  of  examiners  shall  have  it  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register 
of  deeds  in  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  within  30  days  after  the  date 
of  said  certificate,  and  the  record  shall  be  indorsed  thereon.  Any  person 
removing  to  another  county  to  practise  shall  record  within  30  days  the 
certificate  in  a  like  manner  in  the  county  to  which  he  removes,  and  the 
holder  of  the  certificate  shall  pay  to  the  register  of  deeds  a  fee  of  $1  for 
making  the  record. 

§  1623  Gratuitous  services.  Gratuitous  service  in  cases  of  emergency 
in  the  dehorning  of  cattle,  or  castration  of  animals,  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  article. 

§  1624  Witnesses;  expert  fees.  Any  person  complying  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  article  shall  be  entitled  to  expert  fees  as  a  witness  in  all  ciril 
actions  relating  to  the  veterinary  profession.

§  4412-1  Examinations  of  veterinarians.  All  persons  who  now,  or  shall 
hereafter,  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Ohio, 
and  have  not  been  engaged  in  such  practice  for  at  least  three  years  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  shall  be  examined  as  to 
their  qualifications  by  a  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4412-2  Certificate.  Any  one  who  successfully  passes  the  examination 
before  the  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners  shall  receive  from  said 
board  a  certificate  signed  by  the  members  thereof,  which  certificate  shall 
state  that  the  person  to  whom  it  is  given  has  passed  the  pi'escribed  ex- 
aminations and  is  competent  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery. 
A  copy  of  such  certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  said  board  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public  inspection. 

§  4412-3  Veterinarians  employed  by  state  boards.  Persons  who  have 
passed  the  requisite  examinations  and  received  a  certificate  from  the  state 
board  of  veterinary  examiners,  and  those  who  have  continuously  practised 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  for  at  least  five  years,  and  no  others, 
shall  be  qualified  and  be  entitled  to  be  employed  as  veterinaries  by  the 
state  board  of  agriculture,  state  live  stock  commission  and  state  board  of 
health.  i 

§  4412-4  State  board  of  examiners.  The  state  board  of  veterinary  ex- 
aminers shall  consist  of  five  members.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board 
of  agriculture  and  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health  shall  be  ex 
officio  members  of  said  board.  Three  members  thereof  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  senate  for  the  terms  respectively  of 
two,  four  and  six  years,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  the  governor  shall 
appoint  a  member  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Vacancies  in  said  board 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  so 
appointed  by  the  governor  shall  be  graduates  of  reputable  but  of  different 
veterinary  schools  or  colleges,  and  men  of  superior  learning,  personal  skill 
and  good  moral  character.  * 

§4412-5  Meetings;  organization;  duties.  The  board  shall  meet  at  least 
twice  a  year — in  April  and  July — in  the  city  of  Columbus.  At  the  first 
meeting  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  from  its  members  a  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  or  until 
their  successors  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  The  secretary  shall 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  business  transacted  and  of  the  certificates 
Issued  as  heretofore  provided.  He  shall  collect  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  the 
applicants  for  examination  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  prescribe.  He  shall 
keep  a  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed. 
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§  4412-6  Compensation  of  members.  The  board  each  shall  receive  $3 
per  day  while  in  session,  and  his  actual  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer  out  of  the  fees  paid  by  the  candidates  for  examination. 

§  4412-7  When  certificate  issued.  A  certificate  shall  be  issued  only 
when  the  board  is  satisfied  that  the  candidate  examined  is  well  qualified 
and  entitled  to  a  certificate.  The  candidate,  if  unsuccessful,  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  another  examination  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  there- 
after. 

§  4412-8  Fee  for  examination.  Candidates  shall  present  themselves  for 
examination  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  and  shall  pay  for  each 
examination  the  sum  of  $5,  which  shall  accompany  their  application  in 
writing,  and  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  previous  to  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  board.  One  half  of  the  $5  shall  be  returned  if  the  can- 
didate fails  in  the  examination  or  if  a  diploma  is  accepted  in  lieu  of  an 
examination.  ; 

§  4412-9  Certificate  on  diploma.  The  board  may  accept  a  properly  Is- 
sued diploma  in  lieu  of  an  examination;  but  such  a  diploma  shall  be  ac- 
cepted only  if  it  has  been  issued  by  a  reputable  veterinary  school  or  col- 
lege, that  requires  a  course  of  study  and  gives  instruction  In  all  the 
various  branches  of  veterinary  science. 

§  4412-10  Penalty;  emergency.  Whoever  shall  engage  in  the  practice 
of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  violation  of  this  act  shall,  for  the 
first  offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  $10,  nor  more  than  $25,  and  for  the 
second  offense  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100,  or  be  imprisoned  in 
the  county  jail  not  more  than  60  days,  or  both.  Provided,  that  nothing  In 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any  veterinary  advice  or  service  in 
case  of  emergency  if  rendered  by  a  person  not  entitled  to  practise  under 
this  act.     Nor  shall  it  apply  to  animal  castration  and  dehorning  of  cattle.

§  1  Board  of  examiners;  qualifications;  power.  That  a  state  board  of 
examiners  known  as  the  state  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners,  is 
hereby  established,  to  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall  be  of  good  stand- 
ing in  the  veterinary  profession,  shall  be  graduates  of  a  recognized  veter- 
inary college  or  colleges,  and  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  duly  qualified.    Said  board  shall  have  power  to  adopt

by-laMS  and  regulations  such  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  act 

§  2  Term  The  members  of  said  board  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years  from  the  first  Monday  of  September  after  their  appointment,  Avith 
the  exception  of  those  first  appointed,  who  shall  serve  as  follows:  one  for 
one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  September,  1895.  Each  one  of  said  appointees  shall  have  practised 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  for  at  least  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding  such  appointment. 

§  3  Appointment.  The  governor  shall,  in  his  appointments,  designate 
the  number  of  years  for  which  each  appointee  shall  serve.  The  appoint- 
ments of  successors  to  those  members  whose  term  of  office  will  expire 
on  the  first  Monday  in  September  of  each  year  shall  be  made  by  the 
governor  during  the  month  of  June  of  such  year  upon  the  same 
conditions  and  requirements  as  hereinbefore  specified.  Evei-y  per- 
son who  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  said  board  shall  receive 
a  certificate  of  appointment  from  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth. The  governor  shall  fill  vacancies  from  death  or  otherwise  for 
unexpired  terms  of  said  examiners,  and  may  remove  any  member  of  said 
board  for  continued  neglect  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  for  in- 
competence or  for  unprofessional  or  dishonorable  conduct. 

§  4  Expenses  and  compensation.  From  the  fees  provided  for  by  this 
act,  the  board  may  pay.  not  to  exceed  said  income,  all  proper  expenses  in- 
curred by  its  provisions,  and  if  any  surplus  above  said  expenses  shall  re- 
main, such  examiners  shall  receive  a  reasonable  remuneration  from  the 
said  surplus  for  their  worlj. 

§  5  Organization;  meetings.  The  first  meeting  of  the  examining  board 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1895,  suitable  notice  in 
the  usual  form  being  given  with  the  notice  of  their  appointment  by  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth  to  each  of  the  members  thereof  specifying 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  an 
organization  shall  be  effected  by  the  election,  from  their  own  member- 
ship, of  a  president  and  secretary.  For  the  pui-pose  of  examining  ap- 
plicants for  license,  said  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners  shall  hold 
two  or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which 
shall  be  made  public  at  such  time  and  places  as  they  may  determine. 
At  said  stated  or  special  meetings  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  thereof,  but  the  examination  may  be  conducted 
by  a  committee  of  one  or  more  members  duly  authorized  by  said  board. 

§  6  Diploma;  examination;  subjects.  The  said  board  of  veteviuary 
medical  examiners  shall  examine  all  diplomas  as  to  their  genuineness,  and 
each  applicant  for  a  license  shall  submit  to  a  theoretical  and  practical  ex- 
amination, said  examination  to  be  written,  oral  or  both.  Such  examina- 
tions shall  include  the  following  subjects:  veterinary  anatomy,  surgery, 
practice  of  medicine,  obstetrics,  pathology,  chemistry,  veterinary  diagnosis, 
materia  medica,  therapeutics,  physiology,  zootechnics,  sanitary  medicine 
and  meat  and  milk  inspection. 
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§  7  License;  records.  Said  board  shall  Issue,  forthwith,  to  each  appli- 
cant who  has  passed  such  examination  successfully,  and  who  shall  have 
been  adjudged  to  be  duly  qualified  for  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine 
and  surgery,  a  license  to  practise  the  same  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 
Such  license,  issued  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  otticers 
of  the  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners.  It  also  shall  have  attixed 
to  it,  by  the  person  authorized  to  affix  the  same,  the  seal  of  this  common- 
wealth. Before  said  license  shall  be  issued,  it  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  in  the  office  which  said  board  shall  establish,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  number  of  this  book  and 
the  page  therein  containing  said  recorded  copy,  shall  be  noted  upon  the 
face  of  said  license.  Such  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  with 
proper  restrictions  as  to  their  preservation. 

§  8  Applicants  after  September  1895;  graduates  after  July  1896; 
licentiates  of  other  states.  From  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber. 1895,  any  person  not  heretofore  authorized  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state,  and  desiring  to  enter  upon  such  prac- 
tice, may  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  the  veterinary  medical  board,  upon 
the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10,  a  written  application  for  license,  together 
with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is  more  than  21  years  of  age, 
is  of  good  moral  character,  has  obtained  a  competent  common  school  edu- 
cation, and  has  received  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  veterinary 
medicine  from  some  legally  incorporated  veterinary  college  of  the  United 
States,  or  a  diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practise  all  the 
branches  of  veterinary  surgery  in  some  foreign  country;  applicants  who 
have  received  their  degree  in  veterinary  medicine  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  1896,  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  veterinary  medicine  for  at 
least  three  years,  including  three  regular  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least 
six  months  each  in  different  years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  veterinary 
college  or  colleges,  prior  to  the  granting  of  said  diploma  or  foreign  license. 
Such  proof  shall  be  made,  if  required,  upon  affidavit.  Upon  making  the 
said  payment  and  exhibiting  the  before-named  proof,  the  examining  board, 
if  satisfied  with  the  same,  shall  issue  to  such  applicant  an  order  for  ex- 
amination. In  case  of  failure  at  any  such  examination,  the  candidate, 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months  and  within  two  years,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  a  second  examination  by  the  same  board  to  which  application 
was  first  made,  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee;  and  it  is  fur- 
ther provided  that  applicants  examined  and  licensed  by  state  boards  of 
veterinary  medical  examiners  of  other  states,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $10 
to  the  examining  board,  and  on  filing  in  the  office  of  said  board  a  copy  of 
said  license,  certified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  the 
board  of  such  other  state,  showing  also  that  the  standard  of  examinations 
and  other  requirements  adopted  by  that  state  board  of  veterinary  medical 
examiners  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  provided  for  by  this  act,  shall, 
without  further  examination,  receive  a  license  conferring  upon  the  holder 
thereof  all  the  rights  and  privileges  provided  by  §  8  and  9  of  this  act. 
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§  9  Registration;  penalty  for  violation.  From  and  after  the  first  Mon- 
day in  September,  1S95,  no  person  shall  enter  upon  the  practice  of  veter- 
inary medicine  and  surgery  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  unless  he  has 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  exhibited  to  the 
prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  he 
desires  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  a  license  duly  granted 
to  him  as  hereinbefore  provided;  whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled,  upon  the 
payment  of  ^1,  to  be  duly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  said  county;  and  any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upou  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county 
wherein  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $200  for  each  offense;  said  examining  boards  shall  be  the 
prosecutor  in  all  cases. 

§  10  Act  construed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere 
with  or  punish  commissioned  veterinarians  in  the  United  States  army,  or 
any  lawfully  qualified  veterinarian  residing  in  other  states  or  countries 
meeting  registered  veterinarians  of  this  state  in  consultation,  or  any  veter- 
inarian residing  on  the  border  of  a  neighboring  state  and  duly  authorized 
under  the  laws  thereof  to  practise  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  therein 
whose  practice  extends  into  the  limits  of  this  state:  provided,  that  such 
practitioner  shall  not  open  an  office  or  appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or 
receive  calls  within  the  limits  of  Pennsylvania.  And  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and 
surgery  within  this  commonwealth  by  any  practitioner  who  shall  have 
been  duly  registered  before  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1895,  and  one 
such  registry  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  to  practise  veterinary  medicine 
and  surgery  in  any  county  in  this  commonwealth.  Nothing  in  this  act 
shall  apply  to  persons  who  castrate  domestic  animals,  or  to  persons 
gratuitously  treating  diseased  animals.

§  1  Who  may  practise.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May, 
1896,  the  following  persons  and  no  others  shall  be  permitted  to  practise 
veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state:  1)  all  persons  who  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  May,  1896,  are  practising  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery 
in  this  state:  provided  that  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1896,  they 
shall  apply  in  writing  to  the  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners  created 
by  this  act  and  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  they  have  been  in  practice 
in  this  state  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May,  1896.  The  state  board  of  vet- 
erinary examiners  shall  thereupon  issue  to  such  person  a  certificate,  with- 
out fee,  allowing  them  to  continue  in  practice  without  having  to  undergo 
an  examination  as  provided  by  §  7  of  this  act;  2)  all  persons  who  shall 
hereafter  receive  certificates  from  the  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners 
of  this  state  as  provided  by  §  7  of  this  act,  and  who  shall  also  in  all  other 
respects  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

§  2  After  May  1896.  All  persons  who  begin  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1896, 
and  all  persons  who  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  first 
clause  of  §  1  of  this  act  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
§  7  before  a  certificate  to  practise  shall  be  issued  to  them. 

§  3  Practice  of  veterinary  medicine  defined;  not  to  apply.  Any  person 
shall  be  regarded  as  practising  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  profess  publicly  to  be  a  veterinary 
surgeon  and  offer  for  practice  as  such,  or  who  shall  prescribe  for  sick 
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domestic  animals,  needing  medical  or  surgical  aid,  and  shall  charge  and 
receive  therefor  money  or  other  compensation,  directly  or  indirectly.  But 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  residents  of  this  state  who  confine  their 
practice  to  the  castration,  spaying  or  dehorning  of  live  stock,  nor  shall  it 
prevent  any  one,  who  does  not  claim  to  be  a  veterinarian  or  veterinary 
surgeon,  from  prescribing  for  live  stock.     [As  amended  1897-98,  cfi.  565] 

§  4  Board  of  veterinary  examiners;  term.  There  shall  be  for  this  a 
state  board  of  veterinary  examiners,  consisting  of  five  members,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  term  of  office  of  the  board  first  appointed  after  this 
act  takes  effect  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1896. 

§  5  Appointment.  The  said  board  shall  consist  of  men  learned  in  vet- 
erinary medicine  and  surgery,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1896,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter, 
from  a  list  of  10  names  to  be  recommended  by  the  Virginia  state  vet- 
erinary medical  association  every  four  years.  Vacancies  occurring  in  such 
board  for  unexpired  terms  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  by  selection  from 
the  five  names  not  appointed  from  10  last  recommended  by  the  associa- 
tion. Such  recommendation  shall  be  by  vote  of  a  majority  present  at 
some  meeting  of  the  said  association  and  shall  be  certified  to  the  gov- 
ernor by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  association;  provided  if  said 
association  fail  to  make  such  recommendations  prior  to  the  time  of  ap- 
pointment the  governor  shall  appoint  such  board,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  without  regard  to  such  recommendations.  If  any  of  said  examiners 
shall  cease  to  reside  in  this  state  his  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant. 

§  6  Oath;  organization;  meetings.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
qualify  by  taking  the  usual  oath  of  office  before  the  county  or  corporation 
court  of  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  or 
before  the  judge  of  such  court  in  vacation.  The  officers  of  said  board 
shall  be  a  president,  vice-president  and  secretary  (who  shall  also  act  as 
treasurer),  said  officers  to  be  members  of  and  selected  by  the  board. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  board  may  prescribe,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  president  and  any  two  members,  but  there  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  regular  meeting  each  year.  Three  members  of  the  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  board  may  prescribe  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  for  its  own  proceedings  and  government,  and  for  tlie  ex- 
amination by  its  members  of  candidates  for  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine  and  surgery. 

§  7  Certificate  on  examination.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  at 
any  of  its  meetings,  to  examine  all  persons  making  application  to  them 
who  shall  desire  to  commence  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery  in  this  state,  and  who  shall  not,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
be  exempt  from  such  examination;  and  when  an  applicant  shall  have 
passed  an  examination  satisfactory  as  to  efficiency  before  the  board  in 
session,  the  president  thereof  shall  grant  to  such  applicant  a  certificate 
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to  that  effect.  A  fee  of  $5  sball  be  paid  to  said  board,  through  such 
officers  or  members  as  it  may  designate,  by  each  applicant  before  such 
examination  is  held.  In  case  any  applicant  shall  fail  to  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  lie  shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  any  further  examina- 
tion within  the  next  six  months  thereafter,  or  until  the  next  meeting 
of  said  board,  nor  shall  he  have  again  to  pay  the  fee  prescribed  as  afore- 
said: provided,  however,  no  applicant  shall  be  rejected  upon  his  examina- 
tion on  account  of  his  adherence  to  any  particular  school  of  medicine  or 
system  of  practice,  nor  on  account  of  his  views  as  to  the  method  of  treat- 
merrt  and  cure  of  disease;  and  provided,  further,  that  when,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  president  of  the  board,  any  applicant  has  been  pi-evented  by  good 
cause  from  appearing  before  the  board,  the  president  of  the  board  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  who  shall  examine  such  applicant, 
and  may,  if  they  see  fit,  grant  him  a  certificate,  which  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  though  granted  him  by  the  full  board. 

§  8  Expenses  and  compensation  of  board.  The  fund  realized  from  the 
fees  aforesaid  shall  be  applied  by  the  board  to  the  payment  of  its  ex- 
penses and  to  making  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  president  and 
secretary. 

§  9  Register.  The  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners 
shall  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  such  purpose,  the  names  of  all  prac- 
titioners of  veterinarj'  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  to  whom  cer- 
tificates are  issued,  allowing  them  to  practise  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 
Said  book  shall  be  styled  and  recognized  as  the  register  of  the  practitioners 
of  veterinary  medicine  and  sui'gery  in  Virginia,  and  it  shall  be  admissible 
in  evidence.  Said  register  shall  be  accurately  kept  by  the  secretary  of 
said  board,  who  shall  at  any  time  during  business  hours  allow  it  to 
be  inspected  in  his  presence  by  any  person  interested,  either  at  his  office 
or  at  any  meeting  of  the  state  board  of  veterinary  examiners.  Said  secre- 
tary shall  insert  in  said  register  any  alteration  in  the  name  or  address 
of  any  registered  person  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  and  he  shall 
also  record  the  decease  of  any  registered  person  as  soon  as  he  receives 
satisfactory  proof  thereof. 

§  10  Penalty  for  violation.  Any  person  who  shall  practise  veterinary 
medicine  or  surgery  in  this  state  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  [$]  50  nor  more  than  $500  for  each  offense, 
and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  him  to  recover  by  action,  suit  motion,  or 
warrant  any  compensation  for  services  which  may  be  claimed  to  have 
been  rendered  by  him  as  such  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery.

§  1492f  Who  may  practise;  registration;  penalty.  No  person  sliall 
practise  vetei'inary  medicine  and  surgery  or  any  branch  thereof  in  this 
state  for  compensation  or  shall  directly  or  indirectly  ask  or  receive  for 
his  services  as  a  practitioner  thereof  any  fee  or  reward,  nor  shall  be  com- 
petent to  testify  as  an  expert  witness  in  any  court  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  diseases  of  animals  unless  be  be  registered  as  a  veterinary  physi- 
cian and  surgeon  by  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  in  which  he  re- 
sides. No  person  shall  be  so  registered  unless  he  is  a  graduate  of  a  legally 
Incorporated  school  or  college  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery,  or  shall 
hold  a  certificate  of  qualification  as  a  veterinary  physician  and  surgeon 
from  a  legally  incorporated  veterinary  society,  or  shall  have  practised 
veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
five  years  continuously  before  the  28th  day  of  April,  1887.  The  register 
of  deeds  of  each  county  shall  provide  a  book  to  be  known  as  the  veteri- 
nary medical  registry  in  which  he  shall  record  the  name  of  the  registrant, 
of  the  institution  which  granted  his  diploma  or  of  the  society  which 
granted  his  certificate;  or  if  the  applicant  for  registration  does  not  hold 
either,  then  he  may  be  registered  upon  filing  his  affidavit  stating  that  he 
has  practised  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  in  this  state  for  five  years 
continuously  prior  to  the  date  above  given.

RULES  OR  REGULATIONS 


LICENSING  BOARDS,  COMMITTEES  OR  SOCIETIES,  REGISTRATION  OFFICERS, 
EXAMINATION  DEPARTMENTS  OR  BOARDS 

These  extracts  are  made  for  the  convenience  of  administrative 
and  professional  bodies,  practitioners  and  candidates  for  regis- 
tration or  examination.  While  rules  are  legal  and  are  based  on 
the  statutes,  often  being  the  sole  requirements,  they  are  not 
statutes  and  for  this  reason  they  are  properly  grouped  in  a  separ- 
ate division.  All  facts  given  in  the  synopsis  or  the  statutes  are 
omitted  as  rigidly  as  consistent  with  clearness.  The  extracts 
give  as  uniformly  as  possible: 
Licensing  requirements 

Age,  moral  character,  general  education,  professional  sub- 
jects of  examination,  fees,  certificates,  affidavits 
Examination  requirements 

Standing,  failure,  per  cent,  language,  date,  place,  program 
Kegistration  requirements 
Officer,  place,  fee. 

NEW  YORK 

Licensing.  1  The  use  of  the  abbreviation  C.  P.  A.  or  any 
other  words,  letters  or  figures  to  indicate  that  the  person  using 
the  same  is  a  certified  public  accountant  is  prohibited  except  to 
those  holding  regents  certificates. 

2  The  three  examiners  are  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year. 
Since  1897  the  board  has  been  composed  of  certified  public  ac- 
countants. 

3  Certificates  will  be  revoked  for  cause. 

4  The  full  C.  P.  A.  certificate  is  granted  only  to  those  at  least 
25  years  of  age  who  have  had  three  years  satisfactory  experience 
in  the  practice  of  accounting,  one  of  which  shall  have  been  in 
the  office  of  an  expert  public  accountant.

may  be  certified  as  junior  accountants  under  the  same  conditions 
as  to  residence  and  character. 

6  Two  examinations,  in  January  and  in  June,  are  held  an- 
nually. There  are  three  sessions  of  three  hours  each  and  one  of 
four  hours:  1)  theory  of  accounts,  3  hours;  2)  practical  account- 
ing, 4  hours;  3)  auditing,  3  hours;  4)  commercial  law,  3  hours. 

7  Candidates  must  complete  all  four  subjects  at  a  single  ex- 
amination as  required  in  medicine. 

8  Candidates  for  either  the  C.  P.  A.  or  the  junior  accountant 
certificate  must  be  more  than  21  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral 
character.  They  must  pay  a  fee  of  |25,  and  must  have  the  re- 
gents academic  diploma  or  its  equivalent  as  prescribed  for  other 
professional  examinations. 

9  The  regents  will  accept  as  fully  equivalent  to  the  academic 
diploma  any  one  of  the  following:  1)  A  certificate  of  having  suc- 
cessfully completed  at  least  one  full  years  course  of  study  in 
the  callegiate  department  of  any  college  or  university,  registered 
by  the  regents  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard.  2)  A  cer- 
tificate of  having  passed  in  a  registered  institution  examinations 
equivalent  to  the  full  collegiate  course  of  the  freshman  year  or 
to  a  completed  academic  course.^  3)  Regents  passcards  for  any 
48  academic  counts  or  any  regents  diploma.  4)  A  certificate  of 
graduation  from  any  registered  gymnasium  in  Germany,  Austria 
or  Russia.  5)  A  certificate  of  the  successful  completion  of  a 
course  of  five  years  in  a  registered  Italian  ginnasio  and  three 
years  in  a  liceo.  6)  The  bachelor's  degree  in  arts  or  science,  or 
substantial  equivalents  from  any  registered  institution  in  France 
or  Spain.  7)  Any  credential  from  a  registered  institution  or 
from  the  government  in  any  state  or  country  which  represents 
the  completion  of  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  graduation 
from  a  registered  New  York  high  school  or  academy  or  from  a 
registered  Prussian  gymnasium.

NEW  YORK 

To  elevate  the  standard  of  business  education  in  New  York 
and  to  establish  a  uniform  test  for  the  measure  of  such  educa- 
tion, state  business  credentials  will  be  granted  on  examinations 
conducted  by  the  University.  This  action  was  taken  after  a  con- 
ference between  officers  of  the  University  and  a  committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  national  convention  of  business  educators  held  in 
Buffalo,  July  1896,  it  being  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  con- 
ference that  the  offer  of  official  recognition  would  encourage  and 
dignify  sound  business  education. 

Business  credentials.    Four  credentials  are  ojffered  as  follows:

2  State  stenographers  diploma  4  State  stenographers  certificate 

Requirements.  Diplomas  are  issued  only  to  those  who  have 
a  preliminary  education  equivalent  to  graduation  at  a  registered 
high  school.  If  the  course  taken  has  not  included  United  States 
history,  civics  and  economics,  regents  examinations  in  these  sub- 
jects must  be  passed.  Certificates  are  issued  to  those  who  have 
not  this  preliminary  general  education. 

State  business  diploma.  To  obtain  the  state  business  diploma, 
candidates  having  the  required  preliminaries  must  be  certified 
as  having  completed  a  full  one  year  course  in  a  registered  busi- 
ness school,  or  a  registered  business  course  of  four  years  in  a 
registered  ^high  school,  and  must  pass  regents  business  examina- 
tions in

State  stenographers  diploma.  To  obtain  the  state  stengraph- 
ers  diploma,  candidates  having  the  required  preliminary  educa- 
tion must  be  certified  as  having  completed  a  full  one  year  course 
in  a  registered  business  school,  or  a  registered  business  course  of 
four  years  in  a  registered  ^high  school,  and  must  pass  with  honor 
(90^  and  upward)  the  100  word  test  in  stenography  (academic  ex- 
amination) and  the  examinations  in  business  English  and  in  type- 
writing including  the  usual  office  work  of  an  amanuensis. 

1  Candidates  for  a  diploma  who  take  the  four  years  business  course  In  a  high  school  obtain 
the  required  preliminaries  as  a  part  of  that  course. 

2  Candidate-*   for   the   business  diploma  who  so  elect   may  offer   the  state   stenographers   cre- 
dential as  a  substitute  for  the  work  In  commercial  geography  and  history  of  commerce. 
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Certificates.  To  obtain  tlie  state  business  certificate  or  the 
state  stenographers  certificate,  the  candidate  is  required  to  pass 
only  the  examinations  mentioned  above  under  the  title  of  the 
corresponding  diploma. 

Examinations.  Academic  examinations  in  stenography, 
United  States  history,  civics  and  economics  are  held  four 
times  a  year  (January,  March,  June,  September)  at  the 
places  mentioned  below  and  those  occurring  in  January, 
March  and  June  are  held  also  at  upward  of  640  high 
schools  and  academies  of  the  state  {see  K  5  p.  32).  Candidates  for 
the  state  business  and  state  stenographers  credentials  are  ad- 
mitted to  any  of  these  examinations;  but  those  not  attending 
schools  in  which  regents  examinations  are  held  should  send 
notice  to  the  University  at  least  10  days  in  advance,  stating  in 
what  studies  they  wished  to  be  examined,,  that  desk  room  may  be 
provided  at  the  most  convenient  place.  Two  business  examina- 
tions will  be  offered  each  year.  The  next  examination  will  be  in 
June  1900  and  there  will  be  examinations  each  January  and  June 
thereafter  at  New  York,  Albany,  Syracuse,  Buffalo,  and  in  other 
places  in  the  state  where  there  are  10  or  more  candidates.  Each 
applicant  will  be  notified  as  to  exact  place.

For  convenience 
of  reference  certain  facts  from  the  most  reliable  and  recent 
sources  of  information  are  uniformly  given  in  connection  with 
each  political  division.

Minor  changes  in- 
volving paragraphing,  numbering,  capitalization  and  spelling 
have  been  made  in  accord  with  the  editing  rules  of  the  University 
when  the  change  affected  the  significance  of  the  law  in  no  par- 
ticular. Volume  and  page  numbers  are  separated  by  a  colon; 
e.  g.  1:256  means  vol.  1,  p.  256.  For  convenience  side  heads  are 
inserted  when  not  given  in  the  law.

Any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  residing  or 
having  aq  office  for  the  regular  transaction  of  business  in  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  being  over  the  age  of  21  years  and  of  good  moral  char- 
acter, and  who  shall  have  received  from  the  governor  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania  a  certificate  of  his  qualification  to  practise  as  a  public  ex- 
pert accountant,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  designated  and  known 
as  a  certified  public  accountant,  and  no  other  person  shall  assume  such 
title,  or  use  the  abbreviation  C.  P.  A.,  or  any  other  words,  letters  or 
figures  to  indicate  that  the  person  using 'the  same  is  such  certified  public 
accountant.  Every  person  holding  such  certificate,  and  every  co-partner- 
ship of  accountants,  every  member  of  which  shall  hold  such  certificates, 
may  assume  and  use  the  title  of  certified  public  accountants,  or  the  ab-

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breviation  thereof,  C.  P.  A.:  provided,  that  uo  other  persuu  or  co-partner- 
ship shall  use  such  title  or  abbreviation,  or  other  words,  letters  or  figures, 
to  indicate  that  the  person  or  co-partnership  using  the  same  is  such  cer- 
tified public  accountant. 

§  2  Board  of  examiners;  qualifications;  term;  examinations;  fees. 
The  governor  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  shall  appoint  a  board  of  five 
examiners  for  the  examination  of  persons  appljMng  for  certification  under 
this  act.  Three  of  said  examiners  shall  be  public  accountants,  who  shall 
have  been  in  practice  as  such  for  at  least  five  years;  one  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  shears,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  of  said  terms  an  examiner 
shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  after  1899  these  three 
examiners  shall  be  certified  public  accountants.  The  other  two  examiners 
shall  be  practising  attorneys  in  good  standing  in  any  of  the  courts  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania;  one  of  them  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  ot 
one  year,  and  the  other  for  two  years,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  of 
said  terms  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years.  The 
examination  for  certificates  shall  be  based  upon  an  examination  in  com- 
mercial law  and  general  accounting;  said  examination  shall  take  place 
in  Philadelphia.  Harrisburg  and  Pittsburg,  twice  a  year,  during  the 
mouths  of  May  and  November  of  each  year,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  adopted  by  the  board.  The  fees  provided  by  this  act 
shall  be  $25  for  each  applicant,  from  which  shall  be  paid  for  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  such  examination,  for  stationery  and  clerk  hire,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $200,  and  if  any  surplus  above  said  expenses  shall 
remain  at  the  end  of  any  year  it  shall  be  paid,  after  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  the  board  shall  be  deducted  therefrom,  into  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth.  The  results  of  such  examinations  shall  be  certified  to 
the  governor  and  filed  in  the  ofl3ce  of  the  secretary  of  internal  affairs, 
and  kept  for  reference  and  inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five 
jears;  the  governor  to  issue  the  certificates. 

§  3  Bevocation  of  certificate.  The  governor  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl- 
vania may  revoke  any  such  certificate  for  sufficient  cause,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  examiners,  who  shall  have  given  written  notice 
to  the  holder  thereof,  and  after  he  has  had  a  hearing  thereon. 

§  4  Public  accountants  now  practising.  The  board  of  examirfers  may, 
in  its  discretion,  waive  the  examination  of  any  person  who  shall  have 
been  for  three  years  before  the  passage  of  this  act  practising  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  public  accountant,  and  who  shall  apply  in 
writing  for  such  certificate  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  5  Misrepresentation;  fine.  If  anj*  person  shall  hold  himself  out  as 
having  received  the  certificate  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  shall  assume 
to  practise  thereunder  as  a  certified  public  accountant,  or  use  the  initials 
C.  P.  A.,  without  having  received  such  certificate,  or  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  revoked,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500.

2)  That  in  case  such 
a  board  be  established  before  the  next  meeting  of  this  associa- 
tion, the  executive  committee  be  empowered  to  designate  the 
representatives  of  secondary  schools  to  serve  on  such  board  till 
Dec.  1,  1900.  3)  That  the  several  colleges  in  the  middle  states 
and  Maryland  be  requested  by  this  association  to  accept  the  cer- 
tificates issued  by  such  joint  college  admission  examination 
board  established  so  far  as  they  go  in  lieu  of  their  own  separate 
admission  examinations.  4)  That  these  resolutions  be  printed 
and  the  secretary  instructed  to  forward  the  copy  to  the  presi- 
dent or  principal  of  each  institution  in  the  membership  of  this 
association."

Negotiations  are  pending  to  secure  from  the  General  medical 
council  of  Great  Britain  the  registration  of  medical  and  dental 
students  in  the  state  of  New  York.

Veterinary  medicine 

The  services  rendered  this  profession  in  the  United  States  by 
Dr  Alexander  F.  Liautard  warrant  the  following  outline  by  Dean 
Faneuil  D.  Weisse,  M.  D.,  New  York  college  of  dentistry,  Mar, 
31,  1900. 

Alexander  F,  Liautard,  born  in  Paris,  Feb.  15,  1835;  graduated 
from  the  veterinary  school  of  Alfort,  in  1856;  veterinary  surgeon 
in  the  French  army  three  years;  a  practising  veterinary  surgeon 
in  New  York  since  1860;  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  in  1864. 

The  same  year  when  veterinary  medicine  as  a  profession  had 
no  existence  in  the  United  States,  the  New  York  college  of  veter- 
inary surgeons  was  organized,  and  in  1875  the  American  veter- 
inary college.  Dr  Liautard  was  continuously  dean,  professor  of 
anatomy  and  operative  surgery  and  director  of  the  hospital  in 
the  former  from  1864  to  1875,  in  the  latter  from  1875  to  1899. 
He  successively  provided  the  trustees  of  each  school  with  a  build- 
ing fitted  for  occupanc^^,  and  his  private  hospital  together  with 
the  free  hospital  clinics  established  and  carried  on  by  him,  fur- 
nished the  students  practical  instruction. 

Dr  Liautard  is  the  author  of  many  works  on  veterinary  medi- 
cine. He  established,  and  has  carried  forward,  as  editor,  the 
American  veterinary  review,  now  in  its  24th  year. 

Active  in  the  organization  of  veterinary  societies,  local  and 
national,  his  professional  labors  have  been  conspicuously  recog- 
nized, by  his  election  to  active  and  honorary  membership  and 
offices  in  both  veterinary  and  medical  societies  and  associations 
in  this  country  and  abroad. 

The  hundreds  of  graduates  of  the  American  veterinary  college, 
are  the  living  witnesses  of  the  results  of  his  continuous  single- 
ness of  purpose  and  untiring  energy  in  contributing  his  time, 
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Ms  means  and  his  best  efforts  as  teacher,  author,  editor  and  or- 
ganizer to  the  development,  in  the  United  States,  of  veterinary 
medicine  as  a  profession. 

Conclusion.  In  concluding  the  work  on  the  first  series  of 
bulletins.  Professional  education  in  the  United  States  a  s-hort  re- 
view may  prove  interesting.  Active  worlv  began  in  May  1898, 
when  letters  were  addressed  to  the  medical  authorities  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Between  that  date  and  August  in- 
formation covering  the  other  professions  was  requested  from 
executive  officers  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
During  August  and  September  the  same  information  was  sought 
through  foreign  correspondents. 

During  October  1898,  the  professional  schools  of  the  United 
States  were  asked  for  definite  information  concerning  their 
courses  and  facilities,  and  foreign  governments  for  official  in- 
formation. 

Mar.  16,  1899,  Dr  Bayard  Holmes,  secretary  of  the  Association 
of  American  medical  colleges,  asked  that  an  abstract  be  made 
from  the  announcements  of  the  medical  schools  of  the  United 
States  to  show  whether  they  were  living  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  college  association,  and  on  the  same  date  Dr  Nicholas  Murray 
Butler,  in  behalf  of  the  educational  exhibit  at  the  Paris  exposi- 
tion, asked  the  director  of  the  college  department  to  prepare  a 
monograph  on  professional  education  in  the  United  States.  It 
seemed  wise  under  the  circmstances  to  change  the  plan  and  scope 
of  the  work  and  to  isse  the  register  in  two  series:  1)  Professional 
education  in  the  United  States,  and  2)  Professional  education  in 
foreign  countries. 

During  April  and  May  1899,  the  abstracts  were  made  for  Dr 
Holmes  and  the  Condition  of  medical  colleges  in  the  United  States 
was  printed  in  the  bulletin  of  the  American  academy  of  medicine 
for  June.  During  April,  May  and  June  1899,  statements  from 
the  statutes  and  requirements  of  the  professional  schools  were 
submitted  to  the  executive  officers  for  revision  and  correction. 
June  23,  replies  had  been  received  from  95^  of  the  letters  sent 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  from  at  least  75^ 
of  those  sent  to  foreign  countries. 
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The  work  on  the  monograph  was  completed  in  October  and 
the  bulletins  of  the  first  series  on  professional  education,  seven 
in  number,  viz,  1)  General,  2)  Theology,  3)  Law,  4)  Medi<^ine,  5) 
Dentistry,  6)  Pharmacy,  7)  Veterinary  medicine  are  now  com- 
plete. 

The  second  series  of  professional  education  in  foreign  countries 

is  in  course  of  preparation.     At  the  meeting  of  the  regents  held 

Mar.  29,  1900  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  permission  to  make  his  vacation  cumulative, 
as  accorded  by  the  secretary,  be  confirmed  in  order  to  afford 
Dr  Taylor  an  opportunity  to  spend  six  months  in  Europe  from 
Alay  1  to  collect  material  for  the  proposed  series  of  bulletins  on 
Professional  education  in  foreign  countries.
